Adjustments Budgets - Prescribed in section 28 of the 
Municipal Finance Management Act, this is the formal 
means by which a municipality may revise its budget during 
a financial year. 

Allocations - Money received from Provincial- and National 
Treasury. 

Budget - The financial plan of a municipality. 

Budget related policy - Policy of a municipality affecting, 
or affected by, the budget. Examples include tariff policy, 
rates policy and credit control and debt policy. 

Budget Steering committee (BSC) - Committee 
established to provide technical assistance to the Mayor in 
discharging the responsibilities set out in section 53 of the 
MFMA. 

Capital Expenditure - Spending on municipal assets such 
as land, buildings and vehicles. Any capital expenditure 
must be reflected as an asset on a municipality’s balance 
sheet. 

Cash Flow Statement - A statement showing when actual 
cash will be received and spent by the municipality, and the 
month end cash and short-term investment balances. 

CGD - Capital Grants and Donations 

CCT - City of Cape Town 

City - City of Cape Town 

CPI - Headline Consumer Price Index 

CRR - Capital Replacement Reserve 

DMTN - Domestic Medium Term Note 

DORA - Division of Revenue Act. Annual legislation, which 
shows the allocations from national to local government. 

DORb - Division of Revenue Bill. Annual legislation tabled 
in parliament, but not enacted, which shows the allocations 
from national to local government. 

Executive Management Team (EMT) - A team comprising 
the City Manager and the Executive Directors and Chief 
Audit Executive. It reports to the City Manager. 

Equitable Share - A general grant paid to municipalities. It 
is predominantly targeted at assisting municipalities with the 
costs of free basic services. 

GDFI - Gross Domestic Fixed Investment 

GFS - Government Finance Statistics. An internationally 
recognised classification system that facilitates comparisons 
between municipalities. 


IDP - Integrated Development Plan. The main strategic 
planning document of a municipality. 

KPI - Key Performance Indicators. Measure of service 
outputs and/or outcomes. 

MayCO- Mayoral Committee 

MBRR- Municipal Budget Reporting Regulations 

MFMA - Municipal Finance Management Act (No 53 of 
2003). The principal piece of legislation relating to 
municipal financial management. 

MTREF - Medium Term Revenue and Expenditure 
Framework, as prescribed by the MFMA. It sets out 
indicative revenue and projected expenditure for the budget 
year, plus two outer financial years. 

MYPD - Multi Year Price Determination 

NT - National Treasury 

Operating Expenditure - The day-to-day expenses of a 
municipality such as general expenses, salaries & wages 
and repairs & maintenance. 

Portfolio Committee - In line with Section 79 of the 
Structures Act, the City’s Portfolio Committees process 
policies and bylaws relating to the functional areas within 
their terms of reference, and are responsible for 
implementation monitoring of these, as well as oversight of 
the functional areas. Portfolio Committees are also 
responsible for assessing and monitoring services delivery, 
ensuring that annual budgets are spent wisely, and that 
there is no wastage or corruption. 

Rates - Local Government tax based on assessed 
valuation of a property. 

TMA - Total Municipal Account 

SDBIP - Service Delivery Budget Implementation Plan. A 
detailed plan comprising quarterly performance targets and 
monthly budget estimates. 

SFA - Strategic Focus Areas. The main priorities of a 
municipality as set out in the IDP. Budgeted spending must 
contribute towards achievement of these Strategic Focus 
Areas. 

Subcouncils - The metropolitan area governed by the City 
is divided into subcouncils, each of which is made up of a 
number of wards. Each ward is made up of a number of 
suburbs and is represented by a councillor. 

Vote - One of the main segments into which a budget is 
divided, usually at directorate level.

1.2 Executive Summary 
a. General 

The total budget quantum for the 2016/17 year is R41 034 million, of which R34 545 million (84.2%) 
is allocated to the operating budget and R6 489 million (15.8%) to the capital budget. 
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b. Operating Budget 
Expenditure 

Total operating expenditure has increased from R32 090 million in 2015/16 (original approved 
budget) to R34 545 million in 2016/17. This 7.65% rise is primarily the result of increases in several 
City expenditure components, examples of which are noted in the table below.

Reasons for significant increases/decreases in expenditure: 

• Employee Related Costs: The 2016/17 cost of living increase as per the SALGA wage 
agreement was used when calculating the 2016/17 staff budget (6% + 2% notch increment), 
while the year-on-year growth is 7.62%. 

• Debt Impairment: This increase from R2 089 million to R2 318 million is largely due to the 
budgetary treatment of Fines, as prescribed in the IGRAP1 Accounting Standard, which states 
that Fines should be budgeted for at 100% of fines issued. Prior to IGRAP1, the City accounted 
for revenue from Fines on the basis of estimated collectable revenue. A provision for the 
amount deemed uncollectable has been included in the budget. 

• Finance Charge: Decreases from R971 million to R896 million, due to interest rates 
fluctuations and the loan not taken up in 201 5/1 6. 

• Contracted Services: The reduced allocation is due to the budgetary realignments from this 
category to the correct cost elements in line with the mSCOA regulations. 

• Other Materials: The reduced allocation is due to the budgetary realignment of Repairs & 
Maintenance from this category to the correct cost elements in line with mSCOA.

The City’s staff 
budget is reviewed annually for budgetary purposes and provides for an intense scrutiny of HR needs 
and assessment of all vacancies. 

The 2016/17 cost of living increase as per the SALGA wage agreement was used when calculating 
the 2016/17 staff budget (6% + 2% notch increment), while the year-on-year growth is 7.62%. 

Revenue 

Operating revenue increases from R31 670 million in 2015/16 to R34 200 million in 2016/17, which 
equates to a growth of 7.99%.

• An increase to Other Revenue, due to an increase in the Fuel Levy from R2 060 million 
(2015/1 6) to R2 1 97 million (201 6/1 7). 

• Interest earned - external investments, due to the growth in the outsourced investment 
portfolio earmarked for the bullet repayment of the City’s municipal bonds. 

• Fines, due to the budgetary treatment of Traffic Fines as prescribed in iGRAPI Accounting 
Standard. The City now provides for 1 00% of revenue for fines in accordance with iGRAPI . 

• Projected organic growth and average tariff increases on Property Rates and Services 
Charges (Water, Electricity and Refuse). 

• Gains on disposal of PPE increases from R74.6 million to R79.5 million. This increase is 
linked to the land disposal programme and routine auctions, which are demand driven by 
nature. 

• Transfers recognised - operational consists mainly of National and Provincial allocations. 
For the purposes of the budget compilation, National allocations are based on the 2016 
Division of Revenue Bill (DORb) and the Provincial Treasury Gazette No 7576 dated March 
2016.

Rates 

In 2015, the City initiated a process to prepare a new General Valuation (GV) Roll of all properties 
situated within its geographical boundaries in terms of the Municipal Property Rates Act, 2004 (Act 6 
of 2004) (MPRA), effective 2 July 2005. 

The rates levied per individual property will depend on that property’s value compared with the 
valuation of all the rateable properties in the municipal area. 

Rebates and concessions are granted to certain categories of property usage and/or property owner 
profile. 
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The definitions and listing of categories are reflected in the Rates Policy attached as Annexure 5. 
Water and Sanitation 

There is a proposed 9.75% average increase in consumptive water and sanitation tariffs. This 
excludes the Step 2 Domestic Full tariff, which has been aligned with the Domestic Cluster. The Bulk 
Water tariff has been increased by 6%. 

The tariff increases are necessary to address essential operational requirements, maintenance of 
existing infrastructure, new infrastructure provision and to ensure the financial sustainability of the 
service. Such increases are also in accordance with guidelines established in the Medium Term 
Revenue and Expenditure Framework and serves to preserve the limited water resources, due to the 
drought. The details are reflected in Annexure 4. 

Solid Waste 

The Solid Waste Tariffs are levied to recover costs of services provided directly to customers and 
include refuse collection fees, disposal fees, compost sales, weighbridge fees and other ad hoc 
services. 

An increase of 7.92% is proposed on the Consumptive Tariffs for Collections and 12.08% on 
Disposal. An increase of 5.6% is proposed on the Miscellaneous Tariffs for Cleaning. The details 
are reflected in Annexure 4. 

Electricity 

On 25 February 2016, NERSA issued a statement allowing Eskom an average 9.4% increase. On 1 
March 2016, NERSA approved an average of 7.86% increase to Local Authorities. This however, 
does not take into account any impact for system growth (either positive or negative). CPI was 
projected at 5.9%. 

The above items resulted in the Electricity department requiring a revenue increase from Sale of 
Electricity of 6.6%, which when coupled to the negative system growth expected of -1%, resulted in a 
tariff increase of an average of 7.78%. The details are reflected in Annexure 4. 

c. Capital Budget 

The capital budget increases from R6 044 million in 2015/16 (original budget) to R6 489 million in 
2016/17 or an overall increase of 7.3%.

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External Financing Fund (EFF) 

The increase of R349 million relates mainly to the re-phasing of projects from 2015/16 to 2016/17, as 

well as the incorporation of additional initiatives aligned to the IDP, which are addressed via 

additional funding allocations. These additional allocations are: 

• Community Services directorate receives R5.3 million for Parks Facility Upgrades (R1 million), 
New Cemetery Development (R2 million), Flardening of Facilities (R2 million) and Planover 
Park Town Centre (R340 000). 

■ The City Parks department strives to provide communities with dignified public open 
spaces and continues to conserve, enhance and develop parks for present and future 
generations. The R1 million for parks facility upgrades will be used for the upgrade of 
parks in various subcouncils to attract as many users to the City’s public open spaces. 

■ In order to keep up with demand for burial space the R2 million for new cemetery 
development will be utilised to develop and improve the Maitland Crematorium. Further 
development is also planned for other cemeteries to address the shortage of burial space. 

■ The Sport and Recreation department will utilise the R340 000 toward the spatial 
development framework of the Flanover Park Aqua Centre Development, which includes the 
relocation of the community centre to be incorporated into the swimming pool precinct. 

■ Flardening of facilities within the Sport and Recreation department is required across the 
City at highly targeted facilities to address the installation of alarm systems, CCTV systems, 
burglar guarding, stone guarding, roller shutter doors, reinforcement of hard surfaces, 
walls and fences. 

• The Metro Police department within the Safety and Security directorate receives R8 million for 
the migration of the CCTV infrastructure network to the City’s own infrastructure network (R7.5 
million) and additional firearms (R500 000) due to an increase in staff. 

• The Disaster Risk Management department within the Safety and Security directorate 
receives R28.8 million for hardware and mobile devices required to improve the allocation of 
emergency resources and to reduce response time to incidents, which are part of the EPIC 
Integrated Contact Centre project. 

• Safety and Security directorate is allocated a further R18.9 million for the upgrading of existing 
facilities (R2 million), acquisition of specialised vehicles mainly for Traffic and Fire departments 
(R5 million), acquisition of additional radios as a result of staff growth (R1.3 million), Firearms 
(R4 million), Pincher style tow truck (R2.62 million), various equipment (R2.48 million) as well 
as funding for the building of a memorial wall to honour the fallen staff members in service of 
the City (R1 .5 million). 

• The City Manager’s directorate receives R17 million for additional modules of the Project 
Portfolio Management (PPM) product (R16.3 million) as well as for the replacement of 
furniture and equipment (R668 000) where the assets have reached or are nearing the end of 
their useful life. 

• Finance directorate receives R5.4 million for its electronic workflow system. This system will 
aid with the electronic workflow of property management transactions to lease and sell 
immovable City owned properties, in order to improve service delivery. 
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• Tourism, Events and Economic Development directorate receives R8 million towards upgrades 
at strategic assets such as the Athlone Stadium (R3 million) and City Hall (R5 million). 

■ The upgrade at the Athlone Stadium is required to provide additional office 
accommodation for City departments. 

■ The City Hall is more than 100 years old and there is extensive work required to retain 
the heritage aspect as well as the safety aspect of the facility. 

• The City Health directorate receives R12.36 million to address critical needs in order to 
provide an effective service to the Community as listed below. 

■ Matthew Goniwe Clinic Upgrade and Extension (R500 000), where the funds will be used 
for the planning of the upgrade and extensions to the pharmacy, records room and waiting 
room. 

■ Gugulethu Clinic Upgrade and Extension for TB/ARV (R200 000) for the planning of 
upgrade and extensions to the pharmacy, records room and reception area. 

■ National core standard compliance (R3.8 million), where the funds will be used for 
both infrastructural- and clinical equipment needs in order to meet the National Core 
Standards. 

■ Environmental Health Pesticide stores (R1 million), as there is a legislative requirement to 
ensure that environmental health pesticides are kept in a secure store. Currently this is not 
in place and the funds will be used to start the roll-out of establishing pesticide stores in 
each of the 8 sub-districts. 

■ Substance Abuse Clinic roll-out (R1.66 million), as there are limitations to space, which 
impedes provision of optimal services. The capital funding will be utilised to renovate 
existing spaces and to provide additional space within Health facilities where the 
treatment services are being offered as well as for other capital needs, as required at 
the treatment sites. 

■ IT equipment (R2 million) to replace ageing computers and printers at City Health facilities 
in order to ensure that clinics are able to operate optimally. 

■ Connectivity expansion (R3.2 million) where the funding will be used to cover the LAN 
costs for IT connectivity in order to ensure that clinics are able to operate optimally using 
the City's network. 

• The Human Settlements directorate is allocated R50 million for its Asset Management Plan to 
ensure that City rental units meet health and safety standards as well as preventative 
measures to limit possible structural damage. 

• Corporate Services & Compliance directorate (CORC) - R62.4 million for: 

■ Replace aging corporate fleet (R5 million) 

■ Dark Fibre Broadband infrastructure (R42 million) 

■ Facilities Management infrastructure upgrades namely 

o Security hardening at corporate facilities under the control of CORC (R4.6 million), 
o Upgrading of the Ray Alexander room (R926 700), 

o New entrance to the Civic Centre to make it universally accessible (R1 .5 million), 
o Upgrade of the Podium Hall (R500 000), 

o Further development to Podium block (6 th floor) for additional Mayco offices (R700 000), 
o Relocation of City Hall municipal court to the Strand Concourse (R2.7 million), 
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o New municipal court in Bluedowns (R2 million), 

o Conversion of a Council owned building to accommodate the Wynberg municipal 
court (R2 million), and 

o Conversion of the Lentegeur Subcouncil offices in order to relocate the Mitchell’s Plain 
municipal court (R500 000). 

• The Social Development & Early Childhood Development directorate receives R4.2 million for 
the acquisition of vehicles (R3 million), furniture and equipment (R1.2 million), which will be 
utilised in new and existing ECD centres City-wide.

For the traffic congestion relief programme the Transport for Cape Town directorate receives R50 
million from the EFF and R68.5 million from the CRR for 2016/17. Further allocations from the CRR 
for this programme amounting to R206.5 million (2017/18) and R200 million (2018/19) are also 
included. 


1.3 Operating Revenue Framework 

The City’s revenue quantum is determined by setting a package of tariffs, which are not only 
considered affordable to its ratepayers and the users of its services, but deemed to be at fair and 
realistic levels when viewed in context of its programmes to assist those who do not have the means 
to pay. 

The City’s revenue strategy is built around the following key components: 

• National Treasury’s guidelines and macro-economic policy; 

• Projected City growth and continued economic development; 

• Realistic revenue management, which provides for the achieving of the collection rate targets; 

• Electricity tariff increases as approved by the National Electricity Regulator of South Africa 

(NERSA); 

• Setting of trading services’ user charges at levels which are reflective of these services’ cost 
recovering nature; 

• The municipality’s Property Rates Policy approved in terms of the Municipal Property Rates Act, 
2004 (Act 6 of 2004) (MPRA); 
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• The municipality’s policies to assist the poor and rendering of free basic services; and Sundry tariff 
policies.

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In line with the formats prescribed by the Municipal Budget and Reporting Regulations (MBRR), 
capital transfers and contributions are excluded from the operating statement, as inclusion of these 
revenue sources would distort the calculation of the operating surplus/deficit. 

Rates and Service Charges revenue makes up 74.0% of the City’s total revenue mix for 2016/17. In 
2015/16, revenue from Rates and Services Charges totaled R23 678 million increasing to R25 312 
million, R28 147 million and R31 486 million for the respective financial years of the 2016/17 MTREF. 
The MTREF indicates a percentage increase in revenue generated from Rates and Services 
Charges from 75.1% in 2017/18 to 76% in 2018/19. 

Property rates is the second largest revenue source in 2016/17, totaling R6 959 million (20.3% of 
revenue). 

Transfers recognised - operational (Operating grants and transfers) totals R3 802 million in 2016/17 
and increases to R4 270 million by 2018/19. This revenue component reflects an increase over the 
MTREF period, due to the increased allocations from Provincial- and National Government; the year- 
on-year growth of this revenue source is lower than previous years’ estimations and publications. 
Table 9 below provides a breakdown of the operating transfers and grants, which the City will receive 
over the MTREF.

1.3. 1 Property (Tax) Rates (Refer Annexure 2) 

The property rates are to be levied in accordance with existing Council policies, the Local 
Government Municipal Property Rates Act 2004 (MPRA), the MPRA Amendment Act 2014 (MPRAA), 
the MPRA Regulations and the Local Government Municipal Finance Management Act 2003. 

The Rates Policy was compiled taking into account feedback received from the Finance Portfolio 
Committee, Councillors, ratepayers and clients since the adoption of the 2015/16 Property Rates 
Policy in May 2015. In addition, it was informed by the workshops held with the Finance Portfolio 
Committee and relevant staff during the period October 2015 to March 2016. The Total Municipal 
Account (TMA) was modelled to assess the impact of all the billed Council charges on households 
spread over fourteen valuation brackets to assess determine the affordability of the package of tariff 
increases. 

Property rates are based on values indicated in the General Valuation Roll 2015 (GV) with the date of 
valuation being 1 August 2015. The Roll is being updated for properties affected by land sub- 
divisions, alterations to buildings, demolitions and improvements through Supplemental Valuations. 

Accordingly the rates levied per individual property will depend on that property’s value compared 
with the valuation of all the rateable properties in the municipal area. 

Rebates and concessions are granted to certain categories of property usage and/or property owner. 
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The definitions and listing of categories are reflected in the Rates Policy attached as Annexure 5. 

1.3.2 Sale of Water and Sanitation and Impact of Tariff Increases (Refer Annexure 4) 

The proposed Water and Sanitation Tariffs for the 2016/17 financial year are consistent with National 
Policy, the National Strategic Framework for Water and Sanitation and with Council’s Indigent relief 
measures, Rates and Tariff Policies and Equitable Service Framework. 

The progressive nature of the existing domestic stepped tariff structure both for water and sanitation 
allows for the needs of the indigent. It is also designed to discourage high water consumption levels, 
which have an impact on the size of both the water and sanitation portions of a consumer’s bill. It 
enables all consumers to adjust their consumption levels to ensure affordability. 

As a result of possible shifts in water usage patterns experienced during periods of restrictions and 
the stepped-up implementation of water demand management initiatives, the three sets of tariffs 
have been retained to make allowance for these uncertainties in case restrictions have to be imposed 
for 1 0%, 20% and 30% reduction levels respectively. 

There is a proposed 9.75% increase in consumptive water and sanitation tariffs. The Bulk Water tariff 
has been increased by 6%. The tariff increases are necessary to address essential operational 
requirements, maintenance of existing infrastructure, new infrastructure provision and to ensure the 
financial sustainability of the service. Such increases are also in accordance with guidelines 
established in the Medium Term Revenue and Expenditure Framework. 

The final alignment between the Domestic Full category and the Domestic Cluster category could not 
be effected during the 2015/16 financial year. This process is however now finalised within the 
2016/17 budget submission. The impact is specifically on step 2 of the Domestic Full category, with 
an increase above 9.75%. This will also impact on the percentage increase per usage level. It must 
be emphasised, though, that for indigent customers, the step 2 amount will be covered from the 
Indigent Account. 

Apart from minor wording changes to refine the existing policy, notable changes/additions in the tariff 
policy, tariff structure and tariff schedules for the 2016/17 financial year include: 

• Additional increases for Golf Clubs using spring water or treated effluent where infrastructure was 
not provided by the user. 

• Additional increases for Bulk Water Branch’s permit and filming fees, which are aligned to more 
appropriate pricing levels. 

• Introduction of a Cancellation Fee where bookings have been made for Film Shoots. 

• Alignment of Step 2 between the Domestic Full and Domestic Cluster categories. 

Due to the current climatic conditions, the City instituted water restriction as of 1 January 2016, 
accompanied by the 20% reduction level tariff. The 20% reduction level tariff will also be applicable 
to the 2016/17 financial year until further decisions regarding the water restrictions are made. 

The proposed consumption-based, as well as miscellaneous tariffs, are shown in the attached Tariffs, 
Fees and Charges Book attached as Annexure 6.

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1.3.4 Sale of Electricity and Impact of Tariff Increases (Refer Annexure 4) 

The proposed revisions to the tariffs have been formulated in accordance with the City of Cape Town 
Tariff and Rates Policy and in compliance with Section 74 of the Municipal Systems Act as well as 
the recommendations of the National Energy Regulator of South Africa (NERSA). 

In terms of section 75A of the Local Government Municipal Systems Act, any fees, charges or tariffs 
which a municipality may wish to levy and recover in respect of any function or service of the 
municipality, must be approved by a resolution passed by the municipal council with a supporting 
vote of a majority of its members 

The Electricity Regulation Act requires that proposed revisions to the electricity consumption based 
tariffs be submitted to the Regulator for approval prior to implementation. Provisional approval will 
therefore be requested with the express proviso that any alterations required by Council will be 
submitted to the Regulator as soon as possible. 

Consumptive Tariff Schedules now include a note indicating that the tariffs are applied in accordance 
with the terms and conditions as contained in the Electricity Tariff Policy. 

On 25 February 2016, NERSA issued a statement allowing Eskom an average 9.4% increase. On 1 
March 2016, NERSA approved a 7.86% increase on average to Local Authorities. This however, 
does not take into account any impact for system growth (either positive or negative). CPI was 
projected at 5.9%. 

The above items resulted in the Electricity department requiring a revenue increase from Sale of 
Electricity of 6.6%, which when coupled to the negative system growth expected of -1%, resulted in a 
tariff increase requirement of an average of 7.78%. 

Present electricity tariffs were approved by Council on 29 May 2015 and by NERSA (with 
amendments - not implemented) on 1 July 2015, and were implemented with effect from 1 July 
2015.

Staff costs for 2016/17 is RIO 598 million, which equates to 30.7% of the total operating expenditure. 
The 2016/17 cost of living increase is 6% plus 2% notch increment, while the year-on-year growth of 
this expenditure category is 7.62%. Similar inflation-linked increases are estimated for the outer 
years of the City’s MTREF. 

The cost associated with the remuneration of councillors is determined by the Minister of Co- 
operative Governance and Traditional Affairs in accordance with the Remuneration of Public Office 
Bearers Act, 1998 (Act 20 of 1998). The most recent proclamation in this regard was taken into 
account when compiling the City’s 2016/17 budget. 

The provision for debt impairment is based on collection rates achieved to date and projected over 
the MTREF period, as well as the City’s arrears and debt recovery policies. For 2016/17 this equates 
to R2 003 million escalating to R2 288 million by 2018/19. While this expenditure is considered to be 
a non-cash flow item, it informs the total cost associated with rendering the services of the 
municipality as well as the municipality’s realistically anticipated revenues. 
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Budgeted appropriations for Depreciation and Asset Impairment total R2 318 million for 2016/17 and 
is linked to the capitalisation rate of assets. The calculation is based on 100% spend (as opposed to 
95%) and the increased capital spend over recent years. In addition, multi-year projects, previously 
capitalised in the final year of its budget provision, are now capitalised when the asset is 
commissioned. 

Finance Charges consist primarily of the repayment of interest on long-term borrowing (cost of 
capital). Finance charges equates to 2.6% (R896 million) of 2016/17 operating expenditure 
(excluding redemption costs) and increases to R1 187 million by 2018/19. 

Budgetary provision for Bulk Purchases is informed by the purchase of electricity and water from 
suppliers, i.e. Eskom and DWA. In this regard, annual price increases have been factored into the 
budget appropriations, which in turn impacts on the tariff requirements for these tariff-based services. 

Other Materials provision caters for sundry items such as the purchase of fuel, diesel, materials for 
maintenance, cleaning materials and chemicals. Growth is projected for this expenditure component 
over the MTREF period; R338 million in 2016/1 7 estimating to increase to R448 million by 201 8/1 9. 

Contracted Services expenditure component includes provisions for Repairs & Maintenance. 
Expenditure levels are projected at R4 396 million in 2016/17 escalating to R5 133 million in 2018/19. 

The following graph gives a breakdown of the main expenditure categories for 2016/17.

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1.4. 1 Priority given to Repairs & Maintenance 

The City has acknowledged its obligation to optimally preserve its extended asset base and 
recognises current inherent backlogs in this regard. In line with the approach of recent financial 
years, 2016/17 appropriations again provide for above-CPI level increases to this cost component. 

In terms of the MBRR, operational repairs and maintenance is not considered a direct expenditure 
driver, but an outcome of other expenditures, such as remuneration, purchases of materials and 
contracted services. Considering these cost drivers, the following table is a consolidation of all the 
expenditures associated with repairs and maintenance.

The total Repairs & Maintenance allocation for 2016/17 is R3 803 million, which represents a growth 
of 6.2% from 2015/16. The increase on Repairs & Maintenance results from above CPI increases as 
well as the full cost absorption method applied to calculate labour unit price and the increases in 
activity prices based on the total cost of employment (TCOE) of direct labour workers influenced by 
the TASK outcome/job grading system, where jobs and positions are graded based on the content of 
approved job descriptions. 

This growth trend continues over the MTREF increasing to R4 415 million in 2018/19. The 2016/17 
Repairs & Maintenance provision represents 1 1 .% of the total operating expenditure. 


1.4.2 Free Basic Services: Basic Social Services Package 

The City provides free basic services (electricity, refuse removal, water, sanitation and rates) to 
residential properties via two procedures, i.e. the municipal value of the property or on application by 
those with limited income whose property values exceed the set valuation levels. 

The valuation method is utilised to prevent the creation of a bloated and costly administration to deal 
with the expected 250 000 to 280 000 applications if all had to apply on a periodic basis. Via the 
billing system criteria the City provides assistance to those residents assumed to be in need, 
although some with the ability to pay would also receive that benefit. However, the costs of 
preventing those few unintended cases being assisted would far outweigh the benefits of not 
providing free services to them. A further benefit of the valuation based approach is that it provides 
certainty and reduces the risks of fraud. The benefits vary based on the valuation of the properties at 
R400 000 or below; the recipients of these benefits vary between 74 000 and 264 000 
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The second procedure allows any resident who is required to pay for the mentioned services and 
whose gross monthly household income is R4 000 or below, to register as indigent to receive the 
same benefits as if their property values were below R100 000. To date 3 200 residents registered 
as such, showing clearly that the valuation driven measures are reaching the less fortunate residents 
as envisaged. 

A 75% rebate on rates and refuse removal charges are granted to all residents where the gross 
monthly household income is between R4 001 and R5 000. To date 30 households have 
registered. Households with gross monthly income between R5 001 and R5 500 receive a 50% 
rebate on rates and refuse removal charges and 15 applications have been approved. Applications 
from households with gross monthly incomes between R5 501 and R6 000 receive a 25% rebate on 
their rates accounts and refuse removal charges and to date 12 have been approved. 

Senior citizens and disabled persons’ rates rebate is granted to qualifying applicants where the gross 
monthly household income is below R15 000. For such income up to R4 000 the rates rebate is 
100%, reducing gradually to 10% for income between R14 001 and R15 000. 

Lifeline tariff customers receiving less than 250kWh per month will receive a free basic supply 
60kWh, with those receiving between 250kWh and 450kWh per month receiving a free basic supply 
of 25kWh per month. In total there are approximately 420 000 residents receiving this benefit in the 
City and Eskom area of supply. 

The assistance to the households mentioned above are regulated by Council’s budget related 
policies which are reviewed annually based on modelling the impact of the tariffs and policies on all 
residential properties. All the free basic services are provided for in the City’s balanced operating 
budget. 

The costs for the indigent support on charges for refuse removal, the R1 15.93 for water and 
sanitation and the 60kWh of free electricity are partially financed by National Government through the 
local government equitable share received in terms of the annual Division of Revenue Act. However, 
the City allocates R49 million from rates income to balance this expenditure whilst the costs of the 
free 6 kilolitres of water (and concomitant sanitation) and the R200 000 valuation rebate on rates for 
those residents within the valuation brackets deemed to be indigent are paid for by those remaining 
residents.

The capital budget increases from R6 129 million in 2015/16 (March 2016 adjustments budget) to 
R6 489 million in 2016/17. This is an overall increase of 5.8% when measured against the latest 
2015/16 budgetary provision. 

The above table clearly indicates that expenditure emphasis is still on those votes responsible for 
infrastructure development e.g. Utility Services and Transport for Cape Town. This allocation in 
2016/17 represents just over R4 971 million or 76.6% of the total budgetary allocation for the year. 
Utility Services receives the largest allocation of R3 529 million in 2016/17, which represents 54.4% 
of the budget. Utility Services includes the services responsible for the provision of electricity, solid 
waste management and water & sanitation. The second highest allocation amounting to R1 442 
million or 22.2% is made to Transport for Cape Town, which is followed by Human Settlements at 
R499.5 million (7.7%), Corporate Services & Compliance at R387 million (6.0%)and Community 
Services at R186.3 million (2.9%). 

In the outer years the majority of the allocations are also made to infrastructure development; R4 
297 million (78%) in 2017/18 and R4 734 million (80.5%) in 2018/19. 

National Treasury, in its MFMA circulars, indicated that a minimum of 40% of a municipality’s 
capital budget should be for renewal of existing assets as opposed to new infrastructure. In the 
City’s proposed capital budget the renewal of existing assets equates to R3 140 million or 48.4% of 
the total 2016/17 capital budget, while new assets represents R3 349 million or 51.6%. It is 
important to note that asset renewal represents the upgrading or replacement of existing City 
owned assets, while new assets will result in an increase in the asset base of this City. 
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Additional detail regarding asset classes and proposed capital expenditure is contained in Table 30 
(MBRR Table A9 - Asset Management) on page 45, while MBRR Tables SA34a and SA34b provides 
a detailed breakdown of the capital budget with regards to new asset construction and capital asset 
renewal (refer pages 170 and 171). A detailed breakdown of the capital budget per project over the 
medium term is available in Annexures 1 and 27.

1.5. 1 Future operational cost of new infrastructure 

Table SA35, on page 173, represents the future operational costs resulting from the capital 
investment program. The table shows that costs estimated over the MTREF are expected to grow 
from R3 379 million in 2016/17 to R4 688 million in 2018/19. No additional budgetary provision was 
made for these costs as it is expected to be absorbed through efficiency gains and the prioritisation 
of existing operational resources.

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Explanatory notes to MBRR Table A1 - Budget Summary 

1. Table A1 represents a high-level summation of the City’s budget, providing a view that includes 
all major components, i.e. operating, capital, financial position, cash flow and MFMA funding 
compliance. 

2. In essence it provides a synopsis of the amounts to be approved by Council for operating 
performance, resources deployed to capital expenditure, financial position, cash and funding 
compliance and the City’s commitment to eliminate basic service delivery backlogs. 

3. The importance of ensuring that a municipal budget is fully funded is stressed in the financial 
management reforms. The MFMA through Section 18 requires that a budget only be funded by 
realistically anticipated revenue to be collected and cash-backed accumulated funds from 
previous years, not committed for other purposes. 

4. To test whether the City’s budget is funded it is required therefore to collectively assess 
the financial performance, capital budget, financial position and cash flow budgets. 

5. The City’s key outcomes in this regard are as follows: 

a. The City’s financial performance section of the prescribed, pro forma Table A1 shows 
deficit positions over the 2016/17 MTREF. National Treasury Circular 42 states that a 
deficit on the Financial Performance does not mean that the budget is not funded as 
long as it is funded from uncommitted previous years’ surpluses. 

b. The deficit on the Financial Performance is as a result of appropriations, which are 
included in the financial position and not in the financial performance budget. The 
appropriations include the depreciation reserves (for capital grants), Housing 
Development Fund, Insurance Fund and contributions to the Capital Replacement 
Reserve (CRR). 

c. The cash flow budget outcome shows that this deficit is funded from uncommitted, 
previous years’ surpluses. It is consequently viewed as a sustainable position. 

d. The capital budget is funded from the following sources: 

i. Transfers recognised - capital and public contributions & donations which are 
shown on the financial performance budget; 

ii. Borrowing, which is shown in the cash flow budget as part of the net cash from 
financing activities; and 

iii. internally generated funds are financed from previous years’ accumulated 
surpluses, previous years’ contributions to CRR and bulk infrastructure levies 
already collected. The affordability and sustainability of these funds are 
confirmed by the positive cash flow outcome over the 2016/17 MTREF. 

6. The City’s cash backing/surplus reconciliation over the 2016/17 MTREF shows a positive 
outcome, which is an indication that the City will be able to afford its commitments over the next 
three years. 

7. The City’s persistent strive to eradicate infrastructure backlogs is evident in the annual increase 
of investment in the Cost of Free Basic Services and the Revenue Cost of Free Basic Services 
provided. Backlogs still exist for Electricity Services but are projected to reduce.

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Explanatory notes to MBRR Table A2 - Budgeted Financial Performance (revenue and 

expenditure by standard classification) 

1. Table A2 is an overview of the budgeted financial performance in relation to revenue and 
expenditure per standard classification, which divides the municipal services into 15 functional 
areas. 

2. Major contributing items to the increased operating revenue are additional allocations on the 
Fuel Levy, the projected organic growth and tariff increases on Property Rates Tax and Service 
Charges (Water, Sanitation, Electricity and Refuse). 

3. A surplus of R1 908 million in 2016/17 is reflected in this table, which includes Transfers 
Recognised - capital (Capital Grants & Donations received), while the expenditure category 
excludes these transfers. 

4. This table highlights that the revenue for Cape Town Electricity, Water & Sanitation and Solid 
Waste Management, exceed their expenditure, due to the exclusion of internal cost 
charges/recoveries and other provisions e.g. Contribution from Electricity Services to the Rates 
Account. 

5. Other functions within Rates show a deficit when comparing revenue and expenditure, which is 
financed from Rates Revenue.

This is influenced by 
Eskom bulk purchases as well as the impact of City’s tariff setting policy. 

3. The surplus on the Water Account fluctuates between 20% and 23% over the MTREF. 

4. The surplus within Solid Waste Management fluctuates between 21% and 22% over the MTREF 

5. The surplus reflected in the various trading services (Cape Town Electricity, Water & Sanitation 
and Solid Waste Management) is mainly based on primary revenue and expenditure elements. 
This does not include the contribution to Rates (the Rates Account receive a contribution from 
electricity service reducing the surplus shown above) and the internal cost charges/recoveries. 
These “secondary elements” are, however, included in the tariff calculations for the various trading 
services. Taking the secondary budget into account none of the Trading Services’ have 
deficit/surplus position.

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Explanatory notes to MBRR Table A4 - Budgeted Financial Performance (revenue and 

expenditure) 

1 . Table A4 is a view of the budgeted financial performance in relation to the revenue by source and 
expenditure by type. Total revenue is R34 200 million (excluding appropriations which are 
disclosed in the financial position statement) in 2016/17 and escalates to R41 448 million by 
2018/19. This represents a revenue growth of 7.9%, 9.6% and 10.5% respectively over the 3 
years. Major contributing items are the increased operating allocations from National- and 
Provincial Government, the projected organic growth and tariff increases on Property Rates Tax 
and Service Charges. 

2. Revenue to be generated from Property Rates amounts to R6 959 million in 2016/17 and 
increases to R7 964 million by 2018/19, which represents 20% of the operating revenue base of 
the City and therefore remain significant funding source for the City. 

3. Service charges relating to Electricity, Water, Sanitation and Refuse Removal constitute the 
biggest component of the revenue basket of the City, totalling R18 353 million for the 2016/17 
financial year and increasing to R23 522 million in 2018/19. For 2016/17, service charges are 
54% of the total revenue base and the average year-on-year growth is approximately 11% over 
the medium term. 


4. Other Revenue includes an increased allocation in respect of the Fuel Levy, which increased 
from R2 441 million (2015/16) to R2 504 million (2016/17).

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5. Bulk purchases have increased significantly over the 2012/13 to 2018/19 period, escalating from 
R6 391 million to R11 163 million in 2018/19. These increases can be attributed to substantial 
increases in the cost of bulk electricity from Eskom and Water from the Department of Water 
Affairs. 


6. Employee-related costs is also the main cost driver within the City’s operating expenditure 
i.e. from R7 446 million in 2012/13 to R12 678 million in 2018/19. This is as a result of 
increases on staff costs as per the SALGA Salary Agreement, plus notch increments. The 
2016/17 cost of living increase is 6% plus 2% notch increment. 

7. Depreciation & Asset Impairment increases from R1 627 million in 2012/13 to R2 737 million in 
2018/19. The calculation, is now based on 100% spend (as opposed to 95%) and the increased 
capital spend over the last few years. In addition, multi-year projects, which were previously 
capitalised in the final year of its budget provision, are now capitalised when the asset is 
commissioned. 


8. Contracted Services includes budgetary provision for Repairs & Maintenance.

1 . Table A5 reflects the City’s capital programme in relation to capital expenditure by municipal vote 
(directorate); capital expenditure by standard classification; and funding sources required to fund 
the capital budget, including information on capital transfers from National and Provincial 
Departments. 

2. The MFMA provides that a municipality may approve multi-year or single-year capital 
budget appropriations. The City has allocated multi-year appropriations amounting to R6 489 
million for 2016/17, decreasing to R5 516 million in 2017/18 and again increasing to 
R5 884 million in 2018/19. 

3. The capital budget is funded by allocations made to the City by National and Provincial 
government in the form of grants, as well as public contributions and donations, borrowings 
and internally generated funds. Capital transfers from National Government, the Provincial 
Government Western Cape and other transfers and grants amount to R2 177 million (33.5%) 
in 201 6/1 7, decreases slightly to R2 1 63 million in 201 7/1 8 and again increase to R2 347 million 
in 2018/19. Public contributions and donations amounts to R75.8 million, R83.9 million and 
R86.7 million over respective financial years. Borrowings amounts to R2 929 million, R2 377 
million and R2 661 million over the MTREF and has been provided for in terms of 
affordability levels as determined during MTREF modelling. Internally generated funds have 
been provided for over the MTREF amounting to R1 308 million, R892 million and R789 
million for each of the respective financial years.

1 . The cash backed reserves/accumulated surplus reconciliation is aligned to the requirements of 
MFMA Circular 42 - Funding a Municipal Budget. 

2. In essence the table evaluates the funding levels of the budget by firstly forecasting the cash and 
investments at year end and secondly reconciling the available funding to the 
liabilities/commitments that exist. 

3. The outcome of this exercise would either be a surplus or deficit. A deficit would indicate that the 
applications exceed the cash and investments available and would be indicative of non- 
compliance with the MFMA requirements that the municipality’s budget must be “funded”. 

4. From the table it can be seen that for the City remained in a surplus net cash flow position for the 
period 2016/17 to 2018/19. 

5. Considering the requirements of section 18 of the MFMA, it can be concluded that the 2016/17 
MTREF is fully funded. 

6. As part of the budgeting and planning guidelines that informed the compilation of the 2016/17 
MTREF, the end objective of the medium-term framework was to ensure the budget is 
funded/aligned to section 18 of the MFMA. 

7. Table A8 reflects an inclining/positive term trend; i.e. moving progressively from a surplus of 
R2 275 million in 201 6/1 7 to a surplus of R3 668 million by 201 8/1 9.

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Explanatory notes to Table A10 - Basic Service Delivery Measurement 

1. Table A10 provides an overview of service delivery levels, including backlogs (below minimum 
service level), for each of the main services. 

2. The City is persistently striving to eradicate backlogs. The City’s backlog status are as follows: 

a. Water services - Cape Town’s population, both formal and informal settlements, receives 
potable water in accordance with the National minimum standards as required by the Water 
Services Act 108 (of 1997). Backlogs reflected in the 2012/13 and 2013/14 financial years 
were based on the City’s standards and not National standards. 

b. Sanitation services - Cape Town’s population, both formal and informal settlements, receives 
sanitation services in accordance with the National minimum standards. Funding is still 
provided to further improve the service levels in Informal Settlements in line with the City’s 
strategy. The bucket toilet value of 217 households reflected in the ‘below minimum 
standards’ category in the 2016/17 financial year is not seen as a backlog as these 
households using the bucket system do so despite being offered and encouraged to use 
alternative sanitation services which are available and accessible. It was planned to remove 
the remaining bucket systems in 2015/16, however it did not realise due to various challenges 
which included community resistance. Certain of the bucket toilets could be removed, bringing 
the amount down from 377 to 217 households. Initiatives to remove the remaining ones are 
ongoing. 

c. Electricity services - The electrification strategy is to reduce the backlog by 1 500 annually. 
The electricity backlog is expected to reduce from 32 341 households in 2015/16 to 30 841 
households in 2016/17. 

d. Refuse services - This service does not have any backlogs. 

3. Table A10 also reflects the number of household (informal, formal and backyarders) receiving 
free basic services, the cost thereof and the revenue cost subsidised revenue. It must be noted 
that complexities and challenges were experienced in providing these numbers; details of which 
are provided below per department. 

• Water & Sanitation: 

The Water & Sanitation department does not distinguish its customers in the manner 
prescribed in the template i.e. formal and informal settlements. 

The informal settlements category comprises of ‘Informal settlements’ and ‘Living in informal 
backyard rental agreement’. The latter category will only include those households that are 
‘formalised’ and where water meters have been installed. 

The methodology applied to complete this table is: 
o The numbers are manually calculated and do not follow an audit trail, 
o The information is not based on transactions from the financial systems, 
o Prices used relates to the cost per kl for water and sanitation respectively, 
o Informal settlements volumes are not currently billed and forms part of ‘Non-Revenue 
Water’. 

o The number for backyarders used only reflects what has been formalised on the system 
via installing separate meters. Total backyarders is approximately 80 000 in total 
according to the census figures. 
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• Cape Town Electricity 

The Cape Town Electricity department has no distinction between ‘formal’, ‘informal 
households’ and ‘Living in informal backyard rental agreement’ in the tariff structure. 

The methodology applied to complete this table is: 

o The way customers are separated is based on consumption levels over a 12 month 
period, which is then used to place customers on the appropriate tariff either lifeline or 
domestic. 

o The lifeline tariff attracts FBE as well as a hugely subsidised tariff structure, 
o Currently there’s no indicator on the financial system or the vending system that shows 
formal or informal households. 

o Meters are also not currently GIS located in order to make this distinction. The assumption 
used to provide numbers for this table was a 60:40 split. The numbers are manually 
calculated and do not have an audit trail. 

• Solid Waste Management 

The formal property numbers are linked to the Refuse Tariff and are available on the financial 
system. 

The informal settlement numbers are linked to an annual audit that is done by an independent 
body that physically counts the households via GPS. However, the following should be noted: 
o There’s no separate tariff for the servicing of informal settlements, 
o The detail indicating the households is not available on the financial system as the 
dwellings are not registered in the names of the owners - the financial system only deals 
with registered owners. 

o In order to establish the number of households the department appoints an independent 
contractor to mark each door leading to a household to be serviced via a GPS system that 
is kept on a separate database once per year. 

o This can only be audited at the time of the count, which is normally in December - after 
that the department assumes that the increase or decrease will not be significant 


It should be noted that the full equitable share allocation to the City is currently utilised towards 
providing services to the poor. In addition to the free basic services allocation to water, sanitation, 
electricity and refuse, the City also provides a portion of the equitable share allocation towards 
other services to the poor e.g. primary health care. 
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Part 2 - Supporting Documentation 

2. 1 Overview of annual budget process 

2.1.1 Mayoral oversight and responsibility 

Section 24 of the MFMA requires the municipal council to, at least 30 days before the start of the 
financial year; consider the annual budget for approval. Section 53 requires the Mayor of a 
municipality to provide general political guidance over the budget process and the priorities that must 
guide the preparation of the budget. In addition, regulation 4, of the Municipal Budget and Reporting 
Regulations (MBRR), gazetted on 17 April 2009, states that: 

(1) The mayor of a municipality must establish a budget steering committee (BSC) to provide 
technical assistance to the mayor in discharging the responsibilities set out in section 53 of 
the Act. 

(2) The Steering committee must consist of at least the following persons: 

a) the councillor responsible for financial matters; 

b) the municipal manager; 

c) the chief financial officer; 

d) the senior managers responsible for at least the three largest votes in the municipality; 

e) the manager responsible for budgeting; 

f) the manager responsible for planning; and 

g) any technical experts on infrastructure 

The City has an established BSC that embodies all the requirements as set out in the MFMA. In 
addition the Budget Strategy Committee (BSM) was also established in 2013. The purpose of the 
BSM is to provide strategic guidance and ensure that the budget is aligned to the City’s strategies. 

The 2016 financial year signifies the final year of the current 5-year IDP cycle. Allocation of 
resources was considered in terms of the IDP review, budget realities and sundry strategic 
considerations. 

The principles applied to the MTREF were informed by sensitivity analysis against various scenario 
options over the short, medium and long - term. These scenarios are based on revenue and 
expenditure parameters or assumptions applied to the current financial plan and are utilised to 
calculate the affordability and sustainability of the City’s budget over the medium to long term. 

2.1.2 Budget process overview 

Section 21 of the MFMA requires the Mayor to table a time schedule that sets out the process to draft 
the IDP and prepare the budget, 10 months before the start of the new financial year. The IDP- and 
budget cycle time schedule was tabled at Council on 19 August 2015. 

In compliance to the above requirements, the budget process for the 2016/17 MTREF period 
proceeded according to the following timeline: 
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July - August 2015 

The 2016/17 IDP/Budget timetable was tabled in Council. Strategic sessions of the BSC regarding 
budget strategy, process and guidance were held. Submission of Draft BEPP submitted to National 
Treasury. 

September - October 2015 

Budget consultation with Subcouncils. Directorates’ budget proposals were work-shopped with 
Portfolio Committees. Reiterative interactions with BSC and BSM on key parameters including 
financial and economic assumptions applied to the MTREF forecasting model. 

November - December 2015 

Budget hearing meetings were held with Executive Directors and relevant Mayco members to 
ensure, amongst other, budget alignment to the City’s strategies. Refinement of the MTREF 
forecasting model to ensure a credible, affordable and sustainable budget over the medium term. 

January - March 2016 

Detailed Operating- and Capital budgets were prepared. 

March 2016 

The draft 2016/17 Operating and Capital budgets and IDP review was tabled at Council on 31 March 
2016. 

March - April 2016 

The budget, IDP and tariff proposals were published for comment and consultation as part of the 
public participation process. 

April - May 2016 

Comments received as a result of the public participation process were submitted to Mayco for 
consideration. The 2016/17 MTREF budget, IDP review and BEPP is scheduled for consideration 
and adoption by Council on 25 May 2016. 

2.1.3 IDP and Service Delivery and Budget Implementation Plan 

The City’s Integrated Development Plan (IDP) is its principal strategic planning instrument, which 
guides and informs its on-going planning, management and development actions. The IDP 
represents the city administration’s commitment to exercise its executive authority. This Five Year 
Term of Office Plan, is in line with National and Provincial government legislation and is effectively 
the local government’s blueprint by which it strives to realise its vision for Cape Town in the short, 
medium and long term. 

However, while the IDP represents the strategic intent of the City, it is also compiled with the 
understanding that a number of challenges will need to be overcome in order to achieve the strategic 
objectives it sets out. Some of these challenges are known, while others are as yet unknown and 
may arise at any time due to any number of national and international economic, political or social 
events. 
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The 5-Year term of office IDP (2012/13-2016/17) for the City was developed in line with the Term of 
Office IDP Process Plan (2011/12 -2015/16), approved by Council and the IDP and Budget Time- 
Schedule of Events for the approval of the 2015/16 IDP and 2015/16 - 2017/18 Budget approved by 
the Executive Mayor and tabled in Council. 

The Time Schedule applicable to the IDP (201 2/1 3-2016/1 7) review for the City included the following 
key IDP processes and deliverables: 

• Advertisement of time-schedule on website, local newspapers and notice boards. 

• A member or committee of a municipal council propose amendments to the IDP. 

• The proposals were advertised for public comment. 

• Table draft Annual Report to Mayco. 

• Table draft IDP and Budget Report to Mayco and Council. 

• Publication of 201 3/1 4 oversight report. 

• Advertise IDP/Corporate Scorecard/Budget proposed amendments to obtain public comment 
from communities, provincial government and other relevant stakeholders on the draft IDP. 

• Final approval of the IDP/Corporate Scorecard and Budget document by Council resolution, 
setting taxes and tariffs, approving changes to the IDP and budget related policies, approval of 
measurable performance objectives for revenue by source and expenditure by vote before the 
start of the financial year. 

• Notification of approved 201 2/1 3-201 6/1 7 reviewed IDP and Budget to public. 

• Response to public comment in respect of Budget, tariffs and policies. 

2.1.4 Community Consultation 

Council called for public comments on the 2016/17 draft budget, which included proposed 
amendments to the budget related policies in compliance with the Local Government Municipal 
Systems Act No 32 of 2000, the Local Government Municipal Finance Management Act No. 56 of 
2003 and the Local Government Municipal Property Rates Act 6 of 2004. 

The public participation process initially ran from 1 April to 22 April 2016 but was extended to 29 April 
2016 as per a media release on 15 April 2016, in an effort to garner more public input for 
consideration. The latter enhanced the public participation process as it facilitated a planned 
approach with the people of Cape Town. 

The City’s annual public participation for budget inputs from the communities exceeds the legislative 
requirements in that it provides extensive budget related information in various formats and at many 
venues for ease of access by the communities in their local areas as well as a very comprehensive 
and detailed advertisement at these venues and in the media at large. The public participation 
process was very comprehensive in that: 

• Workshops were held prior to the PPP to allow for proposed amendments to tariff and policies. 

• The communities were invited to participate via the media advertisements, Facebook, Twitter, by 
completing “have your say” forms for submission at all the venues, eBilling, a note in the monthly 
municipal accounts as posted and various media articles. 

• All the budget information was available on the City’s website, at all the libraries, subcouncils and 
some administration buildings 

• The budget information included the full report and detailed advertisements. 
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• The budget information was made available in PDF format and also in Excel to facilitate 
interrogation of the various budget schedules for better understanding and comments. 

• 8 public meetings were held at suitable venues as these meetings were based on subcouncil 
districts and transport was arranged for the communities to allow a broader attendance and 
participation. 

• Targeted meetings were held with the Chamber of Commerce, SAPOA, Afrikaanse Handels 
Instituut, Special Rating Areas Forum, Filming and Events Industry, various Ratepayers 
Associations and the Social Justice Coalition. 

• Meeting and information pamphlets were distributed at various subcouncils. 

The advertisements appeared in the Cape Times, Cape Argus, Community newspapers, Kasi Vision, 
Die Burger, People’s Post, Tygerburger, City Vision, Helderberg Gazette, District Mail, Weskus 
News, Impact 24/7, Northern Bulletin, Cape Flats News and Dizindaba. 

The public participation process attracted approximately 4000 comments which were acknowledged 
with individual letters and will be responded to after the budget has been considered by Council for 
approval. The comments received were distributed to line departments for suitable responses and for 
consideration in current and future budgets. A report detailing the comments received and the 
departmental responses thereto will be submitted to Council under a separate cover. 

Given the comments received and the relevant departmental responses from the departments, it 
appears that the 2016/17 Draft Budget does not require any significant changes. The budget related 
policies and the Tariffs and Charges Book have been amended accordingly. 

2.2 Overview of alignment of annual budget with IDP 

The City’s priority objectives are set out in its Integrated Development Plan (IDP), which provides the 
strategic framework that guides the city’s planning and budgeting over the course of the five year 
political term. Five pillars have been identified to focus delivery and translate the electoral mandate 
into the organisational structures of the City. 

The 5 strategic focus areas (SFA’s) or pillars are: 

1 . The Opportunity City 

2. The Safe City 

3. The Caring City 

4. The Inclusive City 

5. The Well Run City 

These pillars are unpacked into twenty three objectives, which are broken down into programmes 
and projects that are underpinned by the budget. This realistic and sound budget supports the 
credibility of the process. Resources were allocated firstly through budget prioritisation at a corporate 
level and pulled through to the directorate and department Business plans. 

The Corporate Scorecard is the strategic tool used by the community and the city to monitor progress 
against delivery. 
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The intergovernmental development agenda for Cape Town 

The City engages with the Province and National Government in a structured and functional manner. 
At a political level, formal engagements between the Provincial Cabinet and the City’s Mayoral 
Committee take place quarterly. At a technical and administrative level, sectoral as well as three 
formal engagements take place between the Province’s Heads of Department as well as the 
Executive Management Team (EMT) of the City. 

These are aimed at ensuring maximum benefit for the City through better planning, coordination and 
accountability among all spheres of government; enhancing the City’s strategic objectives of 
infrastructure investment for economic growth, service delivery excellence and institutional efficiency; 
and achieving better and more efficient resource utilisation. In short, all the aforementioned 
engagements are aimed at ensuring that the City extracts value and benefit from its participation in 
intergovernmental and international cooperative relations. 

The national and provincial priorities, policies and strategies of importance include amongst others: 

• National Development Plan, 

• Government Programme of Action, 

• Development Facilitation Act of 1995, 

• Provincial Growth and Development Strategy (GGDS), 

• National and Provincial spatial development perspectives, 

• Relevant sector plans such as transportation, legislation and policy, 

• National Key Performance Indicators (NKPI), 

• Accelerated and Shared Growth Initiative (ASGISA), 

• National 2014 Vision, 

• National Spatial Development Perspective (NSDP), and 

• The National Priority Outcomes. 

The vision of the City is threefold: 

• To be a prosperous city that creates an enabling environment for shared economic growth and 
development. 

• To achieve effective and equitable service delivery. 

• To serve the citizens of Cape Town as a well-governed and effectively run administration. 

The budget is allocated against the five strategic focus areas at a corporate level. This visionary 
framework is rolled out into objectives, key performance indicators (KPI) and targets for 
implementation. These are then broken down into Service Delivery and Budget Implementation Plans 
(SDBIP) that reflect the detailed projects. Each of these projects is allocated budgetary and other 
resources. The figure below visually represents the link between the IDP and the Budget and 
demonstrates how corporate strategy is cascaded through the organisation, and how it influences 
and shapes the operating and capital budgets of the various directorates and departments within the 
City.

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2.3 Measurable performance objectives and indicators 

The Corporate Scorecard is the strategic tool used by the community and the city to monitor progress 
against delivery. 

The City’s cycle and process of performance management system can be graphically illustrated as 
follows: 
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Figure 7 Cycle and process of the performance objectives and indicators 

Planning Performance 

The City must involve the community in deciding what priorities and needs it want to achieve. 
Community involvement will be in line with relevant legislation and approved policy. 


The planning cycle delivers a five year and annually reviewed IDP (including a Corporate Scorecard 
with definitions), an annual Corporate SDBIP, Directorate Executive Summaries (including SDBIPs), 
Departmental Business Plans and SDBIPs, Performance Indicator Measurement Sheets, S57 
Performance Plans and Individual Performance Assessments. 


Planning ensures that clear strategic direction is set and prioritised. Planning is informed by feedback 
on performance. This is the stage where Strategic Focus Areas (SFAs), objectives, performance 
indicators and targets are determined. Indicators measure the extent to which objectives are being 
achieved, indicating performance in relation to outcomes, outputs, activities and inputs. Targets set 
the level of performance to be achieved within a defined period of time. 
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Indicators must be measurable, relevant, objective and precise. They must include outcomes, output 
and input indicators. National general indicators must be included. Proxy indicators will be used until 
auditable and cost effective systems and processes are in place to measure the National general 
indicators. 

The IDP will be set for the five year term of office of the elected council and reviewed annually. It will 
include the SFAs, corporate objectives (strategic objectives), corporate indicators and targets. There 
will be a direct relationship between the SFA, corporate objective, corporate indicator and target. The 
actual achievements of targets set for the objectives will be reported on quarterly bases where 
appropriate. They will form the platform for the quarterly and annual reports on performance. 

The components will be interlinked to ensure implementation. All the corporate objectives and 
indicators will cascade into a Directorate and/or a Departmental SDBIP and/or the City Manager’s 
and/or a section 57 appointees scorecards. 

Monitoring , measuring, evaluating and reviewing performance 

Monitoring and measuring are the processes and procedures to collect, collate and analyse 
organisational performance data on an on-going basis to determine whether planned performance 
targets have been met, exceeded or not met. It will take place on a quarterly and an annual basis. 
The performance evaluation results are determined by regular management meetings to establish: 

• Year-to-date performance progress and reasons for variances for both under- or over 
performance, and 

• Remedial action (effective methods of correction or enhancement), if any, which need to be taken 
to achieve the agreed performance targets. 

A review of indicators and targets can take place to the extent that changing circumstances so 
demand and in accordance with a prescribed process. These are limited to major organisational 
changes and when the budget is adjusted. 

Reporting performance includes an Annual Report to the relevant Council committees and to the 
community for comment and Quarterly reports at corporate, directorate and department level to the 
relevant Council committees. 

Auditing and Oversight 

Internal Audit and Audit Committee (includes the Performance Management committee) reviews the 
Organisational Performance Management (OPM) system for functionality, performance information 
and compliance. The Auditor General and Municipal Public Accounts Committee (MPAC) reviews the 
Annual Report. 

The measurable performance objectives to be accomplished in 2016/17 were tabled in the Council 
meeting on 31 March 2016.

2.3.1 Performance indicators and benchmarks 

2.3. 1. 1 Borrowing Management 

The City’s capital expenditure is funded from four sources, namely, government grants, public 
contributions and donations, borrowing and internally generated funds. The City’s borrowing is done 
in terms of chapter 6 of the MFMA and the City’s borrowing policy, which determines, inter alia, that a 
long term loan will only be entered into if it’s deemed to be affordable and sustainable. 

It is further dependent on the City’s credit rating which is rated by Moody’s Investor Services. The 
City needs a credit rating to demonstrate its ability to meet its financial obligation. Potential lenders 
also use it to assess the City’s credit risk, which in turn affects the pricing of any subsequent loans 
taken. Factors used to evaluate the creditworthiness of municipalities include the economy, debt, 
finances, politics, management and institutional framework. 

On 1 1 March 2016, Moody’s Investors Service placed the rating of the City under review for possible 
downgrade. This action was prompted by the potential deterioration of South Africa's credit profile as 
captured by Moody's recent decision to put South Africa's Baa2 government bond rating on review 
for downgrade on 8 March 2016. 
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The following financial performance indicators have formed part of the compilation of the 2016/17 
MTREF: 

• Capital charges to operating expenditure are the measure of the cost of borrowing in relation to 
the operating expenditure. This ratio averages 4% over the 2016/17 MTREF which indicates that 
the City spends an average of approximately 4% of its operating expenditure budget annually on 
finance charges, which is considered feasible and sustainable. 

• Borrowing funding as a ratio of own capital expenditure reflects the degree to which own capital 
expenditure (excluding government grants and public contributions) has been funded by way of 
borrowing. The ratio shows 59% for 2016/17 and averages 52% over the two outer years of the 
2016/17 MTREF. This ratio shows that the City’s borrowing is affordable and sustainable over 
the medium term. 

2. 3. 1.2 Safety of Capital 

The gearing ratio is a measure of the total long term borrowings over funds and reserves. The City 
does not agree with the methodology applied to calculate this ratio. The calculation preferred should 
be borrowing less cash and bank balances divided by community wealth/equity, of which the City’s 
outcome over the 2016/17 MTREF averages 17%. 

2. 3. 1.3 Liquidity 

• The current ratio is used to assess the City’s ability to pay back its Short-term Liabilities (Debt 
and Payables) with Short-term Assets (Cash, Inventory, Receivables). According to National 
Treasury circular 71 the higher the current Ration, the more capable the Municipality will be to 
pay its current or short-term obligations and provide for risk cover to enable it to continue 
operations at desired levels. It is preferable that the ratio is at least above one. This ratio for the 
City averages 1.1 over the 2016/17 MTREF. 

• The liquidity ratio is a measure of the ability of the City to utilise cash and cash equivalents to 
extinguish or retire its current liabilities immediately. Anything below 1 indicates a shortage in 
cash to meet creditor obligations. In this instance the City also does not agree with the 
methodology applied to calculate the ratio. The preferred calculation is current assets less 
inventory, divided by current liabilities. This ratio for the City averages 1.09 over the 2016/17 
MTREF. 

2.3. 1.4 Revenue Management 

• Debt Management actions, including legal actions are carried out against debtors who can pay, 
but choose not to, with a special focus on: 

■ The categorization of accounts into high value accounts: Business and Residential; 

■ The top 1000 debtors, 

■ Government accounts, 

■ Staff and councillor arrears and 

■ Appropriate action against irrecoverable debt. 

• Allocating high value accounts to area offices to follow up on debtors within their respective areas 

• Limiting/blocking of electricity prepaid meters: Collecting other debts via the prepaid electricity 
meters. 

• Debtors who are experiencing difficulties in paying their accounts are given options to either enter 
into affordable payment arrangements or to apply to be registered as indigent or apply for rates 
rebates offered. 
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• The City provides the option of an affordable payment plan for debtors to settle their arrears, 
where compliance with the agreed payment plan leads to the suspension of all debt management 
actions and interest being raised until the arrears is paid in full. 

• Adverse Credit Listing 

■ Adverse credit listing - enforce debtors who actively credit users to settle their debts, 
otherwise they cannot enter into any other credit/loan agreements. 

• Handing over of accounts 

■ Focus on the high value accounts handed over for legal actions. 

■ Progress of accounts handed over to the appointed panel of attorneys is performance 
managed and monitored. 

• In addition to the above, the City’s strategy for the Indigent debtors are: 

■ Water leaks are fixed on all indigent properties, free of charge. 

■ Water demand management devices (WDM) and prepaid electricity meters are installed free 
of charge. 

■ Once the water leaks have been repaired and the WDMs and pre-paid electricity meters are 
installed, a once off write off is done of all the outstanding debt. 

■ Council has approved the writing off of all interest charges as well as the suspension of 
interest charges on indigent properties, until the water leaks have been repaired ,the WDMs 
and the pre-paid electricity meters have been installed and applicable outstanding debts have 
been written off. 

2. 3. 1.5 Creditors Management 

• In compliance with Section 65 of the Municipal Finance Management Act (MFMA), the City has 
continuously managed to ensure that all its creditors are settled within 30 days of invoice or 
statement in all cases where goods and services are rendered timeously and in good condition. In 
isolated instances, where services cannot be rendered on time, existing follow-up procedures and 
control measures are applied to ascertain reasons, thus facilitating timeous payments. It is built-in 
within the City’s payment process and also ensured that suppliers are familiar with all the agreed 
payment terms and conditions. This remarkable service excellence is attributable to strong 
business relations that exist between the City and its suppliers. 

2.3. 1.6 Other Indicators 

• Electricity distribution losses 

Performance in 2014/15 has shown that Electricity distribution losses are around 11.25%. The 
City has strategies to arrest the losses including the appointment of additional revenue protection 
Teams which is having significant success. Historically the losses have remained fairly constant 
and within benchmarks, so budgeting for a constant loss factor is prudent. 

• Water distribution losses 

High priority is being given to a comprehensive water loss reduction strategy with detailed action 
plans to address and reduce each of the physical or real losses and apparent losses. Water and 
Sanitation Services are applying the resources required to implement Water Demand 
Management interventions, including: 

■ Reduction of non-revenue water (Water Demand Management Device), 

■ Reduction of high pressure, minimum night flow for residential consumers, 

■ Leak Detection and repair, 

■ Education and awareness programmes, 

■ Retrofitting and leak and meter repair programmes, and 

■ Pipe replacement, treated effluent re-use, water restrictions and stepped tariffs. 
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2.3.2 Free Basic Services: basic social services package for indigent households 

The free basic services described in section 1.4.2 Free Basic Services: Basic Social Services 
Package on page 24 are provided on the basis that as the value of the property increases above 
R100 000 it is deemed that there should be some funds available to pay a small portion of the costs 
of the services, gradually increasing till the full costs (less the rebates granted to all residential 
properties) are billed when the valuation exceeds R400 001. These value driven rebates are 
allocated automatically by the billing system when the invoices are produced, the administration 
costs are therefore absolutely minimal. 

Residents needing free basic services in addition to that provided via the billing system register with 
the City on a periodic basis to receive the same benefits as if their property values were below R100 
000 . 

Residential properties valued higher than R400 000 pay the normal municipal rates and tariffs, after 
allowing the valuation rebate of up to R200 000, 6 kilolitres free water and 4.2 kilolitres free 
sanitation. Properties valued between R350 001 and R400 000 also receive a 25% rebate on refuse 
removal charges and an indigent grant of R1 15.93 per month to provide an additional 4.5 kilolitres of 
free water (in addition to the 6 kilolitres per month provided free to all residential properties) and 3.15 
kilolitres of free sanitation (based on the water consumption. Properties valued between R300 001 
and R350 000 also receive a rebate of 50% on refuse removal charges and an indigent grant of 
R1 15.93 per month to provide an additional 4.5 kilolitres of free water (in addition to the 6 kilolitres 
per month provided free to all residential properties) and 3.15 kilolitres of free sanitation (based on 
the water consumption. Properties valued between R200 001 and R300 000 also receive a rebate of 
50% on refuse removal and an indigent grant of R1 15.93 per month to provide an additional 4.5 
kilolitres of free water (in addition to the 6 kilolitres per month provided free to all residential 
properties) and 3.15 kilolitres of free sanitation (based on the water consumption). Properties valued 
between R150 001 and R200 000 receive a 50% rebate on refuse removal charges, the R1 15.93 on 
water and sanitation charges and a 100% rebate on rates. Properties valued between R100 001 and 
R150 000 receive a 75% rebate on refuse removal charges, the R1 15.93 on water and sanitation and 
a 1 00% rebate on rates. Properties valued at R1 00 000 or below receive a 1 00% rebate on refuse 
removal, the R1 15.93 on water and sanitation and a 100% rebate on rates. 

The free services provided to the households in informal settlements are not included in this 
document. Such services include water via standpipes, refuse removal via skips or bags and access 
to rate funded services such as clinics, libraries, etc. 


2.3.1 Providing potable water and managing waste water 

In managing the provision of drinking water and the treatment of wastewater, the City performs the 
dual role of Water Service Authority and Water Service Provider. It also provides bulk drinking water 
to adjacent local authorities namely Drakenstein Municipality and Stellenbosch Municipality. 
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Blue Drop Status 

The entire water supply system (including the City-owned catchments, dams, eleven water treatment 
plants, the bulk conveyance system and the whole distribution system) was assessed for the 2009, 
2010, 2011, 2012 and 2014 Blue Drop performance ratings by the Department of Water and 
Sanitation. Subsequent to achieving 100% in the 2009 assessment, the City scored 98.2%, 97.6%, 
98.1% and 95.9% respectively in the progressively more stringent follow-up assessments. Since the 
inception of the Blue Drop programme, the City has been in the top scores for the country. 

The Water Service Provider constantly strives to improve its performance with respect to water 
quality management. Water safety planning and risk mitigation methodologies are integrated into its 
management processes. Although no major corrective interventions are currently required in terms of 
the water safety plan, the Water Service Provider will constantly evaluate the need for additional risk 
mitigation barriers. Although provision is made in the normal budget allocations to maintain the high 
standards already achieved, should additional safety barriers be identified, then budgetary allocations 
will prioritize the associated intervention. 

Green Drop Status 

The City has a risk-based approach in place whereby the strategic risks to the wastewater business 
have been identified, rated and mitigation measures put in place. The plan is being implemented but 
there is a significant financial requirement on maintaining, rehabilitating and replacing the ageing 
assets to mitigate the critical risks in the Wastewater Risk Abatement Plan, specifically related to new 
licence conditions. This document is reviewed to further refine prioritisation of the risks and resource 
allocation. The City has clear objectives based on a sound baseline and knowledge of their 
processes and technologies. The application of risk management and abatement is an integral part of 
the wastewater business. 


The City’s wastewater treatment plants have improved in performance based on its assessment 
against the latest Green Drop assessment criteria, where the Department of Water & Sanitation 
recently released the 2012/13 Green Drop scores. The City received 12 Green Drops and an overall 
municipal score of 89.7%, up from the 1 1 Green Drops awarded and an 86.8% score achieved in 
2011 / 12 . 

The City displays a strong commitment to wastewater treatment and Green Drop, and strives to 
continuous improvement by the implementation of the Green Drop principles of management 
throughout the entire workforce. The primary problems experienced are that of ageing infrastructure, 
rapid population growth, maintenance of the existing assets, a shortage of relevant skills, as well as 
more stringent licence conditions. These problems are being experienced throughout South Africa 
and the City is addressing such challenges via recruitment of appropriate staff, training existing staff 
in an effort to minimise the shortage of trained experienced resources, formulation of comprehensive 
long term Master Plans, improve business processes, allocating financial resources to create new 
facilities with most appropriate technologies, and expanding as well as maintaining existing assets. 

2016/1 7 Budget and MTREF proposed allocations 

The capital budget is allocated for increased treatment capacity, process improvements or improved 
effluent quality.

2.4.3 Credit control and debt collection procedures/policies 

This policy has been formulated in terms of the provisions of section 96 (b) of the Local Government: 
Municipal Systems Act, 32 of 2000. The policy also includes the Indigent Policy as per Annexure 8. 

2.4.4 Tariff Policies 

Section 74 of the Systems Act and section 62(1) (f) of the MFMA require the City to adopt and 
implement a tariff policy. Specific legislation applicable to each service has been taken into 
consideration when determining this policy. The General Tariff Policy and subsequent Water and 
Sanitation, Electricity and Waste Management Tariff Policies are attached as Annexure 7. 


2.5 Overview of budget assumptions applied to the 20 1 6/1 7 MTREF 
Introduction 

The Local Government Municipal Systems Act, Chapter 5, Section 26, prescribes the core 
components of the Integrated Development Plan. Section 26 (h) requires the inclusion of a financial 
plan which should include a budget projection for at least the next three years. This financial plan 
aims to determine the financial affordability and -sustainability levels of the City over the medium 
term. 
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The Municipal Budget and Reporting Regulations, (Part 2; Budget-related policies of municipalities) 
requires the accounting officer to ensure that budget-related policies are prepared and submitted to 
Council. One of these policies relates to the long-term financial plan, which aims to ensure that all 
long-term financial planning is based on a structured and consistent methodology, thereby ensuring 
long-term financial affordability and sustainability. 

A municipality’s financial plan integrates the financial relationships of various revenue and 
expenditure streams to give effect to the Integrated Development Plan (IDP). It provides guidance 
for the development of current budgets and assesses financial impacts on outer years’ budgets by 
incorporating capital expenditure outcomes, operating expenditure trends, optimal asset 
management plans and the consequential impact on rates, tariffs and other service charges. The City 
has developed a financial model namely the Long Term Financial Plan (LTFP) model that aims to 
determine the appropriate mix of financial parameters and assumptions within which the City should 
operate to facilitate budgets which are affordable and sustainable at least 10 years into the future. In 
addition, it identifies the consequential financial impact of planned capital projects on the City’s 
operating budget. 

The LTFP model is reviewed annually to determine the most affordable level at which the 
municipality can operate optimally taking the fiscal overview, economic climate, National and 
Provincial influences, IDP and other legislative imperatives, internal governance and community 
consultation into account in its deliberations. 

2.5.1 Financial Strategic Approach 

The 2016/17 MTREF period represents the final year of the City’s 5-year IDP period. The 2016/17 
MTREF process commenced with a technical analysis of previous years' performance outcomes, an 
assessment of the economic outlook and consultation with various role players. The process 
encompassed the following: 

• BSM provided the framework for and strategic direction of the budget; 

• LTFP model forecasted taking above direction into account; 

• Reiterative LTFP presentations to BSC and the BSM; 

• Presentations by directorates at budget hearings on inter alia, processes to execute the City’s 
strategies, business improvement measures and implementation readiness of capital 
programmes; 

• Eskom’s application for electricity tariff increases to National Energy Regulator South Africa 
(NERSA); and 

• Presentations by the Utility services with regard to their proposed budgets and tariff increases. 

2.5.2 Financial Modelling and Key Planning Drivers 

The alignment of the strategy of the City and the budget included alignment to the City’s: 

• The Integrated Development Plan; 

• Economic Growth Strategy (EGS) and the Social Development Strategy (SDS); 

• Transversal goals as set out by the Economic and Social Clusters ; 

• Built Environmental Performance Plan (BEPP); 

• Core economic, financial and technical data obtained at local and national level; and 
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• Other issues, policies and strategies deemed important stemming from EMT/Mayco strategic 
sessions. 

The outcome of the LTFP modelling performed incorporated the above and the assumptions outlined 

in the ensuing paragraphs below on which the 2016/17 MTREF was compiled. 

The principles applied to the MTREF in determining and maintaining an affordability envelope 

included: 

• Higher than inflation Repairs and Maintenance provisions to attain nationally benchmarked levels 
to ensure and enhance preservation of the City’s infrastructure; 

• Higher increases to selected cost elements subjected to higher than average inflationary 
pressure, e.g. staff costs; 

• A 100% capital expenditure implementation rate assumed; 

• Credible collection rates based on collection achievements to date and incorporating improved 
success anticipated in selected revenue items; 

• National and Provincial allocations as per the 2016 DORb and 2016/17 MTREF Provincial 
Government allocations to municipalities. 

2.5.3 General inflation outlook and its impact on municipal activities 

CPI projected for the City is 5.9% for 201 6/1 7 and 5.5% for the two outer years of the MTREF period. 

These levels are within the South African Reserve Bank (SARB) inflation targeting range of between 

3% to 6% range and is depicted in the graph below. 



Figure 8 Consumer price index projections adopted in the MTREF 


The City’s projected inflation is to remain below 6% as per the graph above, however various budget 
elements such as salaries, repairs and maintenance, interest and depreciation cost has higher than 
CPI increases. This creates a fiscal gap which necessitates higher than CPI increases. 
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2.5.4 Economic outlook / external factors 

Growth in emerging markets has slowed down and has led to downward revisions of economic 
growth forecasts particularly for developing countries. The sluggish growth experienced by South 
Africa is exacerbated by the lower export commodity prices, drought conditions, constraint in 
electricity supply and business confidence. According to Bureau of Economic Research (BER) the 
real growth rate is projected to average 1 .6% over the next three years. It is expected that the factors 
causing the slow growth, e.g. electricity constraint, will improve in the next two years. 

The value of the rand against the US dollar has declined continuously over the past 3 years, which is 
due to various factors including the decline in the global commodity prices, business confidence and 
the electricity supply crisis. BER projects that over the medium term the rand is expected to stabilise 
against the US dollar at an average of R16.6/$. 

Oil prices showed a decline over the past year which is mainly driven by the supply of the commodity 
exceeding its demand. The fall in the oil price partly cushioned the impact of the weaker rand 
exchange rate. Oil prices are projected to average $38.6 per barrel over the medium term. 

CPI has fluctuated between 4.3% and 6.1% over the past five years but is expected to surpass the 
SARB inflation target range of between 3% and 6%. CPI forecasts for at least the next 2 years are 
expected to remain above the 6% upper inflation target as per the latest BER forecast. The graph 
below depicts the CPI for the past years and projections for the next 5 years as per BER latest 
projection. 



When preparing the budget the BER forecasted CPI was at 5.1%, 6.2% and 5.6% for the calendar 
years 2015 to 2017, respectively, thus the City’s forecasted CPI in municipal financial years was 
projected at 5.9% for 2016/17 and 5.5% for the two outer years. The latest BER projection however 
shows a higher CPI projection for 2016 and 2017. The 2017/18 MTREF will be adjusted considering 
this higher projected CPI. 
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The national inflation forecast set out in NT Circular 78 is 6%, 5.8% and 5.8% for the national fiscal 
years 2016 to 2018. NT Circular 79 provided updated CPI projections of 6.6%, 6.2% and 5.9% for the 
national fiscal years 2016/17 to 2018/19. 

National and provincial influences 

In drafting the 2016/17 MTREF special attention was given to National and Provincial influences, 
which included: 

a) Medium Term Budget Policy Statement (MTBPS) 

The MTBPS highlighted that the South African economy has grown slower compared to what was 
projected at the beginning of 2015. This slow growth is due to various factors, which includes the 
global growth slowdown, the energy constraint, weak business confidence and low household 
demand. 

To maintain the health of the public finance and support the social and economic transformation the 
MTBPS set out the following measures: 

• Strengthen economic performance, to bring policy coherence and certainty where it is lacking; to 
give greater impetus to infrastructure investment and to address impediments that hold back 
enterprise development, employment and innovation; 

• Build the energy capacity, water and transport networks and communication systems we need, 
expanding investments by state-owned companies and the private sector, alongside departmental 
and municipal initiatives; 

• Ensure that public debt remains affordable, the public expenditure ceiling is maintained while 
protecting flagship social and economic programmes; 

• Improve living standards and accelerate social development, working with municipalities to 
strengthen planning and concentrate investment in urban hubs and economic growth zones; 

• Enhance state capacity and the quality and integrity of governance, reinforced financial 
management and procurement reforms, stepping up public sector training and institutional 
renewal; and 

• Rapid implementation of the National Development Plan, working with the business sector, 
organised labour and social stakeholders to maintain a stable labour relations environment, 
improve confidence and promote broad-based development. 

With regard to the issues raised above, the City is continuously investing in the Expanded Public 
Works Programme (EPWP) and has in 2013/14 implemented cost containment measures which 
included the reduction in the cost of National and International travel, catering and entertainment. 
These measures are revisited and assessed on an annual basis to ensure that maximum efficiencies 
are attained. 

b) National Treasury MFMA circulars 

The National Treasury MFMA circulars were also considered when preparing the 2016/17 MTREF. 
The key circulars relating to the 2016/17 MTREF are as follows: 

MFMA Circular No 78 - the main focus of this circular are the 2016 Local Government Elections, the 
demarcation process and the changes to the local government grant allocations. It included and 
advised on, amongst other, the following: 

Local government reforms and changes to the fiscal framework, including allocations, grants, MBRR 
reporting requirements, reporting indicators and mSCOA; 
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• Economic challenges will continue to pressurise municipal revenue generation and collection 
hence a conservative approach is advised for projecting revenue. These circumstances make it 
essential for municipalities to reprioritise expenditure and implement stringent cost-containment 
measures; 

• Municipalities to keep increases in rates, tariffs and other charges at levels that reflect an 
appropriate balance between the interest of poor households other customers and ensuring the 
financial sustainability of the municipality; 

• Municipalities to ensure that their tariffs are adequate to, at the minimum, cover the costs of bulk 
services and also to ensure that all properties are correctly billed for property rates and all 
services rendered; 

• Guidelines for the 201 6/1 7 MTREF Electricity, Water and Sanitation tariffs; and 

• Municipalities must consider improving the effectiveness of revenue management processes and 
procedures and pay special attention to cost containment measures by, amongst other things, 
controlling unnecessary spending on nice-to-have items and non-essential activities. 

MFMA Circular No 79 - the circular provides a summary and update of the country’s economic 
outlook, inflationary targets, financial management issues, how to give effect to National Treasury’s 
Municipal Budget and Reporting Regulations (MBRR) and the impact of the 2016 Local Government 
Elections on municipalities. It included, amongst other, the following: 

• municipalities to review how they conduct their business to ensure value for money is obtained in 
all their expenditures, that revenue administration systems are operating effectively, that 
borrowing programmes are realistic, and that creditors (including bulk service providers) continue 
to be paid timeously and in full; 

• a municipality should re-evaluate the costs and benefits of universal or targeted provision of free 
basic services subsidies, in order to protect their delivery to poor households in particular; 

• municipalities urged to examine the cost structure of providing electricity services and to apply to 
NERSA for electricity tariff increases that reflect the total cost of providing the service so that they 
work towards achieving financial sustainability; and 

• Regulation on cost containment measures applicable to local government will be issued. 

MFMA Circular No. 82 - The purpose of this circular is to guide municipalities and municipal entities 
on cost containment measures that must be implemented in an effort to address the impact of the 
country’s economic challenges and to promote growth, address unemployment and equality, 
amongst others. 

2.5.5 Interest rates for borrowing and investment of funds 

Borrowing interest rates is factored at a rate of 11% for 2016/17 and 12% for the two outer years. An 
average of 7% is forecasted for investment interest rate over the 2016/17 MTREF.

The collection rates for Rates and Service Charges are expected to remain constant over the 
2016/17 MTREF period except for refuse services. The refuse collection rate was reduced due to 
lower collections in 2015/16; remedial processes were implemented to improve the collection rate in 
future. Ongoing debt management initiatives are being implemented which is intended to improve the 
collection rate to targeted levels. 

Housing collection rate is also expected to increase over the 2016/17 MTREF, due to initiatives that 
includes amongst other, expanded housing debt management and the Payers Incentive Scheme. 
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R2.003 billion was provided for debt impairment in the 2016/17 budget and is based on an average 
collection rate of 92.6% (excludes Housing). The graph below shows the debt impairment budgeted 
for the period 201 4/1 5 to 201 8/1 9. 



2.5.7 Salary increases 

Salaries, Wages & related staff cost expenses 

A three-year salary and wage collective agreement was concluded in 2015. The term of the 
agreement covers the period 2015/16 to 2017/18. In the absence of an agreement for the third year 
of this MTREF period, the provisions for 201 7/1 8 were also assumed for 201 8/1 9. 

In terms of the agreement, the salary and wage increases are to be annually calculated for all three 
years using the average CPI for the period 1 February of the previous year to 31 January of the 
forecasted budget year + 1%. This formula was used in determining the staff costs provisions of the 
MTREF. In addition, provision was made for an incremental allowance of 2% to cater for 
performance and other notch increases. 

The graph in Figure 12 below shows the City’s consistent above-CPI salary increases for the last 
three years and for the projected MTREF period.

2.5.8 Ensuring maintenance of existing assets 
Repairs & Maintenance 

NT Circular 78 reminded municipalities to consider the budget management issues which were 
discussed in previous circulars. NT circulars 54, 55 and 58 stressed the importance of securing the 
health of a municipality’s asset base by increased spending on repairs and maintenance. NT circular 
55 further stated that “allocations to repairs and maintenance, and the renewal of existing 
infrastructure must be prioritised. Municipalities must provide detailed motivations in their budget 
documentation if allocations do not meet the benchmarks”. NT Circular 55 and 70 set the percentage 
norm of operational repairs and maintenance to asset value (write down value) of the municipality’s 
Property Plant and Equipment (PPE) at 8%. The City averages 9.4% on this ratio over the 2016/17 
MTREF. 

To give effect to the above directives, but still ensure that rates and tariffs are affordable, repairs and 
maintenance was budgeted at 1% above CPI over the 2016/17 MTREF. Repairs and maintenance 
was budgeted 3% above CPI in previous years. 

The graph below shows the increasing expenditure trend on repairs and maintenance from 2014/15 
and projected to 2018/19.

2.5.9 Operating financing of capital 
Depreciation 

Calculation of depreciation on new capital expenditure is based on variables such as asset class and 
life span depending on the nature of the asset. An annual capital expenditure implementation rate of 
100% was assumed. Depreciation of existing assets is calculated based on simulated SAP data 
which reflects actual values per annum. Assets under Construction (AUC) are calculated based on 
asset class lifespan and projected capitalisation dates. 

Borrowing and Credit rating outlook 

The City’s borrowing is done in terms of chapter 6 of the MFMA and the City’s borrowing policy, 
where a long term loan will only be entered into if it’s affordable and sustainable. It is influenced by 
the capital investment requirement over the 2016/17 MTREF. The City needs a credit rating to 
demonstrate its ability to meet its short and long term financial obligations. Potential lenders also use 
it to assess the City's credit risk, which in turn affects the pricing of any subsequent loans taken. 
Factors used to evaluate the creditworthiness of municipalities include the economy, debt, finances, 
politics, management and institutional framework. 

On 1 1 March 2016, Moody’s Investors Service placed the rating of the City under review for possible 
downgrade. This action was prompted by the potential deterioration of South Africa's credit profile as 
captured by Moody's recent decision to put South Africa's Baa2 government bond rating on review 
for downgrade on 8 March 2016. 

The City is rated at the high end of the range of South African municipalities rated by Moody's. The 
City’s relative position reflects debt levels that are lower than the median of other metropolitan cities. 
Cape Town compares favourably with the other metros in South Africa in terms of budgetary 
performance and management, and displays robust cash holdings. The City’s rating is as follows:

2.5.10 Growth or decline in tax base and services of the municipality 

The current unstable economic climate has restricted material service growth projections. The 
respective projected growth for the City’s services is as follows: 

Rates 

Service growth for Rates is projected at 0.25% for 2016/17 and 2017/18 financial years, it is expected 
to increase to 1% in the 2018/19 financial year. The projected growth is due to economic growth not 
at sustainable levels to encourage new developments and/or home improvements. This position is 
expected to improve in the third year of the MTREF. 

Water and Sanitation 

Water and Sanitation projected zero growth over the 2016/17 MTREF. There is an expected physical 
reduction for 2015/16 due to the water restrictions, however, due to the adjusted tariff levels this is 
revenue neutral within the MTREF projections. This is based on the latest trend flowing from current 
economic conditions as well as water saving initiatives. 

Electricity 

Electricity has projected a 1.5% annual shrinkage on sales revenue over the 2016/17 MTREF, due to 
the impact of energy saving plans and increasing tariffs which is reducing consumption. 

Refuse 

A 2% service growth was applied over the 2016/17 MTREF for Refuse. This is as a result of the 
growth in the requirement for refuse services. 
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2.5.11 Major tariffs and charges: Rates and Trading Services 

The adverse impact of the current economic climate, the demand for new and upgraded 
infrastructure, savings initiatives and lower demand for services made tariff increases higher than 
CPI levels inevitable. 

NT circular 78 of December 2015 “National Treasury also continues to encourage municipalities to 
keep increases in rates, tariffs and other charges at levels that reflect an appropriate balance 
between the interests of poor households, other customers and ensuring the financial sustainability of 
the municipality. For this reason municipalities must justify in their budget documentation all 
increases in excess of the 6.0 per cent upper boundary of the South African Reserve Bank’s inflation 
target in the budget narratives”. Nevertheless, it further indicates that tariffs should be cost reflective. 
In this regard the following represents the revenue increases included over the 201 6/1 7 MTREF.

• Property Rates 

An average Rates tariff increase of 6% is proposed for the 2016/17 financial year with an 
increase of 6.30% and 6.08% proposed, respectively, for the two outer years. The higher than 
CPI increases will provide for the recurring operating costs, new budget realities and for 
investments in new infrastructure for Rates funded services. Further contributing factors to the 
higher than CPI increase includes lower projected Rates service growth, higher than CPI salary 
and capital cost increases.

• Electricity 

Eskom submitted a Regulatory Clearing Account (RCA) application for the first year of the third 
Multi-Year Price Determination (MYPD3) period, i.e. the 2013/14 financial year. The National 
Energy Regulator South Africa (NERSA) assessed Eskom’s application and the outcome was 
announced on the 01 March 2016. In this regard NERSA approved an electricity tariff increase of 
9.4% for 201 6/1 7 with the City applying a 7.78% revenue increase for the 201 6/1 7 financial year. 

The nature of business for this service is the purchasing and redistribution of electricity, where 
bulk purchases averages 63% of the service’s total budget. The higher than CPI electricity 
average tariff increase is therefore mostly attributed to the NERSA approved Eskom increase on 
bulk purchases, which is 7.8% for the 2016/17 financial year. In addition, electricity sales are 
reducing due to energy saving plans, load shedding and elasticity as a result of increasing tariffs. 
Based on this and to ensure affordability the electricity average tariff increase was set at 7.78%, 
14.86% and 15.40%, respectively, over the 2016/17 MTREF. This increase will also further cater 
for the continual operating costs of the service and for the investments in new infrastructure. 

• Water and Sanitation 

According to NT circular 78, “municipalities should consider the full cost of rendering the water 
and sanitation services when determining tariffs related to these two services. If the tariffs are low 
and result in the municipality not recovering their full costs, the municipality should develop a 
pricing strategy to phase-in the necessary tariff increases in a manner that spreads the impact on 
consumers over a period of time”. 

Mindful of this, the Water and Sanitation average tariff increase was set at 9.75% for 2016/17 and 
11% for the two outer years of the MTREF period. The higher than CPI tariff increase are due to 
various factors which mainly includes the financial impact of the capital programme (new 
infrastructure, expansion and rehabilitation of current infrastructure to address capacity 
constraints and to ensure system efficiency), repairs and maintenance programmes, cost of 
social package provided and recurring operational cost. Furthermore due to the current climatic 
conditions, the City instituted water restriction as from 1 January 2016, accompanied by the 20% 
reduction level tariff. The 20% reduction level tariff will be applicable for the 2016/17 financial 
year until further decisions regarding the water restrictions are made. 

• Solid Waste 

Circular 78 reminds municipalities that budget management issues dealt with in previous circulars 
are still applicable. Circular 70 advised that “in many instances waste tariffs do not cover the cost 
of providing the different components of the service. Where this is the case, municipalities should 
aim to have appropriately structured, cost-reflective solid waste tariffs in place by 2015”. 

Solid Waste consists of two tariffs namely Disposal and Refuse. The disposal average tariff 
increase for 2016/17 is at 12.08% the increase for the two outer years are 10.06% and 8.17% 
respectively. This increase is required for capital investment and its related operating expenses. 
The capital investment includes amongst other, the Bellville transfer station to ensure continuity of 
the service at the end of a landfill site’s useful life, new drop off facilities at Faure and Swartklip 
bringing the service closer to customers, the provision for rehabilitation of landfill sites, the 
construction of gas management systems allowing for future waste to energy initiatives and new 
airspace to be constructed to ensure sufficient capacity for the amount of waste generated. 
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The 7.92% average tariff increase for Refuse in 2016/17 is to maintain and improve the current 
standard of refuse removal service and to further promote waste minimisation. The service is 
piloting the roll out of home composters which will supply statistics on compost generated 
allowing the department to assess the viability of providing this service to all. The outer year’s 
average tariffs are projected to increase by 5.63% and 5.38% annually. 

• Housing rental (Council rental properties) 

The monthly rental charge for the City’s housing rental properties is based on a rate per square 
meter applied to the size of the unit being rented coupled with a set of premiums/deductions 
based on the location, maintenance level, facilities et al of the specific property for which the rent 
is charged. 

Through addressing the economic challenges faced by many poorer communities residing in, 
particularly, the City’s rental stock, the average total monthly rental charge percentage increase 
associated with the City’s rental properties has been retained at an affordable level and is based 
on an annual increase of 6.05% (where the unit has a separate water meter) or 8.61% (for those 
units which include water in the rental charge) for 2016/17. The annual rental charge percentage 
increase, acknowledging the ongoing multi-year implications of inflation on the costs associated 
with the management of rental properties including, inter alia, maintenance of the properties, 
administrative costs is not directly aligned to the full economic cost of operating the rental units 
and operates on a City of Cape Town subsidized basis for the financial differential between the 
economic cost recovery based rental (CPI linked) and the actual amount charged. Tenants who 
were in occupation of the City’s rental properties in 2007 receive a subsidy of 20% of the rental 
charge being the final portion of the phase out program which was not fully implemented by the 
City to facilitate affordability of long standing tenants. This key initiative, reflected within the City’s 
Housing Debt Management Policy, supports affordable rentals to many poor communities and 
supports the City’s initiatives in terms of its housing debt collection drives whilst supporting the 
City’s housing debtor book that it does not unduly increase due to, potentially, unreachable 
charges. 

The proposed 2016/17 housing rental charge is similar to previous annual rental increase 
percentages which, through targeting affordability by the City’s poorer communities, were aligned 
to the City’s general annual increases. The rental rate (per square meter per month) is R9.12 
(where the unit has a separate water meter) or a rental charge (including water charge where 
applicable) of R13.37 per square meter per month. The City’s housing premiums and deductions 
charge structure addressing the variations in the City’s diverse rental properties remains as 
follows: Discounts on account - Outside toilet (R20 per month); External Water (R30 per month); 
No ceiling (R15 per month). Premiums on account - Saleable unit (R4,50 per month); Well 
maintained (R5 per month); Local environment (R3,50 per month); Well located (R5 per month); 
Hot water cylinder (R4 per month). A surcharge for tenants earning an monthly income above the 
rental income threshold (R3 500) is charged as follows at a stepped rate: R3 501 - R7 500 (8%); 
R7 501 - R10 000 (10%). Tenants with a monthly income >R10 000 will pay a surcharge of 25% 
of any amount above R10 000. 
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2.5.12 Impact of national, provincial and local policies on operating revenue 
Equitable Share 

The reviewed Equitable Share formula provide a subsidy for the provision of free basic water, 
electricity, sanitation and refuse removal services for the poor. It also provides funds for the 
institutional costs of municipalities and a community services component which provides funding 
towards the provision of core municipal services not included under basic services. To ensure that 
the funds for institutional costs and non-trading services are targeted at poorer municipalities, the 
formula applies a revenue-adjustment factor reflecting municipalities’ ability to generate their own 
revenue. The revised formula used data from the 201 1 Census which are to be updated annually to 
reflect estimates of population growth and projected increases in the cost of services such as water 
and electricity. 

Equitable share provisions included in the budget are based on the 2016 Division of Revenue Bill 
(DORb). The following equitable share amounts were allocated to the City as per the 2016 DORb: 

2016/17- R2.013bn 
2017/18- R2.283bn 
2018/19- R2.512bn 

Fuel levy 

The general fuel levy is legislated by the Taxation Laws Amendment Act (2009) that makes provision 
that each metro’s share be announced through a Government Gazette. The fuel levy sharing 
amounts for each metro is therefore published annually through a Notice in the Government gazette. 

The Fuel levy allocation is based on the latest available fuel sales figures within the jurisdiction of the 
City as a metro. The following amounts were allocated to the City as per the 2016/17 allocation letter 
received from NT :

Tariff setting plays a major role in ensuring desired levels of revenue. To ensure an effective, 
efficient and well-run City, higher tariff increases are inevitable. Getting tariffs right assists in the 
compilation of a credible and funded budget. The City derives most of its operational revenue from 
its service charges (53.7% of total revenue) i.e. provision of services such as water, electricity 
sanitation and solid waste removal. Property Rates (20.3%), Transfer recognised - operational 
(11.1%), investment revenue (1.7%) and Other Minor Charges i.e. building plan fees, licences, 
permits etc. (13.1%) forms part of the 2016/17 revenue base. 
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The revenue strategy is a function of a number of key aspects such as: 

• National Treasury Guidelines; 

• General Economic Climate (Nationally and Local); 

• City’s Strategic Guidelines and Priorities; 

• General Tariff Policy; 

• Credit Control and Debt Collection Policy; 

• Property Rates Policy; 

• Total Municipal Account Modelling Process; 

• Achievement of full recovery of cost for specific user charges; and a 

• Credible collection ratio. 

The principles as mentioned above guide and inform the annual increase of tariffs and rates charged 
to the consumers and ratepayers. 

Revenue to be generated from Property Rates in 2015/16 amounts to R6 546 million and represents 
20.7% of the operating revenue base of the City. It increases to R7 052 million, which represents 
20.6% of the 2016/17 operating revenue base of the City. 

Service Charges relating to electricity, water, sanitation and refuse removal constitute the biggest 
component of the revenue basket of the City totalling R17 002 million for 2015/16 and increasing to 
R18 345 million in 2016/17. For 2016/17, Service Charges are 54% of the total revenue base and 
the average year-on-year growth is approximately 1 1.4% over the medium term. The growth can be 
attributed to the increase in the bulk prices of electricity and water. 

Transfers recognised - operational increases from R3 579 million in 2015/16 to R3 744 million in 
2016/17, mainly due to the increased external allocations received from National- and Provincial 
Government.

Grants from national and provincial governments as well as other external sources still remain a 
significant funding source for the 2016/17 - 2018/19 capital budget. Transfers recognised - capital 
represents R2 177 million in 2016/17, R2 163 million in 2017/18 and R2 347 million in 
2018/19, increases from 33.5% to 39.9% as a percentage of the total capital budget over the MTREF 
period. 

Borrowing continues to be a major source of funding of the 2016/17 - 2018/19 capital budget. The 
borrowing amount reflected in the table above for the 2016/17 financial year includes certain rollovers 
where directorates have already indicated that they will not be able to spend the full 2015/16 
budgetary allocation by year-end. The additional amount has however been included during the 
modelling phase of the MTREF.

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Internally generated funds are funded in accordance with Section 18 of the MFMA, which requires 

that the annual budget must be funded from amongst others cash-backed accumulated funds from 

previous years’ surpluses not committed for other purposes. 

The internally-funded component of the capital budget is mainly funded from: 

• previous years’ accumulated surpluses; 

• contributions made to a Capital Replacement Reserve (CRR) in the previous year’s operating 
budget; and 

• Bulk Infrastructure Contribution Levies already collected. 

• The levels of contributions made to the CRR on the previous year’s operating budget are 
considered within the MTREF process to determine affordability and sustainability. Internally 
generated funds amount to R1 308 million, R892 million and R789 million respectively, over 
the MTREF. 

The percentage of internally generated funds in relation to the total annual budget decreases from 

16.2% in 2016/17, 15.9% in 2017/18 and 13.3% in 2018/19.

The above table shows the cash and cash equivalents of the City with the tabled 2016/17 MTREF. 
The City continues to embark on an extensive debt collection process to boost cash levels. These 
initiatives and interventions have translated into a positive cash position for the City. For the 201 6/17 
MTREF, the budget has been prepared to ensure high levels of cash and cash equivalents over the 
medium-term with cash levels anticipated to exceed R1 540 million by 2016/17, R1 984 million by 
201 7/1 8 and R2 954 million by 2018/1 9. 

2.6.4 Cash Backed Reserves/Accumulated Surplus Reconciliation 

The following table meets the requirements of MFMA Circular 42, which deals with the funding of a 
municipal budget in accordance with sections 18 and 19 of the MFMA. The table seeks to answer 
three key questions regarding the use and availability of cash: 


• What are the predicted cash and investments that are available at the end of the budget year? 

• Flow are those funds used? 

• What is the net funds available or funding shortfall? 
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A surplus would indicate the cash-backed accumulated surplus that was/is available. A shortfall 
(applications > cash and investments) is indicative of non-compliance with section 18 of the MFMA 
requirement that the municipality’s budget must be ‘funded’. Non-compliance with section 18 is 
assumed because a shortfall would indirectly indicate that the annual budget is not appropriately 
funded (budgeted spending is greater than funds available or to be collected). It is also important to 
analyse trends to understand the consequences, e.g. the budget year might indicate a small surplus 
situation, which in itself is an appropriate outcome, but if in prior years there were much larger 
surpluses then this negative trend may be a concern that requires closer examination.

From the above table it can be seen that the cash and investments available total R7 040 million in 

2016/17 and progressively increases to R8 453 million by 2018/19, including the projected cash and 

cash equivalents as determined in the cash flow forecast. 

The following is a breakdown of the application of this funding: 

• Unspent conditional transfers (grants) - These include amounts rolled over relating mainly to 
existing multi-year projects (e.g. IRT). 

• Unspent borrowing - There is no unspent borrowing from previous years. Only 42.8% of the 
2016/17 capital expenditure budget will be funded from new borrowings. 

• Provisions for statutory requirements - There are no statutory requirements. 

• Other working capital and other provisions - The main purpose of other working capital / other 
provisions is to ensure that sufficient funds are available to meet obligations as they fall due. A 
provision equivalent to one and a half times the monthly operational expenditure has been 
provided for. 

• Long term investments committed - Long term investments consist of the sinking funds for the 
repayment of current and future borrowings. This amount is “held to maturity” and is not available 
for spending. 

• Reserves to be backed by cash / investments - Although the cash-backing of reserve funds is 
discretionary in nature and need not be fully cash backed, the City’s reserve funds are fully cash- 
backed. 
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The following graph supplies an analysis of the trends relating to cash and cash equivalents and the 
cash backed reserves/accumulated funds reconciliation over a seven year perspective:

Section 18(1) of the MFMA states that an annual budget may only be funded from: 

• Realistically anticipated revenues to be collected; 

• Cash backed accumulated funds from previous years’ surpluses not committed for other 
purposes; and 

• Borrowed funds, but only for the capital budget referred to in section 17 of the MFMA. 

To give effect to the above MFMA requirements, municipalities are required to assess their proposed 
budget against fourteen different measures developed by NT. The measures evaluate various 
financial health aspects of a municipality’s budget and are made up of information sourced from the 
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budget document. The City’s funding compliance outcome in respect of these measures are 
presented in Table 49 MBRR Table SA10 - Funding Compliance measurement and discussed below: 

2. 6. 5. 1 Cash/cash equivalent position 

The City reflects a positive cash position over the forecasted 2016/17 MTREF, indicating that the 
medium term budget is sustainable. 

2.6. 5.2 Cash plus investment less application of funds 

The purpose of this measure is to understand how the municipality applies its available cash and 
investments. Total of cash plus investment less applications is more than the commitments for each 
corresponding year of the 2016/17 MTREF which shows that the City is able to afford its 
commitments over the medium term. 

2. 6. 5. 3 Monthly average payments covered by cash or cash equivalents 

This measure outlines the level of financial risk, should the municipality be under stress, i.e. it 
indicates the number of times average monthly payments are covered. This ratio’s outcome is low 
due to an amendment in the manner in which cash/cash equivalent is stated on the budgeted cash 
flow. The outcome of the ratio is not a true reflection of the City’s cash coverage ratio as the Cash & 
Cash Equivalent now shown does not include all equally liquid current and non-current investments 
managed by fund managers. The City’s view is that 1.5 month’s provision is sufficient, given the 
City’s ability to meet its obligation. 

2. 6. 5. 4 Surplus/deficit excluding depreciation offsets 

The purpose of this measure is to highlight whether revenue levels are sufficient to conclude that the 
community is making a significant contribution towards the municipal resources consumed each year. 
In respect of this ratio, the City shows a surplus over the 2016/17 MTREF, which means that the 
forecasted tariffs and taxes are sufficient thereby concluding that the community is making an 
adequate contribution towards the economic benefits being consumed by the City. 

2. 6. 5. 5 Property rates/service charge revenue as a percentage increase less macro inflation target 
This measure tests whether the municipality is contributing appropriately to the achievement of the 
national inflation targets. This ratio shows 1.4%, 5.2% and 5.9%, for the years 2016/17, 2017/18 and 
201 8/1 9 respectively, higher than the NT CPI targets. These higher than CPI increase are due to the 
various revenue increases applied to service charges and adjustments to the revenue base of certain 
services due to in-year performance. The revenue increases applied can be substantiated by 
motivating the individual services’ revenue increase, which are as follows: 

• Rates 

An average Rates tariff increase of 6% is proposed for the 2016/17 financial year with an 
increase of 6.30% and 6.08% proposed, respectively, for the two outer years. The higher than 
CPI increases will provide for the recurring operating costs, new budget realities and for 
investments in new Infrastructure for Rates funded services. Further contributing factors to the 
higher than CPI increase includes lower projected Rates service growth, higher than CPI salary 
and capital cost increases. 

• Electricity 

The nature of business for this service is the purchasing and redistribution of electricity, where 
bulk purchases averages 63% of the service’s total budget. The higher than CPI electricity 
average tariff increase is therefore mostly attributed to the NERSA approved Eskom increase on 
bulk purchases, which is assumed at 7.8% for the 2016/17 financial year. In addition, electricity 
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sales are reducing due to energy saving plans, load shedding and elasticity as a result of 
increasing tariffs. Based on this and to ensure affordability the electricity average tariff increase 
was set at 7.78%, 14.86% and 15.40%, respectively, over the 2016/17 MTREF. This increase will 
also further cater for the continual operating costs of the service and for the investments in new 
infrastructure. 

• Water and Sanitation 

The Water and Sanitation average tariff increase was set at 9.75% for 2016/17 and 11% for the 
two outer years of the MTREF period. The higher than CPI tariff increase are due to various 
factors which mainly includes the financial impact of the capital programme (new infrastructure, 
expansion and rehabilitation of current infrastructure to address capacity constraints and to 
ensure system efficiency), repairs and maintenance programmes, cost of social package 
provided and recurring operational cost. Furthermore due to the current climatic conditions, the 
City instituted water restriction as from 1 January 2016, accompanied by the 20% reduction level 
tariff. The 20% reduction level tariff will be applicable for the 2016/17 financial year until further 
decisions regarding the water restrictions are made. 

• Refuse Removal 

Solid Waste consists of two tariffs namely Disposal and Refuse. The disposal average tariff 
increase for 2016/17 is at 12.08% the increase for the two outer years are 10.06% and 8.17% 
respectively. This increase is required for capital investment and its related operating expenses. 
The capital investment includes amongst other, the Bellville transfer station to ensure continuity of 
the service at the end of a landfill site’s useful life, new drop off facilities at Faure and Swartklip 
bringing the service closer to customers, the provision for rehabilitation of landfill sites, the 
construction of gas management systems allowing for future waste to energy initiatives and new 
airspace to be constructed to ensure sufficient capacity for the amount of waste generated. 

The 7.92% average tariff increase for Refuse in 2016/17 is to maintain and improve the current 
standard of refuse removal service and to further promote waste minimisation. The service is 
piloting the roll out of home composters which will supply statistics on compost generated 
allowing the department to assess the viability of providing this service to all. The outer year’s 
average tariffs are projected to increase by 5.63% and 5.38% annually. 

• Service Charges Other 

Other revenue consists of miscellaneous elements and fixed basic charges, which are based on 
the service charges discussed above that has higher than CPI increases. The reduction in the 
2016/17 financial year is as a result of the downward adjustment of bus fares revenue. The 
continuous moderation exercise, related tariffs and latest trends have revealed that the reductions 
were required, which necessitated realignment of both revenue and expenditure provisions 
without impacting on service delivery. 

2. 6. 5. 6 Cash receipts as a percentage of ratepayer and other revenue 

This is a macro measure of the rate at which funds are ‘collected’. The purpose of this measure is to 
analyse an underlying assumed collection rate. The 2016/17 outcome of this ratio shows 91% lower 
than the City’s average collection rate of 92.6% (excluding housing) for this period. The difference in 
the collection rate outcome is due to the cash receipts budget considering the indigent relief 
provision, which is an expenditure item on the financial performance. This collection ratio is deemed 
realistic, due to new initiatives to improve revenue collections. 
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2. 6. 5. 7 Debt impairment expense as a percentage of billable revenue 

To measure whether the provision for debt impairment is being adequately funded and is based on 
the underlying assumption that the provision for debt impairment has to be increased to offset under- 
collection. This ratio is consistent with the forecasted average debt collection rate. 

2. 6. 5. 8 Capital payments percentage of capital expenditure 

The purpose of this measure is to understand whether the timing of payments is being taken into 
consideration when forecasting the cash position. A lower than 100% ratio is shown over the 
forecasted 2016/17 MTREF, due to capital funding sources projected at 90% in the cash flow. This 
projection is based on previous years’ capital expenditure trends. 

2. 6. 5. 9 Borrowing as a percentage of capital expenditure (excluding transfers, grants and 
contributions) 

The purpose of this measure is to determine the proportion of a municipality’s ‘own-funded’ capital 
expenditure budget that is being funded from borrowed funds. The City’s long term borrowing is 
done in terms of chapter 6 of the MFMA, where a long term loan will only be entered into if it’s 
affordable and sustainable. The ratio shows an outcome of 58% for 2016/17 and is expected to 
average 50.6% over the outer years of the MTREF. This ratio shows that the City’s borrowing is less 
than its capital expenditure, therefore sustainable and compliant to the MFMA. 

2.6.5. 10 Transfers/grants revenue as a percentage of Government transfers/grants available 

The purpose of this measure is to ensure that all available transfers from all spheres of government 
have been included in the budget. The City’s budget was compiled using the 2016 DORb and 
2016/17 MTREF Provincial Government allocations. 

The outcome of this ratio for the City does not equate to 100%, due to the reasons listed below: 

• The budget includes interest accrued and funding available in trust funds, and 

• Funding allocated to the City by the National Department of Environmental Affairs and Tourism 
which is not included in the DORb but where there is a Memorandum of Agreement in place. 

2.6.5. 1 1 Consumer debtors change (current and non-current) 

The purpose of this measure is to ascertain whether budgeted reductions in outstanding debtors are 
realistic. The increase in this ratio is driven by the increase in consumer debtors, other debtors and 
long term receivables. 

2.6.5. 12 Long term receivables % change 

The purpose of this measure is to ascertain whether budgeted reductions in outstanding debtors are 
realistic. Long term receivables include ‘arrangement debtors’ to be paid by the debtor over an 
extended period of time. The 2014/15 actual outcome for this ratio shows a year on year decrease of 
27.8% which is mainly due to bad debt written off for housing. Long term receivable is projected to 
reduce by an average of 5% annually over the 2016/17 MTREF. 

2.6.5. 1 3 Repairs and maintenance expenditure level 

This ratio is to indicate whether sufficient provision is made, in respect of repairs and maintenance for 
property, plant and equipment. The outcome of this ratio averages 9.3% over the 2016/17 MTREF 
and is higher than the National Treasury benchmark of 8%. 
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2.6.5. 14 Asset renewal % of capital budget 

This measure focuses on the credibility of the levels of asset renewal plans. The objective is to 
summarise and understand the proportion of budgets being provided for new assets, as well as asset 
sustainability. This ratio outcome over the 2016/17 MTREF averages 49.4% and exceeds the 
national norm of 40% as per Circular 55. 


2. 7 Cost containment measures 

MFMA Circular No 82, published by National Treasury in March 2016, provides guidelines to 
municipalities ‘on cost containment measures that must be implemented in an effort to address the 
impact of the country’s economic challenges and to promote growth, address unemployment and 
equality, amongst others. ’ 

The circular further states that ‘cost containment measures must be implemented to eliminate 
wasteful expenditure, reprioritise spending and ensure savings on the following focus areas among 
others; engagement of consultants, travel and subsistence costs, issuing of credit cards, 
accommodation costs, office furnishing costs, advertising or sponsorship costs, catering and events 
related costs. ’ 

In keeping with the guidelines set out in Circular 82, the following cost containment measures have 
been/will be implemented in the City. 

Consultants 

• Rate funded Services 

A centralised provision for consultants exists within each executive director’s cost centre. To 
access this provision, the following process applies: 

■ A report confirming that the directorate does not have the requisite skills or resources to 
perform services required, including the cost thereof must be submitted for approval to the 
executive director. 

■ Once approved a virement must be prepared to transfer the funds to the requester. 

■ At financial year-end allocations to the successful department are transferred back to the 
consultants pool for future requirements. The allocation to the requester is once-off. 

■ Applications are considered on a first come, first serve basis. 

• Tariff-funded Services 

■ Competent staff appointed to minimise the need to appoint consultants. 

■ The use of consultants is limited: consultants are at present; only utilised on an essential 
basis for the implementation of engineering oriented projects, research and feasibility studies 
for capital projects. 

Travel and Subsistence 

• MFMA Circular No 82 was communicated to all relevant parties (City travellers). 

• The City’s Travel Management Policy will be amended to be in line with Circular 82. 

• A clause will be inserted in all travel reports to ensure compliance with Circular 82 by line 
departments. 

• The City’s travel agent (who is also contracted to government), Duma Travel, will be made aware 
of Circular 82 and will be asked to assist in monitoring the City’s compliance with the circular. 
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Catering 

• No catering is provided at management or staff meetings. 

• Catering requests are pre-authorised by executive directors/directors. 

• Catering for meetings with external stakeholders is only considered where the meeting is longer 
than 4 hours or half a day. 

• All catering is done in line with the City’s Catering Policy. 

• The number of virements to increase the catering budget will be limited in order to eliminate 
fruitless and wasteful expenditure. 

• Meetings are structured in such a way that lunch is not provided. 

Credit Cards 

• The issuing of a credit card is limited to only the Executive Mayor. 

• Expenditure is primarily limited to international travel, which is usually fully or partially sponsored. 

• Any expenditure incurred is informed by the guidelines and criteria contained in the Entertainment 
& Gift Giving Policy for Councillors as well as the Strategic International Relations Policy, which 
provides appropriate controls to prevent fruitless and wasteful expenditure. 

• Spending limits and expenditure exclusions guidelines are provided in the aforementioned 
policies. 

• Detailed cash receipts and vouchers are kept for audit purposes. 

Conference and Seminars 

• Executive directors/directors screen and approve attendance of seminars/conferences, taking into 
consideration relevant circulars, policies, guidelines and procedures issued within the City, 
including the financial implication thereof. 

• Multiple attendees are discouraged from attending the same conferences/seminars. 

Events & Advertising 

• Departments mostly incur advertising costs when advertising vacant posts and Supply Chain 
Management-related adverts. This is as and when required. 

• All event-related cost must be in line with City’s Events Policy. 
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2.8 Ward Allocations 

In step with previous financial years, it is proposed to allocate budgetary resources for project, 
programme or other initiatives’ application at subcouncil level. While these resources will be spent by 
line departments, subcouncils identify and recommend ward allocation adoption (following sundry 
internal line departmental input and liaison) by Mayco and Council. 

The total amount available to each ward is R700 000 per year per ward. Additional budgetary 
provision of R3.5 million is also made in the 2016/17 financial year to accommodate the five new 
wards which will come into effect after the 2016 Local Government Elections later in this year. 

A ward allocation project must form part of the core business activities and assets of the lead 
department and must be aligned with the Service Delivery Business Implementation Plan (SDBIP) of 
the directorate. Ward allocation projects must, as far as possible, be completed within the financial 

year in which they are approved. However, unspent capital funds may be rolled over to the next 
financial year, where compelling reasons exist for such roll-over. 
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2.9 Expenditure on transfers and grant programmes

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2.10 Allocations and grants made by the municipality 

Transfers and Grants are allocations of funds from the City’s approved budget to outside 
organisations or bodies. These allocations are gratuitous or unrequited transfers by the City to 
grantee organisations and not payments made in compliance with any commercial or other business 
transaction. All transfers and grants are disbursed in terms of section 67 of the MFMA. Applications 
in respect of S67 grant and grant-in aid allocations are approved by the City’s Grants Committee; 
event related sponsorships are approved by the Executive Mayor as per the City’s System of 
Delegations. 

The Grant Committee approves grant applications in terms of the City’s Grant Policy; the members of 
the committee are officials of the City appointed by the CFO. The committee co-ordinates, 
administers and controls the screening process in respect of applications recommended by line 
departments and sub-councils to ensure that all recommended grants comply with the City’s Grant 
Policy, the Constitution and relevant legislation. 

A Section 80 Special Events Committee was established in March 2013 to facilitate the selection of 
events and recommend to the Mayor events which the City wishes to support in terms of the 
Integrated Development Plan (IDP) and Council’s Events Policy. The Committee is chaired by the 
Mayco member for Tourism, Events & Economic Development and includes the following members: 
Executive Mayor, Deputy Mayor, Mayco Member: Safety and Security, Mayco Member: Transport, 
Roads & Stormwater. 

The committee meets as and when required. The committee invites Mayco members who are not 
members of the committee to participate in meetings where events fall within the functional area of 
such Mayco members.

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2. 13 Annual budgets - internal departments 
2.13.1 City Health (Vote 1) 

The City Health directorate is committed to working with all spheres of government to meet 
National and Provincial targets so that there is a coordinated and integrated District Health 
Service to the citizens of Cape Town. 

The City Health directorate delivers a comprehensive Primary Health Care service to the people 
of the City of Cape Town. This includes both Personal Primary Health Care Services (commonly 
referred to as clinic services) and Municipal Health Services (also referred to as Environmental 
Health). 

Although the National Health Act, No 61 of 2003, allocates the responsibility of provision of 
personal primary health care services to the Provincial Health Department, the Constitution 
allows those services to be assigned to Local Government via mutual agreement. The City 
Health directorate has an excellent partnership with the Provincial Health Department and a long 
tradition of rendering quality Primary Health Care under a Service Level Agreement. 

The core business of the City Health directorate is Municipal (Environmental) Health Services, 
which is a core function of metropolitan and district municipalities. Municipal Health Services is 
defined in the National Health Act (No 61 of 2003) as monitoring of water quality; food control; 
waste management; health surveillance of premises; surveillance of communicable diseases, 
excluding immunisations; vector control; environmental pollution control; disposal of the dead 
and chemical safety. 

The impact of rapid urbanisation places an increased workload on our Environmental Health 
Practitioners (EHPs). Our current ratio of EHP to population sits at 1 : 32 500 as opposed to the 
national norm which proposes a 1 EHP: 15 000 population ratio. 

Air and noise pollution are also Local Government functions in terms of Schedule 4B and 5B of 
the Constitution. The key Act governing air quality is the National Environmental Management 
Act: Air Quality Act 39 of 2004. Air pollution levels are frequently high and the City has adopted 
an Air Quality Management Plan, which outlines the strategies to be used to deal with and/or 
mitigate against the effects of air pollution, especially in informal areas. 

The City Health directorate delivers, in partnership with Provincial Government, the Personal 
Primary Health Care component (clinic services). The services include promotive and 
preventive health care to women, men and children (reproductive health, immunisation and well- 
baby clinics), treatment of sick children under 13 years; HIV/AIDS/STI, TB Programs and limited 
adult curative and chronic care. 

The City Health directorate is facing an increasing number of clients accessing the Personal 
Primary Health Care services, due to the increased burden of diseases (BOD). This places an 
additional burden on the existing staff as the staff component has not increased to the same 
extent. 
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Alcohol abuse and methamphetamine (tik) abuse in the Western Cape is a big concern with 
regard to drug-related crime. As a result, the City has identified this scourge as a very serious 
problem and plays a role in conjunction with other spheres of government and the community in 
addressing this. The City manages six substance abuse outpatient rehabilitation (Matrix) sites at 
the Tafelsig, Tableview, Delft South, Town 2, Parkwood clinics and Manenberg, with more sites 
in the Northern and Eastern Sub-districts being envisaged in the near future through the 
collaborative efforts with other role players. In addition, the Atlantis area is being serviced by a 
NGO, which is funded by the Provincial Department of Social Development, which offers 
outpatient substance abuse treatment services. 

In conclusion, City Health is faced with an increasing need for health services as shown by the 
burden of diseases, rapid urbanisation, and Customer Satisfaction Survey. However, the 
operating- and capital resources available and allocated to the directorate have not grown 
proportionally for both Municipal Health Services and Personal Primary Health Care Services - a 
greater need of human resources being in those areas with a high BOD, long waiting times at 
clinics and areas that are densely populated. In addition, National Core Standards 
requirements, increases in pharmaceutical, laboratory and security services costs, and high 
electricity costs puts further strain on the already stretched resources.

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2.13.2 City Manager (Vote 2) 

The City Manager heads the administration of the City and chairs the Executive Management 
Team (EMT) of the City, whose primary responsibility is advising the City Manager on strategy 
and policy. 

Contained within the Office of the City Manager are two strategic functionaries that advise the 
City Manager on policy decisions and ensures compliance. 

The administrative responsibility for Integrated Strategic Communications, Branding and 
Marketing, Strategy and Operations (includes the Mayoral Administration) and Trade and 
Investment reside in the Office of the City Manager. 

• Integrated Strategic Communication, Branding and Marketing 

The department provides a range of specialist communication services to all departments of the 
City around all facets pertaining to the communication field. One of the main deliverables 
involves the City’s Corporate Brand Strategy and execution thereof, which in turn builds toward 
positive perceptions and reputation for the City. 

Services provided include: media, communication strategy and campaign development, 
publications, electronic communications, photography, videography and audio-visual services. 

The dimensions of the department’s activities are defined by the Corporate Brand Strategy, 
Brand Architecture and the Media and Communication Strategies of the City. 

• Strategy and Operations 

The department is primarily concerned with assisting the Executive Mayor in executing her 
statutory function and providing a platform for the interface between the political, democratic 
agenda and the political office-bearers responsible for it and the administration. The 
department’s core customers include the Executive Mayor, members of the Mayoral Committee, 
committees of Council, the City Manager, EMT as well as residents and various communities 
within the City. The department is responsible for coordinating the City’s Transversal 
Management System, the Mayoral Dashboard System for performance monitoring and 
evaluation, co-ordinating strategic alignment of all city-wide policies and strategies, mayoral 
research, major communications, enhancing the City’s capital programme and improving project 
management governance within the City, coordinating the City’s international exchanges, 
establishing international links and attracting investments as well as responding to service 
delivery queries and facilitating community requests. 

• Trade and Investment 

The department is concerned with creating and sustaining the enabling environment required to 
attract investment into the City for the purpose of generating economic growth and job creation. 

It conducts sector and economic research, develops strategies for catalytic sectors and works 
with sector organisations on specific deliverables in value chains, clustering and partnerships. It 
also advises on incentives for investors and performs “one-stop-shop” investment facilitation 
services. The department runs the Atlantis Investment Facilitation office, which offers facilitation 
services in a targeted geographical area. 
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The department engages with both internal and external clients to ensure that infrastructure such 
as the port and airport are supportive of increasing trade and investment. 

The department works closely with Wesgro, the trade and investment promotion agency of Cape 
Town and the Western Cape. 

Initiatives in the 2016/17 financial year 

• A complete revamping of the City’s website, new-look social media interventions. 

• 10 major (or ‘Flagship’) communication campaigns. 

• Ongoing rollout of the new brand and a more proactive approach to media liaison.

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2.13.3 Community Services (Vote 3) 

The Community Services directorate is responsible for the provision of community facilities on an 
equitable and sustainable basis across the City to support and promote healthy lifestyles and to 
facilitate programmes and community development in general and to help strengthen the social 
fibre of households and communities. Often these programmes involve collaboration and 
partnerships with churches, community organisations, NGOs, the corporate sector, different tiers 
of government and other stakeholders. 

• City Parks 

The City Parks department is responsible for greening, conserving and managing Cape Town’s 
zoned public spaces, including 12 district parks, 3526 community parks, 40 cemeteries, 1 
crematorium, 1 995 hectares of road verges, nature sensitive areas and recreational areas 
alongside rivers and water bodies. Other core functions include the protection of biodiversity, 
the planting of trees and the implementation of water saving initiatives throughout the City. 

To ensure that parks are maintained in an equitable manner across the city, a uniform set of 
maintenance standards for all maintenance functions have been developed and implemented. 

The 3 526 community parks are maintained to a standard that ensures that they are in a 
condition for communities to utilise at all times. The selected standards focus on mowing, which 
is set to at least 9 cuts per year and to keep these parks clean by doing litter picking on a weekly 
basis. 

On-going challenges include the level of vandalism and anti-social behaviour at public parks, 
which increases repair costs and has a negative impact on the ability to adhere to set 
maintenance standards. 

To address the escalating city burial demand resulting from population growth and earlier death 
occurrence due to infectious diseases, City Parks have commenced a process to identify reserve 
and, in due course, develop new burial areas to cater for future urban development within the 
City’s urban edge (i.e. 10-15 year scenario). Strong competition for scarce metropolitan land 
and the poor environmental performance of certain cemeteries given the high winter water-table 
characteristic of the Cape Flats has prompted the City to pursue several other interment options 
to supplement or complement traditional in-ground burial and to extend the viable lifespan of 
existing cemeteries. 

• Library and Information Services 

The two City-wide libraries, twenty three regional libraries, seventy seven community libraries, 
two satellite libraries and a mobile library service consisting of three mobile busses provides the 
citizens of Cape Town with access to services and resources required for their information, 
education, culture and recreational needs and has a membership in excess of 750 
000. Programmes at the libraries offer a variety of developmental activities ranging from 
storytelling, school holiday programmes, reading programmes to peer leadership and capacity 
building programmes. 
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Three categories of minimum open hour standards are set for libraries: 

■ City-wide libraries at 63 hours per week 

■ Regional libraries at 45 hours per week 

■ Community libraries at 35 hours per week 

Properly constituted Friends of the Library Organisations and/or Volunteers assist at fifty nine 
libraries in the City in order to meet their minimum opening hours through donating funding or in- 
kind contributions such as assisting with shelving of library materials, etc. and every effort is 
being made to encourage the establishment of Friends organisations in more libraries. 

Being an unfunded mandate the City will continue with efforts in reaching a resolution with 
Provincial Government on the funding of libraries services to the citizens of Cape Town. 
Implementation of the new library automated management system make library processes more 
efficient. With external funding received, one new library was completed in 2015/16, i.e. 
Regional Library in Kuyasa, Khayelitsha. Construction of a new library in Dunoon will 
commence in 2016/17. 

• Sports, Recreation and Amenities 

The Sports, Recreation and Amenities department provides, manages and maintains a number 
of community facilities across the City such as: 

■ 187 community centres (including halls, recreation centres, multi-purpose centres, civic 
centres, youth- and family centres). These centres are used by a cross section of local 
communities ranging from NGOs to rate payer associations, youth groups, religious 
groups and sport and recreation clubs. 

■ 1 3 indoor sport centres 

■ 151 sports facilities 

■ 5 stadia 

■ Outdoor sport facilities that contain 524 individual formal sports fields. Over utilisation and 
extreme weather patterns, especially in winter, create a challenge in the provision of good 
playing surfaces for both winter and summer sports played on the grass fields. 

■ 35 public swimming pools 

■ 22 tidal pools 

■ 83 beaches 

■ 1 3 resorts 

■ 1 eco adventure centre 

■ 1 17 public toilets 

■ 1 1 bath houses 

A comprehensive set of uniform minimum maintenance standards has been developed in order 
to effectively deliver services through these facilities. This is a commitment to our communities 
about what they can expect when they visit or use these facilities and to provide parity to 
communities. 

The City has managed to institutionalise the relationship with varying user sport codes at single 
facilities through the implementation of an institutional framework that has established Municipal 
Facility Management Committees (MFMCs) to assist the City with the coordination of usage of 
these facilities. It has been observed that where MFMCs are fully operational the associated 
sports fields tend to be used according to their threshold norms and the standards are 
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maintained on a sustainable basis, which saves the department from extensive and expensive 
reinstatement maintenance programmes. 

In order to sustain and increase service standards, the department provides, promotes and 
facilitates recreation programmes through recreation hubs at City facilities and mobile units in 
communities. Such programmes can make a measurable impact on the social economic 
challenges facing our communities.

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2.13.4 Corporate Services and Compliance (Vote 4) 

The Corporate Services and Compliance directorate is a transversal directorate by nature. Its 
core purpose is to provide multi-disciplinary services and professional partnerships to 
directorates, supporting and enabling service delivery for the City through value adding 
programmes, systems, processes, policies and knowledge management. 

The core functions and objectives of this directorate are: 

• Executive Support 

The department strives for excellence in its performance and is committed to good corporate 
governance. It drives the development and maintenance of governance systems, processes and 
procedures for the City’s decision-making structures. The department provides strategic and 
operational support to the directorate of the Office of the City Manager as well as a number of 
departments in the Corporate Services and Compliance directorate, and plays an interface role 
with corporate service areas. It also drives the implementation of the City’s Language Policy as 
well as the promotion of multilingualism. The department’s customers include members of 
Council and its committees, the Executive Mayor and the Mayoral Committee, the Offices of the 
Executive Mayor, Speaker and Chief Whip, the City Manager and the Executive Management 
Team, directorate of the Office of the City Manager as well as the Corporate Services and 
Compliance directorate, the organisation as a whole and members of the public. 

• Councillor Support and Subcouncils 

The department renders strategic, operational and specialist support to the decision-making 
structures within the City. It establishes, institutes and manages the activities of Subcouncils and 
Ward Participatory Mechanisms. It directs and provides oversight for the Councillor Support 
service, including the safety and security of Councillors as provided by the VIP Protection Unit. 
The department provides strategic direction and input into the City’s public participation 
processes. It undertakes transversal management through the Area Based Service Delivery 
Model implemented across the four Subcouncil Clusters. It provides HR, finance and 
administrative support across the department. 

• Forensic, Ethics & Integrity 

To entrench good governance and ethics principles and practices into the organisation in order 
to intensify the fight against fraud, corruption and serious economic crimes for the benefit of our 
ratepayers, staff and the broader community. 

• Internal Audit 

To provide independent, objective and reliable assurance and advisory services, which is 
designed to add value and improve the City’s operations. It assists the City to accomplish its 
objectives by bringing about a systematic, disciplined approach to evaluate and improve the 
effectiveness of risk management, control and governance processes. 

• IDP and Organisational Performance Management (IDP.OPM) 

To guide, direct and facilitate the process of developing, implementing, monitoring, reporting 
and on the City’s 5 year Integrated Development Plan (IDP), including the completion of the 
Impact Analysis report, Service Delivery and Budget Implementation Plans (SDBIP), quarterly 
reports, Annual Report, and quality assurance of performance indicators. 
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Executes special projects i.e. facilitating the annual BBBEE verification for the City as well as 
national- and provincial reporting requirements such as the Municipal Economic Review Outlook 
(MERO), CSP Project (City Support Programme: a National Treasury initiative to measure 
indicators of municipalities throughout South Africa), Section 47, MGRO and Regional 
Development profile. 

• Legal Services 

To provide an effective and efficient legal support service to Council in order to enable it to 
comply with its Constitutional Mandate and within the relevant legislative framework, so as to 
manage and limit the legal risks of the City. 

• Ombudsman 

Improve accountability of the City by promoting fair and reasonable public administration by 
undertaking independent investigation into complaints against the City Administration and 
resolving these complaints through alternative dispute resolution between both parties, where 
possible. Awareness campaigns are attended to in order to make the public aware of the 
services rendered by the office. 

• Integrated Risk Management (IRM) 

Engrain a culture of Risk Management in the City to ensure the optimal use of scarce resources 
in order to achieve the strategic objectives of the City as per the IDP. 

• Human Resources 

The purpose of Human Resources is to render an efficient and effective service to the staff and 
management of the City through the multiple roles of strategic business partner, administrative 
expert, and employee champion and change agent and across all the HR specialised and 
administrative functions. 

• Information Systems & Technology 

Deploys its Smart City Strategy to maximize the use of Information Technology (IT) within the 
City and thereby improve services to citizens. As a strategic partner to business it aims to be a 
catalyst for the transformation of public services and it will enable the City to become a more 
efficient and affective local authority. 

• Employment Equity 

Provides strategic direction and develops corporate guidelines for the implementation of the 
City’s EE Policy and EE Plan, which forms the basis of the City’s transformation agenda. This 
includes programmes for gender equity, diversity facilitation, disability management and 
application of affirmative action measures corporate wide. 

• Customer Relations 

Provides an effective and efficient customer relations service to the City’s customers to address 
their requirements in terms of access to municipal service delivery, thereby creating a positive 
image of the City. 
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• Specialised Technical Services 

Specialised Technical Services is a technical department within the City of Cape Town which 
enables service delivery by providing technical solutions and support across directorates in the 
following areas: 

■ Facilities Management; 

■ Fleet and Mechanical Workshops Management; 

■ Administration and Logistics; 

■ Business Projects; and 

■ Management Support 

• Development Information & GIS 

Responsible, at a corporate level, for ensuring that relevant institutional information, knowledge 
and records are managed, retained and shared across the organisation, in order to support 
planning, service delivery and more efficient management. The department also provides 
information, knowledge and records management related support services to City departments 
including spatial data management, map production, aerial photography, information analysis, 
survey and research support and records management services. 

• Occupational Health, Safety and Employee Wellness 

Develops, drives and implements strategies, systems and procedures that promote the safety, 
health and general wellbeing of employees across the City thus ensuring the safety, health and 
well-being of staff in order to provide a high quality service and to enable the City to meet its 
service delivery obligations. 

Significant capital projects to be undertaken over the medium term include, amongst others: 

• Facilities Management Rehabilitation of the Cape Town Civic Centre, which includes 
Replacement of Diesel Burners, Fire Suppression System and the upgrading of ablution 
facilities.

■ Construction of a Metro Area Fibre Optic Network 

■ Enhance Corporate Business Systems 

■ Renew ICT Infrastructure 

■ Update of aerial photography for municipal area

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2.13.5 Energy, Environment & Spatial Planning (Vote 5) 

The overall purpose and service mandate of the Energy, Environmental and Spatial Planning 
directorate is to lead the City’s urban spatial and environmental planning functions in pursuit of 
the developmental mandate of municipalities as set out in Section 152 and 153 of the 
Constitution, which requires local government, in its planning processes, “to give priority to the 
basic needs of the community”, “to promote the social and economic development of the 
community” and “participate in national and provincial development programmes”. 

The core functions and objectives of this directorate are: 

• Spatial Planning & Urban Design 

The departmental focus is mainly, but not limited to, the following: 

■ To play the lead coordinating role in the preparation of the City’s annual Built Environment 
Performance Plan (BEPP). 

■ To coordinate the preparation of the Growth Management Plan for Cape Town in order to put 
in place a longer term plan that will leverage the City’s assets to drive economic growth and 
sustainable development. Specifically this will include a Medium Term Infrastructure 
Investment Framework. 

■ To prepare a Coastal Spatial and Economic Development Framework for consultation with 
stakeholders in support of managing the City’s coastline and coastal processes and 
promoting the coast as a public and social asset with appropriate climate change adaptation 
and resilience responses along the City’s coastline. 

■ To play a catalytic role in pursuing projects that seek to unlock the development potential of 
well-located City-owned land in close proximity to public transport for mixed use mixed 
income development by the private sector and the social housing institutions. 

■ To support the Fluman Settlements directorate in the preparation of land for housing 
development by undertaking preliminary pre-feasibility analysis on land parcels as well as 
conceptual planning where necessary. 

■ Through the City’s Mayoral Urban Regeneration Programme, partnering with 

neighbourhood stakeholders to stabilise areas and develop community action plans, 
providing the basis for short, medium and long term investment plans and a platform for 
effective private and public investment. 

■ Continuing with the Quality Public Space Programme to deliver high quality public spaces 
within community facility clusters and economic nodes, as well as at key public transport 
interchanges that brings dignity to the public environment surrounding these facilities, e.g. 
Pampoenkraal Heritage Square in Durbanville CBD, upgrading the Strand Pavilion Precinct, 
upgrading Kruskal Avenue in Bellville Central Business District, as well as constructing the 
Mfuleni Urban Park. 

■ Local area planning initiatives will continue in Bishop Lavis and the Gordon’s Bay 
Development Area. The investments facilitated by the Mayor’s Urban Regeneration 
Programme as an outcome of the Community Action Plans into these priority programme 
areas, including the VPUU Programme’s Safe Nodes, will continue to make significant 
contributions to enhancing the safety and quality of these places. Specifically, investment will 
be made to the Bonteheuwel Town Centre and the department will coordinate the 
implementation of the Public Investment Frameworks in place for Manenberg and Planover 
Park, and in particular Planover Park Town Centre. 
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• Planning & Building Development Management (PBDM) 

In line with its developmental context, the City has an obligation, in terms of applicable law and 
through its urban planning and building development management systems, to create a safe and 
healthy built environment that addresses the needs of its various communities. The PBDM 
department is responsible for delivering the services relating to regulating urban planning and 
building development matters. 

The departmental focus for 2016/1 7 will be mainly: 

■ Ongoing business improvement and streamlining through the Development Application 
Management System. 

■ Continuing the regulatory reform in the development arena at all three levels of government. 
These include the annual review of the Municipal Planning By-law, amendments to the 
National Building Regulations and preparation for the drafting of a Building By-law. 

■ Review of Standard Operating Procedures to closer align service delivery needs of the 
various customer segments. 

The department will continue to simplify the City’s regulatory regime and accelerate decision- 
making processes for planning and building approvals, notably by moving more functions online. 

• Environmental Resource Management 

The departmental focus is mainly, but not limited to the following: 

■ Adoption of the new City of Cape Town Environmental Strategy, including ensuring 
completion of the necessary approvals and processes. 

■ Finalise and implement the revised structure for the Green Jobs unit and address key 
barriers to the growth of green jobs in order to stimulate growth of, career development 
within and access to green job opportunities. 

■ Manage the City’s biodiversity and ecosystems, and promote the recreational and social 
opportunities of the natural environment by completing the proclamation of the existing 
managed areas under the new National Environmental Management: Protected Areas Act. 

■ Meeting the proposed Local Biodiversity Strategy and Action Plan (LBSAP) target of 
conserving 65% of the biodiversity network by 2020, by increasing conservation land through 
partnerships and stewardship programmes, as well as acquisition where financially feasible. 

■ Continue to promote the Dassenberg Coastal Catchment Partnership (DCCP) and build the 
Multipurpose Centre at the gateway to the dunes at Witzands Aquifer Nature Reserve. 

■ Implementation of the City’s Coastal Management Programme as per the requirements of 
the Integrated Coastal Management Act. 

■ Completion of the Coastal Management By-law. 

■ Ensure adoption of the Climate change policy for the City of Cape Town. 

■ Coordinate the implementation and monitoring of the City’s Sustainable Energy Action Plan 
with departments and stakeholders towards achieving the Cape Town Energy2040 vision. 

■ Ensure the continuation of improving the City’s own energy use and carbon footprint by 
retrofitting City buildings and operations. 
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In addition to some listed above, other key cross-cutting projects include:- 

■ Developing partnerships for the City’s path to sustainable growth: Initiating and building on 
beneficial partnerships locally, nationally and internationally to enhance and drive the City’s 
path to a sustainable, low-carbon and inclusive future. 

■ Green Procurement Programme and projects. 

■ Friends and Neighbours Programme. 

■ Smart Living and Working Programme. 

■ The Mayor’s Portfolio of Urban Sustainability. 

■ Ongoing implementation of the graduate intern and international intern programmes.

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2.13.6 Finance (Vote 6) 

The Finance directorate provides sound financial services, which are sustained via corporate 
governance procedures, enabling the City to provide effective, efficient and affordable services 
to its citizens, in compliance with the MFMA, and other related legislation, policies and 
procedures. 

The top management structure consists of the Chief Finance Officer and ten directors i.e. 
Budgets, Expenditure, Property Management, Inter-Services Liaison, Revenue, Supply Chain 
Management, Treasury, Valuations, Shareholders Management Unit and Plousing Finance & 
Leases. 

The various departments in the Finance directorate are responsible for, inter alia: 

• Maintaining accurate and complete financial records to enhance decision-making, thereby 
sustaining confidence in these records of the City. 

• The compilation and implementation of affordable, balanced operating- and capital budgets 
aligned to the Integrated Development Plan (IDP) of the City. 

• Managing the City’s banking, investments, borrowings and cash flow in the most effective, 
economical and efficient manner. 

• Managing the immovable assets of the City and ensuring that land is used to the greatest 
benefit of the City’s strategic objectives. 

• Billing and collecting monies and funds due to the City. 

• Monitoring and controlling all expenditure, in order to embed sound financial discipline and 
ensuring accountability for the use of public funds. 

• Fair property valuations in order to equitably levy rates on all properties for the provision of 
non-tariff funded services. 

• Implementation of sound supply chain management policies and procedures. 

• Development and review of financial and finance-related policies. 

• Ensuring compliance to relevant legislation, and the implementation and maintenance of 
good governance. 

• Modelling the impact of the Total Municipal Account (TMA) on residents to ensure a fair 
distribution of the burden. 

• Reviewing all the proposed tariffs and compiling the Corporate Tariff, Fees and Charges 
Book for submission to Council for approval. 

• Ensuring that the boards of the 33 Special Rating Areas adhere to good governance and 
sound financial administration to deliver the services as authorised in their respective 
budgets and business plans in a sustainable and compliant manner whilst also guiding and 
advising communities wishing to establish SRAs. 

• Developing and empowering assistant professional officers, appointed to the Finance 
Graduate Development Programme, to strengthen the City’s financial staff resources. 

• Ensuring that Grants-in-aid are made to organisations subject to complying with relevant 
legislation, regulatory and approval processes and monitored that expenditure is in 
accordance with the organisation’s business plan.

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2.13.7 Human Settlements (Vote 7) 

The Human Settlements directorate contributes to and leads the City’s development of 
Integrated Sustainable Human Settlements by improving the overall living and built environment 
of communities within the City of Cape Town and balancing quantity with quality housing 
opportunities with specific focus on improving the livelihood of the poor. This is done through the 
dedicated efforts of delivering a range of housing opportunities and lifestyle enhancements 
instead of merely building houses. In this way, the directorate is supporting the National 
Outcome 8 imperatives and contributing tangibly to the upliftment of individuals, families and 
communities across Cape Town. 

The Housing Act (No. 107 of 1997), places an obligation on the City, ‘as part of its process of 
integrated development planning, to take all reasonable and necessary steps within the 
framework of the national and provincial housing policy to ensure that: 

• The inhabitants of its area of jurisdiction have access to adequate housing on a progressive 
basis; 

• Conditions not conducive to the health and safety of the inhabitants of its area of jurisdiction 
are prevented or removed; 

• Services in respect of water, sanitation, electricity, roads, storm water drainage and transport 
are provided in a manner, which is economically efficient. 

In addition, the City is required to: 

• Set housing delivery goals in respect of its area of jurisdiction; 

• Identify and designate land for housing development that is financially and socially viable; 

• Promote the resolution of conflicts arising in the housing development process; 

• Initiate, plan, coordinate, facilitate, promote and enable appropriate housing development in 
its area of jurisdiction; 

• Provide bulk engineering services, and revenue generating services in so far as such 
services are not provided by specialist utility suppliers; and 

• Plan and manage land use and development for human settlements. 

Equally, the Rental Housing Act, 1999 places an obligation on, inter alia, its tenants to make 
prompt and regular payment for services and accommodation provided. In this regard the 
actions of the City to recover arrears will be applied as per the City Housing Debt Management 
and Indigent Grant Policies. 

In order to give greater effect to the above obligations, Council in February 2014 approved the 
Integrated Human Settlements Framework (IHSF) which calls for a transversal implementation 
and management approach to enable the delivery of significant more housing opportunities per 
annum. 

The IHSF proposes, and will inform, the finalisation of a new and innovative long term Integrated 
Human Settlements Plan towards 2032 based on the City's broader human settlement delivery 
mandate and one that can holistically address the key challenges brought about by rapid 
urbanization. The long term plan will also be influenced and also influence the City's Growth 
Management Strategy, including the City’s Built Environment Performance Plan. The IHSF 
proposes the following key strategy shifts and processes: 
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• The regularisation and progressive upgrading of all informal settlements 

This should shift from a pipeline of comprehensive upgrade projects to a broad based (all 
settlements) ongoing improvement of services, public space and tenure provided while 
households formalise their top structures. Densities must be sufficient to minimise the need 
to relocate households. 

• Encourage and support the development of second dwellings through regularising 
existing backyard dwellings and opening up new designated areas for formal backyard rental 
units. In addition, the upgrading and formalisation of existing backyard dwellings should be 
enabled. 

• Encourage and support further household densification in designated areas by 
providing incentives and expediting sub-divisions of existing residential properties for the 
building of additional housing for sale and also the building by households of second 
dwellings (granny flats) for rental on their properties. 

• Open-up new areas for housing development within and adjacent to the existing 
developed areas of the City 

The emphasis should be on high densities and starter units that support incremental 
completion of the house over an indefinite period. The City should prioritise development of 
super blocks for third party development or site and service for household occupation and 
incremental building of their houses themselves over an indefinite period. 

• Support higher density affordable apartment unit investment by Social Housing 
Institutions and Private Developers, only around the transport corridors and priority 
nodes 

These developers should be actively encouraged by investment incentives, planning and 
building plan approvals and special concessions around development contributions. Public 
land should where relevant be made available. The conversion of non-residential properties 
to affordable residential rental should also be encouraged. 

• A focused programme should be undertaken to improve home-ownership related 
credit worthiness within Cape Town, particularly in respect of lower income 
households. 

• A focused communications programme should be undertaken to adjust the 
expectations of stakeholder. 

• Develop a long term more aggressive approach to the management of the City’s 
housing rental properties 

The City, as per the transversal mandate, has developed an implementation roadmap with 

respect to the Integrated Human Settlements Framework (IHSF).

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2.13.8 Safety & Security (Vote 9) 

The directorate consist of six functional departments; Law Enforcement Services, Traffic 
Services, Metropolitan Police Services, Fire and Rescue Services, Disaster Risk Management 
and 107 Public Emergency Communication Centre. The directorate is committed to ensure a 
safe and secure environment for all its residents, by combating crime and disorder, reduce 
vehicle speed and accidents on our roads, improve response time to emergency tire calls and 
reduce disasters risks in all communities within the City. 

Policing departments 

The City’s policing departments consist of Metro Police Services, Traffic Services and Law 
Enforcement Services. The objectives and priorities of these departments are set out in the 
legislatively required Annual Police Plan and departmental business plans, which feed into the 
City’s I DP. 

• Metro Police 

Metro Police was established in terms of the South African Police Service Act. Its mandate is 
the enforcement of traffic laws, enforcement of bylaws and crime prevention. Its current 
operations include clamping down on drug and alcohol-related offences and addressing gang- 
related violence. To this end, the Gang and Drug Task Force has been established and is 
achieving significant operational successes. Other major initiatives include the expansion of the 
department’s Neighbourhood Policing programme to bring policing closer to the people of the 
City, the establishment of an integrated information management system (Project EPIC) and the 
installation of shot spotter programme. Major projects include the increase in CCTV installations 
in major areas within the City, particularly within the MURP areas, phase 1 of the migration of the 
CCTV cameras from the Telkom network to the City’s own network, CCTV installations in 
various wards across the City and additional firearms and related equipment. 

• Traffic Services 

The department was established in terms of the National Road Traffic Act. It consists of two 
sections; the Operations Section and the Licensing Section. The Operations section deals with 
specialised and general activities, the enforcement on roads, while the Licensing Section deals 
with all learner and driver licence testing, card conversions and renewals. This section manages 
the traffic court division, public/private partnership agreement on traffic cameras. Major projects 
include replacement of vehicles, improvements to various traffic and licensing centres and the 
acquisition of various traffic licensing equipment. 

• Law Enforcement Services 

The core function of the Law Enforcement and Specialised Services department is the 
enforcement of bylaws and regulations in terms of the Criminal Procedure Act. The departments 
deals with general bylaw enforcement in residential areas and resorts as well as specialised 
enforcement through various units dealing with copper theft, informal trading, displaced people, 
land invasion, liquor control and problem buildings. These departments play a major role on 
beaches over festive seasons as well as other public events and actively supporting other 
directorates in land invasion actions. Major projects include purchasing of specialised 
equipment in the combating of land invasions and strike actions, building improvements to very 
old buildings, vehicle replacements and the final phase of the in construction of the law 
enforcement volunteer base and dispatch centre. 
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Emergency Services 

The Emergency Services consists of the 107 Emergency Call Centre, Fire and Rescue Services 
and Disaster Risk Management. 

• 107 Emergency Call Centre 

The City has a single emergency number (107) to a call-taking and dispatching centre, which 
directs all calls to appropriate institutions and agencies. The centre is manned by well-trained 
quality-controlled operators. Key focus programmes includes education and public awareness 
campaigns at schools, old-age homes, frail-care facilities and shopping centres. Major projects 
include the installation of and upgrade of communication equipment. 

• Fire and Rescue Services 

The Fire and Rescue Services was established in terms of the Fire Brigade Services Act. The 
department has 30 fire stations operating on a 24 hour basis. Its core functions include 
responding to fires and emergencies as well as medical emergencies. The major programmes 
include educational programmes, raising awareness around fires, life safety on building, 
structures and events. Major projects include the acquisition of specialised fire vehicles to 
replace its aged fleet, replacement of fire-fighting equipment, replacement of medical and 
communication equipment, the upgrade of fire stations and the construction of Somerset West 
and Masiphumelele fire stations. 

• Disaster Risk Management 

The core function of the department is the prevention and mitigation of the effect of disasters. 
To this end the department aims to identify, prevent and reduce the occurrence of disasters. It 
has a well-established volunteer corps, who plays a key role in event safety, co-ordination of 
corporate safety initiatives, festive season planning, winter preparedness planning, unrest, and 
service delivery protest. Key projects include the construction of volunteer bases throughout the 
City, the upgrade of various Disaster Management Centres, the third phase of the Integrated 
Emergency Information Management system (EPIC), replacement of IT and vehicle 
replacements. 

Significant capital projects for the 201 6/1 7 MTREF 

Significant capital projects to be undertaken by the directorate over the medium-term include: 

■ The third phase of the implementation of an Integrated Emergency Contact Centre (EPIC); 

■ Upgrading and improving the driving and licencing testing centres; 

■ Completing the final phase of the Atlantis Driving Licensing and Testing centre; 

■ Installation and upgrading of CCTV camera in various areas within the City, including the 
MURP areas and wards; 

■ Replacement and acquisition of additional radios and equipment; 

■ The installation of shot spotter equipment in various areas within the City; 

■ The construction of fire stations in Somerset West and Masiphumelele; 

■ The construction of a Law Enforcement volunteer base and dispatch centre; 

■ The acquisition and replacement of aged vehicles; 

■ The migration of CCTV cameras to the City’s network; and 

■ Additional firearms and related equipment.

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2.13.9 Social Development and Early Childhood Development directorate (Vote 10) 

Cape Town continually faces the challenge of social ills like the lack of social cohesion within 
families, poverty, unemployment, alcohol and drug abuse, gangsterism, increasing cost of living 
and lack of financial means to access socio-economic services. The extent of the social decay 
outweighs the supply of services, so it is imperative that services rendered conform to 
acceptable efficiency and value for money standards, produce measurable outputs by enabling, 
facilitating and implementing the defined Social Development and Early Childhood Development 
(SDECD) basket of services. 

The South African Constitution mandates local government to “promote social and economic 
development”. Social Development is understood broadly as the overall improvement of as well 
as the enhancement in quality of life of all people, especially people who are poor and 
vulnerable. 

The SDECD, in accordance with its statutory duty determined in Section 4(2) (j) of the Local 
Government: Municipal Systems Act, 32 of 2000, contributes with other organs of state and 
private sector partners (within the constraints of its financial means) to providing social services 
(defined as developmental services for SDECD at a Local government level) and early childhood 
development to those who need it supported by an Implementation Protocol Agreement with the 
Western Cape Government Provincial Department of Social Services, which enables SDECD to 
collaborate on a number of its programmes with same. 

Planning and implementation is aligned to the City’s Integrated Development Plan (IDP), Social 
Development Strategy and Economic Growth Strategy. 

SDECD participates in the Social EMT Management Subcommittee, with the following working 
groups; 

■ Sustainable Communities Working Group 

■ Area Management Working Group 

■ Integrated Human Settlements Working Group 

■ Corporate Social Investment Working Group 

Within the Safe communities working group SDECD drives the following work streams: 

■ Integrated Youth Strategy with its implementation Plan 

■ Social & Situational Crime Prevention Strategy with its implementation Plan 

■ Alcohol & Other Drug Harm Minimisation Strategy with its implementation Plan 

Furthermore SDECD is the driver of the National Government Expanded Public Works 
Programme (EPWP) which aims “to contribute to development by providing work opportunities to 
poor and unemployed people in the labour intensive delivery of public and community assets 
and services”.

Purpose and service mandate of directorate 

The purpose of the SDECD directorate is to provide seven targeted development programmes 
as follows: 

Substance Abuse: 

Substance abuse is a priority area, given the high incidence of drug and alcohol abuse in Cape 
Town. This programme is aligned to the approved “Prevention and Early Intervention of Alcohol 
and Other Drug Use” Policy, as well as the “Alcohol and Other Drug Harm Minimization and 
Mitigation” Strategy. The City will continue to collaborate at local and provincial level to offer 
initiatives that promote awareness of and provide support. 

The programme entails the following key projects and interventions: 

■ The substance abuse programme, which has a focus on Preventative Programmes, 

■ Co-ordination and maintenance of the Local Drug Action Committee by ensuring services of 
prevention, intervention, suppression and co-ordination are executed as per the Alcohol and 
Other Drug Strategy; 

■ Impact and outcomes-based research will be conducted for the substance abuse 
programme; 

■ The City will continue to work with Province in rolling out various programmes to support the 
users, capacitate victims, and aid the social structure within which the user exists; and 

■ The City will create FAS/FASD awareness within communities utilising simulators 

Street People: 

The programme is aligned to the approved “Street People” Policy. The aim is to reduce the 
number of people living/sleeping/surviving on the streets, and ensure that street people are 
given the necessary development assistance to achieve reintegration, accommodation and 
employment. 

The programme entails the following key projects and interventions: 

■ Impact and outcomes-based research for the Street people programme; 

■ Compilation of a database of Street People by completing an enumeration every 2-3 years; 

■ Rehabilitation and community reintegration of people living, sleeping and surviving on the 
streets; 

■ Focused, proactive activities aimed at youth and adults at risk. Programmes include 
aftercare services for youth at risk in communities of origin, and assistance for parents of 
youth at risk; 

■ Monitoring and assessment of individuals reintegrated with their communities of origin; 

■ Providing a seamless interaction between reintegration and follow-up services via the City’s 
Reintegration Unit; 

■ Providing a complete assessment of general physical and mental health, including aptitude 
tests where possible, to ensure appropriate skills training; 

■ Providing detoxification programmes, where required; 

■ A winter readiness programme to keep homeless people occupied through a series of 
activities and life skills training programmes, with a view to reintegrating them with their 
communities; 
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■ Implementation of the Give Responsibly campaign to encourage tourists and the general 
public not to give hand-outs to persons begging on the street, but rather to give responsibly 
through the various official mechanisms that the City and its partners have put in place; 

■ Facilitating the access of possible job opportunities; 

■ Establishment of and support to existing Local Networks of Care (LNOC); 

■ Creating safe nodes for street people to utilize in the form of overnight accommodation; and 

■ Collaborate with the South African Police Service and dedicate specific days to dealing with 
Social Crime in communities 

Youth Development: 

The programme is aligned to the approved “Youth Development” policy. It includes 

implementation of the multifaceted Youth Development interventions, taking into account the 

many challenges facing the youth. 

The programme entails the following key projects and interventions: 

■ Impact and outcomes-based research for the Youth programme; 

■ Skills development, including personal assessment, development plans and career-pathing, 
entrepreneurial skills, income opportunity skills and computer skills development; 

■ Capacity building in the fields of organisational development, leadership skills training, moral 
regeneration and train-the-trainer initiatives; 

■ Greater awareness about youth at risk, teenage pregnancy, HIV/Aids, substance abuse, risk 
of involvement in gangs, and so forth; 

■ Identifying and building linkages and networks with other internal and external bodies to 
prevent repetition and have a coordinated way of developing the youth of the City; 

■ Getting youth involved in public participation processes so that ‘youth voices’ can be adopted 
and ‘youth lenses’ worn when there are issues that affect the youth; 

■ Creating platforms of engagement for raising awareness among youth to engage around 
topical issues that affect them so that they can take ownership and advocate for change 
where necessary; 

■ Putting practical Monitoring and Evaluation (M&E) mechanisms in place to ensure that 
programmes and interventions are relevant and that those doing youth work, including 
government officials are held accountable; 

■ Innovative IT development solutions for access by youth across the City; and 

■ Creating linkages between corporate entities and assessed youth for possible permanent 
employment 

Early Childhood Development: 

The programme is aligned to the approved “ECD” Policy, as well as the “ECD Land Use” Policy. 

The aim is to provide quality ECD services with a variety of developmental components. 

In respect of support to the ECD sector, the City will run programmes comprising of: 

■ Impact and outcomes-based research for the ECD programme; 

■ Continual research on registered and unregistered ECDs; 

■ Awareness raising; 

■ Organisational development; 

■ Entrepreneurial training and development; 

■ Increased access to educational support materials; 

■ The improvement of child safety; 
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■ Improvement of curriculum development; 

■ Increased awareness on child wellness and nutritional needs; 

■ The improvement of practice standards including the support to existing community based 
ECD forums to make them more effective and sustainable; 

■ Increased access to ECD services in informal settlements; and 

■ Advocate the minimising of challenges faced by children with special needs 

Poverty Alleviation and Reduction: 

The programme is aligned to the approved “Food Gardens Policy in Support of Poverty 
Alleviation and Reduction”. Being a Caring City requires a targeted effort to care for the 
marginalised and vulnerable in Cape Town. Collaboration with a range of partners is essential to 
assist in creating sustainable communities and promoting independence overtime. 

The programme entails the following key projects and interventions: 

■ Conducting impact and outcomes-based research for the poverty alleviation programme; 

■ Creating and maintain a database of existing food gardens in identified wards; 

■ Identifying portions of land suitable community gardening; 

■ Facilitating food gardening training and capacity building for individuals or groups to start and 
maintain food gardens; 

■ Providing food gardening infrastructure, which includes equipment and materials to targeted 
communities, organizations and groups; 

■ To investigate the establishment of small scale community based farming co-operatives; and 

■ Increasing food access and availability 

Vulnerable Groups: 

The programme is aligned to the approved “Vulnerable Groups” Policy. The focus is on 
awareness raising initiatives concerning gender based violence, abuse against senior citizens, 
assistance to persons living with disabilities regarding employment opportunities and care. 

The programme entails the following key projects and interventions: 

• People living with disabilities 

The City’s disability programmes aim to: 

■ Conduct impact and outcomes-based research for the vulnerable groups programme; 

■ Raise awareness in communities through drama, to enhance the understanding of 
disability, on the rights of persons with disabilities and the importance of inclusion; 

■ Provide livelihood training programmes; and 

■ Celebrate commemorative days for persons with disabilities. 

• Gender Programme 

Programmes provided, in collaboration with numerous partner organisations, include: 

■ Women’s Day events celebrating women rising above adversity; 

■ Training to create greater awareness on domestic and gender based violence; 

■ Fatherhood training programmes - training and education for young men and fathers to 
improve gender relations aimed at prevention and early intervention; and 

■ Door-to-door awareness programme about gender and domestic based violence during 
1 6 days of Activism 
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• Vulnerable Children 

The City has developed a Standard Operating Procedure (SOP) for providing services to and 
referral of vulnerable children, providing all City officials, who are at the first point of contact 
with a vulnerable child, with the knowledge, skills and tools necessary to initiate and deliver 
services which are equitable, appropriate and timeous. 

• Older Persons 

Programmes provided, in collaboration with numerous partner organisations, include: 

■ Healthy living and active ageing events - Informative events to raise awareness on the 
importance of living a healthy active life, including the Cape Town Games for Older 
Persons; and 

■ Home Based Social Care - providing social care for older persons in their homes, in our 
most impoverished communities. 

• EPWP (Social Development and Early Childhood Development Directorate) 

■ Work opportunities are created through the Expanded Publics Work Programme (EPWP) 
in alignment with the directorate’s six other basket of service programmes, namely; 

■ Early Childhood Development; 

■ Street People; 

■ Substance Abuse; 

■ Vulnerable Groups; 

■ Youth Development; and 

■ Poverty Alleviation and Reduction

The Tourism, Events & Economic Development (TEED) directorate will market and develop its 
tourism, events, arts and culture, and visitor offering through the use of its strategic assets and 
internal- and external partnerships to deliver economic growth, development and an open 
opportunity city inclusive of all its citizens (residents).

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2.13.11 Transport for Cape Town (Vote 12) 

Transport for Cape Town has the responsibility for the provision and maintenance of a 
sustainable, integrated and intermodal transportation network as well as what happens on this 
network. It now operates within the parameters of the gazetted TCT Constitution Bylaw, No. 
7208 of 2013. Transport for Cape Town also has responsibility for storm water catchment 
planning and management, including master planning and catchment control measures, and the 
provision and ongoing upgrading and maintenance of bulk and local storm water systems 
including rivers, canals, detention dams and vleis. A recent addition in this regard is the concept 
and related function of sustainability. 

Focus areas of Transport for Cape Town are: 

■ Strategic transportation planning, contract performance and network management across the 
City; 

■ The roll-out, management and enforcement of integrated intermodal transportation across 
the City under the auspices of TCT, including the MyCiTi bus network, Public Transport 
Interchanges, Transport Information Centre, Transport Management Centre and other 
related facilities and services; 

■ Strategic planned management, provision and maintenance of the City’s roads and storm- 
water networks; 

■ Upgrading of the network, especially in previously disadvantaged areas, to facilitate the 
improvement of the quality of life of all communities; 

■ Access to opportunities through the reduction of overall costs for those using public 
transport; 

■ Conservation of natural resources through the management of inland and coastal water 
quality; and 

■ Compliance with Occupational Health and Safety legislation in the internal and external 
Transport for Cape Town environments for both capital- and operating projects. 

Transport for Cape Town follows a three-pronged approach to achieving its objectives and in 
reaching its performance and investment-based targets, namely: 

• Commuter 

■ Working towards an integrated time-tabling and ticketing system across all scheduled 
services. 

■ Centralised communication and queries across all transportation modes. 

■ Improved road, storm water, public transport and railway network management in co- 
operation with other relevant stakeholders. 

• Infrastructure 

• Working toward pro-active road maintenance across the entire network. 

■ Freight management. 

■ Overall strategic plan for upgrading of roads in residential areas. 

■ Improvement of maintenance depot operational management. 

■ Focus on public transport asset management. 

• Governance 

■ Metered and mini-bus taxi management. 

■ Guiding the production of a business plan for Passenger Rail and roll-out of a process 
plan. 
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■ Roll-out, upon assignment, of the Contracting Authority function as well as the Municipal 
Regulatory Entity function, as determined in the National Land Transport Act (NLTA), 
2009. 

Key Projects currently being undertaken include: 

• Construction and finalisation of IRT Phase IB feeder service bus stops and associated 
road/route improvements. 

• Planning and design for IRT Phase 2 service to the Metro South East. 

• Construction of the upgrading and dualling of Strandfontein Road between Govan Mbeki 
Road and Spine Road incorporating elements of IRT Phase 2 and significantly improved 
non-motorised transport facilities. 

• Construction of the upgrading and dualling of Stock Road between Govan Mbeki Road and 
the Cape Flats freeway (R300) incorporating elements of IRT Phase 2 and improved non- 
motorized transport facilities. 

• Planning, design and construction of a number of strategic Public Transport Interchanges as 
determined by the Integrated Public Transport Network Plan. 

• Implementation of the NLTA, with the focus on obtaining the assignment of the Contracting 
Authority function and the Municipal Regulatory Entity function (MRE) to the City so as to 
facilitate integrated public transport. 

• Upgrading, rehabilitation and maintenance of major roads and storm water facilities. 

• Upgrading of the road, pavement and storm water network in previously disadvantaged 
residential areas to an acceptable and unified standard. 

• Roll-out of an extensive network of non-motorised transport routes throughout the City to 
promote a safe and user friendly environment for pedestrian and cycle usage. 

• Reconstruction of Main Road, Muizenberg to Clovelly Phase 3, inclusive of underground 
service repairs and replacements. 

• Commencement of the 5-year major road traffic congestion alleviation programme, which will 
ultimately include inter alia Saxdowne Road, Bottelary Road dualling, Amandel Road, 
Bottelary/R300 Interchange, Kommetjie Road dualling, Plattekloof Road dualling etc. 

• Commencement and development of a new Pavement, Bridge and Road management 
system for the City. 

• Completion of additions to the Transport Management Centre (TMC) to accommodate more 
integrated transport functions as well as 107. 

• Completion and full activation of the Automated Public Transport Management System 
(APTMS or ‘Control Centre’), in the 2016/17 financial year.

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2.13.12 Utility Services (Vote 13) 

The Constitution stipulates that the City has a responsibility to ensure that the citizens of Cape 
Town have access to basic services. Municipal powers and functions are dealt with in Section 
156 (Schedules 4B and 5B) of the Constitution. Specific functions pertaining to electricity 
reticulation, water and sanitation are contained in Schedule 4B. Specific functions pertaining to 
street lighting, cleansing, refuse removal, refuse dumps and solid waste disposal are contained 
in schedule 5B. 

To meet this responsibility, Utility Services must ensure the provision of effective and reliable 
water, sanitation, electricity and solid waste management services through effective 
management of natural resources and service delivery infrastructure. 

• Water & Sanitation 

Formal households and commercial customers have access to water and sanitation services 
through a metered water connection and (with the exception of a few septic tank facilities) full 
flush sanitation on site. The City has met national standards for full water and sanitation access 
in informal settlements. 

• Cape Town Electricity 

The City’s Cape Town Electricity department distributes electricity to residential and 
commercial/industrial customers in the City’s electricity supply area. The department is licensed 
by the National Energy Regulator of South Africa (NERSA) to undertake this function. Under the 
NERSA licence, the standard of services provided must meet the requirements as set out in the 
national standards NRS047 and NRS048. 

• Solid Waste Management 

All formal households receive a refuse collection service that is rendered by the City’s Solid 
Waste Management department or by a contractor on its behalf. Informal settlements receive a 
once a week bagged door-to-door waste collection service per dwelling that is wholly carried out 
by contractors on behalf of the City. Businesses on the other hand may opt to be serviced either 
by the City or by a private contractor that is accredited by the City as a waste collector. Due to its 
unique circumstances, the industrial sector, which in addition generates special and hazardous 
waste, is serviced exclusively by the private sector in terms of Council policy. 
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2.13.12.1 Water and Sanitation department 

The core business of the Water and Sanitation department is to equitably and efficiently provide 
access to water and sanitation services to all citizens of the City in a sustainable, safe, reliable, 
environmentally friendly and financially viable way observing the dictates of sound good 
governance principles. 

The department has made significant progress in providing water and sanitation services to the 
City residents since the formation of the one metro administration. All formal areas are 
adequately provided for with water and sanitation services, while services within informal 
settlement areas are continually being improved. 

The principal challenge for the department is to maintain an existing water and sanitation service 
for the City while also providing services for an ever-increasing number of households in a 
sustainable way. This has to be achieved in the context of providing basic needs, ensuring 
economic growth, maintaining an ageing infrastructure, limiting negative environmental impact, 
managing water resource scarcity and consolidating a transformed metro administrative 
infrastructure. 

To ensure sustainable, fair, equitable, reliable and financially viable provision of water and 
sanitation services, the department has developed and is implementing strategies that address 
the priorities reflected in the scorecard, represented by the Service Delivery and Budget 
Implementation Plan (SDBIP), to ensure effective water services management. The strategies 
also seek to ensure compliance with the National Water Act, Water Services Act and related 
regulations, National and City policies. 

The department’s commitment to infrastructure investment and maintenance is clear through 
these two programmes as reflected in the SDBIP. Capital expenditure of over R895 million was 
invested in the growth, refurbishment and replacement of the City’s water and sanitation 
infrastructure in 2014/15. The target for 2015/16 and 2016/17 is some R1 273 million and R1 
462 million respectively. 

The City has further committed itself to upgrade and replace 300 km of water pipes over the five 
year period - 2012 to 2017 - as described in its publicly available Integrated Development Plan 
(IDP). R50 million was budgeted for water pipe replacements in 2015/16 and about 16.35 km 
was replaced between July 2015 and December 2015. 89.97 km was replaced in 2011/12, 
70.28 km in 2012/13, 55.42 km in 2013/14 and 48.62 km in 2014/15. This equates to 
approximately 280.64 km replaced since the beginning of 2011/12. Quarterly targets for the 
replacement of water and sewer mains are set and reported on in the SDBIP. 

The City provides various sanitation options including full flush toilets. Some of these alternative 
sanitation options are seen as a top-up service or a 1-on-1 provision and some can service more 
than one household. The City complies fully in terms of meeting the National Guidelines of 
adequate sanitation. 
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The backyarder programme commenced in 2012 as a pilot project to provide services (water, 
sanitation, electricity and a wheelie bin) to backyarders residing in City-owned rental stock 
property. The implementing agent was the Water & Sanitation department, but the programme 
is now being rolled out by the Human Settlements directorate. Water & Sanitation will still have 
to plan and allow for the free basic and indigent component of the service. 

The department conforms to the City’s financial budgeting process, which forms part of the I DP 
and bases its budget formulation on some key strategic plans. The department plans ahead on 
a 10 year budget estimate, which is based on identifying current and potential future 
requirements for that period and beyond. The budget schedule contains 3 years of rolling 
approved budget projected to 5 years, plus another 5 years based on forward planning. 

The Asset Management Plans of the various branches guide priorities for replacement, 
refurbishment and maintenance projects and programmes. Projects are developed, services are 
procured and projects are implemented with emphasis on best practice project management and 
engineering. 

Operating budget: It is difficult to reach optimum levels of staff, maintain acceptable levels of 
infrastructure maintenance and carry the impact of the capital programme within the financial 
constraints during difficult economic conditions. Consequently, there is also pressure on annual 
tariff increases to exceed inflation. 

Capital budget: The high requirement for necessary infrastructure is driven largely by capacity 
requirements, due to growth and economic development, the refurbishment of current 
infrastructure as well as projects relating to system efficiency, which places severe pressure on 
the City’s capital budget. To achieve the required capital budget, it is necessary to maximise the 
use of grant funding and to make optimal use of the Capital Replacement Reserve (CRR) within 
the financial constraints.

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2.13.12.2 Solid Waste Management department 

The City’s Solid Waste Management (SWM) department is the service authority and regulator of 
waste management activities in Cape Town as per the City’s System of Delegations and the 
municipality’s executive powers conferred on it by law. The City as a service authority or 
regulator is responsible for services in the metropolitan municipal area for: 

■ The management and minimisation of waste that will be collected, streamed, diverted, 
processed or treated and recycled. 

■ The management of waste that will be disposed of at a licensed, regulated landfill site inside 
the City’s boundaries or any other waste management site under its direct control. 

■ All individuals residing or visiting the City and entities doing business or providing any form of 
private, public of community service requiring waste management services. 

■ All service providers operating in the waste management industry. 

■ The management and regulation of all waste that may include liquid or fluid waste, which are 
generated in the municipality with special provisions for the handling, processing, treatment 
and disposal of hazardous waste, as well as waste generated by the health services industry 
(including veterinary services). 

■ The regulation of waste crossing the City’s boundaries to ensure proper management, 
recycling and control of all types of waste. 

The long-term vision for the City’s waste management services is to integrate waste 
management services in such a way that they are able to not only provide basic services, but to 
augment economic activity and minimise the effects of waste on human and environmental 
health. 

National support and development is necessary as waste minimisation and recycling activities 
are not limited to Cape Town and involve processing- and manufacturing sectors on a national 
scale. It is apparent that this will not be an easy or a quick process. These are key influences 
on achieving the City’s long-term waste management vision and objectives set by the 
department. The long-term vision for the Cape Town Waste Management sector is: 

■ To improve access to basic services for residents to as close to 100% as possible within the 
constraints of available funds and unplanned growth. 

■ To develop multiple integrated initiatives that will reduce waste and the associated impacts 
substantially as well as contribute to and support economic development. 

■ To generate other sources of funding for integrated waste management through Public- 
Private Partnerships (PPP) within the Cape Town municipal area. 

■ To improve income generated by the City’s waste services. 

■ To optimise utilisation of Council resources and capital. 

■ To regulate waste and the associated services ensuring sustainability and preventing impact 
or harm to people and the environment. 

The approved SWM Integrated Waste Management (IWM) Plan (5 year plan aligned with the 
IDP) along with the annual SWM Business Plan gives effect to our long-term vision. 
Recommendations to achieve large volume waste diversion from landfills, which will enable the 
City to comply with the provisions of NEMWA to consider waste minimisation in terms of 
ensuring service provisions, are embedded in the department’s IWM Plan. 
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The basis of funding is determined by the nature and the type of service and related resources, 

fleet, plant, equipment or infrastructure and whether a fee can be used to recover the cost of the 

service (as determined by the City’s Tariff Schedule). The following funding groups are provided 

for council’s waste management functions in both the SWM IWM and the SWM tariff policies: 

Tariffs 

■ Collection of refuse and waste in residential areas. 

■ Waste disposal and treatment, including landfill sites, transfer stations and related waste 
handling and waste minimisation infrastructure. 

Rates 

■ Cleansing services. 

■ Drop-off facilities. 

■ Waste planning, including waste minimisation. 

■ Support Services (incl. Human resources, administration, Finance & Commercial, Loss 
Control, Technical Services and management overheads). 

In general the funding provided for SWM specific integrated waste management aspects are: 

■ Operating costs: Defined as those costs expended by the SWM in managing and 
implementing the day-to-day operations required for SWM services rendered by the City. It 
also includes the cost of external service providers, consultants and contractors employed by 
the SWM, the costs of repairs and maintenance of existing infrastructure, plant and 
equipment. 

■ Capital costs: Includes, but not limited to technical investigations/studies/consultation fees, 
land acquisition, infrastructure development, vehicles, plant & equipment acquisition, new 
buildings and facilities (i.e. liners for landfills, transfer stations, drop-off or recycling centres, 
composting plants etc.).

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2.13.12.3 Cape Town Electricity department 

The Cape Town Electricity department’s core business is to provide reliable electricity supply to 
customers in the City’s electricity services supply area. In order to ensure that the quality of 
electricity supply meets the required regulatory standards, the department monitors its 
performance in terms of NERSA guidelines as set out in the NRS 048 documents. 

In accordance with the City’s draft Energy and Climate Change strategy, the Department aims 

to promote the use of renewable energy as follows: 

■ Promote and facilitate the implementation of other renewable generation systems where 
practical. 

■ To keep abreast of national and provincial developments regarding renewable energy and 
facilitate the incorporation thereof into City processes. 

■ To investigate the practicality of entering into long term PPAs with IPPs to provide electricity 
at the same price the City purchases electricity from Eskom. 

■ Manage the City’s Small Scale Embedded Generation program, which provides for a limited 
amount of excess generation of small scale renewable energy generators to be fed back 
onto the municipal grid and to receive an associated credit. 

■ Promote the finalisation of national technical specifications for the connection of small scale 
renewable generation to utility electrical grids. 

The department, in partnership with the Environmental Resource Management department, 
aims to: 

■ Establish and implement an Energy Efficiency (EE) programme. 

■ Promote Eskom’s Energy Saving Program to the City’s electricity consumers. 

■ Establish and maintain an on-line EE and DSM resource. 

The department completed pilot projects for smart prepayment meters and a Utility Load 
Management (ULM) to test and assess the appropriateness, uses and availability of 
technologies for smart meters and improve service delivery. The results will be used to inform a 
decision on whether to deploy these technologies for use in the business. 

Load Shedding: The department is ready to respond to a national declared emergency and 
activate load shedding in accordance with the national requirements and the published load 
shedding schedules. Load shedding in the event of a system emergency is required in order to 
prevent the power system from sliding into an unstable state, which can lead to a national 
blackout with serious consequences. 

The City’s load shedding practices and schedules have been aligned with the national standard 
NRS048 part 9. Load-shedding schedules are posted on the City of Cape Town official website. 

The current infrastructure within the geographical area of Cape Town needs to be refurbished 
and maintained to ensure that the condition of the current networks and infrastructure is 
improved to meet the business and social challenges in electrification in South Africa. 
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Asset management plans need to be consolidated for implementation of programmes in the 
interim. This plan will feed into and support the operating- and capital budgets. Expenses for 
refurbishment will be funded through internal working capital generation and borrowings. 
Capital projects are evaluated and graded on a risk matrix. 

Access to electricity service is achieved through the demand driven capital programme funded 
through developer contributions for non-subsidised housing. Subsidised housing is funded 
through the electrification plan, which aligns with the Integrated Human Settlement 2012-2017 
Plan of the City. With a change in the DoE policy, Eskom has embarked on the electrification of 
informal areas, which comply in terms of the City’s electrification policy utilising INEP grant 
funding. The City has also allocated USDG funding sourced internally by Cape Town Electricity. 
Electrification is an on-going process, which follows on the Human Settlements Programme and 
will therefore continue over the medium to long-term. 

The budget presented is based on a combination of zero as well as parameter based budgetary 
methods. The planned change is premised on the framework that will allow the finance function 
to add value to the business it serves. The financial plan is cognitive of the key cost drivers. 

Unless otherwise stated, financial modelling will be based on the assumptions listed below: 

■ Contribution to Rates Account - basis of calculation = 10% of Electricity Sales (excluding 
FBE). 

* System energy growth calculation based on recent and current energy consumptive patterns. 

■ CPIX as determined by Corporate Finance for the next three years. 

■ Effective Eskom increase is based on the NERSA approved multi-year pricing determination. 

■ Collection ratio of 98% for the next three years. 

The capital budget is funded from a number of funding sources with the Capital Replacement 
Reserve (CRR), External Financing Fund (EFF) and Grants & Donations (CGD) being the 
largest. It is critically important that a benchmark for the investment in refurbishment is 
established in accordance with international best practice to ensure good quality of supply and 
excellent customer and delivery service. 

External Financing Fund (EFF) envelopes are set by Corporate Finance and increases in capital 
charges related to this funding source have an impact on tariffs. With effect from 2014/15, non- 
generating revenue projects in respect of infrastructure and refurbishment have been moved 
from EFF (loans) to CRR (revenue) funding. This practice over an extended period will have the 
effect of reducing tariff increase requirements. 

The following legislated principles, which are in the long-term interests of the electricity 
consumer in South Africa, inform the City’s annual tariff adjustment process: 

■ Electricity tariffs should reflect the underlying costs of supply for the majority of consumers. 
This will ensure that consumers make rational decisions on electricity consumption, and 
that the correct levels of resources are, over time, dedicated to electricity supply in South 
Africa. Tariff structure adjustments shall be introduced in a phased manner, in order to give 
consumers the opportunity to respond and adjust behavior accordingly.

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2.14 Annual budget and service delivery agreement- Cape Town International 
Convention Centre (CTICC) 

2.14.1 Executive Summary 

Despite global and national economic challenges, the CTICC’s financial history indicates that the 
Company has managed to generate an operating profit year on year. As a municipal entity the 
CTICC is mandated to ensure its financial sustainability, while also contributing to GDP and job 
creation. 

The financial plan for 2016/17 reflects that, with the projected hosting of 500 events, the 
Company will be generating total revenue of R21 8million for the year. The 201 6/1 7 financial year 
budget has taken into account four months of trade of the CTICC East Expansion; however 
costs have been accounted for from practical completion date being October 2016. The result of 
this is that the existing operation has to absorb the start-up costs for the new building. The 
2016/17 operational plans which are factored into the budgets have taken into account growth in 
primary and secondary revenue streams, as well as the continuous drive to save on costs. The 
business needs in respect of capital expenditure for the existing building, which is also funded 
from CTICC reserves, have been budgeted at R34.8million for the year. The capital expenditure 
is for new and existing assets, which will contribute to the CTICC remaining a world class facility. 

The 2016/17 budget process was prepared following a similar approach used in previous years. 
The budget takes into account the current market conditions, such as inflation, historical trend 
analysis, as well as the proposed city budget guidelines. The combined budgeted 2016/17 
operating profit before interest depreciation and tax (EBITDA) for the Company is projected at 
R2.3million for the year. The existing facility will generate a R26.7million operating profit before 
interest depreciation and tax (EBITDA); however, this will be absorbed by the start-up costs of 
the R24.4million for the new building. 

The 2016/17 budget includes a 41% (R43 million) “blue sky” revenue, as the budget is prepared 
for the City well in advance of the start date of the 2016/17 financial year, where there are few 
bookings in the system on which the budget can be based. 

Due to the nature of our business and the increase in short term bookings we have always 
included a portion of “unknown” revenue for the unknown or short term business. As venue 
rental income is the primary source of revenue the other revenue streams’ budgets are prepared 
with these same assumptions. 

Gross Margins is budgeted to be maintained at an average of 77%. Indirect costs for the existing 
facility has been budgeted to increase at 6.5%, for most of the categories of indirect costs except 
for maintenance, electricity, water, refuse, personnel costs and building costs, which have been 
budgeted to increase in line with City’s budget guidelines. The budget 2016/17 reflects a 
R14.3million profit before tax for the existing facility and a net loss before tax of R32.4million for 
the new building. The combined net loss after tax for the 2016/17 financial year is budgeted at 
R18million.

There 
is also a policy for regular replacement of fixed assets to maintain the high standards, which 
results in high capital expenditure every year.

The National Treasury Municipal Finance 
Management Internship Programme (NTMFMIP) has been merged with the FGDP. The City is 
funding five of the interns on the FGDP, whilst NT is funding an additional three interns. All the 
interns that were previously on the NTMFMIP have been appointed within the City.

PROPERTY RATES 2016/17 

The property rates are to be levied in accordance with existing Council policies, the 
Local Government Municipal Property Rates Act 2004 (MPRA), the MPRA 
Amendment Act 2014 (MPRAA), the MPRA Regulations and the Local Government 
Municipal Finance Management Act 2003. 

The Rates Policy was compiled taking into account feedback received from the 
Finance Portfolio Committee, Councillors, ratepayers and clients since the adoption of 
the 2015/16 Property Rates Policy in May 2015. In addition, it was informed by the 
Public Participation Process conducted during April 2016 and the workshops held with 
the Finance Portfolio Committee and relevant staff during the period October 2015 to 
May 2016. The Total Municipal Account (TMA) was modelled to assess the impact of 
all the billed Council charges on households spread over fourteen valuation brackets 
to assess the affordability of the package of tariff increases. 

Property rates are based on values indicated in the General Valuation Roll 2015 (GV) 
with the date of valuation being 1 August 2015. The Roll is being updated for 
properties affected by land sub-divisions, alterations to buildings, demolitions and 
improvements through Supplemental Valuations. 

Accordingly the rates levied per individual property will depend on that property’s value 
compared with the valuation of all the rateable properties in the municipal area. 

Rebates and concessions are granted to certain categories of property usage and/or 
property owner. 

The definitions and listing of categories are reflected in the Rates Policy attached as 
Annexure 5. 

Residential Properties 

For all residential properties, as defined per the Rates Policy, the rates payable will be 
rebated by the amount of rates payable on such properties of up to the first R200 000 
of the individual property value. 

The proposed cent-in-the-rand to be levied on all residential properties, as defined per 
the Rates Policy for 2016/17, is R0, 006397. This is the base rate and all other rates 
levied will be shown as a ratio to the residential rate. 

Industrial / Commercial Properties - Undeveloped Land 

All properties (including all undeveloped properties) other than those defined as 
residential will be rated at the ratio of 1 :2 to the rate levied on residential properties. 
The proposed cent-in-the-rand for all properties other than residential for 2016/17 is 
R0, 01 2795. 
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Agricultural Properties 

Agricultural properties (including farms and small holdings) fall into three categories; 

(a) those used for residential purposes, 

(b) those used for bona fide farming purposes, 

(c) those used for other purposes such as industrial or commercial. 

Properties in rural areas that are not used for bona fide farming, but are used as 
residential properties will be categorised as “residential” and qualify for the rebate of 
up to the first R200 000 of municipal value as per the General Valuation Roll and the 
residential cent-in-the-rand. The proposed cent-in-the-rand for agricultural properties 
or small holdings that qualify for residential status for 201 6/1 7 is R0, 006397. 

Bona fide farming properties as defined per the Rates Policy qualify for the special 
agricultural rate for 2016/17 which is an 80% rebate on the rate levied on residential 
properties. This rebate exceeds the 75% rebate as per the MPRA Regulations. The 
proposed cent-in-the-rand levied on such qualifying properties for 2016/17 is 
R0, 001 280. 

All other properties in rural areas not used for bona fide farming or residential 
purposes will be rated at the ratio of 1:2 to the residential rate and the proposed cent- 
in-the-rand for 2016/17 is R0, 01 2795. 

Public Service Infrastructure 

In terms of the MPRA Council may not levy rates on the first 30% of the market value 
of Public Service Infrastructure (PSI). The remainder of the market value is rated at 
the ratio of 1 :0.25 of the residential rate (ignoring any rebates or reductions) and the 
proposed cent-in-the-rand for 2016/17 is R0, 001 599. 

Public Service Infrastructure (Phasing out transitional arrangement) 

The MPRAA prescribes the phasing out of the rates liability of certain PSI properties 
over a period of five financial years. For the 2016/17 financial year the rates must not 
exceed 60% of the rates that would have been charged had the MPRAA not been 
implemented. The proposed cent-in-the-rand for the properties listed in Section 
1 7(1 )(aA) of the MPRAA for 2016/1 7 is R0. 000959. 

Senior Citizens Rate Rebate 

Registered owners of residential properties who are senior citizens qualify for special 
rebates according to gross monthly household income of the persons normally 
residing on that property. To qualify for the rebate a property owner must be a natural 
person and the property must satisfy the requirements of the definition of residential 
property, and must on 1 July of the financial year: 
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• occupy the property as his/her primary residence, provided that where 
the owner is unable to occupy the property due to no fault of his/her own, 
the spouse or partner or children (including minor children) may satisfy 
the occupancy requirement; and 

• be at least 60 years of age; and 

• be in receipt of a gross monthly household income as defined in 
paragraph 3 of the Rates Policy not exceeding R15 000 as proven by the 
submission of the applicant’s most recent income tax return and the 
minimum of three months bank statements from all financial institutions 
or, if the person does not have a bank account, such proof as the City 
may require to substantiate the person's level of gross monthly 
household income; and the applicant and/or spouse and/or life partner 
should not be the owner of more than one property nationally (with the 
exception of any unproductive vacant land) or internationally (subject to 
paragraph 5.8.1 1 of the Rates Policy). 

A usufructuary or habitatio (right of habitation) or an executor or administrator of a 
deceased estate will be regarded as an owner. However the applicant must 
produce a letter or an affidavit from the Master of the Court or a suitably endorsed 
Title Deed or addendum to the Title Deed to substantiate the appointment. 

The criteria of a natural person may be waived at the sole discretion of the CFO to 
allow for a property owned by a trust where at least one beneficiary meets all of the 
other requirements of paragraph 5.8 of the Rates Policy; provided that the gross 
monthly household income of the persons normally residing on that property be 
added to the gross monthly household income of all beneficiaries, which income 
may, collectively, not exceed R15 000. 

The criteria of a natural person may be waived at the sole discretion of the CFO to 
allow for a property owned by a Close Corporation (CC) where the total number of 
members meets all of the other requirements of paragraph 5.8 of the Rates Policy; 
provided that the gross monthly household income of the persons normally residing 
on that property be added to the gross monthly household income of all members, 
which income may, collectively, not exceed R15 000. 

The criteria of a natural person may be waived at the sole discretion of the CFO to 
allow for a property owned by multiple owners where at least one co-owner meets 
all of the other requirements of paragraph 5.8 of the Rates Policy; provided that the 
gross monthly household income of the persons normally residing on that property 
be added to the gross monthly household income of the co-owners of that property, 
which income may, collectively, not exceed R15 000. 

The criteria of registered owner (per the Deeds Office) may be waived at the sole 
discretion of the CFO to allow the holder of a share or the holder of a life right and 
who occupies that property which that person has the right to occupy and such 
person is responsible for the payment of the rates in terms of their right to occupy, 
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to allow that owner and occupant to apply for this rebate (subject to all the other 
applicable requirements of paragraph 5.8 of the Rates Policy). 

Owners must apply for the rebate in the year when a new GV or SV, as the case 
may be, are implemented. Applications made when a new GV is implemented must 
be received by the City by 31 August of the financial year when the GV will be 
implemented to receive the rebate from 1 July of that year. Applications made when 
a SV is implemented, must be received by the City by the last day of the third month 
following the implementation date of the SV to receive the rebate from the 
implementation date of the SV, failing which no such rebate may be granted for 
those financial years. 

Owners of properties where a change of gross household income qualifies the 
property for a rebate or for a different percentage rebate must apply for the rebate 
within three months of when the change occurred, failing which no such rebate may 
be granted for that financial year. 

Approved rebate applications will remain valid until the next GV, SV or changes of 
gross household income affecting those properties are implemented. An owner is 
required to immediately inform Council should the gross monthly income change. 
Paragraph 6.2 of the Rates Policy will apply should an owner fail to do so. 

Any owner who meets all the other criteria above may apply to receive the rebate 
from the date of receipt by the City of the application for the remainder of the validity 
of that GV, where after all the criteria set out above will apply to applications for 
rebates in subsequent financial years. 

In exceptional circumstances the CFO may, in his/her sole discretion, approve the 
granting of this rebate even though the applicant and/or spouse and/or life partner 
owns additional properties for which a market-related rental is included in the gross 
monthly household income. 

Where a senior citizen’s gross monthly household income changes substantially as 
a result of the spouse/partner passing away the surviving spouse/partner may apply 
for the rebate to be adjusted from the date of death. 

Where a couple qualifies for a rebate in terms of paragraph 5.8 of the Rates Policy 
and one passes away and the surviving spouse/partner does not qualify in terms of 
age, the rebate be retained for a period of 12 months from the date of death subject 
to meeting the other criteria of paragraph 5.8 of the said policy. 

Where a ratepayer qualifies for a rebate in terms of paragraph 5.8 of the Rates 
Policy and passes away leaving only a child headed household where the child 
does not qualify in terms of age, the rebate be retained for a period of 12 months 
from the date of death subject to meeting the other criteria of paragraph 5.8. 
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The percentage rebate granted to different gross monthly household income levels 
will be determined according to the schedule below.

Disabled Persons Rate Rebate 

Registered owners of residential properties who are disabled persons qualify for 
special rebates according to gross monthly household income of the persons normally 
residing on that property. To qualify for the rebate a property owner must be a natural 
person and the property must satisfy the requirements of the definition of residential 
property, and must on 1 July of the financial year: 

• occupy the property as his/her primary residence, provided that where 
the owner is unable to occupy the property due to no fault of his/her own, 
the spouse or partner or children (including minor children) may satisfy 
the occupancy requirement; and 

• be in receipt of a disability pension; and 

• be in receipt of a gross monthly household income as defined in 
paragraph 3 of the Rates Policy not exceeding R15 000 as proven by the 
submission of the applicant’s most recent income tax return and the 
minimum of three months bank statements from all financial institutions 
or, if the person does not have a bank account, such proof as the City 
may require to substantiate the person's level of gross monthly 
household income; and the applicant and/or spouse and/or life partner 
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should not be the owner of more than one property nationally (with the 
exception of any unproductive vacant land) or internationally (subject to 
paragraph 5.9.1 1 of the Rates Policy).

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Approved rebate applications will remain valid until the next GV, SV or changes of 
gross household income affecting those properties are implemented. An owner is 
required to immediately inform Council should the gross monthly income change. 
Paragraph 6.2 of the Rates Policy will apply should an owner fail to do so. 

Any owner who meets all the other criteria above may apply to receive the rebate 
from the date of receipt by the City of the application for the remainder of the validity 
of that GV, where after all the criteria set out above will apply to applications for 
rebates in subsequent financial years. 

In exceptional circumstances the CFO may, in his/her sole discretion, approve the 
granting of this rebate even though the applicant and/or spouse and/or life partner 
owns additional properties for which a market-related rental is included in the gross 
monthly household income. 

Where a disabled person’s gross monthly household income changes substantially 
as a result of the spouse/partner passing away the surviving spouse/partner may 
apply for the rebate to be adjusted from the date of death. 

Where a couple qualifies for a rebate in terms of paragraph 5.9 of the Rates Policy 
and one passes away and the surviving spouse/partner does not qualify in terms of 
disability, the rebate be retained for a period of 12 months from the date of death 
subject to meeting the other criteria of paragraph 5.9 of this policy. 

Where a ratepayer qualifies for a rebate in terms of paragraph 5.9 of the Rates 
Policy and passes away leaving only a child headed household where the child 
does not qualify in terms of disability, the rebate be retained for a period of 12 
months from the date of death subject to meeting the other criteria of paragraph 5.9. 
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The percentage rebate granted to different gross monthly household income levels 
will be determined according to the schedule below.

Rebates for Certain Categories of Properties / Property Users 


Special rebates will be considered for certain categories of property upon application 
before 31 August 201 6. 

The categories of properties qualifying for exemption and rebates are as per the Rates 
Policy. 

Amended Municipal Property Rates Regulations on the Rate Ratios between 
Residential and Non-Residential Properties. 

Any property that meets the public benefit organisation criteria included in the 
regulation, yet does not qualify for the 100% rebate in terms of Council’s Rates Policy, 
shall be rated at 25% of the residential rate and the proposed cent-in-the-rand for 
2016/17 is R0.001 599. 

Budget Implications 

The Budget for 2016/17 has been balanced using the estimated income from levying 
the rates in this report. 

Provision has been made in the Budget for 2016/17 for the income foregone arising 
from the rebates and concessions in this report as detailed in the Rates Policy.

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1. INTRODUCTION 

1.1 This Policy for the establishment of special rating areas must be read 
together with the Property Rates Act and the By-Law. 

1 .2 All words and phrases defined in the Property Rates Act and the By-law 
have the same meaning in this Policy. 

1 .3 In the event of any conflict between the provisions of the By-law and the 
provisions of this Policy, the By-law prevails. 

1 .4 The Policy should at all times be read together with the City's Rates 
Policy. 

2. AIM OF THE POLICY 

This Policy aims to - 

2.1 set out Council's position on special rating areas and the factors that will 
influence Council's decision whether or not to determine a particular 
special rating area; 

2.2 provide guidance to members of the local community and to decision- 
makers within the City in relation to the establishment of special rating 
areas; 

2.3 strike an appropriate balance between facilitating self-funded 
community initiatives that aim to improve and/or upgrade 
neighbourhoods by making use of a non-profit company ("NPC") 
structure as contemplated in the Companies Act, which is referred to in 
the By-law as "the management body"; andensure commitment to good, 
fair and transparent governance by the management body as defined in 
the By-law, by implementing a transparent process when appointing 
service providers to improve and/or upgrade the special rating area in 
the public areas and ensuring that these improved and/or upgraded 
services are not provided for private properties. 
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3. EXCLUSION 

This Policy does not apply to privately-owned property developments or to 
gated developments regulated in terms of the City's Gated Development 
Policy. 

4. POLICY STATEMENT 

4.1 The special rating area model is based on international best practice. It 
is aimed at preventing the degeneration of cities and towns and the 
consequential urban decay, and facilitating their upliftment, economic 
growth and sustainable development. 

4.2 The purposes of a special rating area is to - 

4.2.1 enhance and supplement the municipal services provided by the 
City; 

4.2.2 facilitate investment in the special rating area; 

4.2.3 facilitate a co-operative approach between the City and the private 
sector in the provision of municipal services; 

4.2.4 halt the degeneration and facilitate the upliftment of distressed 
business and mixed-use areas; and 

4.2.5 promote economic growth and sustainable development and in 
this way assist the Council in the fulfilment of its objects and 
developmental duties as set out in its Integrated Development 
Plan ("IDP"). 

4.3 The City recognises special rating areas as a potential tool for assisting 
it to fulfil its constitutional and statutory obligations to allow property 
owners within a geographical area to improve and upgrade their area by 
means of a property rate in addition to the standard property rate. 

4.4 The City does not see its role as advocating or initiating the 
establishment of special rating areas, but rather facilitating the process 
with guidance and advice and assisting and helping to capacitate 
management bodies. 
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5. FACTORS CONSIDERED WHEN DETERMINING A SPECIAL 

RATING AREA 

The Council will consider determining a special rating area where the 
requirements of section 22 of the Property Rates Act are complied with, 
including that- 

5.1 the purpose of the special rating area is to allow an additional rate to be 
levied on property in the defined area to raise funds for improving or 
upgrading the area; 1 

5.2 the special rating area will not be used to reinforce existing inequities in 
the development of the City's area of jurisdiction; 2 

5.3 the determination of the special rating area is consistent with the City's 
IDP; 3 

5.4 residential special rating areas mean an area in which more than 40% 
(forty percent) of the rates base value consists of Residential Property 
as defined in the City's Rates Policy; 

5.5 any residential special rating area must comply fully with the provisions 
of the By-law, save that, with reference to the majority support, the 
applicant must provide written proof to the Council that owners of 
rateable property within the boundary of the special rating area who 
own not fewer than 60% (sixty percent) in number of such properties, 
approve the formation of the special rating area; 

5.6 any non-residential special rating area must comply fully with the 
provisions of the By-law, save that, with reference to the majority 
support, the applicant must provide written proof to the Council that 
owners of rateable property within the boundary of the special rating 
area who own not fewer than 50% (fifty percent) plus 1 in number of 
such properties, approve the formation of the special rating area;

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5.7 the procedural requirements of section 22 of the Property Rates Act 4 as 
well as the By-law and the Policy, are complied with, including the 
community consultation requirement, as determined by the CFO; 

5.8 the proposed improvement or upgrade has been clearly and fully 
defined; 

5.9 the proposed improvement or upgrade can be clearly and logically 
linked to a geographical area, the boundaries of which can be clearly 
determined; 

5.10 there is evidence that it will be financially viable to use a special rating 
area to raise funds for the proposed improvement or upgrade; 

5.11 the City is satisfied with the institutional arrangements proposed in 
respect of the special rating area; and 

5.12 ultimately, the decision whether or not to determine a special rating 
area rests with the Council in its sole discretion. 

6 . APPLICABILITY OF THE CITY'S RATES POLICY AND OTHER 

POLICIES 

6.1 The City's Rates Policy applies with the necessary changes to this 
Policy. In particular, and without limiting the generality of the 
aforegoing, the exemptions, rebates and reductions set out in 
paragraphs 5.8 to 5.19 of the City's Rates Policy apply with the 
necessary changes in relation to the levying of an additional rate for 
special rating area purposes. 

6.2 Notwithstanding the provisions of paragraph 6.1 above, when the City 
grants a partial rebate as set out in paragraph 5.7 of the City's Rates 
Policy, the relevant property owner will be granted a full (100%) rebate 
in relation to the additional rate.

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6.3 Other policies approved by the Council apply with the necessary 
changes to the collection of additional rates in terms of the Policy, the 
By-Law and section 22 of the Property Rates Act, including, but not 
limited to, the City's Credit Control and Debt Collection Policy. 

7. PROCESS 

This Policy sets out - 

7.1 the institutional arrangements for special rating areas (paragraph 8); 

7.2 the establishment principles (paragraph 9); 

7.3 the information to be included in the business plan which needs to be 
submitted to the City in order to motivate a request for determination of 
a special rating area (paragraph 10); and 

7.4 the annual requirements for Special Rating Areas (paragraph 11); 

7.5 the amendment and/or extension of term for special rating area 
(paragraph 12 and 13); 

7.6 the dissolution requirements which must be followed (paragraph 14); 

7.7 the financial arrangements (paragraph 15). 

8 . INSTITUTIONAL ARRANGEMENTS 

Section 22 of the Property Rates Act is not prescriptive as to the 
structural arrangements which need to be put in place to administer a 
special rating area. The structural arrangement that will be supported 
by the City is the following: 

8.1 Administration by a NPC 

8.1.1 The ratepayers within the special rating area must establish and 
participate in an appropriate structure to carry out planning, 
contracting, financial control and administrative functions within 
the special rating area, in order to manage and implement the 
services and upgrades. 
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8.1.2 This structural arrangement does not entail ratepayers setting the 
additional rate, which under law can only be done by the Council 
(paragraph 15.1 of the Policy). 

8.1.3 Councillors who are actively involved in pursuing and promoting 
the establishment of a special rating area must recuse themselves 
when Council considers the application for establishment of a 
special rating area. 

8.1.4 Amongst other reasons, because funds collected by government 
are placed in the hands of the private sector through this structural 
arrangement, the requirements set out in this Policy must be met. 

8.1 .5 The functions of the structure would include: 

(a) determining the funding required each year (paragraph 15.2); 

(b) appointing contractors to effect the improvement/s or 
upgrade/s (paragraph 2.1 .4); and 

(c) receiving the additional rate collected by the City and 
expending the funds in accordance with the approved 
business plan. 

8.2 Structural requirements: 

8.2.1 Before the City will consider allowing ratepayers in a special rating 
area to carry out administrative and other functions in relation to 
the area, the Steering Committee must establish a non-profit 
company ("NPC") in terms of the Companies Act for that purpose. 

8.2.2 The inaugural memorandum of incorporation ("MOI") of the NPC, 
must be aligned with the prescribed format determined by the 
CFO; and any amendments thereto must be approved by the 
CFO;

The NPC must be managed under the Companies Act, and also 
comply with any other legislation as a result of the financial 
connection to Council; 

The NPC must have at least 3 (three) directors, each with specific 
portfolio(s) aligned with the business plan;

alternate observers to the board of the management body in 
accordance with sections 1 1 (4) and (5) of the By-law. ; 

the NPC must give a written notice to all the affected property 
owners within the special rating area of the intention to hold a 
members' meeting within six months of the establishment of the 
NPC and thereafter an annual general meeting ("AGM") 
(paragraph 11.2) on the date stated in the notice by advertising in 
one English and one Afrikaans daily newspaper and must also 
give notice in a community (local) newspaper to accommodate 
other languages where applicable; and 

The purpose of the meetings referred to in paragraph 8.2.6 will be 
to, amongst other items on the agenda,: 

(a) appoint directors; 

(b) amend the NPC's MOI if required and with prior written 
consent of the CFO; and 

(c) approve the following year's budget and implementation plan 
(paragraph 15.2). 
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9. ESTABLISHMENT PRINCIPLES OF A SPECIAL RATING AREA 

The process for establishing special rating areas as set out in Chapter 1 
of the By-law, must be followed. 

9.1 Initiation Phase 

9.1.1 The applicant must be a property owner and form a steering 
committee that is representative of property owners within the 
proposed special rating area. 

9.1.2 The Steering Committee must keep a comprehensive portfolio of 
evidence of the establishment process. 

9.1.3 The Steering Committee must meet with the CFO before 
commencing with the establishment process to ensure that the 
special rating area is the appropriate vehicle. 

9.1.4 All documents relating to the establishment process must be 
approved by the CFO before circulating them to the public. 

9.1 .5 After the Steering Committee confirms in writing that it will engage 
in the pursuit of establishing a special rating area it must supply 
the City with a map depicting the boundaries of the special rating 
area. 

9.1.6 The City will extract a property database which the Steering 
Committee, with the assistance of the City, must verify as correct. 
Any anomalies must be reported to the City for remedial action. 

9.1.7 All properties except municipal properties predominantly used for 
municipal purposes or properties exempted from paying property 
rates or receiving partial rates relief (paragraph 6.1) will form part 
of the property database of the proposed special rating area. 

9.1 .8 After the City has prepared a total arrears profile of the area and is 
satisfied with the outcome thereof the Steering Committee may 
proceed with the establishment process. 
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9.1.9 The Steering Committee will be required to conduct an urban 
management survey (only one survey per property owner) of not 
less than 20% of properties in the database (proportional split in 
terms of the usage code is required). In addition a random sample 
of people within the area, which is equal in number to not less than 
5% of the properties in the database, is also required. Where a 
reduction in the number of survey forms is required it may be 
motivated for consideration by the CFO. 

9.1.10 The Steering Committee must consult with the respective City 
Directorate(s) regarding the current service(s) provided and the 
levels thereof as well as the SRA anticipated service(s) and level 
thereof. 

9.1.11 The Steering Committee must compile a business plan in 
accordance with the provisions of paragraph 10 of this Policy. 

9.2 First Public Meeting 

9.2.1 The public meeting must be conducted in accordance with section 
5 of the By-law. 

9.3 Obtaining Support 

9.3.1 Support may only be obtained after the public meeting and on the 
consent form provided by the City. 

9.3.2 All support forms must be filed and cross-referenced to the 
property database in terms of paragraph 9.1.6 of the Policy to 
verify the accuracy thereof. 

9.3.3 Any property owner that wants to object to the establishment of a 
special rating area or to the provisions of the business plan can do 
so by indicating it on the consent form. The objector will be 
required to submit an objection letter as per paragraph 9.5 once 
an application for the establishment of a special rating area is 
submitted to Council. 
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9.4 Application 

9.4.1 An application must be submitted in terms of paragraph 10 of this 
Policy. 

9.4.2 The application must be advertised in terms of paragraph 8.2.6 
and also set a date for a second public meeting to occur not more 
than twenty days or less than seven days before the objection 
period closes. 

9.4.3 Prior to submitting an application the Steering Committee will be 
required to set up a website that displays the following: 

application letter; 

business plan; 

urban management perception report; 

public meeting presentations and minutes; 

By-law; 

Policy; 

SRA frequently asked questions; 

notices; and 

blank consent / objection form. 

9.4.4 The special rating area application must be submitted by 30 
September of the financial year preceding the establishment of the 
special rating area. The CFO may extend this date if a properly 
motivated request is received. This will depend on Council’s 
ability to accommodate the late application within the budget 
process. 
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9.5 Objections 

9.5.1 Consents and objections will be considered only if they are 
submitted to Council by the last day specified in the application 
notice. 

9.5.2 Property owners objecting to the establishment of a special rating 
area in terms of paragraph 9.3.3 must do so in writing and include 
a motivation for their objection. 

9.5.3 The Steering Committee must engage with all the objectors and 
provide them and Council with minutes of these meetings. The 
objector/s will be allowed to respond to the minutes. 

9.5.4 Any property owner who wants to make oral representations for 
submission to Council in terms of section 7(4) of the By-law will be 
assisted by an official to document this for inclusion in the report to 
be considered by Council. 

9.6 Inaugural Phase 

9.6.1 The process and appointment of all service providers must be 
communicated to the property owners on the NPC's website and 
in newsletters. 

9.6.2 The application form to become a member of the NPC must also 
be available on the website. 

9.6.3 Any special rating area that is approved more than nine months 
prior to the effective date may: 

9.6.3. 1 delay the implementation of the special rating area and 

commence with year two of the business plan. This will 
imply that the term is effectively reduced by one year; or

Implementation plan 

The implementation plan is a schedule of goals to implement 
improvements or upgrades as per the motivation report and must at 
least address the following: 

Milestones; 

Tasks per milestone; 

Start and finish date per task; 

Assign responsibility per goal, milestone & task; and 

Performance indicators per milestone. 

Term budget 

The budget for the proposed improvements or upgrades must at least 
address the following: 

an annual budget per line item commencing on 1 July of the 
first year and ending on 30 June of the last year of the term; 
and 

a budget split for the provision of improvements or upgrades 
between the different categories of properties. 

subject to the provisions of the Property Rates Act, the additional rate 
in any category of property must not exceed 25% of the municipal 
property rate. Any deviation must be fully motivated to Council for 
consideration. 

ANNUAL REQUIREMENTS 

The NPC must confirm the property data base which the Steering 
Committee must verify as correct or report anomalies to the City for 
remedial action. 

The NPC must hold its AGM before 31 December as per the MOI 
requirements. 
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11.3 Within two months of the end of each financial year the NPC must 
provide the CFO with its Audited Financial Statements for the 
immediately preceding year. 

11.4 Within three months after the AGM the NPC must provide the relevant 
subcouncil(s) with its audited Financial Statements for the immediately 
preceding year and an Annual Report on its progress in carrying out the 
provisions of the Business Plan in the preceding year to improve and 
upgrade the Special Rating Area. 

11.5 The NPC must submit an annual budget and implementation plan for 
comment by the CFO before approval at the AGM (paragraph 15.2), 
and ensure that - 

11.5.1 the quantum of financial reserves is not less than two months of 
revenue received from the City in terms of the approved budget 
per SRA except if these funds have been duly allocated to a 
project; 

1 1 .5.2 the implementation plan is aligned with the proposed budget. 

11.6 The submission of the annual budget and implementation plan as 
referred to in paragraph 11.5 will be subject to approval by Council 
during the City's annual budget process. 

11.7 The NPC must by 31 January each year provide the CFO with a mid- 
year performance scorecard based on the activities set out in the 
implementation plan. 

11.8 The NPC will within one month after the AGM provide the CFO with 
draft minutes of the AGM to ensure compliance with the legal 
requirements. 

12. AMENDMENT TO THE BUSINESS PLAN 

12.1 In the event that a NPC seeks to amend the boundaries of the SRA 
and/or the business plan content then the procedures set out in section 
14 of the By-law must be followed and submitted by 30 September. 
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12.2 Section 14(4) of the By-Law requires good reasons to be provided to 
not allow non-compliance with Chapter 1 of the By-Law. The following 
factors, although not limited to, must be addressed in the motivation: 

explanation of impact on costs, budget and implementation plan 
expectations; 

cross subsidisation by existing members; 
fairness and equity; 

affordability and sustainability of the existing SRA; 

intention of the legislation prescribing that all property owners; 
must be allowed to participate in the formation of a SRA; 

priorities of the new area may differ from the existing SRA 
priorities; and 

arrears profile 

12.3 The boundary changes must not affect the vested rights of existing 
property owners as per the Business Plan. 

1 2.4 Boundary changes are subject to the following criteria: 

1 2.4.1 Obtaining by resolution the support from existing NPC members at 
a members meeting before expansion is pursued; 

12.4.2 Determining the profile of the new total SRA as it could change 
from non-residential to residential and vice versa; 

12.4.3 Obtaining the required majority support from the property owners 
in the new area only, based on the determination referred to in 
paragraph 12.4.2. 

12.4.4 Any boundary changes must be continuous with the existing SRA 
geographical area. 

12.5 Property owners in the new area must follow the establishment process 
as per Chapter 1 of the By-law.

EXTENSION OF THE SRA TERM 

In the event that a NPC seeks to extend the term of the special rating 
area for a further period then the procedures set out in section 15 of the 
By-law must be followed. 

DISSOLUTION 

The special rating area may be dissolved by resolution of the Council in 
terms of section 16 of the By-law. Thereafter the management body 
may be wound up in terms of the provisions of section 16 of the By-law 
and the NPC's MOI. 

FINANCIAL CONTROL 

As stated in the By-law, the amount of any additional rate levied in a 
special rating area is determined by the Council. The additional rate is 
imposed by the Council, is a debt owing to the City and is payable and 
collected in the same manner as other property rates imposed by the 
Council. 

The NPC must submit an annual budget as approved at an AGM or 
Special General Meeting ("SGM") to the City by 31 January, with 
appropriate motivation including an implementation plan for the next 
financial year, and the Council will consider the recommendation during 
its budgeting process. 

Before the City will pay over any additional rate collected to the NPC, 
the NPC and the City must have concluded a written finance agreement 
regulating, amongst other things: 

the mechanisms and manner of payment; 

how the additional rate is to be held by the NPC; 

any parameters relating to expenditure; and 

any obligations on the NPC to take out and maintain appropriate 
insurance. 

The CFO may request a forensic audit should he deem it necessary. 
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1 5.5 The CFO may request a special board meeting. 

1 6. COMMENCEMENT AND IMPLEMENTATION 

1 6.1 Implementation of this Policy commences on 1 July 201 6. 

16.2 Where the City is legally empowered to do so, requirements set out in 
this Policy may be imposed as conditions attached to the determination 
of a special rating area. 

16.3 This Policy and its implementation must be reviewed annually. 

17. COSTS 

Unless otherwise agreed by the City Manager or his/her nominee, the 
City shall not be liable for any costs incurred by ratepayers within the 
relevant proposed special rating area in respect of the implementation 
of the steps set out in this Policy and in the By-law.

ANNEXURE 3 

SPECIAL RATING AREAS (SRAs) 
ADDITIONAL RATES 2016/2017 

Each SRA must submit a budget to the City annually in terms of the SRA By- 
Law. This budget must be in accordance with the approved business plan of the 
SRA and be approved by the company members at an Annual General Meeting 
or Special General Meeting. The budgets for 2016/17 included in the table below 
were all approved in terms of this requirement prior to submission to the City for 
inclusion in the City's budget document. 

The SRA By-law (Section 14(3)) permits Council to approve an amendment to a 
SRA budget on condition that this amendment does not materially affect the 
rights and interests of property owners in terms of the adopted business plan of 
the SRA concerned. 

The valuation base in the Wynberg Improvement District increased due to the 
inclusion of properties previously omitted, which subsequently results in a 
reduction in the residential and non-residential additional rate since the budget 
was tabled in March. 

The additional rates for 2016/17, expressed as Rand-in-the-rand and based on 
the total property valuation per SRA, are submitted for Council approval.

1. ELECTRICITY 

1.1 General 

The proposed revisions to the tariffs have been formulated in accordance with 
the City of Cape Town Tariff and Rates Policy and comply with Section 74 of 
the Municipal Systems Act as well as the recommendations of the National 
Energy Regulator of South Africa (NERSA). 

In terms of section 75A of the Local Government Municipal Systems Act, any 
fees, charges or tariffs which a municipality may wish to levy and recover in 
respect of any function or service of the municipality, must be approved by a 
resolution passed by the municipal council with a supporting vote of a majority 
of its members. 

The Electricity Regulation Act requires that proposed revisions to the 
electricity consumption based tariffs be submitted to the Regulator for 
approval prior to implementation. Provisional approval will therefore be 
requested with the express proviso that any alterations required by Council 
will be submitted to the Regulator as soon as possible. 

Consumptive Tariff Schedules now include a note indicating that the tariffs are 
applied in accordance with the terms and conditions as contained in the 
Electricity Tariff Policy. 

On 25 February 2016, NERSA issued a statement allowing Eskom an 
average 9.4% increase. On 1 March 2016, NERSA approved a 7.86% 
increase on average to Local Authorities. This however, does not take into 
account any impact for system growth (either positive or negative). CPI was 
projected at 5.9%. 

The above items result in the Electricity Department requiring a revenue 
increase from Sale of Electricity of 6.6%, which, when coupled to the negative 
system growth expected of -1%, results in a tariff increase requirement of an 
average of 7.78%. 

Present electricity tariffs were approved by Council on 29 May 2015 and by 
NERSA (with amendments - not implemented) on 1 July 2015, and were 
implemented with effect from 1 July 201 5. 

1.2 Proposed Electricity Tariff Policy Changes 

For the 2016/17 financial year, the following changes are proposed for the 
Electricity Tariff Policy: 

• Clause 5.2.6 is added, whereby all new Large Power agreements shall be 
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at one of the two new Large User Time of Use tariffs, and existing 
customers will have the option to migrate to these tariffs 

• Clause 5.3.2 altered to state that customers with credit meters shall not 
take their supply at the Lifeline tariff, rather than stating they shall take 
their supply at the Domestic tariff. This is to facilitate the introduction of 
the new Home User tariff, which is applicable to the same customer 
category as the Domestic Tariff. 

• The addition of Section 6 in the policy, to deal with the expiry of prepaid 
electricity tokens, and under which circumstances 
replacement/monetization of tokens shall be permitted. 

1.3 Consumptive Tariff Proposals 

For the 2016/17 financial year, the following is proposed for the Residential 
tariffs. 

An 8.26% tariff increase is required across all blocks of the Lifeline and 
Domestic Tariffs in order to achieve the required revenue from this customer 
group (the higher increase is what is required to compensate for the reduced 
sales being experienced by this customer category). It is further proposed that 
from 1 October 2016, all Lifeline customers with municipal property valuations 
of R1 million or more be migrated to the Domestic Tariff. This change will 
result in an over-recovery of revenue of approximately R72 million for the 
year, which will allow the tariff increase for residential customers to be 
reduced to 6.62% across all blocks on both Residential tariffs. This change 
will impact negatively on approximately 57 500 customers, who as a result of 
this change will see an additional increase in monthly account of a maximum 
of R260. However, with this change all the remaining Lifeline Customers 
(approximately 215 000 customers) and all the Domestic customers (around 
300 000 customers) will receive the benefit of the lower increase. There will 
also be an additional benefit to the City of a reduction in the overall cost of the 
Free Basic Electricity that is funded from the Equitable Share Fund. 

It is also proposed that a new Residential Tariff be introduced, the Home User 
Tariff. This tariff is designed along Cost Reflective principles, with a Network 
Access and Administration fee (to be charged as a fixed monthly amount on 
the consolidated monthly account), along with a two block inclining block 
energy tariff. No existing customers will initially be migrated to this tariff, and 
as such there is no impact to the customers at this stage. The tariff is 
designed as to be similar in monthly value to the existing Domestic tariff at 
consumption levels above 600kWh per month. 

No further changes are proposed for the provision of Free Basic Electricity. 

It is proposed that the Residential Small Scale Embedded Generation tariff be 
increased as follows: 

• No change to the daily service charge (to be held as is until the Home 
User Tariff Network Access and Administration Charge attains parity with 
it) 
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• The consumption energy charges on both blocks increase by the same 
level as the other Residential tariffs, at 6.62%. 

• The feed-in tariff increases by 7.86%, in line with the average Eskom 
increase, and remains set at the Eskom Megaflex Low Demand Season 
Standard Time rate. 

The Small Power User 1 tariff sees a continuation of the process started in 
2015/16 to make this tariff more cost reflective. As such, the Service fee for 
this tariff increases by 24.17%, while the energy charge increases by 1.88%. 
This change results in minimal impact to the customers on this tariff. The 
Small Power User 2 tariff (a subsidized tariff for smaller business users) 
increases by 10%, in order to prevent the crossover between these two tariffs 
from moving too far from the current lOOOkWh per month average crossover. 

The Off Peak tariff (which is only for existing customers on this tariff and is 
currently being phased out) increases by 18%. This will be the final year of 
this tariff being in operation, as from 201 7/1 8 it will no longer be offered. 

The Large Power User Low Voltage tariff sees an increase of 7.8% on the 
Service Charge and Demand Charge values. The Energy Charge increases 
by 9.57% to compensate for the reduced sales in this category. Only the 
energy charge is adjusted to move towards a more cost reflective level. 

The Large Power User Medium Voltage tariff sees an increase of 7.8% on the 
Service Charge and Energy Charge values. The Demand Charges increase 
by 6.3% in order to compensate for the change in sales levels in this tariff, and 
to move towards a more cost reflective tariff structure for this tariff. 

The Time of Use Medium Voltage tariff sees no increase in the Service 
Charge and Demand Charge for 2016/17. The energy charges are increased 
to provide the additional revenue required from this tariff for 2016/17, and to 
remain on par with the Eskom Megaflex rates for 2016/17. This minor 
structural change also moves this tariff closer to the cost reflective levels for 
this customer group. 

The Atlantis Time of Use tariff remains set at 10% below the Medium Voltage 
Time of Use tariff, and the High Voltage Time of Use Tariff remains set at 3% 
below the Medium Voltage Time of Use Tariff on the energy charges. 

Two new Time of Use tariffs are introduced for 2016/17. These tariffs are 
intended to replace the Large Power User tariffs as from 1 July 2018, at which 
point the Atlantis TOU and HV TOU tariffs will be based on the Large User MV 
tariff. It is intended that the current MV TOU tariff will be discontinued at this 
point. 

The Large User Low Voltage Time of Use tariff is introduced at a level that the 
subsidy provided by this tariff if all Large Power User Low Voltage customers 
migrated to this tariff would be at the average level of subsidy provided to 
Residential Customers. The energy component of this tariff is based on the 
Eskom Megaflex Low Voltage tariffs, plus the relevant subsidies. Demand and 
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Service fee are similarly based on the Cost reflective levels plus the relevant 
subsidies. 

The Large User Medium Voltage Time of Use tariff is introduced at a level that 
were all customers currently on the Large Power User Medium Voltage tariff 
to migrate to this tariff that the revenue would be neutral. This is done to 
prevent this tariff from being more beneficial to most customers, which would 
result in a significant revenue loss unless compensated for by the remainder 
of the Commercial tariffs. Similar to the Low Voltage version, the energy 
charges are based on the applicable Eskom Megaflex tariff, plus the relevant 
subsidies. 

The Commercial Small Scale Embedded Generation feed-in tariff increases 
by 7.86%, in line with the Eskom increase. It remains set at the same level as 
the Eskom Megaflex Low Demand Season Standard Time rate. 

The Street Lighting and Traffic Signals tariff increases by 7.82%, slightly 
higher than the average of 7.78% as a result of rounding. 

The Floodlighting of Private Buildings tariff is deleted from the schedule as 
this tariff is no longer utilized and must be removed. 

1.4 Miscellaneous and Street Lighting Tariffs 

The Miscellaneous Electricity Tariffs are levied to recover the costs of services 
provided directly to individual customers. 

In terms of the Miscellaneous Tariff Schedule, each tariff was revisited in 
terms of its relevance and revenue generating potential. 

The following tariff items were added to the schedule for the 2016/17 financial 
year: 

• Item 4.1 .2 to better cater for changes to the network segments 

• Item 4.2.2 to further facilitate the above 

• Item 8.13 to cater for Tariff and Load Profile investigations requiring 
equipment and personnel 

• Item 14.1.1 to cater for the smallest commercially available circuit 
breakers of 1 Amp. 

• Item 1 9, to cater for Burnt, Vandalised and Stolen meters. 

The tariff relating to Close Circuit television cameras is deleted for the 
2016/1 7 financial year, as this tariff is being replaced by Item 14.1.1 

The following items on the Schedule are dependent on the Consumption 
Based tariffs, and are adjusted accordingly: 

• Item 10.6 will increase by 10%, as it is listed as the Small Power User 2 
tariff, which is proposed to increase at that percentage. 

• Item 13.1, Bulk Residential and Small Power User deposits increase by 
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the average of 7.8% 

• Item 13.2, Deposits for Large and Time of Use agreements increase by 
6.3%, less than the average increase as a result of the inclusion of a 
change in the profile of the average customer on these tariffs 

• Item 14.1, Unmetered Tariffs are recalculated in line with the proposed 
Small Power User 1 energy rate, and reduce slightly as a result of not 
being able to be adjusted timeously last year. 

• Item 3.1 on the Streetlighting Schedule will increase by the average 
consumption tariff increase of 7.78%. It should also be noted that the 
usage of Green Energy Certificates will no longer be optional. 

The following tariffs were reassessed in terms of the actual cost of supplying 
the service (recalculated annually from a zero base and dependent on 
external costs such as the cost of meter technology - may also in some 
instances include a consumption tariff component and may also result in a 
reduction in tariff): 

• Item 1 .7, replacement of unsafe ready board 

• Item 2, unauthorised supplies 

• Item 3, new residential supplies 

• Item 4, Development Capital Tariffs 

• Item 7.1, retrofitting of existing credit meter with 60A single phase split 
PPM 

• Item 8.1, upgrading of commercial and industrial metering to incorporate 
AMI technology 

• Item 14.2, connection fees for unmetered supplies. 

The following tariffs remain unchanged, as they are mostly free services: 

• Items 5.1 , 5.2 and 5.3, quotation fees 

• Item 11.1, temporary hire of MV switchgear equipment for breakdowns 
(these tariffs are dependent on the replacement value of the equipment 
only) 

• Provision of the Electricity Supply By-law (available as a free download 
from the City’s website) 

• Green Energy Certificates 

The remaining tariffs increase by CPI. Note that in some instances the 
rounding for VAT purposes may result in a slightly above or below increase for 
some items. 

The increases are in accordance with the guidelines established in the 
Medium Term Revenue and Expenditure Framework.

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ANNEXURE 4 


WATER AND SANITATION 

The proposed Water and Sanitation Tariffs for the 2016/17 financial year are 
consistent with National Policy, the National Strategic Framework for Water 
and Sanitation and with Council’s Indigent relief measures, Rates and Tariff 
Policies and Equitable Service Framework. 

The progressive nature of the existing domestic stepped tariff structure both 
for water and sanitation allows for the needs of the indigent. It is also designed 
to discourage high water consumption levels, which have an impact on the 
size of both the water and sanitation portions of a consumer’s bill. It enables 
all consumers to adjust their consumption levels to ensure affordability. 

As a result of possible shifts in water usage patterns experienced during 
periods of restrictions and the stepped-up implementation of water demand 
management initiatives, the three sets of tariffs have been retained to make 
allowance for these uncertainties in case restrictions have to be imposed for 
1 0%, 20% and 30% reduction levels respectively. 

The normal tariff set relates to a level at least 10% below the Low Water 
Demand Curve, as previous restrictions and water demand initiatives have 
been successful in reducing the normal water demand to this level and the 
Level 1 restriction measures have been incorporated into the promulgated 
Water and Sanitation By-Law as permanent good water demand practice. The 
tariff levels of reduction or restriction imposed by the City on its consumers is 
therefore not only linked to the level of restriction imposed by the Department 
of Water Affairs on the City, but also to the level of demand from its 
consumers. Due to the current climatic conditions, the City of Cape Town 
instituted water restrictions as from 1 January 2016, accompanied by the 20% 
reduction level tariff. The 20% reduction level tariff will also be applicable for 
the 2016/17 financial year until further decisions regarding the water 
restrictions are made. 

There is a proposed 9.75% increase in consumptive water and sanitation 
tariffs. The Bulk Water tariff has been increased by 6%. The tariff increases 
are necessary to address essential operational requirements, maintenance of 
existing infrastructure, new infrastructure provision and to ensure the financial 
sustainability of the service. Such increases are also in accordance with 
guidelines established in the Medium Term Revenue and Expenditure 
Framework. 

Due to the pressure on the water and sanitation tariffs, the final alignment 
between the Domestic Full category and the Domestic Cluster category could 
not be effected during the 2015/16 financial year. This process is however 
now finalised within the 201 6/1 7 budget submission. The impact is specifically 
on step 2 of the Domestic Full category where consumers will see an increase 
above 9.75%. This will also impact on the percentage increase per usage 
level. It must be emphasised that for indigent customers the step 2 amount 
will be covered from the Indigent Account. 

The miscellaneous tariffs are levied by Water and Sanitation for the provision 
of various services by the Department. Examples of these services are the 
installation of water connections and the testing of meters. The aim of these 
tariffs is to recover the cost of the provision of a particular service to each 
customer. There is a proposed 5.9% increase on miscellaneous tariffs. 



The proposed consumption baseoas well as miscellaneous tariffs are shown 
in the attached Tariffs and Charges Book. 


Apart from changing and adding some wording to refine the existing policy, 
notable changes / additions in the tariff policy, tariff structure and tariff 
schedules for the 201 6/1 7 financial year include: 

o Additional increases for Golf Clubs using spring water or treated 
effluent where infrastructure was not provided by the user, 
o Additional increases for Bulk Water branch’s permit and filming fees 
which has been aligned to more appropriate pricing levels, 
o Introduction of a Cancellation Fee where bookings have been made 
for Film Shoots. 

o Alignment of Step 2 between the Domestic Full and Domestic 
Cluster categories.

SOLID WASTE MANAGEMENT 

The Solid Waste Tariffs are levied to recover costs of services provided 
directly to customers and include refuse collection fees, disposal fees, 
compost sales, weighbridge fees and other ad hoc services. An 
increase has been approved on the Consumptive Tariffs for Collections 
of 7.92% & Disposal of 12.08%. An increase has been approved on the 
Miscellaneous Tariffs for Cleaning of 5.6%. 

The following amendments to the Tariff Policy are proposed: 

o Tariff Policy (Changes underlined) 

o A change in the Disposal Coupon Definition as follows - A 
prepaid coupon purchased at municipal offices for the 
disposal of waste at disposal sites are available per waste 
category 

o A change in the Residential Properties Definition as follows - A 
rateable residence on property used for or related to 
educational purposes; and organisations accredited by 
HQMAC irrespective of the Usage Code. 

o A change to item 5.1 - Waste Collection. A containerised 
kerbside Collection (Single Formal Residential Properties) of. 
Clean Garden Waste, Domestic Waste, Non- 

domestic/business waste, Recyclable Material and the 
handling of Special Events waste , on request, by the City; 

o A change to 7. 1.1. 1.3 - Enhanced (thrice per week) 240L 
Container service (excluding Single residential properties) . 

o A change to 7. 1.7. 2 - Basic 240L bin (Minimised) service 
rebate. Only to be considered and approved for residential 
Sectional Title complexes & blocks of flats who are able to 
prove that they are using a City accredited contractor to 
separate and remove recyclables. The evaluation of 
applications and determination of rebates are considered & 
authorised by the Director: Solid Waste Management Services 
or Delegated Authority . The number of 240L containers may 
be reduced up to a minimum of a quarter of the number of 
habitable units. The rebate is applicable from date of 
approval and must be re-newed on an annual basis. Regular 
inspections will be held to confirm that the terms of the 
contract is being upheld. In the event of breach of contract: 
1) Benefits will be void from date of inspection, and 2) Billing 
will revert to compliance with Policy (Section 7.1 .7.1 ). 

o A change to 7. 1.7. 7 - In the case of Organisations accredited 
by HQMAC, they will be billed. The account will be linked to 
the accredited organisation, subject to a service delivery 
agreement with the City . 



o A change to 8.1 .2.2.1 - Value from R1 and up to R100 000 
receive a 100% rebate - this excludes Housing properties 
valued at R0, which will continue to receive 100% rebate. 

o A change to 8.2 - Rebated services for Organisations 
accredited by HOMAC are subsidised by the Residential Tariff 

The City has implemented a rebate for Organisations 
accredited by HOMAC as follows: A 50% rebate on the 
collection charge for a once per week frequency will apply 
for the first 15 (fifteen) 240 L black lid refuse Containers. Any 
additional Containers will be charged at the full rate. 

o New Item 1 7.4 - Refunds of Disposal Coupons will be dealt with 
in terms of Chapter 6 of the Credit Control & Debt Collection 
Policy 

Failure to implement the proposed Tariff increases on 1 July 2016 will 
result in under recovery of Revenue required to meet anticipated 
expenditure for the 2016/201 7 financial year.

RATES POLICY 2016/17 


1. BACKGROUND 

In 2015, the City initiated a process to prepare a General Valuation Roll of all 
property situated within the geographical boundaries of the City in terms of the 
MPRA (as amended from time to time), which became operative on 2 July 2005. 
This Policy is formulated in terms of Section 3 of the MPRA. 

2. LEGISLATIVE CONTEXT 

2.1 In terms of Section 229 of the Constitution, a municipality may impose rates on 
property. 

2.2 In terms of Section 4(1 )(c) of the Systems Act, a municipality has the right to 
finance the affairs of the municipality by imposing, inter alia, rates on property. 

2.3 In terms of Section 2(1) of the MPRA, a metropolitan or local municipality may 
levy a rate on property in its area in accordance with the other provisions of the 
MPRA. 

2.4 This Policy must be read together with, and is subject to the provisions of the 
MPRA and the Rates By-Law. 

2.5 In terms of Section 8 (1) of the MPRA, the City levies rates on the use of the 
property. 

2.6 In terms of Section 8 (2) of the MPRA, the City levies different rates on different 
categories of properties in relation to the usage as reflected in this policy. 

2.7 In terms of the MPRA, the City levies different rates based on the 
ownership of properties as reflected in this policy. 
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3. DEFINITIONS 

In addition to the definitions contained in the MPRA and the Rates By-Law, the 
following words and phrases bear the meanings assigned to them below: 

“CFO” means the Chief Financial Officer of the City, being a person designated 
in terms of Section 80(2)(a) of the MFMA, or his/her nominee; 

“Agricultural use” means a farm or a smallholding used for the production of 
goods or products through farming or forestry activities; 

“Audited Financial Statements” Means an annual report issued by an 
independent registered auditor or a person certified by a registered body or a 
certified bookkeeper expressing an opinion on the company’s financial 
statements. 

This includes a statement of financial position; a statement of financial 
performance; a cash-flow statement; other statements that may be prescribed; 
and any notes to these statements. 

“Cemeteries” means properties used for the burial of human bodies and 
storage of cinerary urns: properties per Section 5.12.11 and 5.16 will not be 
treated as vacant land and such usage will not attract availability charges. 

“General Valuation” means the periodic revaluing of all properties in the 
municipal area in terms of Section 30 of the MPRA. 

“Gross monthly household income” means the gross monthly household 
income of both the owner and spouse or partner including any party in a co- 
habitation relationship from all sources, including but not limited to salaries, 
wages, dividends, pensions, grants, rentals, board and lodging, interest 
received, and any investment income. This income definition is specific to the 
Rates Policy and does not relate to any other external definitions of income. 
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“Guest House / Bed and Breakfast” means a property where 40% or more of the 
bedrooms are used or available to be used for providing accommodation for 
temporary visitors at a fee; 

“MFMA” means the Local Government: Municipal Finance Management 
Act, 56 of 2003; 

“MPRA” means the Local Government: Municipal Property Rates Act, 6 of 
2004 as amended from time to time as well as regulations published in terms of the 
MPRA, which is referred to as the “Property Rates Act” in the by-law but for the 
purposes of brevity, shall be referred to as the “MPRA” in this Policy; 

“MPRA Rate Ratio Regulations” means the Municipal Property Rates Regulations 
on the Rate Ratio between Residential and Non-Residential Properties promulgated 
in terms of the MPRA published under Government Notice R195, Government 
Gazette 33016, on 12 March 2010; with specific reference to “public benefit 
organisation property means property owned by public benefit organisations and 
used for any specified public benefit activity listed in item 1 (welfare and 
humanitarian), item 2 (health care), and item 4 (education and development) of part 
1 of the Ninth Schedule to the Income Tax Act.” 

“Non-Residential Property” means all properties categorised in the Valuation Roll 
as “Non-Rebated Properties” and represents all properties other than those defined 
as residential but including all vacant land. Such non-residential properties are rated 
at the ratio of 1 :2 to the rate levied on residential properties. The cent-in-the-rand for 
all properties other than residential is therefore twice that of the residential cent-in- 
the-rand. In the Tariff Policy this category could be further refined in terms of 
Commercial and Industrial properties as in the Tariff Policy it becomes necessary to 
differentiate between these users. 

“Primary Residence” means a residence - 

(a) in which a natural person or a trust holds an interest; and 

(b) which that person or a beneficiary of that trust or a spouse of that person or 
beneficiary - 
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(i) ordinarily resides or resided in as his or her main residence; and 

(ii) uses or used mainly for domestic purposes, 

as per definition of the Income Tax Act, 58 of 1 962 (“Income Tax 
Act”), Eighth Schedule, Part VIII paragraph 44. 

“Ratepayer” means a person or entity that is liable, in terms of the MPRA, for the 
payment of rates on property levied by the City; 

“Rates By-law” means the City of Cape Town: Rates By-law; 

“Rebated property” means any residential property as determined in this policy. 

“Non-rebated property” means any property other than residential property. 

“Residential Property” means improved property, categorised on the 
Valuation Roll as “Rebated Property”, that is: 

used predominantly (60% or more) for residential purposes, and includes 
any adjoining/adjacent developed property registered in the name of the same 
owner and used together with such residential property as if it were one 
property. The physical configuration of the two properties must be such that 
the two properties cannot be dealt with as separate viable economic units and 
can only function as if they are one entity. (Any such grouping shall be 
regarded as one residential property for rate rebate or valuation rebate 
purposes and for clearance application purposes); or 

a unit registered in terms of the Sectional Titles Act, 95 of 1986, used 
predominantly (60% or more) for residential purposes, and includes any unit in 
the same sectional title scheme registered in the name of the same owner 
which is used together with the residential unit as if it were one property, for 
example a garage or domestic worker’s quarters. (Any such grouping shall 
be regarded as one residential property for rate rebate or valuation reduction 
purposes and for clearance application purposes); or 
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owned by a shareblock company and used predominantly (60% or 
more) for residential purposes; or 

a retirement scheme or life right scheme used predominantly (60% or 
more) for residential purposes; or 

a hostel used predominantly (60% or more) for residential purposes; 
or 

an old age home used predominantly (60% or more) for residential 
purposes; or 

a block of flats used predominantly (60% or more) for residential 
purposes; or 

a residence used for residential purposes situated on property used for 
or related to educational purposes. 

For the sake of clarity, the following properties are specifically excluded from 
the definition: guest house / bed and breakfast and any vacant land 
irrespective of its zoning or intended usage. 

“Residential purposes” in relation to the use of the property means 
improved properties where people reside as their primary place of 
residence. 

“Supplemental Valuation” means the updating of the valuation roll 
whenever necessary as per Section 78 of the MPRA. 

“Systems Act” means the Local Government: Municipal Systems Act, 32 of 
2000 ; 

“Unproductive vacant land” This is land with no development potential 
and which is likely to attract no more than a nominal value. It includes 
properties that are lanes, stairs, slivers of land and small irregularly shaped 
pieces of land that cannot be developed. It can also sometimes include 
strips of land bordering rivers, as well as road reserves (excluding roads). 
These parcels of land will be treated as part of the adjoining/adjacent 
developed property for rating purposes if the unproductive vacant land is 
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registered in the name of the same owner of the adjoining/adjacent 
developed property. 

“Valuation Roll” means a valuation roll made in terms of Section 30 of the 
MPRA or a supplementary valuation roll made in terms of Section 78 of the 
MPRA; 

“Vacant Land” means a property without any buildings or structures that 
could be used for residential or other purposes as per the occupation 
certificate issued by the City, as determined by the Director: Valuations. 
Properties used as cemeteries as per Sections 5.12.11 and 5.16 will not be 
treated as vacant land. 

“Vulnerable Groups” means bona fide NPOs operating subsistence 
survival gardens supporting certain categories of poor people as defined in 
the Urban Agriculture Policy for the City of Cape Town, 2007 and who have 
applied for and been registered by Council on an annual basis to qualify for 
special tariffs. 

4. GUIDING PRINCIPLES 

4.1 The City's Rates Policy (the/this Policy) is based on the following guiding 
principles: 

• equity; 

• affordability; 

• poverty alleviation; 

• social and economic development; 

• financial sustainability; and 

• cost efficiency. 

4.2 Rates are levied in accordance with the MPRA as a cent-in-the-rand based 
on the property value contained in the City’s General Valuation Roll (GV) of 
2015 and Supplementary Valuations (SVs). 
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4.3 As provided for in the MPRA, the City has chosen to differentiate between 
various categories of property and owners of property. Some categories of 
property and categories of owners are granted relief from rates. However, 
the City does not grant relief in respect of payments for rates to any 
category of owners or properties, or to owners of properties on an individual 
basis, other than by way of an exemption, rebate or reduction provided for in 
this Policy. 

4.4 The rate charged as a cent-in-the-rand for Residential Properties as per the 
definitions (above) is the base rate and the rates charged in respect of all 
other categories of properties are reflected as ratios to the residential rate. 

4.5 The cent-in-the-rand for all other properties other than residential properties 
will be levied at double the residential rate (subject to the rebates as 
determined in terms of this policy). This non-residential rate is levied in order 
to grant relief in respect of the payment of rates as provided for in terms of 
this policy. The ability of non-residential property owners to recover part of 
their costs via lower income tax and the ability to recover such costs from 
their own customers were taken into account. 

5. APPLICATION OF THE POLICY 

5.1 Residential Property 

5.1 .1 The City will not levy a rate on the first value up to R200 000 of the market 
value as per the Valuation Roll of Residential Properties, as follows: 

• on the first R1 5 000 on the basis set out in Section 1 7(1 )(h) of the 
MPRA; and 

• on the balance of the market value up to R185 000 in respect of 
residential properties, as an important part of the City’s indigent relief 
measures aimed primarily at alleviating poverty amongst those 
persons owning low-value properties. 

5.1.2 The maximum reduction of up to R200 000 will be granted to every 
individually-valued Residential Property. 
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5.1 .3 The City may grant a residential rebate on rates levied on the balance of the 
market value of Residential Properties, if any, as determined by Council 
during the City's budget process. 

5.2 State-owned Properties 

State-owned properties no longer qualify for any rates rebate by virtue of 
ownership. However, the exemptions, rebates and reductions relating to the 
usage of properties as specified in this Policy apply to state-owned 
properties. 

5.2.1 Diplomatic Immunities and Privileges Act 37 of 2001 

Section 11 - Adjustment of loss of revenue to Municipalities and statutory 
public utility organisations. 

The loss of revenue caused to any municipality or statutory public utility 
organisation by reason of this Act relating to exemption from taxation, must 
be made good to such municipality or organisation out of funds approved by 
Parliament for that purpose. 

Accreditation and responsibility of payment of land taxes (Rates) is that of 
the Department of International Relations and Cooperation and accounts are 
to be forwarded to them for their attention. 

5.3 Public Service Infrastructure 

5.3.1 Public service infrastructure (as defined in the MPRA) may not be rated on 
the first 30% of its market value in terms of Section 17(1)(a) of the MPRA. 

5.3.2 The levying of rates on certain PSI properties are being phased out over five 
financial years as from 1 July 2015 in terms of Section 93A of the MPRA. 

5.4 Land Restitution 

Properties owned by land reform beneficiaries will not be rated for the first 
ten years of ownership in terms of Section 1 7(1 )(g) of the MPRA and 
thereafter the normal rates would be phased in over three financial years in 
terms of Section 21 (1 )(b) of the Act. 
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5.5 Agricultural Use 

5.5.1 A farm is an area of land, including various structures thereon, devoted 
primarily to the practice of producing and managing food (produce, grains or 
livestock) or forestry products. The farming activity must be intense, must 
not be a mere hobby and must contribute to the local economy. 

5.5.2 Farms may be owned and/or operated by a single individual, family, 
community or corporate entity. In the event that the farmer is an individual, 
the farmer must be dependent on the income from the farm to support his or 
her family. A farm can be a holding of any size. 

5.5.3 In terms of the MPRA, the definition of agricultural purpose excludes the use 
of a property for the purpose of eco-tourism or for the trading in or hunting of 
game. 

5.5.4 As a result of, and taking into account, limited rate-funded services supplied 
to such properties in general, the contribution of agriculture to the local 
economy, the extent to which agriculture assists in meeting the service 
delivery and development obligations of the City, and the contribution of 
agriculture to the social and economic welfare of farm workers, the City bills 
a reduced rate (as set out below) in respect of properties subject to 
agricultural use. This rate rebate is 80% (inclusive of the 75% in terms of the 
MPRA Rate Ratio Regulations) of the rate levied on Residential Properties, 
which rate on properties subject to agricultural use does not exceed the 
maximum ratio to the rate on Residential Property prescribed in the MPRA 
Rate Ratio Regulations. 

5.5.5 Unless the usage of a property has changed, owners of qualifying 
agricultural properties must apply for the rebate in the year when a new GV 
or SV or change of ownership, as the case may be, and which affects the 
property, is implemented. Applications made when a new GV is 
implemented must be received by the City by 31 August of the financial year 
when the GV will be implemented. Applications made when a SV is 
implemented or the ownership has changed must be received by the City by 
the last day of the third month following the effective date of the SV or within 
three months from the date of registration of the change of ownership of the 
property in the Deeds Office, failing which no such rebate may be granted 
for that financial year. 
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5.5.6 Owners of properties where a change of use qualifies the property for an 
agricultural rebate must apply for the rebate after such change of use and 
the rebate will be granted from the date the application is received by the 
City. 

5.5.7 Approved applications will remain valid until the next GV, SV or changes of 
ownership affecting those properties are implemented. An owner is required 
to immediately inform Council should the agricultural activities be 
terminated. Paragraph 6.2 of this Policy will apply should an owner fail to do 
so. 

5.5.8 The City reserves the right to inspect such properties before or after 
granting such rebates and to revoke or amend any decision made prior to 
such inspection. 

5.5.9 No other rebates will be granted to properties that qualify for the agricultural 
rebate. For the avoidance of doubt, properties that qualify for the 
agricultural rebate will not be entitled to the residential rate rebate as set out 
in paragraph 5.1 above. 

5.5.10 The registered owner or the tenant of the property has to apply for the 
agricultural rebate and provide the City with information specified by the City 
in an affidavit by the due dates set out above and declare in an affidavit that 
no contraventions of the zoning scheme are taking place on the property. 
Qualifying requirements are that the owner or tenant should be taxed by 
SARS as a farmer and the most recent tax assessment must be provided as 
proof, or where the owner or tenant is not taxed as a farmer, proof is 
required that income from farming activities exceeds 40% of the household 
income. Proof in the form of the last tax return must be submitted. 

5.5.1 1 Owners or tenants of farms and smallholdings with a residential component 
and with no or limited agricultural activities may apply to be rated at the 
residential rate and to receive the valuation reduction (i.e. such properties 
which do not qualify for the agricultural rebate). The owner must apply to the 
City by the due dates set out above and declare in an affidavit that no 
contraventions of the zoning scheme are taking place on the property. 
Should they meet the relevant criteria, the owners of these properties, are 
not precluded from applying for a senior citizens and disabled persons rate 
rebate, in terms of the City’s indigent relief measures. 
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5.5.12 If 40% or more of the extent of farms and smallholdings is being used for 
commercial or industrial purposes (such as truck depots, construction yards 
or factories), these properties do not qualify for the residential rate or any 
rebates. Farms and smallholdings used in contravention of the zoning 
scheme will be reported to the Planning Directorate and will not qualify for 
any rebate. 

5.5.13 If less than 40% of the extent of farms and smallholdings is being used for 
commercial or industrial purposes and where the municipal valuer considers 
it reasonable to apply the category of multiple-use properties, the 
apportionment of value for each distinct use of the property will be 
calculated by the municipal valuer and used for billing at the applicable rate. 
This also caters for wind and solar energy plants. 

5.6 Multiple-Use Properties 

Properties used for multiple purposes which do not fall within the definition 
of Residential Properties and, accordingly, do not qualify for the residential 
rate, may be included into the category of multiple-use properties, for which 
an apportionment of value for each distinct use of the property will be 
calculated by the municipal valuer and used for billing at the appropriate and 
applicable rate, in cases where the municipal valuer considers it reasonable 
to apply this category. 

5.7 Municipal Properties 

Only municipal properties used by any one of the four trading undertakings 
i.e. electricity, water, sanitation and solid waste, will be rated. 

Council properties leased to third parties will also be rated, except for the 
Council public-rented stock (primarily state-subsidised rental houses). 
Subject to the terms of any existing agreements with lessees, the City shall 
impose a liability to pay rates on lessees when amending or renewing 
existing lease agreements in respect of Council-owned properties. 
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A buyer, in the case of a property that was sold by a municipality and of 
which possession was given to the buyer pending registration of ownership 
in the name of the buyer at a later date, will be deemed to be the owner and 
will be liable for the payment of rates. 

5.8 Senior Citizens Rate Rebate 

5.8.1 Registered owners of Residential Properties who are senior citizens qualify 
for special rebates according to gross monthly household income of the 
persons normally residing on that property. To qualify for the rebate a 
property owner must be a natural person and the property must satisfy the 
requirements of the definition of Residential Property, and must on 1 July of 
the financial year: 

• occupy the property as his/her Primary Residence, provided that 
where the owner is unable to occupy the property due to no fault of 
his/her own, the spouse or partner or children (including minor children) 
may satisfy the occupancy requirement; and 

• be at least 60 years of age ; and 

• be in receipt of a gross monthly household income as defined in 
paragraph 3 above not exceeding R15 000 as proven by the 
submission of the applicant’s most recent income tax return and the 
minimum of three months bank statements from all financial 
institutions or, if the person does not have a bank account, such proof 
as the City may require to substantiate the person's level of gross 
monthly household income; and 

• The applicant and/or spouse and/or life partner should not be the 
owner of more than one property nationally (with the exception of any 
unproductive vacant land) or internationally, subject to paragraph 
5.8.11. 


5.8.2 A usufructuary or habitatio (right of habitation) or an executor or 
administrator of a deceased estate will be regarded as an owner. The

applicant must produce a letter or an Affidavit from the Master of the Court or 
suitably endorsed Title Deed or addendum to the Title Deed to substantiate the 
appointment. 

5.8.3 The criteria of a natural person may be waived at the sole discretion of the CFO 

to allow for a property owned by a trust where at least one beneficiary meets all 

of the other requirements of paragraph 5.8 of this Policy; provided that the gross 
monthly household income of the persons normally residing on that property be 
added to the gross monthly household income of all beneficiaries, which income 
may, collectively, not exceed R15 000. 

5.8.4 The criteria of a natural person may be waived at the sole discretion of the CFO 

to allow for a property owned by a Close Corporation (CC) where the total 

number of members meets all of the other requirements of paragraph 

5.8 of this Policy; provided that the gross monthly household income of the 
persons normally residing on that property be added to the gross monthly 
household income of all members, which income may, collectively, not exceed 
R15 000. 

5.8.5 The criteria of a natural person may be waived at the sole discretion of the CFO 
to allow for a property owned by multiple owners where at least one co-owner 
meets all of the other requirements of paragraph 5.8 of this Policy; provided that 
the gross monthly household income of the persons normally residing on that 
property be added to the gross monthly household income of the co-owners of 
that property, which income may, collectively, not exceed R1 5 000. 

5.8.6 The criteria of registered owner (per the Deeds Office) may be waived at the sole 
discretion of the CFO to allow the holder of a share or the holder of a life right 
and who occupies that property which that person has the right to occupy and 
such person is responsible for the payment of the rates in terms of their right to 
occupy, to allow that owner and occupant to apply for this rebate (subject to all 
the other applicable requirements of paragraph 5.8). 

5.8.7 Owners must apply for the rebate in the year when a new GV or SV, as the case 

may be, are implemented. Applications made when a new GV is implemented 
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must be received by the City by 31 August of the financial year when the GV will 
be implemented. Applications made when a SV is implemented, must be 
received by the City by the last day of the third month following the 
implementation date of the SV, failing which no such rebate may be granted for 
those financial years. 

5.8.8 Owners of properties where a change of gross household income qualifies the 
property for a rebate or a different percentage rebate must apply for the rebate 
within three months of when the change occurred, failing which no such rebate 
may be granted for that financial year. 

5.8.9 Approved rebate applications will remain valid until the next GV, SV or changes 
of gross household income affecting those properties are implemented. An 
owner is required to immediately inform Council should the gross monthly 
household income change. Paragraph 6.2 of this Policy will apply should an 
owner fail to do so. 

5.8.10 Any owner who, meets all the other criteria may apply to receive the rebate from 
the date of receipt by the City of the application for the remainder of the validity 
of that GV, where after all the criteria set out above will apply to applications for 
rebates in subsequent financial years. 

5.8.11 In exceptional circumstances the CFO may, in his/her sole discretion, 
approve the granting of this rebate even though the applicant and/or spouse 
and/or life partner owns additional properties for which a market-related rental is 
included in the gross monthly household income. 

5.8.1 2 Where a Senior Citizen’s gross monthly household income changes substantially 
as a result of the spouse/partner passing away the surviving spouse/partner may 
apply for the rebate to be adjusted from the date of death. 

5.8.13 Where a couple qualifies for a rebate in terms of paragraph 5.8 and one passes 
away and the surviving spouse/partner does not qualify in terms of age, the 
rebate be retained for a period of 12 months from the date of death subject to 
meeting the other criteria of paragraph 5.8. 
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5.8.14 Where a ratepayer qualifies for a rebate in terms of paragraph 5.8 and passes 
away, leaving only a child headed household where the child does not qualify in 
terms of age, the rebate be retained for a period of 12 months from the date of 
death subject to meeting the other criteria of paragraph 5.8. 

5.8.15 The percentage rebate granted to different gross monthly household 
income levels will be determined according to the schedule below.

5.9 Disabled Persons Rate Rebate 

5.9.1 Registered owners of Residential Properties who are disabled persons qualify for 
special rebates according to gross monthly household income of the persons 
normally residing on that property. To qualify for the rebate a property owner 
must be a natural person and the property must satisfy the requirements of the 
definition of Residential Property, and must on 1 July of the financial year: 

• occupy the property as his/her Primary Residence, provided that 
where the owner is unable to occupy the property due to no fault of his/her 
own, the spouse or partner or children (including minor children) may 
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satisfy the occupancy requirement; and 

• be in receipt of a disability pension; and 

• be in receipt of a gross monthly household income as defined in 
paragraph 3 above not exceeding R15 000 as proven by the submission of 
the applicant’s most recent income tax return and the minimum of three 
months bank statements from all financial institutions or, if the person 
does not have a bank account, such proof as the City may require to 
substantiate the person's level of gross monthly household income; and 

• The applicant and/or spouse and/or life partner should not be the owner of 
more than one property nationally (with the exception of any unproductive 
vacant land) or internationally, subject to paragraph 

5.9.11. 

5.9.2 A usufructuary or habitatio (right of habitation) or an executor or 
administrator of a deceased estate will be regarded as an owner. The 
applicant must produce a letter or an Affidavit from the Master of the Court or 
suitably endorsed Title Deed or addendum to the Title Deed to substantiate the 
appointment. 

5.9.3 The criteria of a natural person may be waived at the sole discretion of the CFO 

to allow for a property owned by a trust where at least one beneficiary meets all 

of the other requirements of paragraph 5.9 of this Policy; provided that the gross 
monthly household income of the persons normally residing on that property be 
added to the gross monthly household income of all beneficiaries, which income 
may, collectively, not exceed R15 000. 

5.9.4 The criteria of a natural person may be waived at the sole discretion of the CFO 

to allow for a property owned by a Close Corporation (CC) where the total 

number of members meets all of the other requirements of paragraph 

5.9 of this Policy; provided that the gross monthly household income of the 
persons normally residing on that property be added to the gross monthly 
household income of all members, which income may, collectively, not exceed 
R15 000. 
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5.9.5 The criteria of a natural person may be waived at the sole discretion of the CFO 
to allow for a property owned by multiple owners where at least one co-owner 
meets all of the other requirements of paragraph 5.9 of this Policy; provided that 
the gross monthly household income of the persons normally residing on that 
property be added to the gross monthly household income of the co-owners of 
that property, which income may, collectively, not exceed R1 5 000. 

5.9.6 The criteria of registered owner (per the Deeds Office) may be waived at the sole 
discretion of the CFO to allow the holder of a share or the holder of a life right 
and who occupies that property which that person has the right to occupy and 
such person is responsible for the payment of the rates in terms of their right to 
occupy, to allow that owner and occupant to apply for this rebate (subject to all 
the other applicable requirements of paragraph 5.9). 

5.9.7 Owners must apply for the rebate in the year when a new GV or SV, as the case 
may be, are implemented. Applications made when a new GV is implemented 
must be received by the City by 31 August of the financial year when the GV will 
be implemented. Applications made when a SV is implemented, must be 
received by the City by the last day of the third month following the 
implementation date of the SV, failing which no such rebate may be granted for 
those financial years. 

5.9.8 Owners of properties where a change of gross household income qualifies the 
property for a rebate or a different percentage rebate must apply for the rebate 
within three months of when the change occurred, failing which no such rebate 
may be granted for that financial year. 

5.9.9 Approved rebate applications will remain valid until the next GV, SV or changes 
of gross household income affecting those properties are implemented. An 
owner is required to immediately inform Council should the gross monthly 
household income change. Paragraph 6.2 of this Policy will apply should an 
owner fail to do so. 

5.9.10 Any owner who, meets all the other criteria may apply to receive the rebate from 
the date of receipt by the City of the application for the remainder of the validity 
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of that GV, where after all the criteria set out above will apply to applications for 
rebates in subsequent financial years. 

5.9.11 In exceptional circumstances the CFO may, in his/her sole discretion, 
approve the granting of this rebate even though the applicant and/or spouse 
and/or life partner owns additional properties for which a market-related rental is 
included in the gross monthly household income. 

5.9.12 Where a Disabled Person’s gross monthly household income changes 
substantially as a result of the spouse/partner passing away the surviving 
spouse/partner may apply for the rebate to be adjusted from the date of death. 

5.9.13 Where a couple qualifies for a rebate in terms of paragraph 5.9 and one passes 
away and the surviving spouse/partner does not qualify in terms of disability, the 
rebate be retained for a period of 12 months from the date of death subject to 
meeting the other criteria of paragraph 5.9. 

5.9.14 Where a ratepayer qualifies for a rebate in terms of paragraph 5.9 and passes 
away, leaving only a child headed household where the child does not qualify in 
terms of disability, the rebate be retained for a period of 12 months from the date 
of death subject to meeting the other criteria of paragraph 5.9.

5.10 Nature Reserves, Special Nature Reserves and National Parks 

5.10.1 Section 17(1)(e) of the MPRA precludes Council from levying rates on those 
parts of a special nature reserve, national park or nature reserve within the 
meaning of the National Environmental Management: Protected Areas Act, 

2003 (Act 57 of 2003) (Protected Areas Act), or of a national botanical garden 
within the meaning of the National Environmental Management: Biodiversity Act, 
10 of 2004, which are not developed or used for commercial, business, farming 
or residential purposes. The apportioned value of any portion of such properties 
utilised for any purpose other than such conservation purposes will be rated 
accordingly. Landowners, who acquire conservation worthy properties with the 
intent for proclaiming them under the Protected Areas Act, can apply for a rates 
rebate from the date of transfer. If the property is not gazetted within three years, 
then the land owner would be rated accordingly and rates would be backdated 
from date of transfer. If a valid reason exists for not gazetting within three years, 
then the land owner can submit a motivation to the City’s Environmental 
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Resource Management Department for an extension of the rates rebate. 

5.10.2 Private property contracted into the Table Mountain National Park in terms of the 
Protected Areas Act, will be granted a 100% rebate of rates from the 
commencement date of the agreement between the owner of the property and 
SANParks and for each year that the owner foregoes beneficial occupation/use 
of the land. If the property is not gazetted within three years, then the land owner 
would be rated accordingly and rates would be backdated from date of transfer. 
If a valid reason exists for not gazetting within three years, then the land owner 
can submit a motivation to the City’s Environmental Resource Management 
Department for an extension of the rates rebate. 

5.1 0.3 Private property exhibiting sensitive ecological areas/features, identified by the 
City’s Environmental Management Resources Department as such, may be 
granted a 100% rates rebate for that portion of land exhibiting these sensitive 
features, provided that the land is either leased to the City for nature 
conservation purposes or there is a written agreement, approved by the City 
(subject to 5.10.4 below), for the conservation management of the relevant 
portion of land. 

5.10.4 Any rate rebate will only be applicable to conservation agreements where the 
land is conserved in perpetuity. This would require a voluntary title deed 
restriction. 

5.10.5 Owners of properties with formal in perpetuity conservation agreements of over 
10 hectares, may apply for a rebate on that portion of the land used for 
residential and/or conservation management purposes. This rebate will be equal 
to the percentage of the land included in the conservation agreement to the total 
area of the property with a maximum rebate of 90%. 

5.10.6 The City’s Environmental Management Resources Department will annually 
inspect every property receiving a rebate in terms of this paragraph of the Policy 
and certify that the conservation agreement is being honoured. 
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5.10.7 These rebates are as a result of the perpetuity nature of these conservation 
agreements and the fact that the costs incurred for sound conservation 
management will always exceed the rebates granted. The land subject to such 
perpetuity agreements is of immense ecological importance and the securing of 
these areas is of paramount importance. Private land owners who conserve land 
through voluntary conservation stewardship ease the burden on the City and 
other conservation organisations as the land is added to the overall conservation 
estate but it need not be purchased. In addition, the costly ecological 
management of these sites, in particular alien and fire management are 
conducted by the landowner as per an approved Environmental Management 
Plan. 

5.10.8 Should privately-owned property receiving the Conservation Land rebate be 
utilised in a manner that is detrimental to conservation purposes, all rebates 
granted in terms of paragraphs 5.10.1 to 5.10.7 above during the current and 
previous GVs will become repayable as provided for in Section 17(2)(a) to (c) of 
the MPRA. 

5.1 1 Religious Organisations 

5.1 1 .1 In terms of Section 1 7(1 )(i) of the MPRA, the City may not levy a rate on property 
registered in the name of and used primarily as a place of public worship by a 
religious community, including an official residence registered in the name of that 
community which is occupied by an office bearer of that community who 
officiates at services at that place of worship. This will also apply to properties 
leased from Council and properties being transferred from Council to the 
Religious Organisation. 

5.1 1 .2 Property used primarily as an office of a religious organisation or property used 
as parking facilities, halls used for religious purposes, accommodation for 
missionaries, camping sites not operated for gain and cemeteries for that 
religious community will also receive a 100% rebate for rates. Such rebates are 
subject to an annual application. 

5.11.3 A property registered in the name of a trust, society or institution 
established for the sole benefit of a religious community and used for the 
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purpose of congregation, excluding a structure used for educational instruction in 
which secular or religious education is the primary instructive medium, despite 
the existence of an element of religious instruction will also receive a 100% 
rebate for rates. 

5.11.4 In exceptional circumstances the CFO may accept that a property 
registered in a name other than that of the religious organisation be 
regarded as the property of a religious community if it can be proven that the 
registration is merely to facilitate transfer of the property into the name of the 
religious community. 

5.11.5 With the implementation of any GV or at the request of the CFO, religious 
organisations will be required to provide proof to the municipal valuer that their 
properties are still being used for religious purposes. 

5.12 NPOs/PBOs 

5.12.1 The City may grant a 100% rates rebate for the categories of NPOs or public 
benefit organisations (PBOs) listed below, subject to paragraph 5.12. 

17. These categories of properties and/or owners of properties are deemed to 
contribute services or benefits to the community. An annual rebate will only be 
granted after an official application made by an owner or a user of a property (on 
behalf of an owner) has been approved. Owners or such users who fail to apply 
for the rebate by 31 August will not be entitled to the rebate for that financial 
year. 

5.12.2 Such NPO or PBO must have a constitution which does not preclude any 
resident of the City from being a member of the said body or organisation or from 
benefitting from such organisation; therefore they must be open to the general 
public. 

5.12.3 In order to be considered, the organisations listed below must either be 
registered as NPOs under the Non-Profit Organisations Act, 71 of 1997, or be 
PBOs that qualify for tax exemption as contemplated by Part 1 of Section 30 of 
the Ninth Schedule of the Income Tax Act. Such registration must be supplied 
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annually upon application including the submission of a tax clearance certificate 
for NPOs and PBOs confirming that they are in good standing. 

These rebates are intended to assist organisations with limited resources that 
are liable for the payment of the rates and not for those who have the ability to 
pay as determined from their Audited Financial Statements by the CFO or 
his/her nominee in terms of paragraph 5.1 2. 3.1 . 

5.1 2.3.1 Assessment to determine the ability to pay rates by: 

• analyzing the audited annual financial statements in terms of income and 
overall resources; 

• examining the credibility of year on year expenditure; 

• ensuring that profits or surpluses are calculated by excluding transfers to 
reserves and excessive writing off or depreciation of assets; 

• comparing the total annual turnover to the rates billed to determine whether 
the rates exceed 5% of the total turnover; 

• accumulated reserves for specific purposes would not be taken into account 
with this assessment; 

Note: Funds raised from external sources (such as grants, subsidies and 
donations) must be excluded when determining the ability to pay. 

5.12.4 In exceptional circumstances the CFO may accept that a property 
registered in a name other than that of the organisation be regarded as the 
property of the organisation if it can be proven that the registration is merely to 
facilitate transfer of the property into the name of the organisation. 

5.12.5 Property used primarily as parking facilities in conjunction with a PBO / NPO 
activity may be regarded as contiguous property for the purposes of paragraph 
5.12 and rated accordingly. 

5.12.6 These rebates are not applicable to any Vacant Land irrespective of its zoning or 

intended usage unless stated otherwise in this Policy. 
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5.1 2.7 Health and welfare institutions 

Privately-owned properties used exclusively as a home catering for persons with 
disabilities, a hospital, clinic, mental institution, frail care centre, orphanage, non- 
profit retirement scheme, old age home or any benevolent institution, including 
workshops, laundry or cafeteria facilities used by the beneficiaries, provided that 
any profits from the use of the property are used entirely for the benefit of the 
institution and/or for charitable purposes may qualify for the rebate. 

5.12.8 Educational institutions 

Property owned and/or used as well as declared or registered by law for 
educational purposes, including a residence registered in the name of the 
educational institution and used by full-time employees of the educational 
institution may qualify for the rebate. This includes any playgrounds, parking 
areas, sports grounds, dormitories or sport fields owned and/or used by such 
institution. 

5.1 2.9 National / Provincial / Local Heritage Sites and Historical Monuments 

Those properties that meet the definition of Residential Property will be dealt 
with in terms of paragraph 5.1 . 

Properties that do not meet the definition of Residential Property, and registered 
in the name of private persons or organisations or leased from the City and open 
to the public may qualify for the rebate. A Vacant site declared as a Heritage Site 
will still qualify. 

5.12.10 Charitable institutions 

Properties owned and/or used by NPOs or PBOs solely for the performance of 
charitable work may qualify for the rebate. 

5.1 2.1 1 Cemeteries and crematoria 

Properties used as cemeteries and/or crematoria and registered in the names of 
private persons or organisations may qualify for the rebate. The status of the 
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applicant’s activities will be reassessed upon annual application as confirmed by 
the City’s Cemetery Co-ordinator, Community Services Directorate after 
inspection. 

5.12.12 Cultural institutions 

Properties declared in terms of the Cultural Institutions Act, 29 of 1969 or the 
Cultural Institutions Act, 66 of 1989 may qualify for the rebate. 

5.1 2.1 3 Museums, libraries, art galleries and botanical gardens 

Properties registered in the name of private persons or organisations or leased 
from the City and open to the public may qualify for the rebate. 

5.12.14 War veterans organisations 

Properties registered in the name of a trustee or trustees of organisations 
defined in the Social Aid Act, 66 of 1 989 or the Military Veterans Act 1 8 of 
2011 or similar organisations maintained for the welfare of war veterans and 
their families may qualify for the rebate. Properties leased from the City may also 
qualify. 

5.12.15 Youth development organisations 

Properties owned or leased from the City by organisations such as the scouts, 
girl guides, Voortrekkers or organisations the Council deems to be similar may 
qualify for the rebate. 

5.12.16 Animal protection 

Properties owned or leased from the City and used by institutions or 
organisations whose exclusive aim is to protect birds, reptiles and other animals 
may qualify for the rebate. 

5.12.17 MPRA Rate Ratio Regulations 

Any property that meets the PBO criteria as determined by the MPRA Rate 
Ratio Regulations, yet does not qualify for the 100% rebate in terms of this 
policy, shall be rated at 25% of the residential cent-in-the-rand. 
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5.13 Social Housing Institutions 

Property registered in the name of an institution accredited in terms of the Social 
Housing Act 16 of 2008 which provides or intends to provide rental or co- 
operative housing options for households with gross monthly household income 
less than the maximum housing subsidy income limit may qualify for the rebate. 

Properties where the gross monthly household income exceeds the 
aforementioned income limit or any other Non-Residential Properties of such 
institutions would not qualify in terms of this paragraph. 

5.14 Police Forums 

Properties used exclusively by police forums excluding any government 
properties may qualify for the rebate. 

5.15 National Monuments 

Upon application the City may grant a 100% rates rebate on properties declared 
as National Monuments under the National Heritage Resources Act (Act No 25 
of 1999) in the Government Gazette if the property is open to the general public 
and not operated for gain. A Vacant site declared as a National Monument will 
still qualify. 

5.1 6 Cemeteries / Graveyards (Special Exemption) 

5.16.1 Property registered in the name of a private individual/organisation and not 

actively being used as a cemetery/graveyard for the selling of burial plots, may 
be granted a 100% Rates Rebate. The status of the applicant’s activities will be 
reassessed upon annual application as confirmed by the City’s Cemetery Co- 
ordinator, Community Services Directorate after inspection. 

5.16.2 Properties where the City Manager has identified a cemetery which is dormant 
and no longer being maintained by the owner, and the owner can no longer be 
traced and a prepayment electricity meter and a water management device or 
water prepayment meter have been installed (where applicable), may be granted 
a 100% rates rebate. 
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5.17 Sporting bodies 

5.17.1 The City may grant a 100% rates rebate for amateur sporting bodies open to the 

general public subject to the requirements listed in 5.17.1 to 5.17.3. Such 
properties must be used predominantly by sporting bodies for the purpose of 
amateur sport and any social activities which are connected with such sport. 
These properties and/or owners of properties are deemed to contribute benefits 
to the community. An annual rebate will only be granted after an official 
application made by an owner or a user of a property (on behalf of an owner) 
has been approved. Owners or such users who fail to apply for the rebate by 31 
August will not be entitled to the rebate for that financial year. 

5.17.2 These rebates are intended to assist sporting bodies with limited resources that 
are liable for the payment of the rates and not for those who have the ability to 
pay as determined from their Audited Financial Statements by the CFO or 
his/her nominee in terms of paragraph 5.12.3.1 . 

5.17.3 Although these rebates are not applicable to any Vacant Land irrespective of its 
zoning or intended usage, land used for sporting activities does not necessarily 
require improvements and may qualify for the rebate. 

5.18 Homeless Peoples Shelters 

5.18.1 Homeless Peoples Shelters, assessment centres and second phase 
accommodation must first apply annually to HOMAC for accreditation as they 
may also qualify for 100% rates rebate and special tariffs on other municipal 
services. This also includes organisations accredited by HOMAC, who care 
for homeless children as stipulated in the Children’s Act, 38 of 2005. 

5.18.2 These rebates and special tariffs are intended to assist organisations that would 
be liable for the payment of the rates and tariffs and that have limited resources 
and not for those who have the ability to pay as determined from their audited 
financial statements by the CFO or his/her nominee in terms of paragraph 
5.12.3.1. 
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5.1 9 Early Childhood Development (ECD) 

5.19.1 ECD organisations must apply annually to the Social Development and Early 
Childhood Development Portfolio Committee for accreditation in terms of their 
set criteria to qualify for a 1 00% rates rebate. 

5.19.2 These rebates are intended to assist organisations with limited resources that 
are liable for the payment of the rates and not for those who have the ability to 
pay as determined from their Audited Financial Statements by the CFO or 
his/her nominee in terms of paragraph 5.12. 3.1 . 

5.20 General Exemption 

To avoid fruitless and wasteful expenditure the City will not levy a rate on any 
private road or any other property where the market value of the property is 
equal to or less than R50 000 or such other amount as determined by Council 
from time to time. This clause will not apply when other service charges 
(including availability charges) or an additional rate in respect of property 
situated in a special rating area (as contemplated in Section 22 of the MPRA and 
the Special Rating Area By-law and Policy) are billed to that property nor will it 
apply to any units in a sectional title scheme. 

6 . GENERAL 

6.1 Except for applications in respect of Agricultural Properties, Senior Citizen 

and Disabled Persons Rate Rebates which are made as per paragraphs 5.5, 5.8 

and 5.9 all applications for exemptions, rebates or reductions in terms of this 
Policy must be submitted to the City by 31 August for the financial year in 
respect of which the rate is levied. If the rebate applied for is granted, the rebate 
will apply for the full financial year unless the reason for granting the rebate 
ceases to apply during the year. 

6.2 Persons who have submitted false information and/or false affidavits and/or failed 

to notify the CFO of any amended use of properties owned or used by them or 
changes to the gross monthly household income will have the exemptions, 
rebates or reductions withdrawn with effect from the date of the incident in 
question and interest raised as provided for in the City's Credit Control and Debt 
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Collection By-Law. The City may also take further appropriate action against 
them. 

6.3 All applications for exemptions, rebates or reductions will require the 
applicant’s municipal accounts to have been paid up to date or the conclusion of 
a suitable arrangement with the City as provided for in the 

City's Credit Control and Debt Collection By-Law and Policy, which may include 
water and electricity saving measures. Should there be a default on the 
arrangements, all the rebates, exemptions or reductions granted will be reversed 
with effect from the date on which the relevant application(s) was granted. 

6.4 Whilst an indigent status is valid on the City’s billing system no application for a 
Senior Citizen rebate will be considered. 

6.5 Any late applications or deviations from the ownership, occupancy, 
registration or usage requirements of this Policy must be motivated in 
writing to the CFO and will be dealt with in the sole discretion of the CFO, taking 
account of any factors which he/she deems to be relevant, including, but not 
limited to considerations of fairness and equity. The CFO or his/her nominee has 
the right to conduct a full credit check or financial analysis on any person, 
organization or institution applying for any benefit in terms of this policy. 

6.6 The CFO has the right to conduct a full credit check on any person, organization 
or institution who applies for a rebate in terms of this policy. 

6.7 Should a property owner/user not be satisfied with the outcome of an application 
for a rebate in terms of this policy, he/she may lodge an appeal in terms of 
Section 62 as read with Section 95(f) of the Local Government Municipal 
Systems Act 32 of 2000. 

7. SUPPLEMENTARY VALUATION (SV) EFFECTIVE DATE 

7.1 If the date of an SV is prior to the latest date of registration, the Deeds 
Office registration date will be used as an effective date. 

7.2 Although the MPRA sect. 78(4) determines the effective date of a

supplementary valuation, a property transferred after the effective date of the 
supplementary valuation, will be billed for rates as from the date of the most 
recent registration in the Deeds Office. 

8 . REGULAR REVIEW PROCESSES 

The City’s Rates Policy will be reviewed on an annual basis to ensure that it 
complies with the City's strategic objectives and with legislation. 

9. LIABILITY FOR AND PAYMENT OF RATES 

Liability for and payment of rates is further governed by the MPRA and the 
City’s Credit Control and Debt Collection By-Law and Policy. 

1 0. IDENTIFICATION AND QUANTIFICATION OF COSTS AND BENEFITS 

The cost to the City and benefit to the local community of exemptions, rebates, 
reductions and exclusions referred to in Sections 17(1 )(a),(e),(g)(h) and 
(i) of the MPRA and rates on properties that must be phased in terms of Section 
21 of the MPRA are reflected in the City's budget. 

11. DUE DATES 

The due date for payment of rates in terms of Sections 26(2)(a) and (b) and 
78(4) of the MPRA means the date reflected on a municipal invoice as the final 
date on which payment is due and payable. 

12. CLEARANCE CERTIFICATES 

All monies billed by the City including that in respect of Special Rating Areas 
(including City Improvement Districts) and any estimated amounts for the 
duration of the validation period of a certificate in terms of Section 
1 18(1 A) of the Systems Act or Section 89 of the Insolvency Act, 24 of 1936, 

are for the purpose of section 118, deemed to be due and must be paid in order 
to facilitate the transfer of immovable property: 

12.1 In terms of Section 118 (3) of the Systems Act, an amount due for municipal 
service fees, surcharges on fees, property rates and other municipal rates, 
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levies and duties is a charge upon the property in connection with which the 
amount is owing and enjoys preference over any mortgage bond registered 
against the property. 

12.1.1 All debt in terms of paragraph 12.1 is deemed to be collectable by the City 
despite a Clearance Certificate issued in terms of Section 118 (1)(b) and 
remains a charge against the property which the City will collect by 
attaching the property. The parties to the Section 118 (1)(b) application will be 
notified of the remaining debt and failing settlement, the City will proceed to 
attach the property in execution. 

12.1.1.1 The processing and collecting of any amounts in terms of paragraph 12.1.1 will 
be in terms of the City’s approved Credit Control and Debt Collection Policy with 
special reference to sub-items 12 (7), 12 (8) and 12 (9) without limiting any of the 
other provisions of the said policy that may be applicable based on the 
circumstances pertaining to the property and the debt involved. 

1 2.2 All amounts that are due must be paid in full prior to the issuing of any clearance 
certificate in terms of Section 1 18, of the Systems Act; 

12.3 No interest shall be paid by the City to the registered seller in respect of these 
payments which are deemed to be due; and 

12.4 All payments will be allocated to the registered seller’s municipal accounts 
and all refunds will be made to the conveyancer or the seller. 

An unregistered improved property of which there is an approved Surveyor 
General’s general plan or diagram of subdivision in the ownership of a 
municipality may be reflected separately on the valuation roll. 

Two or more adjacent properties under the same ownership which in the opinion 
of the municipal valuer form one economic entity may be treated as one property 
on the valuation roll. 
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1 3. EFFECTS OF OBJECTIONS AND APPEALS ON LIABILITY FOR 
PAYMENT 

In terms of the MPRA: 

13.1 the lodging of an objection or an appeal in terms of Sections 50 and 54 of the 
MPRA does not defer liability for the payment of rates beyond the dates 
determined for payment in terms of this Policy; 

13.2 the review of the municipal valuer's decision in terms of Section 52 of the MPRA 

does not defer liability for the payment of rates beyond the dates determined for 
payment in terms of this Policy. 

14. INDIGENCY 

In terms of Section 3(3)(f) and Section 15 of the MPRA all indigents, for rating 
purposes, will qualify in respect of their Residential Properties for the benefits as 
set out in paragraph 5.1 of this Policy and Chapter 4 of the Credit Control and 
Debt Collection By-Law and Policy and may also qualify for the 100% rebate in 
terms of paragraph 5.8 of this Policy. All the other criteria included in paragraph 
5.8 will remain applicable. 

15. INTEREST 

15.1 Overdue Accounts 

Interest shall be raised on overdue accounts as determined in the Credit 
Control and Debt Collection By-Law and Policy. 

1 5.2 Overpayments caused due to successful valuation or category objections 

1 5.2.1 If an adjustment in the valuation of a property in terms of Section 51 (c), 

52(3) or 69 of the MPRA affects the amounts due for rates payable on that 
property, then Section 55 will apply. 

1 5.2.2 Interest payable by the City will be calculated at a rate as determined in the 
Regulations in terms of the MPRA Section 55 from the date the now 
overpayment occurred until the due date of the first invoice reflecting the credit 
owing to the customer. 
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1 6. ADJUSTMENT OF RATES PRIOR TO SV 

16.1 In circumstances where a valuation has been carried out by the municipal valuer 
in pursuance of a SV in terms of Section 78(1 )(d) or 78(1 )(f) of the MPRA as a 
result, for example, of a demolition having taken place on a property or a fire 
having destroyed buildings on a property, but the City has not yet included such 
valuation of the relevant property in a SV, such valuation shall be submitted to 
the CFO for approval to levy rates on the property in accordance with such 
valuation, with effect from the date of the occurrence of the event which caused 
a SV to be required. 

16.2 If the owner of a property which has been subdivided or consolidated after the 
last general valuation wishes to sell the consolidated erf, or one or more of the 
erven which have been subdivided off the parent erf, as the case may be, 
applies to the City for a clearance certificate in terms of Section 

1 1 8 of the Systems Act and if the City has not yet included such valuation of the 
relevant property(ies) in a SV: 

1 6.2.1 the municipal valuer shall conduct a valuation of the relevant property(ies) 
for purposes of a SV; and 

16.2.2 the valuation shall be submitted to the CFO for approval of the levying of rates 
on such property(ies) in accordance with such valuation, with effect from the 
date on which the relevant subdivision or consolidation (as the case may be) 
was registered in the Deeds Office. 

16.3 Any valuations performed in terms of paragraph 16 shall be included in the next 
SV prepared by the City without any amendments to the valuation and any 
objections to such valuation may only be lodged once such SV is made public in 
terms of Section 49 of the MPRA. 

16.4 Multiple ownership 

The City of Cape Town will not split a municipal account as a result of multiple 
ownerships and will hold the owners jointly and severally liable for payment. 
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1 7. HANGING AND HOLDING PROPERTIES 

17.1 For the purposes of creating a single account for properties forming one 
economic entity, specific contiguous properties may be treated as one property 
on the valuation roll, i.e., one valuation for a number of contiguous properties. 
The holding property as well as the hanging properties will be reflected on the 
roll but the valuation will only be reflected against the holding property. 

1 7.2 Properties may be created as one economic entity in terms of the following rules: 

17.2.1 Properties must be in the same ownership; 

17.2.2 A building(s) forming an economic entity must straddle all the contiguous erven 
as if they were consolidated; 

17.2.3 All municipal services must be linked to the property reflecting the total municipal 
valuation of the erven treated as being consolidated; 

17.2.4 A contiguous property with no development potential and which is likely to attract 
no more than a nominal value, e.g., irregularly shaped or small pieces of land 
that cannot be optimally developed, for example, small garden extensions or 
land used for swimming pools, lanes, stairs, slivers of land bordering rivers, as 
well as road reserves may be treated as hanging properties even though the 
requirements of sub-sections 17.2.2 are not met; and 

17.2.5 Contiguous pieces of agricultural land which are being farmed as one economic 
entity will also qualify should the other requirements of Section 

17.2 (excluding 17.2.2) be met. 

17.3 The municipal valuer will, in his/her sole discretion, decide which properties 
should be treated as one economic entity in terms of paragraph 
17.2.

The Director : Sport Recreation & Amenities or his or her nominee may grant any person or institution 
free access to a Council facility provided that: 










1.1 The facility is used for an event which Council has initiated, supports or participates in. 










1.2 The application has been received at least 14 (fourteen) days before the intended use of the facility. 










1.3 Such person or institution first obtains certification in writing from the relevant Council Director that 
they satisfy the requirements of paragraph 1.1 The relevant Director shall be determined by the nature of 
the event that is to be held. 










1.4 Such persons or institution is liable for all overtime payments which result from the usage of the 
facility. A deposit will also be payable as per normal booking procedure. 










1.5 Membership: Organisations using the facility which complement the core business of Sport 

Recreation & Amenities Department of the City will be charged a membership fee. Member organisations 
are eligible for block bookings not exceeding a period of three months. Only members will be allowed to 
do block bookings not exceeding a period of three months. 










1.6 Ward Councillors: Two free bookings for council matters are allowed per councillor per month, from 
Mondays to Thursdays, per facility in their ward.

^CANCELLATION OF BOOKING/REFUND OF HIRE CHARGE 









1.1 The Lessee may cancel the lease agreement/ hiring of the municipal facility by written notice not 
less than 30 (thirty) days prior to the commencement of the hire period, in which case the Lessor shall 
refund to the Lessee any payments made, less an amount equal to 10% of the tariff paid by the Lessee. 








1.2 Should the cancellation be received less that 30 days but more than 13 days prior to the 
commencement of the period of hire, the Lessor shall retain a further 35% of the 90% owing. 








1.3 Should the cancellation be received less than 13 days prior to the commencement of the period of 
hire, the Lessee shall receive no refund of the hire charge.

Definitions (which may include substantive provisions) 




2.1 

"AFC" means an Automated Fare Collection system as defined in the Regulations. A Smartcard must be used as the main payment medium (subject to the conditions below). 




2.1a 

"Charter services" mean bus hire services under Item 4, which may be provided anywhere within the municipal boundaries and within the Metropolitan Functional Area, including the municipalities of 
Stellenbosch, Drakenstein and Swartland; 




2.1b 

"Commissioner" means the Commissioner: Transport for Cape Town; The Commissioner may delegate any function assigned by these tariffs to the Commissioner to another official. 




2.2 

"Full Fare Evasion Penalty Fare" means the fare to be charged where an inspector or other authorised City representative (including an access control staff member of the City's station 
management company) believes there is prima facie evidence that a passenger has evaded, or is likely to have evaded, or to have attempted to evade paying the fare intentionally. 
Examples include: (a) Where a passenger jumps over an access gate or a station fence, or tailgates. An example of tailgating is where a passenger enters a gate together with or 
immediately following another passenger in such a manner that the second passenger does not pay a fare, (b) Where more than one passenger acts in this way with another passenger in 
such a manner that the second or subsequent passengers do not pay a fare, (c) Where more than one passenger acts in this way with a common purpose, they may each and all to be 
charged the Penalty Fare, (d) Notwithstanding having been charged a Penalty Fare, the relevant passengers may also be prosecuted. 




2.3 

"Fuel price" means the regulated / listed wholesale price for low sulphur (50ppm) diesel in Cape Town, as announced / listed by the Department of Energy or any other national 
department that take over this function.

"Full Fare System" means the contracted road-based public transport service using a full fare management system, namely an AFC system including technology, software and back 
office capacity required to administer a distance-based fare.

"Journey" means one or more one way trip segments, connected through permitted closed and open transfers, (a) A permitted closed transfer is a permitted transfer made at a station 
between different routes served by such station, (b) A permitted open transfer is a transfer that complies with the following two conditions: (i) where the customer checks in on a bus or 
at a station within 45 minutes of having checked out elsewhere in the system; and (ii) where the customer checks in on a bus or at a station within 2 and a half hours of the first time 
that he / she checked in first on a given day (referred to as the 2 and a half hour boarding window). A further journey starts when the passenger checks in again after such 2 and a half 
hour boarding window, in which case a new boarding window period start; (c) Where a passenger remains in the system for more then four hours (ie finally taps out of the system 
more than four hours from the first tap-in regarding that journey) the City may charge either an additional boarding fare on tap out, at the same rate as the original boarding fare 
charged at the start of that journey (excluding any Airport Premium that may have been charged); or the relevant non-closure fare, (d) The periods of 2 and a half hours, 45 minutes 
and 4 hours above may be amended by the City by way of a notice in the press.

Once fare levels are at Fare Level Three they will be adjusted downwards to Fare Level Two only if the fuel price falls below R13.27 and to Fare Level One only if the fuel price falls 
below the base price of R11.06 




5.7 

Changes in fare levels linked to the above changes in the fuel price will be implemented as follows: 

(a) only once the relevant fuel price is higher than the relevant threshold for at least three consecutive months; 

(b) from the end of the second month following the month in which an official announcement is made of fuel price changes that will result in triggering the shifts between fare levels as 
described above, i.e. regarding the third month that such first higher fuel price, as referred to under (a), has been announced; 

(c) the fare increase provided for above must be effected to start from one of the following dates (always complying with each of the above factors): 1 March or 1 November - the latter 
to ensure that the date of increase does not fall on the quiet period around New Year). 





(d) Par (a)-(c) will apply regarding lowering of fuel prices as referred to in Conditions 5.5 and 5.6, with the changes required by the context. 




5.8 

Where the fuel price increases or decreases significantly in any year between March and the date upon which the agenda closes for the Council meeting where the final budget for the 
following financial year is to be adopted. Council may consider whether to increase or reduce the published fares, an appropriate proposal for an adjustment to the originally published 
draft tariff may be submitted to Council for its consideration.

The Commissioner may, after considering all relevant factors, activate the Group Card functionality for purposes of promoting use of the public transport services that can be paid for 
by using the myconnect card, to promote use of public transport, and to make it more affordable to families, groups of scholars and pensioners, or other groups. The public must be 
notified of the implementation of the Group Card by way of a notice in the press at least one month prior to implementation of the Group Card system. The Commissioner may also 
terminate the availability of such Group Card, on notice in the press of at least three months. 





(a) When deciding to implement the Group Card, the Commissioner must also determine (i) the maximum number of users, with the default maximum being 31; (ii) whether the 
number of maximum users will be open to the election of the Group Leader as indicated in 7.2(c) below; (iii) whether the Group Card can be used only in the Saver [off-peak] period, or 
also during the peak period; (iv) whether the issuing fee provided for in 7.2(c) (iii) is to be discounted as part of free card issue initiatives provided for in 2.17(c) and if so, which discount 
would apply; and (v) further conditions to avoid abuse of the Group Card or to deal with difficulties that may be caused by use of the Card. 





(b) The Commissioner may at any time change any of the rules in par (a) on one month notice in the press. 





(c) If the Group Card functionality has been activated in terms of this par 7.2, the following rules apply: (i) The person purchasing a Group Card (referred to as the "Group Leader") 
must define the intended maximum number of passengers in the group, subject to the Commissioner's determination in terms of 7.2(a) or (b). (ii) The Group Card must be personalised 
with at least details of the Group Leader, including an authenticated address to which an account for any outstanding non-closure fares and penalties could be sent, for which the 

Group Leader must accept full responsibility for payment within 30 days of issuing of an invoice or statement in this regard, (iii) The issuing fee of a Group Card is the smart card 
issuing fee as defined above plus an amount equal to half of the minimum fare evasion Penalty Fare for each of the intended members of the group as selected by the Group Leader in 
terms of (i) above or as determined by the Commissioner in terms of 7.2(a) or (b), alternatively a pre-authorised link to a credit card provided by or on behalf of the Group Leader in terms of 
which any outstanding fare or penalty can immediately be charged to the account linked to the relevant credit card account . (iv) The Group Card cannot be sold back to the City, but can be 
surrendered to the City at no repayment, (v) All the passengers travelling on a group card must access the service as a group, must travel in this group to enable proper inspection 
regarding each of the relevant passengers, and must leave the service as a group, (vi) The Group Card, when used for travel, must always be in possession of one of the passengers 
travelling in this group, (vii) Fare evasion penalties as defined above are payable regarding every passenger found in a public transport vehicle or on a station, or leaving such vehicle or 
station, if the relevant Group Card is not presented immediately by or on behalf of each such passenger, (viii) For the avoidance of doubt, non-closure Penalty Fares as defined in this 
tariff table are payable regarding every passenger in the group, where the number of passengers that entered the system is different from the number of passengers that exited the 
system regarding a given journey. 





(cA) If it is not technically possible for the Group Leader to select the maximum number of passengers in the group as intended in 7.2(a) above, then the Commissioner may set an 
issuing fee that balances the risk between non-paid non-closure fares and making Groups Cards available at an affordable price. The issuing fee may be set at a different rate for 
different categories of passengers. 





(d) If the Group Card functionality has been activated in terms of this par 7.2, the following fares rules apply: (i) The same fares that would otherwise apply, subject to a discount of 15% 
of the relevant fare with regard to the second and subsequent passenger travelling in the group, (ii) Any outstanding non-closure Penalty Fares or other penalties fares may be charged 
against any positive balance on the smartcard at any stage, (iii) Further use of the Group Card may be refused if any amounts due regarding non-closure fares and penalties are still 
outstanding.

The fare at which the boarding fare or the distance-based fare will be charged will be the lowest fare applicable, in the 
following order: first against a transit product available; then the Mover Package Fare; then Standard fare (depending on whether there is sufficient travel points / credit available). This 
is so notwithstanding the fact that the fares in Item 2 appear to be for the full journey. 

14.2 Where insufficient travel points are available in a Mover Package to cover the total fare payable at that stage, a Standard fare may be charged, and any remaining balance in the Mover 
Packages need not be used towards payment of such fare. 

14.3 When a passenger checks in to the public transport system (and boarding fare is charged in terms of Condition 14.1) using the Mover Package fare, and checks out at the same location 
(e.g. the same station or the same bus at the same bus stop) within a period set in the MyCiTi fare rules without travelling at all (i.e. the card records that the distance travelled is 0 km), 
the fare may be reversed.This rule is subject to amendment by the City, by way if a change in the fare rules . 

14.4 The following definition of a single journey will apply, subject to Condition 14.7: If a passenger checks in to a subsequent bus / station within 2 and a half hours of first checking into the 
system, and there is less than 45 minutes between such checking out and checking in again, then the journey is considered a single journey and distance is calculated on the total journey 
distance and not as separate trips, even when the transfers occur outside a station. 

14.5 Mover points purchased will be redeemed as the passenger travels, at the rate set in the fare, with the result that the number of points needed for a journey will be deducted from the 
total number of points recorded on the card as available as Mover points. Similarly, additional Mover points purchased will be added to the Mover points recorded on the card 

14.6 Mover points is equivalent to the monetary value of the point. Eg an R80 Mover Package loads 80.00 points, and the number of points equivalent to the fare will be deducted from the 
balance of points available on the Smartcard. 

14.7 In the event that a system using one validator in a feeder environment (excl 6m buses), rather than two validators (upon which Condition 14.4 is based) is activated by notice in the 
press, then the following definition of a single journey will apply: If a passenger checks in to or out of a subsequent bus / station within 3 hours of first checking into the system, and 
there is less than 45 minutes between such checking out and checking in again, then the journey is considered a single journey and distance is calculated on the total journey distance 
and not as separate trips, even when the transfers occur outside a station. If the passenger checks in after the 3 hours the system will charge the difference between the relevant non- 
closure fare and the fare already paid, and thus will charge the maximum fare for using the system, irrespective of the distance travelled. If circumstances indicate that the passenger is 
likely to have missed a check-in or check-out step during a journey a non-closure fare may be charged. 

15 Penalty Fares: (a) Where a Penalty Fare is charged, and the passenger / person has through the same conduct also committed an offence in terms of any law, the criminal sanctions linked to such conduct 
may be enforced in addition to the charge of the Penalty Fare, (b) Where Penalty Fare as set out in the fares is higher than the maximum transaction value that is permitted when using the 
EMV component of the Smartcard, as set out in the relevant exemption from the Financial Intelligence Centre Act (FICA) and its regulations, the Penalty Fare may either be reduced to 
be equal to such maximum transaction amount, or may be charged through multiple [twe] payments so as to charge the full applicable Penalty Fare, (c) [(b)] The cash value of Penalty 
Fares, when paid for through the Mover Package, shall be charged at an equivalent number of travel points to that applicable to the cash fare, taking into consideration the provisions of 
Condition 14.6.

Part A4. CONDITIONS APPLICABLE TO TARIFF TABLE 

1 Application 

1.1 These Conditions apply to parking paid for by means of any payment method that can be practically applied, from a date determined by the Commissioner in terms of condition 3.1.1, or 3.1.2. 

1.2 The Commissioner may determine which conditions apply and the extent to which they apply to different parts of parking management services and to different payment methods based on what is 
practically required. 

1.3 Any provision within this tariff that requires an amendment to a bylaw or other law, shall not be applied until the required amendment has been made, but only to the extent to which such an 
amendment is required. 

2 Definitions 

2.1 The definitions below may include substantive provisions. 

2.2 Terms used in this tariff that are defined in the Tariff for Contracted Road-Based Public Transport Services have the meanings assigned to them as set out in that Tariff, unless the context indicates 
differently. 

2.3 In these conditions the following terms have the meanings assigned to them, unless otherwise indicated by the context: 

2.3.1 "Administration fee" means the Parking B smartcard administration fee payable in terms of condition [5] 4.2.3.4; 

2.3.2 "Card" as used in this tariff and these conditions means a smartcard or any other electronic payment method; 

2.3.3 "City" is the municipality of the City of Cape Town; 

2.3.4 "Commissioner" means the Commissioner: Transport for Cape Town. The Commissioner may delegate any function assigned by these tariffs to the Commissioner to another official. 

2.3.5 "Electronic parking payment system" means an electronic payment system used to pay for managed parking, using smartcards or another electronic payment system as payment method, the base of 
which will be the Automated Fare Collection System as defined in the Tariff for Contracted Road-Based Public Transport Services; 

2.3.6 "Park" means parking a vehicle or the stopping of a vehicle for longer than is necessary to get out of the vehicle in a managed parking area or in a location where parking is not permitted; 

2.3.7 "Parker" is a person parking a vehicle and, in the absence of information as to who this person is, the owner of the vehicle that has been so parked or stopped; 

2.3.8 "Parking marshal" is a person facilitating payment for parking by a parker in a managed parking area, and fulfilling all other relevant managed parking functions, whether the person is a City official 
or an employee of a contractor contracted to manage parking on behalf of the City;

2.3.9 "Managed parking area" means a parking bay, a precinct, an area, zone or street where parking is managed and charged for or to be managed and charged for in terms of this Tariff; 

2.3.10 TCT Public Transport Services 11 refer to MyCiTi integrated rapid transit services as well as any other public transport service designated by the Commissioner as acceptable for application of the fees in 
Part A2; 

2.3.10 A "penalty fee" means any parking penalty fee payable in terms of the Parking Tariff, including: the penalty fees to be charged in terms of condition 5 [t 6]; penalty fees due because a parker has 
stayed longer than period shown on the pay-and-display receipt or longer than the maximum parking period; illegal parking; wheel-clamp release fees; penalty fees for tampering with or damaging wheel- 
clamp.; 

2.3.11 "Redundancy conditions" refer to conditions that apply in the instance when a necessary part of the electronic parking payment system is not operating as planned or is expected not to be operating as 
planned, such as when the system for loading money or points on the smartcard is down, or when the electricity supply is interrupted, or for any other reason; Provided that an appropriate TCT parking 
rule may be issued in terms of which any redundancy parking vouchers or alternative system may be used where required for other material operational reasons; 

2.3.12 "Smartcard" means a "Smartcard" as defined in the Tariff for Contracted Road-Based Public Transport Services or any other electronic charging card using mifare-type technology, subject to 
condition 3.1.2; provided that, where any condition refers to a smartcard, the Commissioner may apply the relevant condition to other methods of payment; 

2.3.13 "TCT" means Transport for Cape Town, forming part of the City's administration; 

2.3.14 "TCT Parking Rules" and the rules related to parking and to payment for parking using a smartcard as may be displayed on the TCT website; 

2.3.15 "TCT public transport services" means public transport services provided directly or through contract by the City and to which the Tariff regarding Contracted Public Transport Services apply. 

2.3.16 "Occupancy" means the average percentage of time a bay or group of bays is occupied in a defined time period (day, month, year etc.) within the hours in which the bay(s) are actively managed or 
when the applicable parking tariff is charged/ enforced by the management contractor. 

2.3.17 "Without Electronic Charging Integrated with Public Transport" means where the electronic payment method used to pay parking fees is not integrated with the payment method used to pay for 
public transport fares; 

2.3.18 "With Electronic Charging Integrated with Public Transport" means where the electronic payment method used to pay parking fees is integrated with the payment method used to pay for public 
transport fares; 

2.3.19 "PT1" means areas where the use of public transport is promoted or available, but where Council considers the provision of public transport inadequate or where the use of motor vehicles is limited 
(as defined in the City of Cape Town Zoning Scheme Regulations, 2012); 

2.3.20 "PT2" means areas where the use of public transport is promoted or available, but where Council considers the provision of public transport good or where the use of motor vehicles is very limited (as 
defined in the City of Cape Town Zoning Scheme Regulations, 2012).

3 Payment using Smartcard or other electronic payments 

3.1 Charging parking fees using cards 

3.1.1 Subject to condition 3.1.2, from a date to be determined by the Commissioner on at least one month's notice to the public by way of a notice in the press, all payment for parking shall be paid for using a 
MyConnect smartcard or another electronic payment method approved by the Commissioner; 

3.1.2 The Commissioner may publish a notice in the press permitting the use of another EMV compliant card with structure as defined by the National Department of Transport; and / or any other bank 
card; and / or any other smartcard using mifare-type technology; and / or any other electronic payment method; 

3.2 Preferred Payment Mechanisms 

3.2.1 Both Parts A1 and A2 of this tariff table apply to card payments and any other electronic payment mechanisms supported by the system. The same tariff applies whether cash or card. This may be changed in line with 
additional policy changes and in order to incentivise necessary user behaviour. Cash will be replaced by card payments from a date as may be determined by the Commissioner; 

3.2.2 The City may discount the tariff by up to 33% compared to the fees listed above when a parker uses such a payment method. The Commissioner may further determine that a surcharge of up to 50% shall apply regarding 
the fees listed above when a parker uses a payment method that the City wishes to discourage or where it increases the City costs if management in order to discourage use of that mechanism. These factors can be found in the 
tariff factor table in condition 8 of this tariff table below. 

3.3 Registration for New Electronic Payment System: The registration fee set out in item A3. 1, for the service is payable when registering with the service, unless the user also signs up with their credit or cheque card details 
and links these to their Smart Card/Mobile Application account, in which case no registration fee is payable. The Commissioner may waive the registration fee. 

3.4 Where necessary for practicality, or where it is not technically possible to implement an element of the conditions or tariff table exactly as worded in this tariff table, the relevant element may be amended in programming of 
the fares, provided the relevant change is embodied in the TCT Parking Rules and published on the TCT website. 

4 Parking Payment Methods 

4.1 Parking Payment Method A - pay-and-display 

4.1.1 The pay-and-display payment mechanism, referred to as "Parking Payment Method A”, applies by default and is thus {is} the standard payment method unless the parker has taken all the required 
steps to be able to pay using Parking Payment Method B, as set out in 5 below. 

4.2.1 When parking in a parking bay in a managed parking area, 

4.2.1.1 the parker must draw the attention of the relevant parking marshal; indicate how long the parker intends to park; pay the relevant parking fee as per this Tariff using a smartcard; obtain a pay-and- 
display receipt for such payment; and display the receipt on the front dashboard of the parked vehicle or against the front windscreen in a manner such that it is clearly visible and will remain visible from 
the outside of the vehicle; and 

4.2.1. 2 if the parker intends to park or actually parks for a period longer than the pay-and-display receipt indicates, the parker must, prior to the expiry of the pay-and-display period, take the same steps as 
set out in 4.2.1.1 for any extended period of parking, provided that such extended period of parking is permitted.

4.2 Parking Payment Method B - tap-in / tap-out 

4.2.1 The tap-in / tap-out payment mechanism, referred to as "Parking Payment Method 3" , applies where the parker has taken all the steps as set out in condition 5.3. 

4.2.2 A parker may elect to use this Method B to pay for parking by using a smartcard where a parking Payment Method B has been selected. Such a card is referred to as a "Parking B smartcard". 

4.2.3 A smartcard will be configured as a Parking B smartcard once each of the following steps have been taken: 

4.23.1 The smartcard has been personalised with the parker's authenticated personal and contact details; 

4.2. 3.2 The parker has elected to pay for parking using Parking Method B; 

4.2. 3. 3 The parker has undertaken to pay all fees payable regarding parking where the relevant Parking B smartcard is used within 30 days or the period as set out in the TCT Parking Rules; 

4.2. 3.4 The parker must pay the Parking B smartcard administration fee, against which any penalty fees may be charged if there is an insufficient balance on the relevant smartcard to charge such fee. 

4.2.4 Where a penalty fee is due regarding parking which has been paid for (in full or in part) with a Parking B smartcard, and if there is an insufficient balance available on the card or if the card is not 
physically available to be charged, the penalty fee can be charged against the administration fee that has been paid regarding that card, and the card may not be used to pay for parking until the parker has 
replenished the administration fee to the fee level as apply at the time. 

5 Adjustments of hours, parking management areas, demand levels and park-and-ride 

5 Adjustments of hours, parking management areas, demand levels and park-and-ride 

5.1 Adjustment to parking hours: The City may investigate whether the hours within which parking tariffs are applicable should be amended and, when necessary, provisions in this regard will be added to the tariff table in 
future years. 

5.2 Expansion or extension of managed parking areas: In order to provide parking management services in a manner that supports the City's TDM and TOD-related objectives, the City may conduct an appropriate 
investigation (including establishing the occupancy and demand levels in the relevant areas, and a feasibility study showing that the cost of parking management of the additional bays or areas is likely to be covered by or will be 
less than the income from parking management) and may engage in appropriate consultation in this regard. If areas are proposed to be amended, provisions in this regard will be added to the tariff table in future years. 

5.3 Designation of areas /bays as falling ivithin "High Demand Areas" or " Other Areas" : The City may investigate whether existing parking areas or parking bays, or whether new parking areas or parking bays designated for 
parking management as per 5.2 above, should fall ivithin "High Demand Areas" or 11 Other Areas" . When necessan/, provisions in this regard will be added to the tariff table in future years. The provisions of this tariff table 
applicable to "High Demand Areas" or " Other Areas" (as the case may be) will then apply to such area or bay. 

5.4 The Commissioner may designate additional parking bays as falling within the list of Managed Park-and-Ride Areas in 5.5.2 or 5.5.3, following an appropriate investigation and consultation process. 

5.5 Area based determinations 

5.5.1 Identification of High Demand Areas 

The areas currently falling as High Demand Areas are: CAPE TOWN CBD. 

5.5.2 Identification of Managed Park-and-Ride Areas Without Electronic Charging Integrated with Public Transport: None.

6 Park-and-ride 

6.1 This condition 6 provides for discounted parking fees where the parker has also used TCT Public Transport Services. 


6.2 A reduction in the parking fee (which, for purposes of this condition 6 excludes parking penalty fees) [ of 30 % ] applies where the park-and-ride requirements in these conditions [ below ] are satisfied, as 
follows: 

6.2.1 Regarding Item A2.1 (for PT1 areas) a 15% discount is applied against Category 2 fees ( Item A2.2), using Factor XI in Condition 9.2. 

6.2.2 Regarding Item A2.2 in PT2 areas the generally applicable fees in Item Al.l have been discounted. 

6.2.3 Parking areas on the periphery of central business districts may be designated by the Commissioner as a Peripheral Parking Area, regarding which parking fees will be discounted by up to 15% compared to the standard 
parking fees in Item Al.l, whether or not they use public transport. 

6.3 The park-and-ride discount applies differently where Parking Payment Method A and Parking Payment Method B are applicable. 

6.4 The Managed Park-and-Ride Areas refers to areas identified as Park-and-Ride managed parking areas that are managed by the City of Cape Town. 


6.5 Where Parking Payment Method A applies (default) 

6.5.1 The Pay-and-display method of payment, set out in Condition 4 applies. 

6.5.2 The Managed Park-and-Ride Areas discount applies only if the parker paid for the parking using a Mover package (as defined in the Tariff for Contracted Road-Based Public Transport Services). 

6.5.3 If the parker taps into TCT Public Transport Services using the same card within 45 minutes of tapping to pay the pay-and-display parking fee, using Mover points, the system registers a potential 
Managed Park-and-Ride Areas discount. 

6.5.4 If the parker taps out with the parking marshal when retrieving the parker's vehicle, and if no parking penalties are due, the system will reimburse the parker the value of the Managed Park-and-Ride 
Areas discount.

6.6 Where Parking Payment Method B is selected by the parker 

6.6.1. The Managed Park-and-Ride Areas discount applies only if the parker paid for the parking using a Mover package (as defined in the Tariff for Contracted Road-Based Public Transport Services). 

6.6.2. When a parker using a Parking B smartcard taps in to pay for parking, the parker will be charged the applicable parking fee for the first 15 minutes 

6.6.3. If the parker taps into TCT Public Transport Services using the same card within 45 minutes of tapping to pay the pay-and-display parking fee, using Mover points, the system registers a potential 
Managed Park-and-Ride Areas discount. 

6.6.4. When tapping out of parking, and provided no parking penalty fees are payable, the system will charge , the amount linked to parking utilised by the parker, being the value of the outstanding 
Managed Park-and-Ride Areas charge or alternatively the usual parking tap-in charge. 

6.6.5. If the parker returns after end of the period during which parking is managed and the parker therefore does not tap out on that day, the following shall apply: When a parker next taps in regarding 
managed parking with the relevant smartcard the system will check whether there is an open parking transaction from an earlier date and, if so, charge any Managed Park-and-Ride Areas charge that may 
be due; and if not, then charge usual parking tap-in charge. 

6.7 Managed Park-and-Ride Areas Limitation of Discount 

In order to ensure that the discount is only applied to TCT Public Transport Service users parking and using Public Transport Services, all parkers ivith the intention of receiving the Public Transport Service Managed Park- 
and-Ride Areas discount will need to pay for parking with a MyConnect Smart card. This follows the procedure set out in section A4 sub-section 3 and 6 below. If the use of TCT Public Transport Services is not registered on 
the system ivith the same Smartcard, no discount will be applied and thefidlfee as per section Al.l will be charged. 

6.8 The discount provided for Managed Park-and-Ride Areas will operate differently for areas Without Electronic Charging Integrated with Public Transport. Public Transport users using Managed Park-and-Ride Areas 
facilities in areas Without Electronic Charging Integrated with Public Transport will receive the appropriate discount/s automatically, which will be built into the fee charged in that location. 


7 General 

7.1 Use of the smartcard for payment of parking fees and related charges will be subject to the TCT Parking Rules (if any). 

7.2 Where the vehicle of a parker is found to be parked in a managed parking area at the start of the parking management period, the parker shall pay for parking from the start of such managed parking 
period and for the full period parked. Where a smartcard with sufficient value is not presented for such payment, the amount due shall remain payable and due by the owner of the vehicle and the holder of 
a smartcard used previously regarding such vehicle, jointly and severally, over and above any fines that may be due. 

7.3 An inspector may be used to inspect charging by parking marshal, and such an inspector may charge a parker the applicable fee payable in terms of this Tariff, or the difference between the fee 
incorrectly charged and the applicable fee, where appropriate. 


7.4 All decisions required or implied in these Conditions (e.g. decisions which, in terms of this tariff table, must be taken by "the City") , other than those assigned to the Commissioner and those that must 
logically be taken by the parking marshal or an inspector, shall be taken by the manager responsible for parking management or his delegate in consultation with the manager responsible for TCT Business Development 
or his delegate ; alternatively by the Commissioner.

8 Penalties 

8.1 Parking penalty fees: If a vehicle remains parked longer than the displayed period that the parker has paid for, or where no pay-and-display receipt is displayed in the vehicle, or if a vehicle has been 
parked in a location where parking is not permitted, the applicable parking penalty fee will be payable and, in addition, a fine may be issued in terms of any applicable law. 

8.2 Parking Leeway window: If a vehicle remains parked longer than the displayed period that the parker has paid for, or where no pay-and-display receipt is displayed in the vehicle , the City may determine that the parker has a 
leeway, whereby the parker will not be penalised in terms of the penalties stipulated in this tariff table, but after which they are liable for penalties, including wheel clamping. The City may change the duration of this leeway if 
required. The effective fee regarding half the leeway period may be added to the parking fee. 


8.3 Parking Offence Leeway for Transition Period 

8.3.1 During the transition period onto a card system, and provided that the parker uses a MyConnect or a similar card (or such other method determined by the Commissioner) to pay for parking, if a vehicle or if a specific card 
recorded on the system as penalised as per the offences listed in Part 3, items A3. 2 and A3 A, the parker may be granted a maximum of 3 penalty fee reductions in order to adjust to the new payment and penalty system. An 85% 
penalty reduction will be applied to these penalties charged. From the 4th penalty onwards the full penalty will be payable as per this tariff table. 

8.3.2 An unregistered user who has been penalised in terms of section A3.4, A3.5 and A3. 7 (wheel-clamping only) may register on the system. If so registered, the first such penalty fee may be waived by the City. A user may 
also request to have the penalty removed if the user registers and link the user's credit or debit card to the systemfor automatic payment of parking fees, and penalties, as per the condition set out in section A3. 3.2 above. 

8.3.3 Circumstance to which this leeway of up to 85% is applicable can be defined by the City by means of a public notice in the media. 

8.3.4 Limitation of Leeway 

For penalty fees under Section A3. 5 specifically, no leeway zvill be provided, unless the parker registers on the system and converts their penalty fee (as per 8.3.2 above) into the administration fee charged as per section A3.1. If 
the parker is already registered, the full penalty will apply. 

8.4 Parking Penalty Disputes 

Parkers are entitled to appeal fines and penalty charges, and where sufficient grounds can be found of unfair application, penalties may be reduced or reversed by the City or in terms ofTCT Parking Rules issued by the City. 


9. Tariff Factors in relation to discounts for the use ofTCT Public Transport Services; and CPIX increase related variables 

9.1 CPIX and recommended increase variables have been added as cells and linked to the calculations for the new revised tariff. These figures can be updated each year in the table as CPIX and additional demand based increases 
change. Different demand level changes for different tariff sections can also be factored in when required. 

9.1.1 The Annual CPIX increase value has been included in the table below. 

9.1.2 The sum of the current years CPIX and the recommended additional increase based on demand, occupancy and TOD principles, has been included in the table below. 

9.2 A number of tariff factors have been added to the spreadsheet with the aim of simplifying the tariff calculations. 

9.2.1 XI: Tariff factor 1 - This is the additional 15% discount used to calculate the tariffs for all areas falling under Categon/ 1. 

9.2.2 X2: Tariff factor 2 - Tariff factor discount that may be applied to tariffs paid using certain desirable payment mechanisms. 

9.2.3 X3: Tariff factor 3 - Tariff factor increase that may be applied to tariffs paid using certain Non-desirable payment mechanisms.

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CHAPTER 1 

GENERAL TARIFF POLICY 

1. LEGISLATIVE COMPLIANCE 

1.1 Section 74 of the Systems Act and section 62(1) (f) of the MFMA 
require the City to adopt and implement a tariff policy. 

1.2 Specific legislation applicable to each service has been taken into 
consideration when determining this Policy. 

2. SCOPE OF THE POLICY 

2.1 It is intended that this Policy document guides the annual setting (or 
revision) of tariffs, hence the Policy does not make specific tariff 
proposals, nor does it deal in any detail with the implementation of 
specific tariff proposals. Details pertaining to specific levels and 
applications of the various tariffs are published in the Schedule of 
Tariffs, which must be read in conjunction with this Policy. 

2.2 The Policy is applicable to all tariffs for electricity, water, sanitation and 
solid waste services provided by the City. 

2.3 This Policy is also applicable to all Sundry Tariffs, as provided for in the 
Schedule of Tariffs of the City. 

3. DEFINITIONS 

All terms used in this Policy, including the annexures hereto, unless the 
context indicates otherwise, have the meaning ascribed to them in local 
government legislation or hereunder: 

3.1 “City” means the City of Cape Town. Where reference is made directly 
or by implication to an official of the City, it means the delegated official 
responsible for the specific service or function within the City, unless 
specifically indicated otherwise; 

3.2 “Consumption-based Tariff” means a tariff set as a rand amount per 
measurable unit of service; 
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3.3 "Council" means the Council of the City; 

3.4 “CPI” means the consumer price index as measured by STATSSA; 

3.5 “Homeless people’s shelters” means a bona fide non-profit 
organisation ("NPO") which operates a shelter used primarily for the 
accommodation of homeless people and which has applied for and 
been registered as such shelter by Council on an annual basis and 
has inter alia indicated by affidavit how many people it normally 
shelters. This also includes organisations accredited by the Council's 
Homeless Agency Committee ("HOMAC"), which cares for homeless 
children as stipulated in the Children’s Act, 38 of 2005; 

3.6 “Homes catering for the health of physically or mentally 
challenged individuals” means a bona fide non-profit organisation 
("NPO") which operates a home used for the accommodation of 
physically or mentally challenged individuals which has applied for 
and been registered as such by Council on an annual basis and has 
inter alia indicated by affidavit how many people it accommodates. 
Such organisations must be accredited by the Council's Homeless 
Agency Committee ("HOMAC"). 

3.7 “Old Age Homes” means an organisation which operates as an old 
age home used for the accommodation of retired people and which 
has applied for and been registered as old age home with the (Central 
Government) Department of Social Development, carries a certificate 
of registration as a Non-Profit Organisation and has inter alia indicated 
by affidavit (which need to be updated and submitted on an annual 
basis) how many people it houses. This will only be applicable to 
organisations that do not form part of the Domestic Cluster category; 

3.8 “Indigent Fund” means a budget provision, funded from National 
Government transfers and municipal rates, which is used to subsidise 
basic services; 
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3.9 “Rates and General Account” means a budget provision used to 
fund other City services excluding the electricity, water, sanitation and 
solid waste services; 

3.10 "STATSSA" means Statistics South Africa, a body established in 
terms of section 4 of the Statistics Act, 6 of 1999, which consists of a 
Statistician-General, permanent and temporary staff referred to in the 
first column of Schedule 2 of the Public Service Act of 1994, and 
whose main function is to provide official statistics for use by organs of 
state, businesses, organisations and the public in planning, decision- 
making and other actions, and the monitoring and assessment of 
policies; 

3.1 1 “Sundry Tariff” means a tariff set as a fixed rand amount charged for 
specific services (e.g. connections) and published in a tariff schedule, 
adjusted from year to year; 

3.12 “Vulnerable Groups” means bona fide NPOs/PBOs operating 
subsistence survival gardens supporting certain categories of poor 
people as defined in the Urban Agriculture Policy for the City of Cape 
Town, 2007 and who have applied for and been registered by Council 
on an annual basis to qualify for special tariffs. 

4. PRINCIPLES AND OBJECTIVES 

4.1 The basic principles and long-term goals for the City include equity in 
service provision and sustainability of service levels through economic 
and effective funding of efficient services. 

4.2 Where a service is provided primarily for the benefit of an individual 
user and the actual service or consumption can be accurately 
measured, the cost of providing the service should be recovered from 
the individual by means of tariffs. 

4.3 When a service connection is made a sundry tariff should be used and 
when a metered amount of a service is consumed a consumption 
based tariff should be used. Where sundry tariffs and consumption 
based tariffs are used, they must comply with this Policy. 
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4.4 Where a service is provided primarily for the benefit of the community 
and an individual’s use cannot be accurately measured, the cost of 
providing the service should be recovered by means of rates or a 
“basic charge”. 

4.5 Where an individual user’s consumption can be metered, electricity 
and water will be charged for using Consumption-based Tariffs. These 
tariffs must be structured to accommodate the provision of basic 
electricity and basic water supply as defined in the indigent relief 
measures as contained in the Credit Control and Debt Collection 
Policy. 

4.6 Solid waste collection services will be charged for by using a tariff. 
Rebates are applicable for property values from R1 up to R400 000. 

4.7 The City will recover the costs levied on a cash, debit and/or credit 
card payment for municipal accounts on the amount paid above 

R5 000.00 per transaction per contract account number. The City 
absorbs the costs in respect of single payments of R5 000.00 and 
below. 

5. APPLICATION OF TARIFF PRINCIPLES 

Section 74(2) of the Systems Act sets out principles that must be 
reflected in this Policy. These principles are applied in the following 
manner: 

5.1 Users will be treated equitably by allowing for the differentiation as set 
out in paragraph 7 of this Policy. 

5.2 Where appropriate and possible, the amount individual users pay for 
services will generally be in proportion to their use of that service by 
using Consumption-based Tariffs. This will be dependent on the 
service being able to provide discernible, universal and regular 
metering and reading. 

5.3 Poor households and homeless people as defined in the City’s 
indigent relief measures as contained in the Credit Control and Debt 
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Collection Policy, from time to time, will have access to basic services 
through subsidised tariffs as defined in paragraph 7 of this Policy. 

5.4 Consumptive tariffs will reflect the costs reasonably associated with 
rendering the service. The budgeted income and expenditure of the 
service, showing any contributions to Rates and General Account, 
support services recharges and contributions from the Indigent Fund, 
must be provided as part of the annual report on the revision of rates 
and tariffs. 

5.5 Consumptive tariffs will be set at levels that facilitate the financial 
sustainability of the service, taking into account subsidisation from 
sources other than the service concerned. 

5.6 Provision may be made in appropriate circumstances for a surcharge 
on the tariff for a service. 

5.7 The City may impose a penalty or concession tariff in appropriate 
circumstances, provided that the penalty or concession is specified, in 
the Schedule of Tariffs from time to time. 

5.8 The promotion of local economic development through special tariffs 
for categories of commercial and industrial users may be provided on 
the basis set out in the City’s Economic Incentive Policy. 

5.9 Support for Vulnerable Groups through a free allocation may be 
provided on the basis set out in the City’s Urban Agriculture Policy. 

5.10 The economical, efficient and effective use of resources will be 
encouraged through the use of rising block tariffs, time of use tariffs, 
and tariff options linked to solid waste minimisation for certain 
categories of users, where appropriate. 

5.11 Where free basic services or services subsidised from the Indigent 
Fund are provided to individual users, these will be shown on the 
monthly bill of those users. The extent of the annual subsidisation to 
all subsidised users will be reported to Council. 
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5.12 Any estimated amounts for municipal services fees, surcharges on 
fees, property rates and other municipal taxes, levies and duties 
relating to the property, during the validity period of the certificate, 
shall be due and payable upon receipt of an application for a 
certificate in terms of section 1 18 of the Systems Act. 

5.13 The City may grant a tariff concession in appropriate circumstances 
provided that criteria related to such concession are specified in 
schedule of tariffs. 

5.14 Any adjustment of account due to estimated readings, incorrect 
readings, metering errors, non-billings or any other tariff related 
reason may only be applied for a maximum period of one year, 
except: 

5.14.1 where the correction is to the benefit of the property owner/account 
holder, the account may be adjusted for a maximum period of three 
years; 

5.14.2. where it can be shown that tampering or a deliberate attempt to 
manipulate the account has occurred, the account may be adjusted 
for a maximum period of three years. 

6 . DIFFERENTIATION FOR TARIFF PURPOSES 

Section 74(3) of the Systems Act allows for the differentiation between 
different categories of users, debtors, service providers, services, 
service standards, geographical areas and other matters for tariff 
purposes as long as the differentiation does not amount to unfair 
discrimination. The nature and basis for differentiation for tariff 
purposes in the City of Cape Town is set out below. Each municipal 
service is not compelled to differentiate for tariff purposes, but where it 
does; the differentiation must be consistent with the framework set out 
below, and a separate tariff must be applicable for each category that 
is defined. 
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6.1 Categories of users 

The following categories of users may be defined, provided that they 
do not contradict the City’s Rates Policy: 


(a) 

Residential or domestic 

(b) 

Non-Residential: 



commercial;

industrial;

government;

state-owned enterprises;

6.2 A special category of subsistence gardening may be defined on any 
land use, based on the criteria for Vulnerable Groups in a manner 
defined in the City’s Urban Agriculture Policy. 

6.3 Sub-categories of Residential or domestic users may be defined 
based on any one or more of the following criteria in a manner defined 
in the City’s indigent relief measures as contained in the Credit 
Control and Debt Collection Policy: 

(a) settlement type (which must include informal settlements); 

(b) property value; 

(c) service consumption level; 

(d) payment levels; 

(e) household income; 

(f) type of connection. 
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6.4 Categories of services 

6.4.1 Different categories of services may be defined but only if the 
basic service is defined for that municipal service in the City’s 
indigent relief measures as contained in the Credit Control and 
Debt Collection Policy. 

6.4.2 The following criteria may be used in defining different categories 
of services : 

(a) Type of service; 

(b) Category of user; 

(c) Level of consumption; 

(d) Type of connection; 

(e) Time of use. 

Certain categories of service may be restricted to certain 
categories of users. The basic service will be restricted to 
Residential/domestic users, homeless people's shelters, homes 
catering for the health of physically or mentally challenged 
individuals and Old Aged Homes as defined. 

6.5 Categories of standard of service 

Different categories of standard of service may be defined for different 
categories of users or services. They may be based on: 

(a) access; 

(b) frequency. 

Categories of basic services may not have different standards of 


service. 
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6.6 Categories of geographical area 

Differentiation based on geographical area may be used if the service 
provided is at least the basic service and one of the following criteria 
is met: 

(a) topography must have significant impact on the cost of delivering 
the service; 

(b) significant capital costs are needed to develop service 
infrastructure in the area; 

(c) The Integrated Development Plan identifies the area as having 
strategic developmental importance. 

7. SUBSIDISATION OF BASIC SERVICE TARIFFS FOR 
RESIDENTIAL/ DOMESTIC USERS, HOMELESS PEOPLE'S 
SHELTERS, HOMES CATERING FOR THE HEALTH OF 
PHYSICALLY OR MENTALLY CHALLENGED INDIVIDUALS AND 
OLD AGED HOMES AS DEFINED 

7.1 Basic level consumption of any service may be subsidised by a higher 
level tariff, dependant on legislative requirements and national 
acceptance. 

7.2 Individual residential / domestic users, residential / domestic backyard 
users (where activated), homeless people's shelters, homes catering 
for the health of physically or mentally challenged individuals and old 
aged homes as defined may have consumption subsidised from the 
Indigent Fund as classified in the City’s indigent relief measures as 
contained in the Credit Control and Debt Collection Policy, which may 
be amended from time to time. 

8 . ACCESS TO SERVICES BY POOR HOUSEHOLDS 

8.1 Council currently accepts the standards for basic service levels as 
stated in National Government documents related to free basic 
services, which may change from time to time. 
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8.2 The free and subsidised basic services provided to poorer households 
are as follows:

o A 100% subsidy up to 6kl of water per 
household per month will apply for all domestic 
tariff categories and domestic backyard users 
(where activated). Any consumption exceeding 

6 kl per month will be charged at normal tariffs. 

o In the case of homeless people's shelters, 
homes catering for the health of physically 
or mentally challenged individuals and old 

aged homes as defined, an equivalent free 
allocation of 25 litres per person per day or 750 
litres per person per month will apply. 

o In the case of Vulnerable Groups, an 
equivalent free allocation of 1 0kl per month per 
institution will apply. 

o In cases where domestic customer(s) reside(s) 
in cluster units on mixed-use zoned properties, 
they may apply for a free 6 000 litres per unit 
per month, 

o Any free water not utilised will be forfeited at 
the end of each month/metering period/billing 
cycle. 

Electricity (City 
of Cape Town 
residential 
customers on 
the Lifeline 

Tariff 

o Where the electricity received does not exceed 
250 kWh per month, customers will receive a 
free basic allocation of up to 60 kWh. Should 
the electricity received be between 250kWh 
and 450kWh per month, customers will receive 
a free basic allocation of 25 kWh. Should the 
electricity received exceed 450 kWh per month, 
then the free electricity portion will no longer be 
made available to the household. 

o The electricity received per month is an average 
measured over a period of twelve consecutive 
months. 

o Any free electricity not claimed will be forfeited 
at the end of each month/billing cycle/metering 
period. 

Electricity 
(Eskom 
residential 
customers as 
per FBE 

agreement) 

o Where the electricity received does not exceed 
250kWh per month, customers will receive a 
free basic allocation of up to 50kWh. Should 
the electricity received exceed 250kWh per 
month, then the free electricity portion will no 
longer be available to the household. 

o The electricity received of 250kWh per month is 
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an average measured over a period of 12 
consecutive months. 

o Any free electricity not claimed will be forfeited 
at the end of each month/billing cycle/metering 
period. 

All customers 

o Free Basic Electricity (FBE) can be allocated 
only where practical to do so. Bulk Metered 
group housing is an example of where this 
cannot be achieved. 


8.3 Any changes to these standards will only be considered as binding on 
the City after acceptance by Council. 

8.4 The level of free or subsidised services for other services, is as 
follows:

Sliding scale charged for all properties with a 
total site and improvements valuation from R1 
of up to R400 000 (excluding homeless 
people's shelters). 

Sanitation / 
Sewerage 

o The first 4,2 kl per household discharged 
into the sewer system each month is free for 
all domestic tariff categories and domestic 
backyard users (where activated), based on 
70% of the 6 kl free water made available on 
a monthly basis 

o In the case of homeless people's shelters, 
homes catering for the health of physically or 
mentally challenged individuals and old aged 
homes as defined, an equivalent free 
allocation of 17.5 litres per person per day or 
525 litres per person per month will apply. 

o In cases where domestic customer(s) 
reside(s) in cluster units on mixed use 
zoned properties, they may apply for 
a free 4 200 litres per unit per month. 


8.5 Access to Council-owned and operated parks, libraries, clinics and 
other public places will be as determined in Council policy for those 
places as may be amended from time to time. 
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8.6 Relief available to the indigent in Council-owned housing rental and 
selling schemes will be as outlined in the housing chapter of the Credit 
Control and Debt Collection Policy adopted by Council, as amended 
from time to time. 
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CHAPTER 2 

WATER AND SANITATION TARIFF POLICY 
9. DEFINITIONS 

9.1 Average Cost of Sanitation The total annual cost of the sanitation 

(ACS) service (including capital charges but 

excluding contributions to a capital 
development fund) divided by the total 
volume of sewage discharged billed for 
that year. 

9.2 Average Cost of Water The total current annual cost of the water 

(ACW) service (including capital charges but 

excluding surcharges and contributions to 
a capital development fund) divided by 
the total volume of billed water sales for 
that year. 

9.3 Bulk Water Use Potable water supplied to a water 

services authority (as defined in the 
Strategic Framework for Water Services) 
for the purposes of conveying and 
supplying water to individual consumers 
within its area of responsibility, as well as 
by agreement with some consumers 
outside the City's municipal area. 

9.4 Commercial Wastewater Effluent discharged from premises 

predominantly of a commercial nature (for 
example shops, offices, showrooms, 
service stations). 

9.5 Commercial Water Use Water supplied to premises 

predominantly of a commercial nature (for 
example, shops, offices, showrooms, 
service stations). 

9.6 Credit Meter A Meter (see 9.12 below) used to 

determine the consumption of water 
before an account is issued to the 
consumer. 


9.7 Domestic Wastewater Effluent discharged from premises 

predominantly domestic properties and 
not defined as commercial or industrial or 
other categories. 

9.8 Domestic Water Use Water that is used predominantly for 

domestic purposes, including garden 
irrigation. 
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9.9 Future Incremental Marginal 
Cost 

9.10 Industrial Wastewater 

9.1 1 Industrial Water Use 

9.12 Meter 

9.13 Other Wastewater 

9.14 Other Water Use 

9.15 Prepayment Meter 

9.16 Residential Unit 


9.17 Service Charge 


The average incremental cost of system 
expansion, taking into account the next 
large scheme or schemes to be built to 
meet current and future increases in 
water demand. 

Wastewater arising from mining, 
manufacturing, electricity generation, 
land-based transport, construction or any 
related activities. (This is consistent with 
the definition of "disposal of industrial 
effluent" contained in the Water Services 
Act.)

A unit comprising a number of rooms, 
used for residential purposes, contained 
within an approved* multi-residential unit 
development, and which includes any 
undivided share of common property or 
any other portion of the property 
apportioned to that unit in terms of 
exclusive use, which shall include a 
garage or any other outbuildings 
(excludes single rooms used in Hostels, 
Old Age Homes, etc). 

A fixed charge to recover fixed costs such 
as meter reading, billing, vending, 
maintenance and regulation. 
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9.18 Water Management Device An intelligent, electronic control valve that 

is installed in line with a 15 or 20mm 
Credit Meter and is capable of controlling 
and limiting the flow of water to a 
consumer at full pressure. 

9.19 Water Services Act Water Services Act, 108 of 1997. 

9.20 Connection Fee The fee payable towards the cost of 

providing supply. 

9.21 Consumer A juristic or natural person purchasing 

water directly from the City and 
releasing wastewater into the 
sewerage system. 

9.22 Availability Charge Charge payable for all serviced 

vacant or serviced undeveloped land. 

9.23 Vacant Land All properties without any buildings or 

structures that could be used for 
residential or other purposes, as 
determined by the Director: 
Valuations. 

9.24 Backyard user Households who reside on council 

rental stock property within a given 
area as determined by Council and 
who are registered via affidavit as 
being backyard dwellers. 


1 0. SPECIFIC POLICIES FOR WATER TARIFFS 

10.1 Consumer categories 

Water tariffs shall distinguish between at least four categories of 
consumers: Bulk Water Use, Domestic Water Use, Industrial / 
Commercial Water Use and Other Water Use. 

1 0.2 Domestic consumer categories 

Water tariffs for domestic consumers shall distinguish between 
significantly different levels and standards of services provided 
and shall include at least the following four categories of domestic

(i) domestic communal: consumers (households) with access to 
communal water services (for example, a public-standpipe or a 
water-tanker service); 

(ii) domestic controlled: consumers with access to a controlled 
volume of water supply that is not metered; 

(iii) domestic full (uncontrolled): consumers with access to an 
uncontrolled volume of water supply at full pressure that is 
metered by an uncontrolled / credit meter; 

(iv) domestic full (controlled): consumers with access to an 
controlled volume of water supply at full pressure that is 
metered by activated water management device or a 
prepayment meter; 

(v) domestic cluster: where one metered connection point serves 
a multi-Residential Unit development. 

(vi) Domestic backyard: where one activated water management 
device serves backyard occupants. 

Metering 

All connections providing a volume of water supply shall be 
metered, consumption determined via on-site reading, remote 
reading as well as estimated readings and applicable tariffs shall 
be applied in proportion to water use. Meters for installation will be 
drawn from a City of Cape Town store and will be installed by the 
City of Cape Town or City of Cape Town contractors appointed via 
standard supply chain management processes. 

Consumption tariffs - domestic communal 

Where communal water supplies provide water for domestic use 
(standpipes to informal settlements without title deed), the amount 
of water will be measured but no charge shall be levied for this 
water. The measurement will be used to determine the impact of 
this free water on the service.

Consumption tariffs - domestic controlled 

Where water use is controlled to less than 6 000 litres per month 
per connection, then no charge shall be levied on domestic 
households for this water. Where water in excess of 6 000 litres 
per month is used, the standard tariff schedules will apply. 

Consumption tariffs - domestic full (uncontrolled) 

Consumption tariffs for uncontrolled volume metered by a 
uncontrolled / credit meter per erf (exceptions to be authorised 
Director: Water and Sanitation) for domestic connections shall be 
based on an increasing block structure with the first block set at 6 
000 litres per connection per month with a zero charge and the 
last block set at an amount that would deter unnecessarily high 
water use and would reflect the Future Incremental Marginal Cost 
that would be incurred to increase the water supply infrastructure 
to meet an incremental growth in demand. The rising block tariff 
structure should consist of at least five steps. The consumption 
level at which the last step begins should be at an amount that 
would encourage water conservation and should not be greater 
than 60 kl per month. 

Consumption tariffs - domestic full (controlled) 

Consumption tariffs for controlled volume metered by an activated 
water management device or a prepayment meter per erf 
(exceptions to be authorised Director: Water and Sanitation) for 
domestic connections shall be based on an increasing block 
structure with the first block set at 6 000 litres per connection per 
month with a zero charge. The rising block tariff structure should 
consist of at least five steps. The consumption level at which the 
last step begins should be at an amount that would encourage 
water conservation and should not be greater than 60 kl per 
month.

Consumption tariffs - Domestic cluster 

Consumption Tariffs for multi-Residential Unit developments 
served by one metered connection point shall be based on an 
increasing block structure to recover at least the ACW once 
allowance is made for the free water allocation. 

An allowance of 6 000 litres per unit per month will be made 
available at zero cost: 

(i) upon acceptance of a signed affidavit by a properly 
authorised person stating the number of completed and 
occupied Residential Units supplied from that metered 
connection; or 

(ii) upon updating of the information on the City's master data 
base (e.g. completed number of units per sectional title). 

Backdating of the free basic allocation will be considered and 
implemented in accordance with paragraph 5.14 on condition that 
proof of occupancy is provided. The allocation can however not 
be backdated further than the date of transfer of the property from 
the developer to the domestic cluster owner(s). 

Consumption tariffs - Domestic Backyard 

For Consumption Tariffs for backyard users served by one 
activated water management device: 

An allowance of 6 000 litres per unit per month will be made 
available at zero cost: 

(i) upon acceptance of a signed affidavit by a properly 
authorised person stating the number of completed and 
occupied Residential Units supplied from that metered 
connection; or 

(ii) upon updating of the information on the City's master data 
base. 
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10.10 Consumption tariffs - industrial, commercial and other 

Apart from instances where Special Tariffs are applied in terms of 
paragraph 5.8 above, the consumption tariffs for all other 
consumers should be set equal to at least the ACW. Separate 
consumption categories should be kept for sporting bodies/schools 
and municipal consumption to assist in water demand 
management measures. 

In cases where domestic customers reside in cluster units on 
mixed-use zoned properties, they may apply for a free 6 000 litres 
per unit per month, by submitting an affidavit to this effect where 
the number of units are specified. An investigation will need to be 
performed to confirm the information and consider whether such 
application can be approved by the Director: Water and Sanitation, 
based on the proportion of predominant use. The “predominant 
use” principle will therefor apply for tariff categorisation and 
allocation of free basic services. Specific tariffs will only be 
considered if separate meters are installed and private plumbing 
altered at the cost of the customer. 

10.11 Consumption tariffs - schools, sports fields, clubs, churches, 
charities, etc. 

Any subsidies to these groupings should be made through 
transparent mechanisms other than tariffs lower than the AWC, so 
as not to negate the incentives for the wise and economical use of 
water. 

10.12 Consumption tariffs - homeless people's shelters, homes 
catering for the health of physically or mentally challenged 
individuals and old aged homes as defined 

In order to provide free basic services to people without title deed, 
Indigent people living in homeless people's shelters, homes 
catering for the health of physically or mentally challenged 
individuals or old aged homes as defined, a special sub-category

shall be used. It shall be based on the number of people or beds 
normally accommodated in each residence as defined in a sworn 
affidavit upon annual application for such residence to be 
registered with Council, and receive a free water allocation of 25 
litres per person per day or 750 litres per person per month. 
Beyond such consumption the specific defined consumption sub- 
category, equal to the municipal tariff for water, shall be applied. 

To allow for the approval process, the free allocation will be 
backdated to the start of the financial year in which an approved 
application was received. 

Consumption tariffs - Vulnerable Groups of subsistence 
farmers 

The City will subsidise the provision of water to the gardens of the 
registered Vulnerable Groups as defined in the City’s Urban 
Agriculture Policy of 2007. These include survival gardens of 
women, gardens for indigent old age homes, gardens for 
HIV/AIDS facilities, gardens for soup kitchens at schools and 
gardens at orphanages. 

Such groups have to apply annually for registration to the 
controlling department (Economic Development). 

Each qualifying group will receive a free provision of 10 kilolitre of 
water per month for free but with no free provision of sanitation. 
Beyond such consumption the normal consumption category for 
the property on which the garden is located shall be applied. 

To allow for the approval process, the free allocation will be 
backdated to the start of the financial year in which an approved 
application was received. 

Consumption tariff for the provision of a bulk water supply 


The bulk water tariff is used to charge for the bulk supply of 
potable water to consumers external to the City such as other local 
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authorities which are dependent for part or all of their potable 
water supplies from the City and are also used as the basis for 
internal charges for the bulk supply of potable water within the 
Water and Sanitation Department. 

The bulk water tariff is set on an annual basis to ensure full cost 
recovery for the provision of the bulk water service as well as the 
long term sustainability of this service. 

10.15 Surcharge 

The water tariff may include surcharges subject to Council 
approval. 

10.16 Fixed Service charges - domestic 

There shall be no fixed monthly charge for domestic consumers. 
The domestic water tariff should, however, take into account and 
reflect the cost of maintaining the water connection. 

10.17 Fixed Service charges - industrial and other 

Monthly fixed Service Charges for industrial and other connections 
(including all Spring water and Treated Effluent users) shall be 
related to the size of the connection. The charge shall be based on 
the historic costs of maintaining the connection to ensure it is truly 
cost-reflective. (Note: It is essential that this component of the tariff 
be retained otherwise an important equity principle is 
compromised - domestic consumers pay for this cost through the 
highest block consumption tariff. Other consumers pay for this cost 
through the fixed Service Charge.) 

10.18 Connection charges 

Connection charges for all consumer categories other than 
domestic communal shall be recovered, i.e. the full costs of 
installation of a connection.

Flow restriction for non-payment 

Domestic consumers who fail to pay shall, after due process, have 
their uncontrolled water connections restricted by a flow-limiting or 
Water Management Device at the sole discretion of the City. 

Illegal re-connections 

Consumers who reconnect illegally, after having been 
disconnected or flow-restricted for non-payment, shall forfeit the 
right to the free basic water allocation until such time as the 
outstanding debt has been paid in full and will be liable for full 
disconnection / reconnection charges surrounding the illegal re- 
connection. 

Disconnections - other 

All non-domestic consumers shall be disconnected for failure to 
pay after due process has been followed. 

Installation of water management devices 

A Water Management Device that can be set to control the total 
daily and monthly volume of water that can be delivered through a 
connection, may be installed at the discretion of the Director: 
Water and Sanitation. 

A domestic consumer may apply to be considered for the 
installation of a Water Management Device at the applicable 
miscellaneous tariff which that consumer will be liable for. 

The consumer may request a specific volume setting for 
consideration by the Director: Water and Sanitation. 

Installation of Prepayment Meters 


A Prepayment Meter may be installed at the discretion of the 
Director: Water and Sanitation. The relationship between the

amount offered and the volume supplied will be dependent on the 
standard monthly consumption as calculated. 

Repairing of leaks in indigent homes combined with the 
installation of Water Management Devices and the writing-off 
of bad debt 

Steps taken by the City to reduce losses through leaks in private 
indigent homes and prevent further bad debts from such 
consumers are defined in the City’s Policy on the Integrated Water 
Leaks Project. The administrative and financial aspects of this 
initiative are defined in the City’s Credit Control and Debt 
Collection Policy. 

Water restriction tariffs 

Special Tariffs may be introduced during periods of water 
restrictions to reduce water use to within sustainable limits. Water 
and Sanitation tariff schedules for water restrictions shall be 
approved in addition to the normal tariff schedule as part of the 
annual budget process. Changes to the restriction level during the 
financial year must be approved with due cognisance of the impact 
on the Indigent Allocation as specified in the Credit Control and 
Debt Collection Policy. 

Billing of estimated consumptions 

The need to estimate consumption 

Notwithstanding all the City’s attempts to take monthly meter 
readings of all water supplied, should it not be possible to take a 
reading (on-site or remotely) on the appropriate date, the City 
reserves the right to calculate an estimated consumption from the 
previous actual reading to the billing date. The estimates are 
normally based on the seasonal historical average consumption at 
the property, but may be adjusted by the City to reflect its best 
estimate of what the consumption may have been. 
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1 0.26.2 Adjustment to estimated account 

As soon as a new actual reading has been taken, the previously 
estimated consumption will be recalculated and an adjustment 
will be reflected in the subsequent account. Refer paragraph 5.14 
for the terms of the adjustment. 

10.26.3 Failure of Meter 

During the period from identification of a meter having ceased 
registering consumption, to when it is replaced and a reading can 
be taken, an estimated consumption will be applied. 

Should the owner / accountholder have been billed a zero 
consumption for any period of time and it is subsequently found 
to have been due to a seized meter and the property was not 
vacant at the time or the usage pattern had not changed, the City 
may bill retrospectively in line with paragraph 5.14. 

Should the property have been vacant (permanently or 
temporarily) or where the usage pattern had changed, the onus 
rests on the customer to notify the City as soon as possible via a 
signed and sworn affidavit for consideration. If such evidence is 
not on record, future claims will not be considered. 

1 0.26.4 No account received 

In the event that an owner / accountholder / occupier is in receipt 
of water services and has availability to or has consumed water 
and sanitation services but has never received an account, the 
onus will be on the owner to make representations to the City to 
request that an account be sent. Should the City not be able to 
verify that an account was indeed issued to either the owner / 
accountholder / occupier, the City may bill retrospectively in line 
with paragraph 5.14and the consumer may make arrangements 
with the City to pay off the amount. 
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Any owner / accountholder / occupier who has stopped receiving 
an account that had previously been received, should 
immediately request the City to remedy the omission via the Call 
Centre (0860 10 30 89) or the nearest walk-in centre. Customers 
must ensure that a reference number is obtained to ensure such 
is formally logged on the system. 

10.27 Disputed consumption 

An owner / accountholder who doubts the validity of the 
consumption stated on any account may apply for the meter to be 
tested at his or her cost as per the miscellaneous tariff schedule. 

Only if the Meter has been found to be faulty will the cost be 
reimbursed and the account adjusted to an estimated consumption 
for the period the meter was found to have been faulty. Refer 
paragraph 5.14 for the terms of the adjustment. (The onus is on 
the customer to apply for the meter test as soon as possible. The 
period of account adjustment will not be extended beyond three 
years due to delayed application by the customer). 

The full prescribed testing tariff can be paid after the meter test by 
indigent customers on condition that a proportional payment (as 
per the miscellaneous tariff schedule) is made up-front. 

In unresolved disputed consumption cases, the dispute procedure 
as specified in the City’s Credit Control and Debt Collection Policy 
will be applicable. 

1 0.28 SPECIFIC POLICIES FOR BULK WATER TARIFFS 

1 0.28.1 Description of the type of service 

The Bulk Water Branch forms part of the City's Water and 
Sanitation Department and is responsible for the bulk supply of 
potable water to the City's municipal area as well as some 
adjacent local or regional authorities which are dependent on the 
City for all or part of their water supplies. The bulk supply of 
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potable water entails the storage of raw water in City-owned 
dams, the conveyance and treatment of raw water from these 
and government water schemes, and the distribution and bulk 
storage of the treated water enabling the optimisation of the 
water resources for the region. 

1 0.28.2 Generic description of the tariff 

The bulk water tariff is the tariff which the City charges its 
external bulk consumers for the purchase of bulk potable water. 
The unit of the tariff is cents/kilolitre. The tariff is used as a basis 
for the internal charge between the bulk water and reticulation 
branches within the Water and Sanitation Department. The Bulk 
Water Branch also has miscellaneous tariffs relating to charges 
for non-core functions. 

10.28.3 Existing legislation 

Included in the Bulk Water Branch’s total expenditure is the cost 
of raw water which is payable to the Department of Water Affairs 
("DWA"). The cost of this raw water is governed by DWA’s 
Pricing Strategy for Raw Water Use Charges (November 1999), 
which was gazetted in terms of section 56(1) of the National 
Water Act, 36 of 1998. Water is supplied to other Local Councils 
or water services authorities through contracts in terms of the 
Water Services Act. 

10.28.4 Bulk Water Users 

The users of bulk water are the Reticulation Branch of the Water 
and Sanitation Department, responsible for distribution to end- 
users within the City's municipal area, as well as a number of 
adjacent local or regional authorities responsible for distribution 
of water to end-users within their area of responsibility, as well as 
by agreement with some individual consumers outside the City's 
municipal area. 
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1 0.28.5 Method used to determine the bulk tariff 

The bulk water tariff is determined by dividing an estimate of the 
net expenditure of the Bulk Water Branch in that financial year by 
an estimate of the expected total volume of water to be produced 
in that financial year less the water allocated by special 
agreements and unaccounted-for water. The estimate of the total 
amount of water produced is based on short-term and long-term 
water demand projections for the area of supply of the Bulk 
Water Branch including the areas external to the City's municipal 
area. The effect of the City’s Water Demand Management 
Strategy is taken into account in determining the water demand 
projections. The total expenditure comprises the following: 

(i) the cost of raw water purchased from DWA; 

(ii) water treatment costs and all other operational costs 
associated with the bulk water system; and 

(iii) the cost of augmentation of the bulk supply system. 

(iv) Allowance for the long term sustainability of this service 

10.28.6 Additional charges 

An additional charge is levied by the City as an Agent for the 
Water Research Commission. 

1 0.28.7 Other factors affecting revenue and possible tariff setting 

The effect of having to impose water restrictions may affect the 
tariff setting of the Bulk Water Branch. If sustained low level 
water restrictions or medium/high level restrictions are imposed, 
the bulk water tariff would have to be determined based on a 
reduced total volume of water supplied as a result of the 
restrictions being implemented. This will support the principle of 
full cost recovery and long-term sustainability of the service. 

The Bulk Water Branch may also increase its bulk water tariff 
during periods of water restrictions should the need arise, in 
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order to restrict consumption and discourage wasteful water 
practices. 

Other factors which could affect the tariff setting are the 
introduction of more stringent water quality standards and the 
construction of new water supply schemes by DWA. 

1 0.28.8 No basic free allocation 

No monthly domestic basic free allocation is granted to 
consumers supplied outside the City’s area of jurisdiction. 

10.29 UNDERGROUND LEAKAGE REBATES ON WATER 

ACCOUNTS 

10.29.1 Philosophy 

The City should seek to address the problem of underground 
leaks or leaks otherwise not visible to the eye on private property 
in a caring and understanding manner by granting an 
“underground rebate” for bona fide claimants of such plumbing 
leaks, who have made appropriate application for a rebate, where 
the City should share the costs on an equal basis with the 
consumer. Care needs to be taken to prevent the abuse of the 
rebate system by excluding leaks on plumbing to convenience 
fixtures such as irrigation systems, automatic filling systems to 
ponds, pools, fountains and similar, where the possibility of the 
disconnection of those systems from the primary erf plumbing 
would have prevented the water waste in the first instance. 

1 0.29.2 Plumbing leaks subject to the rebate system 

Rebates shall only be granted in the case of leaks that are 
underground or not otherwise visible to the eye on the erf’s 
primary plumbing which would normally be kept pressurised for 
normal activity requirements. 

Rebates will apply to Domestic Customers, schools, churches, 
charities, homeless shelters, homes catering for the health of 
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physically or mentally challenged individuals old aged homes as 
defined and vulnerable groups and will not apply to customers 
outside the municipal area. 

1 0.29.3 Derivation of rebates for underground leaks 

Rebates for underground leaks or leaks not visible to the eye 
shall be determined by establishing the difference between the 
“average” consumption over a corresponding consumption period 
and the increased consumption resulting from the leak. 

This difference shall then be halved and the consumer shall be 
charged for half the consumption associated with the leak at a 
rate deemed to be the average Reticulated Water Cost for the 
City for the financial year. 

The Reticulated Water Cost, (Rc), shall be derived as equal to: 
Bulk Water cost (R/kl) plus 

Estimated distribution cost (excluding contribution to any 
Rates account, Tariff stabilisation or Capital Replacement 
Reserve fund or Budgeted Surpluses, in Rand) divided by 

Estimated water sales in kl. 

1 0.29.4 Time period over which the rebate will extend 

It is considered reasonable that two months of actual metered 
high water consumption would be sufficient time to alert a 
consumer to the possibility of water leakage. A further month is 
considered a reasonable time to have this leakage repaired. 
Accordingly, the total period over which the rebate will extend is 
defined as the period covering the last three municipal bills based 
on actual Meter readings. (This period may be in excess of three 
months if bills are based on estimated consumption). 
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1 0.29.5 Steps to prevent abuse of the rebate system 

All rebate claims will be subject to the production of a plumbing 
certificate by the claimant detailing the exact location of the leak 
on the property, the nature of the leak and the steps taken to 
repair the leak. The City needs to inspect the plumbing after 
repair of leakages that are subject to rebate claims. The Director: 
Water and Sanitation shall have delegated authority to grant 
rebates at the discretion of the City. 

With effect from 1 July 2012 each property owner shall be limited 
to one rebate claim (not including properties previously 
exhausting their maximum number of rebates). The granting of 
such rebate will be conditional to the owner applying for and 
paying the tariff for the installation of an activated water 
management device (at the cost of the owner) to reduce the risk 
of future water losses going undetected through private plumbing 
by the City of Cape Town. (Condition applicable where water 
management device is available for the size of connection). 

All documentation concerning rebate claims shall be filed for 
audit scrutiny as and when required. 

Finally, the City reserves the right to delay the granting of a 
rebate in instances where the applicant’s account reflects 
outstanding debt. 

1 1 . SPECIFIC POLICIES FOR SANITATION TARIFFS 

11.1 User categories 

Sanitation tariffs shall distinguish between at least three user 
categories: domestic users, industrial / commercial users and 
other users. 

1 1 .2 Domestic user categories 

The sanitation tariff structure for domestic users shall distinguish 
between significantly different levels and standards of services 
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(vii)

and shall include at least the following five categories for domestic 
users. 

(i) domestic communal: Users (households) with 
access to Communal sanitation facilities (rudimentary 
sanitation and communal ablution facilities). 

(ii) domestic full: Users with waterborne sanitation and 
uncontrolled or controlled discharge to a sewer 
network. 

(iii) domestic on-site waterborne: Users with 

waterborne sanitation collected on site (septic tanks). 

(iv) domestic on site: Users with a non-waterborne 
system collected on site (black bucket, container or 
VIP). 

(v) domestic cluster: Where one connection point 

serves a multi-Residential Unit development (flats, 
townhouses). 

Domestic backyarders: where one water management 
device serves backyard occupants. 

(vi) 

Universal billing 

All users are to be billed unless provided with a rudimentary or 
basic service such as communal facilities. 

Volumetric domestic tariffs - domestic communal 

No charge shall be rendered for the use of communal facilities. 

Volumetric domestic tariffs - domestic full 

Volumetric sanitation tariffs for domestic users shall be based on 
the estimated volume of wastewater discharged into the sewerage 
system, deemed at 70% of the user’s domestic water consumption 
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and shall be limited to a maximum billable volume of 35 kl per 
month. An allowance of 4 200 litres per month will be made 
available at zero cost. 

1 1 .6 Volumetric tariffs - domestic on-site waterborne 

Volumetric sanitation tariffs for this category of user shall be based 
on a volume as measured in the tank of the truck. The tariff shall 
be a tariff per kilolitre of wastewater. Users will be permitted to 
make use of private contractors. 

Registered bona fide non-profit organisations, which operate 
homes catering for the health of physically or mentally challenged 
individuals, and is serviced by a tanker service can apply for a 
80% rebate. Such organisations must be accredited by the 
Council's Homeless Agency Committee ("HOMAC"). 

1 1 .7 Basic sanitation tariff 

This tariff shall be a fixed charge where necessary in informal 
areas depending on the mechanism. Different tariffs may apply for 
different systems. 

1 1 .8 Volumetric tariffs - domestic cluster 

Volumetric sanitation tariffs for users in multi-Residential Unit 
developments shall be based on the estimated volume of 
wastewater discharged into the sewerage system, deemed as 
90% of the monthly metered water consumption and subject to a 
maximum allowable volume of 35 kl per unit per month. 

An allowance of 4 200 litres per Residential Unit per month will be 
made available at zero cost: 

(i) upon submission of a signed affidavit by a properly authorised 
person stating the number of completed and occupied 
Residential Units supplied from that metered connection; or 
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(ii) upon updating of the information on the City of Cape Town 
master data base (e.g. completed number of units per sectional 
title). 

Backdating of the free basic allocation will be considered and 
implemented in accordance with paragraph 5.14 on condition that 
proof of occupancy is provided. The allocation can however not 
be backdated further than the date of transfer of the property from 
the developer to the domestic cluster owner(s). 

1 1 .9 Volumetric tariffs - domestic backyarders 

Consumption Tariffs for backyarder occupants served by water 
management device. 

An allowance of 4 200 litres per unit per month will be made 
available at zero cost: 

(i) upon submission of a signed affidavit by a properly authorised 
person stating the number of completed and occupied 
Residential Units supplied from that metered connection; or 

(ii) upon updating of the information on the City of Cape Town 
master data base. 

11.10 Volumetric tariffs - industrial and commercial 

Volumetric sanitation tariffs for industrial and commercial users 
shall be based on the estimated volume of wastewater discharged 
into the sewerage system, deemed as 95% of the monthly 
metered water consumption. 

In cases where domestic customers reside in cluster units on 
mixed-use zoned properties, they may apply for a free 4 200 litres 
per unit per month, by submitting an affidavit to this effect, signed 
by a properly authorised person, where the number of units are 
specified. An investigation will need to be performed to confirm the 
information and consider whether such application can be 
approved by the Director: Water and Sanitation, based on the 
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proportion of predominant use. The “predominant use” principle 
will therefor apply for tariff categorisation and allocation of free 
basic services. Specific tariffs will only be considered if separate 
meters are installed and private plumbing altered at the cost of the 
customer. 

11.11 Volumetric tariffs - other: schools, hospitals, municipal users, 
churches etc. 

Volumetric sanitation tariffs for all other users shall be based on 
the estimated volume of wastewater discharged into the sewerage 
system, deemed as 95% of the monthly metered water 
consumption. 

11.12 Volumetric tariffs - homeless people's shelters / homes 
catering for the health of physically or mentally challenged 
individuals / Old Aged Homes as defined 

In order to provide free basic services to people without title deed, 
indigent people living in homeless people's shelters, homes 
catering for the health of physically or mentally challenged 
individuals and old aged homes as defined, a special sub- 
category shall be used. The volume of sanitation shall be deemed 
to be 70% of water consumption with no capped maximum. 

The consumption tariffs for this consumer sub-category shall be 
based on the number of people or beds normally accommodated 
in each residence as defined in an affidavit, signed by a properly 
authorised person, upon annual application for such residence to 
be registered with the Council, and receive a free sanitation 
allocation of 17,5 litres per person per day or 525 litres per person 
per month. Beyond such consumption, the specific defined 
consumption sub-category equal to the Municipal Tariff for 
Sanitation per kl shall be applied.

To allow for the approval process, the free allocation will be 
backdated to the start of the financial year in which an approved 
application was received. 

Users only making use of a sanitation service 

Users who obtain their water supply from a source other than the 
Council such as a neighbouring water supply authority or from 
unmetered boreholes, but make use of the Council’s sanitation 
services, are liable to pay for the services. The volume on which 
the charge is based shall be determined and verified on an annual 
basis by the Director: Water and Sanitation by measurement or 
estimation of the water used. Determination of the percentage 
wastewater will be as per the user category. 

Charges and quantity of industrial effluent 

The charges referred to in section 7 of the by-law, are calculated 
and reviewed hereunder: 

(1) The charge is, subject to the succeeding provisions of this 
Schedule, the amount obtained by applying the formula 
calculated in terms of item (2) below. 

(2) Vw (SVC) + VieT (COD-1 000)/1 500 + VieT (SF) 

Where - 

"Vw" is the total volume, expressed in kilolitres, of wastewater 
discharged from the premises during the period concerned. 

"SVC" is the sewerage volumetric charge in terms of the 
sanitation tariff. 

"Vie" is the total volume, expressed in kilolitres of industrial 
effluent discharged from the premises during the period 
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concerned. 

"T" is the cost, as determined by the Council, of treating 1 kilolitre 
of wastewater. 

"COD" is the chemical oxygen demand of the effluent in 
milligrams per litre. In the event of the COD being less than 1 
000, the COD factor falls away. 

"SF" is the surcharge factor of the effluent calculated according to 
the formula: 

SF = Y(X-L)/L S 

Where - 

“Y” is the appropriate factor applicable to such parameters as 
stipulated in the miscellaneous tariffs of the City 
"X" is the concentration of one or more of the parameters listed in 
Schedule 1*. 

"L" is the by-law limit applicable to that particular parameter 
“L s ” is the Department of Water Affairs license standard for a 
particular parameter 

(i) No factor calculated by this formula may have a value less 
than zero; 

(ii) In the case of the pH parameter X represents the pH value 
and, if (X-L) results in a negative value, a positive value of 
the same magnitude must be substituted. 

(iii) Ls has been introduced into the formula in consideration of 
the DWA’s stringent permit/license conditions that the City’s 
wastewater treatments plants must comply with. Where 
there are permit and license standards, the license 
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standard will be applied; and where there are no license 
standards, the permit standard will be applied.* 

(3) The COD of industrial effluent is the rolling arithmetic average of 
four samples taken at any time during a six to twelve month 
period. 

(4) The SF of industrial effluent is the latest value determined. 

(5) The SF is cumulative for all parameters which are outside the 
limits set in Schedule 2. 

(6) If, for any reason, the requisite number of samples referred to in 
items (3) or (4) above is not taken, or more than four samples are 
taken, Council may determine an equitable COD and/or SF. 

(7) The owner/occupier of any premises is entitled to receive, on 
request, part of any sample taken from the premises before that 
sample is removed by Council. 

(8) Council shall make use of its part of the sample for billing 

purposes. 

(9) Test samples may be taken at any time deemed necessary by an 
authorized official to ascertain compliance of the industrial effluent 
with this by-law or any other standard determined in a permit, and 
the full costs shall be charged to the permit holder. 

Calculation of quantity of industrial effluent discharged 

(1) The Council determines the total quantity of industrial effluent 
discharged from any premises. 

(2) If industrial effluent and other wastewater are measured together, 
Council will make such allowance as it considers fair for such 
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other wastewater. 

(3) If the amount of industrial effluent discharged from any premises 
is not directly measured: 

(a) the Council will base the determination on the amount of 
water used at the premises, after making whatever 
allowance it considers fair for water used for domestic 
purposes or irrigation, loss to the atmosphere, or present in 
the products produced at the premises, and 

(b) if industrial effluent is discharged from the premises at 
more than one point, the Council will allocate the said 
amount of water to the points of discharge as accurately as 
possible. 

(4) If a measuring device is proved to be defective, the Council will, 
subject to item (5) below, make due allowance for the defect in its 
calculation of the quantity of discharge. 

(5) The Council may, by notice in writing, require the occupier, owner 
or person in control of, or using, any premises to provide such 
information, access or facilities Council considers necessary either 
for the accurate calculation of the charge payable, or to establish 
whether a charge is in fact payable in respect of the premises. 

(6) If the Council is of the opinion that the sampling does not 
represent the actual average quality of industrial effluent, then it 
may use an alternative acceptable method in order to determine 
an equitable industrial effluent charge. 

(7) If the Council is unable to assess the quantity or charge due 
because - 

(a) the formula referred to in item 1(2) above, is dispensed 
with, and/or 

(b) a notice referred to in item 2(5) above is not complied with 
and/or; 
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(c) any contravention of this by-law has taken place and as a 
result the charges due in respect of the premises 
concerned cannot be calculated accurately, 

the Council will assess the charge due as being such amount as it 
considers fair. 

(8) Notwithstanding item (7) above, the Council may, in order to 
assess any charge provided for in this by-law or to ensure 
compliance with any provision of this by-law, by notice in writing, 
require the owner of any premises, within a specified period and at 
the expense of the owner to provide and maintain such gauges or 
other measuring devices as the Council considers necessary to- 

(a) measure the volume of water used at the premises and the 
volume of water obtained from any source other than 
council; 

(b) measure separately the volume of water used for any 
specified purpose or in any specified portion of the 
premises; and 

(c) provide proof to the satisfaction of the Council that any 
gauge or device referred to in items 8(a) and 8(b) is 
functioning correctly and accurately. 

11.15 Surcharge: extraordinary treatment cost for industrial effluent 

Where the pollution loading (quality) of wastewater discharged into 
the sewerage system exceeds the pollution loading of ordinary 
domestic wastewater, the specific user or industrialist/owner will have 
to accept responsibility for the additional treatment and additional 
compliance monitoring cost (excluding the initial compliance 
monitoring). 

This additional charge shall be based on the Industrial Effluent 
Miscellaneous Tariff as well as the industrial effluent formulae as 
stipulated in this policy. This additional charge shall be billed monthly. 
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Where a discharger applies for an industrial effluent permit as 
stipulated in the Wastewater and Industrial effluent by-law, an 
applicable and non-refundable charge will be levied to the applicant 
for administrative costs associated with the processing, according to 
the Miscellaneous tariff schedule as reviewed annually. 

11.16 Industrial effluent rebates 

Industrial Effluent rebates shall only be granted on instances that aim 
to avoid detrimental impact to municipal infrastructure; where the 
owner has shown capital budget expenditure to improve the quality of 
industrial effluent and quantity discharged into the municipal system; 
and subject to the availability of an agreement between the City and 
the property owner. The agreement will be reviewed annually and 
applied for a specified period at an agreed upon percentage rate. 
The Director of Water and Sanitation shall have delegated authority 
to grant/revoke rebates at the discretion of the City. Each erf shall be 
limited to two rebate claims in each twelve-month period. 

11.17 Industrial effluent account adjustments 

Industrial Effluent account adjustments shall be granted , where 
applicable or upon request where there are disagreements with the 
Industrial Effluent account, subject to submission of credible 
documentation, by the applicant, in support of the adjustment claim. 
The Director of Water and Sanitation shall have delegated authority to 
investigate the matter, approve or not approve the adjustment claim, 
at the discretion of the City. Should a dispute arise, the Director of 
Water & Sanitation will endeavour to resolve the dispute at the 
discretion of the City and in accordance with the dispute procedure as 
stipulated in the City’s Credit Control and Debt Collection Policy. All 
documentation concerning adjustment claims shall be filed for audit 
scrutiny as and when required. 
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11.18 Surcharge: storm-water discharges into sewer 

Where an unauthorised discharge connection for storm-water runoff 
into the sewer is found, the owner of the premises will be given a 
notice period to either amend the connection to discharge it in an 
approved manner into the storm -water/road drainage system, or reach 
agreement for condoning the existing connection. An agreement is an 
option if a connection to the sewer is not deemed practically possible 
at the discretion of the Director: Water and Sanitation. The applicable 
Miscellaneous Tariff for either case will be charged on a monthly 
basis. 

11.19 Fixed Service Charges 

No fixed monthly Service Charge will be levied on users who 
discharge wastewater into a sewer system. 

1 1 .20 Connection charges 

Connection charges for all consumer categories shall be recovered, 
i.e. the full costs of the sewer connection installation. Correct cost 
allocation should be set up in the financial system to ensure that costs 
are recovered by the relevant tariff and that no inappropriate 
subsidisation occurs. 

11.21 Disconnections 

Domestic users - Due to the health risk related to effluent, a sewerage 
connection should not be disconnected if a user fails to pay. The 
water supplied to the user may be restricted in terms of the Credit 
Control and Debt Collection Policy that in turn will minimise the effluent 
discharged. 

Industrial/commercial users - In the event of an industrial effluent 
discharge from an user being found to be non-compliant with the 
Wastewater By-Law and in the opinion of the Director: Water and 
Sanitation to be harmful to the reticulation, treatment infrastructure or 
receiving bodies, Council may disconnect or seal off the sewer 
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connection until such time that Council is satisfied that the non- 
compliance has been fully attended to. Only then will Council 
authorise a reconnection at the cost of the user. The Sanitation By- 
Law also allows for Council to recover any cost of making good 
damages to its infrastructure, irrespective of whether the connection 
had been sealed off or not. 

1 1 .22 Adjustment to the calculated volume 

For industrial, commercial, domestic (cluster) and other rates 
categories only and specifically excluding the domestic full rates 
category, the Director: Water and Sanitation shall have delegated 
authority to adjust the deemed percentage of water used which is 
discharged into the sewerage system as wastewater. Scientifically- 
based calculations undertaken or accepted by a delegated official 
shall determine the adjustments which should more closely predict or 
measure the actual wastewater discharged. Should an applicant not 
return the necessary documentation, within he stipulated time-frames, 
for processing, the industrial/commercial will be billed at the default 
percentage 95% industrial / commercial and 90% domestic cluster. 

11.23 Contributions 

Income from sanitation charges should not be used to subsidise other 
rates and general funded services. 

1 1 .24 Sanitation charges where Prepayment Meters have been installed 

A Prepayment Meter may be installed at the discretion of the Director: 
Water and Sanitation. The relationship between the amount offered 
and the volume supplied will be dependent on the standard monthly 
consumption as calculated. The sanitation discharged will be 
purchased at the same time as the water. 
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11.25 Relationship between rebated water for underground leaks and 
volumetric sanitation charge 

Any water deemed to be lost through a leak on the primary plumbing 
of an erf, as provided for in paragraph 10 of the Policy, shall be 
deducted from the volume of water used to compile the volumetric 
sanitation charges, taking into account the sanitation charge capping 
that exists on relevant tariff categories. 

Rebates will apply to Domestic Customers, schools, churches, 
charities, homeless shelters, homes catering for the health of 
physically or mentally challenged individuals old aged homes as 
defined and vulnerable groups and will not apply to customers outside 
the municipal area. 

1 2. GENERAL POLICIES FOR WATER AND SANITATION TARIFFS 

12.1 Contributions 

As a general principle there will be no contribution from water and 
sanitation to the Rates and General Fund, unless specifically imposed 
by Council for a specific financial year. 

12.2 Subsidies 

Reasonable and appropriate cross-subsidisation may be applied 
between consumer categories. All applied subsidies (including those 
within and between consumer categories) must be disclosed to the 
extent that this is practical. 

12.3 Departures 

Departures from any of the principles in this Policy may be made 
at the discretion of the Director: Water and Sanitation, only where 
there are sound practical reasons that prevent the implementation 
of the Policy at the present time and/or where the phased adoption 
of the Policy or policies would reduce an otherwise onerous 
burden on Council and/or consumers. A financial burden on an 
indigent household under specific exceptional circumstances could 
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also be a valid reason for authorising a departure. The reasons for 
any departures must be recorded in writing. 

1 2.4 Principles upon which tariff policy is based 

The calculation of all tariffs is based on the general principles of 
full cost recovery, to protect the basic level of service and to 
ensure long-term sustainability of the service. This will include the 
cost of backlogs, maintenance and renewal of plants and networks 
as well as the cost of new infrastructure. 

12.5 Frequency of tariff setting 

All tariffs are determined on an annual basis, with due cognisance 

of adjustments between approved reduction levels necessitated by 
water restrictions. 

12.6 VAT 

VAT is charged as per the existing national tax legislation on ail 
consumptive tariffs and all miscellaneous tariffs as indicated in the 
schedules. 

12.7 Availability charge 

An availability charge shall apply to serviced vacant or 
undeveloped land for both the water and sanitation services. 

12.8 Consumer deposit 

A consumer deposit will be levied with the commencement of services 
to a consumer, to allow for unpaid bills that may arise later, especially 
during ownership transfer periods. With effect from 2014/15 onwards 
the payment of the consumer deposit will no longer be applied to 
domestic customers. 

1 2.9 Charges for the replacement of standpipe tags 

A charge for the tag used to obtain access to water will become 
effective where such needs to be replaced. 
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12.10 Charges for Standard or Pre-paid Hydrant Standpipes 

The charges for standard or pre-paid hydrant standpipes are reflected 
in the miscellaneous tariff schedules. 

In instances where a hydrant standpipe is not returned or cannot be 
presented for reading purposes by the applicant / user to the City of 
Cape Town, the City will continue to charge the monthly rental charge 
as well as an estimate of water consumed based on the standard flow 
rate: 

20mm Standpipe: 2.5kl/h x 8 hours x 21 days = 420kl per month x 
Miscellaneous tariff charge 

50mm Standpipe: 25kl/h x 8 hours x 21 days = 4200kl per month x 
Miscellaneous tariff charge 

Such rates will continue to be applied until such time that applicant / 
user returns the hydrant standpipe or advises council that such 
hydrant standpipe has been lost. 

12.11 Charges for plumbing related work performed by City official on 
private property 

The owner is responsible to comply with the by-law on items relating to 
the abuse of water which includes the identification of leaks that exist 
on the private property. The request for an official of the City of Cape 
Town to perform plumbing related investigation or work on private 
property will be charged at the appropriate tariff. 

12.12 Forfeiting of unused free basic allocations 

Any free basic allocation not used by the end of each month / 
metering period / billing cycle will be forfeited. Such allocation per 
month / metering period / billing cycle to be calculated as: 

6 kilolitres x 12 months / 365 days (366 in leap years) x the number of 
days for the specific period for water; and 

4.2 kilolitres x 12 months / 365 days (366 in leap years) x the number 
of days for the specific period for sanitation.

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2. ELECTRICITY TARIFFS 

2.1 Electricity tariffs consist of consumption based tariffs and sundry tariffs. 

2.2 Consumption based tariffs will be used for the service consumption of 
electrical energy and/or demand capacity supplied, wheeled, installed or 
required by the customer. 

2.3 Consumption base tariffs may consist of any combination of service 
charges, administrative charges, network access charges, energy 
charges, demand charges and wheeling charges. These charges may be 
further subdivided and may be seasonally differentiated. 

2.4 Sundry tariffs may include Connection Fees, Miscellaneous Tariffs, 
Special Tariffs, Development Capital Tariffs, Street Lighting Tariffs and 
Subsidised Tariffs as contained in the Schedule of Tariffs. 

3. CATEGORIES OF USERS 

3.1 Consumption based tariffs shall distinguish between Residential and 
Commercial/Industrial Customers. 

3.2 Residential customers shall be customers in private residential 
establishments (including, but not limited to, houses, apartments, blocks of 
flats, townhouse complexes, bed and breakfast establishments, second 
dwellings and home occupation, and bona fide residential establishments 
registered by the Welfare Department) where electricity is used primarily 
for residential use and the authorised capacity provided to a single 
customer does not exceed 100 A three phase. 

3.3 Commercial/Industrial customers are those not defined as Residential 
Customers and includes, but are not limited to, halls, places of worship, 
schools, sports clubs, restaurants, theatres, consulting room 
establishments, and all other commercial and industrial premises. 
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Residential establishments such as hotels, hostels, guest houses, 
boarding houses and retirement homes, or where the authorised capacity 
provided to a single residential customer exceeds 100 A three phase will 
also be regarded as Commercial customers. 

3.4 There may be sub-categories for Residential Customers and 
Commercial/Industrial Customers based on Categories of Service. 

4. CATEGORIES OF SERVICE 

4.1 Electricity tariffs may be defined for different categories of service provided 
where these categories of service are based on: 

(a) type of service; 

(b) level of Service Consumption; 

(c) type of connection; 

(d) time of use; and 

(e) Other. 

4.2 Type of Service may include Wheeling and the supply of Renewable 
Energy. 

4.3 Levels of Service Consumption may include all service consumption as 
defined in 2.2 and also levels of electricity purchases. 

4.4 Type of connection may include Low Voltage, Medium Voltage or High 
Voltage supply at the Point of Supply. It may further include the authorised 
capacity at any one of these voltage levels. 

4.5 Other may include the type of Meter installed, municipal property valuation 
and/or geographic location. 

4.6 A Basic Service, that is applicable to Residential Customers only, will 
consist of access to 50 kWh per month at a minimum authorised capacity 
of 20 A. This service may be subsidised. 
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5. APPLICATION OF TARIFFS 

5.1 GENERAL 

5.1.1 Electricity tariffs shall be applied consistently with the categories of 
users and categories of service at each metered point of supply, 
provided that final discretion resides with the Service Provider. 

5.1.2 Where a choice of tariff exists, the responsibility for that choice lies 
with the customer. No retrospective adjustments will be entertained. 

5.1.3 Any approved increases in the tariff shall be applied to monthly 
accounts on a pro-rata basis from the day on which the revised tariff is 
implemented, with the exception of demand charges which will be 
levied at the revised rate. 

5.1.4 Customers installing prepayment meters may pay the connection fee 
up front or via the pre-payment vending system. 

5.2 COMMERCIAL/INDUSTRIAL 

5.2.1 Customers with authorised capacity of up to 500 kVA may elect to take 
their supply at the Small or Large Power User LV tariffs 

5.2.2 Customers with authorised capacity of between 500 kVA and 1 MVA 
must be charged at either the Low or Medium Voltage Large Power 
User Tariff. 

5.2.3 Customers with authorised capacity above 1 MVA must be charged at 
either the Large Power User Medium Voltage Tariff or one of the Time 
of Use Tariffs. 

5.2.4 Customers shall take their supply at the Small Power User 2 tariff only 
if they have installed a pre-payment meter at their own expense, 
should one not already be installed. 
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5.2.5 Customers with AMI installed, and Non-residential Small Scale 
Embedded Generation customers, shall not be permitted to take their 
supply at the Small Power User 2 tariff. 

5.2.6 As of 1 July 2016, all new Large Power Connections shall be charged 
at the appropriate Large User TOU tariff. New customers will not be 
allowed to take their supply at the existing Large Power User or Time 
of Use MV tariffs. Existing customers shall have the option to migrate 
to the new Large User tariffs. 

5.3 RESIDENTIAL 

5.3.1 Customers receiving more than 450 kWh per month on average over a 
period of 12 consecutive months shall take their supply at the 
Domestic or Home User Tariff. 

5.3.2 Subject to 5.3.1, new customers may only take their supply at the 
Lifeline Tariff if they have a pre-payment meter installed and have a 
municipal property valuation as defined in Section 24(2) of the City’s 
Credit Control and Debt Collection Policy. 

Customers with credit meters installed shall not be permitted to take 
their supply at the Lifeline tariff. 

Existing Lifeline customers with a prepaid meter and a municipal 
property valuation of R1 million or more shall not be permitted to 
remain on the Lifeline tariff as of 1 October 2016. 

5.3.3 Subject to 5.3.1, and notwithstanding 5.3.2, customers may also take 
their supply at the Lifeline Tariff provided that they receive a partial 
rebate as set out in paragraphs 5.8 and 5.9 of the City’s Rates Policy. 

5.3.4 Subject to 5.3.1, and notwithstanding 5.3.2, customers may also take 
their supply at the Lifeline Tariff provided that they qualify and are 
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registered as indigent as set out in Chapter 4 of the City’s Credit 
Control and Debt Collection Policy. 

5.3.5 Subject to 5.3.1 , bona fide Old Age Homes being run by Non-Profit or 
Public Benefit Organisation who qualify for and receive a Rates 
Rebate in terms of Section 5.12 (sub-sections 1 through 6) of the 
City’s Rates Policy and where individual metering exists, may upon 
application to and at the discretion of the Service Provider be 
permitted to take these individual supplies at the Lifeline Tariff. 

5.3.6 Customers in qualifying low cost housing schemes, City Backyarder 
Programmes or informal settlements may pay the subsidised 
connection fee. 

6. PREPAID TOKENS 

6.1 All unused prepaid tokens purchased as of 1 July 2016 shall expire 
after 36 months. Customers will need to utilise tokens prior to the 
expiry date of the token, or forfeit the energy purchased. No refunds or 
replacements of expired tokens shall be entertained. 

6.2 For tokens utilised that need to be transferred between prepayment 
meters, or between a prepayment meter and Small Scale Embedded 
Generation or Small Power User, the following applies: 

6.2.1 The first 2000 verified kWh will be replaced/monetised unit for 
unit (for prepayment meter to prepayment meter) or at the 
current average rate (for SSEG/SPU) 

6.2.2 The next 3000 verified kWh (2001 -5000kWh) will be 
replaced/monetised at a calculated historic purchase price 

6.2.3 Replacement/monetisation of any verified kWh above 5000kWh 
shall require approval by the Director: Electricity Services. 

7. TARIFF APPROVAL 

7.1 Tariffs are approved by Council in terms of clause 24(2)(c)(ii) of the 
Municipal Finance Management Act 56 of 2003, and by the National 
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Energy Regulator of South Africa (NERSA) in terms of clause 4(a)(ii) of the 
Electricity Regulation Act 4 of 2006. If the tariffs approved by Council differ 
from the tariffs approved by NERSA, the Council approved tariffs shall be 
applied, until the matter is resolved. 
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CHAPTER 4 

SOLID WASTE MANAGEMENT TARIFF POLICY 

1 PREAMBLE 

1.1 The demand for waste disposal has grown in recent years due to 
economic and population growth in the City. This has placed strain on 
the available airspace resources of landfill sites in the area and the City 
is rapidly running out of available airspace for the disposal of waste. 

1.2 To combat this trend, the National Waste Minimisation Strategy has 
determined various principles and objectives that must be implemented 
by local government. To achieve this, the City is in the process of 
restructuring and realigning its services. The latter will include 
partnership arrangements and local economic development initiatives 
focussed on community, business and industry involvement linked to 
various technical solutions and financial mechanisms to achieve the 
strategic objective of minimising waste as far as possible. 

1.3 Responsible waste management services are vital to the health and 
wellbeing of all people and the conservation of the environment. While 
waste management services in the Cape Metropolitan Area are 
generally of a high standard, there should be a striving for continual 
improvement in four broad areas: 

1 .3.1 extending access to basic waste management services (to all Formal 
and Informal Households); 

1.3.2 efficient and effective supply of services (through service 
optimisation, improved resource management, waste minimisation, 
public awareness and education, reducing expenditure and 
increasing efficiency); 

1.3.3 managing and improving the quality of services provided (through a 
performance management system to effect improved service 
responsiveness, and greater customer care); and 
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1 .3.4 the maintenance of waste management infrastructure to minimise the 
cost of replacement or development of capital assets and 
infrastructure. 

1.4 The Policy deals with both residential waste management and non- 
residential waste management services, as provided by the City or on 
behalf of the City. This Policy, however, establishes the principle that 
the cost-benefit of services provided on behalf of the City should be 
equal to or better than the cost benefit of the City-provided services. 

1 .5 The Policy does not deal with the cost for services rendered by another 
entity where the City does not render a service due to a decision of the 
City. 

2 PURPOSE AND OBJECTIVE 

2.1 The Policy is developed in accordance with the General Tariff Policy 
and the legislative compliance recorded in paragraph 1 thereof. 

2.2 The purpose of the Policy is to establish guidelines for the 
determination of waste management tariffs. 

2.3 The main objective of the Policy is to record - 

2.3.1 the principles that guide the tariff structure and how the tariff is 
determined; as well as 

2.3.2 the tariffs. 

3 POLICY PRINCIPLES 

The following broad principles have been used to inform the 
development of the Policy - 

3.1 Access to basic services 

Waste management tariffs for residential use should be “pro-poor” in 
their orientation and should seek to ensure that a minimum basic level 
of service is affordable for all households, ensuring that all Formal and 
Informal Households have access to basic waste management 
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services. The Policy must support the viability and sustainability of 
waste management services to the poor. Formal and Informal 
Households must have access to at least basic services through - 

3.1 .1 a free basic bagged service for Informal Households; 

3.1 .2 a basic 240L Container for Formal Households; 

3.1 .3 tariffs that cover operating and maintenance costs; and 

3.1.4 any other direct or indirect method of subsidisation of tariffs for poor 
households. 

3.2 Non-Discrimination and Fairness 

The City is committed to fairness. 

The Policy should be fair to ensure that it treats all users in similar 
circumstances in the same way. In other words, it treats waste 
management service users equitably in the application of tariffs and 
does not unfairly discriminate between users. Waste management 
tariffs may, however, differentiate or discriminate between different 
categories of users, debtors, service providers, services, service 
standards, geographical areas (based on the usage of properties) and 
other matters. Such differentiation or discrimination may not 
necessarily be in breach of this Policy as long as the differentiation or 
discrimination does not amount to unfair discrimination. 

3.3 Cost reflectivity 

Waste management tariffs must include all the costs reasonably 
associated with rendering the service including capital, operating, 
maintenance, administration and replacement costs and interest 
charges. Correct cost allocations should be made that will allow costs to 
be mapped against the tariffs required so as to reflect those costs and 
prevent residential users cross subsidising non-residential users. It 
should also include the cost for those waste management services 
provided for or on behalf of the City, which cannot be allocated to a 
specific consumer. This may include Cleansing and ad hoc cleaning 
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services. 

3.4 Revenue sufficiency 

The revenue from all waste management-related tariffs should cover 
the full costs of service delivery, including operational and maintenance 
costs, rehabilitation, replacement and extension of the infrastructure, 
provision for bad debt as well as financing and depreciation charges for 
capital work not financed through any grant, subsidy or donation. 
Revenue sufficiency may be defined to include surcharges on the tariff 
for a service in appropriate circumstances, and contributions to capital 
development and other funds. 

3.5 Sustainability 

Waste Management tariffs should be set at levels that facilitate the 
financial sustainability of the service. Innovative debt management 
schemes should be implemented to promote payment. Waste 
management tariffs shall also encourage the economical, efficient and 
effective use of airspace, the reduction of waste to landfill, the recycling 
of waste and other appropriate environmental objectives. Adequate 
provision must also be made for funding the on-going rehabilitation of 
waste infrastructure. Tax incentives, rebates and other income streams, 
such as waste to energy cost recoveries are components that can only 
be factored in once a full cost accounting model, which takes into 
account development, social and environmental factors, has been 
developed to inform future waste management financial decision- 
making. 

3.6 Transparency 

The extent of subsidisation of tariffs for low-income persons or persons 
comprising low-income communities; who live in remote, isolated or low 
density communities who are seniors or other similarly vulnerable users 
and other categories of users should be fully disclosed. Correct cost 
allocation should be done in the spirit of transparency. 
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3.7 Alleviation of poverty 

Subsidies (including those within and between User categories) should 
be disclosed to the extent that this is practical. Correct cost allocations 
and measurement of historical costs must take place to ensure that the 
policy of cost recovery is adhered to and that no inappropriate 
subsidisation occurs. 

4 DEFINITIONS 

In this Policy, unless the context otherwise indicates- 

240 L Container (Wheelie A wheeled waste Container with a capacity of 
bin) 240L, provided by the City for the storage and 

disposal of waste in areas identified for 
containerisation. 

A wheeled waste Container with a capacity of 
660L and 770L provided by the City for the 
storage and disposal of waste, to be used for 
informal traders’ waste or special events. 

Agricultural Land All property zoned as agricultural on the Valuation 

Roll and includes small holdings and properties 
with Usage Codes i.e.: J01 -J08. 

Availability Charge A charge payable on all Vacant Land. 

Backyarders Households on council rental stock property within 

a given area and registered as backyard dwellers 
as determined by Council. 

Demolition Waste and Waste, excluding hazardous waste, generated 

Clean Builders Rubble during the construction, alteration, repair or 

demolition of any structure both man made or 
natural, and includes concrete chunks, rubble, 
earth and rock displaced during the construction, 
alteration, repair or demolition 

Clean Rubble defined as waste consisting of 
concrete chunks, broken bricks, sand, stone, 
Clean Rubble, Sand & cement, plaster and similar inert materials, but 

Soils excluding paper, plastic, asbestos cement waste, 

wood, glass and metal. However if Builders 
Rubble is contaminated by more than 10% then it 
will be regarded as mixed general waste, which 
will be charged at the Full General Waste 
Disposal Tariff.

5 SERVICE 

The City shall, for purposes of this Policy, render the following services: 

5.1 Waste Collection. A containerised kerbside Collection of Clean 

Garden Waste, Domestic Waste, Non-domestic/business waste, 
Recyclable Material and the handling of Special Events waste, on 
request, by the City; 

5.2 Cleansing. 

5.2.1 Removal of any solid waste (litter, dumping etc.) on City owned open 
public property in preparation for or after any events held in the 
Metro; 

5.2.2 The supply, servicing and removal of 660L / 770L containers utilised 
for events or traders waste; 

5.2.3 The supply, servicing and removal of street litter bins for events on 
City owned public properties. 

5.3 Waste Minimization. Any activity to prevent or reduce the volume 
and/or environmental impact of waste that is generated, treated, stored 
or disposed of through mechanisms such as re-using, recycling and 
processing waste for re-use; and 

5.4 Waste Disposal. The disposal of Building/Demolition Waste, Clean 
Garden Waste, Domestic Waste, Hazardous Waste, Industrial Waste, 
Residential Garage Waste and Recyclable Material by the City. 
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6 TARIFF DETERMINATION CONSIDERATIONS 

6.1 The costs incurred by the City are unique and the costs include the 
following - 

6.1 .1 Waste generation volumes; 

6.1.2 Emptying the Containers; 

6.1 .3 Transporting the waste collected to the nearest disposal facility; 

6.1.4 Remuneration; 

6.1.5 Handling costs flowing from the separation of recyclable material 
from the non-recyclable waste; 

6.1 .6 Disposal /land filling costs; 

6.1 .7 Management of drop-offs at Disposal facilities; 

6.1.8 Provision for Containers and replacement thereof if damaged, lost or 
stolen; 

6.1 .9 Provision for bad debts; 

6.1.10 General administrative costs and overheads; 

6.1 .1 1 Depreciation and interest on borrowings; 

6.1.12 Capital and infrastructure replacement reserves; 

6.1.13 Rehabilitation of landfill sites: and 

6.1.14 Implementation of waste minimisation initiatives. 
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7 USER CATEGORIES 

The City shall distinguish all waste collection services between two 
User categories, namely, Residential Properties and Non-Residential 
Properties. 

Waste management tariffs for the City-provided services or those 
provided by other entities on behalf of the City shall accordingly 
distinguish between the same two User categories. The City reserves 
the right to render the Services to Residential Properties. 

Both User categories, with the exception of Vacant Land, must have a 
legal waste service as prescribed in the Tariff By-Law. Based on the 
infrastructure of the City and environmental and health concerns, 
Residential Properties are compelled to use the City service and may 
not use private contractors directly. 

Non-Residential Properties may opt to use either the City service or the 
private contractor directly. 

All Vacant Land, irrespective of its current or future intended usage, will, 
until developed, be charged for availability. 

7.1 Residential Properties 

7.1.1 Service categories 

7. 1.1.1 The waste management tariff structure for Formal Residential 
users shall distinguish between four different service categories, 
which are defined in Schedule 1: Utility Services - Solid Waste 
Management Tariffs (Consumptive and Miscellaneous), 

namely - 

7.1 .1 .1 .1 Black lid 240L Container service. 

7. 1 . 1 . 1.2 Additional Black lid 240L Container service. Any Residential 
Property User may request one or more additional Black lid 
240L Container service subject to the area being containerised 
and subject to the Credit Control and Debt Collection Policy. 
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7. 1.1. 1.3 Enhanced (thrice per week) 240L Container service (excluding 
Single residential properties). 

7. 1 . 1 . 1.4 Lockable 240L Container service. 

7. 1.1. 1.5 Recycling Container service. A dry waste collection service for 
participating users in pilot areas as determined by Council. The 
City to provide recycling Container(s). 

7. 1 . 1 . 2 The service levels for each of the service categories referred to in 
paragraph 7.1.1 are defined in Schedule 1: Utility Services - 
Solid Waste Management Tariffs (Consumptive and 
Miscellaneous). 

7.1.2 The waste management tariff structure for Informal Residential users 
shall be: 

A free bagged service is provided to Informal Settlements because of 
the lack infrastructure to accommodate Containers. Should the 
infrastructure of the Informal Settlements change, the City will review 
the service offered and consider rendering a containerised service. 

7.1.3 The City shall provide the Containers to the Users. The Containers 
shall at all times remain the property of the City. 

7.1 .4 The property owner shall at all times be responsible for the Container 
and may only use it for the intended purpose of the rendering of the 
Services by or through the City. 

7.1.5 The replacement cost of the Container fitted with a RFID will be for 
the property owner when lost/stolen or damaged as a result of the 
negligence of the property owner or persons residing at, visiting, or 
occupying the property. Bins damaged by the City during collection 
operations will be replaced at no cost. 

7.1.6 All existing Containers without RFID which are lost/stolen will be 
replaced at no cost provided that an affidavit from the South Africa 
Police Service is supplied to the City. Containers damaged as a 
result of the negligence of the property owner or persons residing at, 
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visiting, or occupying the property. Bins damaged by the City during 
collection operations will be replaced at no cost. 

7.1.7 Billing 

7.1 .7.1 In all instances the property owner will be billed and not the tenant. 
The City will not enter into a service delivery agreement with a 
tenant of a property. In the case of sectional title developments 
and blocks of flats, billing will be in terms of a service delivery 
agreement. The minimum number of Containers to be billed will be 
at least a third of the total number of living units in the 
development whether the Service is used or not. 

7. 1.7.2 Basic 240L bin (Minimised) service rebate. Only to be considered 
and approved for residential Sectional Title complexes & blocks of 
flats who are able to prove that they are using a City accredited 
contractor to separate and remove recyclables. The evaluation of 
applications and determination of rebates are considered & 
authorised by the Director: Solid Waste Management Services or 
Delegated Authority. The number of 240L containers may be 
reduced up to a minimum of a quarter of the number of habitable 
units. The rebate is applicable from date of approval and must be 
re-newed on an annual basis. Regular inspections will be held to 
confirm that the terms of the contract is being upheld. In the event 
of breach of contract: 1) Benefits will be void from date of 
inspection, and 2) Billing will revert to compliance with Policy 
(Section 7. 1.7.1) 

7. 1.7.3 Single Residential Properties will be billed for a basic 240L 
Container service irrespective of whether the Service is used or 
not, whether a Container is issued or not . Billing for Residential 
Properties (first Container) is automatic and no service delivery 
agreement is required or the owner will be billed for the number of 
containers as confirmed by internal inspectors and/or external 
auditors appointed by the City. 
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7. 1.7.4 The RFID will be fitted to all new and existing 240L and recycling 
Containers, subject to availability. 

7. 1.7.5 In areas where the Lockable bin service is considered necessary, 
in the discretion of the City, the prevailing tariff will be applicable 
without exception. 

7. 1.7.6 Only in the case of Residential Sectional Title Properties will the 
body corporate be billed. The 240L Containers will be charged to 
the body corporate and the Container rebate will be "R0". 
However, if the body corporate requests that each owner (of a 
unit) be billed separately, then all units will be billed for one 
Container each at the applicable tariff and rebate. 

7. 1.7.7 In the case of Organisations accredited by HOMAC, they will be 
billed. The account will be linked to the accredited organisation, 
subject to a service delivery agreement with the City. 

7. 1.7.8 Formal Households participating in the dry recyclables project will 
be billed at a zero tariff for the Recycling Container. 

Black lid 240L Container service. All property owners 
(excluding sectional title properties and blocks of rented flats) are 
automatically billed for one basic Black lid 240L Container service. 

7. 1.7.9 Additional Black lid 240L Container service. Any Residential 
Property User may request one or more additional Black lid 240L 
Container service subject to the area being containerised. The 
account is directly linked to the residential property number (erf 
number etc.) and served on the property owner. The additional 
service is subject to a service delivery agreement with the City and 
subject to the Credit Control and Debt Collection Policy or as 
confirmed by the City through a bin audit. 

7.1.7.10 Enhanced (thrice per week) 240L Container service. Only 
specified Users (sectional title and blocks of flats) may request a 
Blue lid 240L Container service in addition to the Black lid 240L 
Container service subject to the area being containerised and 
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users will be billed for at least a minimum of a third of the number 
of living units. The number of Containers is based on the service 
delivery agreement with the City. The account is directly linked to 
the property number (erf number etc.) and served on the property 
owner. 

7.1.7.11 Lockable 240L Container service. Lockable 240L Container 
Service. Will be provided in baboon-infested areas as determined 
by the City in consultation with the Baboon Management Team. 
Other areas may be considered by Council. 

7.1.7.12 Recycling Container service. Recycling Container service: A dry 
waste collection service for participating users in pilot areas as 
determined by Council. The City to provide recycling Container(s). 

7.1.8 Exemptions - 

7.1 .8.1 separate title common property for non-habitable purposes only, in 
group housing and sectional title developments e.g. roads, pools, 
parking areas, garages, refuse rooms, security, etc.; 

7. 1 . 8 . 2 islands e.g. Robben Island; 

7. 1.8. 3 properties where refuse exemption clauses in terms of town 
planning legislation were approved prior to 2008; 

7.1 .8.4 properties with Usage code A09,E01 & E07 to E09; 

7. 1.8. 5 hostels, guesthouses and old age homes are not regarded as 
residential; and 

7. 1.8. 6 private land which the City, due to economic, operational and 
practical reasons should not service. (Accredited service provider 
will be supported.)

The RFID will be fitted to all new and existing 240L Containers, 
subject to availability, at no additional cost to property owners. 

In all new agreements the property owner will be billed and not the 
tenant, however, in the case where a property management 
agency is involved and they have power of attorney, they may 
apply for services on behalf of the owner, although the settlement 
of the account remains the responsibility of the property owner. 
Existing agreements with tenants will be phased out. 

In the case of Non-Residential sectional title developments, the 
owner or body corporate will be billed as follows 

Black lid 240L Container service. Request for one or more 
Black lid 240L Container service. The billing is based on the 
actual service delivery agreement with the City. The account is

7.2. 2. 5.2 Enhanced 240L Container service. Request for increased 
collection frequency. The service level (number of Containers 
and frequency) is based on the actual service delivery 
agreement with the City. The account is directly linked to the 
property owner. 

7.2. 2. 5.3 Lockable 240L Container Service. Lockable 240L Containers 
will be provided in baboon-infested areas as determined by the 
City in consultation with the Baboon Management Team. Other 
areas may be considered by Council. The account is directly 
linked to the property owner. 

7.3 Vacant Land 

7.3.1 Service categories 

7.3. 1.1 The waste management tariff structure for Vacant Land only 
provides for a single tariff, namely: 

7.3. 1.1.1 Availability Charge: A fixed charge for all Vacant Land. All 
Vacant Land is included irrespective of its current or future 
intended usage. 

7.3. 1 . 1 . 2 All Vacant Land within the municipal area is considered to be 
serviceable. 

7.3.2 Billing categories 

7.3.2. 1 In all instances the property owner will be billed and not a tenant. 

7.3. 2. 2 Availability Charge: All property owners of Vacant Land are 
automatically billed for an Availability Charge. 

7.3.3 Exemptions 


7.3.3. 1 


City-owned property; 
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7.3. 3. 2 private land not serviceable (individual erven not reachable due to 
un-built roads); 

7.3. 3. 3 private land which the City, due to economic, operational and 
practical reasons should not service.

8 REBATES AND SUBSIDIES 

8.1 Rebated services funded from the indigent account: Residential 
Properties 

8.1.1 Indigent Bin Subsidy/Rebate applies to the total improved value of 
the property. 

8.1.2 The City has implemented a Rebated Waste Management Service 
Policy as follows: 

8.1 .2.1 Informal Settlements - receive a free door-to-door waste collection 
service as determined by the City; 

8. 1 . 2. 2 Formal Households (excluding Sectional Title Schemes) - receive 
a rebated waste collection service based on property value as 
follows: 

8. 1.2. 2.1 Value from R1 and up to R100 000 receive a 100% rebate - 
this excludes Housing properties valued at R0, which will 
continue to receive 100% rebate.; 

8. 1.2. 2.2 valued between R100 001 and up to R150 000 receive a 75% 
rebate; 
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8. 1.2. 2.3 valued between R150 001 and up to R350 000 receive a 50% 
rebate; 

8. 1 . 2 . 2.4 valued between R350 001 and up to R400 000 receive a 25% 
rebate. 

8.1.3 In terms of paragraph 27 of the Credit Control & Debt Collection 
Policy, customers registered on the Indigent Register will qualify for a 
rebate on the first 240L Container as follows: 

8.1 .3.1 Customers earning R3 500 and below receive 1 00% rebate; 

8.1 .3.2 Customers earning between R3 501 to R4 000 will receive 75% rebate; 

8.1 .3.3 Customers earning between R4 001 to R4 500 will receive 50% rebate; 

8.1 .3.4 Customers earning between R4 501 to R5 000 will receive 25% rebate; 

8.2 Rebated services for Organisations accredited by HOMAC are 
subsidised by the Residential Tariff 

The City has implemented a rebate for Organisations accredited by 
HOMACas follows: A 50% rebate on the collection charge for a once 
per week frequency will apply for the first 15 (fifteen) 240 L black lid 
refuse Containers. Any additional Containers will be charged at the full 
rate. 

8.3 Contributions 

Income from disposal charges should not be used to subsidise other 
rates-funded services. Income from collection charges could be used to 
subsidise the provision of integrated collection, disposal and cleansing 
services to informal households. 

9 AD HOC GARDEN REFUSE REMOVAL SERVICE 

This service is only available to Formal Residential Properties on the 
scheduled refuse collection day. Charges will be raised in terms of the 
number of 85L bags removed. 
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1 0 SCHEDULED REFUSE COLLECTION SERVICE 

Refuse collection is a scheduled service. However, if it is not collected 
on the scheduled day, it will be collected soon thereafter. At the latest it 
will be collected on the following scheduled day and any additional bags 
due to accumulation of additional waste will be accepted. 

11 WASTE DISPOSAL 

Disposal of waste at a disposal facility is based on a fixed rate per mass 
of waste disposed which will be applied as follows: 

11.1 Actual mass per weighbridge transactions; or 

1 1 .2 Carrying capacity in the absence of operational weighbridges based on: 

11.2.1 Fixed body vehicle which will be charged at carrying capacity of the 
vehicle; or 

11.2.2 Loose body vehicle which will be charged at an average carrying 
capacity of the Container. 

1 1 .2.2.1 1 0/1 5/30 cubic meters = 9tons 

1 1 .2.2.2 6/8 cubic meters = 6tons 

11.2.2.3 <6 cubic meters = 3tons 

11.2.2.4 <3 cubic meters = 1 ton 

11.3 The rounding of quantities at disposal facilities (tonnages) will be as 
follows: 

11.3.1 Any quantity will be rounded up to the nearest Half Ton. This is 
applicable to actual mass at the weighbridges. 

12 CLEANSING 


Illegal dumping and/or cleaning before, during or after events will be 
based on actual cost. 
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1 3 APPLICATION FOR THE SUPPLY OF SERVICES: SOLID WASTE 

In the following instances the completion of an application form by the 
registered property owner for the supply of Services is required - 

13.1 for new or change in level of service required by Non-Residential 
Properties; 

13.2 for the change in the level of service required by Residential Properties; 

13.3 in the case of change in ownership of the property, the old service level 
will be retained pending changes to Schedule 1: Utility Services - 
Solid Waste Management Tariffs (Consumptive and 
Miscellaneous). 

1 4 ADJUSTMENT TO ACCOUNTS 

14.1 Accounts to be adjusted on documented proof of an amended service level 
agreement (letter, email, etc.) may be corrected in line with paragraph 5.14. 

14.2 If the City has proof of initial service, but neither the City nor the owner has 
proof of an amendment to the service and the current service level verified by 
the City is different to the financial billing, then the billing may be corrected in 
line with paragraph 5. 14. .14.3 If the City also does not have any 
documented proof of the initial service, the adjustment may be corrected in 
line with paragraph 5.14 During data clean-up exercises the City may adjust 
the account in line with paragraph 5.14, if the City has provided a service, 
but the financial billing is different to the current service level. 

1 5 SPECIAL REMOVAL SERVICE FOR COLLECTIONS 

15.1 Special Events for Collection Services will be rendered if requested by a 
registered account holder and based on acceptance of a quote provided 
by the City. 

15.2 The Special Events Collection Services will be rendered, on request 
and subject to the availability of resources and not exceeding a period 
of 21 calendar days, in accordance with the service levels defined in 

Schedule 1: Utility Services - Solid Waste Management Tariffs 
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(Consumptive and Miscellaneous) provided on request. 

15.3 Delivery & Retrieval of Containers from the bin store may occur during 
the City’s office hours. The prescribed application documents must be 
fully completed and approved at the Solid Waste Collection Branch 15 
working days prior to the date of the service being required. If 
Containers are lost, stolen or damaged, replacement and/or repairs are 
to be borne by the applicant Schedule 1: Utility Services - Solid 
Waste Management Tariffs (Consumptive and Miscellaneous). 

1 6 SERVICE AT DROP OFF 

The Service at the drop-off facilities is free provided Users adhere to 
conditions for Usage including that waste must be transported by car, 
trailer or LDV with total carrying capacity not exceeding 1 .5 tons in 
accordance with the service levels contained in Schedule 1: Utility 
Services - Solid Waste Management Tariffs (Consumptive and 
Miscellaneous). 

1 7 DISPOSAL COUPONS AND/OR SPECIAL WASTE PERMITS 

Disposal Coupons and/or Special Waste Permits do not expire until the 
earlier of - 

17.1 the date on which its full value has been redeemed in exchange for the 
disposal; or 

1 7.2 three years after the date on which it was issued. 

Disposal Coupons and/or Special Waste Permits not redeemed during 
the Financial Year within which it was purchased, will be refunded for 
up to three years after the date on which it was issued. 

17.3 Disposal Coupons must be purchased in advance at Municipal Offices. 

17.4 Refunds of Disposal Coupons will be dealt with in terms of Chapter 6 of the 
Credit Control & Debt Collection Policy 
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18 GENERAL 

The City may supply bags for utilization in clean-up campaigns at no 
cost subject to the availability of funds and at the discretion of the 
Director: Solid Waste Management Services. 

19 APPEAL 

Should the owner, body corporate or property management agent not 
be satisfied with the outcome of an adjustment in the tariffs, he/she may 
appeal (in writing) to the City Manager within 21 days in terms of 
Section 62 of the Systems Act. 

20 TERMINATIONS 

Termination of service is to be done by letter, e-mail, fax or standard 
disconnection form. If this is not done then the disconnection date of 
the electricity supply, in the case of the change in ownership of a 
property, will be regarded as the date of termination of the service. 

21 DEPARTURES 

Departures from the above principles and Policy may only be made 
where there are sound practical reasons that prevent the 
implementation of the Policy at the present time and/or where the 
phased adoption of the Policy or policies would reduce an otherwise 
onerous burden on the City and/or consumers. The reasons for any 
departures must be recorded in writing. 

22 REGULAR REVIEW PROCESSES 

The Policy will be reviewed on an annual basis to ensure that it 
complies with the City's strategic objectives and with legislation.

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CHAPTER 1: GENERAL 


1. Definitions 

(1 ) In this policy, unless the context indicates otherwise, a word or 

expression to which a meaning has been assigned in the City of Cape 
Town: Credit Control and Debt Collection By-law, as amended, has the 
same meaning, and - 

“240L container” or “wheelie bin” means a wheeled waste container with a 
capacity of 240L, provided by this City for the storage and disposal of waste in 
areas identified for containerisation, as more fully defined in the Tariff Policy 
as a “240LContainer (Wheelie bin)”; 


“activated” means a backyard dweller in receipt of a tag giving the right to 
draw a limited quantity of water from the Municipal reticulation system; 

“Administration of Estates Act” means the Administration of Estates Act, 

66 of 1965: 

“advanced collection” means any estimated amount that will be collected as 
a security for any debt, inclusive of any estimated tenant debt, that may 
accumulate against the property for a period up to 120 days from the date of 
issuing a section 118 certificate in terms of the Systems Act; 

“backyard dwellers” means households on council rental stock property 
within a given area and registered as being backyard dwellers as determined 
by Council; 

“child-headed household” means a household where all the occupants of a 
residential property are younger than 18 years old. A child-headed household 
is a household consisting only of children; 

“City” means the “Municipality”; 

“conversion of balances of old dormant accounts” means accounts 
carried forward from the previous municipalities which now form part of the 
City of Cape Town on which no further transactions, other than interest, if any, 
have been recorded; 

“credit meter” means a meter where an account is issued subsequent to the 
consumption of a metered service; 

“dishonoured payment” means a payment returned by the debtor’s bank as 
unpaid; 

“dispute” means a dispute as referred to in section 102 (2) of the Systems 
Act as read with item 7 of this policy; 
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“Finance Management Act” means the Local Government: Municipal 
Finance Management Act, 56 of 2003; 

“Homac” means City’s Homeless Agency Committee; 

“income” means the gross monthly household income of both the owner and 
spouse or partner including any party in a cohabitation relationship from all 
sources, including but not limited to salaries, wages, dividends, pensions, 
grants, rentals, board and lodging, interest received, and any investment 
income. This income definition is specific to this policy and does not relate to 
any other external definitions of income; 

“indigent relief” means the applicable indigent relief as determined by 
Council from time to time; 

“Insolvency Act” means the Insolvency Act, No. 24 of 1 936; 

“Integrated Water Leaks Repair Strategy” means the City of Cape Town: 
Integrated Water Leaks Repair Strategy; 

“juristic person” includes a partnership, association or other body of 
persons, corporate or unincorporated and includes a trust; 

“meter” means any device which measures any demand or quantity of either 
electricity energy or water passing through such meter as further defined in 
the Tariff Policy or any other by-law or policy of the City of Cape Town; 

“municipal valuation” means the value of the property as determined in 
terms of the Property Rates Act; 

“non-residential debtors” means any debtor who is not a residential debtor; 

“prepayment meter” means any meter that can be programmed to allow the 
flow of a pre-purchased amount of energy in an electrical circuit or a pre- 
purchased amount of water supplied through a water meter; 

“prepayment electricity meter” means a meter that can be programmed to 
allow the flow of a pre-purchased amount of energy in an electrical circuit; 

“prepayment water meter” means any meter that can be programmed to 
allow the flow of a pre-purchased amount of water to be supplied through a 
water meter; 

“property” means — 

(a) immovable property registered in the name of a person, and 
includes a unit as defined in section 1 of the Sectional Titles Act, 
1986 (Act No. 95 of 1986); or 

(b) a right registered against immovable property in the name of a 
person; 
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“Property Rates Act” means the Local Government: Municipal Property 
Rates Act, 6 of 2004; 

“query” and “verify” means any query which is not defined as a dispute; 

“rate” or “rates” means a municipal rate as defined in section 1 of the 
Property Rates Act and includes any additional rates on property as 
envisaged in section 19 (1) (d) and section 22 of the Property Rates Act; 

“Rates Policy” means the City of Cape Town: Rates Policy; 

“residential debtors” means debtors as defined in this policy who utilise 
property for residential purposes and who may qualify for and who may 
receive free water or free electricity or a rates rebate, as determined by 
Council from time to time; 

“residential property” means residential property as defined in the Rates 
Policy; 

“Revenue Credit Profile Certificate” means a certificate issued by any 
Municipal Manager or City Manager showing the credit profile of a customer 
or debtor of that applicable municipality and confirming any debt owed to that 
applicable municipality; 

“special rating areas” means special rating areas as define in the City of 
Cape Town: Special Rating Areas By-law; 

“Special Rating Areas By-Law" means the City of Cape Town: Special 
Rating Areas By-law; 

“sundry” means any sundry debt raised on a municipal account; 

“Supply Chain Management Policy" means the City of Cape Town: Supply 
Chain Management Policy; 

“Tariff Policy” means the City of Cape Town: Tariff Policy; 

“ third party debt collector” means any person or juristic person that 
collects debt on behalf of the City; 

“this policy” includes the City of Cape Town: Credit Control and Debt 
Collection By-law and any amendment thereto; 

“verify” see the definition of the word “query”; and 

“water management device” means a water management device as 
defined in the Tariff Policy or any other by-law or policy of the City of Cape 
Town. 
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2. Object 

(1 ) The object of this policy is to- 

(a) focus on all outstanding debt as raised on the debtor’s account; 

(b) provide for a common credit control and debt collection policy; 

(c) promote a culture of good payment habits amongst debtors and 
instil a sense of responsibility towards the payment of accounts 
and reducing municipal debt; 

(d) subject to the principles provided for in this policy, use 
innovative, cost-effective, efficient and appropriate methods to 
collect as much of the debt in the shortest possible time without 
any interference in the process; and 

(e) effectively and efficiently deal with defaulters in accordance with 
the terms and conditions of this policy. 

3. Principles and guidelines 

(1 ) This policy takes into account the following principles and guidelines: 

(a) Human dignity must be upheld at all times; 

(b) this policy must be implemented in accordance with equity, 
fairness and consistency; 

(c) every reasonable effort should be made to ensure that details 
related to the debt and the account of the debtor are correct at 
all times; 

(d) the City Manager may treat any debt, and arrangements to 
repay arrears holistically, but different repayment periods or 
methods may be determined for different types of service, 
debtors or areas within the general rule that the repayment 
period should take into consideration the financial capacity of 
the debtor; 

(e) the implementation of this policy is based on sound business 
practices and any other applicable legislation, including but not 
limited to the Electronic Communications and Transactions Act 
No. 25 of 2002; 

(f) new applications for services will be subject to prescribed credit 
information and outstanding amounts may be transferred to the 
new account. All information furnished on the application form 
may be verified by the City with any or all data information 
institutions, credit information bureaux and any financial 
institutions as may be deemed necessary by the City in 
determining the applicant’s credit worthiness or for any other 
reason as determined by the City Manager. The City reserves 
its rights to share bad payment behaviour in a responsible 
manner with the aforesaid institutions, should it become 
necessary to do so, as determined from time to time; 

(g) where alternatives are available the City may provide reduced 
levels of service to manage the debt growth; 
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debtors may be referred to a third party debt collector and may 
be placed on the National Credit Rating List; 
if an account is not paid by the due date, at least 30 (thirty) days 
will be allowed to elapse before interest is charged. Interest will 
be raised, by the City Manager, on capital based on a full month 
and part of a month must be deemed to be a full month; or 

(i) unless specifically provided for in other agreements; and 

(ii) interest will be suspended on indigent debtors and 
properties that form part of the Integrated Water Leaks 
Repair Strategy, and where the residential property’s 
municipal valuation is R1 .00 up to and including 
R300,000.00, or as determined by Council from time to 
time, until the leaks have been repaired, where relevant, 
install a water management device or a prepayment water 
meter and a prepayment electricity meter, at the property 
until the applicable debt is written off; 

for purposes of an arrangement a debtor may be required to co- 
operate with any reasonable measures that might be required to 
reduce their level of use of consumable services to affordable 
levels; 

the terms and conditions as contained in any prescribed form or 
document utilised in implementing this policy, forms part of this 
policy and are incorporated therein as specifically stated; 
the suspension of any debt management action, when 
interrupted for whatever reason, shall, where practical, continue 
from the previous action taken; 

service of documents and processes may be in accordance with 
section 1 1 5 of Systems Act; 

all legal costs, including attorney-and-own-client costs incurred 
in the recovery of arrears, shall be levied against the debtor’s 
account; 

where a company, closed corporation, trust in terms of the Trust 
Property Control Act No. 57 of 1988, home owners association 
or a body corporate in terms of the Sectional Titles Act, 1986 
(Act No. 95 of 1 986), is indebted to this City, the liability for such 
arrears may, in terms of any legislation or court order, be 
extended to the directors, members or trustees thereof jointly 
and severally; and 

notwithstanding anything contained in this policy the City 
Manager may recover any debt incurred at a property as set out 
in section 1 18 (3) of the Systems Act, from the owner of that 
property; or 

(i) from the owner at the time the debt was incurred; and 

(ii) both owners in (q) and (i) shall be jointly and severally 
liable for such debt, the one paying the other to be absolved, 
regardless who incurred such debt; 

any reference to any rand value or measured quantity as 
reflected in this policy may be determined or amended by 
Council from time to time; 
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(r) in the event of this Municipality expropriating immovable 
property: 

(i) For owners who do not co-operate with the City, 
the proceeds of the sale of the property, if any, will 
be deposited into their Municipal account; 

(ii) for property owners who are not clients of this City 
or do not have a Municipal account, the proceeds 
of the sale, if any, will be paid into a sundry 
account, until such amount is claimed by such 
owner; 

(iii) no interest will be paid to such owners referred to 
in sub-item (1) (r) (i) and (ii) unless permitted in 
terms of any other legislation, policy or as 
determined by Council from time to time; and 

(iv) all the proceeds will be further subject to all the 
conditions contained in this policy. 

(2) Misrepresentation 

(a) Debtors found to have misrepresented themselves in order to 
benefit from any of the City’s relief or any benefit will be deemed 
to have committed an offence and remedial measures will be 
taken in a manner as determined by the Council from time to 
time, and all relief or any benefits that have been received, will 
be reversed by the City Manager; and 

(i) any person who has received any benefit or relief in terms 
of this policy and who has misrepresented themselves in 
order to qualify for such benefit or relief will be deemed to 
have committed an offence and remedial measures will 
be taken in a manner as determined by the Council from 
time to time, and all benefits or relief received, will be 
reversed by the City Manager; and 

(ii) the City Manager shall report any misrepresentation in 
terms of this policy to the South African Police Services. 

(3) The City Manager may sign and lodge all necessary supporting 
documents, including but not limited to affidavits, powers of attorney, in 
respect of insolvency, liquidation and business rescue claims made by 
this Municipality. 

(4) The City Manager may determine that any payments made to the City, 
at any time, including payments towards, debt, services, fines and 
licence fees, shall be paid for in cash, by way of bank guaranteed 
cheque or any other acceptable method of payment. 
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(5) Members of the community must ensure that they receive accurate and 
regular accounts and that the fees and charges are related to the 
service received. 

(6) The City Manager may sign all necessary documents or processes 
including but not limited to affidavits, declarations and any document to 
appoint an attorney, who forms part of the third party debt collectors, 
for the collection of debt, owed by a deceased estate, to the City. 


4. Employer deductions 

Whenever an agreement in terms of section 8, of the City of Cape 
Town: Credit Control and Debt Collection By-law, is concluded with an 
employer the City may pay a commission to the employer, the amount 
of which will be determined from time to time. 

5. Councillor and municipal staff arrears 

(1 ) Staff arrears will be dealt with in terms of item 1 0 of Schedule 2 to the 
Systems Act, and in terms of any procedures, method or actions 
referred to in this policy. Notwithstanding any other procedure, method 
or action that may be taken in terms of this policy, the City Manager 
shall deduct any outstanding amount from such staff members’ salary 
or remuneration after the 3 (three) month period referred to in item 10 
of Schedule 2 to the Systems Act, has elapsed; or 

(a) notwithstanding sub-item 5 (1 ) the City Manager shall deduct 
any outstanding amount from such staff members’ salary or 
remuneration after a period of not less than 2 (two) months from 
the due date thereof. 

(2) In accordance with Schedule 1 , item 1 2A of the Systems Act, a 
Councillor of the City may not be more than 3 (three) months in arrears 
for municipal service fees, surcharges on fees, rates or any other 
municipal taxes, levies and duties levied by the City. Notwithstanding 
any other procedure, method or action that may be taken in terms of 
this policy, the City Manager shall deduct any outstanding amount from 
such Councillor’s remuneration after this 3 (three) month period has 
elapsed; or 

(a) notwithstanding sub-item 5 (2) the City Manager shall deduct 
any outstanding amount from such Councillor’s remuneration 
after a period of not more than 2 (two) months from the due date 
thereof. 

(3) At the sole discretion of the City Manager and after complying with sub- 
items (1) and (2), deduct any amount owing to this Municipality by any 
Councillor or staff member from such Councillor’s or staff member’s 
remuneration or salary. 
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(4) The City Manager shall deduct, by agreement, from any councillor’s or 
staff member’s remuneration or salary any amount pertaining to arrears 
accrued at a property where they are residing even if they are not the 
property owners. 

6. Credit control 

(1 ) All new applications for the provision of a service may be subject to the 
payment of a deposit based on the applicant’s municipal payment 
record with a minimum deposit as per the Tariff Policy; or 

(a) the City Manager may waive the requirements for a deposit 
where a prepayment water meter, prepayment electricity meter 
or water management device have been installed; or 

(b) at any other time as determined by the City Manager. 

(2) Any adjustment to the basic deposit will be determined by the debtor’s 
municipal payment record, as read with the Tariff Policy; and 

(a) any deposit no longer required by the City Manager may be 
credited to the debtor’s account. 

(3) The applicant may be required to undergo a full credit check in an 
endeavour to trace all debt inclusive of municipal debt owed by the 
applicant. This will require the provision of, inter alia, acceptable means 
of identification and if applicable, the binding lease agreement, title 
deed and other relevant supporting documentation as required by the 
City from time to time. The relevant application form as approved by 
the City from time to time forms an integral part of this policy insofar as 
the contents of such application form are not in conflict with any of the 
provisions of this policy. 

(4) Application for services for businesses, including but not limited to, 
trusts, companies, close corporations, partnerships, sole proprietors 
and government institutions should be approved subject to the 
provisions of sub-items (1) to (3) above. The application must include 
the submission of a resolution delegating authority to the applicant and 
furnishing, if applicable, the business entity’s registration number or 
Trust Reference Number with the Master of the High Court. The 
names, addresses and all relevant contact particulars of all the 
business’s directors or members or trustees or proprietors or partners 
must be submitted with the resolution. The relevant application form as 
approved by the City from time to time forms an integral part of this 
policy insofar as the contents of such application form are not in conflict 
with any of the provisions of this policy. 

(5) The City shall not conduct any business activity with or provide any 
services to any persons who are in arrears with municipal accounts 
except as provided for in legislation or policy and as determined by the 
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City from time to time, nor will any refunds of credits or any payments 
for services rendered be made to any debtor or any debtor’s nominee 
or service provider who is in arrears with their Municipal account. 

(6) Contract guarantees 

(a) Introduction 

In terms of the Supply Chain Management Policy, compiled in 
terms of section 1 1 1 of the Finance Management Act, financial 
guarantees may be required on behalf of contractors to secure 
certain performance and advance payment obligations of a 
contractor. 

(b) The City Manager may accept a contract guarantee from a 
registered bank or insurance company having one of the 
following ratings from the credit rating agencies indicated: 

(i) Banks: a short term rating of FI (Fitch Ratings), A1 (Global 
Credit Rating Co.) or Prime-1 (Moody’s). 

(ii) Insurers: a claims paying ability rating of A- or above from 
Global Credit Rating, or A3 or above from Moody’s. 

(c) A 1 00% cash deposit may be accepted as a contract guarantee 
in lieu of a paper guarantee; and 

(i) no interest will be payable while the deposit is held by the 
City. 

(d) The City Manager may add or delete, temporarily or 
permanently, the name of a financial institution to or from the list 
of approved guarantee providers, notwithstanding the absence 
or presence of an acceptable credit rating, if he or she is 
satisfied or unsatisfied as to its credit worthiness in a particular 
instance. 

(e) The list of financial institutions referred to in sub-item (d) above 
shall be posted on the City’s website. 

(f) The format of the guarantee, as referred to in this sub-item, shall 
be as approved by Council and forms part of this policy. 

(g) A guarantee shall exclude a suretyship. 

(7) Service guarantees 

(a) Introduction 

In terms of this policy deposits should be made by way of cash 
payments. Council however recognises that for large and very 
large electricity users guarantees may be accepted in place of 
cash deposits. 

(b) The City Manager may accept a service guarantee as provided 
for in this sub-item. 

(c) Item 6, (6) (b) to (g) read with the necessary changes as the 
context may require, apply to the conditions of service 
guarantees. 
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Rental guarantees 

(a) The City Manager may accept a guarantee for deposits in terms 
of a lease agreement as provided for in this sub-item. 

(b) Sub-item (6), (b) to (g) read with the necessary changes as the 
context may require, apply to the conditions of rental 
guarantees. 

Guarantees against potential damages 

(a) The City Manager may accept a guarantee against potential 
damages to the City for any reason. 

(b) Sub-item (6), (b) to (g) read with the necessary changes as the 
context may require, apply to guarantees against potential 
damages. 

The City Manager may reverse any benefit received should a debtor 
fall into arrears after receiving such benefit. 

The City Manager has a right to conduct a full credit check on any 
person who is or who will become subject to this policy or any other 
policy of this Municipality. 

All debtors, may, having paid the prescribed fee, obtain a Revenue 
Credit Profile Certificate from the City Manager, and the City Manager 
may - 

(a) call for an equivalent certificate as issued by any other 

municipality before entering into any business transaction with 
this municipality; or 

{b) approach any other municipality to obtain a municipal credit 
profile of any potential debtor. 


Query, verify or dispute 

Query or verify 

(a) In this sub-item to query or verify an account refers to the 
instance when a debtor queries any specific amount or any 
content contained in any account as rendered by the City to that 
personas per the process contained herein; 

(b) any query can be raised orally in person at any walk in centre, 
via the City’s Call Centre or by way of correspondence; 

(c) when a debtor queries an account such debtor must furnish full 
personal particulars including any acceptable means of 
identification, all account numbers held with the City, direct

contact telephone numbers, fax numbers, postal and e-mail 
addresses and any other relevant particulars required by the 
City; 

(d) a debtor may be represented by a duly appointed nominee or 
agent; and 

(i) such nominee or agent shall, upon request, produce 
sufficient proof of such appointment; 

(e) all queries shall be acknowledged and dealt with as promptly 
and efficiently as possible by the City; and 

(i) where required an outcome shall be conveyed to the 
debtor; and 

(ii) where an account query has arisen, the amount queried 
shall not be subject to debt collection by the City until the 
query has been resolved and the outcome has been 
communicated to all parties, where relevant; 

(f) the City Manager may suspend any debt collection action, 
pending the outcome of any query; 

(g) notwithstanding any query on any account the account must still 
be paid, in terms of the provisions contained in this policy, once 
any queries have been resolved, where relevant; or 

(i) subject to any other legislation, payment must be based 
on the normal average of past accounts rendered until the 
query is resolved by the City Manager; and 

(ii) that portion of the account which is not subject to the 
query must still be paid; and 

(h) should a debtor not be satisfied with the outcome of the query, a 
debtor may lodge an appeal in terms of section 62, as read with 
section 95 (f), of the Systems Act; 

(i) the onus will be on the debtor to ensure that a written 
acknowledgement of receipt is received for any correspondence 
lodged with the City; and 

(j) the onus will be on the debtor to ensure that a suitable response 
to any query is received. 

(2) Dispute 

(a) In this sub-item a "dispute" refers to the instance when a debtor 
disputes any specific amount claimed by the City from that 
person.

(b) any person who has a dispute with this City has a right, in terms 
of section 34 of the Constitution, to have any dispute that can be 
resolved by application of law decided in a fair public hearing 
before a court or, where appropriate, another independent or 
impartial tribunal or forum; 

(c) where the dispute process has been implemented in terms of 
sub-item (2) (b), section 102 (2) of the Systems Act will be 
applicable; 

(d) the City Manager has a right to declare a dispute on any specific 
amount claimed by the City from any person as may be 
considered necessary; and 

(e) disputes lodged with the City prior to the implementation of this 
policy, in terms of any previous policy, shall continue to be dealt 
with in terms of that policy. 

(3) General 

(a) The City Manager may require that any official attend any 

meeting in order to assist with the investigation relating to the 
facts surrounding any query, verification of any account or any 
dispute; and 

(i) the City Manager has the right to call for and verify any 
document, book, computer data or record which in his or 
her sole discretion is deemed necessary to assist in 
attempting to deal with any issue referred to in this policy. 

8. Accounts 

(1 ) This City, in terms of section 1 02 (a) of the Systems Act, together with 
the City Manager, in terms of section 1 5 of the City of Cape Town: 
Credit Control and Debt Collection By-law, considers all separate 
accounts of a person liable for payment to this City, to be consolidated, 
regardless of the fact that separate accounts for such debtor may be 
rendered, and includes all pre-paid services for which no account is 
rendered. 

(2) All separate accounts of a debtor shall for the purpose of this policy be 
considered consolidated and shall, for the purpose of this policy, be 
treated holistically. 

(3) Subject to section 1 1 8 (1 ) of the Systems Act payment of any 
undisputed debt, in terms of section 7, of the City of Cape Town’s 
Credit Control and Debt Collection By-law, will firstly be allocated to the 
debtor’s account as follows- 

(a) allocation to down payments; then 
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(b) allocation to cash security deposits; then 

(c) allocation to penalty fees (e.g. Dishonoured payments); then 

(d) payments received via third party receipting will always be 
allocated as per sub-item (e) below; then 

(e) if there is a partial payment the allocation shall be as follows- 

(i) payments are allocated from oldest debt to youngest debt 
until all debt is paid. 

(4) A debtor may make a payment at a municipal cashier, which has the 
facility to allocate the payment. The payment will then be allocated as 
specified and any overpayments will be allocated as per sub-item (3) 
where applicable. 

(5) Subject to section 1 1 8 (1 ) of the Systems Act the City Manager has the 
right to offset any credit, or any amount due to a debtor, against any 
debit pertaining to that same debtor; or 

(a) to transfer any debt to another account of that same debtor. 

(6) The City Manager has the right to transfer any property debt owed by a 
tenant to that same registered owners account, in terms of section 118 
(3) of the Systems Act. 

(7) The City Manager may apply any of the credit control and debt 
collection measures, contained in this policy, with the relevant changes 
that the context may require, for any debt. 

(8) The City Manager may raise any costs, charges and fees and 
collection commission as levied in terms of policy. 

(9) Notwithstanding anything to the contrary contained in this policy the 
City Manager may deduct any amount owing to this Municipality by any 
Councillor or staff member from such Councillor’s or staff member’s 
remuneration or salary where there is a history of late payments. 

(1 0) The City Manager will require debtors or service providers to register 
with the City by providing the relevant documentation, as determined 
from time to time, confirming, amongst others, all contact details, proof 
of identification and postal and contact addresses. 

(1 1 ) Failure to produce any information as required in terms of sub-item (10) 
may result in the restriction, disconnection or discontinuation of any 
supply of services, or any other relevant action in terms of this policy. 
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9. Irrecoverable debt 

Criteria for irrecoverable debt 

(1 ) Debt will only be considered as irrecoverable if it complies with one or 
more of the following criteria: 

(a) all reasonable notifications and cost-effective legal avenues 
have been exhausted to recover a specific outstanding amount; 
or 

(b) any amount equal to or less than R500.00, or as determined by 
Council from time to time, will be considered too small, after 
having followed basic checks, to warrant further endeavours to 
collect it; or 

(c) the cost to recover the debt does not warrant further action; and 

(i) where a company or close corporation has been 

deregistered or is dormant and has no assets of value to 
attach; or 

(d) the amount outstanding relating to insolvency; 

(i) is the residue after payment of a dividend in the rand from 
an insolvent estate; or 

(ii) there is a danger of a contribution; 

(iii) no dividend will accrue to creditors; or 

(iv) there are insufficient funds to cover any preference 
afforded by section 1 18 (3) of the Systems Act; or 

(e) the amount outstanding relating to a deceased estate; 

(i) has no liquid assets to cover the outstanding amount 
following the final distribution of the estate; or 

(ii) where the estate has not been reported to the Master and 
there are no assets of value to attach; or 

(f) it has been proven that the debt has prescribed; or 

(g) the debtor is untraceable or cannot be identified so as to 
proceed with further action; or 

(i) the debtor has emigrated leaving no assets of value to 
cost-effectively recover Councils claim; or 

(h) it is not possible to prove the debt outstanding; or 

(i) a court has ruled that the claim is not recoverable; 

(ii) the claim is subject to any order of court; 

(iii) the claim is subject to an out of court settlement 
agreement; or 

(iv) the debt is subject to a settlement in terms of section 1 09 
of the Systems Act; or 

(i) the outstanding amount is; 

(i) due to an irreconcilable administrative error by the City; 

(ii) as a result of an administration error; or 

(j) in the case of water consumers, that form part of the 
Integrated Water Leaks Repair Strategy, and where the 
residential property’s municipal valuation is R1 .00 up to and 
including R300,000.00, or as determined by Council from time to 
time, have had their water leaks repaired, and have installed a

water management device or a prepayment water meter, and 
where relevant, a prepayment electricity meter, at the property; 
and further - 

(i) where the property was valued at R1 99,000.00 or less, 
during the 2006 General Valuation (“GV”) inclusive of any 
Supplementary Valuations (“SV”) thereto, compiled in 
terms of the Property Rates Act and where the valuation 
as per the 2009 GV or any SV relating to the 2009 GV 
exceeds the abovementioned qualifying value, such 
property would still qualify for the benefits in terms of this 
sub-item for the duration of the 2009 GV, or any 
subsequent valuation roll; and 

(ii) interest may be charged at 0% until the said devices are 
installed and the arrears written off; and 

(iii) the owner meets the criteria as contained in item 23 (1 ) 

(a), (c), (d) or (e); or 

arrears owed by previous administrations, amongst themselves, 
that now form part of the City; or 

expenditure incurred, in respect of internal accounts raised in 
the name of the City, in any previous financial year; or 
conversion of old dormant account balances of debtors, 
inherited from the previous municipalities which now form part of 
the City, and where reasonable steps have been taken to 
recover these debts; or 

all debtors who are registered as indigent as provided for in item 
23 will have their property related arrears written off as provided 
for in item 22 and sub-item 23 (5); or 
if an offer of full and final settlement is confirmed in writing by 
the City Manager in terms of section 14 (2) of the City of Cape 
Town: Credit Control and Debt Collection By-law; or 
where Council- 

(i) expropriates any property; or 

(ii) purchases any property in terms of item 10 (1) (f)\ or 
where a property has been forfeited to the State in terms of the 
Prevention of Organised Crime Act 121 of 1998; or 

(i) where the occupiers of a property have been evicted from 
a Council, Provincial or State property due to criminal 
activities; or 

through supporting the City’s residential related debt 
management processes and in instances where a housing or 
property management residential debtor has applied for and 
been granted an Indigent Grant in terms of the Housing or 
Property Management Indigent Policy, all debt related to that 
property for that debtor (excluding capital debt of home 
ownership), up to the date of granting of indigent status will be 
written back but may be reinstated if the original application is, in 
any way, found to be fraudulent. Such write back will occur only 
once for any debtor, thereby allowing for a once-off 
rehabilitation, whereafter the debtor will immediately be subject 
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to the Housing or Property Management Debt Management 
Policy should the account again fall into arrears; or 

(s) where an item 7 query or dispute or any dispute in terms of any 
previous policy, or a Systems Act, section 62 appeal determines 
what needs to be written off; or 

(t) where the Director: Housing Finance and Leases or the 
Manager: Debtor and Debt Management advises the Director: 
Revenue that a housing or property management debtor has 
been granted a Housing or Property Management Indigent 
Grant such debtor’s rates, services and sundry debt related to 
that property for that debtor shall be written off once but may be 
reinstated if the original application is, in any way, found to be 
fraudulent; or 

(u) where registered - 

(i) non-profit organisations (“NPOs”) who qualify for 1 00% 
rates rebate, in terms of the Rates Policy; or 

(ii) public benefit organisations (“PBOs”) who, in terms of 
the Amended Municipal Property Rates Regulations on 
the Rate Ratios between Residential and Non-Residential 
Properties, as read with the Rates Policy; 

would, except for there being arrears on their municipal 
accounts, will, with effect from the date of qualification, have all 
their arrears written off, thus ensuring that they meet all the 
criteria to receive the rates rebate; and 

(aa) this assistance will only be granted once to an 
organization subject to the condition that a 
prepayment electricity meter and a water 
management device or a prepayment water meter 
must be installed, where applicable; 

(£>£>) should any tampering with or bypassing of the 
water and electricity meters be discovered, any 
arrears written-off, in terms of this sub-item, will 
become payable with immediate effect and any 
other action as per any legislation or policy that 
applies to such tampering and/or bypassing will be 
instituted; 

(cc) should the City Manager become aware that the 
focus of the organization has changed, or its 
financial position has improved or its registration as 
a NPO or PBO has lapsed or terminated within 
three years after the arrears were written-off, such 
arrears will become payable with immediate effect; 
or 

Sporting bodies and community organisations 

(v) where registered sporting bodies and community organisations 
would qualify to receive a 100% rates rebate, in terms of the 
Rates Policy, or in instances where such sporting bodies or 
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community organisations occupy Council land and are not liable 
for the payment of rates, except for - 

(i) there being arrears on their accounts; will with effect from 
the date of qualification, have all their arrears written off, 
thus ensuring that they meet all the criteria to receive the 
rates rebate; provided that - 

(ii) this assistance will only be granted once to an 
organisation subject to the condition that a prepayment 
electricity meter and a water management device or a 
prepayment water meter must be installed, where 
applicable; 

(iii) should any tampering with or bypassing of the water and 
electricity meters be discovered, any arrears written-off, 
in terms of this sub-item, will become payable with 
immediate effect and any other action as per any 
legislation or policy that applies to such tampering and/or 
bypassing will be instituted; 

(iv) should the City Manager become aware that the focus of 
the organisation has changed, or its financial position has 
improved or its registration as a sporting body or 
community organisation has lapsed or terminated within 
three years after the arrears were written-off, such 
arrears will become payable with immediate effect; or 

(v) the body or organisation referred to in sub-item (x) must- 
(aa) have a constitution which does not preclude any 

resident of Cape Town from being a member of 
the said body or organisation; 

(bb) not be a profit making body or organisation; 

(cc) when winding up it affairs leave all its assets to a 
similar body or organisation; 

(dd) promote the values and purpose of the body or 
organisation as set out in the respective 
constitution; and 

(ee) use its funds for the sole benefit of the body or 
organisation or the greater community of Cape 
Town; and 

(w) where Homac have accredited organisations then all the arrears, 
appearing on the accounts of these accredited organisations, 
will be written off once only; or 

(x) where any land including any improvements thereon has been 
donated, transferred, or sold either by the City or to the City by 
any person, organisation, association, trust, close corporation or 
company and such property is reclaimed, donated, transferred, 
forfeited or purchased by the City then all the arrears will be 
written off to facilitate transfer thereof; and 
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(i) notwithstanding sub-item (w) nothing in this sub- item 
shall preclude the subsequent collection by the City of 
any amount so written-off; or 

(y) where the City Manager has identified a cemetery which is 

dormant and no longer being maintained, by the owner, and the 
owner can no longer be traced; and 

(i) after the installation, were relevant, of a prepayment 
electricity meter and a water management device or a 
prepayment water meter. 

Special Conditions 

(2) Notwithstanding sub-item (1) (j) any interest charges already raised 
on the properties identified therein may be written off. 

Authorisation 

(3) In respect of other debt, schedules indicating the debtor account 
number, the debtor’s name, the physical address in respect of which 
the debt was raised, address, erf number, if applicable, amount per 
account category as well as a reason to write-off the amount must be 
compiled. 

(4) Notwithstanding the above, the City or its authorised officials will be 
under no obligation to write-off any particular debt and will always 
retain sole discretion to do so. 

(5) Where a debt has been written off in terms of item 9, and where 
applicable, the City Manager shall have a right to offset any credit 
against any such debt written off, for the same debtor. 

(6) Subject to the City of Cape Town: System of Delegations the City 
Manager may write off any debt as determined in this item. 
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CHAPTER 2: RATES AND SERVICES 


10. Rates 

(1 ) The following provisions apply to rates and any levies: 

(a) interest shall be charged on all overdue accounts; 

(b) if the account is not paid by the due date as displayed on the 
account the City Manager may issue any notice in terms of this 
policy showing the total amount owed to the City; 

(c) if the account is not settled or there is no response from the 
debtor to make acceptable arrangements to repay the debt - 

(i) the supply of any service to the property may be 
restricted, disconnected, or discontinued in terms of 
section 9 and 10 of the Credit Control and Debt Collection 
By-law and items 8 (7) and 1 1 of this policy; and 

(ii) irrespective of the exercise of the powers by the City 
Manager in terms of section 9 and 10 of the Credit 
Control and Debt Collection By-law and sections 8 (7) 
and 1 1 of this policy summons may be issued and the 
legal process followed; 

(d) in instances where the rates debt is in respect of municipal 
property sold by suspensive sale agreement, the collection 
thereof will be dealt with in terms of the relevant deed of sale, 
and if applicable, this policy, or any subsequent applicable 
written agreement between the City and the debtor; 

(e) at any stage while the debt is outstanding, all reasonable steps 
shall be taken to ensure that the ultimate sanction of a sale-in- 
execution is avoided or taken only as a last resort. The City, 
however, has total commitment to a sale-in-execution should 
the debtor fail to make use of the alternatives provided for by 
the City from time to time. This is also applicable to all debt, and 
includes all debt which is a charge against a property, as 
referred to in this Chapter; 

(f) as part of the recovery process the City Manager may bid, to a 
maximum of Rx (Rx could equal R1 0.00 or the total of the debt 
plus costs and include any reasonable amount for clearance 
purposes.), at a sale-in-execution and, if successful, sign all 
relevant documentation to acquire and take transfer of the 
property; 

(g) the City Manager shall have the right to negotiate and to cancel 
the deed of sale, as referred to in sub-item (f) before transfer to 
the City, if such cancellation results in either the bond holder or 
the debtor, or both the said parties, paying in full for all debt in 
connection with that property as well as all costs related thereto; 
and 

(h) the City Manager may proceed to sale-in-execution of any 
immovable property classified as a problem building in terms of 
the City of Cape Town: Problem Building By-law, 2010, for any

debt owing to the City, and may attach any condition to such 
property as determined in terms of the aforesaid By-law when 
proceeding as aforesaid. 

11. Services 

(1 ) The following provisions apply to the payment for services; 

(a) accounts must be paid by the due date as shown on the 
account; 

(b) interest will be charged on all overdue accounts; 

(c) the debtor must be warned on the monthly account of a possible 
disconnection if payment is not received by the due date; 

(d) if payment is not received or suitable payment arrangements 
are not made by the due date, a notice may be served in terms 
of section 1 15 of the Systems Act, warning of an imminent 
restriction, disconnection or discontinuation of a service after 14 
(fourteen) days from the date as stated on the notice; 

(e) if payment is not received or suitable payment arrangements 
are not made by the due date as shown on the notice, the 
supply or supplies may be restricted, disconnected or 
discontinued for any service in respect of any arrear debt; 

(f) a notice shall be left at the property advising that the supply has 
been restricted, disconnected or discontinued and warn that all 
electric points should be considered live and that all water 
outlets should be closed. 

(i) the notice must also advise that the supply will only be 
reconnected after the amounts specified on the notice, 
and any other debt including the reconnection fee, have 
been paid or an arrangement acceptable to the City has 
been made; 

(g) the above notices must also warn of the consequences of illegal 
reconnection; 

(h) all residential consumers whose water supply has been 
restricted will have access to a basic water supply of at least 6kl 
per month either by means of a restricted water flow to their 
property or where the water supply has been disconnected or 
discontinued as a result of, but not limited to, unauthorised or 
illegal reconnections and tampering, a water management 
device or a prepayment water meter may be installed, or a 
communal water supply point, within a radius of approximately 
200 meters from their property, maybe provided; and 

(i) the City Manager has the sole discretion to insist on a 
water management device or a prepayment water meter 
being installed to a property where the water supply is 
regularly restricted for non-payment; or 

(ii) the City Manager considers the debtor to be a credit risk 
to the City; and 
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a water management device, a prepayment water meter or any 
service may be restricted, disconnected or discontinued for any 
arrears owed to this City; 

(i) subject to the provisions contained in sub-item (f), debtors may 
be required to pay all penalties and arrears in full before the 
supply is restored; 

(j) subject to the City’s capacity at the time to restore such service 
which has been, restricted, disconnected or discontinued, such 
services will be restored within a reasonable period of time after 
the relevant conditions contained in this policy have been met; 

(k) the onus shall always be on the debtor to request reconnection 
and to prove that the full amount for which the service was 
restricted, disconnected or discontinued, as shown on the 
disconnection notice referred to in item 1 1 (1) (d) has been paid 
or that an arrangement was entered into in terms of sub-item (f)\ 

(l) despite the provisions of sub-items (a) to (k), should the amount 
outstanding for the supply of services remain unpaid, full 
recovery procedures, including appropriate legal actions may be 
undertaken in order to collect these monies; 

(m) in the event of an insolvency, and notwithstanding any 
provisions provided for in this policy, the City Manager, shall 
serve notice in terms of sub-item (1) (d) at the property and shall 
notify the trustee by giving 14 (fourteen) days’ notice of the 
intention to restrict, disconnect or discontinue the services to the 
property; and 

(i) notwithstanding sub-item (m) the period referred to 
therein may be waived at the request of the trustee. 

(n) Where a water management device has been installed the City 
Manager; may 

(i) authorise that the adjustment of the water flow be limited 
to the affordability of the residential debtor based on the 
total household income; and in addition to this; 

(ii) where the residential debtor who is registered as an 
indigent and who now has the ability to pay based on the 
total household income and requires that the supply be 
increased; and 

(aa) where all the arrears were written off, as more fully 
set out in item 22, are reversed and are either paid 
or a suitable arrangement is made to settle the 
said arrears, may have the supply increased in 
accordance with sub-item (n) (i); and 

(o) No arrangement will be entered into for any arrears once the 
additional daily allowance has been granted; and 

(i) if the additional daily allocation is not paid in full the water 
management device will be reset to enable the consumer 
only to have access to the free basic water supply; 
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(р) Water and electricity meters must be read with regularity and 
accuracy so that the correct consumption information is recorded 
on the billing system; and 

(i) consecutive estimations of metered consumption should 
be minimised to the extent that such is practically possible 
and with due cognisance of the right of the municipality to 
generate estimations as contained in the relevant by-laws 
and Tariff Policy or any other applicable legislation. 

(2) The following provisions apply in the event of illegal reconnection of, or 
tampering with, water or electricity supply: 

(a) Where this has occurred the water or electricity supply may be 
effectively disconnected; 

(b) the full amount of arrears plus any illegal consumption, and any 
applicable tariffs, may be required to be paid prior to 
reconnection. Should exceptional circumstances exist, 
adequate payment arrangements may be permitted at the sole 
discretion of the City Manager; and 

(с) the illegal reconnection of, or tampering with, a service supply 
is considered a criminal offence which may result in legal 
action being taken. 

(3) The installation of a prepayment meter, with the written permission of 
the owner, is encouraged, however; 

(a) the City Manager has the sole discretion to insist on a 
prepayment meter being installed on a property, at a cost to the 
debtor, where the electricity supply has been disconnected for 
non-payment; or 

(b) the City Manager deems the debtor to be a credit risk to the 
City; and 

(c) a prepayment meter may be disconnected or may be subject to 
the terms contained in sub-item (4); and 

(d) such meter shall be subject to any other action permitted in 
terms of any other relevant legislation including this policy. 

(4) When purchasing electricity units the City Manager may allocate a 
percentage of the monetary value to the settlement of arrears. In the 
first instance, this allocation will be to electricity arrears and thereafter 
to any other arrears. This action will be by prior arrangement with the 
debtor or by prior notification to such debtor and shall remain 
unchanged unless by default; and 

(a) the deduction applied may be based on the following: 

(i) for a property valued up to and including R500,000 the 
minimum deduction will be 30% and the maximum 
deduction will be 50% towards the settlement of arrears; 
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(ii) for a property valued from R500,001 to R1 ,000,000 the 
minimum deduction will be 40% and the maximum 
deduction will be 60% towards the settlement of arrears; 

(iii) for a property valued from R1 ,000,001 to R2, 000, 000 the 
minimum deduction will be 50% and the maximum 
deduction will be 70% towards the settlement of arrears; 
and 

(iv) for a property valued greater than R2, 000, 000 the 
minimum deduction will be 70% and the maximum 
deduction will be 90% towards the settlement of arrears. 

An authorised representative of, or service provider to the City, shall be 
given access to any premises in accordance with the provisions of 
section 101 of the Systems Act. 

The City Manager shall have the right to restrict, disconnect or 
discontinue any service to a property, regardless of who has 
occupation, upon the written request from the registered owner and 
provided the service account is in arrears; and 

(a) a notice may first be served in terms of section 1 1 5 of the 

Systems Act, giving 14 (fourteen) days’ notice of the intention to 
restrict, disconnect or discontinue such service. 

Where a service account, which is not in the name of the registered 
owner, has been restricted, disconnected or discontinued, the City 
Manager may insist that the service be transferred into the name of 
such property owner; and 

(a) notwithstanding sub-item (7) the City Manager may at any other 
time insist that the service be transferred into the name of such 
property owner. 

Notwithstanding anything to the contrary the provisions of this item 
shall apply to any debt and the supply of any service to the property 
may be restricted, disconnected or discontinued in terms of section 9 
and 10 of the Credit Control and Debt Collection By-law and item 8 (7) 
of this policy. 


Other debt 


All debt under this item will be subject to: 

(a) Interest being charged on all overdue accounts; 

(b) the supply of any service to the property may be restricted, 
disconnected or discontinued in terms of section 9 and 10 of the

Credit Control and Debt Collection By-law and item 8 (7) and 1 1 
of this policy; and 

(c) in the recovery of sundry debt, the City reserves the right to 
utilise any legal action at its disposal as well as making use of 
any third party debt collectors. 

Dishonoured payments: rates and general services 

(2) Where a cheque, debit order, credit card or EFT payment is 
dishonoured and where the customer who received value from such 
payment, is an existing debtor of the City, the reversal; and 

(a) any_penalty fee, which may be_raised by the City Manager as 
contained in the Tariff Policy, may be debited to an account of 
such payer and a letter of notification must be sent to the debtor. 
Such fee shall be considered to be a tariff charge and shall be 
recovered from the debtor. The City reserves the right to refuse 
to accept or to cancel such further payment methods from such 
person, to place the matter on the relevant adverse credit rating 
lists, or take any steps as contained in this policy, which may 
include criminal charges, if applicable, against the offender; and 

(b) where a payment referred to in sub-item (2) was tendered and 
any debt management action, in terms of this policy, was 
suspended, and such payment was not honoured, such debt 
management action shall continue without further notice to such 
debtor. 

Dishonoured payments sundry services 

(3) Where a cheque, debit order, credit card or EFT payment is 
dishonoured and where the payment is not from an existing debtor of 
the City, then a sundry debtor account will be opened and a debit 
raised; and 

(a) any penalty fee, may be raised by the City Manager as 
contained in the Tariff Policy, and debited to the account and a 
letter of notification must be sent to the debtor. Once the account 
is submitted and the debtor fails to honour the debt by due date, 
a final demand will be generated and dispatched to the last 
known address of that debtor. If there is still no response, then 
the matter may be handed over for placement on the relevant 
adverse credit rating lists, or any steps as contained in this 
policy which may include criminal charges, if applicable, against 
the offender may be taken; and 

(b) where a payment referred to in sub-item (3) was tendered, and 
any debt management action, in terms of this policy, was 
suspended, and such payment was not honoured, such debt 
management action shall continue without further notice to such 
debtor. 
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(4) Where a cheque, debit order, credit card or EFT payment is 

dishonoured and where the customer who received value from such 

payment method, is an existing debtor of the City, the reversal; and 

(a) any penalty fee, which may be raised by the City Manager as 
contained in the Tariff Policy, may be debited to an account of 
the drawer, or the person or entity who made the payment or the 
beneficiary and a letter of notification must be sent to the debtor. 
Such fee shall be recovered from the debtor. The City reserves 
the right to refuse to accept such further method of payment 
from such payer and or beneficiary and may take any steps as 
contained in this policy which may include criminal charges, if 
applicable, against the offender. 

(5) The City may attach the rental or any other payments due to debtors 

who are in arrears with their municipal accounts: 

(a) if any debt levied in respect of a property is unpaid by the owner 
of the property the City Manager may recover the amount in 
whole or in part from a tenant or occupier of the property, 
despite any contractual obligation to the contrary on the tenant 
or occupier. 

(b) the City Manager may recover an amount only after a written 
notice may have been served on the tenant or occupier as 
provided for in section 1 15 of the Systems Act; and 

(c) the amount the City Manager may recover from the tenant or 
occupier of a property in terms of sub-item (a) is limited to the 
amount of the rent or other money due and payable, but not yet 
paid, by the tenant or occupier to the owner of the property; and 

(d) any amount the City Manager recovers from the tenant or 
occupier of the property must be set off by the tenant or 
occupier against any money owed by the tenant or occupier to 
the owner; and 

(e) the tenant or occupier of a property must, on request by the City 
Manager, furnish the City Manager with a written statement 
specifying all payments to be made by the tenant or occupier to 
the owner of the property for rent or other money payable on the 
property during a period determined by the City Manager. 

(f) the City Manager may recover the amount due for debt on a 
property in whole or in part from the agent of the registered 
owner, if this is more convenient for the City Manager; and 

(g) the City Manager may recover the amount due for debt from the 
agent of the registered owner only after a written notice which 
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may have been served on the agent as provided for in section 
1 15 of the Systems Act; and 

(h) the amount the City Manager may recover from the agent is 
limited to the amount of any rent or other money received by the 
agent on behalf of the registered owner, less any commission 
due to the agent; and 

(i) the agent must, on request by the City Manager, furnish the City 
Manager with a written statement specifying all payments for 
rent on the property and any other money received by the agent 
on behalf of the owner during a period determined by the City 
Manager; and 

(y) the City Manager may take any action as provided for in this 
policy or any other relevant legislation, against the tenant, for 
not more than the amount as determined by this sub-item; and 

(i) where such tenant fails to respond to the notice as 
referred to in sub-item (5) (b)\ or 

(ii) fails to comply with any notice or fails to adhere to any 
terms, conditions or undertakings in terms of this sub- 
item; or 

(iii) fails to make any agreed or required payments. 

Clearance certificates 

(6) All debt, inclusive of any advanced collection shall be deemed to be 

due and payable, for the purpose of issuing any clearance certificate in 

terms of section 1 18, of the Systems Act and must be paid in full: 

(a) no interest shall be paid in respect of any payment made in 
terms of this sub-item unless permitted in terms of any other 
legislation or policy; 

(b) all payments will be allocated to the registered seller’s municipal 
accounts in terms of this policy; 

(c) prior to any refund this payment will be dealt with as follows: 

(i) the advanced collection shall be used to offset any debt 

that accumulated against the property as follows - 
(aa) any tenant debt; and 
(bb) any of the sellers debts:- 

(d) any refund, in respect of any credit remaining after registration 
of transfer has been registered in the Deeds Office, shall be 
refunded to such seller subject to Chapter 6 of this policy; 

(e) no certificate, in terms of section 1 1 8 of the Systems Act, will be 
issued where the registered owner (and, in this instance, the 
seller) has not complied with any relevant legislation, policy or 
agreement relating to the property in question; 
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(f) the City Manager may require the purchaser to apply for all 
services at the property as part of the application for a clearance 
certificate; or 

(i) by virtue of registration of the property, the registered 
owner accepts liability for all services rendered by the 
City to the said property, except as provided for in other 
legislation or policy; 

(g) with the exception of an attorney’s trust cheque any cheque 
tendered in respect of a clearance certificate, in terms of section 
1 18 of the Systems Act, must first be cleared by the bank before 
the certificate can be issued; 

(h) all figures issued in terms of section 1 1 8 of the Systems Act will 
only be valid for the validity period attached to such figures and 
only payments made within the validity period will, for the 
purpose of issuing the certificate, be offset against these figures; 
and 

(i) should any certificate be issued in respect of any payment made 
in sub-item (h) above and should such certificate lapse then any 
payment so made will be regarded as a payment on account 
and may be offset against any debt of such debtor. 

Property related debt 

(7) In terms of section 1 1 8 (3) of the Systems Act an amount due for 
municipal service fees, surcharges on fees, property rates and other 
municipal taxes, levies and duties is a charge upon the property in 
connection with which the amount is owing and enjoys preference over 
any mortgage bond registered against the property; and 

(a) in addition, this amount shall be for the account of the registered 
owner regardless of who incurred such debt; and 
{b) all subsequent owners, together with the owner at the time the 
debt was incurred, shall be jointly and severally liable for such 
debt, the one paying the other to be absolved. 

(8) Any service to a debtor’s property may be restricted, disconnected or 
discontinued in terms of section 9 and 10 of the Credit Control and 
Debt Collection By-law and item 8 (7) and 1 1 of this policy. 

(9) Any unauthorised consumption of services, theft and damages may be 
recovered in terms of this policy. 


13. Arrangements 

Principles for residential debtors 

Current accounts must be paid in full on or before due date. 


( 1 ) 
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(2) The debtor may be required to prove levels of income and must agree 
to a monthly payment towards arrears based on such debtor’s ability to 
pay or based on such debtor’s total liquidity if the City Manager so 
requires. 

(3) All negotiations with the debtor should strive to result in an agreement 
that is in the interests of both parties and is sustainable. 

(4) Interest will be charged on arrears. 

(5) Interest on - 

(a) arrears in respect of all services may be suspended; 

(b) rates may be calculated at 0%; 

whilst the debtor adheres to the conditions of the arrangement; 
and 

(c) should a debtor default on an arrangement interest will be 
calculated from the original due date of the debt, taking any 
payments into consideration. 

(6) Notwithstanding anything contained in this item the City Manager shall 
be under no obligation to enter into an arrangement with a debtor. 


(7) All arrangements may be subject to periodic review in accordance with 
the terms and conditions contained in this policy; and 

(a) no arrangement, in terms of the conditions contained in this 
policy, will be made for a period longer than 12 (twelve) months, 
whereafter, such arrangement shall cease and the debtor shall 
be required to enter into a new arrangement for the remainder of 
the debt; and 

(b) failure to enter into a new arrangement after the expiry of the 1 2 
(twelve) months referred to in sub-item (7) (a) shall result in the 
debt becoming due and payable forthwith; and 

(i) all the credit control and debt collection measures as 
contained in this policy may be enforced. 

(8) All services may be restricted, disconnected or discontinued and legal 
action may be taken against debtors who default on any arrangement 
and such debt may be referred to third party debt collectors, for 
recovery. 

Arrangement Criteria for residential debtors 

(9) In cases where residential debtors wish to make arrangements to 
liquidate their arrears, the following payment criteria, inter alia, will 
apply: 

(a) Current account; and 
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(b) an agreed payment towards arrears based on the principles 
contained in this policy and sub-items (2) and (3) - 

(i) with a minimum upfront payment as agreed; 

(c) this minimum payment must be paid in order for the arrangement 
to be considered; and 

(d) the City Manager has the sole discretion to determine the 
amount to be paid in terms of sub-item (9) (c). 

(10) Each following month the debtor will be required to pay: 

(a) Current account; and 

(b) an instalment as determined in sub-item (9) (b) above. 

(1 1 ) Should the debtor default the following will apply: 

(a) The debtor must pay the shortfall of the arrangement and 
thereafter continue with the terms and conditions of the 
arrangement; or 

(b) enter into a new arrangement in terms of this policy. 

(1 2) In all cases failure to respond to notices will result in normal credit 
control procedures and all debt collection processes as provided for in 
this policy may be taken. 

Principles for non-residential debtors 

(1 3) In cases where non-residential debtors wish to make arrangements to 
liquidate their arrears, the following criteria, amongst other things, will 
apply- 

(a) debtors may be required to furnish the City with their latest 
audited financial statements and other supporting documentation 
relevant to their financial position in order to negotiate a 
settlement arrangement acceptable to the City; 

(b) all negotiations with debtors should strive to result in an 
agreement that is in the City’s best interests and is sustainable; 

(c) interest will be charged on arrears at an interest rate that shall be 
determined by Council from time to time; 

(d) interest on- 

(i) arrears in respect of all services may be suspended; and 

(ii) rates may be calculated at 0%; and 

whilst the debtor adheres to the conditions of the 
arrangement; 

(e) all arrangements shall be subject to item 1 3 (7); and 

(f) the final decision to make these arrangements will rest with the 
City Manager. 

Arrangement criteria for non-residential debtors 
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(1 4) If the non-residential debtor wishes to make an arrangement, interest 
may be charged or suspended on any outstanding amount and such 
arrangement will be subject to approval of the official as delegated in 
terms of sub-item (13) (f)\ and 

(a) all arrangements may be subject to periodic review in 
accordance with the terms and conditions contained in this 
policy; and 

(i) no arrangement, in terms of the conditions contained in 
this policy, will be made for a period longer than 1 2 
(twelve) months, whereafter, such arrangement shall 
cease and the debtor shall be required to enter into a new 
arrangement for the remainder of the debt; and 

(b) failure to enter into a new arrangement after the expiry of the 1 2 
(twelve) months referred to in sub-item (14) (a) shall result in the 
debt becoming due and payable forthwith; and 

(i) all the credit control and debt collection measures as 
contained in this policy may be enforced. 

(1 5) Should the debtor default on any arrangement, all services may be 
restricted, disconnected or discontinued and, any agreement may be 
terminated and legal action may be taken and such debt may be 
referred to a third party for recovery. Interest will be calculated from the 
original due date of the debt taking any payments into consideration. 

Special conditions regarding arrangements 

(1 6) Where any residential or non-residential debtor has entered into an 
arrangement with the City in respect of the arrears on a property, the 
prescribed certificate as referred to in section 1 18, of the Systems Act, 
will not be issued until such time as the full outstanding amount is paid. 

(1 7) The conditions contained in the City’s arrangement document, as 
amended from time to time, will form part of the arrangement criteria 
contained in this policy; and 

(a) the conditions contained in this policy shall form part of the 
conditions contained in any Municipality’s arrangement 
document as amended from time to time; and 

(b) the City Manager may require that a consent to judgment form 
also be signed. 

(1 8) Should the current account be higher than normal, due to, but not 
limited to, under-estimations and faulty meters, previous accounts 
rendered may be taken into consideration, when determining an 
amount to pay in order to enter into an arrangement. 
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(19) Notwithstanding sub-item (9) (a) and (b) above, the City Manager may 
determine that the current account, interest, disconnection, 
reconnection charges including any cost of installing any prepayment 
meter and any costs of installing a water management device, be 
excluded from the initial payment, when entering into an arrangement; 
or 

(a) any charges or costs for any disconnection, reconnection 

including any cost of installing any prepayment meter and any 
costs of installing a water management device, which appear on 
any subsequent account following the arrangement concluded in 
sub-item (19) may be subject to a renegotiated arrangement. 

(20) All debtors entering into arrangements shall provide their banking 
details, and those who have the facility to sign a debit order with their 
financial institutions shall do so; and 

(a) it will be the sole responsibility of the debtor to ensure that the 
debit order does not exceed any maximum amount as stipulated 
by the debtor; 

(b) where no maximum amount has been stipulated by the debtor 
the City Manager shall debit the debtor’s bank account with the 
amounts owing on the account; and 

(c) the debtor shall remain responsible for the payment of any 
shortfall arising from this transaction. 

(21 ) Where a tenant or occupier, who has the ability to pay, wishes to make 
an arrangement the following will apply: 

(a) Item 1 2 (5) must at all times be complied with; 

(b) where the rental is insufficient or there is no rental paid by the 
tenant or the occupier an arrangement to recover the monthly 
current account and the property debt must be entered into in 
terms of the conditions and requirements of this policy; 

(c) where any service is in the name of tenant or occupier an 
arrangement to recover the monthly current account and the 
property debt must be entered into in terms of the conditions and 
requirements of this policy; and 

(d) where the tenant or occupier is unable to meet the criteria set 
out in this policy the tenant or occupier will only receive the 
relevant free basic services as contained in the Tariff Policy. 

(22) The City Manager would normally only enter into arrangements with 
the registered owners, but may enter into an arrangement with a tenant 
or occupier, who can show that they have the ability to pay, upon 
receipt of an affidavit, by the occupier or a tenant of a residential 
property, which certifies that; 

(a) the registered owner of the property at which such tenant or 
occupier so resides in is; 
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(i) untraceable; or 

(ii) not contactable: or 

(iii) such registered owner’s whereabouts are unknown; or 

(iv) where there is no co-operation by the registered owner 

with the occupier, and - 

(b) that they have a right to so occupy such property and stating the 
time period that they have so occupied the property; 

(c) the last known address of the registered owner; 

(d) the rental due for such right to so occupy; 

(e) that such occupier or tenant undertakes to advise the registered 
owner at the first reasonable opportunity of the current situation 
and that the tenant or occupier further agrees to obtain the 
consent of the registered owner to condone the process as set 
out in this sub item failing which the arrangement may be null 
and void; and 

(f) where applicable provide comprehensive details of the non-co- 
operation of the registered owner; 

enter into an arrangement with such a tenant or occupier in 
terms of this policy, to pay off arrears on an account which is a 
charge against the property: 

Steps to be taken by the City Manager 

(g) authorise an arrangement be entered into with the occupier or 
tenant subject to; 

(i) the possible installation of a prepayment electricity meter, a 
water management device including any prepayment water 
meter; 

Notwithstanding the provisions of sub-items (21) and (22), the City 
Manager may refuse to reconnect or restore any service to a tenant 
unless written permission is obtained from the registered owner: 

(a) authorising the tenant to enter into an arrangement in terms of 
this policy; and 

(b) authorising the reconnection or restoration of any service. 

The City Manager may restrict, disconnect or discontinue any service 
to a property; 

(a) if the registered owner withdraws, in writing, any permission 
granted in terms of sub-item (23) where the tenant has defaulted 
on the arrangement made; and 

(b) no new application for any service to the property will be 
authorised until all the arrears have been settled in full. 
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(25) Where an arrangement has been concluded in order for an applicant to 
qualify for any exemptions, rebates or reductions in terms of paragraph 
6.3 of the Rates Policy such arrangement shall be adhered to; and 

(a) should there be any default on the arrangement referred to in 
sub-item (23) then all the exemptions, rebates or deductions 
granted will be reversed with effect from the date on which the 
relevant application was granted. 

(26) The City Manager is not obliged to enter into any arrangement or 
instalment plan where a property has been classified as a problem 
building in terms of the City of Cape Town: Problem Building By-law, 
201 0, for any debt owing to the City. 

(27) Arrangements, that meet the requirements of this item, may be 
concluded, via any electronic communication, as defined in section 1, 
of the Electronic Communications and Transactions Act, 25 of 2002. 


14. Special rating areas 

(1 ) Any additional rate, tariff or levy will be determined in accordance with 
Section 22 of the Property Rates Act, the Rates Policy, the City of 
Cape Town: Special Rating Areas By-law and the Special Rating Areas 
Policy. 

(2) Any additional rate, tariff or levy will be added to the monthly municipal 
account and must be paid by the due date to avoid interest being 
charged. 

(3) The additional rate, tariff or levy will be subject to the debt 
management procedures as described in this policy. 

(4) Interest will be charged on all overdue accounts. 
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CHAPTER 3: HUMAN SETTLEMENTS 


15. General principles 

Additional definition 

(1 ) In this Chapter the definition of - 

(a) ‘income’ as stipulated in Chapter 1 applies but child, foster and 
dependency grants are excluded from the income of the debtor 
and spouse. Where reference is made to the owner, it includes 
the lessee or purchaser who has still to take transfer. 

Interest on arrears 

(2) Interest may be charged on all overdue accounts at an interest rate 
that shall be determined by Council from time to time. 

(3) Where applicable interest charges on arrears will be frozen subject to 
the rescheduled debt arrangement being honoured. 

Debt rescheduling arrangements 

(4) A debt rescheduling arrangement requires the payment of the current 
monthly charges plus a mutually agreed amount towards the arrears 
each month with a minimum 90% payment in the review period. 

(5) If a debt arrangement is not honoured, the debt collection process or 
legal action will resume from where it was suspended and not restart at 
the beginning of the debt management process. 

(6) A debtor who defaults on arrangements made may not be allowed to 
enter into an arrangement after defaulting for the second time. Such 
debtor will proceed in the debt management process if regular payment 
is not received. 

Staff and Councillor arrears 

(7) Any staff member or Councillor who is in arrear with housing account 
payments will be subject to a monthly salary deduction of at least 15% 
of their gross salary with a double deduction at the end of each 
November until the arrear is paid in full; and 

(a) Councillor arrears will be reported to the Speaker. 

(8) Notwithstanding anything to the contrary contained in this policy the 
Manager: Housing Debtor and Debt Management may deduct any 
amount owing to this Municipality by any Councillor or staff member 
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from such Councillor’s or staff member’s remuneration or salary where 
there is a history of late payments. 


Home visits 

(9) Home visits may be undertaken by officials or representatives on 
behalf of the City following the issue of the letter of demand to the 
debtor. Where the registered owner/tenant/occupier and his/her spouse 
are not home at the time of the visit, a letter for registered 
owner/tenant/occupier to call at the housing office will be left at the 
dwelling. (After one recorded unsuccessful attempt by housing officials 
or representatives, house visits will be deemed to have been 
completed) The visiting official or representative will make every effort 
to encourage the defaulting debtor to pay their current account and 
enter into an arrangement for arrears. Where a purchaser is not in 
occupation of the property it is not incumbent on the City to perform 
home visits. 

Recovery of costs 

(1 0) The City Manager may recover from the debtor the following costs in 
instances where such costs are incurred by or on behalf of the City, 

(a) cost and administration fees where payments, made to the City 
by negotiable instruments, are dishonoured by banks when 
presented for payment; 

(b) legal and administration and all other costs/charges, including 
attorney and client costs, and tracing fees incurred in the 
recovery of debts; and 

(c) any collection and related commission. 

Minimum payments 

(1 1 ) Providing that the debtor has not defaulted on debt rescheduling 
arrangements twice, the following minimum payments added to legal 
costs are required from the debtor prior to stopping the legal process. 


Following the service of a summons 1 X total monthly 

housing charge 

Where judgement has been granted 2 X total monthly 

housing charge 

On day of eviction 3 X total monthly 

housing charge; and 


(a) in each case the payment will be limited to the lesser of the 
outstanding balance or the amount calculated above; and 
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{b) the Area Housing Manager: Public Housing and Customer 
Services may use discretion in terms of the amount payable 
where the tenant is found to be indigent in terms of the 
provisions of the Housing Indigent Grant. 

Arrangements at eviction stage 

(1 2) Providing that the debtor has not defaulted on debt rescheduling 
arrangements twice, the following arrangement may be made - 

(a) If the debtor defaults on an arrangement which was made on the 
day of eviction, a re-issued warrant of eviction will be obtained 
and the subsequent eviction process can only be stopped if 12 x 
the total monthly housing charge plus legal costs are paid; 

(b) Should the debtor default on this second arrangement, no further 
arrangements will be entered into and the eviction will be 
enforced unless the debtor pays the amount owing in full. 

There will be no reinstatement after eviction. 

Suspension of dunning due to infirmity 

(1 3) The Manager: Debtors and Debt Management may approve 
suspending the housing dunning procedure for a period not exceeding 
six months in instances where the contracted party is severely 
physically or mentally infirm. Such decision will be based on a 
comprehensive report submitted by the Area Housing Manager in 
charge of the area in which the debtor resides. 

Outsourcing of services 

(1 4) The City may utilise the services of any organisation in order to 
facilitate the recovery of housing debt. 

Attachment of goods 

(1 5) The City Manager may attain a court order and attach the personal 
possessions of a debtor which may be auctioned in order to recover 
any debt owed by the debtor. 

(1 6) Items 11,12 and 1 3 found in Chapter 2, the whole of Chapter 4, item 
37 of Chapter 6 and the whole of Chapter 8 do not relate to housing 
under this policy. 

Subsidy phase out programme 

(1 7) In order to ensure the affordable implementation and recovery of all 
housing charges, as aligned to the City’s housing debt management 
programme, the subsidy phase out programme status will remain at its 
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current level, of an automatic 20% rental subsidy for all qualifying 
tenants residing in Council rental properties, prior to 1 January 2007. 

Disconnection of supply of services for debt 

(1 8) The supply of any service to the property may be restricted, 

disconnected or discontinued in terms of section 9 and 10 of the Credit 
Control and Debt Collection By-law. 

16. Collection process: Rental Schemes 

(1 ) Rental is payable in advance by the due date. 

(2) If payment is not received, a letter of demand is sent to the defaulting 
debtor requesting payment and offering the debtor an opportunity to 
make an arrangement within 30 (thirty) days, from the date of the letter. 

(3) If the debtor fails to respond to this letter of demand, within 30 (thirty) 
days, the debtor may, within the next 30 (thirty) days, receive a house 
visit (note sub-item 15 (9)). 

(4) Failure to respond after the house visit will result in legal proceedings. 

(5) The legal collection process will start with a letter demanding payment 
within a stipulated period. 

(6) If the debtor fails to respond within the stipulated period, summons will 
be issued. 

(7) No response to the summons will result in the City making an 
application to court for default judgement and, ultimately, the 
commencement of eviction proceedings. 

17. Collection process: Home-ownership Schemes 

(1 ) Instalments and other housing charges are payable by the due date. 

(2) If payment is not received, a letter of demand is sent to the defaulting 
debtor requesting payment and offering the debtor an opportunity to 
make an arrangement within 30 (thirty) days from the date of the letter. 

(3) If the debtor fails to respond to this letter of demand within 30 (thirty) 
days, the debtor may, within the next 30 (thirty) days, receive a house 
visit (note sub-item 15 (9)). 

(4) Failure to respond after the house visit will be followed by legal 
proceedings. 

(5) The legal collection process will start with a letter demanding payment 
within a stipulated period. 
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(6) If the debtor fails to respond within the stipulated period, summons will 
be issued. No response to the summons will result in the City making 
an application to court for, default judgment and ultimately, the 
commencement of eviction proceedings. 

(7) If the amount due on the day of eviction is not paid, repossession of the 
property will take place and immovable property may be sold or 
converted to a rental unit and let in accordance with the City’s 
Allocations Policy: Housing Opportunities. 


18. Collection process: Sponsored Loans 

(1 ) Instalments and other charges are payable by due date as per the 
loan contract. 

(2) If payment is not received, a letter of demand is sent to the 
defaulting debtor/organisation requesting payment and offering the 
debtor/organisation an opportunity to make an arrangement within 
30 (thirty) days of the date of the letter. 

(3) An arrangement in the case of these loans must constitute the full 
billing amount plus a reasonable amount towards the arrear 

(4) Failure to respond to this letter of demand may result in legal 
proceedings against the debtor/organisation which may include 
attachment of moveable assets which may be sold to recover the 
debt. 


19. Indigent relief 

(1) Housing Indigent Relief (rental and home ownership schemes) shall be 

applied as follows: 

(a) Where the joint income of a housing debtor and spouse or 
partner does not exceed R3,200.00 per month such debtor shall 
be deemed to be indigent; 

(b) where a housing debtor has applied for and been granted a 
housing indigent grant , all debt related to that property for that 
debtor (excluding capital debt of home ownership debtors) up to 
the date of granting of indigent status will be written back. Such 
write back will occur only once for any debtor, thereby allowing 
for a once off rehabilitation; 

(c) an indigent debtor will, where applicable, have any credit meter 
for water at the premises replaced with a water management 
device or any prepayment water meter ; and 
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(i) the Water Department will be notified regarding the 

required installation of such water management device 
and will be responsible for the installation thereof; 

( d ) an indigent debtor will have any credit meter for electricity at the 
premises replaced with an electricity dispensing unit (EDU); and 
(i) the Electricity Department and the maintenance section 

of the Public Housing and Customer Services department 
will be notified regarding the required installation of the 
EDU and will be responsible for the installation thereof; 

(e) failure by an indigent debtor to pay 90% of the amount due 
within a review period of 2 months will lead to the indigent grant 
being cancelled; whereafter the debtor will immediately be 
subject to the housing debt management policy; 

(f) the indigent grant will be valid for a period of 1 2 months and all 
housing indigent grant applicants are required to re-apply after 
12 months; 

(g) should it be discovered that there were any purposeful 
omissions by the applicant with respect to the Indigent Grant 
application which result in the applicant not complying with the 
indigent grant requirements, the grant will be cancelled and 
reversed to the date of application; 

(h) any debtor who fails to pay the indigent rental regularly and on 
time, causing the indigent grant to cancel, may not be allowed to 
re-apply for the grant after defaulting and re-applying 3 times. 
The Manager: Debtor and Debt Management has the discretion 
to consider each case on its merit; and 

(i) the indigent rental will be calculated according to the following 
table:

19A Incentive Scheme 

(1) The housing incentive scheme, supporting the housing debt 

management process, aims to encourage debtors to continue paying 
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their debts. Six debtors per month may win vouchers to the value of 
R1 000 each; and 

(a) debtors who are in receipt of an indigent grant and those who 
have made debt rescheduling arrangements and who pay 
consistently will be included. 

(2) In order to qualify, housing debtors must - 

(a) have paid the billed amount for a period of 3 consecutive 
months; 

{b) not be a Council staff member/councillor or life partner, parent 
child, sibling, business partner or associate of a Council staff 
member/councillor; 

(c) sign a declaration, before being handed the award, confirming 
that they comply with (b) and noting receipt of the award; and 

( d ) not form part of the “Unlawful occupant/Unlawful behaviour” 
segment of the housing debtor system. 

(3) A debtor who has been awarded a prize will be excluded from the draw 
for three (3) months following the award before again becoming eligible 
to form part of the draw. 
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CHAPTER 4: INDIGENT RELIEF FOR RESIDENTIAL PROPERTIES 

20. Tariff structure 

(1 ) The Rates Policy and Tariff Policy are designed to enable those 
residential debtors who meet the criteria as defined therein to obtain 
free basic services and a rates rebate. 

(2) The free basic services and the rates rebate referred to in this Chapter 
will be as determined by Council from time to time, and 

(a) such determination will override anything else to the contrary as 
contained in this Chapter. 

21. Excess consumption 

Any consumer who uses in excess of any free allocation of services, 
will be charged for those services in accordance with the Tariff Policy 
and will be subject to this policy. 

22. Arrears 

(1) All residential debtors who qualify and are registered as indigent, will 
have their arrears written off once during ownership of that property, 
and thereafter will be subject to item 21 , provided that; 

(a) where applicable, a water management device and any 
prepayment meter have been installed at the property; and 

(b) the arrears are not as a direct result of tampering or any illegal 
usage of services. 

(2) After the arrears have been written off in terms of sub-item (1 ), and 
irrespective of whether consumers receive a current account for any 
subsequent rates and services, consumers who again fall into arrears 
are still required to make an arrangement with the City Manager to pay 
off their arrears in accordance with the principles and conditions 
contained in this policy. 

(3) Sub-item (2) applies to all persons who have had their arrears written 
off in terms of sub-item (1) and who at any stage thereafter re-apply for 
indigent status. 

(4) Where any arrangement, as referred to in sub-item (2), is defaulted on, 
then all the indigent benefits received as a result of being registered, in 
terms of item 23, will cease, with effect from the date of such default. 

23. Registration criteria 

(1 ) In order to qualify for registration as an indigent, for a period not 
exceeding twelve months, an applicant, which could include any 
combination of applicants, must satisfy the following criteria: 
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(a) The property must be a residential property; and 

(b) the applicant, or any combination of applicants, must be - 

(i) the registered owner of the residential property; or 

(ii) an occupier of a child-headed household where the 
residential property is registered in the name of the 
deceased parent or deceased parents; or 

(iii) a purchaser of a residential property from any of the 
spheres of government on a delayed transfer basis; or 

(iv) the party to whom the residential property is awarded in 
the event of a divorce; or 

(v) where a deceased estate has not been wound up; 

(aa) in the case of a deceased estate, in whose name 
the residential property is registered, any heir to 
whom the registered property has been 
bequeathed; or 

(bb) a surviving spouse, where the surviving spouse 
was married in community of property to the 
deceased, and where the residential property is 
registered in both spouses’ names, and the 
surviving spouse is the sole heir; or 
(cc) a surviving spouse, who was married in community 
of property to the deceased, together with any 
other heirs, if any, where the residential property is 
registered in the name of that deceased; or 
(dd) in the case where a portion of a residential 

property is registered in the name of a deceased 
estate, the surviving registered owners together 
with the heirs to the deceased estate; or 

(vi) in the event of the residential property being registered in 
the name of a trust, 

(aa) the beneficiaries, for the meantime, of a 

testamentary trust established in terms of the 
Administration of Estates Act, 66 of 1965; or 
(bb) the trustees together with any beneficiaries, for the 
meantime, of a trust established in terms of the 
Trust Property Control Act, 57 of 1988; or 

(vii) a usufructuary or habitatio where such usufruct or 
habitatio right is registered against a residential property 
in the name of that usufructuary or habitatio; or 

(viii) where there is more than one person residing at the 

residential property who meet any of the criteria set out in 
this sub-item then they must jointly make application in 
terms of this item; 

(ix) all the members of a close corporation who meet all the 
relevant criteria; 

(x) notwithstanding anything else contained in this policy a 
backyard dweller may have consumption subsidised from 
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the indigent fund as more fully set out in sub-item 24 (2); 
and 

(c) the total household income of the residential property may not 
exceed the maximum income of the Senior Citizens and 
Disabled Persons Rates Rebate Scheme which receives a 100% 
rates rebate as per the Rates Policy; and 

(d) the applicant may not be the registered owner of more than one 
immovable property nationally and internationally; and 

(i) sub-item 23 (1) (d) excludes any unproductive vacant 
land, as defined in the Rates Policy; and 

(e) be a full-time occupant of the residential property or where the 
registered owner is unable to occupy the property due to no fault 
of such registered owner, the spouse, or partner and including 
any party in a cohabitation relationship or minor children may 
satisfy the occupancy requirement; and 

(f) where applicable, must have a prepayment electricity meter, a 
water management device or a prepayment water meter 
installed in terms of any applicable by-law or policy, as read with 
any approved tariff; and 

(g) notwithstanding the aforesaid, registered owners of residential 
properties which have a municipal valuation as referred to in 
paragraph 5.1 of the Rates Policy, or less, or as determined by 
Council from time to time, will be deemed to meet the criteria in 
sub-item (a) to (e) above and will be regarded as being 
registered, unless proven differently; and 

(i) interest may be charged at 0% until the devices as 

referred to in sub-item 22 are installed and the arrears are 
written off. 

(2) The City Manager may call upon an applicant, an indigent or a debtor 
at any time to produce documents in support of their claim for 
indigency or indigent status; and 

(a) may at any time approach any person in order to verify any 
claim made by an applicant or indigent. 

(3) Council may determine any criteria as mentioned in sub-items (1 ) and 
(2) from time to time. 

(4) In exceptional circumstances and at the sole discretion of the City 
Manager, the City Manager may approve the indigent benefit even 
though the applicant does not meet all the registration criteria as set 
out in sub-items (1). 

(5) Notwithstanding sub-item (1) (g) any interest charges already raised on 
the properties identified therein may be written off. 
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(6) The City Manager may approve the indigent benefit where an applicant 
can prove that a spouse, or partner and including any party in a 
cohabitation relationship can no longer be traced and such spouse, or 
partner or any party in a cohabitation relationship has left the home, for 
a period of at least three years, but the applicant still meets all the other 
qualifying criteria. 

(7) Notwithstanding sub-item (1) (g) where the property was valued at 
R88 000,00 or less, during the 2006 General Valuation (“GV”) inclusive 
of any Supplementary Valuations (“SV”) thereto, compiled in terms of 
the Property Rates Act and where the valuation as per the 2009 GV or 
any SV relating to the 2009 or 2012 GV exceeds the abovementioned 
qualifying value, such property would still qualify for the benefits in 
terms of this sub-item for the duration of the 2009 or 201 2 GV, or any 
subsequent valuation roll, or as determined by Council from time to 
time, will be deemed to meet the criteria in sub-item (1 ) (a) to (e) and 
will be regarded as being registered, unless proven differently ; and 

(i) interest may be charged at 0% until the said devices are 
installed and the arrears written off; or 


24. Indigent relief: rates 

(1) No rates will be levied on any residential property where the municipal 
valuation does not exceed the municipal valuation as referred to in 
paragraph 5.1 of the Rates Policy. 

(2) All residential properties, that have a municipal valuation of R1 .00 up to 
and including R400,000.00 , including those properties referred to in 
item 20, activated backyard dwellers and the owner meets the criteria 
as contained in item 23 (1) (a), (c), (d) or (e), unless proven differently, 
will receive an indigent grant of not more than R1 15.93 (VAT inclusive), 
or as determined by Council from time to time, towards the payment of 
their rates and services account, excluding electricity; and 

(a) indigents who meet the criteria as described in item 23 and 

whose residential properties have a municipal valuation of more 
than R400,000.00 will also receive an indigent grant as per sub- 
item (2) above, towards the payment of their rates and services 
account in connection with that property but this excludes 
electricity services. 

(3) The indigent grant referred to in sub-item (2), may not be converted to 
cash, set-off against any other account or be refunded in terms of this 
policy, except as provided for in sub-item (2) (a). 

(4) All applicants who qualify in terms of item 23: 
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(a) Will receive the same rates rebate benefits as approved by 
Council for senior citizen and disabled persons, at the equivalent 
gross monthly household income level as set out in the Rates 
Policy; or 

(b) who do not receive any rates rebate in terms of paragraph 5.7 of 
the Rates Policy, and with the exception of item 23 (1) (c) and 

(. f ), will only receive a rates rebate, from the date that the benefit 
has been approved until the end of that current financial year, of: 

(i) 75% if their income is greater than R4,001 .00 and 
not more than R5,000.00; or 

(ii) a 50% rebate if their income is between R5,001 .00 
and R5,500.00; or 

(iii) a 25% rebate if their income is between R5,501 .00 
and R6,000.00 ; and 

(c) all indigents referred to in sub-item (4) (b) must make and abide 
by an arrangement to repay any arrears in accordance with the 
principles and conditions contained in this policy, no other 
indigent benefits or rates rebates, as provided for in paragraph 
5.7 of the Rates Policy, will accrue to such property owner, 
except as approved by Council from time to time. 

(5) All percentages and amounts mentioned in sub-items (1) to (4) shall be 
as determined by Council from time to time. 

(6) All debtors, who qualify and are registered as indigent, who require a 
municipal valuation certificate of their property, for purposes of applying 
for a social grant, will receive such certificate at no cost. 

25. Indigent relief: water 

(1 ) Residential consumers may receive their first 6kl, or as determined by 
Council from time to time, of consumption on a zero-based tariff. 

(2) The City Manager shall grant authority that a water management 
device or a prepayment water meter may be installed in properties 
qualifying for indigent relief so as to reduce consumption to affordable 
levels. 

(3) A residential debtor who doubts the validity of the consumption stated 
on any account may apply for the meter to be tested at his or her cost 
as per the Tariff Policy relating to indigence. 

26. Indigent relief: electricity 

(1 ) Residential debtors will receive indigent benefits as set out in the Tariff 
Policy; and 
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(a) prepayment meters will not receive the free basic supply of 
electricity for months in which no energy is purchased unless 
this is specifically claimed each month at a vending outlet; and 

(b) credit meters will be credited with as much of the free basic 
supply of electricity as is used during the metering period. 

(2) The City Manager shall grant authority that a prepayment meter may 
be installed in those properties where the registered owners qualify and 
are registered for indigent relief so that the debtor cannot consume 
electricity beyond such debtor’s means. All prepayment meters are 
installed at the rate as indicated in the Tariff Policy. 

27. Indigent relief: solid waste 

(1 ) All residential debtors whose, properties are below a municipal 
valuation, as determined by Council from time to time, may receive a 
free or rebated waste collection service; and 

(a) all residential property owners, who are registered as indigent, 
and who qualify in terms of item 23 (1), will receive a waste 
collection service rebate of 100% for the first 240L container; 
and 

{b) all residential property owners, who are registered as indigent, 
and who qualify in terms of item 24 (4), will receive a waste 
collection service rebate equivalent to the percentage granted in 
respect of a rates rebate based on the same income levels for 
the first 240L container. 

(2) All informal residential debtors will receive a free basic waste collection 
service as set out in the Tariff Policy. 

28. Debt management actions 

(1 ) Subject to sub-item (3) and (4) no restriction, disconnection or 
discontinuation of any service or legal action will be instituted against 
any debtor, who has registered for and been accepted as an indigent 
for a period of twelve months, or while they still qualify as indigent, and 
meet all the criteria, in item 23 (1 ), during this twelve month period. 

(2) An application for registration as indigent is only valid for a period of 
twelve months from the date of approval. 

(3) It is a requirement of this policy that should the personal circumstances 
of a debtor improve to such an extent that such debtor no longer 
qualifies as an indigent, then such person must notify the City Manager 
immediately of this change in order for such persons name to be 
removed from the indigent register. 
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(4) If it is found that a debtor no longer qualifies as an indigent, and such 
debtor has not informed the City Manager, then this debtor will be de- 
registered as an indigent, and all suspended steps, as referred to in 
sub item (1) above, will be lifted, from the time the debtor’s 
circumstances were found to have improved, and interest will be 
payable on any outstanding amounts. 

29. Misrepresentation 

(1 ) Debtors found to have misrepresented themselves in order to benefit 
from the City’s indigent relief will be deemed to have committed an 
offence and remedial measures will be taken in a manner as 
determined by the Council from time to time, and the City Manager 
will— 

(a) reverse all benefits and relief received; and 

(b) raise any fee, as determined by Council from time to time, as set 
out in the Tariff Policy. 

(2) Any person who has received any benefit or relief in terms of this policy 
and who has misrepresented themselves in order to qualify for such 
benefit or relief will be deemed to have committed an offence and 
remedial measures will be taken in a manner as determined by the 
Council from time to time, and the City Manager will— 

(a) reverse all benefits and relief received; and 

(b) raise any fee, as determined by Council from time to time, as set 
out in the Tariff Policy. 

(3) The City Manager shall report any misrepresentation in terms of this 
policy to the South African Police Services. 
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CHAPTER 5: PROPERTY MANAGEMENT 


30. General principles 

Definition: 

(1) In this Chapter “income” means income as stipulated in Chapter 1 
and applies but where reference is made to the owner, it includes the 
lessee. 

Property Management Portfolio and tenanting allocation strategy 

(2) The PM Portfolio is market value driven. 

(3) The tenanting process of vacant residential properties is geared at 
speedy turnaround times due to the cost implication of securing the 
vacant houses. Criteria such as affordability and fit are considered 
when selecting potential tenants; 

Consolidated debt 

(4) In terms of this Policy, separate accounts of a person liable for 
payment to the City, are to be consolidated, regardless of the fact that 
separate accounts for such debtor may be rendered, and includes all 
pre-paid services for which no account is rendered and as such in 
conjunction with debt management action already taken, electricity may 
be disconnected and/or (in the case of residential properties) water 
restricted to trickle feed for non-payment of your rental arrears. 

Interest 

(5) Interest may be charged on all overdue accounts at an interest rate 
equal to the prime rate which will be adjusted quarterly to the prevailing 
rate on the last date of the quarter. 

(6) Where applicable interest charges on arrears will be frozen, subject to 
the rescheduled debt arrangement being honoured. 

Debt rescheduling arrangements 

(7) A debt rescheduling arrangement requires the payment of one 
month/annual rental (whichever is applicable) when the agreement is 
signed and the current monthly/annual charges plus a mutually agreed 
amount towards the arrears each following month, plus, where 
applicable, legal and other fees incurred to date; and 

(a) the debt rescheduling arrangement will be limited to twenty four 
(24) months or the remaining period of the tenure whichever is 
the shortest; 
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(b) if a debt arrangement is not honoured, the debt collection 
process or legal action will resume from the debt stage at which 
it was suspended; 

(c) a debtor who defaults on arrangements made may not be 
allowed to enter into an arrangement after defaulting for the 
second time; and 

(d) such debtor will proceed in the debt management process 
unless all arrears are paid in full. 

Staff and Councillor arrears 

(8) Any staff member or Councillor who is in arrears with their property 
management account payments will be subject to a monthly salary 
deduction of at least 15% of their gross salary with a double deduction 
at the end of any month in which a bonus is received until the arrear is 
satisfied; and 

(a) such salary deduction arrangement will be limited to twenty four 
(24) months or the remaining period of the tenure, whichever is 
the lesser; and 

( b ) notwithstanding anything to the contrary contained in this policy, 
the Manager: Housing Debt and Debtor Management may 
deduct any amount owing to this Municipality by any Councillor 
or staff member from such Councillor’s or staff member’s 
remuneration or salary where there is a history of late payments. 

Recovery of costs 

(9) The City Manager may recover from the debtor, all costs in instances 
where such costs are incurred by or on behalf of the City, including; 

(a) cost and administration fees, where presented payments are 
dishonoured, e.g. R/D cheques; 

(b) legal and administration costs, including attorney and client 
costs, and tracing fees incurred in the recovery of debts; and 

(c) any collection commission/charges. 

(1 0) All charges are payable on demand. 

(11) No response to first demand for payment will lead to a restriction 
and/or disconnection of the water and/or electricity or any other supply 
for that property. 

(1 2) Departures from the above principles may only be made by the 
Director: Property Management where there are sound practical 
reasons which shall be recorded in writing. 
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Minimum Payments 

(1 3) The following minimum payments added to legal costs are required 
from the debtor prior to stopping the debt management and legal 
processes: 


On signing a debt rescheduling 
arrangement 

1 X total monthly/annual 
property management 
charge (as per lease 
agreement) 

Following the service of a 
summons 

2 X total monthly property 

management charge (as 
per lease agreement) 

Where judgement has been 
granted 

3 X total monthly property 

management charge (as 
per lease agreement) 

On day of eviction 

6 X total monthly property 

management charge (as 
per lease agreement) 


a) in each case the payment will be limited to the lesser of the 
outstanding balance or the amount calculated above; and 

{b) the Manager: Property Holdings may use discretion in terms of 
the amount payable where the tenant is found to be indigent in 
terms of the provisions of the Property Management Indigent 
Grant. 

There will be no reinstatement after eviction. 

Attachment of goods 

(1 4) The City Manager may attain a court order and attach the personal 
possessions of a debtor which may be auctioned in order to recover 
any debt owed by the debtor. 

Suspension of dunning due to infirmity 

(1 5) The Manager: Debtor and Debt Management may approve suspending 
the property management dunning procedure for a period not 
exceeding six months in instances where the contracted party is 
severely physically or mentally infirm. 
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Disconnection of supply of services for debt 

(1 6) The supply of any service to the property may be restricted, 

disconnected or discontinued in terms of section 9 and 10 of the Credit 
Control and Debt Collection By-law 


(1 7) Items 11,12 and 1 3 found in Chapter 2, the whole of Chapter 4, item 
37 of Chapter 6 and the whole of Chapter 8 do not relate to property 
management under this policy. 

31. Debt Management process 

(1) The Property Management: Debt Management process begins when a 
lessee falls into arrears in respect of the current charges. 

(2) If payment is not received, a notice requesting payment and offering 
the debtor an opportunity to make an arrangement within 30 (thirty) 
days, from the date of the letter, is sent to the defaulting debtor. 

(3) Failure by the debtor to respond to notice within the 30 (thirty) day 
period will automatically result in the institution of legal and related 
proceedings with a letter of demand, demanding payment within a 
stipulated period. 

(4) If the debtor fails to respond within the stipulated period, summons will 
be issued and the following will be a standard inclusion in all summons 
prayers: 

(a) Payment of the current arrears as well as; 

(b) payment of rental per month for each further month the 
Defendant remains in illegal occupation of the premises. 

(5) Failure to respond to the summons will result in the City making an 
application to court for default judgement including a standard 
instruction that the Writ of Execution be issued and, if applicable, a 
financial enquiry lodged. 

(6) Once all remedies to recover debt have been exhausted, eviction 
proceedings will commence. 


32. Indigent relief 

(1) The Property Management portfolio is market value driven and debtors 
who are no longer able to afford the rental are required to seek 
alternative accommodation within the period that the indigent grant is 
valid. 
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(2) The indigent relief in this Policy will thus be applied to indigent 

households once only and no re-applications will be considered. 

(3) Indigent Relief for Property Management debtors shall be applied as 

follows: 

(a) Where the joint income of a Property Management debtor and 
spouse or partner does not exceed R3,200 per month such 
debtor shall be deemed to be indigent; 

(b) where a Property Management debtor has applied for and been 
granted an indigent grant , all debt related to that property for 
that debtor up to the date of granting of indigent status will be 
written back. Such write back will occur only once for any 
debtor, thereby allowing for a once off rehabilitation; 

(c) an indigent debtor will, where applicable, have any credit meter 
for water at the premises replaced with a water management 
device or any prepayment water meter ; and 

(i) the Water Department will be notified regarding the 

required installation of such water management device 
and will be responsible for the installation thereof; and 

(d) an indigent debtor will have any credit meter for electricity at the 
premises replaced with an electricity dispensing unit (EDU); and 
(i) the Electricity Department and the maintenance section of 

the Property Management Department will be notified 
regarding the required installation of the EDU and will be 
responsible for the installation thereof; and 

(e) failure by an indigent debtor to pay the amount due within a 
review period of 2 months will lead to the indigent grant being 
cancelled; whereafter the debtor will immediately be subject to 
the property management debt management policy; 

(f) the indigent grant will be valid for a period of 1 2 months; 

(g) should it be discovered that there were any purposeful 
omissions by the applicant with respect to the indigent grant 
application which result in the applicant not complying with the 
indigent grant requirements, the grant will be cancelled and 
reversed to the date of application; 

(h) any debtor who fails to pay the indigent rental regularly and on 
time, will cause the indigent grant to be cancelled; 

(/) the Manager: Property Holding has the discretion to consider 
each case on its merit; and 
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(j) the indigent rental will be calculated according to the following 
table:

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CHAPTER 6: CREDITS, REFUNDS AND TRANSFERS 

33. Credit 

(1 ) In this chapter any reference to the word ‘refund’ includes the word 
‘transfer’ unless the context indicates otherwise. 

(2) The City Manager shall have the right to claim any credits due to this 
City or any of its predecessors-in-law. 

(3) No interest shall be paid in respect of any credit on any account unless 
permitted in terms of any other legislation, policy or as determined by 
Council from time to time. 

34. Requests for refunds or transfers 

(1 ) All requests for refunds or transfers must be in writing; and 

(a) the City Manager shall only refund or transfer credit amounts in 
terms of this Chapter. 

(2) A “Request for Refund Form” must be completed, or dictated to an 
official who will record it in writing and have it read, and if necessary, 
corrected, and 

(a) all the applicable supporting documentation must be supplied; 
and 

(b) the form must be signed by the person requesting the refund. 

(3) The form must then immediately be lodged with the relevant authorised 
official. 

(4) Consideration for a refund or transfer will only be given where credits 
appear on the account. 

(5) Refunds will only be made: 

(a) To an account holder; or 

(b) notwithstanding anything else to the contrary contained in this 
policy, to the conveyancer, of the relevant property, after 
registration of transfer in the Deeds Office. 

(6) Notwithstanding sub-items (4), (5) and (7) any payment made on an 
account by a third party will only be considered for a refund or 
transferred, by the City Manager, to such third party, after the latter 
submits proof of the payment and such refund or transfer will be 
subject to any law and policy of the City. 
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By the claimant 

(a) The claimant will be required to produce the original proof of the 
payment which includes but does not limit same to any of the 
following: 

(i) original receipt; 

(ii) proof of payment method; 

(iii) original cheque as processed by the bank, if applicable; 

(iv) affidavit in support of the refund or transfer; and 

(v) proof of the account intended to be paid, if applicable. 


the City 

(b) Before making any refund or transfer the City Manager may - 

(i) try to establish the whereabouts of the accountholder and 
thereafter; 

(ii) write to such accountholder, at the last known or 
established address, giving such accountholder 14 
(fourteen) days to show cause why such refund or 
transfer should not be proceeded with; and 

(iii) no refund or transfer shall take place until any objection 
to the refund or transfer by the accountholder, as referred 
to in sub-item (ii), has been resolved to the satisfaction of 
the City; and 

(iv) the City Manager shall notify both the claimant and the 
account holder, of any final decision to either: 

(aa) Proceed with the refund or transfer; or 
(bb) to reject the request for the refund or transfer. 

By the Accountholder 

(c) Any accountholder objecting to such refund or transfer must 

comply with the following: 

(i) Submit such objection in writing showing cause as to why 
the refund or transfer should not take place; and 

(ii) may be required to submit such objection in the form of 
an affidavit. 

Except for refunds in terms of section 55, of the Property Rates Act, 
where there are two or more account holders all of the accountholders 
must complete and sign the “Request for Refund or Transfer Form” as 
per sub-item (2). 
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35. Deceased estates, insolvent estates, judicial management and 
curatorship 

Deceased estates 

(1 ) Refunds and requests for transfers will only be considered upon receipt 
of the duly completed form referred to in item 34, signed by a duly 
appointed executor or executrix, and such application shall be subject 
to relevant conditions contained in item 34; and 

(a) refunds will only be made payable to the deceased estate’s 
bank account. 

(2) Notwithstanding sub-item (1 ) if an estate is wound up in terms of 
section 18 (3) of the Administration of Estates Act, then such refund or 
transfer can be made as per the directions as given by the Master by 
applying the same or similar principle; and 

(a) the Masters direction as referred to in sub-item (2) must be 
attached to the request for the refund or transfer. 

Insolvent estates including any entity in the process of liquidation 

(3) Refunds and requests for transfers will only be considered upon receipt 
of the duly completed form referred to in item 34, signed by a duly 
appointed trustee or liquidator, and such application shall be subject to 
relevant conditions contained in item 34; and 

(a) refunds will only be made payable to the bank account of either 
the insolvent or an entity in liquidation; or 

(b) to an unrehabilitated insolvent; or 

(c) notwithstanding anything else to the contrary contained herein to 
any nominee, subject to the conditions contained in this policy. 

(4) Despite anything to the contrary contained in this policy the right to 
offset any debt against any credit is subject to the Insolvency Act. 

Judicial management 

(5) Refunds and requests for transfers will only be considered upon receipt 
of the duly completed form referred to in item 34, signed by a duly 
appointed judicial manager, and such application shall be subject to 
relevant conditions contained in item 34; and 

(a) refunds will only be made payable to the bank account of a 
company which has been placed under judicial management. 

(6) Despite anything to the contrary contained in this policy the right to 
offset any debt against any credit is subject to the Insolvency Act. 
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Curatorship 

(7) Refunds and requests for transfers will only be considered upon receipt 
of the duly completed form referred to in item 34, signed by a duly 
appointed curator, and such application shall be subject to relevant 
conditions contained in item 34; and 

(a) refunds will only be made payable to the bank account of a 
person under curatorship. 

36. Refunds and transfers generally 

(1 ) Subject to sub-item (2) refunds shall take the form of electronic bank 
transfers only unless catered for elsewhere in law or any of the 
applicable policies of the Municipality. 

(2) Subject to sub-item (3) the City Manager shall have the right to offset 
any credit against any debt of the same debtor. 

(a) Notwithstanding sub-item (2) the amount referred to in item 24 

(2) shall not be offset except as provided for in item 24 (3). 

(3) The right to offset any debt against any credit is subject to the 
Insolvency Act, or any court order prohibiting such set-off. 

(4) In the case of a refund or transfer to a partnership no set-off against 
any debt of the individual partner may take place; but 

(a) any credit due to a partner may be offset against the debt of a 
partnership. 

37. Clearance certificates 

(1) Any refund provided as a result item 12 (6) shall be refunded in terms 
of that sub-item as read with this Chapter. 

(2) Any payment for a clearance certificate, which results in a credit on the 
sellers account, shall be refunded to such seller, after registration, and 
after finalisation, to the satisfaction of the City Manager, of the 
respective account. 

(3) Where a sale does not result in registration taking place no refund shall 
be made, unless there is a credit on the account, and such refund shall 
be limited to the total of the amount in credit which shall not exceed the 
credit placed to the account in order to obtain the clearance certificate. 

(4) The sheriff of the court who sold the property shall be the seller when a 
property has been sold in execution. 
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(5) A duly completed ‘Request for Refund Form’ may accompany any 
application for a clearance certificate. 

38. Nominees 


(1 ) The City Manager has the right, subject to any applicable legislation, to 
offset any of the nominees debt against any credit to be refunded to 
such nominees banking account. 

(2) Notwithstanding sub-item (3) no refund will be made to a nominee 
where the account holder is a juristic person except where a director, 
member or trustee can prove that they paid the juristic person’s 
account out of their own personal bank account and that all the 
required proof and relevant documents are submitted. 

(3) Subject to sub-item (1 ) and (2) and notwithstanding anything else 
contained in this policy, refunds may be made to a nominees banking 
account. 
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CHAPTER 7: MISCELLANEOUS 


39. Right of access to property 

(1 ) The registered owner or occupier of any premises in this City must give 
an official of this City or any representative of a service provider, who is 
authorised by the City Manager, access at all reasonable hours to the 
premises in order to inspect the premises, read, inspect, install or 
repair any meter or service connection for reticulation, or to disconnect, 
stop or restrict or discontinue the provision of any service. 

(2) Where access has been denied to a property or where it is found that 
officials are unable to gain reasonable access the City Manager may, 
having given fourteen days due notice, insist on the installation of a 
water management device and any prepayment meter may be installed 
at the property, at the owners cost. 

(3) Where access has been denied to a property or where it is found that 
officials are unable to gain reasonable access the City Manager may, 
having given fourteen days, due notice, disconnect, stop or restrict or 
discontinue the provision of any service, at the cost of the owner’ 


40. Compromising or compounding any action, claim or proceedings 

(1 ) In terms of section 1 09 of the Systems Act the City Manager may 
compromise or compound any action, claim and proceedings where 
applicable. 

(2) Sub-item (1) is not applicable to rates except as provided for in section 
26 (3) of the Property Rates Act. 

41 . Review of this Policy 

(1 ) This policy shall be reviewed annually as part of the budget process or 
whenever required. 
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CHAPTER 8: OTHER COLLECTION PROCEDURES 

42. Failure to pay debt by due date 

(1 ) Should any debtor fail to pay any debt, referred to in section 1 1 8 (3) of 
the Systems Act, by due date the City Manager may, serve a notice in 
terms of section 1 1 5 of the Systems Act, - 

(a) on the debtor, and 

(b) on the property, 

calling upon such debtor to pay such debt within 30 (thirty) days of 
such notice. 

43. Content of notice 

(1 ) The notices referred to in item 42 shall state that should any debt not 
be settled within 30 (thirty) days of such notice, application will be 
made to court for an order for the sale of the debtor’s property for the 
outstanding debt plus any additional debt incurred in the application of 
this Chapter. 

44. Address for delivery of notifications 

(1 ) Any debtor may notify the City Manager of an address within the 

Republic to which any notice referred to in sub-item 42 (1) (a) may be 
sent; and 

(a) any address given in terms of sub-item (1 ) may be amended by 
a debtor by notifying the City Manager in writing of the change 
thereof; and 

(i) such amended address shall take effect when a written 
acknowledgement of such address is dispatched by the 
City Manager to the debtor. 

(b) the onus shall be on the debtor to ensure that such debtor 
receives a written acknowledgement of such amended address; 

(c) the amended address shall be deemed for all purposes to be the 
address where all notices in terms of this Chapter may be 
served to the exclusion of any address previously notified; 

(d) shall state either the property account number or numbers of 
each applicable account; and 

(i) the full description of the property; 

(ii) the physical address of the property; and 

(iii) the full name of the registered owner. 
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45. Procedures to be followed for debt 

(1 ) Should any debt referred to in item 42, remain unpaid after the final 
date for the payment thereof, such debt may be recovered in the 
manner set forth in this Chapter. 

(2) The City Manager shall cause a further notice to be served, in terms of 
section 1 15 of the Systems Act, advising that an application shall be 
made to Court, after the lapsing of 14 (fourteen) days from dispatch of 
this notice, for an Order for the sale of the debtor’s property for the 
outstanding debt plus any additional debt incurred in the application of 
this Chapter. 

(3) If after giving notification in terms of items 42 and sub-item 45 (2) 
hereof, and such debt remains outstanding, a court of competent 
jurisdiction, upon the application by this Municipality, showing 

(a) the amount of debt not paid; and 

(b) the notices provided for in items 42 and 45 (2) has been given, 

shall be requested to summarily order any such property against which 
the debt is owing to be sold by way of public auction, subject to the 
conditions contained in sub-items (4), (5) and (6) hereof, which order 
the court shall have the right to grant. 

(4) The order shall give the power for the proceeds of the public auction to 
be paid into court and direct that payment be made to the City, from 
these proceeds; of 

(a) all debt outstanding; and 

(b) all costs incurred by this City in respect of the application made 
in terms of this Chapter; 

in preference to any bondholder in terms of section 1 18 (3) of the 
Systems Act. 

(5) Upon the court order as set out in sub-items (3) and (4) hereof the City 
shall have the right to have the property or any part thereof, as the 
case may be, sold in accordance with the court’s order without the 
necessity of issuing a writ or other process of court for that purpose, 
except as provided for in sub-item (6), provided that in all other 
respects any such sale shall be deemed to be a sale of immovable 
property in execution of the judgment of such court, save that it shall 
not be necessary to notify or consult the debtor, against which the 
amount is owing, with regards to the sale or the conditions of the sale. 

(6) Prior to applying for a date of sale of any property in terms of this 
Chapter, or the court order, the City Manager shall - 
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(a) post a notice on the official notice board of this Municipality for a 
period of a least 30 (thirty) days; 

(b) publish such notice in at least three newspapers circulating in 
the area in which the property is situated; and 

(c) serve a notice to this effect on the debtor. 

(7) The notice referred to in sub-item 45 (6) (a) may be in the form of a 
schedule and shall contain at least the following information: 

(a) The name of the owner; 

(b) the full physical address of the property; 

(c) the amount outstanding; 

(d) that the debtor has a right to settle the debt before the expiration 
of the notice; 

(e) that the property may be sold in terms of the court order granted 
in terms of this Chapter should the debt remain outstanding after 
the expiry of the said notice; and 

(f) any other information which the City Manager deems necessary. 

(8) The notice referred to in sub-item 45 (6) (b) shall contain at least the 
following information: 

(a) The name of the registered owner; 

(b) the full physical address of the property; 

(c) the amount outstanding; 

(d) that the debtor has a right to settle the debt before the expiration 
of the notice; 

(e) advising that application shall be made to the sheriff of the court 
for a sale date after the expiry of the notice; and 

(f) any other information which the City Manager deems necessary. 

(9) If before the sale of any such property in terms of any court order there 
is produced to the sheriff or any other person charged with the sale 
thereof a certificate from the City Manager that all the amounts due 
have been fully paid, the said property shall be withdrawn from the 
sale. 

(1 0) Notwithstanding that all the said amounts may have been paid before 
the said sale this City shall not be liable to any person whatsoever for 
any loss or damage suffered by such person by reason of the sale of 
any such property in respect of which no such certificates have been 
produced to the said sheriff or person in charge. 

(11) If any property is sold pursuant to a court order referred to in this 
Chapter notwithstanding the fact that all amounts due have in fact been 
paid; and 

(a) if the City Manager, within three months of the sale, is satisfied 
that the said amounts had been paid at the date of the sale, the 
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City Manager shall, if transfer of the property to the purchaser 
has not yet been registered, declare the sale null and void; 

(b) the declaration referred to in sub-item (1 1 ) (a) hereof shall be by 
way of written notice signed by the City Manager and a copy 
thereof shall be served on the registered owner, in terms of 
section 1 1 5 of the Systems Act, and on the purchaser, at the 
address supplied in the conditions of purchase, and shall be 
transmitted forthwith to the Registrar of Deeds. 

(c) upon signature of the said declaration the sale shall be null and 
void and in that event the purchase price shall be refunded to 
the purchaser; 

(d) the registered owner shall be liable for all the expenses of the 
sale and all expenses incurred pursuant to the sale save any 
expenses incurred after production, if any, of the certificate 
referred to in sub-item (9) hereof, to the sheriff or any other 
person charged with the sale; and 

(e) if no such certificate has been signed by the City Manager in 
accordance with sub-item (9) hereof the sale shall be of full 
force and effect. 

(1 2) Nothing contained in this Chapter prevents this City from taking any 
other proceedings for the recovery of debt as set out in this policy, any 
relevant legislation, or any other competent procedure in any court of 
competent jurisdiction.

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PREAMBLE 

The City of Cape Town ("the City"), apart from entering into commercial and other business 
transactions or specific delivery agreements with organisations or bodies outside any sphere 
of government to deliver goods and services within its area of jurisdiction, also makes 
grants-in-aid to such organisations or bodies to fund projects that benefit the community 
and, in partnership with the City, also utilise grants-in-aid to carry out projects that assist 
the City in realising its goals and objectives as set out in its IDP and strategies to be an 
opportunity, a safe, a caring, an inclusive and a well-run City. 

The projects and/or programmes supported by these grants-in-aid assist the City in:- 

• Addressing the social developmental and early childhood developmental needs of 
communities as set out in the Social Development and Early Childhood 
Developmental Implementation Protocol; 

• Building and growing arts and culture within communities and involving youth in Arts 
and Culture programmes as set out in the Arts and Culture Implementation 
Protocol; 

• Driving Economic and Social Development within its area of jurisdiction in terms of 
its Economic Growth Strategy ("EGS") and Social Development Strategy ("SDS") 
through application of the respective criteria as detailed in; 

• Promoting sports and recreation and the utilisation of local sports facilities; 

• Ensuring the safety of the general public using the City's beaches; 

• Fighting crime to ensure the safety and security of its citizens by supporting the 
establishment of neighbourhood watch services within communities; and, 

• Pursuing its mandates and responsibilities relating to existing health situations in 
terms of the Health Act. 

The Grants-in-aid Policy ("the/this Policy") was drafted in order to ensure:- that all grants- 
in-aid allocated in terms of this Policy are only allocated or transferred to any organisation 
or body (beneficiary), outside any sphere of government, following confirmation of 
compliance with all relevant legislation and the due application of proper and sound 
regulatory and approval processes and/or procedures; that grants-in-aid funds received by 
any beneficiary are only utilised for the purposes or for carrying out the project or 
programme as per the Business and Project Plan for which the funds were approved by 
means of the application of the proper monitoring, recording and reporting processes 
and/or procedures; service providers have the capacity and have agreed in terms of the 
Memorandum of Agreement ("MOA") to implement effective, efficient and transparent 
financial management and internal control systems to guard against fraud, theft and 
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financial mismanagement; proper and effective political oversight by Councillors at the First 
Screening Process ("FSP") when the initial administrative processes, in respect of grants-in- 
aid applications, are carried out; and, application of the principles associated with good 
corporate governance. 


DEFINITIONS 

In this Policy unless the context indicates otherwise - 

means the target community or group that will benefit 
from a grants-in-aid funded project or programme; 


Capacity Building refers to a process which enables 
human beings to realize their potential, build self- 
confidence and lead lives of dignity and fulfilment. 
These Capacity Building programs have to align to the 
basket of services of the Directorate: Social 
Development and Early Childhood Development i.e. 
Early Childhood Development, Youth Development, 
Substance Abuse, Poverty Alleviation, Vulnerable 
Groups and Street People. 

"Commercial or other business transactions" 

means a contract or transaction entered into between 
the City and an outside contractor or vendor in terms 
of the City's SCM Policy and Procedures for the supply 
of goods and/or services by the contractor or vendor; 

"disclosure and declaration of interests - Councillors" 

means disclosures and declarations by Councillors as 
required in terms of Sections 5 and 7 of Schedule 1 - 
(Code of Conduct for Councillors) of the Local 
Government: Municipal Systems Act, 32 of 2000 (MSA); 

"Early Childhood Development ("ECD") Facility" 

means any place, building or premises, including a 
private residence, maintained or used partly or 
exclusively, whether for profit or otherwise, for the 
reception, protection and temporary or partial care of 
more than six children that shall be registered with the

"capacity building" 
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WCG and be managed and maintained in terms of the 
Children's Amendment Act, 41 of 2007; 


"Economic Growth Strategy" 

means a strategy that is aimed at co-ordinating and 
directing the work of the City and its external partners 
towards the expansion of access to economic 
opportunities by growing the economy and creating 
jobs being core objectives of the City's strategic focus 
area of being an opportunity City. 

"finance manager" means the official in a Directorate or Line Department 

who is responsible for the financial management and 
administration of his/her directorate or department; 

"grants-in-aid" means a grants-in-aid or allocation, as referred to in 

Section 17 (3) (j) (iv) of the MFMA, made by the City to 
any organisation or body referred to in Section 67(1) 
and to be utilised to assist the City in fulfilling the 
Constitutional mandates including social 
developmental and arts and culture programmes as set 
out in the respective Implementation Protocol 
agreements with the WCG and the EGS and SDS 
criteria; 

"Grants-in-aid Committee" means the committee established in terms of clause 2 

of this Policy; 

"memorandum of agreement" ("MOA") 

means the agreement entered into between the City 
and any organisation or body which receives a grants- 
in-aid in terms of this Policy; 

"municipal account" - means the municipal services account rendered by the 

City in respect of property rates, service and user 
charges for services rendered; 

"Non-governmental Organisation (NGO)" 

Means a non-governmental organisation (NGO) that is 
a legally constituted non-profit organisation that 
operates independently from any form of government; 
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"Non-profit company (NPC)" means a company whose Memorandum of 

Incorporation must set out at least one object of the 
company and each such object must be either a public 
benefit object or object relating to one or more cultural 
or social activities, or communal or group interests as 
required by Item 1(1) of Schedule 1 of the Companies 
Act, 71 of 2008; 

"Non-profit Organisation (NPO)" 


means a non-profit Organisation (NPO) registered in 
terms of Section 13 of the NPO Act, 71 of 1997; 


"Social Development Strategy (SDS)" 


means a strategy that is aimed at co-ordinating and 
directing the work of the City and its external partners 
towards realising the City's aim and commitment to the 
building of a Caring and Inclusive City to improve the 
lives of its citizens especially the poor, marginalised 
and vulnerable; 

"specific delivery agreement" means an agreement entered into between the City 

and a beneficiary to deliver goods and services of a 
specialised and unique nature and/or require specific 
expertise and special skills to produce, install and/or 
provide; 
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THE GRANTS-IN-AID POLICY 
l. Statutory provisions and compliance 

1.1 Procedural and regulatory oversight - First Screening Process (FSP) 
for Subcouncils and Line Departments 

Inter-services Liaison, shall, in conjunction with the relevant subcouncil manager 
and ward councillors, carry out a FSP of all grants-in-aid applications received by 
the advertised closing date. The FSP shall be chaired by the subcouncil manager. 
All ward councillors that allocate grants-in-aid shall attend the FSP. The presence 
of ward councillors provides the necessary political oversight during the FSP and 
ensures fairness, equity and transparency when grants-in-aid applications are 
being considered. ISL shall attend all FSP's held by Line Departments. Grants-in- 
Aid allocation amounts are at the discretion of the Subcouncil and not the 
officials. All revised Business and Project Plans must be re-submitted to Inter- 
Services Liaison for review appertaining legal compliance. 

1.2 The Grants-in-aid Committee 

1.2.1 Section 67 of the MFMA requires the City to implement and sustain proper and 
effective controls and procedures when transferring funds of the City to an 
organisation or body outside any sphere of government. Compliance with the 
regulatory and control measures as set out in Section 67(1) must be enforced by 
the Accounting Officer through contractual and other appropriate measures in 
terms of Section 67(3). 

1.2.2 This regulatory process will receive oversight from the Grants-in-aid Committee 
("the Committee"). The members of the Committee shall be officials of the City 
appointed by the CFO. The Committee will have a broad strategic representation 
by including officials from various functional areas in the City as members and 
will be chaired by the CFO or his/her nominee. 

1.2.3 The Committee will administer, co-ordinate and control the Second Screening 
Process ("SSP") in respect of grants-in-aid applications recommended by line 
departments and subcouncils. The Committee must ensure that each of the 
recommended grants-in-aid complies with all the provisions contained in this 
Policy, the Constitution and relevant legislation. Implementation Protocol 
Agreements and other policies of the City where applicable, especially the 
Supply Chain Management Policy. The Committee is mandated to either support 
or not support a recommendation received from a subcouncil or a line 
department dependent upon the outcome of its assessment of the grants-in-aid 
proposal or recommendation. 
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1.3 Self-regulatory Process:- 

1.3.1 The self-regulatory process ("SRP") must be used by a line department to submit 
grants-in-aid applications/proposals to the Committee for consideration at the 
SSP before submission of grants-in-aid reports to the relevant Portfolio 
Committee, MayCo and Council for approval. In order for the Committee to 
concentrate on performing its regulatory and compliance mandates the full 
report including the SRP and the TAP must be submitted to the Committee. 

1.3.2 This process only applies where a grants-in-aid is allocated in terms of this 
Policy. It therefore does not apply to any allocation of funds for projects and 
expenditure listed as exclusions under paragraphs 3.1 and 3.2 of this Policy, 
including funds allocated in terms of paragraph 1.7.3 when making use of the 
specific delivery agreement. These either represent projects or expenditure that, 
will not qualify for grants-in-aid funding under this Policy, or, are administered 
and regulated in terms of other specific policies and procedures that shall at 
least include similar monitoring requirements, controls and reports. 

1.4 Constitutional powers and functions. Implementation, Protocols 
and Economic and Social Development Criteria 

1.4.1 In terms of section 156 of the Constitution, the City has executive authority in 
respect of and the right to administer the local government matters as listed in 
parts B of schedules 4 and 5 and any other matter assigned to it by national or 
provincial legislation reflects the project qualifying criteria utilised to assess 
compliance with these requirements and provisions. 

1.4.2 Social Development and Early Childhood Developmental Implementation 
Protocol Agreement between the Western Cape Government and the City of 
Cape Town for implementation of the Directorate's Social Development and 
Early Childhood Development programmes. 

1.4.3 This is an agreement entered into between the Western Cape Government and 
the City in order for the City, through its Social Development and Early 
Childhood Development Directorate, to address the social developmental needs 
of communities and for the purposes of executing projects and initiatives in 
alignment with the City's IDP. 

1.5 Arts and Culture Implementation Protocol 

This is an agreement entered into between the Western Cape Government via 
its Department of Cultural Affairs and Sport and the City in order for the City to 
build and grow arts and culture within communities and involving youth in Arts 
and Culture Programmes and for the purposes of extending projects and 
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initiatives in support of addressing the developmental needs of communities 
and individuals either in collaboration with each other or on their own. 

1.6 Economic and Social Development Criteria 

These criteria are set out in the City's EGS and SDS which are aimed at co- 
ordinating and directing the work of the City and its external partners towards 
achieving the strategic goals of being an Opportunity, a Caring, an Inclusive, a 
Safe and a Well-run. 

1.7 VAT and SCM 

1.7.1 In determining that the payment is in terms of this policy, such payment will, in 
terms of the VAT Act, 89 of 1991 be deemed zero rated if it's made to a 
registered Welfare Organisation which means any public benefit organisation 
contemplated in paragraph (a) of the definition of "public benefit organisation" 
in section 30(1) of the Income Tax Act, 58 of 1962, and especially Interpretation 
Note 39 published by SARS on 8 February 2013, that has been approved by the 
Commissioner in terms of section 30(3) of that Act. Payments made to other 
organisations/bodies that are VAT vendors can also be deemed a zero rated 
grants-in-aid, provided that the grants-in-aid paid to or on behalf of that vendor 
is in the course or furtherance of an enterprise carried on by that vendor. All 
other payments to non-VAT vendors will not be seen as grants-in-aid in terms of 
the VAT Act but a transfer payment made in compliance with Section 67. All VAT 
and non-VAT vendors must be registered on the City's SAP Vendor Data Base 
which forms part of the SCM process. 

1.7.2 The appointment of outside contractors to deliver goods and services that are 

normally performed and delivered by the City's line departments should be 
undertaken by the line departments utilising funds provided for the delivery of 
goods and services on their approved operating budgets. Line departments also 
utilise funds allocated and transferred by the various subcouncils, from their 
ward allocations, to the relevant line departments to appoint contractors to 
deliver goods and services. All appointments of contractors shall be made in 
terms of the City's SCM Policy and procedures as applied and interpreted by the 
SCM Department and such appointments shall be regulated and managed as 
commercial or business transactions. A grants-in-aid allocated in terms of this 
Policy may not be utilised to fund such expenditure. 

1.7.3 Line Departments may, apart from appointing contractors in terms of the SCM 
Policy, also utilise Specific Delivery Agreements entered into with certain service 
providers to carry out projects for the delivery of goods and services subject to 
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sanction by the SCM department which must be consulted by the relevant line 
department's project manager and the Directorate's finance manager. Such 
projects or deliverables are funded directly by the respective departments 
utilising their approved budget and not by means of a grants-in-aid allocated in 
terms of this Policy. The goods and services provided should be of such a nature 
that they can only be effectively delivered by a specialist organisation. Line 
Departments utilising this delivery model shall be identified under paragraph 3.2 
below confirming that these transfers of funds are not Grants-in-aid allocated in 
terms of this Policy. 

2. Organisations or bodies making application for grants-in-aid 
funding in terms of this Policy - specific qualifying criteria. 

2.1 Applicants, who apply for grants-in-aid in terms of this Policy in order to carry 
out projects and/or programmes that meet the project qualifying criteria, shall 
either be one or more of the following: 

2.1.1 a public benefit organisation ("PBO") which is a non-profit company ("NPC") 

incorporated in terms of Schedule 1 of the Companies Act, 71 of 2008 or a trust 
or an association of persons that has been incorporated, formed or established 
in the Republic as contemplated in the definition of public benefit organisations 
in sections 30(1) and 30(3) of the Income Tax Act, 58 of 1962 as amended; or, 

2.1.2 a NPO registered as such in terms of section 13 of the Non-Profit Organisations 
Act, 71 of 1997; or, 

2.1.3 an ECD site or child care and development facility such as a creche, day care or 
educare centre with the principal object being early childhood development for 
children aged 0-6 years and that is duly registered with the Department of 
Social Services of the WCG as a place of care in terms of the Children's 
Amendment Act, 41 of 2007; or, 

2.1.4 an old age home registered with the Department of Social Services: Western 
Cape Government in terms of the Older Persons Act, 13 of 2006 or a senior 
citizens group, association or recreational club registered as a PBO or a NPO and 
provided the grants-in-aid is to be used for the promotion of sport and 
utilisation of local sports facilities by the aged or to acquire recreational material 
or to promote arts and culture among the aged, or to acquire special frail care 
equipment to improve mobility of the aged, or where the old age home and the 
senior citizen groups utilise grants-in-aid funding to provide a service to the 
community in respect of skills development, poverty alleviation or other projects 
or programmes that qualify for grants-in-aid funding in terms of this Policy; or. 
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2.1.5 any religious body, institution or association of a public character registered as a 
PBO in terms of section 30 of the Income Tax Act, 58 of 1962 as amended and 
performing public benefit activities or carrying out community based projects or 
programmes aligned to requirements of this Policy and thereby assisting the City 
in pursuing its broader mandates especially with respect to social development; 
or, 

2.1.6 any public school, as defined in the South African Schools Act, 84 of 1996, or 

independent school registered in terms of section 46 of that Act, where grants- 
in-aid may only be allocated and used to provide and/or maintain their own 
sports facilities and/or acquire sports equipment in order to promote access to 
sporting activities and the utilisation of local sports facilities thereby assisting 
the City in pursuing its broader developmental and municipal health mandates 
in respect of the youth; or, 

2.1.7 any sports body, club, association or group registered as a PBO or NPO, i.e. not 
an undertaking or enterprise operating as a business for profit as referred to 
under paragraph 3.1.18, which actively promotes the utilisation and provision of 
sport facilities, and the repairs and maintenance thereof and/or provides sports 
equipment to be utilised by participants on a non-professional basis as a past 
time and thereby assisting the City in pursuing its broader mandates in terms of 
promoting community and municipal health provided that access to and 
utilisation of the facilities of such an organisation and the activities carried out 
by that organisation is for the benefit, of, or is widely accessible to, the general 
public at large including any sector thereof (other than small and exclusive 
groups); or, 

2.1.8 lifesaving clubs registered as PBO's and affiliated to Life Saving Western Province 
and who assist the City in its endeavours to ensure the safety of the general 
public using the City's beaches by training and providing lifeguards and providing 
the necessary equipment and facilities to effectively perform their functions; or, 

2.1.9 any arts and culture associations or groups, heritage and history societies, 
theatre and dance groups, museums registered as PBO's or NPO's being properly 
constituted, voluntary organisations or associations, with verifiable lists of 
members and with minutes of recent annual general meetings functioning as 
arts collectives or groupings which actively promote the utilisation and provision 
of arts and culture facilities, and the repairs and maintenance thereof and/or 
provide arts spaces thereby assisting the City in pursuing its broader mandates 
in terms of promoting community needs for arts and culture provided that 
membership of such an organisation is not exclusive and the organisation has a 
sustainability plan. 
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3. Projects, programmes and expenditure that cannot be funded by 
means of grants-in-aid allocated in terms of this Policy 

3.1 The following, being either, projects, activities, programmes or types of 
expenditure, will not qualify for grants-in-aid funding in terms of this Policy:- 

3.1.1 bursaries of any kind; or, 

3.1.2 disaster management and relief; or, 

3.1.3 donation of assets, moveable or immovable; or, 

3.1.4 public functions, conferences and seminars of any kind; or, 

3.1.5 rewards and awards; or, 

3.1.6 sponsorships, of any kind, as defined in and regulated by other policies of the 
City; or, 

3.1.7 luncheons, dinners, parties and functions of any kind; or, 

3.1.8 sporting, entertainment, recreational, religious, cultural, exhibition, 
organisational or similar activities, hosted at a stadium, venue or along a route 
or within their respective precincts; or, 

3.1.9 if not aligned to the priorities, strategies and objectives as set out in the City's 
IDP; or, 

3.1.10 retrospective funding of expenditure that has already been incurred or to fund 
any over expenditure that may be incurred on an approved grants-in-aid project; 
or, 

3.1.11 where only an individual will benefit; or, 

3.1.12 which are to be carried out beyond the City's area of jurisdiction unless a clear 
and compelling benefit to the City and its residents can be demonstrated; or, 

3.1.13 for the benefit of any particular political party, organisation, group grouping or 
affiliation; or, 

3.1.14 subsidisation or funding of municipal rates, tariffs, service or user charges; or, 

3.1.15 the funding of any expenditure relating to or associated with the operation of 
special rating areas established in terms of the MPRA; or, 

3.1.16 funding any organisation's or body's normal operational expenditure including 
employee costs or any expenditure required to establish an organisation or to 
make it viable where employee costs are an integral part of project's 
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management/implementation or operational costs except for projects 
undertaken by organisations which provide residential care to victims of abuse 
who are removed from their family units due to circumstances; or, 

3.1.17 any commercial or other business transactions entered into between the City 
and outside contractors or suppliers, in terms of the City's SCM Policy for the 
supply of goods or services; or, 

3.1.18 any undertaking or enterprise operating as a business for profit or gain except in 
the case of an ECD site or child care facility referred to in paragraph 2.1.3 above 
or economic and social developmental projects and initiatives approved by 
Council in terms of the City's EGS and SDS; or, 

3.1.19 grants-in-aid to civic or ratepayers associations. 

3.2 This Policy does also not apply to the following which are either processed and 
regulated in terms of other polices of the City or are administered and 
regulated in terms of other empowering legislation, are considered to be 
commercial or business transactions, or are transfers made in terms of Specific 
Delivery Agreements referred to in paragraph 1.7.3 as utilised by certain Line 
Departments:- 

3.2.1 housing billing subsidies; or, 

3.2.2 housing development subsidies; or, 

3.2.3 indigent grants-in-aid and rates rebates; or, 

3.2.4 inter-governmental grants-in-aid; or, 

3.2.5 a grants-in-aid to other municipalities; or, 

3.2.6 a grants-in-aid to other organs of state; or, 

3.2.7 a grants-in-aid to municipal entities; or, 

3.2.8 allocations by the Sports and Recreation Department, in terms of specific 
delivery agreements as provided for under paragraph 1.7.3 above to fund 
municipal delivery partnerships utilised to regulate the funding of "caretaker 
allocations", municipal facility management committees and district sports 
councils and annual allocations to the Life Saving Western Province. 

3.2.9 allocations in terms of environmental or heritage management and/or 
conservation specific delivery agreements as provided for under paragraph 
1.7.3 above entered into by the Environmental Resource Management 
Department with other organs of state and non-governmental organisations 
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which are registered NPO's or section 21 companies. The provisions for these 
allocations are made on the approved operating budget of that department 
under the relevant GL accounts and not 457100; or, 

3.2.10 provision of capital infrastructure and the erection of buildings or the extension 
of or alterations to buildings on property either belonging to the City or 
property belonging to the organisation or body making application for a grants- 
in-aid in terms of this Policy or to property being leased by such organisation 
and body from another party; or, 

3.2.11 repairs and maintenance to Council owned facilities, buildings or properties 
utilised by organisations either in terms of a lease agreement with the City, or 
hired at the applicable tariff in terms of its tariff policies; or, 

3.2.12 funds established and operated by the City in terms of section 12 of the MFMA; 
or, 

3.2.13 events of any kind, including the marketing thereof, which include large sporting 
and major cultural events, concerts, shows and/or exhibitions and "indabas"; or, 

3.2.14 the promotion of tourism and/or destination marketing; or, 

3.2.15 allocations by the Economic Development Department in respect of: analysis 
and policy; entrepreneurship; business promotion; sector development; job 
creation and skills development; and, area development as per the economic 
developmental criteria of the EGS. These allocations or transfers of funds are 
made in terms of specific delivery agreements, as provided for under paragraph 
1.7.3 above, entered into between the beneficiary and the City but exclude 
grants-in-aid that will be allocated under GL 457100 in terms of this Policy for 
creating an enabling environment for Local Area Economic Development. These 
payments should therefore be allocated under GL 457200. 

4. Other requirements 

4.1 Applications for grants-in-aid funding in terms of this Policy shall only be 
considered where organisations or bodies have responded to advertisements 
published in the local press except in those instances referred to in 4.2 below 
where such applications are processed and motivations or reasons must be 
given why no advert(s) were published. Adverts calling for applications for 
grants-in-aid, in terms of this Policy, may not be published unless they have first 
been signed off by the Strategic Policy Unit. A copy of the grants-in-aid advert 
must be forwarded to Inter-Services Liaison within two working days after date 
of publication. All applications must be delivered or posted to the offices of the 
Subcouncil manager and no applications may be delivered to or be accepted by 
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any Councillor. No late applications received in response to an advertisement 
may be considered and processed. All grants-in-aid applications received in 
response to the advertisement must be processed and be submitted to Council 
for consideration. 

4.2 The City may however consider grants-in-aid applications during a financial year, 
as and when these are received, and such applications shall also be processed in 
terms of this Policy. Such requests, being exceptions to the norm, shall be 
processed as adjustments to the approved operating budget as regulated by 
section 28 of the MFMA. All applications must be submitted by organisations or 
bodies using the standardised application form and business and project plan 
and need to include a valid Tax Clearance Certificate as well as an up to date 
municipal account with their application. The Tax Clearance Certificate must be 
valid upon the time when payment is affected. All applications and business and 
project plans must be fully and properly completed and must reflect the desired 
outcomes of the project. The City reserves the right to fund an organisation for 
two years or more in succession without creating any expectations as it is under 
no obligation to allocate Grants-in-aid. Notwithstanding the latter, all 
applications will be considered at Council's discretion. 

4.3 The organisation must also be up to date with its municipal account(s) by either 
settling any arrears or amounts outstanding in full or making the necessary 
payment arrangements, as agreed with and applied by the City's Revenue 
Department, in terms of the City's Credit Control and Debt Collection Policy, 
before a grants-in-aid application can be fully processed. Subcouncils and Line 
Departments must verify all linked municipal accounts of such organisations. 

4.4 The organisation must also be up to date with any lease rental and services 
charges where it is leasing property from the City before grants-in-aid shall be 
processed. No grants-in-aid funds shall be allocated to any organisation if, apart 
from the need to comply with this Policy, it is precluded from carrying out the 
particular project, for which it requires grants-in-aid, on the property leased 
from the City in terms of the lease agreement. 

4.5 When there is a payment arrangement. Revenue: Debt Management monitors 
and takes appropriate action when there is a default on arrangements. Debt 
management is unaware of the benefit linked to the agreed arrangement, 
therefore the subcouncil and finance or project manager must monitor 
payments in order to ensure adherence to the MOA and the payment 
arrangement. The subcouncil and finance or project manager may communicate 
with Revenue: Debt Management to verify the information and to confirm the 
status of the arrangement. 
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4.6 The owner of a property that is leased to an organisation applying for a grants- 
in-aid must be up to date with his/her municipal account before the grants-in- 
aid can be processed. The organisation should also ascertain from the City that it 
may, in terms of other relevant legislation and policies, utilise the property for 
the purpose for which it requires the grants-in-aid. The lease agreement with 
the lessor must also be taken into account in order to ensure the City's funds are 
not paid over at risk should the lease agreement in any way serve to curtail an 
organisation's ability to perform specifically as stipulated in the MOA entered 
into with the City when accessing the grants-in-aid. 

4.7 The City is legally empowered and, in terms of its Debt Management and Credit 
Control Policy, to recover any arrear rates on the property by laying claim to the 
rental being paid by the organisation to the owner. It may also cut off the 
electricity to the property and curtail the water supply to the property by 
utilising various water demand management devices if the owner does not bring 
his/her municipal account up to date. 

4.8 The minimum amount of any grants-in-aid allocation shall not be less than 
R15 000 per approved project or programme in a particular financial year. 

4.9 A copy of the latest audited, annual financial statements of the organisation 
where the grants-in-aid amount applied for exceeds R50 000. Where the amount 
of the grants-in-aid being applied for is R50 000 or less, the organisation is 
required to attach a copy of its Income and Expenditure Statement for its 
previous Financial year as tabled at its AGM and signed by the chairperson or 
other relevant official or member of the organisation together with a copy of the 
minutes of the relevant AGM. 

Council reserves the right to call for audited financial statements of 
organisations irrespective of the amount of Grant-In-Aid applied for. 

4.10 A grants-in-aid shall only be paid over to an organisation after all of the above 
has been complied with. Council has approved the grants-in-aid and the MOA 
has been signed. 

4.11 Approved grants-in-aid may be paid over as a single payment or in tranches as 
determined or required dependent upon the nature and/or progress of the 
project. The disbursement of the grants-in-aid, by way of progress payments, 
must be arranged, in advance, with the Expenditure Department (Accounts 
Payable), by the subcouncil or project manager. The full amount of the approved 
grants-in-aid must be disbursed in the financial year that co-incides with the 
relevant approved budgets. 
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4.12 Unexpended grants-in-aid funds, as reflected on the operating budgets of 
subcouncils and line departments, in any financial year, may not be carried over 
into any ensuing financial year. 

4.13 All organisations or bodies making application for grants-in-aid must register as 
vendors on the City's SAP Vendor Data Base in terms of the City's SCM policy 
and procedures. Such SCM vendor registration process includes the submission 
of an original and up to date tax clearance certificate issued by SARS. A vendor 
who is registered for VAT purposes must also submit a zero rated tax invoice 
when applying for registration as a vendor on the SCM database. 

4.14 The organisation or body shall commence the project within 2 (two) months 
after the grants-in-aid funds are deposited into its bank account by EFT and to 
finalise the project within six months in the new Financial Year, failing, which all 
such grants-in-aid funds must immediately be refunded to the City together with 
any interest that may have accrued thereon in terms of clause 8.8 of the MOA. 
The MOA will be cancelled in terms of clause 18 thereof and the grants-in-aid, 
together with any accrued interest, shall be immediately repaid to the City. 
Should this not occur within 30 calendar days of the organisation receiving a 
written notice from the City, the subcouncil or project manager shall refer the 
matter, together with all the relevant details as in terms of the Recovery Process 
per the Standing Operating Procedures. Subcouncils and Line Departments 
should advertise earlier to identify valid recipients in order to pay over the 
grants-in-aid funding as soon as possible. 

4.15 The City may consider granting extension to the beneficiary if it is unable to 
commence the project within the 2 (two) months after receipt of the grants-in- 
aid funds as required in terms of paragraph 4.13 but such extension shall only 
be considered in the event of exceptional circumstances that were caused or 
created through no fault of the beneficiary who must submit a complete written 
motivation when requesting extension. 

5. Utilisation of grants-in-aid - control, monitoring, reporting and 
recovery of grants-in-aid funds and assets 

5.1 Reports to the Committee 

5.1.1 Inter-Services Liaison shall prepare monthly status reports on grants-in-aid made 
by subcouncils. Such reports shall be submitted to the Committee and 
subcouncil managers for information and/or action where relevant. 

5.1.2 Monthly status reports in respect of line department grants-in-aid, allocated in 
terms of this Policy, shall be compiled by the relevant project and Directorate's 
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finance manager and signed by the Director of the relevant Line Department and 
be submitted to the Inter-services Liaison for tabling at the Committee's 
meeting. 

5.1.3 Beneficiaries shall comply with all reporting, financial management and auditing 
requirements as stipulated in the MOA; 

5.1.4 Beneficiaries must implement effective, efficient and transparent financial 
management as well as internal control systems to guard against financial 
misconduct; 

5.1.5 Beneficiaries must promptly, or no longer than 6 months after the end of their 
financial year, submit their audited financial statements (where applicable) to 
the subcouncil or project manager; 

5.2 Reports to Portfolio Committees, Subcouncils, MayCo and Council 

5.2.1 Recipients of grants-in-aid allocations must report to the subcouncil or line 
department on a monthly basis regarding their expenditure. Subcouncil and 
project managers shall submit quarterly reports, in terms of section 67(i) (a) (iii) 
to the Accounting Officer for information on the status or progress of projects 
and programmes and the targets and outputs of all projects carried out with 
grants-in-aid funding allocated in terms of this Policy or with funding allocated in 
terms of paragraph 1.7.3 above using specific delivery agreements. 

5.2.2 On completion of such projects a final report shall be submitted by the 
subcouncil manager to the relevant subcouncil and the project manager shall 
compile the report and the directorate's financial manager will sign off the 
report verifying that the financial details are correct before submitting to Council 
confirming that the project was successfully completed, that the outputs or 
targets, as originally submitted and as set out in the business and project plan, 
were effectively realised and achieved and that all the grants-in-aid funds were 
utilised. This final report will also confirm whether some of the grants-in-aid 
funds were not utilised by the organisation and such unutilised amounts, 
together with any interest thereon, where applicable, shall be or have been 
recovered by the sub-council or project manager as provided for in clause 8.6 of 
the MOA. 

5.2.3 Recipients of grants-in-aid allocations must provide details of all assets and 
inventory items acquired with grants-in-aid funds. The subcouncil or project 
manager must keep an inventory record of such items and annually, for a period 
of 3 years, confirm in writing with the organisation that the items are still being 
utilised by the organisation for the purpose acquired; and. 
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5.2.4 Return to the City any assets acquired with grants-in-aid funds upon dissolution 
of operations at Council's discretion. The relevant subcouncil or project manager 
must account for these assets until written off in the formal disposal procedures 
of the City in terms of paragraph 358 of the SCM policy. 

5.3 Auditor General's Office 

5.3.1 Subcouncil managers and project managers shall complete the Certificate to the 
Auditor-General template and submit same to the office of the Auditor 
General's Office in terms of Section 67(4) (b) (ii) of the MFMA and a copy to ISL 
who will monitor compliance. 

5.3.2 The above must be submitted to the office of the Auditor-General within 21 days 
after Council approval.

Section 56 of the Municipal Systems Act states inter alia “Appointment of 
managers directly accountable to municipal managers - (a) a municipal council, 
after consultation with the municipal manager, appoints a manager directly 
accountable to the municipal manager...” 

Financial year 

The 12 month period between 1 July and 30 June. 

Vote (MFMA) 

“(a) one of the main segments into which a budget of a municipality is 
divided for the appropriation of money for the different departments or 
functional areas of the municipality; and 

(b) which specifies the total amount that is appropriated for the purposes 
of the department or functional area concerned.” 

In the case of the City of Cape Town the definition of Vote is set at directorate 
level, with the exception of tariff-funded services as a result of their closed 
account nature i.e. Cape Town Electricity, Water & Sanitation and Solid Waste 
Management. 

Virement 

The process of transferring an approved budgetary provision from one 
operating cost element or capital project to another within a vote or tariff 
service during a municipal financial year. 

Capital Approval Object: 

The Capital Approval Object is the level at which a project or programme is 
approved by Council.

2. PROBLEM STATEMENT 

2.1 Webster's New Millennium™ Dictionary of English defines “Virement” as “a 
regulated transfer or re-allocation of money from one account to another, 
especially public funds. ” 

2.2 A virement represents a flexible mechanism to effect budgetary amendments 
within a municipal financial year. 

2.3 Changing circumstances and priorities during a financial year may give rise to a 
need to virement (transfer) funds within Votes, as defined in the Municipal Finance 
Management Act 56 of 2003 (MFMA). The treatment of such instances may, 
however, be dependent on whether an adjustments budget is required or not. 


3. DESIRED OUTCOMES 

3.1 The aim of this policy is to give senior managers of directorates, greater flexibility in 
managing their budget. 

3.2 The Chief Financial Officer has a statutory duty to ensure that adequate policies 
and procedures are in place to ensure an effective system of financial control. A 
municipality’s virement policy and its underlying administrative process within the 
system of delegations is one of these controls. 

3.3 Section 81 (1 )(d) of the MFMA states inter alia that “The chief financial officer of a 
municipality-... must advise senior managers and other senior officials in the 
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exercise of powers and duties assigned to them in terms of section 78 or 
delegated to them in terms of section 79;...” 

3.4 It is the responsibility of each senior manager, to plan and conduct assigned 
operations in a manner not to spend more funds than budgeted for and to ensure 
that funds are utilised effectively and efficiently. 

3.5 Section 78(1 )(b) of the MFMA states inter alia, “Each senior manager of a 
municipality and each official of a municipality exercising financial management 
responsibilities must take all reasonable steps within their respective areas of 
responsibility to ensure-... (b) that the financial and other resources of the 
municipality are utilised effectively, efficiently, economically and transparently;...” 

3.6 This policy aims to provide guidelines to senior management in the use of 
virements as a mechanism in their day-to-day management of their budgets. In 
addition it specifically aims to empower senior managers with an efficient financial 
- and budgetary system to ensure optimum service delivery within the current 
legislative framework of the MFMA and the City’s system of delegations. 


4. STRATEGIC INTENT 

The strategic focus areas of the City are enshrined in the City’s Integrated 
Development Plan (IDP) known as the five pillars, namely, the opportunity city, 
the well-run city, the safe city, the caring city and the inclusive city. 

This policy supports the following strategic focus area. 


Well-run City 

Objective 5.3: Ensure financial prudence, with clean audits by the Auditor- 
General. 


The underlying tenets of the well-run city are the principles of openness and due 
process. A well-run city is the guarantor of all other government programmes. 
Citizens need to know that their government works for them, is accountable to 
them and answers to them at all times. Governments manage public resources 
and programmes, as such, they must be constantly scrutinised in public to ensure 
responsible management 
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5. ROLE PLAYERS AND STAKEHOLDERS 

5.1 Directorates and departments 

• Responsible to prepare the virement application form 

• Must obtain required signatures in terms of Systems of delegations 

• Line finance manager must verify financial correctness 

• Responsible to submit completed forms to budget department for approval 
and processing 

• Must consultant the relevant Mayoral Committee Member 

5.2 Executive Mayor 

To determine the maximum amount that the City Manager may authorise in respect 
of the transfer of operational and capital expenditure (within a single budget vote). 

To authorise the transfer of operational and capital expenditure (within a single 
budget vote) over and above the maximum amount determined above. 

5.3 Mayoral Committee Member for Finance 

To authorise the transfer of operational and capital expenditure (within a single 
budget vote) in terms of System of Delegations. 

5.4 Mayoral Committee Members 

The relevant Mayco member where applicable will support the application for the 
virement of funds in terms of Council’s System of delegations. 

5.5 Budget department 

• Responsible to check and verify financial correctness and submit virement 
application to director budgets for approval. 

• Director budgets will approve virement application in terms of system of 
delegations. 

• The relevant section within the budget department will be responsible for the 
processing of the virement application after approval by the director 
budgets. 
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6. REGULATORY CONTEXT 

The MFMA regulates as follows the incurring of expenditure against budgetary 

provisions. 

Section 1 5 - Appropriation of funds for expenditure 

“A municipality may, except where otherwise provided in this Act, incur 

expenditure only- 

(a) in terms of an approved budget; and 

(b) within the limits of the amounts appropriated for the different votes in an 
approved budget. ” 

Unauthorised Expenditure (MFMA Definition) 

“in relation to a municipality, means any expenditure incurred by a municipality 

otherwise than in accordance with section 15 or 11(3), and includes- 

(a) overspending of the total amount appropriated in the municipality's 
approved budget; 

(b) overspending of the total amount appropriated for a vote in the approved 
budget; 

(c) expenditure from a vote unrelated to the department or functional area 
covered by the vote; 

(d) expenditure of money appropriated for a specific purpose, otherwise than 
for that specific purpose; 

(e) spending of an allocation referred to in paragraph (b), (c) or (d) of the 
definition of "allocation" otherwise than in accordance with any conditions of 
the allocation; or 

(f) a grant by the municipality otherwise than in accordance with this Act;” 

Overspending (MFMA Definition) 

“(a) in relation to the budget of a municipality, means causing the operational or 
capital expenditure incurred by the municipality during a financial year to 
exceed the total amount appropriated in that year's budget for its operational 
or capital expenditure, as the case may be; 

(b) in relation to a vote, means causing expenditure under the vote to exceed 
the amount appropriated for that vote; or 
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(c) in relation to expenditure under section 26, means causing expenditure 
under that section to exceed the limits allowed in subsection (5) of that 
section;” 

Section 71 (1 )(g)(iii) states inter alia “( 1) The accounting officer of a municipality 
must by no later than 1 0 working days after the end of each month submit to the 
mayor of the municipality and the relevant provincial treasury a statement in the 
prescribed format on the state of the municipality's budget reflecting the following 
particulars for that month and for the financial year up to the end of that 
month :...(g) when necessary, an explanation of-... (Hi) any remedial or corrective 
steps taken or to be taken to ensure that projected revenue and expenditure 
remain within the municipality's approved budget....” 


7. GUIDING PRINCIPLES 

7.1 The virement process represents the major mechanism to align and take 
corrective (financial / budgetary) action within a directorate (vote) during a 
financial year. 

7.2 In terms of Section 17.2 of the MFMA a municipality’s budget is divided into an 
operating and capital budget and consequently no virements are permitted 
between Operating and Capital Budgets. 

7.3 Virements across directorates (votes) are not permissible and will only be 
effected via an adjustment budget. 

7.4 Virements between Tariff- and Rate-funded functions are not allowed as Rates 
and Trading funded services are balanced separately and transfers across these 
services will result in an unbalanced budget between Rate- and Tariff-funded 
services. Such transfers can only be adopted via an adjustment budget (per 
MFMA Section 28). 

7.5 In order for a directorate (vote) to transfer funds from one cost element or capital 
project to another cost element or capital project, a saving has to be identified 
within the monetary limitations of the approved “giving” cost element or capital 
project allocations. 

7.6 Sufficient, (non-committed) budgetary provision should be available within the 
“giving” vote’s cost element or capital project concerned to give effect to the 
budgetary transfer (virement). The transferring function must clearly indicate to 
which cost element or capital project the budget provision will be transferred to 
and provide a clear motivation why a saving exists on the sending element or 
capital project and the reason for the additional requirement on the receiving 
element or project. 
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7.7 A proposed budgetary amendment, which will result in a change to the approved 
total budget quantum or any other budgetary amendments not covered in this 
policy, must be considered for adoption via an adjustments budget (per MFMA 
Section 28). 


8. OPERATING BUDGET VIREMENTS 

8.1 Budgetary allocations, adopted by council for special purposes to which specific 
council recommendations apply (e.g. Mayor’s special projects, EPWP allocation) 
and which result from specific resolutions adopted are not allowed to be used as 
a source of virements. 

8.2 Sound motivations should be provided for all virements, as provided for on the 
virement application form. 

8.3 Specific virement limitations: 

8.3.1 Employee related costs 

(a) Virements are allowed between cost elements within this expenditure 
classification. 

(b) Virements to and from this expenditure classification are subject to the 
approval of the Director: Budgets. 

(c) Virements are not allowed on the following elements but budgetary 
alignments within the same elements are allowed: 

(i) Unemployment Insurance Fund, Group life, Leave Pay, Long service 
awards. 

8.3.2 Remuneration of Councillors 

(a) Virements within this expenditure classification are allowed. 

(b) No virements to and from items within this expenditure classification are 
allowed. 

8.3.3 Contracted Services and other expenditure 

(a) Virements within or across these expenditure classifications are allowed. 

(b) The following are not to be used as sources of virements, but virements are 
allowed within each expenditure classification to align budgetary provisions 
on cost centres within a vote: 
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(i) Training related expenditure, Bargaining Council levy, Skills 
development levy, Insurance related provisions, Contributions to 
Pensioners (Ex Gratia), Provision for post-retirement medical aid, 
Continued Members. 

(ii) Virements from training related expenditure funded from external grants 
are allowed within the same Vote, subject to the conditions of the grant. 

(c) Virements are not allowed on the following elements: 

(i) CIDS/MIDS, Capital Expenditure-related, Scrapping of Assets / Stock, 
VAT, Transfers to and from Insurance Fund, Transfers to and from 
Housing Fund, Loss on Sale of Assets. 

d) Specific limitations applicable to repairs and maintenance provisions 

(i) Repairs and maintenance provisions may not be used as a source for 
virements. 

(ii) Virements to increase repairs and maintenance provisions are allowed 
from cost elements within and across Contracted Services, other 
expenditure and Other Materials. 

(iii) Virements on repairs and maintenance provisions can be only 
processed via internal orders. 


8.3.4 Transfers and Grants (Grants and Sponsorships paid) 

(a) No virements are permitted to and from Grants-ln-Aid (GL 457100): Grant 
Policy, except if supported and approved by the Grants-ln-Aid Committee 
(in line with the Grant-In Aid Policy) and Council. 

(b) Virements on Grants/Sponsorships (GL 457200) are permitted only if 
recommended and approved by Council (in line with the Grants-ln-Aid 
Policy) or the relevant delegated authority (in line with the System of 
Delegations). 

(c) Virements to Sponsorships - Events (GL 457300) are permitted as long 
as the total allocation as supported and recommended by the relevant 
delegated authority (in line with the Systems of Delegation and the Events 
Policy) is not exceeded. Virements from Sponsorships - Events (GL 
457300) are permitted where events are cancelled or scaled down, 
savings on approved events are realised or for the reallocation of 
budgetary provision related to direct event expenditure and internal 
service charges as supported and recommended by the the relevant 
delegated authority (in line with the System of Delegations). 
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8.3.5 Virements are not allowed on the following elements: 

(i) Bulk purchases, Depreciation & Asset impairment, Debt Impairment, 
Finance Charges. 


8.3.6 Virements are not allowed on the following provisions: 

• Indigent Relief 

• Income Forgone 

• Appropriation Accounts 


8.4 Revenue 

No virements are allowed on Revenue elements from own revenue sources. 

Amendment to revenue provisions, must be adopted via an adjustments 
budget. 

Virements on revenue elements funded from external grants are allowed, 
within the same funding source and Vote, subject to the conditions of the grant. 


8.5 Secondary Operating Cost Elements 

(a) No virements are permitted between Primary and Secondary cost 
elements. 

(b) Virements are allowed within the same secondary cost elements. The 
service requestor and service provider must both endorse such 
virements. 

(c) Virements on Internal Utilities and Bulk Internal Utilities are permissible, 
on condition that both revenue and expenditure element are amended 
simultaneously and the period budgets are in sink. 

(d) Virements are only permitted within the same cost element in the 
following categories, provided that total approved budget on the cost 
element is not increased: 

(i) Activity Based Recoveries 
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(ii) Internal Utilities 

(iii) Bulk Internal Utilities 

(e) Virements are not permissible en Support Service Charges elements. 

(f) No virements permitted on departmental insurance premiums, COID or 
Internal Capital Charges, 


8.6 Ward Allocations Projects 

All conditions under ’’Operating Budget Virements” section above should be 
met, as well as the following when virementing between ward allocation 
projects 

(a) Only virements between existing projects approved by Council, within the 
same Subcouncil, and within the same directorate will be permitted. 

(b) Virements will only be considered if supported by the relevant Subcouncil 
(Subcouncil resolution), project managers and directorate/department 
finance managers of the projects involved (annexure D). 

(c) Motivations for virements between projects should clearly state the 
reason for the saving within the “giving” project, as well as the reason for 
the additional amount required. 


9. CAPITAL BUDGET VIREMENTS 

9.1 Only virements which relate to capital approval objects, approved as part of 
annual or adjustments budgets, will be permitted. 

9.2 No virements of which the affect will be to add “new” capital approval objects onto 
the Capital Budget, will be allowed, with the exception of those associated with 
insurance claim settlements. 

9.3 Should the total project cost (TPC) of an individual project be increased by a 
virement, the amended TPC must be included in the next available Adjustments 
Budget opportunity or draft budget process, unless 9.4 applies. 

9.4 No virement will be allowed, on an individual or major project where the total 
project cost is increased and the project will be completed in the current financial 
year, unless the amended TPC can be approved in a subsequent adjustments

Budget. If no further adjustment budget process is available, this amendment can 
be done via a report to Council. 

9.5 Virements must be between capital approval objects of similar major funding 
sources (e.g. EFF <-► EFF). 

9.6 Implementation of the capital project from which funds are viremented may not be 
prejudiced (i.e. must not hinder completion of the capital project). 

9.7 Motivations for virements should clearly state the reason for the saving within the 
“giving” capital approval object, as well as the reason for the additional amount 
required. 

9.8 Secondary Capital Cost Elements: 

(a) Virements are permissible only within the same cost elements of different 
projects. 

(i) The service requestor and service provider must endorse such 
virements. 

(b) Proposed secondary capital expenditure virements must be approved by the 
Director: Budgets. No virement will be approved which negatively impacts 
on secondary cost plans; i.e. no virement will be approved from a sender 
WBS element where the remaining overall budgetary provision on the 
sender WBS element is insufficient to cover the approved secondary cost 
plan. 

9.9 Ward Allocations Projects: 

(a) Only virements between existing projects approved by Council, within the 
same Subcouncil, and within the same directorate will be permitted. 

(b) Virements will only be considered if supported by the relevant Subcouncil 
(Subcouncil resolution), project managers and directorate/department 
finance managers of the projects involved (annexure D). 

(c) Motivations for virements between projects should clearly state the reason 
for the saving within the “giving” project, as well as the reason for the 
additional amount required. 


10. PROCESS AND ACCOUNTABILITY 

10.1 Accountability to ensure that virement application forms are completed in 
accordance with Council’s virement policy, systems of delegations and are not in

10.2 Duly completed virement documentation is to be effected by the Corporate 
Budgets department. 

10.3 Virements approved and processed will be reported for information to the 
Executive Mayor on a quarterly basis or as part of an adjustments budget. 


11. COST CONTAINMENT MEASURES - MFMA CIRCULAR NO 82 

National Treasury MFMA Circular No 82 Annexure A presents cost containment 
measures that accounting officers and chief finance officers must consider in order 
to contain operational costs and eliminate non-essential expenditure.

Virements to these indicated elements/expenditure types are subjected to the 
approval of the Executive Director/Commissioner/City Manager.

Section 7 of the MBRR requires that the municipal manager of a municipality 
must prepare, or take all reasonable steps to ensure the preparation of the 
budget-related policies of the municipality in accordance with the legislation 
applicable to those policies for tabling in the municipal council by the 
applicable deadline specified by the Executive Mayor in terms of section 
21(1 )(b) of the Act. Section 7 (1)(m) specifies that this must include a policy 
related to budget implementation and monitoring specifically dealing with 
management and oversight. 

3. DESIRED OUTCOME 

This policy will specify what the responsibilities of all the role players will be 
regarding budget management and oversight. 

4. STRATEGIC FOCUS AREA 

The strategic focus areas of the City are enshrined in the City’s Integrated 
Development Plan (IDP) and are known as the five pillars. The pillars are 
namely, the opportunity city, the well-run city, the safe city, the caring city 
and the inclusive city. This policy supports the pillar 5.3, the well-run city. 

The underlying tenets of the well-run city are the principles of openness, due 
process and sound financial management. The implementation of this policy 
will enhance the principles of sound financial management and will contribute 
to Cape Town being a corruption-free, transparent and efficient city. In all 
the city’s programmes, strict monitoring should be adhered to in order to 
ensure that the needs of constant service delivery are always being met. 
Only by being completely open and through constant monitoring can the 
city ensure that it delivers the most to our citizens. 

5. ROLE PLAYERS AND STAKEHOLDERS 
Internal oversight:

External oversight: 

Provincial Government of the Western Cape and National Government 
(including National Treasury) 
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6. REGULATORY CONTEXT 

6.1 Oversight by Council 

Section 16 of the MFMA provides that- 

(a) The council of a municipality must for each financial year 
approve an annual budget for the municipality before the start of 
that financial year. 

(b) In order to comply with the abovementioned provision, the mayor 
of the municipality must table the annual budget at a council 
meeting at least 90 days before the start of the budget year. 

Section 24 of the MFMA provides that - 

(a) The municipal council must at least 30 days before the start 
of the budget year consider approval of the annual budget. 

(b) An annual budget must be approved before the start of the 
budget year by adoption by the municipal council of the draft 
resolution referred to in section 1 7(3). 

6.2 Oversight by Executive Committee (MAYCO) 

Section 44(2), (3) and (4) of the Municipal Structures Act , 

states that The executive committee must- 

(a) Identify the needs of the municipality, 

(b) Review and evaluate those needs in order of priority, 

(c) Recommend to the municipal council strategies, programmes and 
services to address priority needs, and 

(d) Recommend or determine the best methods, including 
partnership and other approaches, to deliver those strategies, 
programmes and services to the maximum benefit of the 
community 

The executive committee in performing its duties must - 

(a) Identify and develop criteria in terms of which progress in the 
implementation of the strategies, programmes and services can 
be evaluated, 

(b) Evaluate progress against the key performance indicators, 

(c) Review the performance of the municipality, 

(d) Monitor the management of the municipality’s administration in 
accordance with the policy directions of the municipal council, 

(e) Oversee the provision of services to communities in the 
municipality in a sustainable manner, 

(f) Perform such duties and exercise such powers as the council 
may delegate to it , 

(g) Annually report on the involvement of communities and 
community organisations in the affairs of the municipality, and 
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(h) Ensure that regard is given to public views and report on the 
effect of consultation on the decisions of the council 

An executive committee must report to the municipal council on all 
decisions taken by the committee. 

6.3 Oversight by Audit Committee 

Section 166 of the MFMA reads, states that- 

An audit committee is an independent advisory body which must advise 
the municipal council on matters relating to - 

i) Internal financial control and internal audits, 

ii) risk management, 

Hi) accounting policies, 

iv) the adequacy, reliability and accuracy of financial reporting and 
information, 

v) performance management, 

vi ) effective governance, 

vi ii) compliance with the MFMA, the annual Division of Revenue Act 
and any other applicable legislation, 

vi 'ii) performance evaluation, and 

ix) any other issues referred to it by the municipality or municipal 
entity 

6.4 Oversight by Budget Steering Committee 
Section 4 of the MBRR states that - 

The mayor of a municipality must establish a budget steering 
committee to provide technical assistance to the mayor in discharging 
the responsibilities as set out in section 53 of the Act. 

6.5 General Oversight by the Mayor 

Section 52 of the MFMA .states that The mayor of a municipality - 

(a) Must provide general political guidance over the fiscal and 
financial affairs of the municipality 

(b) In providing such general political guidance, may monitor and, 
to the extent provided in this Act, oversee the exercise of 
responsibilities assigned in terms of this Act to the accounting 
officer and the chief financial officer, but may not interfere in the 
exercises of those responsibilities 

(c) Must take all reasonable steps to ensure that the municipality 
performs its constitutional and statutory functions within the limits 
of the municipality’s approved budget 

(d) Must, within 30 days of the end of each quarter, submit a report to 
the council on the implementation of the budget and the 
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financial state of affairs of the municipality 

6.6 Budget Processes : Oversight by the Mayor 

Section 53 of the MFMA reads, inter alia, as follows: 

( 1 ) The mayor of a municipality must - 

(a) Provide general political guidance over the budget process 
and the priorities that must guide the preparation of a budget, 

(b) Co-ordinate the preparation of the annual budget and 
determine how the integrated development plan is to be 
taken into account or revised for the purposes of the budget, 

(c) Take all reasonable steps to ensure : 

i) That the municipality approves its annual budget before 
the start of the budget year, and 

ii) That the municipality’s service delivery and budget 
implementation plan is approved by the mayor within 28 
days after the approval of the budget. 

(2) The mayor must promptly report to the municipal council and the 
MEC for finance in the province any delay in the tabling of an 
annual budget. 

(3) The mayor must ensure that the revenue and expenditure 
projections for each month and the service delivery targets and 
performance indicators for each quarter, as set out in the service 
delivery and budget implementation plan, are made public no 
later than 14 days after the approval of the service delivery and 
budget implementation plan. 

6.7 Oversight done with Monthly Budget Statements 


Section 71 (1) of the MFMA states that - 

The accounting officer of a municipality must by no later than 10 
working days after the end of each month submit to the mayor of the 
municipality and the relevant provincial treasury a statement in the 
prescribed format on the state of the municipality’s budget reflecting 
the following particulars for that month and for the financial year up to 
the end of that month: 

(a) Actual revenue, per revenue source 

(b) Actual borrowings 

(c) Actual expenditure, per vote 

(d) Actual capital expenditure, per vote 

(e) The amount of any allocations received 

(f) Actual expenditure on those allocations, excluding expenditure on - 

i) Its share of local government equitable share 

ii) Allocations exempted by the annual Division of Revenue Act 
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from compliance with this paragraph 
(g) When necessary, an explanation of - 

i) Any material variances from the municipality's projected 
revenue by source, and from the municipality's expenditure 
projections per vote 

ii) Any material variances from the service delivery and budget 
implementation plan; and 

Hi) Any remedial or corrective steps taken or to be taken to ensure 
that projected revenue and expenditure remain within the 
municipality's approved budget" 

6.8 Oversight done with Mid-Year Budget and Performance Assessment 
Section 72 of the MFMA , states that - 

( 1 ) The accounting officer of a municipality must by 25 January of 
each year - 

(a) Assess the performance of the municipality during the first 
half of the financial year, taking into account- 

i) The monthly statements referred to in section 71 for the 
first half of the financial year, 

ii) The municipality’s service delivery performance during 
the first half of the financial year, and the service 
delivery targets and performance indicators set in the 
service delivery and budget implementation plan, 

Hi) The past year’s annual report, and progress on 
resolving problems identified in the annual report, 
iv) The performance of every municipal entity under the 
sole or shared control of the municipality, taking into 
account reports in terms of section 88 from any such 
entities, 

(b) Submit a report on such assessment to - 

i) The mayor of the municipality 

ii) The National Treasury 

Hi) The relevant provincial treasury 

(2) The accounting officer must, as part of the review - 

(a) Make recommendations as to whether an adjustments 
budget is necessary, and 

(b) Recommend revised projections for revenue and expenditure 
to the extent that this may be necessary. 
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6.9 Oversight role of Chief Financial Officer (CFO) 


Section 81 of the MFMA states that - 

The CFO of a municipality must assist the accounting officer in the 
administration of the municipality’s bank accounts and in the preparation 
and implementation of the municipality’s budget. The CFO must also 
perform such budgeting, accounting, analysis, financial reporting, cash 
management, debt management, financial management, review and 
other duties as may in terms of section 79 of the MFMA be delegated 
by the accounting officer to the CFO. 

6.10 Oversight role of Portfolio Committees and Sub-Councils 


Section 59 of the Municipal Systems Act states that - 
A municipal council must develop a system of delegation that will 
maximise administrative and operational efficiency and provide for 
adequate checks and balances, and, in accordance with that system, 
may, inter alia - 

• Delegate appropriate powers to any of the municipality’s other 
political structures, political office bearers, councillors or staff 
members, 

• Instruct any such political structure, political office bearer, 
councillor or staff member to perform any of the municipality’s 
duties 

System of Delegations 

The system of delegations at the City of Cape Town has been 
compiled in accordance with the requirements of section 59 of the 
Systems Act and such system is aimed at maximizing administrative 
and operational efficiency and provides for adequate checks and 
balances by delegating appropriate powers, functions and duties to, 
inter alia: 

• the section 79 Portfolio Committees 

• the Sub-councils 

Section 79 Portfolio Committees 

Acting in terms of section 59 of the Systems Act, Council, in its 
system of delegations, delegates powers, functions and duties to the 
Portfolio Committees within its functional areas including the power to 
sub delegate any of their delegated powers, functions and duties. 

These powers include, inter alia, 

• Monitoring the implementation of Council’s IDP, budget, business 
plans, strategic objectives, policies and programmes and report 
herein to the Executive Mayor. 
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Sub-councils 

The terms of reference of Sub-councils are: 

• to make recommendations to Council on any matter affecting its 
area of jurisdiction; 

• to exercise any power, duty or function delegated by Council, and 

• to exercise any power, duty or function conferred upon it in terms 
of the Sub-council By-law 

Acting in terms of section 59 of the Systems Act, Council, in its 
system of delegations, delegates the following powers, functions and 
duties to Sub- councils including the power to sub delegate any of their 
delegated powers, functions and duties to members of the municipal 
staff only in terms of section 17 the Cape Town Sub-council By-law 
2003, inter alia: 

• To monitor the implementation of Council’s budget, business plans, 
strategic objectives, policies and programmes. 

6.1 1 External Oversight by National Treasury 

Chapter 2 - Supervision over Local Government Finance 

Management 

S5 (2) of the MFMA states that National Treasury may, inter alia: 

• monitor the budgets of municipalities to establish whether they 

are consistent with the national government’s fiscal and 

macro- economic policy 

comply with chapter 4 (municipal budgets) 

• monitor the implementation of municipal budgets, including their 
expenditure, revenue collection and borrowing to promote good 
budget and fiscal management by municipalities. 

Chapter 4 - Municipal Budgets 

523 (3) of the MFMA states that: 

National Treasury may issue guidelines on the manner in which 
municipal councils should process their annual budgets, including 
guidelines on the formation of a committee of the council to consider 
the budget and to hold public hearings. 

524 (3) states that: 

The accounting officer of a municipality must submit the approved 
annual budget to the National Treasury and the relevant provincial 
treasury. 
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6.12 External Oversight by Provincial Treasury 

Chapter 2 - Supervision over Local Government Finance 

Management 

S5 (4) of the MFMA states that a provincial treasury must, inter, alia: 

• monitor the preparation of their budgets by municipalities in the 
province 

• monitor the monthly outcome of those budgets 

S24 (3) states that the accounting officer of a municipality must 
submit the approved annual budget to the National Treasury and the 
relevant provincial treasury. 

7. POLICY DIRECTIVE DETAILS 

7.1 Oversight responsibility of Council 

The council of the City of Cape Town must approve the annual 
budget for the municipality before the start of that financial year. 
Therefore the mayor of the municipality must table the annual budget 
at a council meeting at least 90 days before the start of the budget year 

7.2 Oversight responsibility of Executive Committee 

The executive committee must provide an oversight role by performing 
the following tasks - 

• Identify the needs of the municipality 

• Review and evaluate those needs in order of priority 

• Recommend to the municipal council strategies, programmes and 
services to address priority needs 

• Recommend or determine the best methods, including partnership 
and other approaches, to deliver those strategies, programmes and 
services to the maximum benefit of the community 

• Identify and develop criteria in terms of which progress in the 
implementation of the strategies, programmes and services can be 
evaluated 

• Evaluate progress against the key performance indicators 

• Review the performance of the municipality 

• Monitor the management of the municipality’s administration in 
accordance with the policy directives of the municipal council 

• Oversee the provision of services to communities in the municipality 
in a sustainable manner 
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• Perform such duties and exercise such powers as the council may 
delegate to it 

• Annually report on the involvement of communities and community 
organisations in the affairs of the municipality 

• Ensure that regard is given to public views and report on the 
effect of consultation on the decisions of the council 

7.3 Oversight responsibility of Audit Committee 

The Audit Committee must provide an oversight role by advising 
the municipal council on matters relating to: 

• Internal financial control and internal audits 

• Risk management 

• Accounting policies 

• The adequacy, reliability and accuracy of financial reporting and 
information 

• Performance management 

• Effective governance 

• Compliance with the MFMA, the annual Division of Revenue Act 
and any other applicable legislation 

• Performance evaluation 

7.4 Oversight responsibility of Budget Steering Committee (BSC) 

The Budget Steering Committee must assist the mayor in providing 
general political guidance over the budget process and the priorities that 
must guide the preparation. The Committee must also assist the 
mayor in exercising his/her responsibilities as set out in section 53 of 
the MFMA. 

7.5 Oversight responsibility of the Executive Mayor 
The Executive Mayor must: 

(a) Monitor and oversee the exercise of responsibilities assigned in 
terms of the MFMA to the accounting officer and the chief financial 
officer, but may not interfere in the exercise of those 
responsibilities 

(b) Take all reasonable steps to ensure that the municipality 
performs its constitutional statutory functions within the limits of 
the municipality’s approved budget 

(c) Submit a report to the council on the implementation of the budget 
and the financial state of affairs of the municipality 

(d) Check whether the municipality’s approved budget is 
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implemented in accordance with the service delivery and budget 
implementation plan 

(e) Instruct the accounting officer to ensure that the budget is 
implemented in accordance with the service delivery and budget 
implementation plan and that spending of funds and revenue 
collection proceed in accordance with the budget 

(f) Provide general political guidance over the fiscal and financial 
affairs of the municipality 

(g) Co-ordinate the preparation of the annual budget and determine 
how the integrated development plan is to be taken into account or 
revised for the purposes of the budget 

(h) Take all reasonable steps to ensure that the municipality approves 
its annual budget before the start of the budget year and that the 
municipality’s service delivery and budget implementation plan is 
approved by the mayor within 28 days after the approval of the 
budget 

(i) Promptly report to the municipal council and the MEC for finance in 
the province any delay in the tabling of an annual budget 

(j) Ensure that the revenue and expenditure projections for each 
month and the service delivery targets and performance 
indicators for each quarter, as set out in the service delivery and 
budget implementation plan, are made public no later than 14 
days after the approval of the service delivery and budget 
implementation plan 

7.6 Oversight responsibility of the Accounting Officer 

The Municipal Manager is the accounting officer and the administrative 

authority for the municipality. In the first instance the Municipal 

Manager is accountable to the mayor for the implementation of specific 

agreed outputs. 

In the second instance the Municipal Manager is accountable to the 

Council for the overall administration of the municipality. 

The Accounting Officer (Municipal Manager) should - 

(a) Implement the municipality’s approved budget, including taking all 
reasonable steps to ensure that the spending of funds is in 
accordance with the budget and is reduced as necessary when 
revenue is anticipated to be less than projected in the budget 

(b) Ensure that revenue and expenditure are properly monitored 

(c) When necessary, the accounting officer must prepare an 
adjustments budget and submit it to the Mayor for consideration 
and tabling in the municipal council 

(d) Report to the municipal council any shortfalls in budget revenue, 
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overspending and necessary steps taken to prevent shortfalls or 
overspending 

(e) Submit to the Mayor actual revenue, borrowings, expenditure and 
where necessary report the variances thereof 

7.7 Oversight responsibility of the Chief Financial Officer (CFO) 

The CFO of a municipality must assist the accounting officer in the 
administration of the municipality’s bank accounts and in the preparation 
and implementation of the municipality’s budget. The CFO must also 
perform such budgeting, accounting, analysis, financial reporting, cash 
management, debt management, financial management, review and 
other duties as may be delegated by the accounting officer to the CFO. 

7.8 Oversight with Section 71 reporting 

The Finance department will facilitate the section 71 reporting process 
as follows: 

(a) Financial month end reports must be available as per section 71 
requirements 

(b) Reports detailing the following information will be circulated to the 
Executive Management Team: 

• Actual operating revenue / expenditure for the month compared 
to the budget for the month per category 

• Actual operating revenue / expenditure for the year to date 
compared to the budget for the year to date 

• Actual Operating Revenue / Expenditure for the year to date 
compared to the budget for the full year 

• Capital Budget Expenditure for the month compared to the 
budget for the month 

• Capital Budget Expenditure for the year to date compared to 
the budget for the year to date 

• Capital Budget Expenditure for the year to date compared to 
the budget for the full year 

• Grant allocations received as well as expenditure against 
those grants for the year to date 

• Details of unspent grant funding 

(c) Reports will be submitted to the Executive Mayor on the 10th 
working day of each month 

(d) A formal report with a full analysis of the financial results will be 
submitted to the Finance Portfolio Committee and Mayoral 
Committee on a monthly basis 
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(e) Re-prioritisation of budgets will be allowed to facilitate shifting of 
funds towards anticipated over-expenditure items as identified above 

7.9 Oversight with Section 72 reporting 

Municipalities are required to assess their performance during the first 
half of the financial year based on their respective services delivery 
targets, their performance indicators and financial performance. The 
assessment has to take place on or before 25 th January each year 
according to Section 72 of the MFMA. The assessment outcomes may 
or may not necessitate budget adjustments. Where necessary, an 
adjustments budget has to be prepared and submitted to the Mayor 
for consideration and tabling in the Municipal Council as well as 
recommend revised projections for revenue and expenditure to the 
extent that may be necessary. It is in this vein that the two processes 
run in tandem and require finality on the date instructed by the Act, on 
or before 25 January each year. 


7.10 Oversight by Portfolio Committees and Sub-Councils 

Portfolio Committees must provide an oversight role on, inter alia : 

• Budget 

• Business Plans 

• Strategic objectives 

• Policies and programmes 

by advising the Executive Mayor on these issues as per Section 59 (1) 
(a) of the Systems Act 

Sub-Councils must provide an oversight role on the budget by making 
recommendations to Council on any budget related matter affecting its 
area of responsibility. 

7.1 1 Oversight by National Treasury 


It is the responsibility of National Treasury to monitor the budget of the 
City of Cape Town to establish whether the budget is consistent with 
national government’s fiscal and macro-economic policy and whether 
the budget complies with chapter 4 of the MFMA. National Treasury 
must also monitor the implementation of the City of Cape Town’s 
budget, including expenditure, revenue collection and borrowing to 
promote good budget and fiscal management. 
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7.12 Oversight by Provincial Treasury 

It is the responsibility of Provincial Treasury to monitor the preparation 
of the City of Cape Town’s budget as well as monitor the monthly 
outcome of the budget. 


8. IMPLEMENTATION. EVALUATION AND REVIEW 

This policy framework is important for the financial compliance of the City. It 

provides for an all-inclusive administrative procedure for the management of 

the Budget Management and Oversight Policy. 

(a) This policy shall be implemented once approved by Council. 

(b) Directorates to ensure that during implementation stages that there is 
consistent monitoring & evaluation of the policy as indicators will inform 
blockages within the policy implementation phases. 

(c) In terms of section 17(3)(e) of the MFMA this policy must be reviewed 
on annual basis and the reviewed policy tabled to Council for approval 
as part of the budget process. 

(d) Changes in legislation must be taken into account for future 
amendments to this policy. 

(e) Any amendments to this policy must be re-submitted to council for 
review approval. 
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DEFINITIONS AND ABBREVIATIONS 

“basic municipal service” means a municipal service that is necessary to ensure an 
acceptable and reasonable quality of life and which, if not provided, would endanger 
public health or safety or the environment; 

“BSC” means Budget Steering Committee, a committee established to provide 
technical assistance to the Mayor in discharging the responsibilities set out in section 
53 of the MFMA; 

“budget-related policy” means a policy of a municipality affecting or affected by the 
annual budget of the municipality, including — 

(a) the tariffs policy which the municipality must adopt in terms of section 74 of the 
Municipal Systems Act; 

(b) the rates policy which the municipality must adopt in terms of legislation 
regulating municipal property rates; or 

(c) the credit control and debt collection policy which the municipality must adopt in 
terms of section 96 of the Municipal Systems Act; 

“CITY” means the City of Cape Town; 

“IDP” means the Integrated Development Plan; 

“LTFP” means Long Term Financial Plan; 

“long-term debt” means debt repayable over a period exceeding one year; 

“MBRR” means the Municipal Budget and Reporting Regulations; 

“MFMA” means the Municipal Finance Management Act No 56 of 2003; 

“MTREF” means Medium Term Revenue and Expenditure Framework, as prescribed 
by the MFMA. It sets out indicative revenue and projected expenditure for the budget 
year, plus two outer financial years; 

“municipal tariff” means a tariff for services which a municipality may set for the 
provision of a service to the local community, and includes a surcharge on such tariff; 

“municipal tax” means property rates or other taxes, levies or duties that a 
municipality may impose; 

“National Treasury” means the National Treasury established by section 5 of the 
Public Finance Management Act. 

“Short Term” refers to a period up to 3 (three) years 

“Medium Term” refers to a period between 3 (three) and 5 (five) years 

“Long Term” refers to any period longer than 5 (five) years 
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2. INTRODUCTION 

2.1 The Local Government: Municipal Finance Management Act No 56 of 2003 
(hereafter MFMA) has instituted various financial reform measures. Sound 
financial management practices have been identified as essential to the long- 
term sustainability of municipalities. In this regard the MFMA necessitates that 
municipalities must have a policy related the Long Term Financial Plan (hereafter 
LTFP). 

2.2 A municipality’s financial plan integrates the financial relationships of various 
revenue and expenditure streams to give effect to the Integrated Development 
Plan (hereafter IDP). It provides guidance for the development of current budgets 
and assesses financial impacts on outer years’ budgets by incorporating capital 
expenditure outcomes, operating expenditure trends, optimal asset management 
plans and the consequential impact on rates, tariffs and other service charges. 

2.3 The City has developed a financial model that aims to determine the appropriate 
mix of parameters and assumptions within which the City should operate to 
facilitate budgets which are affordable and sustainable at least 10 years into the 
future. In addition, it identifies the consequential financial impact of planned 
capital projects on the municipality’s operational budget. 

3. PROBLEM STATEMENT 

Preceding the inception of the MFMA municipal budgets usually catered for 
immediate demands with little or no view of future needs or the future consequences 
of particular decisions. This poor planning practice fragmented the sustainability of 
municipal budgets. 


4. PURPOSE 

This policy aims to ensure that all long-term financial planning is based on a 
structured and consistent methodology thereby ensuring long-term financial 
affordability and sustainability. 
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5. GUIDING PRINCIPLES 

5.1 The policy is based on the following principies:- 

(a) Future financial sustainability; 

(b) Optimal collection of revenue, taking into consideration the socio 
economic environment; 

(c) Optimal utilisation of grant funding; 

(d) Continuous improvement and expansion in service delivery framework, 
and 

(e) Prudent financial strategies. 

6. ROLE PLAYERS AND STAKEHOLDERS 

The following role players will ensure that the LTFP is implemented in accordance with 
the prescribed legislative requirements and Council processes. 

6.1 Budget Office 

(a) Responsible for the preparation and the compilation of the LTFP; 

(b) Responsible for overall oversight; 

(c) Present LTFP position to the Budgetsteering Committee (BSC); 

(d) Review Policy and Strategy, in consultation with relevant stakeholders, to 
ensure maximum compliance in terms of legislation. 

6.2 Directorates and Departments 

(a) Responsible for providing reasons on past performance outcomes; 

(b) Responsible for providing information to Budget Office to update the 
financial plan; 

(c) Required to identify revenue and expenditure plans for both operating and 
capital budgets for at least 3 years; 

(d) Required to make recommendations on future service delivery matters. 

6.3 Budget Steering Committee 

(a) Responsible for providing strategic guidance on matters relevant to the 
LTFP; 
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(b) Responsible for endorsing the projected MTREF assumptions and 
parameters contemplated by the LTFP. 


7. REGULATORY CONTEXT 

7.1 Section 17 (3) of the MFMA states that “when an annual budget is tabled it must 
be accompanied by, amongst others, “any proposed amendments to the budget- 
related policies of the municipality”. 

7.2 Section 21 of the MFMA states that the mayor of a municipality must at least 10 
months before the start of the budget year, table in the municipal council a 
time schedule outlining key deadlines for, amongst others: 

(ii) the annual review of— 

(aa) the integrated development plan in terms of section 34 of the 
Municipal Systems Act; and 
(bb) the budget-related policies; 

(Hi) the tabling and adoption of any amendments to the integrated development 
plan and the budget-related policies; and 
(iv) any consultative processes forming part of the processes referred to in 
subparagraphs (ii) and (Hi). 

7.3 Section 7 (1) of the Local Government: Municipal Finance Management Act, 
2003, Municipal Budget and Reporting Regulations, 2009 (hereafter MBRR) 
states that: 

“the Municipal Manager of a municipality must prepare, or take all reasonable 
steps to ensure the preparation of budget-related policies of the municipality, or 
any or any necessary amendments to such policies, in accordance with the 
legislation applicable to those policies for tabling in the municipal council by 
the applicable deadline specified by the mayor in terms of section 21 (1)(b) of the 
MFMA”. 

7.4 Section 7 (1) reference (1) of the MBRR, further states that “as defined in section 
1 of the MFMA. Policies that affect or are affected by the annual budget of a 
municipality include ....“(g) a policy related to the long term financial plan”. 
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7.5 Section 4 (1 ) of the MBRR states “that the mayor of a municipality must establish 
a budget steering committee to provide technical assistance to the mayor in 
discharging the responsibilities set out in section 53 of the MFMA”. 

7.6 Section 26 (h) of the Local Government: Municipal Systems Act 32 of 2000 
(hereafter the MSA) states that “An Integrated Development Plan must reflect a 
financial plan, which must include a budget projection for at least the next 
three years”. 


POLICY DIRECTIVE DETAILS 

8.1 Financial strategies 

8.1.1 An intrinsic feature of the LTFP is to give effect to the City’s financial 
strategies. These strategies include: 

(a) Increasing funding for asset maintenance and renewal; 

(b) Continuous improvement to the financial position; 

(c) Ensuring affordable debt levels to fund the capital budget; 

(d) Maintaining fair, equitable and affordable rates and tariff increase; 

(e) Maintaining or improving basic municipal services; 

(f) Achieving and maintaining a breakeven/surplus Operating budget; 
and 

(g) Ensuring full cost recovery for the provision of internal services. 

8.2 Non - financial strategies 

8.2.1 The LTFP is a key component for achieving the goals listed in the IDP of 
the City. The LTFP must consider the following non - financial 
strategic strategies: 

(a) The City’s Strategic Focus Areas; 

(b) Infrastructure led growth strategies; and 

(c) The City’s Spatial Development Framework. 
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8.3 Preparation of the LTFP 

8.3.1 The LTFP process should commence by latest June of each year. 

8.3.2 The LTFP should consider the fiscal overview by reviewing past financial 
performance, projection of long-term financial outlook and financing and 
funding arrangements. The following matters should be considered 
annually: 

(a) Revising the long-term financial plan for events that may have 
impacted during the recent past; 

(b) Assessing the outcomes and achievements of the past few years 
financial performance as per the audited financial statements; 

(c) Reviewing the financial objective and assumptions; 

(d) Reviewing the past and summarise long term financial outlook; 

(e) Assess the current overall financial position and liquidity situation; 

(f) Identify any financial challenges and constraints; 

(g) Identifying strategies to deal with the challenges, and to maintain 
financial viability and capacity to sustain services; 

(h) Identify overall funding mix and implications for own revenue and 
external funding; and 

(i) Assess compliance with the MFMA and other relevant legislation etc. 

8.3.3 The LTFP is prepared in an uncertain environment it is therefore required 
to make certain assumptions. Assumptions on the following internal and 
external factors must be made: 

(a) Reviewing the external factors (population migration, employment, 
health, development of businesses, and new residential areas, etc.); 

(b) General inflation outlook and its impact on the municipal activities; 

(c) Credit rating outlook; 

(d) Interest rates for borrowing and investment of funds; 

(e) Rates, tariffs, charges and timing of revenue collection; 

(f) Growth or decline in tax base of the municipality; 

(g) Collection rates for each revenue source; 
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(h) Price movements on specifics e.g. bulk purchases of water and 
electricity, fuel etc; 

(i) Average salary increases; 

(j) Industrial relations climate, reorganisation and capacity building; 

(k) Trends in population and households (growth, decline, stable); 

(l) Changing demand characteristics (demand for services); 

(m) Trends in demand for free or subsidised basic services; 

(n) Impact of national, provincial and local policies; 

(o) Ability of the municipality to spend and deliver on the programmes; 
and 

(p) Implications of restructuring and other major events into the future. 

8.3.4 Intergovernmental fiscal transfers/allocations from National and Provincial 
government play a pivotal role in the finances of the City. The following 
unconditional transfers/allocations must be considered, as a minimum, 
when projecting the budget: 

(a) Local Government Equitable Share; 

(b) Fuel levy; and 

(c) Grants related to the provision of Provincial government functions. 

The City’s LTFP model and scenario planning 

8.4.1 The City financial model gives effect to the LTFP. It enables the 
forecasting of the operating and capital budgets for at least 10 years into 
the future. The model embodies National Treasury’s budget preparation 
guidelines, drawing on assumptions and parameters to forecast the 
operating budget. 

8.4.2 Strategic initiatives should be prioritised and quantified to be included in 
the financial model. 

8.4.3 The financial forecasting model must be updated using the fiscal 
overview, assumption and intergovernmental fiscal transfers/allocations 
information to identify immediate opportunities and/or risks. 

8.4.4 The medium and long-term financial viability should be evaluated. 

8.4.5 Reiterative scenario planning should be executed to ensure optimum use 
of resources to cater for strategic initiatives. 
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8.4.6 To identify the optimum balance between revenue collection and 
municipal spending the following should be taken into account: 

(a) The impact each scenario has on the financial sustainability and 
affordability of the City; 

(b) Whether scenario’s are realistic in terms of revenue projections; 

(c) Potential revenue enhancement strategies which may have a long- 
term impact on the revenue base of the City; 

(d) Potential cost saving mechanisms related to strategic initiatives; and 

(e) The impact of infrastructure investments and maintenance 
programs on future revenue streams. 

8.4.7 Presentations on scenarios should be presented to the BSC as may be 
requested. 

8.4.8 BSC should endorse the final MTREF scenario inclusive of assumptions 
and parameters annually by latest January. 

8.5 The annual updated LTFP should identify the following: 

8.5.1 Assumptions and parameters to be used to compile the Operating and 
Capital budgets over the next MTREF; 

8.5.2 Future Operating revenue and expenditure projections based on 
assumptions and parameters; 

8.5.3 Future affordability of projected Capital Plans; 

8.5.4 The level of infrastructure development required to achieve the Municipal 
priorities, within the funding restrictions; and 

8.5.5 External funding requirements in respect of long term debt. 

8.6 Implementation of the LTFP 

8.6.1 The annual updated LTFP should provide the parameters and 
assumptions for the compilation of the operating and capital budgets for 
the next MTREF. 

8.6.2 This information should be provided to the Operating and Capital budget 
departments by latest January of each year. 
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9. EVALUATION AND REVIEW 

9.1 This policy shall be implemented once approved by Council. 

9.2 This policy must be reviewed on an annual basis. 

9.3 Changes in financial strategy, non - financial strategic strategies and legislation 
must be taken into account for future amendments to this policy. 

9.4 Any amendments must be tabled to Council for approval as part of the budget 
process.

2. PROBLEM STATEMENT 

Changes in a budget are a necessity as there are various internal 
and external factors impacting on the financial performance and 
implementation of the budget during the year. Guiding principles are 
therefore needed to formalise how to manage the adjustment 
budget process effectively. This policy aims to provide guidelines 
and principles for an adjustment budget to be initiated. 
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3. DESIRED OUTCOME 

The implementation of the Local Government: Municipal Finance 
Management Act, (Act No. 56 of 2003) (MFMA), initiated municipal 
financial reforms. The key aims of the MFMA are to modernise 
budget, accounting and financial management practices. It further aims 
to provide strategic guidance in the financial planning of the 
Municipality. Section 28 of the MFMA states that, “a municipality may 
revise an approved annual budget through an adjustments budget”. 

As part of the municipal financial reforms the Municipal Budget 
Reporting Regulations (MBRR) was gazetted in 2009. The main 
objective of the MBRR is to formalise norms and standards to improve 
the credibility, sustainability, transparency, accuracy and reliability of 
municipal budgets. It further ensures that the process on amendments 
of approved budgets is done appropriately. 

This policy must be read, analysed, interpreted, implemented and 
understood against this legislative background. 

4. STRATEGIC FOCUS AREAS 

The strategic focus areas of the City are enshrined in the City’s 
Integrated Development Plan (IDP) and is known as the five pillars. 
The pillars are namely, the opportunity city, the well-run city, the safe 
city, the caring city and the inclusive city. This policy supports the 
Strategic focus area 5, the Well-run city, with the Objective 5.3, Ensure 
financial prudence, with clean audits by the Auditor-General. 

The underlying tenets of the well-run city are the principles of 
openness and due process. A well-run city is the guarantor of all other 
government programmes. Citizens need to know that their government 
works for them, is accountable to them and answers to them at all 
times. Governments manage public resources and programmes. As 
such, they must be constantly scrutinised in public to ensure 
responsible management.

5. ROLE PLAYERS AND STAKEHOLDERS 

In order to give effect to the policy, the following role players including 

their respective powers, duties and responsibilities are listed below: 

5.1 Budget Office 

(a) be responsible for overall administrative and technical 
oversight in terms of the compilation with the 
Adjustment Budget; 

(b) review Policy and Strategy, in consultation with relevant 
stakeholders, to ensure maximum compliance in terms of 
legislation. 

5.2 Directorates and Departments 

(a) required to inform Budget Office of changes in the 
approved budget; 

(b) responsible for providing information to Budget Office 
regarding any proposed amendments ; 

(c) required to make recommendations including detailed 
motivations on changes for the Adjustment Budget 

5.3 Council 

(a) Be responsible for the approval of the Adjustment Budget 

6. REGULATORY CONTEXT 

6. 1 Section 12 of the MFMA, relief, charitable, trust or other funds, 

states that: 

(1) No political structure or office-bearer of a municipality 
may set up a relief, charitable, trust or other fund of 
whatever description except in the name of the 
municipality. Only the municipal manager may be the 
accounting officer of any such fund. 

(2) A municipality may in terms of section 7 open a separate 
bank account in the name of the municipality for the 
purpose of a relief, charitable, trust or other fund. 

(3) Money received by the municipality for the purpose of 
a relief, charitable, trust or other fund must be paid 
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into a bank account of the municipality, or if a separate 
bank account has been opened in terms of subsection 
(2), into that account. 

(4) Money in a separate account opened in terms of 
subsection (2) may be withdrawn from the account 
withoutappropriation in terms of an approved budget, but 
only- 

(a) by or on the written authority of the accounting 
officer acting in accordance with decisions of the 
municipal council; and 

(b) for the purposes for which, and subject to any 
conditions on which, the fund was established or 
the money in the fund was donated. 

Section 22 of the MFMA, Publication of annual budgets, states 

that: 

Immediately after an annual budget is tabled in a municipal 

council, the accounting officer of the municipality must - 

(a) in accordance with Chapter 4 of the Municipal Systems 
Act - 

(i) make public the annual budget and the documents 
referred to in section 17 (3); and 

(ii) invite the local community to submit 

representations in connection with the budget; and 

(b) submit the annual budget - 

(i) in both printed and electronic formats to the 
National Treasury and the relevant provincial 
treasury; and 

(ii) in either format to any prescribed national or 
provincial organs of state and to other 
municipalities affected by the budget. 
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6.3 Section 28 of the MFMA, municipal adjustment budgets, 

states that: 

(1) A municipality may revise an approved annual budget 

through an adjustments budget. 

(2) An adjustments budget - 

(a) must adjust the revenue and expenditure estimates 
downwards if there is material under-collection of 
revenue during the current year; 

(b) may appropriate additional revenues that have 
become available over and above those anticipated 
in the annual budget, but only to revise or 
accelerate spending programmes already budgeted 
for; 

(c) may, within a prescribed framework, authorise 
unforeseeable and unavoidable expenditure 
recommended by the mayor of the municipality; 

(d) may authorise the utilisation of projected savings in 
one vote towards spending under another vote; 

(e) may authorise the spending of funds that were 
unspent at the end of the past financial year where 
the underspending could not reasonably have 
been foreseen at the time to include projected roll- 
overs when the annual budget for the current year 
was approved by the council; 

(f) may correct any errors in the annual budget; and 1 

(g) may provide for any other expenditure within a 
prescribed framework. 

(3) An adjustments budget must be in a prescribed form. 

(4) Only the mayor may table an adjustments budget in 

the municipal council, but an adjustments budget in 

terms of subsection (2) (b) to (g) may only be tabled

within any prescribed limitations as to timing or 
frequency. 

(5) When an adjustments budget is tabled, it must be 
accompanied by - 

(a) an explanation how the adjustments budget affects 
the annual budget; 

(b) a motivation of any material changes to the 
annual budget; 

(c) an explanation of the impact of any increased 
spending on the annual budget and the annual 
budgets for the next two financial years; and 

(d) any other supporting documentation that may be 
prescribed. 

(6) Municipal tax and tariffs may not be increased during a 
financial year. 

(7) Sections 22(b), 23(3) and 24(3) apply in respect of an 
adjustments budget, and in such application a reference 
in those sections to an annual budget must be read as a 
reference to an adjustments budget. 

Section 29 of the MFMA, Unforeseen and unavoidable 

expenditure states that: 

( 1 ) The mayor of a municipality may in emergency or other 
exceptional circumstances authorise unforeseeable and 
unavoidable expenditure for which no provision was 
made in an approved budget. 

(2) Any such expenditure - 

(a) must be in accordance with any framework that 
may be prescribed; 

(b) may not exceed a prescribed percentage of the 
approved annual budget; 

(c) must be reported by the mayor to the municipal 
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council at its next meeting; and 
(d) must be appropriated in an adjustments budget. 

(3) If such adjustments budget is not passed within 60 
days after the expenditure was incurred, the expenditure 
is unauthorised and section 32 applies. 

6.5 Section 69 (2) of the MFMA, Budget implementation states 
that: 

(1) The accounting officer of a municipality is responsible 
for implementing the municipality’s approved budget, 
including taking all reasonable steps to ensure - 

(2) When necessary, the accounting officer must prepare an 
adjustments budget and submit it to the mayor for 
consideration and tabling in the municipal council. 

6.6 Section 72 of the MFMA, Mid-year budget and performance 
assessment states that: 

(1) The accounting officer of a municipality must by 25 
January of each year - 

(a) assess the performance of the municipality during 
the first half of the financial year, taking into 
account - 

(i) the monthly statements referred to in section 
71 for the first half of the financial year; 

(ii) the municipality’s service delivery 
performance during the first half of the 
financial year, and the service delivery targets 
and performance indicators set in the service 
delivery and budget implementation plan; 

(Hi) the past year’s annual report, and progress on 

resolving problems identified in the annual 

report; and

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(iv) the performance of every municipal entity 
under the sole or shared control of the 
municipality, taking into account reports in 
terms of section 88 from any such entities; 
and 

(b) submit a report on such assessment to - 

(i) the mayor of the municipality; 

(ii) the National Treasury; and 

(Hi) the relevant provincial treasury. 

(2) The statement referred to in section 71 (1) for the 
sixth month of a financial year may be incorporated into 
the report referred to in subsection (1) (b) of this section. 

(3) The accounting officer must, as part of the review - 

(a) Make recommendations as to whether an 
adjustments budget is necessary; and 

(b) Recommend revised projections for revenue and 
expenditure to the extent that this may be 
necessary. 

6.7 Section 21 A of the MSA states that, Documents to be 
made public - 

(5) All documents that must be made public by a municipality 
in terms of a requirement of this Act, the Municipal 
Finance Management Act or other applicable 
legislation, must be conveyed to the local community - 

(a) by displaying the documents at the municipality’s 
head and satellite offices and libraries; 

(b) by displaying the documents on the municipality’s 
official website, if the municipality has a website as 
envisaged by section 21 B; and 

(c) by notifying the local community, in accordance with 
section 21, of the place, including the website 
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address, where detailed particulars concerning the 
documents can be obtained. 

(6) If appropriate, any notification in terms of subsection (1) 
(c) must invite the local community to submit written 
comments or representations to the municipality in 
respect of the relevant documents. 


7. OBJECTIVE 

The objective of the adjustment budget policy is to set out: 

7.1 . Conditions for an adjustment budget; and 

7.2. Compliance and procedures for an adjustment budget. 

8. CONDITIONS 

Regulation 7 of the MBRR lists the budget related policies and 

regulations relating to municipalities and municipal entities. 

Part 4 of the MBRR specifically aims to guide the adjustment budget 
process for municipalities. Conditions for an adjustment budget are 
listed below. 

8.1. Must adjust the revenue and expenditure estimates 

downwards if there is material under-collection 2 of 
revenue during the current year; in terms of MFMA section 
(28)(2)(a) 

May appropriate additional revenues that have become 
available over and above those anticipated in the annual 
budget, but only to revise or accelerate spending 
programmes already budgeted for. If a national or 
provincial adjustment budget allocates or transfers additional 
revenues to the municipality, the mayor of the municipality 
must, at the next available council meeting, but within 60 days 
of the approval of the relevant national or provincial 
adjustments budget, table an adjustments budget referred to 
in section 28(2)(b) of the Act in the municipal council to 
appropriate these additional revenues. 

2 Any variance that affects either strategic, operational and technical service delivery sustainability is 
viewed as material. Consideration of the need to adjust these estimations of budgetary provisions 
should also take the stage of the financial period, or time remaining in the financial period for further 
monitoring and/or remedial action, into account. 
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8.2. Unforeseeable and unavoidable expenditure 

An adjustments budget referred to in section 28(2)(c) of the 
MFMA must be tabled in the municipal council at the first 
available opportunity after the unforeseeable and unavoidable 
expenditure contemplated in that section was incurred, but 
within 60 days after the Unforeseeable and unavoidable 
expenditure was incurred, as per Section 29 (3) of the MFMA. 
Refer to Unforeseeable and Unavoidable Expenditure Policy 

8.3. Utilisation of projected savings in one vote towards 
spending under another vote 

This condition can be met any time after the Mid-year 
performance assessment but before 28 February, as indicated 
in Regulation 23(1). 

8.5 Approval of roll-overs 

(a) An adjustment budget referred to in section 28(2)(e) of 
the Act may only be tabled after the end of the financial 
year to which the roll-overs relate, and must be approved 
by the municipal council by 25 August of the financial 
year following the financial year. 

(b) Unconditional grants, agency agreement funding and 
National Treasury Supplemental grants which are 
unspent portions from the previous financial year, can be 
roll-over as part of the adjustments budget process in 
August. 

(c) The following matters are to be addressed in formulating 
proposals for Capital roll-over funding allocations: 

i. Those contractual components let or works 
awarded or commenced with in the financial 
year, but not yet implemented and settled by the 
end of that financial year - in other words the 
monetary value of commitments - and for which 
no budgetary provision was made on the Capital 
Budget - will be considered for roll-over 
budgetary provision. 
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ii. in terms of the “unforeseen” definition and 
interpretation of the relevant MFMA stipulations, 
departments must have had a reasonable 
expectation that the works would have been 
completed by end of the financial year. 

iii. the “anticipated expenditure to financial year-end” 
are to be used as starting point in calculating the 
roll- over requirement - it is presumed that the 
additional roll-over provisions on the next 
financial year Capital Budget will not increase 
the total budget cost of individual projects; 

iv. proposals for roll-over provisions should cater for 
both internally- and externally funded budgetary 
provisions; 

v. reasons explaining why budgetary provisions 
were committed, not spent by end of the financial 
year are to be provided. 

vi. reasons for the non-provision of the roll-over 
requirement on the next financial year budget 
are also required. 

8.6 May correct any errors in the annual budget; 

Any time after the mid-year performance assessment but 
before 28 February. 

8.7 Un-authorised expenditure 

Section 32(2)(a)(i) of the MFMA requires an adjustments budget 
in the case of unauthorised expenditure. MBRR regulation 23(6) 
states that : 

An adjustments budget contemplated in section 28(2)(g) of the 
Act may authorise unauthorised expenditure as anticipated by 
section 32(2)(a)(i) of the Act, and must be- 

(a) dealt with as part of the adjustments budget 
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contemplated in subregulation(l); and 

(b) a special adjustments budget tabled in the municipal 
council when the mayor tables the annual report in terms 
of section 127(2) of the Act, which may only deal with 
unauthorised expenditure from the previous financial year 
which the council is being requested to authorise in terms 
of section 32(2)(a)(i) of the Act. 


8.8 Mid-year review followed by adjustment budget 

A mid-year review by the Accounting Officer in accordance 
with the MFMA is due for completion by 25 January, which 
may lead Council to take corrective steps with regards to 
deviations in revenue and expenditure of the approved budget. 

Utilising the monthly financial results, the SDBIP results, the 
past year’s annual report and the performance of the 
municipality, Section 72 (3)(a) of the MFMA also states the 
accounting officer must, as part of the review make 
recommendations as to whether an adjustments budget is 
necessary. 

An adjustment budget is generally recommended stemming 
from the Mid-year review. This adjustments budget is 
submitted to Council for approval by no later than 28 February 
as allowed in the MFMA. 

There are circumstances in a financial year where an 
adjustment budget can or must be approved by Council that do 
not coincide with the mid-year review, and this will lead to a 
municipality having to adjust the Council approved budget 
more than once.

9. COMPLIANCE AND PROCEDURES 

When an adjustments budget is tabled, it must be 
accompanied by- 


(a) an explanation how the adjustments 
budget affects the annual budget; 

(b) a motivation of any material changes to 
the annual budget; 

(c) an explanation of the impact of any increased spending 
on the annual budget; 

(d) the annual budgets for the next two 
financial years; and 

(e) any other supporting documentation that 
may be prescribed. 
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9.1 Formats of adjustments budgets 

An adjustment budget and supporting documentation of a 
municipality must be in the format specified in Schedule B of 
the MBRR and include all the required tables, charts and 
explanatory information, taking into account any guidelines 
issued by National Treasury. 

9.2 Funding of adjustment budgets 

An adjustments budget of a municipality must be suitably 
funded. The supportive documentation to accompany an 
adjustments budget in terms of section 28(5) of the MFMA 
must contain an explanation of how the adjustments budget is 
funded. 

9.3 Submission of tabled adjustments budgets 

The municipal manager must comply with section 28(7) of the 
MFMA together with section 22(b)(i) of the MFMA, within 
ten working days after mayor has tabled an adjustments 
budget in the municipal council. When submitting the tabled 
adjustments budget to National Treasury and relevant 
provincial treasury in terms of section 28(7) of the MFMA, 
municipal manager must submit it in both printed and 
electronic form, as prescribed by National Treasury. 

9.4 Approval of adjustments budgets 

The municipal council must consider the full consequences, 
fiscal or otherwise, of the adjustments budget and supporting 
documentation. When approving an adjustments budget, 
municipal council must consider and adopt separate 
resolutions dealing with each of the matters listed below: 

(a) Approval of the adjustment budget; 

(b) Approval of any adjustments permitted in terms of 
section 28(2) of the MFMA; 

(c) Approval of the transfer of funds to a separate bank 
account for purpose contemplated in section 12 of the 
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MFMA; 

(d) Approval of revisions to the monthly and quarterly service 
delivery targets and performance indicators in the service 
delivery and budget implementation plan, if any, to 
correspond with the approval of the adjustments budget; 

(e) Approval of any amendments to budget related policies 
necessitated by the adjustments budget. 

9.5 Quality Certification 

When an adjustment budget and supporting documentation 
is tabled in council, made public or submitted to another 
organ of state, it must be accompanied by a quality certificate 
complying with Schedule B and signed by the municipal 
manager. 

9.6 Publication of approved adjustment budgets 

Within ten working days after the municipal council has 
approved an adjustments budget, the municipal manager 
must in agreement with section 21 (A) of the Municipal System 
Act make public that approved adjustments budget and 
supporting documentation, as well as the resolution 
referred to in item 4, Schedule B, resolutions. 

10. IMPLEMENTATION, EVALUATION AND REVIEW 

This policy framework is important for the financial compliance of the 
City. It provides for an all-inclusive administrative procedure for the 
management of an Adjustments Budget. 

This policy shall be implemented once approved by Council. 
Directorates to ensure that during implementation stages that there is 
consistent monitoring & evaluation of the policy as indicators will inform 
blockages within the policy implementation phases. 

In terms of section 17(3)(e) of the MFMA this policy must be reviewed 
on annual basis and the reviewed policy tabled to Council for approval 
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as part of the budget process. 

Changes in legislation must be taken into account for future 
amendments to this policy.

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1. DEFINITIONS AND ABBREVIATIONS 

POLICY: 

A guide / framework enabling a municipality to achieve its objectives in the 
interest of the community. It is a basic principle by which a municipality is 
guided. 

UNFORESEEN AND UNAVOIDABLE EXPENDITURE: 

Expenditure that could not have been foreseen at the time of adoption of the 
annual budget of a municipality. 

MFMA: means Municipal Financial Management Act. 

MBRR: means Municipal Budget and Reporting Regulations. 

CITY: means City of Cape Town 

IDP: means Integrated Development Plan 

CFO: means Chief Financial Officer 
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2. PROBLEM STATEMENT 

The purpose of this policy is to make provision for any unforeseen and 
unavoidable expenditure, which might occur and prescribes the process to be 
followed for the approval of such expenditure. 


3. DESIRED OUTCOMES 

This policy will help and guide the City in addressing unforeseen and 
unavoidable expenditure. 


4. STRATEGIC INTENT 

The strategic focus areas (SFA) of the City are enshrined in the City’s 
Integrated Development Plan (IDP). The five SFA, also known as the five 
pillars, are Opportunity City, Well-run City, Safe City, Caring City and Inclusive 
City. 

This policy supports the following strategic focus areas. 

Opportunity City 

Objective 1.2: Provide and maintain economic and social infrastructure to 
ensure infrastructure-led growth and development. 

Well-run City 

Objective 5.3: Ensure financial prudence, with clean audits by the Auditor- 
General. 


The underlying tenets of the Well-run City are the principles of openness and 
due process. A well-run city is the guarantor of all other government 
programmes. Citizens need to know that the government works for them, is 
accountable to them and answers to them at all times. Governments manage 
public resources and programmes, as such, they must be constantly scrutinised 
in public to ensure responsible management. 
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5. ROLE PLAYERS AND STAKEHOLDERS 

The role players and stakeholders who will ensure that unforeseen and 

unavoidable expenditure is being dealt with according to legislative 

requirements and council processes are: 

5.1 The respective directorate / department who is responsible for preparing 
a report on the unforeseen and unavoidable expenditure when such 
expenditure occurs. 

5.2 The Legal department who is responsible for reviewing the report in order 
to confirm legal compliance. 

5.3 The Budget department who is responsible for confirming the financial 
implications. 

5.4 The Mayor who is responsible for reviewing, approving and tabling the 
report at council for noting. 


6. GUIDING PRINCIPLES 

6.1 A directorate becoming aware of the need to incur unforeseen or 
unavoidable expenditure must immediately approach the Chief Financial 
Officer (CFO) with full details on the expenditure, providing information 
on the consequences of not incurring the expenditure as well as an 
indication of the expected cost (both for the current year as well as any 
recurring cost resulting from the event). 

6.2 Confirmation that the expenditure does not constitute expenditure that 
may not be allowed by the Executive Mayor as per section 72(2) of the 
Municipal Budget and Reporting Regulations (MBRR) must be given by 
the directorate when approaching the CFO. 

6.3 The CFO will determine whether the cost cannot be dealt with through a 
process of virement of funds within the relevant votes, if sufficient funds 
are available for shifting within the vote. 

6.4 Once the City Manager has granted approval, the relevant Executive 
Director will be required to submit a report to the Executive Mayor 
requesting approval. If approval is granted, the adjustment will be 
effected on the financial system of the municipality. 
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6.5 The abovementioned process must be dealt with as a priority in order to 
ensure that administrative delays do not exacerbate the situation. 

6.6 An adjustment budget, incorporating the approved expenditure, must be 
submitted to the next council meeting as per of Section 28 of the MFMA. 

7. REGULATORY CONTEXT 

7.1. This policy has been formulated in terms of the provisions of Section 29 
of the MFMA and section 71 and 72 of the MBRR, which prescribes the 
process to be followed for the approval of unforeseen and unavoidable 
expenditure. 

8. POLICY DIRECTIVE DETAILS 

8.1 Unforeseen and unavoidable expenditure (MFMA Section 29) 

The mayor of a municipality may in emergency or other exceptional 
circumstances authorise unforeseeable and unavoidable expenditure for 
which no provision was made in an approved budget. 

8.2 Any such expenditure- 

fa) Must be in accordance with any framework that may be prescribed; 

(b) May not exceed a prescribed percentage of the approval annual budget; 

(c) Must be reported by the mayor to the municipal council at its next 
meetings; and 

(d) Must be appropriated in an adjustment budget. 

8.3 If such adjustment budget is not passed within 60 days after the 
expenditure was incurred, the expenditure is unauthorised and section 32 
applies. 

8.4 Authorisation of unforeseen and unavoidable expenditure (MBRR 
Section 71) 

8.4. 1 The mayor may authorise expenditure in terms of section 29 of the Act 
only if: 

(a) The expenditure could not have been foreseen at the time the 
annual budget of the municipality was passed; and 

(b) The delay that will be caused pending approval of an adjustment 
budget by the municipal council in terms of section 28(2) (c) of the 
Act to authorise the expenditure may - 

■ result in significant financial loss for the municipality 

■ cause a disruption or suspension or serious threat to the 
continuation of municipal services 
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■ lead to loss of life or serious injury or significant damage to 
property 

■ obstruct the municipality from instituting or defending legal 
proceedings on an urgent basis. 

8.4.2 The mayor of a municipality may not authorise expenditure in terms of 
section 29 of the Act if the expenditure - 

(a) was considered by the council, but not approved in the annual 
budget of the municipality or an adjustments budget; 

(b) is required for - 

■ price increases of goods or services during the year; 

■ new municipal services or functions during the financial year; 

■ the extension of existing municipal services of functions 
during the financial year; 

■ the appointment of personnel during the financial year; or 

■ allocating discretionary appropriations to any vote during the 
financial year; or 

(c) would contravene any existing council policy; or 

(d) is intended to ratify irregular or fruitless and wasteful expenditure. 

8.4. Monetary limits on unforeseen and unavoidable expenditure (MBRR 
Section 72) 

The amount of expenditure that the executive mayor of a municipality 
may authorise in terms of section 29 of the Act is limited to - 

(a) 5% of the municipality’s own revenue in the case of a municipality 
with approved total revenue in its current annual budget not 
exceeding R250 million; 

(b) the greater of R5 million or 4% of the municipality’s own revenue 
in the case of a municipality with approved total revenue in its 
current annual budget greater than R250 million but not exceeding 
R500 million; and 

(c) R15 million in the case of a municipality with approved total 
revenue in its current annual budget greater than R500 million. 
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9. IMPLEMENTATION, EVALUATION AND REVIEW OF THE POLICY 

This policy framework is important for financial compliance of the City. It 
provides for an all-inclusive administrative procedure for the management of 
unforeseeable and unavoidable expenditure. 

9.1 This policy will come into effect once it has been approved at Council. 

9.2 In terms of section 1 7(1 ) (e) of the MFMA this policy must be reviewed on 
an annual basis and the reviewed policy must be tabled at Council for 
approval as part of the budget process. 

9.3 Changes in legislation must be taken into account for future amendments 
to the policy.

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2. INTRODUCTION 

2.1 This policy aims to provide a guideline through which the directorates can 
plan and obtain approval of projects of a capital nature. 

2.2 It is governed by legislation in terms of regulation 7 of the Local 
Government: Municipal Budget and Reporting Regulations. 

3. PROBLEM STATEMENT 


The Act replaced the current antiquated system of local government finance 
inherited from the previous rules-bound dispensation in 1994, which focused on 
rules and procedures rather than on sound outcomes. These practices included 
one-year, detailed line-item budgets, which did not allow for forward-planning or 
long-term strategic planning. Previous practices were one dimensional, financial 
processes that were generally centrally controlled by prescribed bureaucratic rules 
and regulations that stifled managerial efficiency, inhibiting innovation and 
information and often resulting in poor decision-making and a passive approach to 
financial management generally. 

Financial planning within municipalities tended toward short-term outputs that 
were not necessarily integrated into long-term outcomes. Budgets typically 
catered for immediate demands with little or no view to future needs or the future 
consequences of particular decisions. 

4. DESIRED OUTCOMES 

The Municipal Finance Management Act ( MFMA ) aims to modernise budget and 
financial management practices in municipalities in order to maximise the capacity 
of the municipalities to deliver services to all their residents, customers and users. 
It also gives effect to the principle of transparency as required by sections 215 
and 21 6 of the Constitution. 

The Act therefore supplements conventional procedural rules with a performance- 
based system focusing on outputs and measurable objectives, to enable 
municipalities to maximise their capacity for service delivery. 

The Act empowers councillors to play their constitutional role as politically elected 
representatives of the community and residents by approving policies and budgets 
proposed by the executive mayor or committee and then overseeing the 
performance of the municipality in implementing these policies and budgets. 

All these various roles are possible only because of the reporting requirements of 
the Act, as the Act recognises that effective service delivery is possible only with 
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good-quality and timely management information. Such information allows 
management to be proactive, identifying and solving problems as they arise. The 
challenge facing all stakeholders is their capacity to use the information produced 
in terms of the Act to improve the efficiency and effectiveness of the service 
delivery of the municipality. 


5. ROLE PLAYERS AND STAKEHOLDERS 

In order to implement and give effect to the adopted Capital budget relevant role 

players and their respective powers, duties and responsibilities are listed below: 

5.1 Capital Budget Office: 

(a) be responsible for overall administrative and technical oversight in terms of 
the compilation of the Capital Budget; 

(b) review policy and strategy, in consultation with relevant stakeholders, to 
ensure maximum compliance in terms of legislation. 

5.2 Directorates and Departments: 

(a) in consultation with their relevant Executive Director, Mayco Member and 
Portfolio Committee are required to inform the Capital Budget office of their 
proposed budget; 

(b) responsible for providing information to Capital Budget office regarding any 
proposed amendments to the current versions of the adopted budgets. 

5.3 Council 

Responsible for the approval of the Capital Budget. 


6. STRATEGIC FOCUS AREAS

7. REGULATORY CONTEXT 

In terms of the Municipal Finance Management Act (MFMA), No. 56 of 2003, 
Chapter 4 on Municipal Budgets, section (16), states that the council of a 
municipality must for each financial year approve an annual budget for the 
municipality before commencement of that financial year. 

According to section 16(2), in order to comply with section 16(1), the executive 
mayor of the municipality must table the annual budget at a council meeting at 
least 90 days or earlier before the start of the budget year. This policy must be 
read, analysed, interpreted, implemented and understood against this legislative 
background. The budget plays a critical role in an attempt to realise diverse 
community needs taking into account the IDP process. The formulation of a 
municipal budget should also take into account the government’s macro- 
economic and fiscal policy fundamentals. 

Section (19) of the MFMA states that for Capital projects - 

(1 ) A municipality may spend money on a capital project only if - 

(a) the money for the project, excluding the cost of feasibility studies 
conducted by or on behalf of the municipality, has been appropriated in 
the capital budget referred to section 17(2); 

(b) the project, including the total cost, has been approved by the council; 

(c) Section 33 has been complied with, to the extent that that section may 
be applicable to the project; and 

(d) the sources of funding have been considered, are available and 
have not been committed for other purposes. 

(2) Before approving a capital project in terms of subsection (1) (b), the council 
of a municipality must consider - 

(a) the total projected cost covering all financial years until the project 
is operational; and 

(b) the future operational costs and revenue on the project, including 
municipal tax and tariff applications. 

(3) A municipal council may in terms of section19 (1) (b) approve capital 
projects below a prescribed value either individually or as part of 
consolidated capital programme. 
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Regulation 13 of the MBRR on the approval of capital project 1 states that: 

(1) Within ten working days after the municipal council has given individual 
approval for a capital project in terms of section 19(1)(b) of the Act, 
the municipal manager must in accordance with section 21 A of the 
Municipal Systems Act make public- 

(a) The municipal council resolution approving the capital project; and 

(b) Details of the nature, location and total projected cost of the 
approved capital project. 

(2) The following capital projects may be approved by council either individually 
or as part of a consolidated capital programme as contemplated in 
section 19(3) (c) of the Act: 

Capital projects of which the total projected cost is below R50 million, in the 
case of a municipality with approved total revenue in its current annual 
budget greater than R500 million 2 . 

(3) Subregulation (1) does not apply to capital project whose total projected 
cost when the annual budget is approved is below the values set out in 
subregulation (2). 

(4) Expenditure needed for capital projects below the values set out in 
subregulation (2) may be included in the annual budget before the project is 
approved in terms of section 19(3) of the Act. 


8. CAPITAL BUDGET 

The City of Cape Town’s Capital Budget is compiled, amended and maintained in 
accordance to: 

(a) Generally Recognised Accounting Practice (GRAP) principles and 
statements. 

(b) Relevant legislations: e.g. MFMA and chapter 4 of System Act. 

(c) National Treasury - MFMA circulars and budget regulations. 

(d) Division of Revenue Bill/Act (DORA). 

(e) The City’s Asset Management policy. 

(f) The Integrated Development Plan (IDP) 


Section 19 of the MFMA regulates budgetary matters in relation to capital projects. In terms of section 
19(l)(b) a municipality may not spend any money on a capital project unless the council has approved the specific 
project including the total cost. Sectionl9 (3), however, provides that capital projects below a prescribed value 
may be approved either individually or as part of a consolidated capital programme. 

2 Capital projects of which the total projected cost is above these values must be approved individually by the council 
in terms of section 19(l)(b) of the Act 
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9. BASIS OF CAPITAL BUDGET 

(a) The zero based method is used when proposing new capital projects, 
except in cases where a contractual commitment has been made that 
would span over more than one financial year. 

(b) The capital projects must be funded from realistically anticipated revenue. 

(c) The consequence of the implementing a capital project must consider 
all operating impacts in terms of finance charges to be incurred on external 
loans, depreciation of the fixed asset, maintenance on fixed assets and any 
other operating expenditure to be incurred resulting directly from the capital 
expenditure, should be carefully analysed by Directorates when proposing a 
new capital project for inclusion on an annual budget. 

(d) In addition, the Council must consider the likely impact of such operational 
expenses- net of any realistic revenues expected to be generated by 
such item-on future property rates and service tariffs. 

(e) Expenditure of a project shall be included in the capital budget: if it is 
probable that future economic benefits or service potential associated with 
the asset will flow to the municipality; the cost or fair value of the asset 
to the municipality can be measured. 

(f) The budget approved by Council for assets shall clearly distinguish 
between enhancement/replacement and new assets. 

(g) A municipality may spend money on a capital project only if the money 
for the project has been appropriated in the capital budget. 

(h) The envisaged sources of funding for the capital budget must be 
properly considered and the Council must be satisfied that this funding is 
available and not been committed for other purposes. 

10. CAPITAL BUDGET AND CAPITAL PROGRAMME 

Directorates must, in respect of the activities of the departments, in consultation 

their relevant Executive Director, Mayco Member and Portfolio Committee 

prepare:- 

(a) Revised Capital Budget reflecting revised estimates for the current financial 
year; 

(b) A draft Capital Budget in respect of the ensuing financial year and a draft 
Capital Programme for the following four financial years, based on the 
following principles:- 

i. Year Two of the current Capital Budget shall become Year 1 of the 
next year’s Budget and Year Three of the current Capital Programme 
shall become Year Two. 

ii. New projects shall enter the Capital Budget and Programme in Year 3. 

iii. Special circumstances as determined by the Executive Mayor / Budget 
Steering Committee must exist for a project to be included in the Capital 
Budget in any other way. 
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(c) No capital project will be accepted for inclusion into the draft budget unless 
it is accompanied by the total project cost and operating impact covering all 
financial years the project is operational and a cash flow for the project. 

(d) Carry-over of capital projects from the previous year will be considered for 
inclusion if they fall within the existing levels of the Capital Budget. 
Directorates must identify carry - over budget requests during the mid-year 
review and adjustments process. 

(e) New or additional projects (excluding Ward Allocations projects) included in 
the Draft Capital Budget which were not previously approved by Council 
must be fully supported by the relevant Mayoral Committee Member and 
Executive Director and not prejudice any committed projects. 

(f) The draft Capital Budget and Capital Programme which is submitted to the 
Capital budget office by the Directorates must by aligned to the IDP and 
any other special policy decision. 

11. FUNDING A MUNICIPAL CAPITAL BUDGET 

A fundamental element to planning is the funding of the proposed project 
that was identified. MFMA National Treasury Circular 42 states that ‘...the key 
elements of the budget process are to ensure that: 

Budget is appropriately funded from - 

(a) Realistic, collectable revenue 

(b) cash-backed accumulated funds 

(c) borrowed funds (capital expenditure) within affordable levels 
Budget must be credible i.e. capable to implement....’ 


12. SOURCES OF FUNDING 
12.1 Revenue 

(a) If the project is to be financed from surplus funds then there must be 
sufficient cash available for the implementation of the project. 
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12.2 External Financing Fund (EFF) 

External Financing Fund (EFF) is the borrowed component (loans) of 
internal funding, which is linked to the life expectancy of the asset. In the 
case of the City it is linked to the Domestic Medium Term Note (Bond) 
and/or other external loans and earmarked for long-term use. 

(a) External loans can be raised only if it is linked to the financing of an 
asset; 

(b) A capital project to be secured or if can be reasonably assumed as 
being secured; 

(c) Interest payable on external loans shall be included as a cost in the 
operating budget; 

(d) Finance charges relating to such loans be charged to or apportioned 
only between the departments or votes to which the projects relate. 

12.3 Capital Replacement Reserve (CRR) 

(a) Council shall establish a CRR for the purpose of financing capital 
projects and for the acquisition of assets. Such reserve shall be 
established from the following sources of revenue: 

i. Unappropriated cash-backed surpluses to the extent that such 
surpluses are not required for operational purposes; 

ii. Interest on the investments of the CRR, appropriated in terms of 
the investments policy; 

iii. Additional amounts appropriated as contributions in each annual or 
adjustments budget; and 

(b) Before any asset can be financed from the CRR the financing 
must be available within the reserve and available as cash as this fund 
must be cash backed; 

(c) If there is insufficient cash available to fund the CRR, this reserve fund 
must then be adjusted to equal the available cash. 


12.4 Grant Funding 

Government grants as well as private sector funds - Municipalities receive 
National Treasury and Provincial Treasury allocations.. These grants are 
approved and published in the Division of the Revenue Act (DORA) and 
Provincial Treasury circular respectively and should be included in Municipal 
Capital Budget programme. All projects funded externally must be linked to a 
Grant Fund (GD). 

(a) Capital expenditure must be budgeted for in the capital budget; 
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i. Interest earned on investments of Conditional Grant Funding shall 
be capitalised if the condition stated the interest accumulate in the 
fund. 

ii. If there is no condition stated the interest can then be allocated 
directly to the revenue accounts. 

iii. Grant funding should be secured by way of a legal binding 
agreement, before spending can take place. 

Donations and public contributions - Local and foreign donors may 
sometimes donate a capital funds to be used specifically for the purchase of a 
capital item. 

12.5 Other Funding Sources 

Contributed assets: 

All physical Assets that are expected to be given to the City should be 
identified early and their fair value settled to the Asset register (capitalised) in 
a similar manner to existing Capital projects. A capital asset donated by 
external parties requires from the directorate to submit a report in order to 
obtain permission from Council to accept the donation of capital items. 
Council approves the acceptance of the physical asset after considering 
specifications and future cost of operating and maintaining the asset. 

Public/Private Partnerships: 

Capital costs can be paid for by means of partnerships between the private 
sector and the municipality. The process to follow regarding Public/Private 
Partnerships remains within the policy governing planning and approval of 
capital projects. 


13. IMPLEMENTATION, EVALUATION AND REVIEW 

(a) This policy shall be implemented once approved by Council. 

(b) Directorates to ensure that during implementation stages that there is 
consistent monitoring & evaluation of the policy as indicators will inform 
blockages within the policy implementation phases. 

(c) In terms of section 17(3)(e) of the MFMA this policy must be reviewed on 
annual basis and the reviewed policy tabled to Council for approval as part 
of the budget process. 

(d) Changes in legislation must be taken into account for future amendments to 
this policy. 

(e) Any amendments to this policy must be re-submitted to Council for 
review and approval.

Whilst the focus is on providing 
increased travel capacity through 
improved public transport, there must 
be a fundamental mind-shift away from 
reliance on the private vehicle as the 
chosen mode of travel by high-income 
commuters. It is essential that other 
reliable and attractive travel 
alternatives are on offer to give people 
realistic choices. 

Cape Town's current growth trends, 
supported by international precedent, 
indicates that private vehicle 
ownership, demand for travel and its 
associated congestion frustrations 
seems to be inevitable for our future. 
The relatively high current public 
transport mode share, by international 
standards, cannot be assumed to be a 
certainty for the future. International 
precedent in fact shows a distinct 
decline in public transport usage with 
increasing income levels. TCT will need 
to intervene purposefully and 
deliberately with an integrated 
Congestion Management Framework if 
we are to successfully maintain current 
modal split and try and shift it further 
towards the public transport modes. 

We cannot simply build our way out of 
traffic congestion by widening roads, 
since this will only attract more vehicles 
and is not sustainable. It is therefore 
important to strategically manage the 
situation and ensure that our actions 
are holistic and address the problem in 
an integrated manner inclusive of 
infrastructure, behavioural and 
operational interventions. The actions 
starting in 2015/16 are:

TCT's Transport Development Index (TDI)

As TCT implements its medium and long term strategies to deliver integrated public 
transport and halve the cost of user access priority over the next 15 years, a 
measurement tool known as the Transport Development Index (TDI) was 
established. 

The TDI is the mechanism against which TCT can evaluate the effectiveness of its 
transport service delivery interventions as it relates to the various user groups 
across different income brackets and in different areas of the City. The TDI 
identifies four user groups, viz.: three (3) People User Groups (i.e. Public Transport, 
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Private Transport and Non-Motorised Transport) and one (1) Goods User Group 
(i.e. Freight). 

The tool confirms the user access priorities and provides direct and indirect costs of 
access priorities for both the People User Groups and the Goods User Groups. The 
access priority cost will enable TCT to target substantial service delivery and 
investments to provide an accessible solution and as such the TDI will be calculated 
annually to assess progress in lowering the cost of user access priority. 

Following on from the TDI's core responsibility, which is to determine the baseline 
against which service delivery is to be benchmarked, is the comparative mobility 
index. The Mobility Index enables Cape Town to position itself internationally and 
to then evaluate its service delivery response in the global context, as well as 
explore investment opportunities that respond to this international benchmark.

SA Renewable Energy Business Incubator (SAREBI) 

The SA Renewable Energy Business Incubator (SAREBI) is supported by the 

City's Economic Development Department (EDD) and SEDA. Located in the heart 
of the Atlantis industrial hub and occupying 15 000 m 2 of factory space, the 
SAREBI is well equipped to lend a helping hand to entrepreneurs to ensure the 
sustainability of their businesses in the renewable energy/low carbon economy 
sector. 

A Manufacturing Technology Centre (MTC) has been set-up within the incubator 
to provide subsidised facilities, infrastructure, equipment support, access to 
technology and a link with professionals and experts in the field, to assist the 
selected companies to develop their businesses. Phase one of this centre has 
helped five entrepreneurs to set-up viable business entities. They will receive 
further support by way of mentorship and coaching activities that will ensure 
the future sustainability of their ventures. 

The renewable energy sector, currently in an infancy stage, requires much 
development support and assistance specifically for small and medium 
enterprises (SME's) who wish to enter the sector. Given that EDD played an 
instrumental role in the establishment of the incubator, the Department will 
continue to provide strategic assistance to SAREBI to ensure it achieves

The majority of the world's population is 
urban, with 54% of the world's population 
residing in urban areas in 2014. By 2050, 
66% of the world's projected 9.8 billion 
people will be urban'. The global urban 
population is projected to grow by 2.5 
billion people between 2014 and 2050 
where nearly 90% of this increase will be 
in Africa and Asia. 
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By 2030, about 8 4,5% of the global 
population will live in less-developed 
countries. Ci t ie s ar e thus key to br i ng i ng

By 2030, about 84.6% of the global 
population will live in less developed 
countries. Cities of the developing world 
will absorb roughly 95% of the total 
population growth expected worldwide in 
the next two decades, and over 1,1 billion 
residents will be added to developing 
country cities by 2030. Cities are thus key 
to bringing about social upliftment and 
sustainable development. The United 
Nations' Urban Goal in the set of 
Sustainable Development Goals (SDGs) is 
intended to assist with realising this 
prospect. The SDGs, as the successor to 
the Millennium Development Goals 
(MDGs) will be effective from 2016 to 
2030 in guiding global development and 
significantly, a specifically identified urban 
focused development goal has been 
formulated and included .

Advanced 
economies are beginning to reflect robust 
growth after the 2008 economic crisis, 
however downward pressure on growth 
in emerging and developing economies 
continues to intensify, impacted by an 
economic slowdown in China. The 
International Monetary Fund (IMF) 
projects global output to rise by 3.3% in 
2015 and by 3.8% in 2016. The 2015 
forecast has lowered reflecting a 
pessimistic economic outlook currently 
prevailing. 

Globally, traditional investors from the 
developed world do not find themselves in 
an entirely favourable position to invest. 

Developing world investors look for 
similarly favourable investment climates, 
and are motivated by the logic of short-

National economic conditions 
Economic activity in South Africa followed 
the emerging economy trend of slowed 
economic growth between 2013 and 
2015. The key factors for slow economic 
growth in South Africa include labour 
unrest, infrastructure bottlenecks and a 
continuing current account deficit. 
Additionally drought conditions impacted 
on agriculture and the mining sector 
decline was influenced by weaknesses in 
coal and iron ore production. The tertiary 
sector has been the main source of 
growth in the South African economy 
since 2008, and has often 
counterbalanced the volatility of the 
mining and manufacturing sectors, but 
growth slowed down over the last year 
and half in this sector. 

As a local government authority, the City is 
responsible for economic development in 
the region.

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Demographic and social challenges 
In 2011, the population of Cape Town 
consisted of 3 740 026 people, with 
1 068 572 household units. In 201 4, the 
Cape Town population was estimated to 
hav e grown to 3 91 8 8 30. 

This growth e xac e rbates the range of 
challenges already facing Cape Town, 
including though not li m i t e d to h i gh 
un e mp l oym e nt f i gur e s and th e h i gh 
i nc i d e nc e of substanc e abuse and cr i me. 

However, between 2009 and 2 013 , a 
downward trend emerged, w i th TB 
i nc i dence - fa lli ng from 8 77 to 663 
i nc i d e nces p e r 100 000. The overall HIV 
prevalence in Cape Town appears to be 
stabilising, though at qu i te a high level, 
which means that the HIV/Aids epidemic 
continues to be one of the major 
challenges facing Cap e Town . Accord i ng 
to 2007 f i gur e s , South Africa has the 
largest burden of HIV/Aids globally a nd i s 
i mp l ement i ng the l arg e st ant i r e trov i ra l 

tr e atment (ARV) programm e i n th e wor l d. 


The 2 011 antenatal survey showed a 
20,9% HIV prevalence for Cape Town. The 
increase in prevalence rates between 
2009 and 2011 is attributed to the large 
numbers of people receiving ARVs, which 
enables them to live longer with the virus, 
thereby increasing the total number of 
people living with HIV/Aids. 


Demographic and social challenges 
In 2011, the population of Cape Town was 
3 740 026 people, with 1 068 572 
household units. In 2015, the Cape Town 
population is estimated at 3 957 798, with 
1 130 800 household units. 

This growth will intensify the range of 
urban challenges facing Cape Town, 
including, but not limited to, 
unemployment, high substance abuse and 
higher crime incidence. 

However between 2009 and 2014 a 
downward trend emerged from 877 to 631 
incidences. The overall HIV prevalence in 
Cape Town appears to be stabilising 
though at a high level, which means that 
the HIV/AIDS epidemic continues to be one 
of the major challenges facing the City. 

South Africa has the largest burden of 
HIV/AIDS globally with 5.6 million people 
estimated in 2012. South Africa is 
however implementing the largest 
antiretroviral treatment (ART) 
programme in the world. 

The 2013 antenatal survey shows a 19.7% 
HIV prevalence in Cape Town. The increase 
in prevalence rates between 2009 and 
2011 is attributed to the large numbers of 
people receiving ARTs, enabling them to 
live longer with the virus thereby 
increasing the total number of people 
living with the virus. The 2013 prevalence 
rate is however lower than the 2011 rate 
and closer to the 2010 rate which suggests 
a stabilisation in the prevalence trend. 
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In 2013 , there were 2 88 703 indigent 
( poor ) households in Cape Town -those 
who applied and met the City of Cape 
Town's criteria for i nd i gent status - which 
made up close to 26% of the total number 
of households in the city. I n 2011, 4 7% of 
h ou se ho l ds r e ported a month l y i ncome of 

up to R3 200 (the n a t i ona l pov e rty li no).

In 2015, there were 231 793 indigent 
households in Cape Town- those which 
applied and met the City of Cape Town 
criteria (i.e. poor households) - which 
made up 20.49% of the total number of 
households in the city-this is a significant 
decrease from the 2013 figure which 
accounted for 26% of households in Cape 
Town. There was a consistent trend of a 
decrease in the percentage of households 
living in poverty in Cape Town from 2011 
to 2014. In 2011, 38.2 % of households 
reported a monthly income of up to 
R3500. In 2014 this decreased to 25.9%. 

Social-ills such as crime often accompany 
urbanisation and are exacerbated by 
poverty and substance abuse. Cape 
Town's crime rate is higher than the 
national crime rate. In 2013/14 Cape 
Town experienced the highest crime rate 
in the last 10 years at 8 526 (per 100 000 
population). In 2014/15 the crime rate 
improved slightly to 8 519. The City's pillar 
of striving for a Safe City seeks to further 
decrease Cape Town's crime rate. 

The economy 

The IMF forecast for South Africa's 
economic growth was 2% for 2015 and 
2.1% for 2016. This is lower than the 
IMF's forecast of South Africa's 
neighbouring countries. The South African 
economy remains vulnerable to the slow 
economic recovery in Europe, continuing 
concerns about an economic slowdown in 
China, as well as the impact of domestic 
work stoppages. 

The Western Cape economy continues to 
outperform the rest of the country, 
however the pace of growth is less than 
half of what it was at the start of the 
recession in 2007. After steady growth at 
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Cape Town's economy has a number of 
key positives on which to build. It is 
known to have solid economic 
infrastructure and a good services base 
with which to attract international and 
national industry. 


Cape Town's economy ( wh i ch contributed 
■ 11,3% to national GDP in 2012 ) is the 
second largest municipal economy in the 
country. 

The City of Johannesburg has the largest 
economy ( hav i ng contributed 16,6% to 
national GDP in 2012 ), while eThekwini 
( 10,7% ) and Tshwane (10%) ar e i n th i rd 


an annual rate of 2.7% in 2012, economic 
growth in the Western Cape slowed to 
2.4% in 2013. The main factors influencing 
the Western Cape's economic slowdown 
include lower household consumption 
and real consumer spending. 

Cape Town's economy has a number of 
key positives on which to build.

The City of 
Johannesburg has the largest economy 
(contributing 14.6% to national GDP in 
2014), while eThekwini (9.2%) and 
Tshwane (8.6%) follow behind Cape Town.

Together these four municipalities 
accounted for 42.2% of the country's 
economic output in 2014.

While the four largest 
municipalities contribute 42.2% of the 
country's output value, they account for 
only 37.6% of the country's total 
employed population. Cape Town is the 
second most important contributor to 
national employment.

The manufacturing sector share 
of the Cape Town economy has decreased 
and has lost some more jobs potentially 
suited for semi - and unskilled work 
seekers. 


The trade and hospitality sector 
contributed the most to total employment 

in 2014 with an employment increase of 
42 755 jobs. The transport sector was also 
a strong contributor to employment 
creating 25 011 jobs.

Between 2011 and 2014, the number of 
people employed increased in most 
sectors. In 2014, the average 
unemployment rate for Cape Town was 
24.9% for all aged 15-64 (up from 23.30 % 
in 2011). 

Cape Town has a young population, who 
can drive the demand for consumer goods 
and services, provided they have the ability 
to earn an income and have the requisite 
disposable income. However the youth 
unemployment rate (population aged 
between 15 to 24, using the strict 
unemployment rate) - remains 
exceptionally high by developing-country 
standards, and poses a significant 
challenge to economic policymakers in 
the city. 

The informal economy is a crucial part of 
Cape Town's economy and incorporates a 
broad spectrum of economic activities 
and business typologies in a diverse range 
of geographic locations across the city, 
with varying intensities of relations with 
formal business. While Cape Town's 
informal sector may be relatively small, 
especially by emerging-country standards, 
its penetration into the most vulnerable 
households in the city and its impact in 
terms of poverty reduction are 
disproportionately large. 

In 2014, the Cape Town economy 
supported 9.60% informal employment 
opportunities out of the total employment 
in Cape Town. This is down from the 
10.20% informal employment 
opportunities in Cape Town in 2013.

There has 
been a slight decrease in commuters using 
the taxi and train in 2014 compared to 
2013. Transport for Cape Town will seek 
to mould the current transport system 
into an "integrated, multi-modal system 
that puts commuters first - resulting in 
more efficient, affordable and safer public 
transport."

In 2015, 60.81% of the biodiversity 
network is under formal conservation 
management. 

The City of Cape Town has also gathered 
numerous recognition awards for 
improvements to drinking water quality, 
which in 2014 attained an excellent 
rating. 

Increased recycling by the city's 
population, along with improvements in 
solid waste disposal, has the potential to 
decrease the demand for landfill usage. In 
2014, 10.39% of the municipal waste 
stream was diverted from landfill through 
the City's waste minimisation 
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Voluntary recycling very likely accounted 
for a portion of the dramatic decline in 
waste disposed at landfills m 2 0 0 8 and 
2009. 

Water use per capita in Cape Town 
dropped to 2 - 01,69 litres per day in 2013, 
which was the lowest daily water use 
figures per capita for the past years.

Challenges of urban growth and form 
As many as 87 cities across the world have 
a 2015 population larger than Cape 
Town's 3.957 million. In terms of 
population, Cape Town is significantly 
smaller than most of the world's major 
cities. However, it faces similar 
developmental challenges, but with the 
added challenge of informality (compared 
to developed world cities) - 

where in 2011, 13.5% of household units 
lived in informal settlement housing, 7% in 
informal backyard dwellings and 1.1% in 
other dwellings (which include tents, 
caravans and traditional structures). Cape 
Town will therefore require a major focus 
on physical and economic infrastructure 
as well as human capital development in 
order to manage these challenges. 

Managing the urban edge 
The purpose of the urban edge is to 
restrict the outward growth of urban 
settlements until such time as average 
gross densities of 25 dwelling units or 100 
people per hectare are achieved.

below presents the average land 
consumption per annum in hectares in 
Cape Town clustered in four time- 
intervals over a 36 year period.

Cape Town's geography with its long 
coastline (307 km in length), unique 
mountains, the airport location and other 
hazardous, noise-generating activities 
limits, the amount of land available for 
development makes it essential that any 
such development is effective and 
efficient.

The eighth annual perception survey 
(2014/15) was conducted by a contracted 
independent service provider and used 
statistically valid and reliable samples to 
ensure a representative sample of 
residents across the city. The survey took 
place during October and November 2014 
and comprised 3 000 face-to-face 

interviews with residents of Cape Town. 

The results of the survey since 2007/8 
reflect increasing levels of satisfaction by 
both residents and business, with the 
City's service delivery as measured from 
the baseline eight years ago. However, 
the overall residents' satisfaction rating of 
the City of Cape Town's services has 
decreased slightly since last year. This 
reflects the challenge of maintaining high 
levels of satisfaction in the face of 
continued growth in demand for services 
as a result of increasing levels of 
urbanisation, given that the City's 
population has grown by 30 percent over 
the last ten years. The result also reflects 
the broader context of a challenging 
economic environment, which largely falls 
outside the scope of a local government 
and which may have influenced residents' 
perceptions. 

Despite these factors, the mean rating for 
the overall satisfaction of the City's 
services by residents was 2.8 (on a 5-point 
rating scale) in 2014/15, which is an 
increase from the rating of 2.4 in 2007/08. 

When it comes to the City improving 
service delivery, the areas identified by 
residents as high priority for improvement 
during the 2014/15 survey were acting on 
complaints about noise and other 
disturbances, enforcing by-laws, roads 
being regularly maintained and potholes

In order to better understand residents' 
developmental priorities for Cape Town 
and corroborate other surveys in this 
regard, a question was posed to residents 
in respect of priorities for all stakeholders 
in Cape Town to concentrate on (multiple 
responses were possible with a maximum 
of three). Residents' top priorities in 
2014/15 remained creating jobs and 
preventing crime. Providing housing has 
become the third priority followed by 
fighting corruption. Growing the economy 
and having primary health care are also 
development priority areas for residents 
of Cape Town. The overall trend in the 
developmental priorities of Cape Town 
residents of the top two priorities has 
remained stable over the past five years 
as creating jobs and preventing crime 
(refer figure below). 

Research for the 2014 CSS survey was 
conducted during October and November 
of 2014. In the question from which the 
data for the above graph is derived 
residents are asked to name the top 3 
needs that all in Cape Town should 
prioritise. These answers are then used to 
provide the composite for the various 
priorities graphed on the y axis. Many 
priorities tend to hover within a range of 
scores, raising or dropping a few points 
annually. Priorities with significantly 
declining scores are "Preventing crime" 
and "Addressing HIV/AIDS". Priorities that 
are showing increases are "Creating jobs", 
"providing housing"," and "protecting the

2016/17 - 2018/19 medium term revenue and expenditure framework 

EXECUTIVE SUMMARY 

The Local Government Municipal Systems Act, Chapter 5, Section 26, prescribes the core 
components of the Integrated Development Plan. Section 26 (h) requires the inclusion of a financial 
plan which should include a budget projection for at least the next three years. This financial plan 
aims to determine the financial affordability and -sustainability levels of the City over the medium 
term. 

The Municipal Budget and Reporting Regulations, (Part 2; Budget-related policies of municipalities) 
require the accounting officer to ensure that budget-related policies are prepared and submitted to 
Council. One of these policies relates to the long-term financial plan, which aims to ensure that all 
long-term financial planning is based on a structured and consistent methodology, thereby ensuring 
long-term financial affordability and sustainability. 

A municipality’s financial plan integrates the financial relationships of various revenue and 
expenditure streams to give effect to the Integrated Development Plan (IDP). It provides guidance 
for the development of current budgets and assesses financial impacts on outer years’ budgets by 
incorporating capital expenditure outcomes, operating expenditure trends, optimal asset 
management plans and the consequential impact on rates, tariffs and other service charges. The 
City has developed a financial model namely the Long Term Financial Plan (LTFP) model that aims 
to determine the appropriate mix of financial parameters and assumptions within which the City 
should operate to facilitate budgets which are affordable and sustainable at least 10 years into the 
future. In addition, it identifies the consequential financial impact of planned capital projects on the 
City’s operating budget. 

The LTFP model is reviewed annually to determine the most affordable level at which the 
municipality can operate optimally taking the fiscal overview, economic climate, National and 
Provincial influences, IDP and other legislative imperatives, internal governance and community 
consultation into account in its deliberations. 

FINANCIAL STRATEGIC APPROACH 

The 2016/17 MTREF period represents the final year of the City’s 5-year IDP period. The 2016/17 
MTREF process commenced with a technical analysis of previous years' performance outcomes, an 
assessment of the economic outlook and consultation with various role players. The process 
encompassed the following: 

• BSM provided the framework for and strategic direction of the budget; 

• LTFP model forecasted taking above direction into account; 

• Reiterative LTFP presentations to BSC and the BSM; 

• Presentations by directorates at budget hearings on inter alia, processes to execute the City’s 
strategies, business improvement measures and implementation readiness of capital 
programmes;

• Eskom’s application for electricity tariff increases to National Energy Regulator South Africa 
(NERSA); and 

• Presentations by the Utility services with regard to their proposed budgets and tariff increases. 

FINANCIAL MODELLING AND KEY PLANNING DRIVERS 

The alignment of the strategy of the City and the budget included alignment to the City’s: 

The Integrated Development Plan; 

• Economic Growth Strategy (EGS) and the Social Development Strategy (SDS); 

• Transversal goals as set out by the Economic and Social Clusters ; 

• Built Environmental Performance Plan (BEPP); 

• Core economic, financial and technical data obtained at local and national level; and 

• Other issues, policies and strategies deemed important stemming from EMT/Mayco strategic 
sessions. 

The outcome of the LTFP modelling performed incorporated the above and the assumptions 
outlined in the ensuing paragraphs below on which the 2016/17 MTREF was compiled. 

The principles applied to the MTREF in determining and maintaining an affordability envelope 
included: 

• Higher than inflation Repairs and Maintenance provisions to attain nationally benchmarked 
levels to ensure and enhance preservation of the City’s infrastructure; 

• Higher increases to selected cost elements subjected to higher than average inflationary 
pressure, e.g. staff costs; 

• A 100% capital expenditure implementation rate assumed; 

• Credible collection rates based on collection achievements to date and incorporating improved 
success anticipated in selected revenue items; 

• National and Provincial allocations as per the 2016 DORb and 2016/17 MTREF Provincial 
Government allocations to municipalities. 

ECONOMIC OUTLOOK / EXTERNAL FACTORS 

Growth in emerging markets has slowed down and has led to downward revisions of economic 
growth forecasts particularly for developing countries. The sluggish growth experienced by South 
Africa is exacerbated by the lower export commodity prices, drought conditions, constraint in 
electricity supply and business confidence. According to Bureau of Economic Research (BER) the 
real growth rate is projected to average 1.6% over the next three years. It is expected that the 
factors causing the slow growth, e.g. electricity constraint, will improve in the next two years. 

The value of the rand against the US dollar has declined continuously over the past 3 years, which 
is due to various factors including the decline in the global commodity prices, business confidence 
and the electricity supply crisis. BER projects that over the medium term the rand is expected to 
stabilise against the US dollar at an average of R16.6/$. 

Oil prices showed a decline over the past year which is mainly driven by the supply of the 
commodity exceeding its demand. The fall in the oil price partly cushioned the impact of the weaker 
rand exchange rate. Oil prices are projected to average $38.6 per barrel over the medium term. 
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in Annexure 10 (IDP) as set out in Annexure 16. 

CPI has fluctuated between 4.3% and 6.1% over the past five years but is expected to surpass the 
SARB inflation target range of between 3% and 6%. CPI forecasts for at least the next 2 years are 
expected to remain above the 6% upper inflation target as per the latest BER forecast. The graph 
below depicts the CPI for the past years and projections for the next 5 years as per BER latest 
projection. 



When preparing the budget the BER forecasted CPI was at 5.1%, 6.2% and 5.6% for the calendar 
years 2015 to 2017, respectively, thus the City’s forecasted CPI in municipal financial years was 
projected at 5.9% for 2016/17 and 5.5% for the two outer years. The latest BER projection however 
shows a higher CPI projection for 201 6 and 2017. The 201 7/1 8 MTREF will be adjusted considering 
this higher projected CPI. 

The national inflation forecast set out in NT Circular 78 is 6%, 5.8% and 5.8% for the national fiscal 
years 2016 to 2018. NT Circular 79 provided updated CPI projections of 6.6%, 6.2% and 5.9% for 
the national fiscal years 201 6/1 7 - 201 8/1 9. 

NATIONAL AND PROVINCIAL INFLUENCES 

In drafting the 2016/17 MTREF special attention was given to National and Provincial influences 
which included: 

a) Medium Term Budget Policy Statement (MTBPS) 

The MTBPS highlighted that the South African economy has grown slower compared to what was 
projected at the beginning of 2015. This slow growth is due to various factors, which includes the 
global growth slowdown, the energy constraint, weak business confidence and low household 
demand. 

To maintain the health of the public finance and support the social and economic transformation the 
MTBPS set out the following measures: 

• Strengthen economic performance, to bring policy coherence and certainty where it is 
lacking; to give greater impetus to infrastructure investment and to address impediments that 
hold back enterprise development, employment and innovation; 
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in Annexure 10 (IDP) as set out in Annexure 16. 

• Build the energy capacity, water and transport networks and communication systems we 
need, expanding investments by state-owned companies and the private sector, alongside 
departmental and municipal initiatives; 

• Ensure that public debt remains affordable, the public expenditure ceiling is maintained while 
protecting flagship social and economic programmes; 

• Improve living standards and accelerate social development, working with municipalities to 
strengthen planning and concentrate investment in urban hubs and economic growth zones; 

• Enhance state capacity and the quality and integrity of governance, reinforced financial 
management and procurement reforms, stepping up public sector training and institutional 
renewal; and 

• Rapid implementation of the National Development Plan, working with the business sector, 
organised labour and social stakeholders to maintain a stable labour relations environment, 
improve confidence and promote broad-based development. 

With regard to the issues raised above, the City is continuously investing in the Expanded Public 
Works Programme (EPWP) and has in 2013/14 implemented cost containment measures which 
included the reduction in the cost of National and International travel, catering and entertainment. 
These measures are revisited and assessed on an annual basis to ensure that maximum 
efficiencies are attained. 

b) National Treasury MFMA circulars 

The National Treasury MFMA circulars were also considered when preparing the 2016/17 MTREF. 
The key circulars relating to the 201 6/1 7 MTREF are as follows: 

MFMA Circular No 78 - the main focus of this circular are the 2016 Local Government Elections, the 
demarcation process and the changes to the local government grant allocations. It included and 
advised on, amongst other, the following: 

• Local government reforms and changes to the fiscal framework, including allocations, grants, 
MBRR reporting requirements, reporting indicators and mSCOA; 

• Economic challenges will continue to pressurise municipal revenue generation and collection 
hence a conservative approach is advised for projecting revenue. These circumstances 
make it essential for municipalities to reprioritise expenditure and implement stringent cost- 
containment measures; 

• Municipalities to keep increases in rates, tariffs and other charges at levels that reflect an 
appropriate balance between the interest of poor households other customers and ensuring 
the financial sustainability of the municipality; 

• Municipalities to ensure that their tariffs are adequate to, at the minimum, cover the costs of 
bulk services and also to ensure that all properties are correctly billed for property rates and 
all services rendered; 

• Guidelines for the 2016/1 7 MTREF Electricity, Water and Sanitation tariffs; and 

• Municipalities must consider improving the effectiveness of revenue management processes 
and procedures and pay special attention to cost containment measures by, amongst other 
things, controlling unnecessary spending on nice-to-have items and non-essential activities. 

MFMA Circular No 79 - the circular provides a summary and update of the country’s economic 
outlook, inflationary targets, financial management issues, how to give effect to National Treasury’s 
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in Annexure 10 (IDP) as set out in Annexure 16. 

Municipal Budget and Reporting Regulations (MBRR) and the impact of the 2016 Local Government 
Elections on municipalities. It included, amongst other, the following: 

• municipalities to review how they conduct their business to ensure value for money is 
obtained in all their expenditures, that revenue administration systems are operating 
effectively, that borrowing programmes are realistic, and that creditors (including bulk service 
providers) continue to be paid timeously and in full; 

• a municipality should re-evaluate the costs and benefits of universal or targeted provision of 
free basic services subsidies, in order to protect their delivery to poor households in 
particular; 

• municipalities urged to examine the cost structure of providing electricity services and to 
apply to NERSA for electricity tariff increases that reflect the total cost of providing the 
service so that they work towards achieving financial sustainability; and 

• Regulation on cost containment measures applicable to local government will be issued. 

MFMA Circular No. 82 - The purpose of this circular is to guide municipalities and municipal 
entities on cost containment measures that must be implemented in an effort to address the 
impact of the country’s economic challenges and to promote growth, address 
unemployment and equality, amongst others. 


EXPENDITURE ANALYSIS - A THREE-YEAR PREVIEW 


(a) General inflation outlook and its impact on municipal activities 


CPI projected for the City is 5.9% for 2016/17 and 5.5% for the two outer years of the MTREF 
period. These levels are within the South African Reserve Bank (SARB) inflation targeting range of 
between 3% to 6% range and is depicted in the graph below.

The City’s projected inflation is to remain below 6% as per the graph above, however various 
budget elements such as salaries, repairs and maintenance, interest and depreciation cost has 
higher than CPI increases. This creates a fiscal gap which necessitates higher than CPI increases. 
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(b) Interest rates for borrowing and investment of funds 


Borrowing interest rates is factored at a rate of 11% for 2016/17 and 12% for the two outer years. 
An average of 7% is forecasted for investment interest rate over the 2016/17 MTREF.

The collection rates for Rates and Service Charges are expected to remain constant over the 
2016/17 MTREF period except for refuse services. The refuse collection rate was reduced due to 
lower collections in 2015/16; remedial processes were implemented to improve the collection rate in 
future. Ongoing debt management initiatives are being implemented which is intended to improve 
the collection rate to targeted levels. 
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Housing collection rate is also expected to increase over the 2016/17 MTREF, due to initiatives that 
include amongst other, expanded housing debt management and the Payers Incentive Scheme. 

R2.003 billion was provided for debt impairment in the 2016/17 budget and is based on an average 
collection rate of 92.6% (excludes Housing). The graph below shows the debt impairment budgeted 
for the period 2014/15 to 2018/19.

(d) Salary increases 

Salaries, Wages & related staff cost expenses 

A three-year salary and wage collective agreement was concluded in 2015. The term of the 
agreement covers the period 2015/16 to 2017/18. In the absence of an agreement for the third year 
of this MTREF period, the provisions for 2017/1 8 were also assumed for 201 8/1 9. 

In terms of the agreement, the salary and wage increases are to be annually calculated for all three 
years using the average CPI for the period 1 February of the previous year to 31 January of the 
forecasted budget year + 1%. This formula was used in determining the staff cost provisions of the 
MTREF. In addition, provision was made for an incremental allowance of 2% to cater for 
performance and other notch increases. 

The graph below shows the City’s consistent above-CPI salary increases for the last three years 
and for the projected MTREF period.

(e) Ensuring maintenance of existing assets 
Repairs & Maintenance 

NT Circular 78 reminded municipalities to consider the budget management issues which were 
discussed in previous circulars. NT circulars 54, 55 and 58 stressed the importance of securing the 
health of a municipality’s asset base by increased spending on repairs and maintenance. NT 
circular 55 further stated that “allocations to repairs and maintenance, and the renewal of existing 
infrastructure must be prioritised. Municipalities must provide detailed motivations in their budget 
documentation if allocations do not meet the benchmarks”. NT Circular 55 and 70 set the 
percentage norm of operational repairs and maintenance to asset value (write down value) of the 
municipality’s Property Plant and Equipment (PPE) at 8%. The City averages 9.4% on this ratio over 
the 2016/17 MTREF. 

To give effect to the above directives, but still ensure that rates and tariffs are affordable, repairs 
and maintenance was budgeted at 1% above CPI over the 2016/17 MTREF. Repairs and 
maintenance was budgeted 3% above CPI in previous years. 

The graph below shows the increasing expenditure trend on repairs and maintenance from 2014/15 
and projected to 2018/19.

(f) Operating financing of capital 
Depreciation 

Calculation of depreciation on new capital expenditure is based on variables such as asset class 
and life span depending on the nature of the asset. An annual capital expenditure implementation 
rate of 100% was assumed. Depreciation of existing assets is calculated based on simulated SAP 
data which reflects actual values per annum. Assets under Construction (AUC) are calculated 
based on asset class lifespan and projected capitalisation dates. 

Borrowing and Credit rating outlook 

The City’s borrowing is done in terms of chapter 6 of the MFMA and the City’s borrowing policy, 
where a long term loan will only be entered into if it’s affordable and sustainable. It is influenced by 
the capital investment requirement over the 2016/17 MTREF. The City needs a credit rating to 
demonstrate its ability to meet its short and long term financial obligations. Potential lenders also 
use it to assess the City's credit risk, which in turn affects the pricing of any subsequent loans taken. 
Factors used to evaluate the creditworthiness of municipalities include the economy, debt, finances, 
politics, management and institutional framework. 

On 11 March 2016, Moody’s Investors Service placed the rating of the City of Cape Town under 
review for possible downgrade. This action was prompted by the potential deterioration of South 
Africa's credit profile as captured by Moody's recent decision to put South Africa's Baa2 government 
bond rating on review for downgrade on 8 March 2016. 

The City is rated at the high end of the range of South African municipalities rated by Moody's. The 
City’s relative position reflects debt levels that are lower than the median of other metropolitan cities. 
Cape Town compares favourably with the other metros in South Africa in terms of budgetary 
performance and management, and displays robust cash holdings.

Grants received from National and Provincial Government remains a significant funding source over 
the 2016/17 MTREF. External Financing Fund (EFF) funding levels over the 3 years averages R2.7 
billion. 


REVENUE ANAL YSIS - A THREE- YEAR PREVIEW 
(a) Growth or decline in tax base of the municipality 

The current unstable economic climate has restricted material service growth projections. The 
respective projected growth for the City’s services is as follows: 

Rates 

Service growth for Rates is projected at 0.25% for 2016/17 and 2017/18 financial years, it is 
expected to increase to 1% in the 2018/19 financial year. The projected growth is due to economic 
growth not at sustainable levels to encourage new developments and/or home improvements. This 
position is expected to improve in the third year of the MTREF. 

Water and Sanitation 

Water and Sanitation projected zero growth over the 2016/17 MTREF. There is an expected 
physical reduction for 2015/16 due to the water restrictions, however, due to the adjusted tariff 
levels this is revenue neutral within the MTREF projections. This is based on the latest trend flowing 
from current economic conditions as well as water saving initiatives. 
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Electricity 

Electricity has projected a 1.5% annual shrinkage on sales revenue over the 2016/17 MTREF, due 
to the impact of energy saving plans and increasing tariffs which is reducing consumption. 

Refuse 

A 2% service growth was applied over the 2016/17 MTREF for Refuse. This is as a result of the 
growth in the requirement for refuse services. 


(b) Major tariffs and charges: Rates and Trading Services 

The adverse impact of the current economic climate, the demand for new and upgraded 
infrastructure, savings initiatives and lower demand for services made tariff increases higher than 
CPI levels inevitable. 

NT circular 78 of December 2015 “National Treasury also continues to encourage municipalities to 
keep increases in rates, tariffs and other charges at levels that reflect an appropriate balance 
between the interests of poor households, other customers and ensuring the financial sustainability 
of the municipality. For this reason municipalities must justify in their budget documentation all 
increases in excess of the 6.0 per cent upper boundary of the South African Reserve Bank’s 
inflation target in the budget narratives”. Nevertheless, it further indicates that tariffs should be cost 
reflective. In this regard the following represents the revenue increases included over the 2016/17 
MTREF.

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Property Rates 

An average Rates tariff increase of 6% is proposed for the 2016/17 financial year with an increase 
of 6.30% and 6.08% proposed, respectively, for the two outer years. The higher than CPI increases 
will provide for the recurring operating costs, new budget realities and for investments in new 
infrastructure for Rates funded services. Further contributing factors to the higher than CPI increase 
includes lower projected Rates service growth, higher than CPI salary and capital cost increases. 

Electricity 

Eskom submitted a Regulatory Clearing Account (RCA) application for the first year of the third 
Multi-Year Price Determination (MYPD3) period, i.e. the 2013/14 financial year. The National 
Energy Regulator South Africa (NERSA) assessed Eskom’s application and the outcome was 
announced on the 01 March 2016. In this regard NERSA approved an electricity tariff increase of 
9.4% for 201 6/1 7 with the City applying a 7.78% revenue increase for the 201 6/1 7 financial year. 

The nature of business for this service is the purchasing and redistribution of electricity, where bulk 
purchases averages 63% of the service’s total budget. The higher than CPI electricity average tariff 
increase is therefore mostly attributed to the NERSA approved Eskom increase on bulk purchases, 
which is 7.8% for the 2016/17 financial year. In addition, electricity sales are reducing due to energy 
saving plans, load shedding and elasticity as a result of increasing tariffs. Based on this and to 
ensure affordability the electricity average tariff increase was set at 7.78%, 14.86% and 15.40%, 
respectively, over the 2016/17 MTREF. This increase will also further cater for the continual 
operating costs of the service and for the investments in new infrastructure. 

Water and Sanitation 

According to NT circular 78, “municipalities should consider the full cost of rendering the water and 
sanitation services when determining tariffs related to these two services. If the tariffs are low and 
result in the municipality not recovering their full costs, the municipality should develop a pricing 
strategy to phase-in the necessary tariff increases in a manner that spreads the impact on 
consumers over a period of time”. 

Mindful of this, the Water and Sanitation average tariff increase was set at 9.75% for 2016/17 and 
11% for the two outer years of the MTREF period. The higher than CPI tariff increase are due to 
various factors which mainly includes the financial impact of the capital programme (new 
infrastructure, expansion and rehabilitation of current infrastructure to address capacity constraints 
and to ensure system efficiency), repairs and maintenance programmes, cost of social package 
provided and recurring operational cost. Furthermore due to the current climatic conditions, the City 
instituted water restriction as from 1 January 2016, accompanied by the 20% reduction level 
tariff. The 20% reduction level tariff will be applicable for the 2016/17 financial year until further 
decisions regarding the water restrictions are made. 

Solid Waste 

Circular 78 reminds municipalities that budget management issues dealt with in previous circulars 
are still applicable. Circular 70 advised that “in many instances waste tariffs do not cover the cost of 
providing the different components of the service. Where this is the case, municipalities should aim 
to have appropriately structured, cost-reflective solid waste tariffs in place by 2015”. 

Solid Waste consists of two tariffs namely Disposal and Refuse. The disposal average tariff increase 
for 2016/17 is at 12.08% the increase for the two outer years are 10.06% and 8.17% respectively. 
This increase is required for capital investment and its related operating expenses. The capital 
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investment includes amongst other, the Bellville transfer station to ensure continuity of the service at 
the end of a landfill site’s useful life, new drop off facilities at Faure and Swartklip bringing the 
service closer to customers, the provision for rehabilitation of landfill sites, the construction of gas 
management systems allowing for future waste to energy initiatives and new airspace to be 
constructed to ensure sufficient capacity for the amount of waste generated. 

The 7.92% average tariff increase for Refuse in 2016/17 is to maintain and improve the current 
standard of refuse removal service and to further promote waste minimisation. The service is 
piloting the roll out of home composters which will supply statistics on compost generated allowing 
the department to assess the viability of providing this service to all. The outer year’s average tariffs 
are projected to increase by 5.63% and 5.38% annually. 

Housing rental stock 

The monthly rental charge for the City’s housing rental properties is based on a rate per square 
meter applied to the size of the unit being rented coupled with a set of premiums/deductions based 
on the location, maintenance level, facilities et al of the specific property for which the rent is 
charged. 

Through addressing the economic challenges faced by many poorer communities residing in, 
particularly, the City’s rental stock, the average total monthly rental charge percentage increase 
associated with the City’s rental properties has been retained at an affordable level and is based on 
an annual increase of 6.05% (where the unit has a separate water meter) or 8.61% (for those units 
which include water in the rental charge) for 2016/17. The annual rental charge percentage 
increase, acknowledging the ongoing multi-year implications of inflation on the costs associated with 
the management of rental properties including, inter alia, maintenance of the properties, 
administrative costs is not directly aligned to the full economic cost of operating the rental units and 
operates on a City of Cape Town subsidized basis for the financial differential between the 
economic cost recovery based rental (CPI linked) and the actual amount charged. Tenants who 
were in occupation of the City’s rental properties in 2007 receive a subsidy of 20% of the rental 
charge being the final portion of the phase out program which was not fully implemented by the City 
to facilitate affordability of long standing tenants. This key initiative, reflected within the City’s 
Housing Debt Management Policy, supports affordable rentals to many poor communities and 
supports the City’s initiatives in terms of its housing debt collection drives whilst supporting the 
City’s housing debtor book that it does not unduly increase due to, potentially, unreachable charges. 

The proposed 2016/17 housing rental charge is similar to previous annual rental increase 
percentages which, through targeting affordability by the City’s poorer communities, were aligned to 
the City’s general annual increases. The rental rate (per square meter per month) is R9.12 (where 
the unit has a separate water meter) or a rental charge (including water charge where applicable) of 
R13.37 per square meter per month. The City’s housing premiums and deductions charge structure 
addressing the variations in the City’s diverse rental properties remains as follows: Discounts on 
account - Outside toilet (R20 per month); External Water (R30 per month); No ceiling (R15 per 
month). Premiums on account - Saleable unit (R4,50 per month); Well maintained (R5 per month); 
Local environment (R3,50 per month); Well located (R5 per month); Hot water cylinder (R4 per 
month). A surcharge for tenants earning an monthly income above the rental income threshold (R3 
500) is charged as follows at a stepped rate: R3 501 - R7 500 (8%); R7 501 - R10 000 (10%). 
Tenants with a monthly income >R10 000 will pay a surcharge of 25% of any amount above R10 
000 . 
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(c ) Impact of national, provincial and local policies on operating revenue 

2016 Division of Revenue 

Equitable Share 

The reviewed Equitable Share formula provide a subsidy for the provision of free basic water, 
electricity, sanitation and refuse removal services for the poor. It also provides funds for the 
institutional costs of municipalities and a community services component which provides funding 
towards the provision of core municipal services not included under basic services. To ensure that 
the funds for institutional costs and non-trading services are targeted at poorer municipalities, the 
formula applies a revenue-adjustment factor reflecting municipalities’ ability to generate their own 
revenue. The revised formula used data from the 201 1 Census which are to be updated annually to 
reflect estimates of population growth and projected increases in the cost of services such as water 
and electricity. 

Equitable share provisions included in the budget are based on the 2016 Division of Revenue Bill 
(DORb). The following equitable share amounts were allocated to the City as per the 201 6 DORb:

Fuel levy 

The general fuel levy is legislated by the Taxation Laws Amendment Act (2009) that makes 
provision that each metro’s share be announced through a Government Gazette. The fuel levy 
sharing amounts for each metro is therefore published annually through a Notice in the Government 
gazette. 

The Fuel levy allocation is based on the latest available fuel sales figures within the jurisdiction of 
the City as a metro. The following amounts were allocated to the City as per the 2016/17 allocation 
letter received from NT :

2. Executive summary 

Despite global and national economic challenges, the CTICC's financial history indicates 
that the Company has managed to generate an operating profit year on year. As a 
municipal entity the CTICC is mandated to ensure its financial sustainability, while also 
contributing to GDP and job creation. The financial plan for 2016/17 reflects that, with 
the projected hosting of 500 events, the Company will be generating total revenue of 
R218million for the year. The 2016/17 financial year budget has taken into account four 
months of trade of the CTICC Easl Expansion; however costs have been accounted for 
from practical completion date being October 2016. The result of this is that the existing 
operation has to absorb the start-up costs for the new building. The 2016/17 operational 
plans which are factored into the budgets have taken into account growth in primary 
and secondary revenue streams, as well as the continuous drive to save on costs. The 
business needs in respect of capital expenditure for the existing building, which is also 
funded from CTICC reserves, have been budgeted at R34.8million for the year. The 
capital expenditure is for new and existing assets, which will contribute to the CTICC 
remaining a world class facility. 

The 2016/17 budget process was prepared following a similar approach used in previous 
years. The budget takes into account the current market conditions, such as inflation, 
historical trend analysis, as well as the proposed city budget guidelines. 

The combined budgeted 2016/17 operating profit before interest depreciation and tax 
(EBITDA) for the Company is projected at R2.3million for the year. The existing facility will 
generate a R26.7million operating profit before interest depreciation and tax (EBITDA), 
however, this will be absorbed by the starl-up costs of the R24.4million for the new 
building. 

The 2016/17 budget includes a 41% (R43million) "blue sky" revenue, as the budget is 
prepared for the City well in advance of the start date of the 2016/17 financial year, 
where there a r e few bookings in the system on which the budget can be based. 

Due to trie nature of our business and the increase in short term bookings we have 
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always included a portion of "unknown” revenue for the unknown or short term business. 
As venue rental income is the primary source of revenue the other revenue streams' 
budgets are prepared with these same assumptions. 

Gross Margins is budgeted to be maintained at an average of 77%. Indirect costs for the 
existing facility has been budgeted to increase at 6.5%, for most of the categories of 
indirect costs except for maintenance, electricity, water, refuse, personnel costs and 
building costs, which have been budgeted to increase in line with City’s budget 
guidelines. The budget 2016/17 reflects a R14.3million profit before tax for the existing 
facility and a net loss before tax of R32.4million for the new building. The combined net 
loss after tax for the 2016/17 financial year is budgeted at R18million.

The 2016/2017 budget process was prepared following a similar approach used in prior 
years. The budget takes into account the current market conditions, such as inflation, historical 
trend analysis as well as the proposed City budget guidelines. Similar to the prior years, 
various strategy sessions were deployed across departments. A hybrid approach was followed 
with the use of historical trends and zero based budgeting.

5. Overview of budget assumptions 

REVENUE 

The venue rental income budget has been based on the actual information in our booking 
system at the time of preparation of the budget, as well as 'blue-sky‘ projections with various 
weighting applied, which is consistent with prior years. Revenue also includes 4 months of trade, 
due to the opening anticipated date of the new building being March 2017. Revenue for the 
new building is 100% 'blue-sky'. 


Food 8, beverage revenue is calculated on a percentage of venue rental income which in 
turn is based on the events in the booking system. 

DIRECT COSTS 

The cost of sales budget is in line with the historic trend of the Company. 


INDIRECT COSTS 

Total salary costs for existing positions is budgeted to increase in 2016/2017 by 10.2% for 
the current staff compliment of the existing building, while total personnel costs for the new 
building have been budgeted at a percentage of the existing building. 

Operations general decreased by 3.3% 
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Utility Services are budgeted to increase by 12% on the existing building. This category includes 9 
months of budgeted spend for the new building. 

The Company continues to embark on energy saving initiatives and has shown a reduction in 
energy consumption however the substantial increase in electricity rate tariffs offsets these 
savings. 

Maintenance costs are budgeted to increase by 6.8% for 2016/2017 for the existing building. The 
budget takes into account that most items will be under guarantee and requires no additional 
maintenance cost outlay for the new building. 

Building costs are budgeted to increase by 6.8%, for the existing building, mainly as a result of 
annual escalation on categories such as security and cleaning. Costs for the new building have 
been budgeted four months of trade. 

IT Costs have been budgeted to increase by 6.5% 

Depreciation is budgeted to increase by R433k for 2016/2017 and has taken into account the 
additions to capital expenditure, as well as a reduction of depreciation as a result of certain assets 
being fully depreciated. Depreciation relating to the new building has been calculated a* the value 
of the project; however 3 months have been factored in the current budget. 

6. Overview of budget funding 

The CT1CC is a profit generating entity and all operational and capital expenditure are self- 
funded through profits generated from operational activity. The CTICC East expansion will be 
funded by its shareholders, cash reserves and loan. 

7. Expenditure on allocations and grant programmes 

The CTICC is not the beneficiary of allocations and grants and all operational and capital 
expenditure are funded through profits and reserves. 
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8. Board member allowances and employee benefits 

The board members do not receive any allowances and are only paid a directors fee for their 
attendance of board and committee meetings. The directors' fees are also determined by the 
City in terms of national guidelines issued by National Treasury. The directors' fees breakdown is 
as follows:

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1. EXECUTIVE SUMMARY 

Cape Town International Convention Centre opened its doors 1 2 years ago, with a 
very clear mandate. To promote economic spin off for the region and to create 
jobs. Since then the centre has not only met, but exceeded those expectations on 
every level. CTICC has sustained 83 000 direct and indirect jobs since inception, and 
contributed well over R28 billion to South Africa's Gross Domestic Product (GDP), of 
which over R25 billion was injected directly into the Western Cape's Gross 
Geographic Product (GGP). 

As its product offering evolves, CTICC has refined its vision to become one of the 
world's top ten leading long-haul convention centres by 2020 in terms of 
determining the deliverables and criteria. 

After more than a decade of successful operations CTICC 's positive growth 
trajectory is set to continue as the expansion is now well underway. The expansion 
will raise the global competitiveness of Cape Town as a premier world-class 
meetings and events destination, giving effect to the City's objective of establishing 
Cape Town as Africa's business events destination. The expansion plays a pivotal 
role in continuing to bring international business to the region. It will allow CTICC to 
meet the growing demand to stage more events, offer more flexibility and allow for 
an increase in the concurrent hosting of various sizes of meetings, conventions, 
exhibitions and other events. 

CTICC's marketing strategy has been developed to focus particularly on the 
integration of the expansion into its product offering. Key to the messaging is that 
the expanded CTICC is one building, boasting a smorgasbord of flexible options. 

At a time of financial prudence and budget frugality, CTICC is challenged to find 
innovative ways to stay ahead of the game. CTICC have enjoyed business success 
over the past 1 2 years through maintaining high standards and service excellence, 
as well as leading in triple bottom line sustainability. CTICC's success will continue to 
set us apart from the rest of the players in the industry, by being a fundamental 
driver of the knowledge economy. 
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The majority of the 502 events hosted by the CTICC in the 2014/1 5 financial year, 
could be categorised into a broad spectrum of sectors, including Agro-processing, 
Finance, Health and Medical Technology, ICT, Metals, Tooling and Niche 
Engineering, Mining, Oil and Gas, Retail, The Green Economy, and Tourism and 
events. These are all sectors that align closely to the City of Cape Town and the 
Western Cape Government's economic growth strategies. By attracting global 
associations to the City for these events, the CTICC is making a vital contribution 
towards growing the City's expertise, knowledge and skills in all these areas. 

There is no doubt that future global economic growth is increasingly reliant on 
intellectual capital. Consequently the CTICC has a serious role to play as a key driver 
of knowledge sharing and intellectual growth in South Africa. 

This document represents the CTICC's Business Plan for the 2016/17 financial year, 
with a long term vision towards positioning CTICC as one of the world's top 10 
leading long haul international convention centres by 2020. 

As a state-owned entity, this business plan is duly aligned with the City of Cape 
Town's Integrated Development Plan (IDP) as well as the Western Cape's 
Government's Economic Growth Strategy. The CTICC remain guided by the key 
principles encompassed in both these strategies in setting the direction for CTICC's 
business plan going forward. 

The business plan begins with an organisational overview of the CTICC and the core 
reasons for its formation. The CTICC operates in a challenging global context and 
the market analysis section of this plan provides deeper insight into the broader 
market environment that the organisation operates in. 

CTICC's financial history indicates that the company has managed to generate an 
operating profit year on year despite global and economic challenges. The 
operating profit before interest depreciation and tax (EBITDA) for the 2016/17 
financial year is budgeted at R2.3m. The 201 6/17 financial year has taken into 
account revenue and costs for the new building with the assumption being that 
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practical completion is October 2016 and the opening date being March 201 7. The 
2016/17 budget reflects a R14.3m profit before tax for the existing building and a net 
loss before tax of R32.4m for the new building. The budgeted loss for the new 
building is based on the assumption that revenue can only be generated from the 
opening date whereas costs will be incurred from completion date. The total 
revenue budget excluding interest for the 201 6/1 7 financial year is budgeted at 
R218m. 

Each department has devised an implementation framework, driving a detailed 
action plan for the next year that feeds into the overall business objectives of the 
organisation. These departmental strategies focus on the core business strategy and 
how the CTICC will achieve its key performance indicators and contribute to the 
sustainability of the organisation. 

The CTICC, through its Commercial and Business Development Department remains 
focussed on expanding the centre's international footprint, with strategies and 
action plans to continue to position CTICC as top of mind with key role-players and 
decision makers in the search for not only a destination for business events, but 
indeed a venue that has the ability, track-record and vision to deliver on and 
exceed clients' expectations. Several client engagements, nationally, and 
particularly internationally, are on the cards to support this strategy. The CTICC also 
remains driven to meet and exceed its event numbers, in particular on the 
international front and of course to deliver on the target of the operating profit. 

The Operations Department is geared to maintaining their 100% spend on capital 
expenditure, and has refined their business processes in this regard. CTICC's cuisine 
offering remains a huge contributing factor to successful events and as such has 
been adapted in line with international trends to ensure that the it remains 
competitively priced while still delivering quality of the highest standards. The ICT 
function within the organisation is being systematically insourced, not only to reduce 
costs, but to protect intellectual property and improve business efficiencies. 
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The CTICC has for the past three years received an unqualified audit report and the 
Finance Department remains committed to managing and regulating processes 
throughout the organisation to continue on this pathway. Procurement from BBBEE 
companies remains a priority as the CTICC strives to constantly improve on this front. 

In the Human Resources Department, human capital development remains a priority 
and are committed to attracting employees of a high calibre, retaining staff through 
providing focused training and development, and offering affordable employee 
benefits and competitive remuneration, within a safe working environment. 

With regard to governance, the CTICC is very privileged to work with a Board of 
Directors that is hands-on, and that is actively involved in steering the CTICC, based 
on its mandate to promote economic spin-off and create jobs. The Secretariat 
remains committed to effective administration of Board and Shareholder matters 
and to ensure that procedures and structures are in place to promote good 
corporate governance within the Company. 

CTICC will ensure that the business plan is activated in an integrated manner, 
maximising synergies across all departments and ensuring that performance is 
monitored as per the agreed targets. 
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2. COMPANY OVERVIEW 

2.1. About the CTICC 

When the CTICC opened its doors in 2003, the media spoke of how this institution 
would welcome visitors from around the world to this great new venue in Cape 
Town. Those aspirations have not only been met - they have indeed been 
exceeded on all levels. After 1 2 years, the CTICC has become an iconic landmark 
on the business tourism map of Cape Town, South Africa and indeed Africa. 

The mettle of any internationally competitive convention centre is gauged by its 
economic contribution. And for a convention centre to contribute significantly and 
sustainably to an economy, it needs to be invested in that economy and its people. 
Since inception, the CTICC injected more than R28 billion into the national Gross 
Domestic Product (GDP) with over R25 billion going directly to the Western Cape 
economy. A staggering 83 000 jobs have also been created and sustained since its 
inception. 

The CTICC must remain internationally competitive. The expansion will raise the 
global competitiveness of Cape Town as a premier world-class meetings and events 
destination, in turn allowing the CTICC to meet the City's Integrated Development 
Plan's objective of establishing Cape Town as Africa's business events destination. 

The expansion will double the CTICC's existing exhibition capacity by adding 
10 000m 2 of multi-purpose conference and exhibition space, as well as almost 
3000m 2 of formal and informal meeting space. 

The expansion plays a pivotal role in continuing to bring international business to the 
region. It will allow the CTICC to meet the growing demand to stage more events, 
offer more flexibility and allow for an increase in the concurrent hosting of various 
sizes of meetings, conventions, exhibitions and other events. 

The CTICC has earned a reputation for excellence in all its operations, often leading 
the way in the quest for improved systems and functionality and sustainability. It 
therefore comes as no surprise that the CTICC was the first convention centre in 
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Africa to gain three internationally recognised management system certifications 
(ISO 9001 , 1 4001 , 1 8001 ) simultaneously; the centre upholds a Hazard Analysis Critical 
Control Process (HACCP), has maintained its Tourism Grading Council 5-star rating 
and achieved Gold AIPC (International Association of Convention Centres) quality 
standard certifications. 

Lastly as a municipal entity, the CTICC is expected to deliver against a set of Key 
Performance Indicators (KPIs) that are agreed between the CTICC and the City of 
Cape Town on an annual basis. Year on year, the CTICC meets and exceeds those 
targets. 

Shareholding Structure 

The Cape Town International Convention Centre Company (Convenco) is the 
holding company of the CTICC. Convenco was formed in 1 999 through 
collaboration between the City of Cape Town, the Western Cape Government and 
the business sector. 

The primary objective behind the formation of the holding company was to deliver a 
world-class international convention centre in Cape Town that would provide 
meeting, convention and exhibition services and facilities for local and international 
organisations and their guests. 

In so doing, it was envisaged by the Convenco co-founders that the CTICC would 
have a sustainable positive impact on the economic and social development of 
Cape Town, the Western Cape and South Africa. 
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Financing of the expansion phase has resulted in changes to the shareholding 
proportion as illustrated below.

Furthermore, the City of 
Cape Town and Western Cape Government's role in supporting businesses and 
associated professional institutions is of significant importance as without these 
organisations the CTICC is not able to bid for International Association events. 
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In refining the CTICC vision, the centre has identified a clear set of deliverables 
including maximising its economic impact, achieving its budgeted operating profit, 
increased community engagement through a range of CSR projects and 
maintaining the internationally recognised certifications, i.e. ISO and AIPC Gold 
Standards. 

The following criteria are to be used in evaluating the performances against the 
vision: Long-haul Convention Centre for European /American Associations 

• Occupancy capabilities of centres (between 1 0 000 and 1 5 000 delegates) 

• Target Association Conferences - minimum of 1 0 annually. 

• The CTICC has also identified its competitors, based on their distance from 
Europe, comparable size and bids lost. These competitors are located in 
Australia, Canada, Indonesia, Malaysia, Korea, Singapore, Thailand and 
South Africa.

The combination of changing political, economic, social and natural environments 
presents a complex and dynamic situation in which the CTICC operates. The 
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CTICC's macro environment consists of six sub-environments or variables namely 
Political, Economic, Social, Technological, Legal and Environmental (PESTLE). 

These are constantly changing forces, which not only affect the macro and micro 
environments, but also impact on each other - resulting in a dynamic and 
constantly changing business environment. When analysing the macro environment, 
the focus is on these constant changes in the sub-environments and their 
implications for the business.

The CTICC's positioning has been determined by the underlying rationale that while 
international meetings represent higher yielding business opportunities and greater 
economic benefits than local events, the centre needs to concentrate its marketing 
and sales efforts on growing the national market segments. 

3.3. Market Attractiveness 

The opening of CTICC East will enhance the CTICC's global competitiveness and will 
allow the centre to attract more large scale exhibitions and international 
conferences of 10 000 or more delegates to Cape Town. 

The expansion plays a pivotal role in continuing to bring international business to the 
region. It will allow for an increase in the concurrent hosting of various sizes of 
conferences and events. It also creates a platform to expand larger events like 
Investing in African Mining Indaba and Association meetings. 


3.4 SWOT Analysis 

In order for CTICC to stay ahead of the game, it is important to constantly monitor 
the environment and the factors that affect the business, both positively and 
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negatively. The SWOT Analysis was revised from the previous year and continues to 
guide how the CTICC can grow its business, capitalise on opportunities and mitigate 
risks to the centre.

Remaining competitive in a turbulent environment 

The factors outlined above allow the CTICC to remain competitive. For example, 
whilst international meetings and conferences represent higher yielding business 
opportunities and macro-economic benefits than local events, the market 
environment analysis indicates that there is a need to have a parallel focus on the 
centre’s national market segments footprint. The CTICC's strategic plan for the future 
needs to take a holistic approach that maximizes opportunities across all of the 
market segments. 

The CTICC East expansion will come as a great relief to the exhibition and national 
conference market segments. The focus will be on securing business that fills both 
the existing CTICC West and East. An aggressive sales and marketing strategy needs 
to be executed emphasising the CTICC East opening in 201 7 as part of the existing 
brand identity. 
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3.5. Client Buying Behaviour 

International Association Conferences 

International Association conferences are conferences that are required to rotate 
globally and need to draw an attendance of over 50 delegates. These events are 
secured via a formal bidding process through local members or chapters of the 
association with the support of the various convention bureaux. The local 
associations lobby for support from their international associations, to bring their 
conferences to the local destination. 

Decision-making for major international association meetings are determined by a 
variety of factors and takes place over a protracted period of months or even years. 
When the host City is finally selected the event lead time can range from 1 2 months 
to six years. 

International Corporate/Government Conferences 

The Corporate and Government segments do not have to conform to a formal 
buying behaviour and there seems to be no specific pattern for event rotation. 

The end client can book directly or via third parties i.e. meeting planner or a 
Professional Conference Organiser (PCO). These events generally have a lead time 
of 12- 18 months. Events are secured either via a tender/procurement process or 
directly with the venue. 

National Conferences 

The national market segment comprises of national associations, corporate 
organisations, government meetings, civic and other organisation meetings. 

National conferences are attended by a minimum of 50 delegates and are 
organised annually with an average period of two days. During the 2014/15 
financial year 52% of national conferences, were booked within one year of the start 
date and 30% within two years. Only 4% of the events are booked more than 4 years 
in advance. 
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Exhibitions (Business to consumer) 

The exhibition market comprises primarily of domestic events aimed at the consumer 
market and is hosted on average 3-4 days. 39% of exhibitions are booked within 1 
year of the start date and 33% booked more than 4 years in advance. This is due to 
repeat events booked in advance and generally for three years. The general trend 
however is for new exhibitions to be booked with significantly shorter lead times. 

Trade Fairs (Business to Business) 

The trade fair market largely exists for the purposes of promoting business to business 
commerce. Like the exhibition segment, trade fairs are also showing an increase in 
shorter lead times with 50% of event bookings taking place within one year of the 
event. Only 29% were booked within 2 years and 1 4% were booked more than 4 
years in advance. 

Other Events 

The category of other events refers to any other meetings or events that take place. 
They are mainly of a local or provincial nature and have less than 50 participants, 
e.g. training sessions, roadshows, product launches and breakfast sessions. During 
the 2014/15 financial year, this segment consisted of 305 events of which 72% were 
booked on a short term basis i.e. within a 3 month lead time. Of these short term 
events, 44% were booked within a month of the event day. 

Banquets 

The banquets category at the CTICC includes any event which has a component of 
food and beverage served to seated guests and is organised independently, i.e., 
not linked to a conference. The majority of banquets are booked outside a three 
month lead time resulting in them being classified as long term bookings. 47% of the 
banquets hosted during the last financial year were comprised of short term 
bookings and 1 1% were repeat events. 
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Special Events 

Special events are events hosted on a large scale for members of the public. It can 
be categorised as cultural, religious or sport related. Special events require a longer 
lead time as the event organisers need to market these events to the public. 30% of 
the Special Events hosted at the CTICC are booked within 3 months of the event 
date and only 1 5% were booked within a 1 month window period. Special Events 
with a shorter lead time fall predominantly within the corporate segment hosting 
product launches. 

Film Shoots 


Film shoots are organised by local or international film producers. Due to the 
dynamic nature of this segment, most bookings are made within 1 month from the 
actual day of the event and 63% of film shoots are booked within the same week as 
the shoot. Film and photo shoots are seasonal and subject to weather conditions. 

Competitive Market Analysis 

The CTICC constantly benchmarks itself against its various competitor sets, the most 
important of which is the International Associations market. It is estimated that there 
are on average 10,600 different International Association meetings 1 organized on an 
annual basis, over the last 1 0 years:

The ICCA Statistics Reports are based on the ICCA Association Database, which 
means the figures cover meetings organized by International Associations, which 
take place on a regular basis and which rotate between a minimum of three 
countries. 



From the Global Market Share graph on the previous page, it is clear that Africa 
currently attracts only 3% of the total international association meetings. There is an 
opportunity for Africa as a continent to increase its global market share. When seen 
in conjunction with the African Market Share graph below, it is clear that South 
Africa is well placed, in the African context, to benefit most from potential growth in 
the international Association Meetings segment.

As can be seen from the above. Cape Town has attracted almost half of all 
International Association Conferences hosted in South Africa over the ten-year 
period. 

Of the 308 meetings held in Africa in 2014, 124 (40%) were hosted in South Africa, 
and 58 of these events were hosted in Cape Town (1 8% of meetings in Africa / 47% 
of meetings in South Africa).

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While the graphs and tables above demonstrate Cape Town's leadership potential, 
they also show that there is still much work to be done in order to increase the City's 
current world ranking in terms of the number of international association meetings 
that it hosts. 

Overall, Cape Town's ranking increased by 1 1 places in 2014 (41 st ) compared to the 
ranking of 52 nd in 2013. CTICC is ideally placed to strengthen this growth, year-on- 
year. 

Regional bid conferences and conventions have increased due to new and more 
established City Convention Bureaus entering the market such as the Tshwane 
Convention & Visitor Services Bureau and the Johannesburg Convention Bureau. 

As new convention centres continue to open up across the African continent, Africa 
is emerging as a key competitor. Convention centres are in the pipeline for 
Rwanda, Kenya and Nigeria. 

The Kigali Convention Centre in Kigali, Rwanda will be opening in 2016. Early in 2015 
the Calabar Convention Centre opened in Calabar, Nigeria and the Bomas 
Convention Centre in Bomas, Kenya has a planned opening of 2017. 

Locally, the Century City Conference Centre is expected to open in February 2016 
which will compete directly with the CTICC while nationally, the Tshwane 
Convention Centre is expected to open by 201 9.

This department plays a central role in ensuring that the business meets and exceeds 
within the following areas: 

• Operating profit 

• Achieving event number targets 

• Achieving event number targets for international conferences 

• Customer centricity and service excellence 

The revenue budget for the Commercial and Business Development for the 2016/17 
financial year is R108m for the various market segments. 

According to the findings of the 2015 International Association of Convention 
Centres (AIPC) Annual Member Survey, the global convention industry is still growing 
as many other economic sectors continue to shrink. Africa has the fastest growing 
convention industry, which presents CTICC with exciting opportunities, but also 
significant challenges, particularly in terms of competition. In fact 73% of convention 
centres sight the increase in competition as one of their major risks. 

CTICC's Commercial Department is one of the cornerstones of the organisation's 
sustainable success. Apart from the responsibility it has to sell the CTICC's offerings to 
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clients and products, the Department is a key driver in terms of raising the profile of 
the CTICC and positioning the centre, and the City of Cape Town, as highly a 
desirable destination for national and international meetings and events. 

4.1.1. Marketing Services and Sustainability Unit 

The role of Marketing & Sustainability unit is to focus on the development and 
implementation of the organisation's integrated marketing and sustainability 
strategy and the implementation of relevant plans to give effect these objectives. 

In support of CTICC 's strategic objectives, a particular marketing and sustainability 
focus for 2016 and beyond will be on positioning and raising awareness of the CTICC 
expansion. The unit is also the CTICC brand custodian supports centre's special 
projects and internal activations. The unit will continue with its commitment to 
reinforce the CTICC's connection and engagement to communities in the Western 
Cape and further afield. 

Rationale 

Marketing 

The focus for the year will be on the following: 

• Digital Approach 

• Marketing Campaigns 

• Marketing Collateral 

• CTICC West and East alignment 

• Integrated Annual Report 

Sustainability: economic, social and environmental 

the key objective of the unit is to contribute effectively to the CTICC's triple bottom 
line approach of sustainability. 

As the City of Cape Town is CTICC's majority shareholder, it is truly a centre owned 
by the people of Cape Town. As such it is vital for CTICC to focus on maximising its 
contribution to economic sustainability. A fair and transparent process is underway 
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to re-select the CTICC's Local Community Partners. Staff will nominate organisations, 
which will be evaluated based on criteria linking to CTICC's social sustainability 
strategy and a thorough needs analysis. 

CTICC will continue to make great strides in environmental sustainability. At an 
operational level, CTICC continually improves its energy and water efficiency, as 
well as providing adequate services for safe disposal of waste and tracking of 
responsible waste management. 

Key Objectives & Action Plans 

The objective of the CTICC Marketing & Sustainability Unit is as follows: 

Enhancing the CTICC brand 

To enhance CTICC's brand awareness, the following projects will be executed: 

• An advertising plan for CTICC East aligned to the existing plan 

• The development of short on-line testimonials of CTICC visitors illustrating the 
exceptional experiences created at the centre for social media platforms 

• Develop more client testimonials, particularly of the international Association 
clients and repeat clients for the website 

• Update marketing and sustainability content to be displayed on CTICC 
electronic signage and social media platforms 

Raise the CTICC profile through CTICC awards 

The CTICC's reputation will be enhanced by entering relevant and strategic awards 
that showcase the centre's achievements. Relevant industry marketing awards have 
been identified in both the local and international markets. Successful submissions 
and most importantly winning the awards create further credibility for the Centre. 
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Develop an organisational Integrated Management System (IMS) Plan 

Research and develop an organisational IMS Plan, which summarises CTICC's 
sustainability objectives and targets, as well as deliverables for the integrated 
management system, in order to oversee the organisational targets in this area. 

Produce an organisational Corporate Social Responsibility (CSR) Plan 

Oversee the organisation's Corporate Social Responsibility action plans with a 
particular focus on supporting the local community partners and other community 
activations. 

CTICC Campaigns 

Three key campaigns have been identified for rollout in 201 6, focusing on the 
banqueting, film and conferencing business segments, to particularly focus on 
CTICC East. 


Marketing Collateral 

Update all standard marketing collateral for electronic dissemination. In 2016, the 
collateral will be redesigned to align with CTICC East to illustrate the connection of 
one product offering. Further interactive tools will be linked to the on-line collateral 
to offer clients a more user-friendly interactive experience. 

Integrated Annual Report (IAR) 

Develop an IAR again for the new financial year that goes beyond mere reporting, 
but also serves to highlight CTICC's triple bottom line performance approach. 
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Advertising 

During the 201 6/1 7 financial year the advertising objectives will be as follows: 

• Communicate effectively and holistically with all the business segments on 
their preferred communication platforms. 

• Reach the maximum target markets across all segments, within allocated 
budget and track the reach. 

• Create meaningful awareness of CTICC that can result in real leads and sales. 

• Ensure sound frequency levels to ensure target market breakthrough. CTICC 
has an increased number of competitors within the national segment, 
particularly Century City Conference Centre. In order to remain at top of 
mind within the market, the focus will be on continuous communication and 
effective use of digital marketing. 

The advertising budget is split between the print and on-line advertising as per the 
various industry and mainstream publications with a ratio of 65% for the international 
market segment and 35% national market segments, including banqueting, national 
conferences, special events and corporate events. The focus this year will be on the 
launch of the CTICC Expansion project with specialised advertisements and 
collateral being developed with the intention of position the CTICC has one facility. 

Measures and Metrics 
Marketing 

At a local level, CTICC is committed to increasing its marketing share of all event 
types. At an international level, the primary focus remains large industry association 
events, which offer the best ROI. The advertising objectives of CTICC are geared to 
communicate holistically with all its business segments on their relevant platforms. 

The relevant advertising platforms and campaigns will be tracked in terms of 
business leads obtained and the value of editorial content obtained. 
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Sustainability: Reporting and data monitoring 

CTICC has reported on sustainability using the Global Reporting Initiative (GRI) G3.1 
framework. This framework was developed internationally as the standard practice 
for sustainability reporting, linking to integrated reporting styles and the requirements 
of the United Nations Global Compact. Using the GRI framework has allowed the 
centre to streamline its reporting. As such. Centre will continue to report on major 
performance indicators. The viability of continuing with the GRI assurance for the IAR 
is being assessed. 

Nurture Our World (NOW) and International Organisation of Standards (ISO) Merger 

The CTICC's Integrated Management System (IMS) incorporates various business 
processes and includes many of the environmental deliverables championed by the 
Nurture Our World Committee. A decision was therefore taken to merge the NOW 
Committee with the ISO Committee in order to form the Integrated Management 
System Committee (IMS Committee). This merger will result in the sustainability action 
plan falling under the umbrella of the ISO standards and being at the forefront of 
everything we do. 

Trend Analysis 

As technology evolves so will consumer behaviour evolve in ways which are not 
predictable. Below are the top trends which are likely to manifest in the foreseeable 
future and where marketing & sustainably unit will focus their efforts through. 

• Creating engagement and conversations at every consumer touch point 

• Utilising mobile platforms more effectively through web based applications. 

• Take advantage of big data as it becomes more available in Africa to gain 
insight into effective customer engagement.

4.1.2 Business Development: International Unit 

The overarching objective of the International Sales Unit is to increase CTICC's 
competitiveness in the global long-haul market through successfully bidding for 
International Association conferences as well as targeting corporate and 
government events. 

CTICC also remains committed to driving and developing the knowledge economy. 
Of the nearly 5000 events hosted by the CTICC over the past 1 2 years, more than 
450 were international association conferences across a broad spectrum of sectors, 
including agro-processing, the green economy, ICT, property, mining and medical 
industries. 

These are all sectors that align closely to the City of Cape Town and the Western 
Cape Government's economic growth strategies. By attracting global associations 
to the city for these events, CTICC is making a vital contribution towards growing the 
City, Western Cape Government and South Africa's expertise, knowledge and skills 
in all these areas. 

Rationale 

International Conferences are a key market segment for the CTICC as it directly 
contributes to economic growth and job creation in the Western Cape and across 
South Africa. CTICC supports established tourism and emerging events industry 
businesses by attracting local and foreign delegates and visitors to the City. There is 
the positive trickle-down effect of salaries and wages being spent in the local 
economy. There is also a sizable contribution to taxes. Much of this positive effect is 
funded by international delegates. 
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The CTICC creates a platform for knowledge sharing, skills transfer and collaboration, 
and as such is a key driver of the knowledge economy. Cape Town's appeal as a 
global destination has seen a steady stream of international medical, 
environmental, agricultural and mining; oil and gas conferences converge at the 
CTICC thereby facilitating knowledge sharing and skills exchange. The fact that 
many of these international congresses are also repeat events speaks volumes 
about CTICC's success in terms of delivering excellent experiences for its 
international clients and delegates. 

Key Objectives and Action Plans 

The section below outlines the objectives of Business Development: International 
Unit's key objectives for the 201 6/1 7 financial year. 

Generating business leads 

• Research International Association events with the focus on utilising both 
CTICC West and East which falls within the identified catalytic sectors 

• From a government perspective, research events associated with the World 
Health Organisation and UNICEF 

• Identify national associations with the potential of attracting their 
international association's event to Cape Town and strategically approach 
them 

• Increase leads from International Sales Representation to improve the long- 
term forward book 

Collaborative partnerships and Industry Stakeholders 

• Maintain and develop the relationship with the Cape Town Convention 
Bureau (CVB) and the South African National Convention Bureau with regards 
to aligning lead generation. 

• Collaborate at trade shows to either share costs or alternate attendance.

Research

Trade Shows and Road Shows 

Conduct road shows and attend trade shows to convert leads into bookings as per 
the annual travel plan and tracking the bid opportunities and conversion related to 
this. Combining a pre/post sales trip linked to trade shows attended. 

Trend Analysis 

2015 Member Survey - Centre Growth & Engagement 

In July 2015, the International Association of Convention Centres (AIPC) released its 
global survey results, which received responses from 107 member venues, which 
represents an excellent response rate of 60%. The new AIPC Member Survey data 
shows continued signs of industry expansion at a faster rate than worldwide 
economic growth. Five of the key insights from the new survey include: 
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• There was strong 5.8% revenue growth worldwide in 201 4 compared to 3.1 % in 
2013. CTICC experienced a revenue growth of 1 1 .3% in 201 4. as compared to 
2013 which as well above the international norm. 

• Last year (201 4) saw the strongest attendance growth since 201 1 . On 
average attendance grew worldwide by 4.5% in 201 4. 

• Major capital investment projects are slowing. While 71 % of members said 
they had some type of major project underway or in planning stages in 2014, 
in this year's survey the figure has decreased to 63%. Specifically there are less 
new building projects underway around the world, although expansion and 
renovation projects are increasing. 

• Africa continues to be the fastest growing region of the world. African 
members expanded gross revenue by over 1 5% in 201 4. 

Measures and Metrics 

Targets are set as per the KPI's for site inspections, sales meetings, etc. to measure 
performance on a monthly basis which is then reviewed quarterly with the necessary 
proof of evidence retained. 

International Sales Representation (ISR) 

CTICC has formally utilised the services of an international sales representative since 
2012 after the need was identified to have a qualified and experienced entity that 
could represent CTICC within the Euro-zone. The main objective is to act as a liaison 
between potential and existing association clients; generate lead opportunities and 
organise hosted client events at the trade shows attended by the CTICC. The 
majority of the associations head offices are based in Europe. In August 2014 
Worldwide Convention Specialists was appointed for a period of two years to 
provide support to CTICC, with the scope of work predominately focussing on lead 
opportunities and development based on CTICC's capacity capabilities. The 
requirements are for the associations have to have an open year rotation to Africa 
or for the association's world international conference. The sales representative is 
based in Europe and targets have been set to generate lead opportunities on a 
monthly basis, the leads are tracked and qualified and measured on a quarterly 
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basis. 

The scope of the agreement does not include any marketing activation, i.e. 
marketing collateral and media publications. During this financial year, the focus will 
be on tracking the identified catalytic sectors of the City of Cape Town and the 
Western Cape Government. A European road show is also identified to be 
conducted and the qualification of these meetings will be monitored in terms of the 
conversion into securing bids within the future. 

Trade Shows/Trips and Sales Meetings: 

Trade Show and Sales Trip reports to track bidding status and return on investment. 
This is measured on the basis of the applicable leads generated and bids secured. 

Budget: 

The 2016/17 financial year revenue budget for the Business Development: 
International Unit's is R45.7m 


4.1.3. Business Development: National Unit 

The core function of the National Sales Unit is to actively pursue direct and indirect 
revenue generating activities to meet and exceed CTICC's revenue targets. 
Another objective is to increase event numbers to maximise occupancy levels. 

The National Sales Unit also upholds customer relationships to nurture loyalty and 
convert new business into repeat business. 

Rationale 

Attend more industry events nationally 

Attending relevant industry events will provide the sales executives with further 
exposure and building a network for business opportunities. This continues to ensure 
that the CTICC positions itself as a venue of choice, particularly with national 
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competitors, like Century City Conference Centre. Trend observations will be used 
to develop product according. 

Increase the conversion rate of long term client bookings 

Converting of long-term business will be a focus for the year ahead. The purpose is 
to secure new and sustained business and allow CTICC to manage the booking 
system more effectively. Many events are booked far in advance, particularly large 
National Conferences, Exhibitions or Trade Fairs. This facilitates easier forecasting of 
budgets. 

Manage the short term event process effectively 

• Short term events, booked within 1 - 2 months from the event date, is 
becoming more prevalent 

• During the 201 4/15 financial year, 1 38 events were booked on short term basis 
and co-ordinated which consists of 38% of the number of events hosted. 

• The process will need refined to ensure a smoother and seamless experience 
for clients 

Key objectives and Action Plans 

• To build and strengthen relationships with key stakeholders 

• Product enhancement for specific market segments 

• Continuous improvement to manage short-term business effectively 

• Selling CTICC East aggressively related to the lost opportunities data and 
research conducted 

• Promote multi-year deals within the exhibitions and trade fairs segments 

• Secure new exhibitions and trade fairs related to research 
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Product development 

An exhibition hall package will be launched to provide smaller and new exhibition 
organisers with a turnkey and one stop shop solution. This package also includes all 
CTICC service providers ensuring that consistency of service offering. 

Manage the short term bookings process effectively 

Streamline the short term event process to ensure effective communication within 
the various units of CTICC. 

Selling CTICC East 

• The booking system has been opened and the relocation of the smaller 
exhibition clients will facilitate securing larger exhibitions. 

• Conduct national road shows to corporate clients and reputable exhibition 
organisers who are based on research and current database information. 

• In collaboration with the marketing unit - run campaigns for the corporate, 
national conferences and banqueting market segments. Track the return on 
investment. 

• Space for new, longer running, exhibitions have been booked and multiple 
year agreements are in progress 

Trend Analysis 

Banquets Trends 

Clients are looking at more value added proposals, including specialised menus, 
customised catering offerings or themed packages. Traditional formal gala dinner 
banquets are on the decline as more clients look towards interactive dining 
experiences and programmes which facilitate networking. 
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Special Event Trends 

Production companies are using venues that are affordable and flexible with pricing 
in order to maximise profit and lower risk, are dependent on ticket sales and 
sponsorship. Comedy and music productions usually run for 3 to 5 days in smaller 
venues with 2 shows per day, however in larger venues, it reduces to a 2 day event 
with 1 show per day. Venues for comedy and music productions are secured 
months in advance to allow maximum time for ticket sales. 

National Association Conferences, Corporate and Government Trends 

• Event organizers are supporting local communities and CSR programmes 

• Non-traditional conference programme, i.e., interactive sessions 

• Decrease in delegate attendance 

• Conference budgets continue to be scrutinised 

• Corporate companies are building in-house conference facilities 

• Events are being arranged at much shorter lead times. 

Exhibition and Trade Fair Trends 

• There has been an increase in enquiries for events within the food, agriculture 
and mining sectors. 

• Competitor exhibition centres charge a per m2 rate for venues with a 
minimum of, for example 75% of the hall to be booked, whereas CTICC 
charges a standard daily rate. 

• International exhibition organizer's expanding to emerging markets, 
particularly looking at South Africa 

Measures and Metrics 

The key performance documents for the Business Development: National teams will 
be updated prior to the 2016/17 FINANCIAL YEAR to incorporate the above 
mentioned objectives targets to be set to measure performance and the conversion 
of business will be tracked accordingly. 
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Budget: 

The revenue budget for the Business Development: National Sales Unit: R59m 

4.1.4. Event Management Unit 

The core function of the Event Management unit to successfully execute all events 
hosted at the CTICC while adhering to all policies and processes. The unit is also 
responsible for upselling all subcontracted services as well as food and beverage. In 
addition, the unit also contracts and manages the repeat events portfolio. 

Rationale 

The event management unit will continue to maintain and nurture relationships with 
clients to ensure sustainability of business, particularly for the repeat clients 

Key Objectives and Action Plan 

The key objectives of the Event Management Unit are: 

• The successful and profitable management of repeat events 

• To increase revenue for sub-contracted services & catering 

• Departmental training & development 

• Improve Client Relationship Management 

With new pricing released for both 201 6 and 201 7, the focus will be on increasing the 
rate at which repeat events are contracted. Multiple year agreements will be the 
focus for longstanding repeat exhibitions and trade fairs as well as a few key 
conference clients. 

Finance process to be strictly managed in conjunction with the Finance Unit with 
specific focus on addressing payment concerns and providing a 2 month forecast 
report for upcoming events. 

Research new public catering options in conjunction with the Catering Unit. CTICC 
still see this trend in the International Conference segment. The unit will implement 
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new reports that will speak to specific areas i.e. contract statuses, payments for 
upcoming events and venue availability to convert new events to repeat events. 

Weekly departmental meetings with a specific focus on measuring progress. 

Public Catering: 

• Pre-planning based on research 

• Partnering with small business owners i.e. Food Trucks Cape Town 

• Investing in permanent public catering area within the Centre 

• Stricter analysis of the viability of public catering for events 

Repeat Events: 

The Event Management Unit will focus on the retention of existing repeat events and 
the conversion of new events to repeat events. 

Trend Analysis for Events: 

• Event Mobile Apps 

• Social Media Marketing 

• Ambassador programmes as marketing tool 

As venues become more expensive, more event organisers will seek alternative 
venues/space for events

4.1.5. Revenue Unit 

The core function of the Revenue Unit is to ensure that CTICC maximises its revenue 
streams by providing support to the relevant sales and events units and that the it 
ensures maximum occupancy levels are yielded as well as ensuring the conversion 
rates of bookings are met and exceeded. 

Rationale 

General conditions of hire client contracts 

In 2015 a decision was made to review the general terms and conditions of hire to 
ensure that this is aligned with legislation, protects both the client and CTICC in terms 
of potential cancellations due to unforeseen circumstances. It also streamlines the 
CTICC's payment processes. 

Optimal Yielding Policy 

The new optimal yielding policy was approved by the Board in November 201 5. This 
is to ensure that negotiations with clients who require financial assistance or multiple 
year agreements are consistent. The Sales and Events teams have a clear 
framework. This will be tracked by the Revenue unit and reported to General 
Manager: Commercial & Business development monthly.

4.1.6. Corporate Communications Unit 

The Corporate Communications Unit's key function is to execute all external and 
internal communication initiatives on behalf of CTICC. It acts as a support function 
tasked with building and maintaining relationships with the centre's internal and 
external stakeholders and target markets. Close collaboration with various units is 
pivotal to ensure that all communication is aligned unanimously with the 
organisation's vision, mission, values and key deliverables. 
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Rationale 

The CTICC's vision is to be one of the world's top 10 leading long-haul international 
convention centres by 2020. In order to entrench this perception amongst the 
intended target markets it is important to engage in relevant targeted 
communication messages and initiatives. Utilising effective communication 
platforms in this way is vital in order to personalise and create top of mind 
awareness. Through effectively engaging with the target markets, CTICC will be 
able to be more responsive to their needs and adapt the service offerings to suit 
those needs, thereby adding value. 

Key Objectives and Action Plans 

To effectively communicate CTICC brand essence of opportunity and the 
experience economy to the relevant target markets in order to: 

• Position CTICC to achieve its vision 

• Create awareness regarding CTICC East and the expansion project 

• Raise the profile of CTICC in the local and international market 

• Create top of mind awareness amongst key decision makers 

The CTICC wants to communicate the fact that it offers more than just space and 
catering and is, in fact, a platform for collaboration and knowledge sharing. The 
CTICC also wants to be known for creating unique and memorable experiences 
across all event segments. 

In terms of social media, CTICC wants continue to increase market visibility with 
respect to social media platforms and grow the CTICC community on Facebook 
and Twitter by building brand equity and loyalty. Also expand the social media 
platforms to keep up with other emerging channels like Instagram and Pinterest. 
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Interactive Multimedia Press Releases & Editorials 

Create multimedia press releases. This will be a traditional press release with 
interactive short video clips embedded. The chances of news being showcased are 
substantially higher if it contains interactive elements that are geared at audience 
engagement. 

Press conferences/media roundtables 

Focus on strengthening existing ties with local media through hosting regular press 
conferences and media roundtables. It is important for journalists to engage with the 
CTICC on its role within the City and the Western Cape as well as the social 
sustainability initiatives and the role CTICC play within the communities. The focus will 
also be on the CTICC East opening in 2017. 

Create a virtual community of fans of the CTICC 

Target delegates and organisers of events and get them to follow events at the 
CTICC and talk about their experiences at the CTICC. This is will lead to effective 
brand endorsement and significantly enhance CTICC's market share in the social 
media space as the centre attracts millions of delegates per year. CTICC can tap 
into the viral marketing benefits of social media to increase top of mind awareness 
and utilise social media platforms to position CTICC as an industry and thought 
leader in the meetings and events industry. 

Collaborative Social Media Marketing with key event organisers 

Leverage off existing event organiser’s social media communities in order to build 
brand equity. Popular consumer shows such have established social media networks 
and fan bases. CTICC can tap into these networks and collaboratively market these 
events, thereby increasing brand awareness. 
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Proactive Marketing and Sustainability Social Media Campaigns 

Run innovative social media campaigns geared at promoting the CTICC's 
Expansion launch, product offerings and campaigns. 

Tap into clients networks 

Raise brand awareness of events at the CTICC by getting event organisers to 
promote the CTICC hashtag to attendees, when tweeting about their events. This 
could lead to events at the CTICC trending in Cape Town. 

Mobile Marketing; Videos /YouTube 

Integrate opportunities for customer feedback and response through marketing 
activities. It is important to ensure that the CTICC has a call to action for all the 
marketing collateral and client engagements. A focus will be on developing 
customised messaging that is targeted at upselling CTICC's product and services.

IFMA report - Top 10 trends impacting facility management 

In 2014, the International Facility Management Association (IFMA) released the 201 4 
“Facility Management Trend Report”, asking. What's Next? The resultant focus areas 
are as follows: 

• Sustainability continues to grow in importance and prominence worldwide. 
Organizations have begun to incorporate it into business goals and culture, 
and within the profession, it has moved from an emphasis primarily for new 
construction to influencing existing building operations. 

• Complex building systems and controls increasingly offer opportunities and 
challenges for the profession. The industry can leverage new technologies to 
better manage facilities, but it also needs to ensure that adequate training is 
in place to educate practitioners on new systems. 

• Older buildings - facility management faces problems stemming from the 
aging building stock — difficulties compounded by the global recession. As 
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facilities and mechanical systems reach and exceed their expected 
operating lives, significant issues of “repair or replace” must be addressed. 

• Disaster preparation - facility managers play a critical role in business 
continuity after a disrupting event, not only by crafting and implementing the 
prepared response plan, but also by serving as role models for the 
organization in emergency preparedness and business continuity planning. 

• Complex information - the increasing quantity and complexity of data 
available to facility managers through new reporting protocols poses 
challenges and opportunities for the profession. More facility units have 
added the ability to convert raw data into usable and meaningful 
information that fosters informed decision making. 

• Finding top talent in facility management is gaining greater importance. 
Recognizing that facility management is often not the first choice of today's 
new graduates, the profession will need to increase its branding and 
outreach. 

• Marketing - there is a growing desire to elevate facility management to 
improve the recognition and perceived value of the profession within the 
corporate hierarchy. Many have achieved success in this arena through 
careful alignment with their organization's mission and by emphasizing facility 
professionals' role as managers of significant assets and enablers of the 
organization's mission, vision and values. 

• Business acumen - increasingly, organizations are expanding their 
expectations of facility management to include both technical and business 
acumen, which drives the need for an evolving skill set for those in the 
profession. While the technical aspects are generally well understood, the 
increased focus on business acumen will require facility professionals to think 
and act strategically and to communicate their positions in the language of 
the c-suite. 
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• Healthy facilities - there is a growing recognition that facility management 
contributes to the health and well-being of building occupants, thereby 
benefiting efficiency, productivity and profitability — key pillars of an 
organization's bottom line. 

• Changing work styles significantly affect both occupant behaviour and the 
vacancy rate of buildings, which affects how buildings must operate. Facility 
management increasingly faces challenges posed by open work plan 
arrangements, differing hours of operation, and varying occupancy rates and 
densities — all of which impact power use and other considerations. 

These trends do not stand alone as solitary influences on the profession, but rather 
bear strong interconnections. The most successful facility professionals will be those 
that proactively meet the challenges posed by these trends and lead the way for 
their organizations and the profession as a whole.

4.2.3 Food and Beverage Unit 

Food and Beverage is one of the key components contributing to the success of the 
CTICC business model. Revenue from the Food and Beverage Unit accounts for 
close to 45% of the CTICC's annual turnover. This unit's focus is on creative 
contemporary food, personalised service and a flexible product and service 
offering, ranging from large banquets to tasty snacks for exhibition attendees.

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During 2015, the CTICC successfully catered for thousands of patrons at consumer 
events hosted within the exhibition halls and surrounding areas. The CTICC also 
successfully hosted numerous plated dinners for up to 2000 guests. 

The kitchen at the CTICC is one of the largest and most sophisticated in the Western 
Cape, directly linked to seven satellite kitchens, ensuring prompt and efficient 
delivery of hot, fresh meals for any number of delegates. Using the latest in cooking 
technologies and following the latest trends, we are recognised as the preferred 
provider of convention services and facilities within the Western Cape. 

The CTICC Food and Beverage staff are acutely aware that within the hospitality 
industry, the product and service offering of this unit, is only as good as its last meal / 
function and that there is always room for improvement. To this end the Food and 
Beverage Unit have set exciting goals for the year ahead. The focus will be on 
producing exceptional quality, to deliver an inspired / contemporary offering, while 
always aiming to set the benchmark in service excellence. 

This unit strives to deliver with the mind-set of a restauranteur, in order to break the 
perception of the Centre’s culinary offering being that of an institutional Food and 
Beverage offering. With this in mind, as well as recognising that Food and Beverage 
costs are escalating at alarming rates, the unit remains focused on achieving levels 
of profitability as attained in years gone by. The unit has therefore implemented the 
following controls / initiatives: 

• Panels of vendors to leverage buying power 

• Tools such as ‘Menu Engineering’ 

• Introduction of high end banqueting product at an extra cost 

• Introduction of event based costings 

• Resourceful management of costs without compromising on service delivery 

• An automated goods receiving process called “Procure.net” which is an 
extended module of the existing Ankerdata Point of Sale (POS) system. 
(Procure.net is running as a stand-alone system at present, but it is the 
intention to integrate it fully with EBMS.) 

• Together with the Sales Unit be pro-active in upselling banqueting sales 

• Creative packages with higher contribution margin 
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• Maintain the high standards of hygiene principles and the HACCP 
accreditation 

Service in the hospitality industry is a key differentiator and can make or break an 
event. It is imperative that this unit focuses on attracting and retaining highly 
capable staff that can be trained to deliver and strive for service excellence. The 
Food and Beverage Unit engages in regular training interventions to ensure that 
clients have exceptional experiences. With the opening date of the CTICC East 
rapidly approaching, it is the unit's intention to build a core pool of “regular” 
temporary BOH and FOH staff that will be available when required, for multiple large 
events on an on-going basis. 

Focusing on the “triple bottom line” (people, planet and profit) ensures that 
sustainability is kept high on the unit’s agenda. The Food and Beverage Unit 
specifically manages sustainability issues by: 

• Ensuring that kitchen waste is recycled (in excess of 80% of all kitchen waste is 
composted through the process of Bokashi) 

• Purchasing already peeled and cleaned vegetables to reduce waste 

• All DCP packages are “green” 

• All disposables are bio degradable 

Looking ahead, the drive for the next two years, where much of the future is 
unknown, is to constantly innovate and to be proactive in achieving the 
organisation's vision. 

Rationale 

The CTICC wants to achieve and exceed customer satisfaction results above the 
required bench mark of 75% 

The Food and Beverage Unit's strategy has been developed to achieve specific 
objectives over the coming year. The CTICC wants to increase revenue, reduce 
operating costs and offer clients flexibility. 
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In addition, the CTICC wants to position the Food and Beverage Unit alongside any 
similar units, internationally. By achieving the goals set above the CTICC will maintain 
the existing clientele and potentially bring in new business. This will be achieving 
through various innovative departmental product and service enhancements , with 
a specific focus on; 

• Keeping the menu pricing modest while offering superior food quality and 
presentation 

• Producing fresh, innovative Food and Beverage concepts keeping 
sustainability in mind 

• Interactive cooking and beverage stations and self-service stations 

• Provision of all-inclusive Food and Beverage solutions 

• Improving the public catering concept offering through interaction with 
clients and acknowledging their feedback 

• Explore self service solutions 

• Focus on quality and quantity at a reasonable and consistent price 

• Integrate the existing Procure.net stock control system into EBMS

Optimize stock control within the Food and Beverage Unit 

Measures and Metrics 

The key performance indicators (KPIs) are vital success indicators for the business. 

This will help us to define growth within the unit and measure progress through the 

business goals. The CTICC intends on using the four metrics: 

• People Metrics - To invest in the staff by giving opportunities to individuals 
who have potential to grow within the unit. This will boost the morale of the 
staff and in turn increase operational efficiency. 

• Process Metrics - Analysis of the CSI reports for the unit will indicate whether 
the processes are in line with what they should be to ensure service 
excellence. The CTICC intends to improve in areas that require attention, like 
the Beverage Unit. 

• Customer Metrics - Client relationships are crucial and the CTICC intend to 
leverage this by creating memorable experiences. The dedicated staff are 
skilled and are determined to portray the values. 

• Financial Metrics - Profit will determine how much money both Food and 
Beverage contributes to the Catering Unit. The CTICC intends on evaluating 
its cost effectiveness and how best it can reduce and manage costs within 
the Food and Beverage Unit. By analysing the projected vs actual revenue 
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streams it will be able to determine its financial viability. The CTICC also 
intends to evaluate each segment in order to determine which is valuable 
and which is not. 

4.2.4 Safety and Security Unit 

The core function of the Safety and Security Unit is to ensure the safety and security 
of people, property and assets. This unit also has to ensure that an Integrated 
Management System (IMS) is maintained at every level, retain the CTICC's ISO 
certification and full legislative compliance. 

Rationale 

Drive ISO standards, maintain accreditation and implement: 

In April 201 5, the CTICC successfully completed a SANS 1 0330:2007 HACCP 
surveillance audit, and in September 2015 the CTICC successfully underwent the 
process for ISO re-certification for ISO 9001 : 2008, ISO 1 4001 : 2004, ISO OHSAS 1 8001 : 
2007. The CTICC achieved full re-certification from the South African Bureau of 
Standards (SABS), for all, ISO certifications. 

The CTICC constantly strives to improve the service delivery and product offering. To 
this end, it is the intention of the Food and Beverage Unit to initiate the process for 
the establishment of systems, to support the application for certification as being 
both ISO 45001 and ISO 22000 compliant by 201 8. The ISO 45001 certification will 
replace the existing ISO OHSAS 1 8001 : 2007, and the ISO 22000 will replace the SANS 
10330:2007 HACCP certification. It is intended that the ISO 9001 : 2008, ISO 14001 : 
2004 will remain, and when re-certified, achieve the improved level of ISO 9001 : 
2015, ISO 14001: 2015. 
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Key Objectives and Action Plan 

Implement the necessary systems to maintain ISO certifications. 

• Introduce and maintain service provider accreditation .i.e. new ID card 
system. 

• Introduce and apply to the City of Cape Town for event permit exception 
and venue grading certificate. 

• Security measures pertaining to the control of stock, equipment and people 
moving in and out of the building is not sufficient and the current security 
design “accommodates” staff placed in certain areas of the building. 

Internal tests have shown that there are gaps within the security design. These 
are being addressed. 

• Develop and introduce online training pertaining to Safety, Health, 
Environmental and Guality (SHEG) IMS and ISO accreditation to prepare for 
the recertification on the new standards. 

• Create a CTICC Safety and Security booklet as part of the induction process. 

• Develop online accreditation and induction training for service providers. 

• Re-design the staff entrance and introduce separate contractor and staff 
entry point with enhanced security features. 

• Install and restrict access via P3 Parking by introducing a biometric lock 
system on each door. 

• Develop and introduce a key policy. 

• Identify key areas for CCTV expansion i.e. Kitchen 

Measures and Metrics 

• Meet set deadline : Online accreditation go live in 201 6 

• ISO surveillance audit in May 201 6 

• Improve existing controls to reduce stock losses 

• N'lighten report/ ESM feedback / Non-conformance reports 

• Analyse client feedback and engagement to see if targets were achieved 
and objectives reached. 
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4.2.5 Conference and Exhibition Services Unit 

The Conference and Exhibition Services Unit oversees, attains and captures all 
operational services and products related to hosting an exhibition or conference at 
the CTICC. This unit is responsible for all liaisons between the CTICC, clients and 
service providers. 

Rationale 

• A turnkey product and service offering through an appointed panel of 3 
service providers, for the exhibition clientele. 

• This will assist us in the objective in providing seamless exhibition and 
conference services. 

• In collaboration with the Health and Safety Unit, implement an accreditation 
process whereby all non CTICC preferred suppliers will have to undergo a 
process of attaining accreditation to render their respective services at the 
CTICC. 

• This will assist the business in having better control measures in place as it aims 
to consistently provide a world class service offering for all conference and 
exhibition related services. 

• The sole use CTICC's in-house, contracted; cleaning service provider will take 
care of all event cleaning requirements in the building. 

• This will assist the business in having better control measures in place as it aims 
to consistently provide a world class service offering for all conference and 
exhibition related services. 

• Event Permit Applications - This is a labour intensive process and will going 
forward, only be conducted for international clients, at a cost. 
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Key Objectives and Action Plan 

• To provide a world class service offering through in-house service provision 
of all exhibition related services; 

• To provide seamless exhibition and conference services. 

Further to the above, the objective is to be the best service provider, fulfilling a 100% 
commitment, instilling a heightened sense of urgency in the staff, so as to maintain 
international quality and standards with a can - do attitude. 

Historically, the CTICC has advertised multiple tenders for the provision of stand 
building and exhibition services. Although the CTICC has always been successful in 
the appointment of exhibition services service providers, unfortunately clients have 
not always been sufficiently happy with the quality of service being provided by a 
multitude of suppliers for a single event, and more often than not choose to employ 
the services of a single provider to deliver a turnkey solution for their event. 

To this end, with the intention of improving the level of service the service providers 
provide to clients, as well as to capitalize on being able to access a rebate on as 
many services being provided within the centre as possible, the CTICC has engaged 
in the process of appointing a panel of three turnkey exhibition services suppliers, so 
as to ensure that whatever the clients personal preference may be with respect to 
the provision of exhibition services, the CTICC's subcontractor offering should meet 
such requirements. 

The services encompassed within the turnkey offering include stand building, 
exhibition carpeting, electrics, plumbing, electronics, and furniture. Over and above 
this, the CTICC has set in place a rule, that it is a requirement for all clients to utilize 
the services of the in house contracted cleaning service provider. 
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The above is to be read in conjunction with current business demands as well as with 
the expansion underway and CTICC East's anticipated opening within the said 
financial year. 

The CTICC will require that the respective service provider(s) be accredited to 
provide services within the Centre. So as to level the “playing fields” between 
contracted service providers who pay the CTICC an opportunity fee, and non- 
contracted service providers who to date have enjoyed the services the facility 
offers without contributing to the upkeep, the CTICC will now also be charging them 
a nominal fee to allow them to work within the Centre. 

The event application process was initially brought about as a goodwill measure. 
There is a however a trend of clients absconding from their responsibilities with 
regard to this process and requirement and this has placed tremendous pressure on 
the Conferences and Exhibitions Unit. 

CTICC's preferred Safety & Security service provider will include this in its list of 
services once contracted for an event. 

Key trends indicate that more competitors are entering the exhibition services 
market. The implication of this to the CTICC is that more clients are choosing to use 
external service providers and not the CTICC's preferred in-house supplier and this 
has resulted in declining revenues. 

The above highlights and further supports the decision of the CTICC in appointing a 
turnkey product and service offering through an appointed panel of 3 service 
providers for its exhibition market. 

Budget 

The consolidated Sub-contracted Services budget for 201 6/17 has been set at 
R9.3m. 
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4.2.6 Parking and Logistics Unit 

The Parking and Logistics Units' role is to ensure the smooth running of event build- 
ups and breakdowns from a marshalling perspective. The CTICC provides staffing to 
monitor and manage the parking facilities, to meet the needs of both the clients 
and delegates. The first and the last client experience of the Centre, resides with the 
Parking unit, therefore comprehensive briefing and knowledge is expected from the 
team. 

The Parking unit is responsible for planning and ensuring sufficient parking for event 
attendees, staff and contractors. Road closures, shuttle services and meter taxi 
services for events all form part of the Parking and Logistics Unit's planning. 

Rationale 

Ease of access to and from the parking facilities 

• Seamless access of the parking facilities for all event stakeholders 

• Enable and maximise parking availability within the CTICC precinct to as 
many of its patrons. To this end, the CTICC will require the assistance by the 
City of Cape Town in the following; 

- That we be afforded the opportunity to lease the vacant piece of 
land along FW de Klerk boulevard, commonly known as “Areas 1 and 
2”, on a long term lease, in order to cater for the parking demand 
when hosting larger and multiple events 

- That we be afforded the opportunity of leasing the area in FW de Klerk 
boulevard, commonly known as “Area 3”, on a long term lease, so as 
to be suitably developed to accommodate the anticipated delivery 
vehicle stacking. It is intended for the area to be used as a staging 
area, prior to them accessing CTICC East complex's Marshalling Yard. 
The very limited availability of marshalling space within CTICC East, as 
well as logistical challenges relating to having to operate exhibition 
halls on two levels, the CTICC has identified that strict logistic controls 
will be required to alleviate congestion of the Marshalling Yard. To this 
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end, dedicated logistics personnel will be appointed to control access 
into the Marshalling yard, from “Area 3”. 

• The CTICC be afforded the opportunity of leasing basement B -1 within the 
CTICC East development until such time as the tower is opened. 

The implementation of a parking bay indicator system which will provide further ease 
of accessibility of the parking bays. 

Build-up and breakdown logistics 

• Smooth build-up and breakdown processes which will increase efficiency 
from stand builders and client satisfaction. 

• Compliance with the City Traffic Services requirements to properly manage 
the Marshalling Yard and alleviate city congestions. 

Easy access of parking facilities and parking bays 

• The implementation of the parking bay indicator system which will provide 
further easy accessibility of the parking bays. 

Safe parking facility 

As part of the continued effort to improve the level of service by enhancing security 
for all who park within the facilities, further capital funding has been ring-fenced in 
this year's budget to further upgrade the CCTV monitoring abilities within the parking 
areas, by adding an additional 15 CCTV cameras. 

Key objectives and Action Plan 

Ensure sufficient parking for event attendees, staff and contractors and that the area 
is easily accessible 

• To ensure a smooth running of event build-ups and breakdowns 

• Ensure better planning relating to road closures and through regular 
engagement with the existing taxi service provider, ensure that they provide 
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an increased number of shuttle and meter taxi services as and when required 
for large events to ensure easy access of the parking facility and bays for the 
visitors, the CTICC will be upgrading the SATT signage system. The upgrade will 
communicate the availability of bays and the number available in each 
parking garage. 

To ensure smooth running of event build-ups and breakdown between CTICC East 

and West 

• The current system has exceeded its lifespan and thus provides little or no 
assistance at all. The SATT Signage system upgrade will alleviate the need for 
the clients to drive around when looking for available parking, as this in turn 
creates congestion in the City 

• The introduction of the Logistics Unit within the Parking Unit was essential. The 
Logistics Unit is responsible for identifying and evaluating major build-up and 
breakdown challenges which may negatively impact on traffic. After the 
assessment, planning and scheduling will take place in conjunction with 
event organisers and suppliers. 

The scheduling will ensure a smooth build-up and breakdown process and in return 

alleviate traffic congestions and ensure compliance with the city Traffic Services 

requirement. 

Easy access of parking facilities and parking bays 

• SATT signage upgrade for easy access of the parking facility and the 
implementation of the parking bay indicator for fast and convenient way to 
find available parking. 

Build-up and breakdown logistics 

• Build-up and breakdown scheduling in conjunction with clients and stand 
builders. Employment of Marshalling Yard controllers and the use of the 
stacking area in FW De Klerk Boulevard

4.3 Finance Department 

The Finance Department is a key support department and is responsible for the 
financial management of the company and supply chain management. The 
department consists of the following units 

• Finance Unit 

• Supply Chain Management Unit 


4.3.1 Finance Overview 

The Finance Unit provides financial support to the CTICC. The core focus is to provide 
a daily finance function to the organisation. The unit provides support for the various 
revenue streams by ensuring that monies are collected from clients and by paying 
suppliers/subcontractors for purchases as well as for services rendered. 

Although the CTICC operates as a commercial entity, it is a Municipal Entity - the 
City of Cape Town holds the majority of the shares in the company. CTICC therefore 
has to adhere to the Municipal Finance Management Act (MFMA) and other 
legislation affecting Municipal Entities and State Owned Companies. 
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This unit plays an integral role in ensuring that the City of Cape Town's targets in 
relation to procurement, corporate governance and external audits are met. 

Rationale 

• Working capital management: Maximising interest income yield 

Monitoring debtors and ensuring that outstanding debts are recovered 
- Timeous payment to suppliers 

Cash flow management and optimising interest earned

Key Objectives and Action Plan 

Working capital management: Maximising interest income yield 
Monitoring debtors and ensuring that outstanding debts are recovered 

• To ensure that debtors pay outstanding amounts according to the credit 
control policy and that outstanding debts are collected according to the 
debt collection policy. This ensures that sufficient funds are available and that 
the organisation remains a going concern. 

• Debtors' days maintained at healthy levels where debts are collected 
according to the debt collection policy, monitoring debtors and ensuring that 
outstanding debts are recovered. This will be monitored by calculating 
debtors' days on a monthly and annual basis. 
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Timeous payment to suppliers 

• To timeously pay SMME suppliers 1 5 days from statement. These suppliers have 
a turnover of less than R5m per annum and rely heavily on cash flow. In 
addition, the development of these suppliers contributes to the BBBEE rating. 
To timeously pay other suppliers 30 days from statement as per the MFMA. 
These suppliers have a turnover of above R5m per annum 

• Ensuring that supplier payment terms are strictly enforced. 

• Cash flow management and optimising interest earned 

• Ensure that there is enough cash available to finance business operations and 
that surplus cash is invested according to the investment policy, yielding 
maximum interest income. 

Improving the fixed asset management control environment 

• Enhancing asset verification through improving asset descriptions and 
verifying all assets. The CTICC will conduct an exercise that ties all physical 
assets back to the fixed asset register. Full asset counts will be performed bi- 
annually. 

Asset barcoding project 

• In order to further improve the accuracy and control of fixed assets and the 
fixed asset register, the CTICC would like to embark on an asset barcoding 
project. This would involve barcoding assets and tying this back to the fixed 
asset register. 

• Improving the fixed asset management control environment: Physical assets 
can be traced back to the fixed asset register. All asset descriptions are 
standardised and serial numbers and other important information captured 
for each asset in EBMS and on the fixed asset register 
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Monitoring of cash payments made in relation to CTICC East 

CTICC East contracts will require close monitoring and control of payments made 
according to completion of specific phases during the construction. This will require 
a new set of reports to assist in ensuring tight cash flow control. Continuous reporting 
and review of payments relating to the CTICC East will be executed. 

Cash flow management, cash flow forecast in order to invest surplus funds in line 
with the investment policy. 

Financial reporting 

Monitoring of actual spend versus budget and reporting monthly, quarterly and 
annually to Management, Board and Shareholders. The unit will ensure that the 
reports are in aligned with National Treasury requirements.

Ensuring that the approved annual audit plan is adhered to and whereby the 
organisation benefits from the improved internal controls. 

• Ensuring that these are completed during the proposed timeframes set by the 
external auditors. 

• Compliance with legislation and good governance. 
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Achieving an unqualified, clean audit report annually 

Ensuring sound financial management and adhering to GRAP standards to achieve 
an annual unqualified, clean audit. Ensuring that all management actions in 
response to audit recommendations, as far as possible, are implemented. 

Efficient receipting of supplier invoices and statements 

Registering the CTICC on supplier databases in order to access electronic 
statements and invoices timeously 

CTICC East: Setting up of Management Report 

To create a set of general ledger accounts for recording entries for Revenue & 
Expenditure relating to the CTICC East operation. 

4.3.2 Supply Chain Management Unit 

Supply Chain Management Overview 

The core function of the Supply Chain Management Unit is to ensure that the correct 
product / services are procured in order to meet client needs. SCM plays a pivotal 
role working in tandem with the line units, to develop correct specifications as 
required for goods and services and ensuring compliance to Supply Chain 
Management regulations. 

Key Objectives and Action Plans 

• To maximise enterprise development and empowerment. 

• To oversee detailed demand management. 

• To institute effective cost saving mechanisms to improve profitability. 

• To encourage green procurement / sustainable procurement. 
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Enterprise development and empowerment 

Empowerment of the knowledge base of SMME will increase competition within the 
market and assist CTICC in maintaining its current BBBEE status level. Research into 
employing empowerment initiatives is currently being investigated such as the 
compilation of CTICC procurement booklet, etc. The proposed procurement 
booklet will be developed to empower SMMEs knowledgebase. 

Detailed demand management 

The objective of demand management is to ensure that the resources required to 
fulfil the needs identified within the strategic plan of the organisation, are delivered 
at the right time, price and place and that the quantity and quality will satisfy those 
needs of the user. This analysis must be included as part of the strategic planning 
process of CTICC and will therefore incorporate future needs. Procurement plans 
cannot be developed in isolation, since some should form part of CTICC 's other 
functional strategies. SCM will collaborate with other units to formalize a 
procurement plan. 

Institute effective cost saving mechanisms to improve profitability 

Negotiate with tendered suppliers (especially food and beverage suppliers) in order 
to affect minimum of 1 - 2% cost savings. Given the current economic environment 
cost saving efforts must be entrenched throughout the organisation. 

Green procurement / sustainable procurement 

A key focus area will be promoting environmental and sustainability practices 
through advocating responsible procurement processes. Sustainable procurement is 
a process whereby organisations meet their needs for goods, services, works and 
utilities in a way that achieves value for money on a whole life basis in terms of 
generating benefits not only to the organisation, but also to society and the 
economy, whilst minimizing damage to the environment. It will raise the profile of the 
centre as a green champion in its industry. Environmental and sustainability initiatives 
will be included within tender specifications. 
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Trend Analysis 

Enterprise development and empowerment - At the end of 2014/15 financial year, 
SMME's comprised 68% of total suppliers. During 201 3/2014 financial year, these 
comprised 63% of total suppliers. The organisation is therefore developing these 
suppliers which have contributed to the trend of achieving a level 2 BBBEE rating 
since 2009. BBBEE spend increased from 78.44% in 201 3/201 4 to 85.52% in 201 4/15. 

Detailed demand management - A 1 2 week's lead time is estimated for tenders 
from inception date until award date. 

Achieving an unqualified, clean audit annually - The CTICC has achieved an 
unqualified, clean audit report for the 2013/2014 and 201 4/15 financial years. The 
CTICC's goal is to maintain this trend and achieve this in the 2015/201 6 financial year 
and beyond. 

4.4 Governance Unit 

4.4.1 Governance overview 

The core focus of the department is the effective administration of Board and 
Shareholder matters and to ensure that procedures and structures are in place to 
promote good corporate governance by the Company. The department provides 
administrative support at various levels of the organisation and plays and oversight 
role in regard to governance matters. The department also liaises with CIPC, the 
Company's Shareholders, Attorneys, BBBEE Rating Agency and certain other 
stakeholders. 

The Company Secretariat strives to ensure that the Company has a balanced and 
representative Board of Directors, which is properly informed and equipped to make 
the right decisions in the best interests of the Company within the constraints of the 
legal framework within which it operates. The Company Secretary ensures that 
proper records are kept of decisions and that the Company's corporate statutory 
records are kept up to date. 
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Rationale 

It is important that Board members are aware of their duties and responsibilities as 
directors in terms of the applicable legislation and Good Corporate Governance 
Principles in general. New Board members must therefore receive a thorough 
induction as soon as possible to enable them to add value to the Company. 

It is important that Board members and shareholders respectively receive 
comprehensive reports to enable them to make informed decisions regarding the 
Company. 

It is important to maintain a good working relationship and mutual understanding 
between the Company and its shareholders. 

Key objectives and action plan 

A key priority remains ensuring that the issuing of shares for cash to fund the 
Company's expansion is done timeously and correctly. 

Seminars will be arranged for the Company's Directors on relevant topics such as 
the 2008 Companies Act, King IV, and relevant legislation. 

The Company Secretary will aim to timeously provide the necessary support and 
information to enable her colleagues and other employees to make informed 
decisions and submit accurate and to complete documentation where necessary 
(e.g. bids). 

An important ongoing task is ensuring that the necessary information is compiled to 
ensure that the Company receives the best possible BBBEE rating under the new 
Sector code, based on the information provided. 

It is important that the Company's records with the Companies and Intellectual 
Property Commission are kept up to date through the timeous lodgement of forms 
and returns. 
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A further aim is to keep legal costs within acceptable limits and within budgeted 
targets. 

It remains of the utmost importance to obtain a clean audit. 


4.5 Human Resources Department 

4.5.1 Human Resources Overview 

The Human Resource department is transitioning from a service delivery model to a 
business partnering model, by becoming more of a strategic partner. HR will partner 
with the business in the formation of strategy, the design of the organisation, and 
implementing the business mode. The operational goal of the Human Resources 
Department is to drive and support the workforce through development, 
recruitment and retention. 

The success of the centre is built on individual successes of each of the employees 
and those successes are the result of the ability to attract the most talented people 
and give them every opportunity to realise their full potential. 

It is the CTICC's sincere belief that growing its people contributes to growing the 
organisation. In doing so CTICC attracts employees of a high calibre, retains staff 
through providing focused training and development, and offers affordable 
employee benefits and competitive remuneration, within a and safe working 
environment. 

Human Capital Development is one of the Company KPIs. 

Key Objectives 

To ensure that the CTICC remains an employer of choice, and nourish the 
development of the employees in order to create an environment that recognizes 
hard work and talent. The three key objectives of the HR department for 201 6/1 7 
are: 
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• Efficiency - identifying and improving the cost of HR service delivery (e.g. cost 
of hiring) as well as time taken to provide the services (e.g. time take to fill 
vacancies) 

• Effectiveness - cost/benefit analysis of HR service delivery, as well as the HR 
dashboard or scorecard to measure effectiveness 

• Impact - this is the quality of talent decisions, as well as the business impact of 
low vs high performance of staff 

As a Department, we would like to continue a positive culture through: 

• Attracting the best calibre employees. CTICC will continue to provide 
competitive market related remuneration and affordable benefits, while 
aligning recruitment processes to best practice; 

• Retaining employees by providing competitive market related remuneration, 
and through offering development opportunities to the employees. CTICC will 
also retain employees through the provision of safe and compliant working 
environment, where the leaders are developed to effectively lead their 
teams; 

• Continuing with the Training and Development initiatives. Training needs are 
identified through a skills audit, per department. Individual personal 
development plans will be drawn up for all employees. Internship and ‘Job 
shadow opportunities are on-going initiatives; 

• Continuing to acknowledge exceptional performance through the approved 
Rewards and Recognition Programme 

• Ensuring compliance with all applicable legislation. This includes having 
identified staff skilled in the Minimum Competency Levels Training course, 
designed by National Treasury, specified in Government Gazette 29967, of 
June 2007; 
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• Developing and updating the company policies to ensure that they are 
aligned with legislation and best practice and to continue communicating 
these to all staff. 

Rationale 

In order to continue to successfully run a convention centre of such high calibre, 
CTICC would need to retain the best staff and ensure ongoing development, in 
order to remain aligned to international standards, expectations and best practice. 
By engaging with staff and keeping staff engaged, CTICC will be able to be more 
responsive to their needs. Simply by taking care of the employees CTICC will ensure 
that the business runs smoothly, as research has found that the more engaged 
employees are, the more happy employees are in their jobs, thus ensuring that they 
perform optimally at all times. 

The Human Resources strategy focuses on the development as well as the retention 
of employees. With people being the core focus the Human Resources Department 
would like to achieve the following: 

• Develop and implement a formalized Succession policy and plan. 

• Develop a skills Transferal programme, to ensure that knowledge and skills are 
shared. 

• Implementation and utilization of the Resources Centre, by all employees. 

Design a retention and engagement strategy by: 

• Offering competitive market related remuneration through a bench-marking 
exercise 

• Providing a safe and compliant work environment where leaders are 
developed. 

• Creating a culture that promotes learning and development 
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Trend Analysis 

Human Resources Trends 

Engaged Employees and their commitment to the organisation: 

Increasing levels of employee engagement through focusing on holistic employee 
wellbeing. 

Creating an environment and brand that allows the CTICC to be an employer of 
choice alongside the current reputation of success. 

This will lead to the on-boarding of passionate employees as the retention of 
employees. Initially individuals are drawn to the CTICC due to the brand, experience 
and image, but the retention is built around the environment that they find 
themselves working in. 

The following strategies will be implemented: 

• Focused training in relation to personal development plans and skills audits; 

• Focussed recruitment, defined by the departmental and organizational 
strategic objectives and the need prior to recruitment; 

• Ongoing Leadership training in terms MFMA- Minimum competency and 
leadership Development; 

• Promotion of wellness and team cohesiveness through Team building 

• Investigate market comparisons salary surveys, best suited for the Centre 
industry 

• Review of Reward and Recognition programme 

• Continue to recruit and promote internally in relation to succession plans and 
in accordance to the individuals job-organizational fit; 

Measures/ Metrics and Return on Investment (ROI) 

As part of the strategic partnering agenda, FIR is accountable to the business 
through measuring efficiency and improving the cost-benefit ratio. 
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The key measures in this regard are: 

• Identifying high impact talent and developing key retention / training / 
development strategies for them 

• Assessing / evaluating HR programs and processes to ensure they are 
supportive of business objectives 

Additional measures / metrics include: 

• Employee feedback forms, exit interviews, teambuilding, training; on-going 
sessions with departments on a management level 

• Statistics and reports pertaining to absenteeism and turnover 

• Amount of staff being trained in terms of job and personal development. 

• Number of internal recruits and promotions. 

• Increase in employee involvement 

5. BUDGET 

5.1 Financial Projections 

Despite global and national economic challenges, the CTICC's financial history 
indicates that the company has managed to generate an operating profit year on 
year. As a municipal entity the CTICC is mandated to ensure its financial 
sustainability, while also contributing to GDP and job creation. The financial plan for 
2016/17 reflects that, with the projected hosting of 500 events, the company will be 
generating a total revenue of R21 8m for the year. The 201 6/17 financial year budget 
has taken into account four months of trade of the CTICC East Expansion; however 
costs have been accounted for from practical completion date being October 
2016. The result of this is that the existing operation has to absorb the start-up costs 
for the new building. The 201 6/1 7 operational plans which are factored into the 
budgets have taken into account growth in primary and secondary revenue 
streams, as well as the continuous drive to save on costs. The business needs in 
respect of capital expenditure for the existing building, which is also funded from 
CTICC reserves, have been budgeted at R34.8m for the year. The capital 
expenditure is for new and existing assets, which will contribute to the CTICC 
remaining a world class facility. 
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The 2016/17 budget process was prepared following a similar approach used in 

previous years. The budget takes into account the current market conditions, such 
as inflation, historical trend analysis, as well as the proposed City budget guidelines. 
The combined budgeted 2016/17 operating profit before interest depreciation and 
tax (EBITDA) for the company is projected at R2.3m for the year. The existing facility 
will generate a R26.7m operating profit before interest depreciation and tax 
(EBITDA), however, this will be absorbed by the start-up costs of the R24.4m for the 
new building. 

The 2016/17 budget includes a 41 % (R43m) “blue sky” revenue, as the budget is 
prepared for the City well in advance of the start date of the 2016/1 7 financial year, 
where there are few bookings in the system on which the budget can be based. 
Due to the nature of the business and the increase in short term bookings we have 
always included a portion of “unknown” revenue for the unknown or short term 
business. As venue rental income is the primary source of revenue the other revenue 
streams' budgets are prepared with these same assumptions. 

Gross Margins is budgeted to be maintained at an average of 77%. Indirect costs for 
the existing facility has been budgeted to increase at 6.5%, for most of the 
categories of indirect costs except for maintenance, electricity, water, refuse, 
personnel costs and building costs, which have been budgeted to increase in line 
with the City budget guidelines. The 201 6/1 7 budget reflects a R1 4.3m profit before 
tax for the existing facility and a net loss before tax of R32.4m for the new building. 
The combined net loss after tax for the 2016/17 financial year is budgeted at R18m.

1 . DEFINITIONS AND ABBREVIATIONS 


1.1 DEFINITIONS 

“Accounting Officer” Means a person appointed in terms of 

section 82(1) (a) or (b) of the Municipal 
Structures Act; and also refers to the 
municipal manager of a municipality in terms 
of section 60 of the MFMA 

“Accounts Payable” Accounts Payable is money owed by an 

organisation to its vendors/suppliers (Trade 
Creditors) for goods and services purchased 
on credit. 

“A Construction Contract” Is a contract specifically tendered/ 

negotiated for the construction of an asset or 
the maintenance of assets that necessarily 
takes a substantial period of time to 
complete and may stretch over more than 
one financial year. 

“City” Means City of Cape Town 

“Credit Note” A document provided by a vendor/supplier, 

stating that a certain amount has been 
credited to the City’s account due to 
supplies been returned. 

“Disbursement Transaction” Refer to the payment of invoices received 

for goods and services. 

“Electronic Fund Transfer” The electronic movement of funds from the 

City’s main bank account to the different 
vendor/supplier accounts in the same or 
different banks, through the use of wire 
transfer, automatic teller machines or 
computers but without the use of paper 
documents. 

“Framework Orders” A purchasing document used for the procu- 

rement of materials or external services. 
Instead of stipulating a specific delivery 
date, this type of purchase order has an 
extended validity period. Goods or services 
can be supplied or performed against it over 
this period without the need for any further 
written instruction to be issued by the buying 
entity.

Framework orders are defined with 
document type FO. They are used in 
accelerated procurement processes in 
connection with preventive maintenance 
(servicing) plans or invoicing plans, and for 
blanket purchase orders (purchase orders 
with specified limits). 

A framework order covers multiple 
procurement transactions over a longer 
period in cases where the administrative 
costs of processing discrete POs would be 
disproportionately high. 

Is confirmation documentation by the 
receiving department or requisitioner that 
shows that the ordered goods were 
received. It is used along with a purchase 
order (PO) in the "three-way match" to 
authorise invoice payment. 

Means Integrated Development Plan 

A non-negotiable commercial instrument 
issued by a vendor/supplier to the City 
identifying both trading parties, 
lists/describes and quantifies the 
items/services provided, and shows the date 
of supply together with prices, discounts (if 
any), delivery and payment terms. 

Means Municipal Finance Management Act 
No 56 of 2003. 

The partial or complete discharge of an 
obligation by its settlement in the form of the 
transfer of funds on an approved 
outstanding invoice. 

As stipulated in the SCM policy and 
informed to suppliers of goods and services 
rendered, in the City’s case also repeated 
on the official order issued to 
vendors/suppliers and further elaborated on 
in Annexure A. 

Is a document sent to a supplier or vendor, 
authorising the delivery of a product to the 
customer at a specified price, place, time 
and terms. 
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The creation of a purchase order creates a 
legally binding contract which cannot be 
changed without the consent of both parties. 
A customer may sometimes create an open 
or standing purchase order, called a 
framework order which allows the customer 
to order quantities of the product(s) from the 
vendor/supplier over a period of time 
(usually a year) at the specified price. Open 
POs are often used for services which occur 
over a period of time. 

“Registry Section” Depository for the receiving of invoices and 

statements for distribution to the processing 
staff and the safekeeping of such 
documents for audit purposes. 

“Statement” Summary of all transactions debits or credits 

with a vendor or supplier that occurred 
during the previous month and their effect 
on an open-account balance. It is also called 
a statement of account. 

“Sundry Invoices” Refer to invoices which relate to ad hoc or 

once off purchases, which are not linked to a 
SAP purchase number. 

“Tax Invoice” The elements of what depicts a valid Tax 

Invoice are attached as Annexure B to this 
document. 

“VAT” Means Value Added Tax. VAT is a 

consumption tax levied on goods and 
services at each step of the 
production/distribution cycle. An indirect tax, 
VAT is paid by manufacturers, distributors 
and retailers when they receive goods in 
their inventories. Businesses are able to 
recover VAT payments through tax 
deductions, with the cost of the tax 
ultimately paid by the end-consumer. 

“Vendor Master File” A central, comprehensive data base file 

generally maintained by the Accounts 
Payable Department that contains 
information about vendors/suppliers used to 
facilitate financial transactions between 
companies. 
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The information includes payment terms, 
address, names, credit limit, and payment or 
purchase transaction history.

2. PROBLEM STATEMENT 

In compliance with the Municipal Finance Management Act (No. 56 of 2003), 
Local Government: Municipal Systems Act (No. 32 of 2000), the King III Code 
on Corporate Governance in South Africa (2009) and any other applicable 
legislation, the City must establish and maintain an adequate internal financial 
control system. 

Limited resources should be used effectively, efficiently and in accordance 
with the approved budget as well as the financial policy as determined by the 
financial regulations for local authorities and guidelines by the Financial 
Management of the City of Cape Town. 

The Accounts Payable Policy document serves to support the concept of the 
control measures necessary within Accounts Payable. Further it is deemed to 
serve as: 
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(i) an information document in order that the users of the Accounts 
Payable service have an understanding of what is required. 

(ii) a working document to make the processes of Accounts Payable more 
effective. 

3. DESIRED OUTCOME 

The main desired outcome of this policy is to ensure the City’s compliance 
with Section 65 (2)(e) of the MFMA which requires that the Accounting Officer 
must take all reasonable steps to ensure: - 

❖ that all money owing by the municipality be paid within 30 days of 
receiving the relevant invoice or statement, unless prescribed 
otherwise for certain categories of expenditure. 

4. STRATEGIC FOCUS AREAS (INTENT) 

The strategic focus areas of the City are enshrined in the City’s Integrated 
Development Plan (IDP) and are categorised into five pillars. 

These pillars are namely, the Opportunity City, the Well-run City, the Safe 
City, the Caring City and the Inclusive City. 

This policy supports the Opportunity City and Well-run City pillars. 

The underlying tenets of the Well-run City are the principles of openness and 
due process. A Well-run City is the guarantor of all other government 
programmes. Citizens need to know that their government works for them, is 
accountable to them and answers to them at all times. Governments manage 
public resources and programmes. As such, they must be constantly 
scrutinised in public to ensure responsible management. 


5. PURPOSE 

The purpose of this policy is to prescribe a process to be followed for the 
control and processing of all payments in terms of the Municipal Finance 
Management Act, Act no 56 of 2003. 


6. SCOPE OF APPLICATION 

This Policy is applicable to - 

a) All official payments made by the City to Vendors/Suppliers of the City or 
other duly authorized payments. 

b) Exceptions to this policy shall apply with the specific authorization of the 
Director Expenditure except for deviations in Sundry Payments which 
would require special authorization from Director Supply Chain 
Management as delegated by the City Manager in terms of the 
Procurement Policy. 
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7. REGULATORY CONTEXT 

This policy is developed and guided by the following legislations and 
regulations: 

-> Municipal Finance Management Act (MFMA), Act No. 56 of 2003 
-> Value Added T ax Act 89 of 1 991 

-> Preferential Procurement Policy Framework Act 2000 (Act 5 of 2000)

-> City of Cape Town System of Delegations 
-> Credit Control & Debt Collection Policy 

Clause 5 of this Credit Control & Debt Collection Policy states that “The City 
shall not conduct any business activity with or provide any services to any 
persons who are in arrears with municipal accounts except as provided for in 
legislation or policy and as determined by the City from time to time, nor will 
any refunds of credits be made to any debtor or any debtor’s nominee who is 
in arrears with their Municipal account. 

By the direction of this Credit Control & Debt Collection Policy and when re- 
quested by Revenue Department, Accounts Payable deducts arrears from 
any service provider.

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9. POLICY DIRECTIVE DETAILS 

9.1 TRADE CREDITORS ORDER PAYMENTS 

Goods and services for the City of Cape Town will be procured by means of an 
official order in accordance with the Preferential Procurement Policy. 

Only original Tax Invoices & Invoices certified as copies & EDI’s (Electronically 
Delivered Invoices - see Annexure C attached), with reference to an official 
purchase order, shall be accepted for the processing of a payment. 

The Order Payments process is designed to limit risks of unauthorized 
purchases and improve budgetary control of the City’s expenditure. 


The SAP/ERP system will allow for the electronic authorization of invoices and 
delivery notes, by means of a workflow process. The detail of documents can 
be accessed electronically thus rendering the circulation of “hard copies” 
unnecessary. 

The Standard Operating Procedure of this function is set out under AP’s 
Website indicating the steps to be followed to ensure payments are made as 
required. 

9.2 SUNDRY PAYMENTS 

Sundry Payments relate to disbursements that cannot (due to specific 
circumstances) be processed by using the formal procurement procedures and 
are therefore not linked to an official order. 

Sundry Payments are made to registered Vendors/Suppliers except in the 
case of once off, Ad-hoc payments, referred to as “One Time 
Vendors/Suppliers”. 

Should the vendor/supplier be registered for VAT purposes, the invoice will be 
a Tax Invoice. 

Sundry Payments are allowable exceptions to the Formal Procurement 
Procedures and are specifically described in the Supply Chain Management 
Policy, (Section 308 - 31 2). 

These payment requests must be accompanied by an official Payment Request 
form and detailed supporting documents, unless another process is applicable. 
These deviations from the Official Procurement Processes have to be 
authorized by the Director: Supply Chain Management as delegated by The 
City Manager. 

Special payments are made to accommodate high value payments or services 
that have specific due dates for payment e.g. Telkom, Eskom. etc. 
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Should the vendor/supplier not be registered on SAP, then the payment is 
processed on the one time vendor/supplier accounts. 

Regular checks are to be performed on the one time accounts to ensure that 
the same vendors/suppliers are not regularly paid and an allowable limit will be 
two occasions. 

Arrangements are to be made that regular paid one time vendors/suppliers are 
loaded as trade vendors/suppliers by the Vendor Master Section. 

The division of work for staff members will be done according to supplier 
categories. Although the actual processing of the various categories of 
vendor/supplier invoices onto the system is similar, the procedures followed 
when verifying the documentation and the control measures implemented are 
unique to each category. 

There will be a phased migration from sundry payments to the generation of 
purchase orders in respect of the procurement of goods and services in co- 
operation with Procurement. 

General Standard Operating Procedures and Specific Standard Operating 
Procedures for certain commodities are available on the Accounts Payable 
Website. 

9.3 CONTRACT/CERTIFICATE PAYMENTS 

1) The Contract/Certificate Payments Section is a centralized function. It 
forms part of the Sundry Creditors section. 

2) The Contract Section processes all construction contract payments. A 
construction contract is a contract specifically negotiated for the 
construction of an asset or the maintenance of assets that necessarily 
takes a substantial period of time to complete and may stretch over 
more than one financial year. 

3) The process of contract payments commences with the generation of a 
framework order (with or without a WBS number) for the procurement of 
Capital or Operating projects. 

4) Payments are made when a project leader presents payment certificates 
and other supporting documents for payment and after completion of a 
service entry sheet on the SAP system. 

5) Due to the bulky nature of supporting documents/contracts associated 
with these kinds of payments, line departments have a responsibility to 
ensure that all supporting documents related to these payments are 
properly kept within their environments, after all verification processes 
have been performed. 

6) Retentions, journals, account clearing, bank guarantees and sureties 
may also be applicable. 

7) Types of related payments: 

❖ Payment of a number of certificates of all capital work, after 
retention has been dealt with. 

❖ Periodic retention releases.

9.4 PROCESSING OF PAYMENTS 

The Payment Processing Section is responsible for processing disbursement 
transactions by means of electronic transfers. 

Once vendors/suppliers are paid by means of an Electronic Funds Transfer 
(EFT) a remittance advice is automatically faxed, emailed or posted to the 
vendor/supplier depending on the preferred method of communication by the 
vendor/supplier. 

Payment refunds are activated for Sport and Recreation, Facilities 
Management and Flousing Departments. Remittance advices will also be 
activated and mailed or faxed to the beneficiaries. 

The processing of payments will adhere strictly to the official payment terms of 
the City (Annexure A). 

The SAP/ERP system will allow for the electronic authorization of invoices and 
delivery notes, by means of a workflow process. 

Payment frequencies are detailed within the SOP which is available on AP’s 
Website. 

An internal control system including sound personnel practices and standard 
operating procedures reducing the risk of errors and fraud will be maintained. 

9.5 REGISTRY 

The Accounts Payable registry function is performed internally and does not 
make use of the corporate registry function of the City. 

The receiving of all invoices delivered to the Accounts Payable Registry in 
Bellville, either by hand delivery of posted to Private Bag X6, Bellville, 7535 are 
processed on a daily basis. 

All incoming mail (post, fax, courier) are date stamped and scanned for 
processing. 

All invoices processed are filed and daily archived as per the required act. 
Outgoing documents required by SARS, legal, forensic or audit are recorded in 
the outwards mail register. 

9.6 VERIFICATION OF INVOICES 

The verification process consists of the examination of all invoices and 
supporting documents to ensure that it complies with the following: 

(a) Original tax invoice in the name of the City of Cape Town 

(b) Values, extensions and additions are correct 

(c) All settlement discounts applicable are utilized, where beneficial. 
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(d) Allocation to a valid cost center and cost element/general ledger 
account for Sundry Payments. 

(e) Valid business authorization in terms of Council’s delegated authority 
(electronically/manual) 

(f) Invoices processed for payment must be dealt with in the applicable 
financial year. Applicable to Sundries only, Trade is GRN driven 

The elements of, what depicts a valid Tax Invoice, is attached as Annexure “B” 
to this policy.

9.7 METHODS OF PAYMENT 
Suppliers/Vendors 

All vendors/suppliers of the City of Cape Town shall be paid by means of EFT 
(Electronic Funds Transfers) 

Sundry Payments 

Sundry payments shall, as far as possible, be made by means of EFT, Cash 
Focus, cash send or foreign currency transfers. 

9.8 TERMS OF PAYMENT 

See Annexure A for the official terms of payment. 

The official terms of payment of the City will be honored as far as possible. 
However, should problems of any nature be encountered with the 
supplier/vendor, the payment could be delayed or intentionally withheld until the 
issues are resolved, i.e. parked invoices, blocked invoices, etc. 

In all cases, invoices must be submitted directly to Accounts Payable for inclusion 
in the relevant pay-run. Should documentation be submitted late, the payment 
will be included in the next appropriate payment run. 

Should the processing of a payment be delayed due to the late submission of 
documentation, any penalties imposed will be for the account of the functional 
business area. Any queries will also be referred to such department. 

No person shall commit Council to making a payment earlier than the actual 
due dates for payment. 
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9.9 FREQUENCY OF PAYMENTS 

The objective is to effect one payment per suppiier/vendor per month, which 
should include all amounts due. 

Contract payments are to be effected when due in terms of approved payment 
terms. 

Standard Payment Terms (ZP02) [Monthly] 

All invoices, for goods received and services rendered or engineering and 
construction works, received on or before the 20 th of a particular month, will be 
paid between the 23 rd and 26 th of the ensuing month, on condition that the 
services were found to be of an acceptable level as goods receipted (GRN) by 
the requisitioner. 

Payments made between the 23 rd and 26 th will include invoices that will be due 
as at the end of the month too. 

In all instances the invoices must only be issued and dated when the goods 
and services has fully been rendered. 

9.10 EXECUTION OF PAYMENTS 

The Payment section shall ensure that the necessary control measures for all 
payments are maintained by relevant senior staff using access controls, 
passwords, exception reports and regular audit trail printouts. 

Electronic Funds Transfer (EFT) - to be performed via: 

• Link Direct 

• ABSA Global (Foreign transfers) 

• Business Integrator (Cash send) 

• Cash Focus 

9.11 DOCUMENTATION 

All documentation processed by Accounts Payable shall be retained and will 
remain under the control of the Accounts Payable Registry Unit for at least 
three financial years, thereafter transferred to Corporate Stores. 

These documents can be accessed electronically thus rendering the circulation 
of “hard copies” unnecessary. 

9.12 SETTLEMENT DISCOUNTS 

Where settlement discounts are offered, it will be taken with due cognizance of 
the City’s cash flow status as well as the negative impact it might have on the 
normal work-flow within the Payment section. This implies that the disruption 
and cost of special runs may not warrant a deviation from the periodic payment 
run dates. All payments processed will be in line with the City’s payment terms 
taking cognizance of any potential settlement discounts. 
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The settlement discounts being recognized at its source will be allocated to 
Revenue Element 860300 of the Accounts Payable Section. 

9.13 RECONCILIATION OF VENDOR/SUPPLIER STATEMENTS 

The reconciliation of supplier’s statements, when received, will be performed on a 
monthly basis. The 90 days and older statements will receive preference. 

9.14 DISPUTED INVOICES 

It is the duty of the line department to resolve all queries related to disputed 
invoices. This will result in the invoice being paid or a credit note (full or partial) 
being provided by the vendor/supplier. 

9.15 PETTY CASH 

This is performed on a SCM functionality whereby pre authorization is obtained 
electronically from cost center owners and once expended sent to SCM via AP 
for final approval before being included on the fortnightly pay run to effected 
staff members. 

9.16 YEAR END PROCESS 
General 

Annually a communication is sent to business areas (via Treasury Department) 
regarding the due dates at year end for: 

Goods Received Notes 

The capture of AP sundry invoices, credit memos and other 
adjustments in period 13. 

Trade Creditors 

The capturing is normal until 30 June and Invoices captured from the 1 July will 
be allocated automatically to the correct financial year by SAP-system based 
on the date of the goods received note. 

Sundry Creditors 

The “old year” invoices are captured in Period 13 while the “new year” invoices 
are captured in Period 1 of the new financial year. 

Contracts 

There is no change in capturing procedures at year end because expenditure is 
automatically allocated to the correct financial year by the SAP system based 
on the posting date of the service entry sheet. 
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Payment Processing/Authorising 

A normal monthly process is followed. 

Reconciliation of SAP Control and Suspense Accounts 

A normal monthly process is followed. 

Generation and provision of reports for various Accounts Payable 
functions 

A normal monthly process is followed. 

10. IMPLEMENTATION, EVALUATION AND REVIEW 

This policy framework is important for the Financial Compliance of the City. It 
provides an all-inclusive administrative procedure for the management of 
Accounts Payable. 

a) The revised Accounts Payable Policy shall be implemented once 
approved by Council. 

b) Directorates must ensure that during implementation stages of the policy, 
there is consistent monitoring and evaluation of the policy as indicators will 
inform blockages within the policy implementation phases. 
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ANNEXURE A 


CITY OF CAPE TOWN - PAYMENT TERMS AND TYPES 

The payment terms have been set in terms of Council’s Preferential Procurement 
Policy, adopted by Council on 8 December 201 1 . This policy has been drawn up to 
give effect to the recent enabling legislation outlined in the Preferential Procurement 
Policy Framework Act 2000 (Act 5 of 2000) and the Preferential Procurement 
Regulations, 2001 . 

Extract from the Procurement Policy:- 

Payment Terms for Goods and Services 

■ A monthly payment cycle will be the norm. All invoices received for goods and 
services whereby the invoices are dated on or before the 20th of a particular 
month, will typically be paid between the 23rd and 26th of the ensuing month. 

■ The actual payment run dates will be dependent on the number of days of the 
month and the influence of public holidays. 


Business Reminder: 

System GRN’s must be completed after the goods and services have been 
satisfactorily delivered. GRN’s should be done using a delivery note and/or 
if not supplied, a Copy Invoice received from the Vendor/Supplier. 

GRN’s should then be available for viewing to Accounts Payable within 24 
hours after receipt of the goods and services by business. 

Invoices should be sent directly from the vendor/supplier to Accounts 
Payable. No original invoices should be retained by business. 
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ANNEXURE B 


What is a valid Tax Invoice? 

The requirements of a Tax invoice, as set out in the Value Added Tax Act, 89 of 
1991 (“VAT Act”). The amendments referred to below were introduced by section 
175 of the Revenue Laws Amendment Act No 45 of 2003 and are due to come into 
operation on 1 March 2005. The amended tax invoice requirements shall be 
applicable in respect of any supply made on or after 1 March 2005. 

Section 20(4) of the VAT Act, as amended, inter alia provides that a tax invoice shall 
contain the following particulars: 

1) The words “Tax Invoice” in a prominent place; 

2) The name, address and registration number of the vendor/supplier; 

3) The legal or trading name, address and where the recipient is a 
registered vendor/supplier, the registration number of the recipient; 

4) An individual serialized number and the date on which the tax invoice 
is issued; 

5) A full and proper description of the goods or services supplied; 

6) The quantity or volume of the goods or services supplied; 

7) Either- 

(i) The value of the supply, the amount of tax charged and the 
consideration for the supply; or 

(ii) Where the amount of tax charged is calculated by applying the 
tax fraction to the consideration, the consideration for the supply 
and either the amount of the tax and the rate, at which the tax 
was charged, or a statement that includes a charge in respect of 
the tax and the rate at which the tax was charged. 

8) Prior to the VAT Act Amendment, by section 175 of the Revenue Laws 
Amendment Act, no 45 of 2003, the VAT Act required that a tax invoice, 
inter alia, disclosed the name and address of the recipient of a taxable 
supply. However, the VAT Act now requires that in addition to the name 
and address of the recipient, the tax invoice for supplies in excess of R3 
000 should disclose the VAT registration number of the recipient, if he or 
she is a registered VAT vendor/supplier, on the face of the tax invoice. 

NOTE: 

-> If any of these points has been omitted from an invoice, report it to your 
section head immediately 

-> We may not claim Input VAT when paying for “Entertainment” items - 
food, etc. 

-> Invoices not exceeding R3 000 need to comply with points 1 , 2, 4, 5, 7 & 8 
only. 
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ANNEXURE C 


ELECTRONIC DELIVERED INVOICES (EDI’S) 

The following basic requirements are in place as per the VAT Act, VAT News 20 and 
more detailed information is available on VAT 404 Vendors Guide, The Electronic 
Communications and Transactions Act. 

The City Of Cape Town will accept your tax invoices in an electronic format 
under the following conditions: 

1. Transit Security: In order to be valid and to ensure a tamper free 
document, the transmitted document must use an encryption key of at 
least 128 bits or contain an electronic signature. The worldwide 
standard for sharing encrypted or digitally signed documents is the PDF 
format. The recipient must have the means of decoding the document. 

2. Secure Transmission: The electronic tax invoice must be sent over a 
secure line, the process of communication and delivery must also be 
secured by means of a 128 bit encryption, this will be indicated by “https". 

3. The electronic invoice will be treated as the original invoice and any 
copies must bear the words “copy tax invoice”. 

4. The biller and the recipient have to keep documents in a readable and 
encrypted format for a period of five years from the date of issue. 

5. The format of the electronic invoice does not have to mirror the paper 
invoice, as long as the electronic invoice covers the mandatory 
information. 

6. The same logic can be applied to credit notes, debit notes and statements. 

Mandatory information required on an electronic tax invoice: 

-> The name, address and VAT registration number of the biller. 

-> The name and address of the customer. 

-> A unique invoice number. 

-> The date. 

-> A description of the goods/services supplied. 

-> The number of units, mass or volume of goods supplied. 

-> The amount due and the VAT charged, or 

-> A statement that VAT is included in the price, as well as the rate of VAT 
charged. 
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Introduction 

The budget circular is compiled annually to guide municipalities on how to prepare their 
budget inputs. This circular focuses on the preparation of the 2016/17 Medium Term 
Revenue and Expenditure Framework (MTREF), reference should also be made to the 
previous circulars. This guidance includes national policy imperatives that should be 
accommodated and other relevant information. The circular provides a summary of South 
Africa’s economic outlook, inflationary targets, financial management issues and specific 
reference on how to give effect to National Treasury’s Municipal Budget and Reporting 
Regulations (MBRR). The key focus of this circular is the 2016 Local Government Elections, 
the demarcation process and the changes to the local government grant allocations. 

1. 2016 Local Government Elections and the budget process 

Local government elections are likely to be scheduled between May and August 2016; the 
proposed date is yet to be determined. Elections are important events - when we reaffirm our 
commitment to democratic and accountable government by choosing representatives of the 
people who will guide the work of local government for the next five years. 

The following four risks need to be explicitly managed: 

1. In terms of section 13 of the Municipal Property Rates Act, 2004 (Act No 6 of 
2004)(MPRA) and sections 24 and 42 of the Municipal Finance Management Act, 2003 
(Act No 56 of 2003)(MFMA), new tariffs for property rates, electricity, water and any 
other taxes and similar tariffs may only be implemented from the start of the municipal 
financial year (1 July). This means that the municipal council must approve the relevant 
tariffs before the commencement of 1 July; and, should this not happen, the municipality 
will not be able to increase its taxes and tariffs. Failure to obtain Council approval for the 
annual tariff increases would most likely cause an immediate financial crisis that may 
lead to the provincial executive intervening in the municipality in terms of section 139 of 
the Constitution; 

2. In terms of section 16 of the MFMA, a municipal council must approve the annual budget 
for the municipality before the start of the financial year, and should a municipal council 
fail to do so, section 26 of the MFMA prescribes that the provincial executive must 
intervene. This provincial intervention may include dissolving the municipal council and 
appointing an administrator to run the municipality; 

3. The outgoing council may be tempted to prepare an ‘election friendly budget’ - with 
unrealistically low tariff increases and an over-ambitious capital expenditure programme. 
The outcome of this approach will undoubtedly be unfunded municipal budgets that 
threaten their respective municipalities’ financial sustainability and service delivery; and 

4. Given that the timing of election campaigning coincides with the municipal public budget 
consultations; and there is a risk that these consultations may be neglected or used to 
serve the narrow interests of political parties. 

In the build-up to the 2016 local government elections, municipalities are encouraged to act 
towards ensuring financial sustainability. Now, more than ever before, it is paramount for 
sound municipal decision-making so that long-term sustainability of municipal finances and 
service delivery is achieved beyond the election period. 
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Municipal finances are presently volatile and there is severe pressure to maintain healthy cash 
flows and maintain effective cost containment measures. It is therefore imperative that 
municipalities refrain from suspending credit control and debt collection efforts in a bid to win 
votes. 

Furthermore, as the current composition and leadership of municipal councils will, for the most 
part, be responsible for the compilation of the 2016/17 medium-term revenue and expenditure 
(MTREF) budgets, councils are advised to prioritise expenditure appropriations aligned to the 
policy intent as described in the integrated development plans (IDPs). Infrastructure 
provisioning for water, sanitation, roads and electricity remain key priorities. 

In addition the outgoing council is advised to critically consider the financial implications before 
entering into new long-term contracts that are not of priority to the municipality and avoid if 
possible, committing the incoming council. In addition, refrain from purchasing cars and from 
incurring expenditure at this stage that will financially burden the incoming council. 

During this time of transition, all stakeholders should work together to ensure that 
municipalities continue to perform their functions efficiently and effectively. The Mayor and 
municipal manager should now be engaging in the process of the annual review of the fifth 
and last year of the I DP in terms of section 34 of the Municipal Systems Act (MSA) and the 
2016/17 budget preparation process in terms of section 21 of the MFMA. It is particularly 
important to ensure that arrangements for the review of IDPs and preparation of budgets 
continue seamlessly as these processes cannot be delayed in anticipation of the 
announcement of an election date. 

The uncertainty of the date of Election Day means that the newly elected councils may not be 
duly constituted by 31 May 2016 and therefore they will be unable to consider the annual 
budget before the start of the new municipal financial year. If the election date falls within the 
latter part of May 2016 and if there is any delay in declaring the election results or if the results 
are legally contested then it is unlikely that the new councils will be able to consider and pass 
the annual budget before the start of the new municipal financial year. In fact, in the case of 
district municipalities, there is a high probability that they will not be constituted in time to 
consider the annual budgets since they depend on the finalisation of the local municipality 
election results relevant to their respective districts. The same will apply if the election is held 
in June, July or August. It is for this reason that it is recommended that the outgoing council 
should adopt the 2016/17 MTREF budget before the start of the new financial year. 

In deciding on the schedule for the 2016/17 budget process, the Mayor and municipal 
manager must also note that the MFMA read together with the Municipal Budget and 
Reporting Regulations only allows for a ‘main adjustments budget’ to be tabled after the mid- 
year budget and performance assessment has been tabled in council, i.e. after 1 January 
2017. In addition, the permitted scope of an adjustments budget is quite limited in that taxes 
and tariffs may not be increased or decreased (refer to section 28(6) of the MFMA), and any 
additional revenues may only be appropriated to programmes and projects already budgeted 
for (refer to section 28 of the MFMA). Therefore the idea of the current council passing a 
‘holding budget’ which the new council will change substantially through an adjustments 
budget soon after the start of the municipal financial year is not legally permitted. 


Though an IDP is a five year strategic document of council, municipalities should note that 
when a new council takes office after each local government election, the norm has been that 
the first year of such a new council is primarily confined to implementing the last adopted IDP. 
Subsequent to this, it is normally in the second year of the new council where the newly 
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elected council will adopt its new and thoroughly interrogated and consulted IDP. This 
process mostly leads to an overlap of the last year of outgoing council into the new council. 

It is each municipal council’s prerogative to decide when to approve its annual budget. 
However, to assist municipalities, National Treasury proposes that councils consider adopting 
the following approach for their 2016/17 budget process: 


Outgoing council approves 2016/17 budget 

1. Current Mayor prepares a budget schedule that brings the review of the IDP and the 
tabling of the budget forward to late February or the beginning of March 2016; 

2. Community consultations on the annual budget conducted in the remainder of March 
and early April 2016; 

3. Officials complete technical work on annual budget by mid-April 2016; 

4. Current council approves annual budget and reviewed IDP before the end of April 
2016; and 

5. Council implements annual budget from 1 July 2016. 

Benefits 

• Minimises the risk of being without an approved budget at the start of the financial 
year; 

• Ensures continuity of operations; and 

• Safeguards the financial sustainability of the municipality by ensuring tariff increases 
are locked in before the start of the financial year. 

Risks 

• New council may not concur with the priorities set out in the annual budget approved 
by the outgoing council, and therefore they may be reluctant to be held accountable for 
the implementation thereof. 

Mitigating factors 

• New council should note the overlapping year of the last year of the IDP into the first 
year of new council; and 

• Note that MFMA section 28(6) does not allow for tariff increases during the financial 

year of implementation of the adopted budget. 


2. Financial Implications of the demarcation process 

According to section 21 of the Municipal Demarcation Act, 1998 (Act No 27 of 1998), the 
Municipal Demarcation Board (MDB) must determine municipal boundaries and may re- 
determine any municipal boundaries. In June 2011, the MDB began an intensive three year 
consultative process of reviewing municipal boundaries. This process was concluded in 2013, 
and resulted in 17 local municipalities being affected by major boundary redeterminations. As 
a result of these changes the total number of municipalities is reduced by 8 municipalities. 

Following the 2013 cycle of municipal boundary redeterminations, the Minister of Cooperative 
Governance and Traditional Affairs (CoGTA) submitted additional proposals requesting the 
MDB to consider the re-configuration of boundaries of certain municipalities. These proposals 
were submitted to the MBD in January, February and April 2015 in terms of section 22(2) of 
the Act, which gives the Minister of CoGTA the right to request the MDB to consider specific 
boundary changes. The process of considering these applications was finalised in 2015, 
resulting in 32 local municipalities being affected. As a result of these changes the total 
number of municipalities is reduced by a further 13 municipalities. 
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In total there will be a net reduction of 21 municipalities resulting in a total number of 257 
municipalities in the country. A list of affected municipalities is attached as Annexure B. 

Implications for municipalities that are merging (if the election is held before 1 July 2015): 

• The demarcation changes are only effective from the date of the local government 
elections, therefore each existing municipality must compile an individual budget for the 
2016/17 MTREF; 

• The individual budgets will be consolidated for the newly demarcated municipality after 
the local government elections, regardless of the new allocations that will be published in 
the 2016 Division of Revenue Bill; 

• In order to ensure seamless consolidation of budgets after the elections, the merging 
municipalities are urged to start working as a team on the planning and technical 
processes; and 

• During the period between the date of the election and the start of the new municipal 
financial year on 1 July 2016 the current arrangements for the payment of staff and 
creditors are required to be maintained. 

In addition, municipalities should be aware of the role of the Change Management Committee 
(CMC) of overseeing joint planning between the municipalities in preparation for the 
consolidated budget after the local government elections. 

National Treasury will provide further information on the implications of the mergers if the 
elections are after the start of the 2016/17 municipal financial year. This will be done in the 
second budget circular to be issued in March 2016. In this scenario the currently existing 
municipalities would continue to exist for the beginning of the 2016/17 financial year before the 
mergers come into effect on the date of the election. Existing councils will have to adopt 
budgets and municipalities will be eligible to receive a pro-rata portion of their equitable share 
and some grant allocations for the period prior to the new municipal boundaries coming into 
effect. 

2.1 Support provided to municipalities 

To support the newly amalgamated municipalities to undertake a smooth transition, the 
Municipal Demarcation Transition Grant (MDTG) was established with a time span of three 
years (2015/16 to 2017/18). The purpose of the grant is to subsidise the additional 
institutional and administrative costs arising from major boundary changes due to come into 
effect after the 2016 local government elections. The grant only subsidises additional 
administrative costs related to the mergers (such as merging and changing administrative 
systems and costs related to transferring staff). It does not provide for any infrastructure 
funding. 

All affected municipalities are also being supported by provincial departments of cooperative 
governance. A Change Management Committee has been established for each re- 
demarcation, with representation from all of the affected municipalities and their respective 
district municipalities and the provinces. The Department of Cooperative Governance has 
also established a national Municipal Demarcation Transitional Committee with the aim of 
coordinating the various transitional measures that need to be put in place for the affected 
municipalities. 

The 2016 DORA will set out the funding that will be provided to the affected municipalities, and 
these municipalities, CMCs and affected provinces must ensure that they adhere to the 
conditions attached to the MDTG. In particular, business plans must be timeously submitted 
to the Department of Cooperative Governance so as to ensure that transfers are done in 
accordance with the payment schedules. 
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2.2 Impact of demarcation changes on financial transfers to municipalities 

Implications for Local Government Equitable Share (LGES) allocations 

The LGES is allocated through a formula that takes account of several factors including the 
number of poor households and households in a municipality, their incomes and the ability of 
the municipality to raise its own revenue. In calculating municipalities’ equitable share 
allocations for 2016/17 all of these indicators will be updated in line with the new municipal 
boundaries. The resultant changes in the affected municipalities’ equitable share allocations 
will be implemented by National Treasury and details of the new allocations will be published 
in the 2016 Division of Revenue Bill. 

Implications for Municipal Infrastructure Grant (MIG) allocations 

The MIG is allocated through a formula in a similar manner to the LGES (the MIG formula is 
based on infrastructure backlogs). The MIG formula will also be updated with data reflecting 
the changed municipal boundaries. The resultant changes in the affected municipalities’ MIG 
allocations will be implemented by National Treasury and details of the new allocations will be 
published in the 2016 Division of Revenue Bill. 

Implications for other conditional grant allocations 

Allocations of other conditional grants are made to municipalities by the responsible national 
departments, often on a project basis. Allocations for conditional grants are only made for one 
year and the amounts published for the outer years in the schedules of the Division of 
Revenue Act are published for indicative purposes only and are not guaranteed. Departments 
will make their allocations for the 2016/17 financial year based on the new boundaries of 
municipalities. For municipalities that have been merged this means that previous indicative 
allocations are likely to be made to the new municipality that incorporates the municipal area 
where a project was planned and indicative amounts were published, however there is no 
guarantee of this. 

Preparations for each major boundary re-determination are being overseen by a Change 
Management Committee (CMC). These CMCs are expected to play a coordinating role and 
exercise oversight over the preparation of a joint budget as well as any business plans 
required for conditional grants. The business plans can then be approved by the new council 
as soon as it has been constituted. 

Transfers to municipalities will be gazetted in terms of the new municipal boundaries for the 
2016/17 financial year. 

2.3 Implications for assets and liabilities of municipalities 

The changes to municipal boundaries are published by the MECs for local government in 
provincial gazettes in terms of section 12 of the Municipal Structures Act, 1998 (Act No 117 of 
1998)(LGMSA). Section 14 of this Act regulates the effects that changes to municipal 
boundaries will have on existing municipalities. It also stipulates that the section 12 notice 
issued by the MEC for local government must provide for: 

• The disestablishment of a municipality (or part of a municipality); 

• The vacation of office by councilors of the existing municipality; 

• The transfer of staff from the existing municipality to the superseding municipality (this 
must be done in accordance with labour legislation); 

• The transfer of assets, liabilities and administrative and other records from the existing 
municipality to the superseding municipality (creditors of the existing municipality must 
be paid by the new municipality); and 

• The extent to which existing by-laws will still apply. 
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The 2016/17 municipal budget preparation must make provision for any changes contained in 
these section 12 notices. The outgoing Council will as a result still be responsible for the 
preparation and conclusion of the Annual Financial Statements and the audit process. 

3. The South African economy and inflation targets 

The 2015 Medium Term Budget Policy Statement notes that the global economic outlook has 
been weaker than anticipated. Growth in developing economies has moderated in response 
to lower commodity prices, subdued domestic demand and reduced capital inflows. Growth in 
some developed economies has offset this slowdown. The South African economy is 
expected to grow by 1.5 per cent in 2015, 1.7 per cent in 2016 and 2.6 per cent in 2017. 
Domestic inflation is lower, largely as a result of declining oil prices. However, the 
depreciation of the Rand and the current drought gripping many parts of the country, however, 
pose some risk to the inflation outlook. Furthermore the electricity supply shortages pose the 
largest domestic risk to growth. 

Persistent high unemployment remains one of South Africa’s most pressing challenges. 
Difficult trading conditions and low business confidence levels have limited hiring during 2015. 
The formal sector lost 76 000 jobs, with sharp declines in manufacturing and construction, as 
well as community, social and personal services. 

These economic challenges will continue to pressurise municipal revenue generation and 
collection hence a conservative approach is advised for projecting revenue. These 
circumstances make it essential for municipalities to reprioritise expenditure and implement 
stringent cost-containment measures. 

Municipalities must take the following macro-economic forecasts into consideration when 
preparing their 2016/17 budgets and MTREF.

4. Key focus areas for the 2016/17 budget process 

4.1 Local government conditional grants and additional allocations 

The purpose of the conditional grants is to deliver on national government priorities relating to 
service delivery. Additional funding is allocated in the form of unconditional allocations such 
as the equitable share and the sharing of the general fuel levy. The main purpose of the 
equitable share is to fund the provision of free basic services to the poor. 

The 2015 Medium Term Budget Policy Statement indicates that over the 2016 MTEF period, 
transfers to local government total R350.6 billion, with 59.5 per cent transferred as 
unconditional allocations and the rest as conditional grants. The division of available funds to 
local government have increased to R106.9 billion or 9.2 per cent of the national revenue for 
2016/17. These funds are expected to increase to R128.4 billion by 2018/19. 
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Municipalities are advised to use the indicative numbers as set out in the 2015 Division of 
Revenue Act to compile their 2016/17 MTREF. In terms of the outer year (2018/19 
financial year), it is proposed that municipalities conservatively limit funding allocations to 
the indicative numbers as proposed in the 2015 Division of Revenue Act for 2017/18. The

It is imperative that municipalities reflect the conditional grant allocations as per the 2016 

Division of Revenue Bill once available, and plan effectively to utilise these allocations 

appropriately so as to avoid requesting roll-overs. 

Changes to local government allocations 

• The local government equitable share is being increased by R6 billion over the MTEF to 
provide some relief for the impact of increasing costs of bulk water and electricity and 
rapid growth in households. 

• The municipal demarcation transition grant allocation is being increased to subsidise the 
additional administrative costs in respect of the re-demarcations. This includes 
increased allocations for demarcations approved in 2013 and allocations for 
demarcations approved in 2015. 

• The municipal systems improvement grant will become an indirect grant so that it can 
support more strategic capacity building interventions at municipalities. The initiatives 
funded from this grant will be aligned to the Back-to-Basics strategy and the Department 
of Cooperative Governance and the National Treasury will jointly decide on the details of 
how this programme will work. 

• The municipal human settlements capacity grant was introduced in 2014/15 to facilitate 
the development of capacity to manage human settlements programmes in anticipation 
of the assignment of the housing function to cities. However, there is no longer a need 
for this standalone grant as the assignment process was subsequently suspended 
indefinitely. The grant will be terminated in 2016/17. Cities will be allowed to use 3 per 
cent of the urban settlements development grant to improve their capacity with regard to 
the built-environment functions. 


• The indirect bucket eradication programme grant was due to end in 2015/16 but will be 
extended to 2016/17 to complete the eradication of bucket sanitation systems in formal 
residential areas. Sanitation upgrading and bucket system eradication in informal areas 
will continue to be funded through the urban settlements development grant, human 
settlements development grant and municipal infrastructure grant. 


Reforms to local government fiscal framework 

The second phase of the collaborative review of the local government infrastructure grant 
system led by the National Treasury has been concluded. Several changes will be introduced 
over the 2016 MTEF period to streamline these grants and improve the value and 
sustainability of associated investments. Proposed reforms to be introduced from 2016 
include: 


• Enabling the use of funds for the renewal, refurbishment and rehabilitation of existing 
infrastructure, alongside asset management systems to plan and prioritise maintenance; 
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• Reforming the public transport network grant to support financially sustainable transit 
networks in large cities by using a formula to allocate the grant, thereby giving cities a 
clear financial envelope within which to plan; 

• Consolidating urban grants over the MTEF to tackle challenges in the built environment; 

• Rationalising grants to reduce complexity and administrative burdens. Several water 
and sanitation grants are being merged; 

o The municipal water infrastructure grant, the water services operating subsidy 
grant and the rural households infrastructure grant will be merged into a single 
grant that will be targeted at reticulation and on-site-solutions in low capacity 
municipalities. 

• Introducing greater differentiation between urban and rural areas. Secondary cities in 
particular will see changes to their planning requirements. 


National Treasury has initiated a process of reviewing development charges. A national draft 
policy framework on development charges has been developed and processes are underway 
to consult on the policy. The consultations will convene early next year. More detailed 
information on these consultation processes will be provided in due course. For more 
information in this regard, you can contact Ms Judy Mboweni at 
Judy.

4.2 Reporting indicators 

The National Treasury has engaged in a process of rationalising the reporting regime for the 
eight metropolitan municipalities with an aim to reduce the reporting burden whilst also 
creating a pool of indicators that will enable government to monitor progress on the outcomes 
and impact of municipal spending. This process has progressed significantly with regards to 
the outcomes and impact indicators whilst the rationalisation of the inputs, activities and output 
indicators is still undergoing rigorous consultations. The metropolitan outcomes and impact 
indicators are linked to the Built Environment Performance Plans (BEPPs) and therefore the 
Integrated City Development Grant (ICDG); whereas the inputs, outputs and activities 
indicators are linked directly to the Service Delivery Budget Implementation Plan (SDBIP) only 
as it relates to the built environment. When finalised, these indicators will assist the process of 
standardising the SDBIP. 

The functional outcomes indicators are due to be finalised for the next budget cycle whilst the 
work on the input and output indicators is ongoing. Over time these reforms will also be 
extended to non-metropolitan municipalities. 

4.3 Municipal Standard Chart of Accounts (mSCOA) 1 

The mSCOA Regulations apply to all municipalities and municipal entities with effect from 
1 July 2017 and only eleven months remain for preparation and implementation readiness as 
the 2017/18 MTREF budgets will all have to be aligned to mSCOA. 

The implementation of mSCOA must be considered a business reform and it requires a 
significant change in municipal business processes; and it involves systems conversion and /

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or re-implementation. Further, m SCOA requires organisational change as it is not only a 
financial reform that is being introduced. 

The 2016/17 tabled budget or consolidated budget must include an annexure containing the 
municipality’s mSCOA project plan and progress to date. 

National Treasury has a dedicated website to support municipalities with their mSCOA 
readiness efforts. The following information is available: 

• The current mSCOA classification framework; 

• The mSCOA Project Summary Document; 

• All Municipal SCOA Circulars, providing hands-on support on how to undertake 
preparation and implementation; 

• Integrated Consultative Forum (ICF) - documentation and presentations of the mSCOA 
piloting process; and 

• The Frequently Asked Questions Database (FAQ Database) - where previously asked 
questions and responses can be accessed and new questions may be logged.

5. The revenue budget 

National Treasury continues to encourage municipalities to keep increases in rates, tariffs and 
other charges at levels that reflect an appropriate balance between the interests of poor 
households, other customers and ensuring the financial sustainability of the municipality. For 
this reason municipalities must justify in their budget documentation all increases in 
excess of the 6.0 per cent projected inflation target in the budget narratives. 

Municipalities are not maximising the revenue generation potential of their revenue base and 
this, together with the increasing unemployment and the decline in economic growth means 
that there is just not sufficient municipal own revenue to supplement the national funding 
sources to local government. 

It is therefore necessary for municipalities to ensure that their tariffs are adequate to, at the 
minimum, cover the costs of bulk services and also to ensure that all properties are correctly 
billed for property rates and all services rendered. 

5.1 Eskom bulk tariff increases 

In terms of the Multi Year Price Determination (MYPD) for Eskom’s tariffs approved by the 
National Energy Regulator of South Africa (NERSA), a tariff increase of 8 per cent has been 
approved for the 2016/17 financial year. However, Eskom has applied to NERSA to use tariff 
increases in 2016/17 to compensate for an under-recovery of R22.8 billion in 2013/14. Such 
an application is allowed in terms of the NERSA’s methodology for calculating the MYPD. A 
similar Eskom application was approved by NERSA for 2015/16. 

NERSA is now in the process of reviewing this application. Until a decision on Eskom’s 
application is announced by NERSA, municipalities are advised to base their planning on the 8 
per cent increase already approved by NERSA. However, municipalities should be aware that 
it is possible that a higher tariff increase could be approved and take this possibility into 
account in their planning for the 2016/17 MTREF. NERSA expects to make a decision on 
Eskom’s application by February 2016. 
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Municipalities are urged to examine the cost structure of providing electricity services and to 
apply to NERSA for electricity tariff increases that reflect the total cost of providing the service 
so that they work towards achieving financial sustainability. 

5.2 Water and sanitation tariff increases 

Municipalities should consider the full cost of rendering the water and sanitation services when 
determining tariffs related to these two services. If the tariffs are low and result in the 
municipality not recovering their full costs, the municipality should develop a pricing strategy to 
phase-in the necessary tariff increases in a manner that spreads the impact on consumers 
over a period of time. Should this not be the case, municipalities will be required to clearly 
articulate the reasons and remedial actions to rectify this position in their budget document. It 
is expected that the tariffs will differ per municipality depending on the bulk water tariff 
increases charged by their respective water boards. 

Municipalities are urged to design an Inclining Block Tariff (IBT) structure that is appropriate to 
its specific circumstances, and ensures an appropriate balance between ‘low income 
customers’ and other domestic, commercial and business customers, and the financial 
interests of the municipality. While considering this structure, municipalities are advised to 
evaluate if the IBT system will be beneficial to them depending on consumption patterns in 
their areas. 

In light of the current drought being experienced across large parts of the country, and to 
mitigate the need for water tariff increases, municipalities must put in place appropriate 
strategies to limit water losses to acceptable levels. In this regard municipalities must ensure 
that water used by its own operations is charged to the relevant service, and not simply 
attributed to water losses. 

6. Funding choices and management issues 

Municipalities should carefully consider the costs associated with service delivery while 
keeping in mind affordability and inflation when setting revenue raising measures. Once 
again, approving tariffs that are far below levels representing cost of providing the services 
would negatively impact on the financial sustainability of municipalities. 

Furthermore municipalities must consider the following when compiling their 2016/17 MTREF 
budgets: 

• improving the effectiveness of revenue management processes and procedures; and 

• pay special attention to cost containment measures by, amongst other things, controlling 
unnecessary spending on nice-to-have items and non-essential activities. 

6.1 Employee related costs 

The South African Local Government Bargaining Council recently entered into a three-year 
Salary and Wage Collective Agreement for the period 01 July 2015 to 30 June 2018. The 
agreement reached is as follows: 

• 2015/16 Financial Year - 7 per cent 

• 2016/17 Financial Year - average CPI (Feb 2015 - Jan 2016) + 1 per cent 

• 201 7/18 Financial Year - average CPI (Feb 2016 - Jan 201 7) + 1 per cent 

Municipalities are advised to use this Salary and Wage Agreement preparing their 2016/17 
MTREF budgets. 
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6.2 Remuneration of councilors 

Municipalities are advised to budget for the actual costs approved in accordance with the 
gazette on the Remuneration of Public Office Bearers Act: Determination of Upper Limits of 
Salaries, Allowances and Benefits of different members of municipal councils published 
annually by the Department of Cooperative Governance. 

6.3 Service level standards 

In spite of a broad guideline on the minimum service standards having been issued with 
MFMA Circular No. 75, many municipalities did not incorporate the service level standards in 
their respective budget documentation nor submit these to National Treasury. All 
municipalities are again advised to formulate service level standards which must form part of 
their 2016/17 MTREF tabled budget documentation. The said service level standards must, 
together with the budgets, tabled before their respective municipal councils by no later than 31 
March 2016. 

It is noted that the same service level standards do not apply across all municipalities. 
Therefore, the hereon provided outline is intended to guide municipalities with the 
development of their respective service level standards. The outline can be amended to suit 
the requirements of individual municipalities. Municipalities are advised to also consider other 
guideline documents issued by other institutions available on the link indicated below.

6.4 Outcomes of the Financial Management Capability Maturity Model (FMCMM) 

In prioritising the upcoming MTREF decisions, municipalities should review the detailed 
analysis of the results of the FMCMM assessments with the results of the 32 financial ratios 
that provide a holistic picture of the financial capability and sustainability of the municipality. 
These reports have been communicated to all municipalities and should be read in conjunction 
with the most recent budget reviews and feedback provided by National Treasury and 
Provincial Treasuries. Key aspects requiring attention should be discussed with the municipal 
council and management so that they can be prioritised for resource allocation and 
implementation.

6.5 Hand-over reports for the newly elected council 

Each municipal manager, working together with the Chief Financial Officer (CFO) and senior 
managers, is encouraged to prepare a hand-over report that can be tabled at the first meeting 
of the newly elected council. The aim of this hand-over report is to provide the new councils 
important orientation information regarding the municipality, the state of its finances, service 
delivery and capital programme, as well as key issues that need to be addressed. 

It is proposed that the hand-over report should include: 

• An overview of the demographic and socio-economic characteristics of the municipality; 
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• An overview of the organisational structure of the municipality, with the names and 
numbers of senior managers; 

• An overview of key municipal policies that councillors need to be aware of, and where 
they can obtain the full text of such policies; 

• An overview of issues that still need to be addressed in relation to the municipality’s 
turnaround strategy; 

• An overview of the municipality’s financial health, with specific reference to: 
o Its cash and investments, and its funding of commitments (Table A8); 
o Cash coverage of normal operations (see Supporting Table SA10); 

o Creditors outstanding for more than 30 days, along with reasons for delayed 
settlement; 

o Current collection levels and debtors outstanding for more than 30 days; and 

o Extent of existing loans, and associated finance and redemption payments. 

• The municipality’s 2014/15 audit outcome, and its strategy to address audit issues; 

• An overview of the provision of basic services, including plans to address backlogs; 

• An overview of the state of the municipality’s assets, with particular reference to the 
asset management plan, and repairs and maintenance requirements; 

• A list of the main infrastructure projects planned for the 2016/17 budget and MTREF; 

• A list of key processes requiring council input over the next six months, e.g. revision of 
the IDP, approval of specific policies etc. and 

• Any other information deemed to be important. 

In addition to the hand-over report, each new councillor should be given the municipalities’ 
revised IDP, the adopted 2016/17 budget (if already passed), the mid-year budget and 
performance assessment report for 2015/16, and the latest monthly financial statement, and 
the annual report for 2014/15. 

Municipal managers should submit their municipality’s hand-over report to the relevant 
provincial department responsible for local government, provincial treasuries, the Department 
of Co-operative Governance (DCoG) and to National Treasury. 

7. Conditional Grant Transfers to Municipalities 

7.1 Pledging of conditional grants 

Read together with paragraph 4.5 of MFMA Circular No. 51, all conditions for the 
considerations of the conditional grant pledge should be aligned with the provisions of section 
46 of the MFMA regarding long-term borrowing. 

While pledging of conditional grants assists in accelerating capital projects, municipalities are 
cautioned that pledging will only be approved for projects that have gone through a proper 
planning process as well as meeting the criteria for pledging as per MFMA Circular No. 51. 

8. The Municipal Budget and Reporting Regulations 

National Treasury has released Version 2.8 of Schedule A1 (the Excel Formats). This version 
incorporates minor changes (see Annexure A). Therefore ALL municipalities MUST use this 
version for the preparation of their 2016/17 Budget and MTREF.

National Treasury, together with the provincial treasuries, will undertake a compliance check 
and, where municipalities have not provided complete budget information, the municipal 
budgets will be returned to the mayors and municipal managers of the affected municipalities 
for the necessary corrections. Municipal managers are reminded that the annual budget must 
be accompanied by a ‘quality certificate’ in accordance with the format as set out in item 31 of 
Schedule A in the Municipal Budget and Reporting Regulations. 

The National Treasury would like to emphasise that where municipalities have not adhered to 
the Municipal Budget and Reporting Regulations, those municipalities will be required to 
go back to the municipal council and table a complete budget document aligned to the 
requirement of the Municipal Budget and Reporting Regulations. 

Municipalities with municipal entities are once again reminded to prepare consolidated 
budgets and in-year reports for both the parent municipality and its entity or entities in that 
they to produce: 

• An annual budget, adjustments budget and monthly financial reports for the parent 
municipality in the relevant formats; and 

• A consolidated annual budget, adjustments budget and monthly financial reports for the 
parent municipality and all its municipal entities in the relevant formats. 

The A Schedule that the municipality submits to National Treasury must be a consolidated 
budget for the municipality (plus entities) and not the budget of the parent municipality only. 
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9. Budget process and submissions for the 2016/17 MTREF 

9.1 Submitting budget documentation and schedules for 2016/17 MTREF 

To facilitate oversight of compliance with the Municipal Budget and Reporting Regulations, 
accounting officers are reminded that: 

• Section 22(b)(i) of the MFMA requires that immediately after an annual budget is tabled 
in a municipal council, it must be submitted to the National Treasury and the relevant 
provincial treasury in both printed and electronic formats. If the annual budget is tabled 
to council on 31 March 2016, the final date of submission of the electronic budget 
documents and corresponding electronic returns is Friday, 01 April 2016. The deadline 
for submission of hard copies including council resolution is Friday, 8 April 2016. 

• Section 24(3) of the MFMA, read together with regulation 20(1), requires that the 
approved annual budget must be submitted to both National Treasury and the relevant 
provincial treasury within ten working days after the council has approved the annual 
budget. If the council only approves the annual budget on 30 June 2016, the final date 
for such a submission is Thursday, 14 July 2016, otherwise an earlier date applies. 

The municipal manager must submit: 

• the budget documentation as set out in Schedule A (version 2.8) of the Municipal Budget 
and Reporting Regulations, including the main Tables (A1 - A10) and ALL the supporting 
tables (SA1 - SA37) in both printed and electronic formats; 

• the draft service delivery and budget implementation plan in both printed and electronic 
format; 

• the draft integrated development plan; 

• the council resolution; 

• signed Quality Certificate as prescribed in the Municipal Budget and Reporting 
Regulations; and 

• schedules D, E and F specific for the entities. 

Municipalities are required to send electronic versions of documents and the A1 schedule to 
lqdocuments@treasury.qov.za . 

If the budget documents are too large to be sent via email (exceeds 4MB) please submit to 
lqbiqfiles@qmail.com .

9.2 Budget reform returns to the Local Government Database for publication 

For publication purposes, municipalities are still required to use the Budget Reform Returns to 
upload budget and monthly expenditure to the National Treasury Local Government 
Database. All returns are to be sent to lqdatabase@treasury.qov.za . Municipalities are 
requested to submit returns for both the draft budget and the final adopted budget. This will 
assist the National and provincial treasuries with the annual benchmark process. 

The aligned electronic returns may be downloaded from National Treasury’s website at the 
following link: http://mfma.treasury.qov.za/Return Forms/Paqes/default.aspx. 

9.3 Publication of budgets on municipal websites 

In terms of section 75 of the MFMA, all municipalities are required to publish their tabled 
budgets, adopted budgets, annual reports (containing audited annual financial statements) 
and other relevant information on the municipality’s website. This will aid in promoting public 
accountability and good governance. 

All relevant documents mentioned in this circular are available on the National Treasury 
website, http://mfma.treasury.qov.za/Paqes/Default.aspx . Municipalities are encouraged to 
visit it regularly as documents are regularly added / updated on the website.

Budget management issues dealt with in previous MFMA Circulars 


Municipalities are reminded to refer to MFMA Circulars 48, 51, 54, 55, 66, 67 and 70 with 
regards to the following issues: 

1. Mayor’s discretionary funds and similar discretionary budget allocation - National 
Treasury regards allocations that are not designated for a specific purpose to be bad 
practice and discourage them (refer to MFMA Circular 51). 

2. Unallocated ward allocations - National Treasury does not regard this to be a good 
practice, because it means that the tabled budget does not reflect which ward projects 
are planned for purposes of public consultation and council approval (refer to MFMA 
Circular 51). 

3. New office buildings - Municipalities are required to send detailed information to 
National Treasury if they are contemplating building new main office buildings (refer to 
MFMA Circular 51). 

4. Virement policies of municipalities - Municipalities are reminded of the principles that 
must be incorporated into municipal virements policies (refer to MFMA Circular 51). 

5. Providing clean water and managing waste water - Municipalities were reminded to 
include a section on ‘Drinking water quality and waste water management’ in their 
budget document (refer to MFMA Circular 54). 

6. Renewal and repairs and maintenance of existing assets - Allocations to repairs and 
maintenance, and the renewal of existing infrastructure must be prioritised. 
Municipalities must provide detailed motivations in their budget documentation if 
allocations do not meet the required benchmarks set out in MFMA Circular 55 and 66. 

7. Credit cards and debit cards linked to municipal bank accounts are not permitted - On 
02 August 2011 National Treasury issued a directive to all banks informing them that 
as from 01 September 2011 they are not allowed to issue credit cards or debit cards 
linked to municipal bank accounts (refer to MFMA Circular 55). 

8. Water and sanitation tariffs must be cost reflective - refer to MFMA Circular 66. 

9. Solid waste tariffs - refer to MFMA Circular 70. 

10. Variances between 4 th Quarter section 71 results and annual financial statements - 

refer to Circular 67. 

11. Additional In-Year reporting reguirements - refer to MFMA Circular 67. 

12. Appropriation statement ( reconciliation : budget and in-year performance )- reference is 
made to circular 67. It came to the attention of National Treasury that a number of 
municipalities did not include the appropriation statement as part of their 2012/13 or 
2013/14 annual financial statement. In terms of the Standards of GRAP 24 on the 
Presentation of Budget Information in Financial Statements, municipalities are 
required to present their original and adjusted budgets against actual outcome in the 
annual financial statements. This is considered an appropriation statement and the 
comparison between the budget and actual performance should be a mirror image of 
each other as it relates to the classification and grouping of revenue and expenditure 
as has been the case in a national and provincial context. This statement is subject to 
auditing and accordingly supporting documentation would be required to substantiate 
the compilation of this statement. 

13. Eliminating non-priority spending - The 2013 MTBPS emphasised the need for 
government to step-up its efforts to combat waste, inefficiency and corruption (refer to 
MFMA circular 70). 

14. Council oversight over the budget process - refer to MFMA Circular 70. 
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Conditional grant issues dealt with in previous MFMA Circulars 

Municipalities are reminded to refer to MFMA Circulars 48, 51, 54, 55 and 67 with regards to 
the following issues: 

1. Accounting treatment of conditional grants : Municipalities are reminded that in 
accordance with accrual accounting principles, conditional grants should only be 
treated as ‘transfers recognized’ revenue when the grant revenue has been ‘earned’ 
by incurring expenditure in accordance with the conditions of the grant. 

2. VAT on conditional grants: SARS has issued a specific guide to assist municipalities 
meeting their VAT obligations - VAT 419 Guide for Municipalities. To assist 
municipalities accessing this guide it has been placed on the National Treasury 
website at: http://mfma.treasurv.qov.za/Guidelines/Paqes/default.aspx 

3. Interest received and reclaimed VAT in respect of conditional grants: Municipalities 
are reminded that in MFMA Circular 48, National Treasury determined that: 

• Interest received on conditional grant funds must be treated as ‘own revenue’ and 
its use by the municipality is not subject to any special conditions; and 

• ‘Reclaimed VAT’ in respect of conditional grant expenditures must be treated as 
‘own revenue’ and its use by the municipality is not subject to any special 
conditions. 

4. Appropriation of conditional grants that are rolled over - As soon as a municipality 
receives written approval from National Treasury that its unspent conditional grants 
have been rolled-over it may proceed to spend such funds (refer to MFMA Circular 51 
for other arrangements in this regard). 

5. Pledging of conditional grant transfers - the 2015 Division of Revenue Bill contained a 
provision that allows municipalities to pledge their conditional grants. The end date for 
the pledges is extended to 2017/18. The process of application as set out in MFMA 
Circular 51 remains unchanged. 

6. Separate reporting for conditional grant roll-overs - National Treasury has put in place 
a separate template for municipalities to report on the spending of conditional grant 
roll-overs. Municipalities are reminded that conditional grant funds can only be rolled- 
over once, so if they remain unspent in the year in which they were rolled-over they 
MUST revert to the National Revenue Fund. 

7. Payment schedule - National Treasury has instituted an automated payment system 
of transfers to municipalities in order to ensure appropriate safety checks are put in 
place. Only the primary banking details verified by National Treasury will be used for 
effecting transfers. 

8. Conditional grant transfers/payments, the responsibilities of transferring and receiving 

authorities and the criteria for the rollover of conditional grants - It is important that the 
transfers made to municipalities’ are transparent, and properly captured in the 
municipalities’ budgets. MFMA Circular no: 67 in this regard refers. The criterion for 
the rollover of conditional grants is stipulated in MFMA Circular no: 51. 

MBRR issues dealt with in previous MFMA Circulars 

Municipalities are reminded to refer to MFMA Circulars 48, 51, 54, 55 with regards to the 
following issues: 

1. Budgeting for revenue and ‘revenue foregone’ - The ‘realistically anticipated revenues 
to be collected’ that must be reflected on the Budgeted Statement of Financial 
Performance (Tables A2, A3 and A4) must exclude ‘revenue foregone’. The definition 
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of ‘revenue foregone’ and how it is distinguished from ‘transfers and grants’ is 
explained in MFMA Circular 51. 

2. Preparing and amending budget related policies - Information on all budget related 
policies and any amendments to such policies must be included in the municipality’s 
annual budget document (refer to MFMA Circular 54). 

3. 2013/14 MTREF Funding Compliance Assessment - All municipalities were required to 
perform the funding compliance assessment outlined in MFMA Funding Compliance 
Guideline and to include the relevant information outlined in MFMA Circular 55 in their 
2015/16 budgets (refer to MFMA Circular 55). 

4. Tabling a funded budget - It is critical that municipalities adopt and implement funded 
budgets as per Section 18 of the MFMA. Tables A7 and A8 which if completed 
correctly by the municipality, it will provide most of the information required to evaluate 
whether a municipality’s operating and capital budgets are funded or not. 
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Introduction 

The budget circular is compiled annually to guide municipalities on how to prepare their 
budget inputs. This circular is a follow-up to the MFMA Budget Circular No. 78 that focused on 
the preparation of the 2016/17 Medium Term Revenue and Expenditure Framework (MTREF). 
This guidance includes national policy imperatives that should be accommodated and other 
relevant information. The circular provides a summary of South Africa’s economic outlook, 
inflationary targets, financial management issues and specific reference on how to give effect 
to National Treasury’s Municipal Budget and Reporting Regulations (MBRR). The key focus 
of this circular is the impact of the date of the 2016 Local Government Elections on 
municipalities affected by re-demarcations and the changes to the local government grant 
allocations. 

1. 2016 Local Government Elections and the budget process 

1.1 Impact of Local Government Elections on demarcation changes 

The date of the 2016 local government elections has not yet been declared, which means that 
it is also not yet known when the new demarcations will come into effect. The re-demarcation 
could take place before or after the start of the 2016/17 municipal financial year, which begins 
on 01 July 2016. 

Allocations published in the 2016 Division of Revenue Bill are based on the new municipal 
boundaries because these new demarcations will be in effect for the majority of the 2016/17 
municipal financial year. The following guidance was provided in the MFMA Budget Circular 
No. 78: 

If the elections are held before 01 July 2016, merging municipalities will be expected to: 

• Compile individual budgets for the 2016/17 MTREF and work as a team with other 
affected municipalities on the planning and technical processes in compiling the 
consolidated budget for the newly demarcated municipality; and 

• Complete the remaining weeks of the financial year on their existing budget structures 
(and existing demarcations). The allocations published in the 2016 Division of Revenue 
Bill will then be transferred to the re-demarcated municipalities from 01 July 2016. 

However, additional clauses have been added to section 38 of the 2016 Division of Revenue 
Bill to enable the National Treasury to gazette revised allocations if the elections take place 
after 01 July 2016. 

If elections are held after 01 July 2016, the following is expected: 

• Revised allocations to be transferred to the current 278 municipalities for the period 
between 01 July 2016 and the date of the elections (when the re-demarcated municipal 
boundaries will come into effect); 

• The remaining allocations will be transferred to the re-demarcated municipalities after 
the elections; 

• Merging municipalities to compile individual budgets for the 2016/17 MTREF and work 
as a team with other affected municipalities on the planning and technical processes in 
compiling the consolidated budget for the newly demarcated municipality; and 

• Municipalities to implement the individual budgets until the new re-demarcations come 
into effect. 

In areas affected by major re-demarcations the focus of the budget process for the 2016/17 
MTREF should be on preparing the budget of the new municipalities that will come into effect 
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on the date of the 2016 local government elections. Public consultations and decisions 
regarding tariffs and spending priorities should be focused on how these new institutions will 
be funded and deliver services. As elections must be held by mid-August (in terms of the 
requirements of section 24 of the Municipal Structures Act) these new municipalities will be 
responsible for delivering services for the majority of the 2016/17 financial year and over the 
rest of the medium term period. Preparation of these budget documents should be led by the 
Change Management Committee established to manage the implications of re-demarcations 
in each area. 

The councils of the pre-election municipalities affected by the boundary change must jointly 
consider the budget for the new municipality to be established to ensure that all the issues are 
addressed e.g. budget related policies. The draft budget prepared by the Change 
Management Committee and agreed to by the pre-election councils should then be adopted 
by the newly elected council as soon as possible after it is constituted. If there are changes to 
be made, they must be considered during the 2016/17 adjustments budget or the 2017/18 
MTREF. 

Municipalities that will be merged or disestablished on the date of the local government 
elections must also prepare 2016/17 MTREF budgets for their existing municipality. If the 
election is held after 01 July then expenditure and the collection of revenue will be done in 
terms of this budget until the budget of the new council is adopted. The budgets that these 
municipalities prepare must be aligned to the budget for the new municipality described above. 

If two municipalities are merging then the total of the transfers they budget to receive should 
be equal to the total allocated to the new municipality in the 2016 Division of Revenue Bill. 
Municipalities can use the proportion of funds allocated to each municipality in terms of the 
2015 Division of Revenue Act as a guide to how to apportion 2016/17 MTEF allocations 
between the existing municipalities. For example, if municipality 1 and municipality 2 are 
merging to form municipality 3 and municipality 1 received an equitable share twice as large 
as municipality 2 in 2015/16, then municipality 1 should prepare a 2016/17 MTREF budget 
based on receiving 66.6 per cent of the equitable share allocation published for municipality 3 
in the 2016 Division of Revenue Bill. 

If the local government election date is after 01 July 2016, National Treasury will gazette how 
much will be transferred to each pre-election municipality for the period between 01 July 2016 
and Election Day. In terms of the requirements and process set out in section 38 of the 2016 
Division of Revenue Bill, this gazette will be issued within 2 weeks after the election date is 
announced or the Bill is enacted (whichever date is later). 

The changes to municipal boundaries result in some significant changes to municipal 
allocations in 2016/17. To cushion the impact of these changes, all municipalities will receive 
at least 95 per cent of the equitable share formula allocation indicatively allocated to them in 
2016/17 in the 2015 Division of Revenue Act. For merged municipalities, this guarantee will 
be based on the sum of the equitable share allocations to the previously separate 
municipalities. In cases where a municipality has been split, the guarantee is applied to an 
area’s share of the former municipality’s equitable share, based on its portion of the population 
in the former municipality. 

The role of the Change Management Committee is critical in ensuring that budget policies for 
the newly demarcated municipalities are developed. The MECs for local government have 
issued provincial gazettes in terms of section 14 of the Municipal Structures Act, 1998 (Act No 
117 of 1998)(LGMSA) detailing the transitional process for municipalities affected by re- 
demarcations. 
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2 . The South African economy and inflation targets 

The 2016 Budget Review notes that since the tabling of the Medium Term Budget Policy 
Statement (MTBPS) in October 2015 the global economic crisis has deepened, exposing the 
depth of South Africa’s external vulnerabilities and the internal constraints that limit its 
potential for growth. Global conditions have exposed South Africa’s own economic 
weaknesses, with projected GDP growth revised down to 0.9 per cent for 2016 improving 
gradually to 1 .7 per cent in 201 7 and 2.4 per cent in 201 8. 

The weaker outlook is as a result of lower commodity prices, higher borrowing costs, drought 
and diminished business and consumer confidence. Constrained electricity supply continues 
to limit growth and deter fixed investment. Exchange rate depreciation is contributing to a 
higher inflation outlook during 2016. 

These factors are expected to ease over the medium term. An upturn in global trade and 
investment, improved policy certainty, recovering consumer and business confidence, and 
greater availability and reliability of electricity in the outer years should support stronger 
growth. 

Job creation remains one of the most pressing concerns for the economy. Headline 
employment grew by 3.7 per cent in the first three quarters of 2015. According to Statistics 
South Africa, 19 000 jobs were created in the formal sector and 273 000 in the informal sector 
in the first three quarters of 2015. The unemployment rate stood at 25.5 per cent in the third 
quarter of 2015, with the number of South Africans categorised as long-term unemployed 5.7 
per cent higher than in 2014. 

Higher inflation and weaker employment growth will impact on the ability of all municipalities to 
generate and collect revenue on services, to keep expenditures within budgeted allocations, 
and to borrow to fund capital expenditure programmes at affordable rates. Therefore it is 
critical for municipalities to review how they conduct their business to ensure value for money 
is obtained in all their expenditures, that revenue administration systems are operating 
effectively, that borrowing programmes are realistic, and that creditors (including bulk service 
providers) continue to be paid timeously and in full. 

Municipalities must take the following macro-economic forecasts into consideration when 
preparing their 201 6/1 7 budgets and MTREF.

3. Key focus areas for the 201 6/1 7 budget process 

3.1 Local government conditional grants and additional allocations 

The purpose of the conditional grants is to deliver on national government priorities relating to 
service delivery. Additional funding is allocated in the form of unconditional allocations such 
as the equitable share and the sharing of the general fuel levy. The main purpose of the 
equitable share is to fund the provision of free basic services to the poor. 
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Over the 2016 MTEF period, R339.6 billion will be transferred directly to local government and 
a further R22.9 billion has been allocated to indirect grants. Direct transfers to local 
government over the 2016 MTEF period account for 9.1 per cent of national government’s 
non-interest expenditure. The total spending on local government increases to 9.8 per cent of 
national non-interest expenditure when indirect transfers are added. 

Direct transfers to local government grow at an annual average rate of 6.8 per cent over the 2016 
MTEF period. Transfers to local government tabled in the 2016 MTEF have been reduced to make 
funding available for other government priorities. Over the MTEF period, local government 
allocations decrease by R967 million. Despite these reductions, total allocations to local 
government still grow at an annual average rate of 6.7 per cent over the MTEF period. 


Municipalities are reminded that all allocations included in the budgets must correspond to 
the allocations listed in the Division of Revenue Bill. All the budget documentation can be 
located on the National Treasury website by clicking on the link below:

Changes to local government allocations 

• The local government equitable share - the 2016 budget reduces the baseline allocation 
by R300 million, or 0.6 per cent, in 2016/17. In 2017/18 and 2018/19, R1.5 billion and 
R3 billion are added respectively to offset the rising costs of basic services. These 
amounts revise downwards the 2015 MTBPS medium-term projection of an additional 
R6 billion. This change is as a result of government’s reprioritisation of expenditure. 

• The municipal demarcation transition grant allocation - a total of R409.3 million has 
been allocated in 2016/17 and 2017/18 to fund the changes in municipal boundaries in 
affected municipalities. 

• The municipal systems improvement grant has been reconfigured as an indirect grant 
from 2016/17 to help poorly performing municipalities with revenue collection, 
performance management and record keeping. Regional management support will also 
be provided to groups of municipalities facing common institutional weaknesses. 

• A total of R350 million is added to the bucket eradication programme grant in 201 6/1 7 to 
complete the eradication of bucket sanitation systems in formal residential areas. The 
urban settlements development grant, the human settlements development grant and 
the municipal infrastructure grant will continue to fund the upgrade of sanitation in 
informal settlements through various projects focused on improving these areas. An 
amount of R155 million is also reprioritised into the regional bulk infrastructure grant. 

• There is also a small shift of funds from the municipal infrastructure grant to the urban 
settlements development grant to account for the absorption of Naledi Local Municipality 
(which receives the municipal infrastructure grant) into Mangaung Metropolitan 
Municipality (which receives the urban settlements development grant). 

Reforms to local government infrastructure grants 

The National Treasury, in collaboration with the Department of Cooperative Governance, the 
Department of Planning, Monitoring and Evaluation, SALGA and the FFC, has reviewed the 
system of local government infrastructure grants. 

Following an intergovernmental review of the local government infrastructure grant system, 
significant changes are being made to the way these grants are structured. The changes 
include:

• Allowing municipalities to use conditional grant funds to repair and refurbish existing 
infrastructure. Spending of grant funds on refurbishment should be focused on 
infrastructure serving the poor and does not remove the responsibility of municipalities to 
fund routine maintenance from the equitable share and own revenues. This will improve 
services and secure future revenue streams. 

• Reducing the number of water and sanitation grants from four to two by merging of the 
previous municipal water infrastructure grant, the water services operating subsidy grant 
and the rural household infrastructure grant to create a new water services infrastructure 
grant. The regional bulk infrastructure grant is to fund large bulk-water and sanitation 
projects, and the water services infrastructure grant is to fund construction and 
refurbishment of reticulation schemes and on-site services in rural municipalities. 

• A new formula to allocate the R6 billion per year set aside to upgrade public transport in 
13 cities. The previous system incentivised cities to plan overly expensive systems in 
the hope of receiving more funding. The new formula provides greater certainty about 
the long-term support government will provide, and allows cities to plan affordable and 
sustainable infrastructure upgrades. 


4. Revenue management 

National Treasury continues to encourage municipalities to keep increases in property rates, 
tariffs for trading services and charges for other municipal own revenue sources within the 
parameters of the country’s inflation rate. Furthermore, municipalities must adopt a tariff 
setting methodology that achieves an appropriate balance between the interests of poor 
households and other customers while ensuring financial sustainability of the municipality. 
Demand management is becoming increasingly necessary as the country faces water 
shortages and an unstable electricity supply. The approach to tariff setting should consider all 
these factors and strive to achieve an equitable balance. 

It is anticipated that the cost of providing municipal services will grow at a faster rate than the 
transfers from national government. Resource scarcity will most likely increase the cost of 
bulk purchases in respect of water and electricity beyond the country’s inflationary targets. 

Furthermore, providing for free basic services in the case of poorer households must be 
carefully considered and, where some municipalities have opted to provide this benefit to ALL 
households, this may not be financially sustainable in the long-term. Where appropriate, a 
municipality should re-evaluate the costs and benefits of universal or targeted provision of free 
basic services subsidies, in order to protect their delivery to poor households in particular. At 
no point should the provision of these subsidies remove resources from programmes that will 
expand access to infrastructure services for presently un-served households. 

Where municipalities do not have an adequate revenue base and where municipalities face a 
combination of challenges such as resource scarcity, high unemployment and slower than 
average economic growth, an aggressive approach to curbing non-core spending and 
improving operational efficiencies is strongly advised. 

4.1 Tariff setting 

There are several tools available and methodologies employed to determine the appropriate 
tariffs for water and electricity services. Municipalities may favour different approaches but the 
principles of tariff setting should be consistently applied. 
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Municipalities should consider the following practicalities when setting tariffs: 

• Costs of bulk purchases and the fluctuation in the seasonal cost thereof; 

• Consumption patterns to enable better demand planning and management; and 

• In the event that municipalities have been under recovering costs, embark on a process 
to correct their tariff structures over a reasonable time period so that cost reflective tariffs 
are achieved. 

The tariff setting process is reliant on sound baseline information such as the number of 
properties within the municipal area of jurisdiction, the values of these properties, the number 
of households identified as indigent or poor, the consumption patterns in respect of basic 
services and the growth patterns within the various geographic areas. 

4.2 Eskom bulk tariff increases 

In terms of the Multi Year Price Determination (MYPD) for Eskom’s tariffs approved by the 
National Energy Regulator of South Africa (NERSA), a tariff increase of 9.4 per cent has been 
approved for the 2016/17 financial year. However NERSA has not yet approved and 
published guidelines on municipal electricity price increase for the 201 6/1 7 financial year. 

Municipalities are urged to examine the cost structure of providing electricity services and to 
apply to NERSA for electricity tariff increases that reflect the total cost of providing the service 
so that they work towards achieving financial sustainability. 

5. Funding choices and management issues 

Municipalities should carefully consider the costs associated with service delivery while 
keeping in mind affordability and inflation when setting revenue raising measures. Once 
again, approving tariffs that are far below levels representing the cost of providing the services 
would negatively impact on the financial sustainability of municipalities. 

5.1 Employee related costs 

The South African Local Government Bargaining Council recently entered into a three-year 
Salary and Wage Collective Agreement for the period 01 July 2015 to 30 June 2018. The 
agreement reached is as follows: 

• 2015/16 Financial Year - 7 per cent 

• 2016/1 7 Financial Year- average CPI (Feb 2015 - Jan 2016) + 1 per cent 

• 2017/18 Financial Year - average CPI (Feb 2016- Jan 2017) + 1 per cent 

Municipalities are advised to use this Salary and Wage Agreement preparing their 2016/17 
MTREF budgets. 

5.2 Remuneration of councilors 

Municipalities are advised to budget for the actual costs approved in accordance with the 
gazette on the Remuneration of Public Office Bearers Act: Determination of Upper Limits of 
Salaries, Allowances and Benefits of different members of municipal councils published on 21 
December 2015 by the Department of Cooperative Governance. 

5.3 Cost containment measures 

In the 2016 State of the Nation Address by the President, the cost containment measures 
announced by the Minister of Finance in 2013 were re-emphasised. It was highlighted that 
excessive and wasteful expenditure has been reduced, but there is still more to be done to cut 
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wastage. In addition the President announced some new measures which include, amongst 
others: 

• Curtailment of overseas trips and the submission of strong motivations by those 
requesting permission to travel i.e. the benefit to the country needs to be proved ; and 

• Institution of further restrictions on conferences, catering, entertainment and social 
functions. 

The Minister of Finance announced further measures in his budget speech on 24 February 
2016. The Mayors of municipalities were urged to join in eliminating wasteful expenditure in 
government. 

The advice provided in MFMA Budget Circular (No. 58, 66, 70, 72, 74 and 75) on cost 
containment measures and elimination of non-priority spending is still applicable to 
municipalities. A separate MFMA Circular will be issued on cost containment measures. In 
addition National Treasury is firstly in a process of reviewing the National Treasury instruction 
on cost containment measures which was issued to accounting officers of departments and 
secondly, determining its applicability to local government. Once the process has been 
concluded, a Regulation on cost containment measures applicable to local government will be 
issued. 

Municipalities were advised in MFMA Circular No. 70 to align their budgeting policies to the 
cost containment measures to the extent possible as approved by Cabinet in 2013. 
Municipalities are requested to table the cost containment measures in council and to submit 
evidence thereof to the National and Provincial Treasuries together with the budget 
documentation in terms of the MFMA. . 

5.4 2016/17 MTREF budget assessment 

The National Treasury has continuously advised municipalities in previous budget circulars on 
financial management issues to be considered when compiling budgets. The 2016/17 MTREF 
budget assessment will critically consider the following: 

• Cost reflective tariffs; 

• Appropriateness of budget assumptions; 

• Provision for asset renewal and maintenance; 

• Credibility and level of funding of the budget (funded or not funded); and 

• Alignment of the budgets to municipality’s plans. 

Therefore municipalities must ensure that their 2016/17 MTREF addresses the items listed 
above and further submit the methodology applied in setting tariffs when submitting budget 
documentation to the National Treasury in terms of the MFMA. 

6. Conditional Grant Transfers to Municipalities 

6.1 Overspending of conditional grants 

Expenses incurred against conditional grants should be made in line with the allocations 
stated in the Division of Revenue Act (DoRA) as required by the Municipal Budget and 
Reporting Regulations (MBRR) in supporting tables SA 18 and 19. Municipalities must 
therefore adopt their annual budget in line with the allocations made in the DoRA. 

In instances where municipalities overspent against their budgeted programmes, own revenue 
source should be used against such expenditure items. This implies that a debtor cannot be 
raised against the transferring national officer’s future allocations. 
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6.2 Criteria for the rollover of conditional grant funds 

The criteria published in MFMA Budget Circular No. 75 are still applicable when considering 
rollover requests. Municipalities must submit the required information or application to 
National Treasury by 31 August 2016, if not, the application will not be considered. 

When considering rollover requests from municipalities, all unspent cash backed grants should 
be classified only as “Cash and cash equivalents”. This number must also reconcile with the 
cash flow statements. All conditional grants must be spent in line with the conditions for which 
they are set for. They must not be invested. 


6.3 Payment procedure on conditional grants 

Conditional grants are paid in line with the approved payment schedule and are captured and 
authorised three days in advance. These payments include revised payment schedules, 
amended payment schedules, and withheld payments and rollovers credit payments. 

7. The Municipal Budget and Reporting Regulations 

National Treasury has released Version 2.8 of Schedule A1 (the Excel Formats). This version 
incorporates minor changes (see Annexure A). Therefore ALL municipalities MUST use this 
version for the preparation of their 2016/1 7 Budget and MTREF.

National Treasury, together with the provincial treasuries, will undertake a compliance check 
and, where municipalities have not provided complete budget information, the municipal 
budgets will be returned to the mayors and municipal managers of the affected municipalities 
for the necessary corrections. Municipal managers are reminded that the annual budget must 
be accompanied by a ‘quality certificate’ in accordance with the format as set out in item 31 of 
Schedule A in the Municipal Budget and Reporting Regulations. 

The National Treasury needs to emphasise that where municipalities have not adhered to the 
Municipal Budget and Reporting Regulations, those municipalities will be required to go 
back to the municipal council and table a complete budget document aligned to the 
requirement of the Municipal Budget and Reporting Regulations. 

Municipalities with municipal entities are once again reminded to prepare consolidated 
budgets and in-year reports for both the parent municipality and its entity or entities in that 
they are to produce: 

• An annual budget, adjustment budget and monthly financial statements for the parent 
municipality in the relevant formats; and 

• A consolidated annual budget, adjustments budget and monthly financial statements for 
the parent municipality and all its municipal entities in the relevant formats. 


The A Schedule that the municipality submits to National Treasury must be a consolidated 
budget for the municipality (plus entities) and not the budget of the parent municipality only. 


8. Budget process and submissions for the 2016/17 MTREF 

8.1 Submitting budget documentation and schedules for 2016/17 MTREF 

To facilitate oversight of compliance with the Municipal Budget and Reporting Regulations, 

accounting officers are reminded that: 

• Section 22(b)(i) of the MFMA requires that immediately after an annual budget is tabled 
in a municipal council, it must be submitted to the National Treasury and the relevant 
provincial treasury in both printed and electronic formats. If the annual budget is tabled 
to council on 31 March 2016, the final date of submission of the electronic budget 
documents and corresponding electronic returns is Friday, 01 April 2016. The deadline 
for submission of hard copies including council resolution is Friday, 8 April 2016. 

• Section 24(3) of the MFMA, read together with regulation 20(1), requires that the 
approved annual budget must be submitted to both National Treasury and the relevant 
provincial treasury within ten working days after the council has approved the annual 
budget. If the council only approves the annual budget on 30 June 2016, the final date 
for such a submission is Thursday, 14 July 2016, otherwise an earlier date applies. 

The municipal manager must submit: 
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• the budget documentation as set out in Schedule A (version 2.8) of the Municipal Budget 
and Reporting Regulations, including the main Tables (A1 - A10) and ALL the supporting 
tables (SA1 - SA37) in both printed and electronic formats; 

• the draft service delivery and budget implementation plan in both printed and electronic 
format; 

• the draft integrated development plan; 

• the council resolution; 

• signed Quality Certificate as prescribed in the Municipal Budget and Reporting 
Regulations; 

• schedules D, E and F specific for the entities; 

• signed budget locking certificate as found on the website; 

• service level standards; and 

• mSCOA implementation plan and progress to date. 

Municipalities are required to send electronic versions of documents and the A1 schedule to 

lqdocuments@treasury.qov.za . 

If the budget documents are too large to be sent via email (exceeds 4MB) please submit to

All new municipalities must submit the 2016/17 MTREF as soon as it is adopted by the 
newly elected council.

In addition to the above mentioned budget documentation, metropolitan municipalities must 
submit the Built Environment Performance Plan (BEPP) tabled in council on 31 May 2016 to 
Yasmin.coovadia@treasury.qov.za . If the BEPP documents are too large to be sent via email 
(exceeds 4MB) please submit to vasmin.coovadia@qmail.com or send to Yasmin Coovadia 
via Dropbox; any problems experienced in this regard can be addressed with 
Yasmin.Coovadia@treasury.qov.za . Hard copies of the BEPP may be sent to Yasmin 
Coovadia, National Treasury, 3 rd floor 40 Church Square, Pretoria, 0002 or Private Bag X1 15, 
Pretoria, 0001. 

8.2 Budget reform returns to the Local Government Database for publication 

For publication purposes, municipalities are still required to use the Budget Reform Returns to 
upload budget and monthly expenditure to the National Treasury Local Government 
Database. All returns are to be sent to lqdatabase@treasury.qov.za . 

Municipalities are requested to submit returns for both the draft budget and the final 
adopted budget. 
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This will assist the National and provincial treasuries with the annual benchmark process. 
The aligned electronic returns may be downloaded from National Treasury’s website at the 
following link: http://mfma.treasury.qov.za/Return Forms/Paqes/default.aspx. 

8.3 Municipal Standard Chart of Accounts (mSCOA) 1 

The mSCOA Regulations apply to all municipalities and municipal entities with effect from 1 
July 2017 and only seven months remain for preparation and implementation readiness as 
the 2017/18 MTREF budgets will all have to be aligned to mSCOA. It is critical for 
municipalities to start budgeting on mSCOA by September 2016 to go live on 01 July 2017. 

Municipalities are reminded that the current reporting requirements will remain in place until 
the National Treasury considers the implementation of the mSCOA and the new reporting 
reforms are no longer a risk. Those who do not adhere to the prescribed reporting according 
to the MBRR and the submission of the Budget reform returns to the National Treasury Local 
Government database will be regarded as non-compliant for publication purposes (refer to 
paragraph 8.2). 


Municipalities that are implementing the mSCOA must use the latest version of the 
mSCOA classification framework at the link below when compiling the 2016/17 MTREF.

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Annexure B - Previous MFMA Circulars 

Budget management issues dealt with in previous MFMA Circulars 


Municipalities are reminded to refer to MFMA Circulars 48, 51, 54, 55, 66, 67 and 70 with 
regards to the following issues: 

1. Mayor’s discretionary funds and similar discretionary budget allocation - National 
Treasury regards allocations that are not designated for a specific purpose to be bad 
practice and discourage them (refer to MFMA Circular 51 ). 

2. Unallocated ward allocations - National Treasury does not regard this to be a good 
practice, because it means that the tabled budget does not reflect which ward projects 
are planned for purposes of public consultation and council approval (refer to MFMA 
Circular 51). 

3. New office buildings - Municipalities are required to send detailed information to 
National Treasury if they are contemplating building new main office buildings (refer to 
MFMA Circular 51). 

4. Virement policies of municipalities - Municipalities are reminded of the principles that 
must be incorporated into municipal virements policies (refer to MFMA Circular 51). 

5. Providing clean water and managing waste water - Municipalities were reminded to 
include a section on ‘Drinking water quality and waste water management’ in their 
budget document (refer to MFMA Circular 54). 

6. Renewal and repairs and maintenance of existing assets - Allocations to repairs and 
maintenance, and the renewal of existing infrastructure must be prioritised. 
Municipalities must provide detailed motivations in their budget documentation if 
allocations do not meet the required benchmarks set out in MFMA Circular 55 and 66. 

7. Credit cards and debit cards linked to municipal bank accounts are not permitted - On 
02 August 2011 National Treasury issued a directive to all banks informing them that 
as from 01 September 201 1 they are not allowed to issue credit cards or debit cards 
linked to municipal bank accounts (refer to MFMA Circular 55). 

8. Water and sanitation tariffs must be cost reflective - refer to MFMA Circular 66. 

9. Solid waste tariffs - refer to MFMA Circular 70. 

10. Variances between 4 th Quarter section 71 results and annual financial statements - 

refer to Circular 67. 

1 1. Additional In-Year reporting reguirements - refer to MFMA Circular 67. 

12. Appropriation statement ( reconciliation : budget and in-year performance)- reference is 
made to circular 67. It came to the attention of National Treasury that a number of 
municipalities did not include the appropriation statement as part of their 2012/13 or 
2013/14 annual financial statement. In terms of the Standards of GRAP 24 on the 
Presentation of Budget Information in Financial Statements, municipalities are 
required to present their original and adjusted budgets against actual outcome in the 
annual financial statements. This is considered an appropriation statement and the 
comparison between the budget and actual performance should be a mirror image of 
each other as it relates to the classification and grouping of revenue and expenditure 
as has been the case in a national and provincial context. This statement is subject to 
auditing and accordingly supporting documentation would be required to substantiate 
the compilation of this statement. 

13. Eliminating non-priority spending - The 2013 MTBPS emphasised the need for 
government to step-up its efforts to combat waste, inefficiency and corruption (refer to 
MFMA circular 70). 

14. Council oversight over the budget process - refer to MFMA Circular 70. 
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Conditional grant issues dealt with in previous MFMA Circulars 


Municipalities are reminded to refer to MFMA Circulars 48, 51, 54, 55 and 67 with regards to 
the following issues: 

1. Accounting treatment of conditional grants : Municipalities are reminded that in 
accordance with accrual accounting principles, conditional grants should only be 
treated as ‘transfers recognized’ revenue when the grant revenue has been ‘earned’ 
by incurring expenditure in accordance with the conditions of the grant. 

2. VAT on conditional grants: SARS has issued a specific guide to assist municipalities 
meeting their VAT obligations - VAT 419 Guide for Municipalities. To assist 
municipalities accessing this guide it has been placed on the National Treasury 
website at: http://mfma.treasurv.gov.za/Guidelines/Paaes/default.aspx 

3. Interest received and reclaimed VAT in respect of conditional grants: Municipalities 
are reminded that in MFMA Circular 48, National Treasury determined that: 

• Interest received on conditional grant funds must be treated as ‘own revenue’ and 
its use by the municipality is not subject to any special conditions; and 

• ‘Reclaimed VAT’ in respect of conditional grant expenditures must be treated as 
‘own revenue’ and its use by the municipality is not subject to any special 
conditions. 

4. Appropriation of conditional grants that are rolled over - As soon as a municipality 
receives written approval from National Treasury that its unspent conditional grants 
have been rolled-over it may proceed to spend such funds (refer to MFMA Circular 51 
for other arrangements in this regard). 

5. Pledging of conditional grant transfers - the 2015 Division of Revenue Bill contained a 
provision that allows municipalities to pledge their conditional grants. The end date for 
the pledges is extended to 2017/18. The process of application as set out in MFMA 
Circular 51 remains unchanged. 

6. Separate reporting for conditional grant roll-overs - National Treasury has put in place 
a separate template for municipalities to report on the spending of conditional grant 
roll-overs. Municipalities are reminded that conditional grant funds can only be rolled- 
over once, so if they remain unspent in the year in which they were rolled-over they 
MUST revert to the National Revenue Fund. 

7. Payment schedule - National Treasury has instituted an automated payment system 
of transfers to municipalities in order to ensure appropriate safety checks are put in 
place. Only the primary banking details verified by National Treasury will be used for 
effecting transfers. 

8. Conditional grant transfers/payments , the responsibilities of transferring and receiving 

authorities and the criteria for the rollover of conditional grants - It is important that the 
transfers made to municipalities’ are transparent, and properly captured in the 
municipalities’ budgets. MFMA Circular no: 67 in this regard refers. The criterion for 
the rollover of conditional grants is stipulated in MFMA Circular no: 51 . 

MBRR issues dealt with in previous MFMA Circulars 

Municipalities are reminded to refer to MFMA Circulars 48, 51 , 54, 55 with regards to the 
following issues: 

1 . Budgeting for revenue and ‘revenue foregone’ - The ‘realistically anticipated revenues 
to be collected’ that must be reflected on the Budgeted Statement of Financial 
Performance (Tables A2, A3 and A4) must exclude ‘revenue foregone’. The definition 
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of ‘revenue foregone’ and how it is distinguished from ‘transfers and grants’ is 
explained in MFMA Circular 51 . 

2. Preparing and amending budget related policies - Information on all budget related 
policies and any amendments to such policies must be included in the municipality’s 
annual budget document (refer to MFMA Circular 54). 

3. 2013/14 MTREF Funding Compliance Assessment - All municipalities were required to 
perform the funding compliance assessment outlined in MFMA Funding Compliance 
Guideline and to include the relevant information outlined in MFMA Circular 55 in their 
201 5/1 6 budgets (refer to MFMA Circular 55). 

4. Tabling a funded budget - It is critical that municipalities adopt and implement funded 
budgets as per Section 18 of the MFMA. Tables A7 and A8 which if completed 
correctly by the municipality, it will provide most of the information required to evaluate 
whether a municipality’s operating and capital budgets are funded or not.

MFMA Circular No. 82 

Municipal Finance Management Act No. 56 of 2003 


Cost Containment Measures 
Purpose 

Section 62(1 )(a) of the Municipal Finance Management Act No. 56 of 2003 (MFMA) 
stipulates that the accounting officer of a municipality is responsible for managing 
the financial administration of a municipality and must for this purpose take all 
reasonable steps to ensure that the resources of the municipality are used 
effectively, efficiently and economically. 

In terms of the legal framework, the elected councils and accounting officers are 
required to institute appropriate measures to ensure that the limited resources and 
public funds are appropriately utilised to ensure value for money is achieved. 

The purpose of this Circular is to guide municipalities and municipal entities on cost 
containment measures that must be implemented in an effort to address the impact 
of the country’s economic challenges and to promote growth, address 
unemployment and equality, amongst others. 

Background 

The national government has been aware of the need to contain costs and Cabinet 
resolved that all spheres of government, including municipalities and municipal 
entities must implement measures to contain operational costs and eliminate all non- 
essential expenditure. 

In the 2016 State of the Nation Address, cost containment measures were re- 
emphasised. It was highlighted that excessive and wasteful expenditure has to be 
reduced, and that increased action be taken to manage unnecessary expenditure. 
The following measures were among those announced: 

• Curtailment of overseas trips; 

• The submission of strong motivation to MM’s, Mayors and, where necessary, 
oversight mechanisms at local, provincial and national spheres of Government 
by those requesting permission to travel either locally or abroad: i.e. their 
detailed report including research which argues the necessity of the trip and the 
benefit the country will achieve in undertaking the journey; 

• The institutionalisation of further restrictions on conferences, catering, 
entertainment and social functions. 

In reinforcing the above, the Minister of Finance also announced further cost 
containment measures in his budget speech on 24 February 2016, and urged 
Mayors of municipalities to exercise and oversee the elimination of wasteful 
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expenditure in government. SALGA supported the call for cost containment 
measures to be implemented in municipalities as per the Budget Forum 
engagements and commitments. 

Municipalities must make clear and quantified commitments in this regard when 
tabling their upcoming budgets, and to reference these commitments when 
submitting budget documentation to the National and Provincial Treasuries, as 
required by the MFMA. 

Annexure A of this circular presents cost containment measures that accounting 
officers and chief finance officers must consider in order to contain operational costs 
and eliminate non-essential expenditure. In addition, municipalities are advised to 
refer to MFMA Budget Circular No. 70 and other relevant Circulars on the elimination 
of non-priority spending ( http://mfma.treasurv.qov.za/Circulars/Paqes/default.aspx ). 

Enforcement of cost containment measures 

SALGA recently expressed concern over the lack of enforcement of such measures 
and municipal councils are herewith reminded of Section 171(1) of the MFMA 
whereby the accounting officer of a municipality commits an act of financial 
misconduct if that accounting officer deliberately or negligently contravenes a 
provision of the Act, or fails to comply with a duty imposed by the Act on the 
accounting officer of the municipality. 

Failure to fulfill the duty outlined in section 62(1) (a) of the MFMA may result in the 
accounting officer committing an act of financial misconduct and that disciplinary or 
criminal proceedings are instituted against any official who has allegedly committed 
an act of financial misconduct or an offence in terms of chapter 15. The accounting 
officer also has a duty to ensure that unauthorised, irregular or fruitless and wasteful 
expenditure and other losses are prevented. 

In addition, section 167 of the MFMA provides that a municipality may only 
remunerate its office bearers within the parameters set out in that section. In 
particular, sub-section 167(2) provides that any benefit paid that is outside the 
parameters set out in subsection (1) is irregular expenditure and must be recovered 
from the political office-bearer concerned. 

Details of precisely what a municipality may pay or remunerate its political office 
bearers are set out in the Notices issued in terms of the Political Office Bearers Act 
by the Minister of Cooperative Governance and Traditional Affairs. 

Municipalities are reminded that the National Treasury will soon be conducting 
municipal budget benchmark engagements with non-delegated municipalities during 
which all municipal budgets will be assessed against the cost containment measures 
outlined in this Circular. Provincial Treasuries will be conducting similar 
engagements and budget assessments with delegated municipalities. 

Consideration has been given to the lack of enforcement measures and therefore it 
is envisaged that regulations will be issued to align these measures with financial 
misconduct regulations. Disclosure of cost containment measures applied by the 
municipality and entity must be included in the Municipal Budget and Annual Report. 
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Measures implemented and regular reports must be submitted to the Municipal 
Public Accounts Committee for review and recommendations to Council on 
additional measures to be taken. 

The contents of this Circular has been shared with the office of the Auditor-General 
for their application, scrutiny and assessment. 


Conclusion 


It is important that the accounting officer ensures that the content of this Circular is 
brought to the attention of the Municipal Council and all other relevant officials within 
municipalities and municipal entities. It is recommended that: 

• Municipalities adopt this Circular together with their annual budgets; 

• Municipalities are advised to review other finance related policies to ensure 
consistency with this Circular; 

• Municipalities implement the circular by creating the appropriate oversight 
mechanisms to monitor cost containment measures; 

• Implementation of such measures will assist in ensuring that the provisions of 
sections 62 and 167 of the MFMA are complied with to ensure that reasonable 
steps are taken for public resources to be used effectively, efficiently, 
economically and in the best interests of the local community. 


Any queries relating to municipalities preparation of municipal budgets in line with 
the cost containment measures should be directed to the respective National or 
Provincial Treasury official responsible for monitoring the municipality’s budget. The 
names of these officials can be obtained from MFMA Circular 79 and / or other 
related MFMA Circulars. This Circular must be tabled before the municipal council 
for adoption together with the 201 6/1 7 MTREF budget.

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Annexure A - Cost Containment Measures 

Cabinet resolved, on 23 October 2013 that cost containment measures must be 
implemented to eliminate wasteful expenditure, reprioritise spending and ensure 
savings on the following focus areas among others; engagement of consultants, 
travel and subsistence costs, issuing of credit cards, accommodation costs, office 
furnishing costs, advertising or sponsorship costs, catering and events related costs. 

It is prudent that Municipalities consider consultation with its employees and through 
public participation to obtain input and consideration from affected stakeholders such 
as communities, ratepayers, businesses, and so on which may prove to be beneficial 
when facilitating the implementation of cost containment policies and actions. 

Municipalities are advised to ensure appropriate monitoring and reporting on such 
cost saving measures is instituted for ease of reporting to management and council 
on progress on a regular basis. The internal audit unit of municipalities must be 
copied with such reports. 

1. Engagement of Consultants 

• Accounting Officers must only contract with consultants after a gap analysis 
report has confirmed that the municipality does not have the requisite skills or 
resources in its permanent employment to perform the services required. 

• Evidence of acute planning of the project must be visible to all relevant persons 
including the administration and political oversight mechanisms in place at the 
municipality. 

• Consultants, including construction and infrastructure related services, must 
only be remunerated at the rates equal to or below those: 

o determined in the “Guidelines on fees for audits done on behalf of the 
Auditor-General South Africa”, issued by the South African Institute of 
Chartered Accountants (SAICA); 

o set out in the “Guide on Hourly Fee Rates for Consultants”, by the 
Department of Public Service and Administration (DPSA); or 
o Prescribed by the body regulating the profession of the consultant. 

• Ensure an exacting “specification” of the work to be accomplished 
accompanies the tender and is used as a monitoring tool, are appropriately 
recorded and monitored. 

• Ensure that contracts for consultants include retention and penalty clauses for 
poor performance and in this regard against the above specification, 
accounting officers must invoke such clauses, where deemed necessary. 

• It is mandatory that accounting officers of municipalities and municipal entities 
conclude on the best “value for money”, i.e. matching fees against quality and 
against benchmarked practices. 

• Accounting officers of municipalities and municipal entities must appoint 
consultants on a time and cost basis with specific start and end dates. 

• Travel and subsistence costs for the appointment of consultants must be in 
accordance with the travel policy of government and the contract price specifies 
all travel & subsistence costs. 
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• If travel and subsistence costs for appointed consultants are exclusive of the 
contract, the costs must be in accordance with the following provisions: 

a) Hotel accommodation may not exceed the amount mentioned in this 
Circular; 

b) Only economy class air tickets may be purchased for flights; 

c) Only group B vehicles or lower may be hired for engagements, as 
mentioned in this Circular; 

d) Kilometres claimed for the use of private vehicles may not exceed the rates 
approved by the National Department of Transport, as updated from time to 
time. 

• Municipalities are urged to develop consultancy reduction plans. 

• Undertake all engagements of consultants in accordance with the SCM 
Regulations and the municipality’s SCM policy. 

2. Travel and subsistence 

The National Treasury, on behalf of all three spheres of government, has negotiated 
improved upfront discounts for flights as well as discounted accommodation rates. 
Therefore municipalities and municipal entities are requested to utilise these 
agreements to assist in their respective cost containment measures, unless they can 
negotiate lower air travel rates or utilise other service providers that offer lower rates. 

Net and Non-Commissionable Rates 

All rates offered to Government as of 1 April 2016 will be net and non- 
commissionable. This will include the informal accommodation market e.g. Guest 
Houses and Bed & Breakfast establishments. 

Rebates, Overrides, Volume based income 

In the spirit of transparency, the OCPO is taking a firm position on rebates, overrides 
or any volume driven target incentives being paid by suppliers to Travel 
Management Company (TMC). As of 1 April 2016 these payments and the practice 
of overrides is to discontinue for Government business. 

2.1 National Travel Policy 

The T reasury will implement a Government T ravel Policy as of 1 April 201 6. This will 
be available on the OCPO’s website: 

(http://ocpo.treasury.qov.za/Buvers Area/Leqislation/Paqes/default.aspx) 


2.2 Air Travel 

• National Treasury has negotiated with the two “Full Service Carriers”, i.e. SAA 
and BA for discounted rates for government officials for domestic air travel. 
(These rates are not applicable for International Air Travel.). 

• For SAA, the discounts range from 5% (L class) up to 30% (Y Class) for 
Economy Class tickets; and 10% (D Class) up to 26% (C Class) for Business 
Class tickets. Please note that business class is not encouraged, however 
where a single flight exceed 5 hours, consideration may be applied. 
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• For BA the discounts range from 10% (O, Q class) up to 25% (Y Class) for 
Economy Class tickets; and 20% (J Class) for Business Class tickets. Please 
note that business class is not encouraged, however where a single flight 
exceed 5 hours, consideration may be applied. 

• Treasury will be entering into a short-term Corporate Agreement from 1 April 
2016 to 30 September 2016 in the interim, where after the agreements will be 
reviewed with a view of longer term applicability. 

• The premise of Best Fare on the Day will be implemented making full use of the 
negotiated Government Corporate Agreements with SAA and BA Comair. 
Quotations are to be obtained from at least SAA and BA Comair before issue. 
Other Low Cost Carriers may also be requested for quotations. Please note 
that all discounted rates are subject to class availability. 

• Corporate agreements with SAA and BA/Comair will be made available to 
TMCs that are currently contracted to Government. Should the municipal TMC 
have not been contacted by the full service carrier representative, they are to 
inform National Treasury with the agents name; physical address, contact 
name, email address and IATA number. Upon receipt of the information, the 
representatives of the full service carriers will ensure that the TMC is given 
access to the deal code. The TMC must have an authenticated IATA number. 

• Accounting officers of municipalities and municipal entities are advised to 
include a clause in their respective documents that travel agencies are only 
permitted to make booking arrangements on behalf of municipalities and 
municipal entities in line with this Circular. Current arrangements need to be 
updated and amended to reflect these changes. 

• Disabled persons can be accommodated in economy class, however, in 
extremely exceptional and rare cases an Accounting Officer may approve, with 
evidence, other than economy class air travel. 


2.3 Domestic Hotel Accommodation 

National Treasury has negotiated maximum allowable rates with four hotel groups. A 
non-exclusive MOU is being entered into with the hotels over a period of six months 
from 1 April to 30 September 2016 while National Treasury prepares for an open bid 
process. The hotels are as follows, Premier Group, Protea Hotels, City Lodge and 
Tsogo Sun. The instruction to travel agents must be to obtain quotes from each of 
the four hotels; however it is not necessarily limited to them as accommodation 
depends on availability, locality and rates, which could be lower. Competition and 
cost effectiveness must remain a key principle.

• Accounting officers must ensure that overnight accommodation is limited to 
instances where the distance travelled by road by the employee exceeds 500 
kilometres to and from the destination (return journey). 

2.4 Vehicle Hire 

• Municipalities are encouraged to continue considering their own fleet first, 
where viable, prior to hiring of vehicles; 

• Notwithstanding the provisions above, all employees must make use of shuttle 
services if the cost of such a service is below the cost of hiring a vehicle. 

• Accounting officers must also consider making use of shuttle services if the 
cost of kilometres claimable by the employee and the cost of parking are higher 
than the shuttle services. 

• Ensure the hiring of vehicles from a category below Group B or an equivalent 
class. Accounting officers may permit employees to accept up-graded group of 
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hired vehicles if such an up-grade is offered for free or at a lower charge than 
Group B. 

• Vehicle travel claims by employees of municipalities and municipal entities 
must be restricted to the actual distance travelled in excess of the normal 
distance from the employee’s residence to his or her place of work or as may 
be negotiated using a motor vehicle allowance scheme. 

3 Credit Cards 

The use of credit and debit cards was addressed in an earlier MFMA Circular. 

A bank, or any other institution, may not issue credit cards or debit cards linked to a 
bank account of a municipality or a municipal entity to any councillors, entity board 
members, municipal or entity officials or any other person. The issuing and use of 
such cards be it for official purposes: 

• contravenes section 1 1 and 85 of the MFMA as there is no way of ensuring that 
all purchases made on the card are in accordance with the items listed in the 
sections or as prescribed; 

• contravenes section 167 of the MFMA which provides that any bursary, loan, 
advance or other benefit paid to a municipal councillor otherwise than in 
accordance with the provisions of the Remuneration of Public Office Bearers 
Act constitutes irregular expenditure; 

• contravening section 15 of the MFMA by incurring expenditure not authorised in 
an approved budget; 

• non-compliance with section 164 of the MFMA which provides that no 
municipality or municipal entity may make loans to councillors or officials of the 
municipality, directors or officials of the entity or members of the public; 

• non-compliance with the supply chain management regulations; and 

• undermines efforts to safeguard municipal funds, combat fraud and corruption, 
as well as other irregular practices. 

While the use of petrol cards or garage cards for municipal vehicles is permitted, it 
must be utilised in accordance with an appropriate policy and related procedures to 
avoid misuse thereof. Cost containment measures should be applied in managing 
and planning trips. 

Where officials or councillors incur expenses in relation to official municipal activities, 
they should use their personal credit cards or cash, and request reimbursement from 
the municipality in accordance with the relevant municipal policy and processes. 
Alternatively, the municipality should make arrangements with the service provider 
that the expenditure be settled directly by the municipality. 

4 Catering costs 

• Do not incur catering expenses for any meetings where only municipal officials 
are in attendance. Notwithstanding the above, the accounting officer may incur 
catering expenses for the following, provided that such lasts for five (5) 
continuous hours or more: 

a) The hosting of conferences, workshops, courses, forums, recruitment 
interviews, training courses, hearings; 
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b) Meetings related to commissions or committees of inquiry; or 

c) Meetings hosted by the board of directors of municipal entities, including 
governance committee meetings. 

• Ensure that entertainment allowances of qualifying officials do not exceed two 
thousand rand (R2 000) per person per financial year. The National Treasury 
may periodically review this amount. 

• Do not incur expenses on alcoholic beverages. 

• Ensure that team building and social functions, including year-end functions, 
are not financed from the municipal budgets or by any suppliers or sponsors. 

• Notwithstanding the above, accounting officers may incur no more than the 
petty cash allocation or limitations on expenditure from their respective budgets 
to host farewell functions to employees who are either: 

(a) proceeding on retirement due to ill health; or 

(b) proceeding on retirement after reaching the qualifying age limit of a 
minimum of ten (1 0) or more years working for the public service. 

• Accounting officers and accounting authorities may not host farewell functions 
for employees who have: 

(a) been dismissed; 

(b) elected to resign or leave by accepting severance packages; or 

(c) Approached the end of their contractual term. 

5 Events, advertising and sponsorships 

• Eliminate wasteful expenditure on events, advertising in magazines, television, 
newspapers etc. where the municipality can use other cost effective means 
such as websites to market the institution or properly publicise the matters or 
events under consideration. 

• Memorabilia, gifts and other novelties should be of token value only and should 
only be offered by municipalities and municipal entities in order to acknowledge 
support or a visit or attendance by a dignitary in connection with a benefit to the 
local community; to reciprocate the giving of a similar token gift by another 
organisation; or similar but in all cases there must be an identifiable benefit to 
the community. 

• Limit or stop all unnecessary expenditure on matters such as printing of shirts, 
hosting of sporting events, festivals and other associated events, cruises, lavish 
functions, and extraordinary costs associated with visits of dignitaries or 
induction of new councillors. 


6 Conferences, meetings, study tours, etc. 


• Employees of municipalities and municipal entities may attend conferences 
hosted by professional bodies or non-governmental institutions (external 
conferences) held within the borders of South Africa provided that expenses 
related to their attendance do not exceed two thousand five hundred rand (R2 
500) per person per day. The number of municipal officials attending such 
conferences and workshops must be limited, see below. The National Treasury 
may periodically review this amount. 
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• Employees must make every effort to take advantage of early registration 
discounts by seeking the required approvals to attend well in advance of the 
conference as it relates to their area of work. No late registration is acceptable. 

• Conferences abroad must be limited to its ultimate minimum or none at all. 

• Utilise municipal and/or provincial office facilities for conferences, meetings, 
strategic planning sessions etc. where an appropriate venue exists within the 
municipal jurisdiction. 

• Limit or stop overseas trips and the delegations going on such trips unless a 
tangible and clear benefit to the local community and performance of essential 
service provision can be established beforehand. 

• The number of employees travelling to conferences or meetings on official duty 
for the same matter is limited to three (3) employees, unless otherwise 
approved in advance by the relevant accounting officer, having due regard to 
the cost containment measures. 

• Similar to the above, the number of employees travelling by air to other centres 
to attend an official engagement on the same matter is also limited to three (3) 
employees, unless otherwise approved in advance by the relevant accounting 
officer, having due regard to the cost containment measures. 

7 Office furnishing 

• Municipalities should exercise due precaution in refurbishing offices, 
purchasing equipment, etc. especially when new persons are elected or 
appointed. Use of existing facilities and equipment is encouraged. 

• Office furnishing, when required, should be contained to minimal costs, 
avoiding elaborate and expensive furniture or equipment. 

8 Staff study, perks and suspension costs 

• Training attended by employees and councillors of municipalities and municipal 
entities may only be attended at pre-approved service providers to ensure 
sufficient quality of training and obtain value for money. 

• Expenditure associated with overseas study tours by councillors or officials 
must be reduced and preferably stopped. 

• Encourage staff to take time off to make up for overtime worked. 

• Planned overtime must be submitted to management for consideration on a 
monthly basis. 

• Unplanned overtime worked must be motivated and approved by management. 

• Costs associated with long-standing staff suspensions and legal costs 
associated with not following due processes when suspending and dismissing 
staff must be eliminated. 

• Constant management of staff, improvements in productivity levels and 
feedback must be provided to all staff. 

9 Cost containment on other related expenditure items 

• Accounting officers of municipalities and municipal entities are advised to 
ensure that all commodities and products that the National Treasury designated 
as transversal contracts are utilised to benefit from savings where lower prices 
or rates have been negotiated. 
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MFMA Circular No 82 


• Periodic or quarterly threat assessments against councillors and key officials 
should be undertaken by the appropriate authority (SAPS) and reported to the 
Speakers Office. Approval for security measures must be informed by such 
reports, if paid for from municipal funds. The use of metropolitan traffic officers 
for such purposes should be avoided. 

• Municipal funds may not be used to fund election campaign activities, including 
the provision of supporting material, clothing, food, inducements to vote either 
as part of, or during election rallies. 

• Printing of documents should carefully considered be back-to-back and use of 
colour printing for graphs only, while use of electronic means should be 
preferred. 

• Review and introduce limits on municipal staff telephones and limiting private 
call to a reasonable amount. 

• Every effort must be made to recover debt from consumers before write-off. 
Municipalities to avoid the excessive usage of debt collectors and improve its 
internal capacity for debt collection. 

• Ensure synergy between municipal divisions or departments to avoid 
duplication of processes and efforts. 

• Where possible the warranties on vehicle and computer equipment should be 
extended instead of procuring new ones. 

• Labour saving devices should be shared to optimise the capacity utilisation of 
each device. 

• Purchasing of newspapers and other publications for municipal employees to 
limited and stopped. 

• Municipalities should ensure that awareness is raised with municipal staff so 
that a high degree of energy saving measures can be introduced, e.g. air- 
conditioning and lights in buildings are switched off at night and when offices 
are not in use. 

• All other cost containment measures introduced by council are also 
encouraged and supported.

A. 2016/17 OPERATING BUDGET 

1. Proposals by Portfolio Committees which are included in the May Budget 

document: 

The Human Settlements portfolio committee proposed the following: 

• A reduction of R20 million per annum in the City’s HSDG allocation from the 
Provincial Government over the MTREF period as per correspondence received from 
the Provincial Treasury (dated 3 March 2016). This required a concomitant reduction 
in the City’s HSDG budget to ensure the alignment of the City’s budget to the 
Provincial HSDG allocation to the City. This reduction will be undertaken against 
proposed projects currently in the tabled City’s budget and will result in the re- 
phasing of various projects to ensure that the City’s budgets balance to the Provincial 
HSDG allocation. 

• Shifting of grant funding (R6 million) from capital to operating budget on Scottsdene 
New CRU project funded ex Human Settlement Development Grant, while remaining 
within the 2016 gazetted allocation. 

The Transport for Cape Town Budget Portfolio Committee Workshop recommended the 
following: 

• Shifting of grant funding (R20 million, R34 million and R20 million over the MTREF 
period) from capital to operating budget on IRT: Phase 2A Wetton-Lansdowne 
Corridor project funded ex Public Transport Network Grant while remaining within the 
2016 DORA allocation. 

2. Amendments to the operating grants & donations 

• A reduction of R5.9 million, R82 million and R30.1 million over the MTREF period on 
various projects within Human Settlement directorate funded ex Local Department of 
Human Settlements. 

• A reduction of R13.2 million (2016/17) and R15.2 million (2017/18) on Human 
Settlement Capacity within Human Settlement directorate funded ex National 
Government. 

• Additional allocation of R22.3 million within the Safety & Security directorate for the 
appointment of law enforcement officers for the Human Settlements projects funded 
ex Local Department of Human Settlements. 

• An increase of R36.8 million, R14.3 million and R18.8 million over the MTREF period, 
on various projects within Health directorate funded ex Provincial Government. 

• Additional allocation of R10 million (2016/17) and R5 million (2017/18), for Municipal 
Accreditation Assistance within Human Settlement directorate funded ex Local 
Department of Human Settlements. 

• Additional allocation of R3 million, R3.5 million and R3.9 million over the MTREF 
period for training of law enforcement officers within Safety & Security directorate 
funded ex Provincial Government.

• Additional allocation of R1 20,000, R240,000 and R360,000 over the MTREF period 
for Financial Management Capacity Building (External Bursaries) within Corporate 
Services & Compliance directorate funded ex Provincial Government 

3. A review of Council’s main funding sources, post tabling funding updates and 
allocations resulted in the following proposed amendments to previously approved 
allocations: 

• An increase of R5.8 million on Building Levies/ Scrutiny Fees (R3.6 million ) and 
Rezoning Fee (R2.2 million) revenue within Economic, Environmental & Spatial 
Planning. This additional revenue will be used to address capacity issues within this 
directorate. 

• Additional Allocation of R11.5 million within Supply Chain Management department 
(R10.1 million) and Utility Services directorate (R1.4 million), to address the drastic 
need to increase the efficiency of procurement processes, strengthen capacity, 
knowledge and skills base within the SCM function and the organisation generally. 
This will be funded from Rates. 

• The Property Rates and Income Forgone provisions were refined based on updated 
Rates modelling and an update on the latest status of the 2015 General Valuation. 
The outcome of the latest re-calculation of these items still results in a Rates revenue 
increase requirement of 6%, as was the case at the time of budget tabling.
